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To  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Order  at  Large: 

In  submitting  this  preliminary  report  showing  the  experience  of  the  order 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1918,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  its  publication  has  been 
delayed  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  this  office  to  receive  complete  reports 
from  grand  lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  under  immediate  control.  Even 
at  this  writing  not  all  reports  have  been  received,  and  the  reader  is  therefore 
admonished  that  the  tabulations  and  statistics  as  herein  shown  for  the  year 
last  past  will  be  subject  to  change  when  all  reports  finally  shall  have  been 
received.  These  corrections  in  the  membership  and  financial  statements 
will  be  shown  in  the  official  tables  published  in  the  fiscal  year  report,  in  July. 

The  year  1918  was  one  of  the  most  unusual,  in  many  respects,  that  this 
order  ever  has  experienced,  conditions  quite  entirely  attributable  to  the  “war 
period”  and  the  fearful  epidemic  that  wrought  not  only  its  terrible  toll,  but 
so  seriously  interfered  with  the  ordinary  work  and  conventions  of  lodges,  both 
grand  and  subordinate.  Even  when  reciting  these  conditions,  in  a  spirit  of 
self  defence  on  the  part  of  the  order  at  large,  we  nevertheless  cannot  refrain 
from  again  reminding  the  order  that,  generally  speaking,  there  does  not  seem 
to  be  any  very  good  reason  why  it  should  require,  in  our  organized  fraternity, 
three  months’  time  for  lodges  to  qualify  with  such  business  statements  as  the 
preparation  of  semi-annual  and  yearly  reports — with  the  known  condition 
that,  with  this  length  of  time  allowed  by  law,  not  all  reports  are  received. 
We  hazard  the  further  statement  that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  grand  lodges 
are  compelled  to  prepare  their  annual  reports  without  having  received  reports 
from  all  subordinate  lodges  in  their  respective  domains.  Judging  by  past 
experience,  and  correspondence  with  grand  keepers  of  records  and  seal,  it 
seems  safe  to  say  that  fully  five  hundred  subordinate  lodges  are  delinquent 
each  year  when  the  time  arrives  that  grand  lodges,  by  law,  must  forward  their 
annual  reports.  In  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  two  months  should  be  made 
the  time  limit  for  grand  lodges  to  render  their  annual  reports,  with  limit  of 
four  or  six  weeks  for  subordinate  lodges  to  report  after  the  end  of  the  official 
term.  But  perhaps  we  are  expecting  too  much. 

During  the  past  few  years  much  concern  has  been  given  to  the  fact  that 
the  order  has  been  slipping,  even  to  the  extent  of  a  repetition  of  net  losses  in 
membership,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  large  number  of  new  members  initiated 
each  year.  The  year  1918  shows  the  worst  havoc  in  the  reduction  of  members 
that  we  have  been  called  upon  to  consider  since  the  very  earliest  days  of  the 
order — the  total  net  membership  loss  during  the  past  year  being  13,652.  Only 
fourteen  domains,  out  of  the  total  of  fifty-five,  show  a  net  increase,  and  these 
gains  are  comparatively  small.  West  Virginia  again  reports  the  largest  in- 
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crease,  a  net  gain  of  1,119  members.  The  heaviest  losses  are  reported  by  the 
larger  domains  in  the  order.  Hereunder  is  shown  the  gross  gains  and  losses, 
both  as  to  membership  and  lodges,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918:

WHITHER  ARE  WE  DRIFTING? 

It  is  peculiarly  distressing  to  present  or  read  a  report  of  this  character, 
even  though  we  may  well  understand  the  causes  that  contribute  to  member 
ship  losses,  and  also  know,  or  believe,  that  the  real  strength  and  force  of  the 
order,  as  a  power  for  good,  has  not  been  seriously  impaired.  The  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  order  today  is  practically  the  same  as  it  was  twelve  years  ago: 
then ,  698,538;  now,  698.895.  During  this  same  period  the  total  number  of 
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subordinate  lodges  has  been  reduced  by  845 — these  lodges  having  become 
defunct  or  consolidated  with  sister  lodges.  We  cannot  afford  to  shut  our 
eyes  to  the  situation  that  confronts  this  order.  While,  as  before  stated,  the 
past  year  was  “most  unusual,”  nevertheless  the  order,  also  the  nations  wherein 
it  is  principally  represented,  have  passed  through  several  seriously  depressing 
periods.  The  initiation  of  only  27,726  new  members  during  1918  is  the 
smallest  number  reported  since  the  low  record  made  thirty-three  years  ago. 
Every  student  member  will  think  seriously  of  these  things.  That  all  who 
read  this  report  may  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  membership  experi¬ 
ence  of  this  order  during  the  past  decade,  we  call  attention  to  the  appended 
tabulation  showing  the  number  of  members  initiated,  suspended,  and  deducted 
by  surrender  of  charter,  for  each  year  during  the  past  ten-year  period:

It  will  readily  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  tabulation  that  the  initiations 
average  over  46,000  per  year,  and  the  suspensions  an  average  of  over  45,000 
— this  slight  yearly  gain  being  more  than  offset  by  losses  on  account  of  the 
surrender  of  charters  of  subordinate  lodges.  The  total  membership  of  the 
order  December  31,  1909,  was  706,922 — a  net  loss  of  8,027  for  the  past  ten- 
year  period.  The  above  table  does  not  take  into  account  the  accretions  by 
reinstatement  and  deposit  of  card,  nor  duductions  by  death,  expulsion  and 
withdrawal.  For  the  past  few  years,  communications  accompanying  official 
reports  have  very  frequently  carried  the  statement  that  lodges  have  been 
“cleaning  house,”  removing  the  “dead  timber,”  and  otherwise  discarding 
the  non-productive  members.  Again,  it  also  is  to  be  observed  that  grand 
domains  have  been  vacating  the  charters  of  “dead  and  down”  lodges,  many 
of  which  have  been  carried  along  from  year  to  year  presumably  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  a  better  membership  showing,  only  to  discover  that  such  a 
policy  is  entirely  without  meaning  from  any  standpoint,  either  business  or 
fraternal. 

While  the  contention  may  be  made  that  a  temporary  lessening  of  the 
membership  during  any  particular  year  or  period  may  not  vitally  effect  the 
welfare  of  the  order,  it  nevertheless  is  very  apparent  that  this  order  must 
realize  that  it  has  within  itself  features  of  inefficiency  that  contribute  to 
retard  its  growth.  The  spirit,  purpose  and  ideals  of  this  order  are  worthy 
of  the  highest  commendation,  but  the  admission  of  this  fact  will  not  work 
the  fruition  desired  unless  proper  steps  be  taken  and  proper  energy  expended 
to  more  firmly  establish  the  order  in  a  position  where  its  work,  service  and 
influence  for  good  shall  be  made  more  attractive  and  command  wider  admira¬ 
tion.  In  other  words,  we  must  interest  and  hold  our  members,  and  endeavor 
to  make  this  order  signally  worth  while  and  essential  in  the  welfare  and  well 
being  of  each  community  where  a  lodge  is  established. 
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WIDESPREAD  ACTIVITY  PREVAILING 

Not  for  many  years  has  there  been  evidenced  such  a  widespread  activity 
and  interest  as  is  now  constantly  being  reported  from  the  great  sisterhood 
of  grand  domains.  Hardly  without  exception,  each  domain  reports  more 
lodge  energy  than  has  been  known  for  a  long  time.  This  revival  of  interest 
largely  finds  its  expression  in  the  number  of  new  members  being  admitted, 
and  while  this  good  work  is  desirable,  and  to  be  commended  at  all  times,  it 
must  not  be  overlooked  that  an  institution  of  the  character  of  this  order 
necessarily  must  have  a  greater  objective  than  the  initiation  of  large  numbers. 
With  the  prevailing  low  membership  fees  and  general  business  prosperity, 
it  is  not  a  hard  matter  for  the  wide-awake  lodge  to  bring  in  new  recruits,  but 
in  so  doing,  deep  concern  should  be  given  to  every  initiatory  process  in  the 
“making”  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  even  greater  concern  must  attach  to 
the  Pythian  responsibility  to  so  fashion  and  safeguard  the  order  that  it  may 
be  made  that  “living  force”  essential  to  the  attainment  of  the  highest  possible 
plane  in  fraternal  endeavor. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

In  the  matter  of  the  order’s  finances,  the  year  1918  makes  a  decidedly 
commendable  showing.  Cash  on  hand,  as  reported  by  grand  lodges,  is 
$16,932.90  in  excess  of  that  reported  for  the  year  immediately  preceding. 
The  receipts  of  subordinate  lodges,  despite  the  great  lessening  in  membership 
fees,  compares  very  favorably  with  the  1917  report,  while  the  aggregate  dis¬ 
bursements  were  over  $400,000  less  than  during  the  previous  year.  Very 
little  difference  is  shown  in  the  comparative  statements  of  the  assets  of  grand 
lodges  and  subordinate  lodges.  Duripg  the  past  year  the  subordinate  lodges 
expended  for  relief  $47,823.02  in  excess  of  the  amount  reported  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  Another  evidence  of  the  order’s  general  prosperity  and  stability 
is  shown  in  the  fact  that  its  “investments”  and  “real  estate”  holdings,  com¬ 
bined,  show  an  increase  of  $1,414,540.72  over  the  last  year.  With  the  slight 
reduction  in  aggregate  receipts,  this  excess  in  investments  has  naturally 
reduced  the  cash  on  hand.  Subordinate  lodges  also  report  that  “current 
expenses”  were  reduced  nearly  $200,000.  The  following  table  will  show  the 
gross  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  order  during  the  past  year;  also  grand 
and  subordinate  lodge  assets:

Note:  The  foregoing  financial  statement  necessarily  will  be  revised  when  official  tables 
are  prepared,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  final  and  correct  information  relative  to  financial 
matters  has  not  been  received  from  all  grand  and  subordinate  lodges;  these  changes,  however, 
will  not  materially  affect  the  totals  as  shown  above. 

THE  PARAMOUNT  PYTHIAN  NEED 

The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  have  some  higher  objective  than 
the  mere  ambition  to  enroll  members.  Experience  has  taught,  and  more 
especially  during  the  past  ten  years,  that  we  cannot  afford  to  rely  solely  upon 
the  ambition  and  energy  of  lodges  to  conduct  membership  campaigns  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  hurriedly  initiating  many  thousands  of  recruits.  We  are 
confronted  with  the  hard,  cold  fact  that  our  losses  are  exceeding  the  gains, 
and  that  we  have  yet  to  discover  and  fix  upon  some  higher  objective — some 
plan  of  action,  some  fixed  purpose,  some  plane  of  communion  and  unity, 
that  shall  stem  the  suspension  flood,  interest  the  membership,  and  more 
firmly  establish  this  order  in  the  fabric  of  human  welfare. 

Our  first  duty  is  to  cultivate  an  atmosphere  of  enterprise — that  character 
of  enterprise  that  shall  denominate  this  order  as  a  leader  in  fraternal  endeavor. 
As  a  direct  result  of  the  world  war,  we  must  be  more  outspoken  in  teaching 
patriotism — not  merely  the  voicing  of  platitudes,  but  by  concrete  examples 
and  direct  influence  in  every  community  where  the  Pythian  altar  is  established. 
We  must  give  more  heed  to  things  that  have  to  do  with  community,  state  and 
national  welfare.  Our  membership  must  be  educated,  co-ordinated  and 
enthused  to  a  higher  recognition  of  Pythian  responsibility,  individually  and 
collectively,  to  the  end  that  it  shall  be  known  of  all  men  that  this  order  squarely 
stands  for,  and  supports,  the  highest  ideals  of  citizenship  and  human  welfare. 
As  an  order,  we  must  be  more  closely  identified  with  the  great  affairs  of  life — 
fraternally,  socially  and  morally, — and  above  all,  that  in  every  endeavor 
and  relation,  the  order’s  influence  for  good  shall  not  be  confined  merely 
among  ourselves,  but  shall  broaden  to  the  wider  field  of  larger  service. 

CONSTRUCTIVE  PROGRAM  NECESSARY 

Reviewing  present  conditions,  and  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this  order 
is  not  progressing  as  it  should  progress,  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  average 
member  that  constructive  plans  be  devised  to  re-vitalize  Pythian  energy  and 
meaning.  This  note  of  warning  is  sounded  with  the  clear  conviction  that  the 
great  brotherhood  of  this  order  yearns  to  welcome  a  more  definite  program  of 
action,  and  with  this  thought  in  mind  we  submit  a  few  suggestions  for  the  con- 
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sideration  of  the  general  membership,  realizing,  however,  that  whatever  is 
proposed  may  not  appeal  to  all  members. 

The  official  reports  of  the  order  afford  appropriate  mediums  for  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  measures  and  methods.  With  the  candid  admission  that,  possibly, 
we  have  undertaken  to  cover  “too  much  territory,”  the  following  suggestions 
are  submitted  for  what  they  may  be  worth — with  the  view  to  future  welfare 
and  the  Pythian  ambition  to  progress: 

Financial  Conservation.  Current  expenses  of  subordinate  lodges,  aside 
from  relief  expenditures  and  investments,  average  about  four  million  dollars 
annually;  grand  lodge  disbursements  have  a  yearly  average  of  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  the  biennial  budget  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  carries  appro¬ 
priations  of  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars.  The  suggestion 
is  offered  that  a  considerable  saving  may  be  made  in  the  authorized  expendi¬ 
tures  of  the  several  bodies,  and  that  the  funds  thus  conserved  may  be  used  to 
greater  advantage  in  promoting  the  general  welfare. 

Field  Deputies.  Systematic  field  work  and  lodge  instruction  is  a  matter 
of  decided  importance  in  the  order’s  development.  The  Supreme  Lodge 
should  have  in  its  employ  a  number  of  members,  first-class  men,  who,  as 
deputies,  are  capable  of  rendering  adequate  field  service,  and  available  at  all 
times  to  grand  domains.  Their  compensation  should  be  borne  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  arrangements  made  with  grand  lodges  to  share  in  the  cost  of  such 
work,  whereby  the  maintenance  and  traveling  expenses  shall  be  assumed  by 
grand  domains  wherein  this  service  is  rendered. 

Pythian  Homes.  The  order  at  large  should  undertake  the  maintenance 
of  an  international  home  for  aged  and  indigent  members,  also  a  home  for  the 
care  and  education  of  orphans,  and  a  sanitarium  for  members  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis  and  pulmonary  diseases.  As  regards  the  “homes,”  it  would  seem 
reasonable  to  take  over,  assist,  or  nationalize,  some  of  the  institutions  already 
established. 

National  Pythian  Paper.  There  is  need  for  an  official  Pythian  publication 
not  only  as  a  medium  of  communication  among  members  of  the  order  but 
to  accentuate  Pythian  education,  information,  and  general  promotion  work. 
It  has  repeatedly  been  suggested  that  such  a  publication  should  be  sent  to  all 
members  of  the  order,  but  we  hold  to  the  opinion  that  a  circulation  of  100,000 
copies  monthly  would  suffice  to  cover  the  field  and  supply  all  members  occupy¬ 
ing  official  positions  in  the  various  Pythian  bodies — meaning  the  officers  of 
all  subordinate  lodges,  grand  lodges,  deputies,  committees,  grand  and  su¬ 
preme  representatives — and  in  addition  thereto  the  maintenance  of  a  general 
circulation  list  among  members  of  the  order  who  express  a  desire  to  receive 
the  official  publication. 

Pythian  Capitol.  While  it  may  be  a  far  cry  to  indulge  the  thought  or 
hope,  the  suggestion  is  made  that  the  Pythian  order  should  be  first  among 
the  larger  fraternities  of  its  character  to  establish  international  headquarters 
in  its  own  Capitol  building,  in  some  city  to  be  selected  by  the  Suprene  Lodge — 
for  instance,  the  City  of  Washington,  birthplace  of  the  order — wherein  should 
be  established  the  official  headquarters  of  every  department  and  auxiliary 
of  the  order,  and  from  which  would  radiate  all  governmental  work,  and  all 
enterprises  to  carry  forward  the  order’s  activities. 

Building  Program.  Grand  lodges  should  maintain  their  business  head¬ 
quarters,  if  possible,  in  a  distinctively  Pythian  building  located  in  the  most 
accessible  city  in  each  domain.  In  every  community  wherever  possible,  and 
especially  in  the  larger  centers  of  population,  the  order  should  occupy  its 
building,  or  at  least  maintain  headquarters  thoroughly  in  keeping  with 
Pythian  needs.  Too  many  lodges  are  “tenant”  occupants  of  obscure  rooms 
in  buildings  of  varying  utility.  In  every  Pythian  city  of  any  prominence 
it  should  be  known  generally  by  the  people  in  these  communities  where  the 
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Knights  of  Pythias  is  established.  The  suggestion  of  such  a  building  pro¬ 
gram  does  not  mean  an  attempt  to  raise  funds  of  the  tremendous  magnitude 
required  to  erect  Pythian  temples  at  the  sole  expense  of  such  fund — but, 
rather,  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  in  position  to  substantially  aid  and 
encourage  such  enterprises. 

Pythian  Foundation  Fund.  Any  constructive  program  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  from  the  standpoint  of  its  adaptability  and  permanent  character, 
and  will  require  not  only  earnest  application,  but  adequate  finances.  What¬ 
ever  is  undertaken  must  have  for  its  objective  the  elements  of  constructive 
development.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  establish  a  Pythian  Foundation  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  larger  things  to  which  the  order  should  be  com¬ 
mitted,  measures  as  herein  suggested,  and  similar  projects — the  fund  to  be 
raised  by  an  adequate  and  convenient  system  of  permanent  revenue,  such 
as  a  moderate  income  of  five  or  ten  cents  per  year  from  each  member;  a  por¬ 
tion  of  each  initiation  fee,  say  one  dollar  per  applicant  or  a  fixed  percentage; 
and  by  donations,  bequests  and  free-will  offerings.  We  are  sufficiently  san¬ 
guine  in  our  appreciation  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  order  to  believe  that 
many  members  would  be  pleased  to  be  enrolled  as  annual  contributors  to 
such  a  Foundation  Fund;  also  that  there  are  members  who,  in  the  full  knowl¬ 
edge  of  waning  life,  would  gladly  make  provision  to  bequeath  from  their 
estate  substantial  assistance  to  such  a  fund.  Upon  the  commemoration  of 
the  order’s  natal  day,  which,  always  and  everywhere,  should  be  made  an 
occasion  of  decided  Pythian  importance,  an  opportunity  should  be  afforded 
the  general  membership  to  make  a  free-will  offering  to  this  fund. 

In  reviewing  the  foregoing  suggestions,  it  is  barely  possible  that  some 
may  consider  this  program  as  being  more  visionary  than  practical,  but  these 
thoughts  are  submitted  with  the  utmost  candor  and  with  the  sole  purpose  of 
drawing  attention  to  enterprises  that  are  intended  for  the  order’s  welfare 
and  development,  and  also  to  draw  out  from  all  earnest  thinkers,  suggestions 
that  may  be  embraced  for  the  substantial  good  of  the  order. 

Appended  hereto,  and  as  a  part  of  this  report,  attention  is  called  to  the 
accompanying  statement  showing  the  gains  and  losses  in  membership  and 
lodges  during  the  year  last  past.

Office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 

Minneapolis,  July  30,  1919 — p.p  lvi. 
Hon.  Charles  S.  Davis ,  Supreme  Chancellor: 

Quoting  from  the  Supreme  Statutes,  Section  12,  wherein  it  is  provided 
that  “the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  prepare  and  transmit 
to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  the 
fiscal  year  which  ends  during  a  recess  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  a  report  of  the 
transactions  of  his  office  during  said  fiscal  year,”  your  attention  and  careful 
examination  is  requested  in  the  study  of  this  fiscal  year  review,  with  the 
earnest  hope  that  each  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  all  others  who 
may  receive  a  copy,  will  be  equally  concerned  and  interested  in  its  perusal. 

The  fact  that  the  statutes  require  this  office  to  submit  fiscal  year  reports 
brings  up  the  thought  that  the  long-ago  custom  under  the  then  “general 
laws”  of  the  order,  requiring  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  other  officers  to 
submit  to  the  order  what  were  known  and  termed,  “mid-year  reports,”  may 
well  be  restored.  This  suggestion  is  based  upon  the  conviction  that  the  bodies 
of  the  order,  as  well  as  student  members  generally,  would  appreciate  receiving 
comprehensive  annual  reports  concerning  the  conditions  and  work  of  the 
order,  same  conveying  appropriate  messages  of  current  thought,  such  as  are 
regularly  submitted  in  the  official  biennial  reports  presented  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  upon  occasion  of  its  stated  conventions. 

Fiscal  year  reports  of  this  office  very  largely  are  confined  to.  financial 
statements,  and  while  these  reports  properly  should  be  of  this  nature,  every 
report  of  an  official  character,  with  reasonable  limitations,  may  well  be  a 
medium  for  the  presentation  of  thoughts  and  matters  having  to  do  with  the 
general  work  of  the  order,  and  the  various  forms  of  activity  that  engage 
Pythian  ambition  and  attention. 

CALENDAR  YEAR  MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  “preliminary  report”  as  published  by  this  office,  May  8,  1919, 
showing  membership  statistics  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1918,  atten¬ 
tion  was  called  to  the  fact  that  some  slight  changes  might  be  made  in  the 
preparation  of  official  tables,  these  changes  being  necessary  by  reason  of  in¬ 
complete  reports  available  at  that  time.  The  official  tables  in  this  report, 
“a”  to  “g,”  both  inclusive,  should  be  carefully  examined.  The  total  and 
correct  membership  of  the  order  on  December  31,  1918,  was  698,840,  a  differ¬ 
ence  of  only  55  members  as  shown  in  the  preliminary  report.  The  appended 
summary  will  show  the  membership  experience  during  1918:

From  the  foregoing  tabulation  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  membership 
loss  during  the  year  1918  was  the  appalling  total  of  13,707 — the  largest  single- 
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year  “slump”  this  order  has  experienced  for  more  than  a  generation,  and  due 
entirely  to  causes  with  which  every  lodge,  and  most  every  member,  is  quite 
familiar.  The  total  number  of  subordinate  lodges  on  December  31st,  last, 
was  6,989 — a  loss  of  129  lodges  during  the  year  1918. 

CURRENT  YEAR  A  “HUMMER.” 

The  war  is  over.  The  “flu”  disappeared.  Castle  halls,  long  closed; 
promptly  reopened.  Members  denied  lodge-room  fraternization  re-gathered 
around  the  altars.  The  “boys”  came  home.  From  the  signing  of  the  ar¬ 
mistice,  the  magical  word,  “peace,”  was  spoken  from  millions  of  lips,  and, 
Phoenix-like,  the  order  arose  from  the  “ashes  of  the  past,”  and  once  again 
the  hum  of  activity  resounded  in  lodge  circles  where  quietness  long  had  held 
sway.  Never,  heretofore,  has  Pythian  knighthood  experienced  such  an 
awakening  as  has  been  noted  during  the  past  eight  months,  and  at  no  time  in 
all  the  order’s  history  has  there  come  such  enthusiastic  and  glowing  reports 
of  “work”  and  “activity”  as  have  been  received  during  this  brief  period.  It 
may  be  a  little  early  to  predicate  on  the  results  that  will  be  shown  when  the 
official  reports  of  the  current  year  shall  have  been  compiled,  but  we  are  san¬ 
guine  enough  to  indulge  the  expression  that  every  indication  points  to  the 
belief  that  the  net  membership  gain  this  year  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to 
wipe  out  the  total  loss  of  1918.  Those  who  have  taken  careful  note  of  the 
great  work  being  done  have  been  pleased  to  estimate  a  net  gain  anywhere 
from  10,000  to  25,000.  Unless  present  indications  are  decidedly  unreliable, 
every  grand  domain  should  report  a  membership  increase  this  year.  Where 
this  is  not  done,  the  fault  entirely  lies  with  the  domain  itself.  But  member¬ 
ship  gain  is  not  the  principal  goal  of  this  order,  nor  should  it  be.  Pythian 
knighthood  has  higher  hopes  for  its  future.  Its  plan,  its  meaning,  its  purpose 
in  society  calls  for  “service”  in  every  relation  where  fraternal  influence  may 
be  exerted  for  community  benefit  and  for  the  general  welfare.  The  whole 
world  is  being  re-made,  and  in  this  process  of  reconstruction  and  newer  de¬ 
velopments,  this  order  will  fashion  itself  for  constructive  undertakings  wherein 
its  importance  and  usefulness  shall  be  measured  by  higher  standards  than 
have  heretofore  been  emphasized. 

SUPREME  LODGE  FINANCES. 

In  our  fiscal  year  report  of  two  years  ago,  the  statement  was  made  that 
“the  receipts  for  that  year  were  the  highest  ever  known,”  but  the  record  for 
the  year  just  ended,  despite  the  low  ebb  of  activity  during  the  war  period,  is 
quite  equal  to  the  high  water  mark  previously  reported.  Financial  state¬ 
ments  and  tabulations  are  “dry  reading”  for  the  average  member  of  the 
order,  but  such  statements  as  regards  the  business  done  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  should  be  of  deep  interest  to  every  member  of  that  body,  and  we  trust 
of  equal  interest  to  all  those  who  are  concerned  in  the  order’s  business  affairs. 
The  appended  tabulation  will  show  the  total  receipts  of  this  office  from  all 
sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1919:

The  current  month  of  July  shows  a  continuation  of  “record”  business, 
the  sale  of  supplies  for  this  month,  on  the  date  of  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  being  in  excess  of  $3,800,  as  against  $1,823.38  for  1918,  and  $2,032.48 
in  1917.  As  must  be  generally  understood,  the  mid-summer  period  is  “va¬ 
cation  season”  in  lodge  activities,  but  this  year  the  months  of  June  and  July 
show'  a  volume  of  business  done  by  this  office  of  practically  fifty  per  cent 
greater  than  for  the  corresponding  months  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  best 
index  of  the  order’s  activity  is  its  consumption  of  official  supplies,  and  on  this 
score  the  present  year  and  period  “leads  all  the  rest.” 

CASH  WORTH  AND  BOOK  ASSETS. 

The  financial  “worth”  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  any  given  date,  is  always 
a  matter  of  interest.  Two  years  ago  we  w^ere  pleased  to  call  attention  to  the 
then  excellent  showing  of  the  cash  and  account  value,  aggregating  $82,388.04. 
This  year,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  our  assets  show  an 
increase  of  $21,591.48  in  excess  of  1917,  or  a  total  of  $103,979.52,  as  under:

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ASSETS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  assets  of  the  order  as  a  whole  is  a  matter  in  which  every  member 
may  take  pardonable  pride,  in  that  it  evidences  a  cash  and  property  strength 
in  keeping  with  numerical  standing.  As  was  stated  in  the  preliminary  report 
this  year,  while  there  has  been  a  serious  lessening  in  membership,  the  finances 
of  the  order  indicate  splendid  solidarity  and  improvement.  The  following 
tabulation  shows  the  combined  assets  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  grand  lodges 
and  subordinate  lodges,  as  to  cash,  property,  supplies  and  investments:

FEDERAL  TAX  ON  JEWELS. 

By  reason  of  the  provisions  of  the  U.  S.  Revenue  Act  of  1918,  imposing 
excise  tax  on  works  of  art  and  jewelry,  and  other  so-called  “luxuries,”  this 
office  received  inquiries  from  grand  lodges  asking  whether  they  were  required 
to  pay  Federal  tax  on  jewels  and  emblems  sold  by  them  to  subordinate  lodges 
and  individual  members.  From  this  correspondence  it  appeared  that  grand 
lodges,  and  even  some  of  the  collectors  of  internal  revenue,  were  in  doubt  as 
to  the  proper  application  of  the  Federal  law  with  respect  to  the  tax  require¬ 
ment  on  jewels  sold  by  grand  lodges. 

In  order  to  clarify  this  misunderstanding,  this  office  took  up  the  matter 
direct  with  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  at  Washington,  D.  C., 
explaining  to  him  the  full  situation  as  regards  the  “consumption  and  use”  of 
jewels  and  emblems  furnished  by  this  office  to  the  order  at  large,  contending, 
in  substance,  “that  the  Federal  tax  having  been  paid  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  no  further  tax  should  be  required  on  the  sale  of  said 
jewels  by  grand  lodges  to  subordinate  lodges  and  individual  members.”  A 
prompt  response  was  made  by  the  commissioner  and  the  same  is  set  forth  in 
full,  as  hereunder:

Referring  to  your  letter  of  June  21st  regarding  the  taxability  under  Section  905 
of  the  Revenue  Act  of  1918  of  the  resale  by  you  to  grand  lodges,  subordinate  lodges 
and  individual  members,  of  emblems  and  jewels  on  which  you  have  paid  the  tax,  you 
are  advised  that  the  sale  of  such  articles  to  you  is  held  to  he  a  sale  for  “consumption  and 
use,"  as  defined  in  Article  20  of  Regulations  48,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed.  No 
further  tax,  therefore,  attaches  to  the  sale  of  these  articles  by  you  to  grand  lodges  and 
subordinate  lodges.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  1918  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  authorized  appro¬ 
priations  to  the  extent  of  $177,482.00  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme 
government  for  the  ensuing  two-year  period.  With  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
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year,  June  30,  1919,  there  had  been  expended  $78,015.98,  leaving  an  unex¬ 
pended  balance  of  $100,251.61.  The  appended  table  shows  all  appropriations 
as  contained  in  the  1918  biennial  budget,  also  gross  expenditures  therefrom, 
with  the  unexpended  balances,  at  the  close  of  the  current  fiscal  year:

From  the  fact  that  the  foregoing  table  shows  that  the  appropriations  as 
listed  total  $785.59  in  excess  of  the  total  of  the  1918  biennial  budget,  the 
explanation  is  here  made  that  credits  have  been  entered  on  the  books  of  this 
office  to  the  appropriations  as  shown  hereunder  for  proportionate  expenses  in 
connection  therewith  on  the  part  of  the  insurance  and  military  departments, 
also  refund  on  account  of  convention  expenses.  These  credits  are  as  follows:

A  careful  examination  of  expenditures  will  show  that  conservatism 
has  been  the  rule  in  handling  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  All 
claims  against  the  Supreme  Lodge  have  been  carefully  audited  and  approved 
by  the  committee  on  finance  before  exchequer  order  has  issued.  In  compari¬ 
son  with  the  mid-term  report  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1917,  the  total 
expenditures  this  year  are  $39,437.76  less  than  as  reported  two  years  ago, 
the  major  portion  of  which  difference  being  the  reduced  cost  of  the  1918  con¬ 
vention  as  compared  with  the  convention  of  1916. 

WAR  RELIEF  EXPENSES. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  convention  of  1918  the 
following  exchequer  orders  were  issued  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the 
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Pythian  War  Relief  Commission,  as  per  statute  76p  directing  that  expenses 
of  the  commission  be  paid  out  of  the  “general  fund”  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 
The  appended  tabulation  shows  all  orders  issued  for  expense  purposes  up  to 
the  time  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  “that  there  was  no  appro¬ 
priation  by  section  76p  of  the  statute  in  question,  nor  by  any  other  statute, 
for  the  expense  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission.”  The  general  report 
of  the  commission  will  contain  full  and  complete  information  relative  to  the 
war  relief  fund,  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  the  administration  of 
this  trust.

MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

In  connection  with  expenditures  from  the  appropriatiorTto  the  military 
department,  the  committee  on  finance  has  followed  the  rule  adopted  some  few 
years  ago  of  making  sub-division  appropriations  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  major  general,  which  appropriations  run  for  semi-annual  periods,  the 
total  in  each  instance  being  $2,840.  As  will  be  shown  by  the  appropriation 
table,  the  expenditures  to  June  30,  1919,  totalled  $3,351.61.  At  the  time  of 
the  preparation  of  this  report,  July  statements,  approved  and  paid,  amounted 
to  $421.24  additional. 

OFFICIAL  SUPPLIES  AND  PRICE  LIST. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  although  the  cost  of  official  supplies 
furnished  by  this  office  has  materially  increased  in  several  instances,  no 
advance  has  been  made  in  the  prices  of  these  supplies  since  the  promulgation 
of  Supplement  No.  1  of  the  Catalogue  and  Price  List,  dated  December  20, 
1917.  In  the  matter  of  official  jewels,  the  charge  for  engraving  and  the 
Federal  excise  tax  has  increased  the  cost  of  these  supplies  to  this  office  to  an 
extent  that  necessitates  a  revision  of  the  official  price  list.  The  same,  or 
similar,  conditions  obtain  in  some  of  the  printed  and  lithographed  supplies, 
for  which  reasons  it  will  be  in  order  for  this  office  and  the  committee  on  sup¬ 
plies  to  prepare  and  promulgate  at  an  early  date  another  supplement  contain-

ing  such  changes  in  prices  as  are  necessary  to  meet  existing  conditions.  These 
changes,  however,  will  not  mean  any  particular  increase  in  supplies  as  a  whole. 


FALL  SEASON  ACTIVITIES. 


Fully  realizing  that  the  order  at  large  is  now.enjoying  greater  prosperity 
than  has  been  experienced  for  many  years,  it  behooves  every  subordinate 
lodge  to  take  full  advantage  of  prevailing  conditions  to  the  end  that  the 
‘‘harvest  of  good  work”  shall  be  accelerated  to  the  utmost  during  the  coming 
“fall  and  winter  season.”  Each  lodge  that  has  not  already  done  so,  should 
at  once  appoint  a  committee  on  ‘‘new  members,”  said  committees  to  be 
composed  of  members  who  are  alive  and  alert,  and  who,  in  their  activities, 
will  not  subordinate  quality  to  quantity  in  the  introduction  of  applicants  for 
the  ranks.  The  collection  of  dues  is  decidedly  an  important  matter,  and  a 
committee  on  ‘‘suspended  and  delinquent  members”  should  promptly  be 
appointed  in  every  lodge  where  conditions  require  that  special  attention  be 
given  to  this  work  aside  from  the  regular  procedure.  To  do  that  character  of 
“work”  that  should  be  the  pride  of  every  lodge,  the  injunction,  “put  your 
house  in  order,”  should  be  the  aim  of  each  lodge.  Responsibility  in  this 
direction  lies  primarily  upon  the  officers  of  the  lodge.  Thoroughness  in 
conducting  all  ceremonies  of  initiation  should  be  the  outstanding  ambition 
in  portraying  the  order’s  ritualism,  and  in  this  connection  the  instruction  and 
examination  of  candidates  in  each  rank  should  not  be  slighted  in  a  single 
instance.  Aside  from  its  private  affairs,  such  as  conferring  ranks,  each  and 
every  lodge  should  make  itself  a  factor  for  “service”  and  its  home  community 
— an  indispensable  force  in  public  and  patriotic  endeavor.  An  outstanding 
feature  of  Pythian  progression  was  emphasized  in  the  legislation  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  convention  of  1918  directing  each  subordinate  lodge  to  appoint 
a  “committee  on  entertainment,”  to  provide  from  time  to  time  lectures, 
addresses,  debates,  etc.,  that  will  be  instructive,  interesting  and  elevating  to 
the  membership.  When  properly  carried  out,  the  good  influences  of  such 
programs  will  tend  to  establish  each  lodge  as  a  dominating  factor  in  social 
and  community  welfare.

EXPENSES  OF  WAR  RELIEF  COMMISSION. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  sub-committee  at 
its  October,  1918,  meeting,  authorizing  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  to  issue  exchequer  orders  in  payment  of  expenses  of  the  War  Relief 
Commission  and  charge  such  expenses  to  the  “general  fund”  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  in  the  absence  of  a  specific  appropriation  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and 
the  present  sub-committee,  being  informed  that  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  had  agreed  to  a  decision  contrary  to  the  opinion  expressed  in  the 
sub-committee  resolution  adopted  in  October,  1918,  it  was  decided  that  this 
subject  matter  be  laid  over  for  consideration  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
committee  on  finance. 

The  sub-committee  reaffirms  what  was  said  in  the  report  of  the  January, 
1919,  audit  concerning  the  methods  of  keeping  the  accounts  and  the  earnest¬ 
ness,  efficiency  and  courtesies  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
and  his  corps  of  assistants.

PRELIMINARY  REPORT 


COMPILED  FROM  ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  GRAND  LODGES  FOR 
YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31,  1919. 


Office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  May  10,  1920 — lvii. 

To  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Order  at  Large: 

Following  the  custom  inaugurated  ten  years  ago,  in  submitting  as  com¬ 
prehensively  as  possible  a  “preliminary  report”  detailing  the  record  and 
experience  of  the  order  for  the  calendar  year  immediately  preceding,  we  take 
special  pleasure  at  this  time — a  pleasure  which  will  be  equally  gratifying  to 
every  member — in  calling  attention  to  the  splendid  showing  made  by  the 
order  at  large,  as  evidenced  by  the  official  reports  for  the  year  ended  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1919. 

For  the  four  years  preceding  this  report,  this  office  was  called  upon  to 
use  discouraging  expressions  in  announcing  membership  losses,  but  this  year 
the  tale  that  is  told  is  decidedly  of  a  different  character.  The  inclination  to 
indulge  in  pyrotechnic  phrases  is  amply  justified,  but  we  feel  it  becoming  to 
exercise  some  restraint,  lest  we  allow  too  much  latitude  in  joyous  expression. 
From  the  fact  that  corrections  are  frequently  being  reported  by  grand  lodges, 
announcement  is  made  that  there  may  be  some  slight  changes  in  the  tabula¬ 
tions  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report  when  the  time  comes  to  prepare  the 
official  reports  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  as  such  reports  will 
be  submitted  to  the  supreme  lodge. 

GLORIOUS  NINETEEN-NINETEEN 

As  stated  in  the  Pythian  press:  “If  there  be  a  member  of  this  order 
who  does  not  feel  like  throwing  his  hat  high  in  the  air  when  he  reads  the 
glorious  record  made  during  the  year  1919,  he  is  densely  indifferent  in  his 
Pythian  interest.”  It’s  a  remarkable  record,  a  wonderful  showing,  credit  for 
which  is  shared  alike  by  every  member  of  the  order.  Think  of  it!  We  may 
now  regale  ourselves  with  the  fact  that  this  year  the  order  reports  the  largest 
total  membership  it  has  ever  attained,  viz.:  746,034.  But  this  is  not  the 
best  information  we  are  proudly  privileged  to  present  at  this  time.  Read 
this:  The  net  membership  increase  for  the  year  1919  was  Forty-Seven  Thousand 
One  Hundred  and  Ninety-Four  ( 47,194 ) — the  largest  increase  this  order  has 
ever  reported  for  a  single  year.  When  it  is  realized  that  this  magnificent 
showing  is  the  result  of  but  one  year’s  effort,  the  record  seems  all  the  more 
remarkable.  Every  grand  domain,  with  but  four  exceptions,  is  represented 
in  the  gain  column,  and  the  total  losses  in  these  four  domains  was  only  664 
members.  During  the  fall  months  of  1919  this  office  predicted  a  net  mem¬ 
bership  increase  of  “25,000”  for  that  year,  with  the  further  prediction  “that 
every  grand  domain  would  report  a  gain  in  membership,  or  if  not,  the  fault 
would  be  entirely  their  own.” 

A  comparison  of  conditions  involves  a  retrospective  view  of  things  that 
have  gone  before.  Three  years  ago,  in  a  corresponding  report,  attention  was 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  ten-year  period  of  1906-1916  showed  a  total  net 
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gain  of  45,566 — but  now  we  are  regaled  by  the  cheering  fact  that  the  single 
year  of  1919  exceeds  the  total  gains  for  the  ten  years  above  referred  to. 

Possibly,  throughout  all  future  history,  the  World  War  period  will  be 
known  as  “lean  years,”  Pythianly  speaking,  namely  the  years  1915,  1916, 
1917  and  1918.  Each  of  these  years  showed  a  membership  loss,  the  total 
shrinkage  being  30,051 — which  loss  has  not  only  been  recovered,  but  with  a 
credit  of  17,164  additional  members. 

PRESENT  YEAR  CONDITIONS 

During  all  the  proud  history  of  this  order  conditions  never  were  better 
for  continued  prosperity  than  exist  at  the  present  time.  In  fact,  it  may  be 
doubted  whether,  during  any  time  since  the  founding  of  the  order,  conditions 
ever  were  so  good.  Student  members,  those  in  close  touch  with  the  order’s 
work,  are  justified  in  indulging  the  prophecy  that  the  year  1920  is  quite  liable 
to  show  an  increase  of  75,000  members — and  this  can  be  done  if  present 
activities  are  continued,  or  reasonably  so,  throughout  the  balance  of  the  year, 
and  if,  when  the  year  wanes,  subordinate  lodges  are  vigilant  in  the  collection 
of  dues,  thus  reducing  suspensions  to  a  minimum.  Greater  and  better  work 
has  been  done,  is  being  done,  than  was  scored  at  any  time  during  the  year 
last  past.  From  reports  received,  through  correspondence  and  otherwise, 
initiations  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  year,  were  fully  as  large, 
if  not  larger,  than  for  the  full  semi-annual  period  closing  the  year  1919. 

MID-YEAR  REPORT 

As  is  generally  known,  the  supreme  lodge  does  not  receive  official  reports 
from  the  order  covering  semi-annual  periods.  Grand  lodges  report  officially 
to  this  office  on  the  calendar  year  basis,  and  in  some  grand  domains  subordinate 
lodges  are  only  required  to  render  one  report  each  year.  From  the  fact  that 
this  is  a  “supreme  lodge  year,”  and  the  further  fact,  as  above  stated,  that  the 
current  year  showing  is  sure  to  be  extremely  gratifying,  the  supreme  lodge 
officers  are  very  desirous  of  securing  membership  statistics  for  the  semi¬ 
annual  term  ending  June  30th,  next.  To  faciliate  grand  lodges  in  reporting 
this  information,  this  office  will  prepare  a  special  report  blank,  in  small  card 
form,  sending  same  to  the  grand  keepers  of  records  and  seal  with  request  that 
they  be  filled  out  and  returned  as  promptly  as  possible  after  July  1st.  It 
may  not  be  possible  to  secure  a  complete  statement  by  the  time  of  the  supreme 
lodge  convention,  but  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  returns  at  that  time 
will  give  a  fair  index  as  to  the  volume  of  business  done  during  the  current 
semi-annual  period.

“MONEY"  AS  WELL  AS  “MEMBERS” 

While  during  the  so-called  “lean  years”  we  were  called  upon  to  report  a 
recurring  membership  loss,  it  will  be  remembered  that,  during  this  period, 
the  order’s  finances,  through  a  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  and  conservation, 
were  commendably  safeguarded.  However,  the  showing  made  for  the  year 
last  past,  in  financial  matters,  is  thoroughly  in  keeping  with  the  splendid 
membership  increase.  The  total  receipts  of  grand  lodges  was  $979,756.14,  an 
increase  of  $162,126.24  over  the  preceding  year,  leaving  the  cash  on  hand  in 
grand  lodge  exchequers,  on  December  31,  1919,  at  the  handsome  sum  of 
$34,257.46  in  excess  of  the  showing  made  for  the  previous  year.  Naturally, 
grand  lodge  expenses  were  higher,  but  the  increased  cash  reserve  balance 
shows  the  prosperous  financial  condition  of  the  domain  governing  bodies. 

Considering  the  finances  of  subordinate  lodges — the  heart  and  life  of  the 
order — we  are  more  accustomed  to  a  review  of  “large  figures,”  and  here  we  find 
that  the  total  receipts  for  the  past  year  reached  $7,225,094.67,  which  amount, 
we  believe,  is  the  largest  gross  sum  ever  reported  by  subordinate  lodges  as 
representing  their  combined  income  for  a  single  year.  This  sum  is  $1,243, 
901.23  in  excess  of  the  total  receipts  for  the  preceding  year.  What  is  of 
greater  moment,  however,  is  the  fact  that  in  the  item,  “cash  on  hand,”  the 
lodges  are  richer  by  $477,748.57  than  they  were  one  year  ago. 

In  the  assets  of  the  order,  grand  lodges  report  $190,409.43  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year,  while  subordinate  lodge  assets  have  increased  to  the  extent  of 
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$1,770,201.62.  Expenditures  for  relief,  current  expenses,  and  investments,  as 
reported  by  subordinate  lodges,  are  relatively  about  the  same  as  during  the 
year  preceding.  Attention  is  called  to  the  expenditure  of  the  princely  sum  of 
$1,694,181.95  by  subordinate  lodges  for  “relief”  purposes  during  the  year,  all 
of  which,  practically  without  ostentation,  attests  to  the  humanitarian  service 
rendered  by  the  order  at  large. 

Combined  “investments”  and  “real  estate”  holdings  of  grand  and  su¬ 
bordinate  lodges  show  values  as  follows:  Investments,  $6,846,2 16.28 ;  Real 
Estate,  $10,155,808.70.  These  items  do  not  include  fixtures,  furniture  or 
paraphernalia.

SUPREME  LODGE  FINANCES  AND  SALES 

The  past  year — in  fact,  the  present  biennial  period — has  been  a  veritable 
“record  breaker”  in  the  volume  of  business  done  by  this  office  in  the  purchase 
and  sale  of  official  supplies — the  best  index  of  the  order’s  general  prosperity. 
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Comparing  April  1,  1920,  with  the  condition  on  April  1,  1918,  the  supreme 
lodge  shows  an  increase  in  cash  on  hand  approximating  $20,000.  Mention  of 
this  matter  in  this  preliminary  report  is  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  all 
“lodges”  of  the  order  are  in  the  same  prosperous  condition.  Complete  and 
detailed  financial  statements  will  appear  in  the  official  reports  to  be  compiled 
after  the  close  of  the  supreme  lodge  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30th,  next. 

LODGES  NOT  REPORTING 

Repeated  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that,  even  though  three 
months’  time  is  allowed  by  law  for  grand  lodges  to  render  their  annual  reports, 
following  the  commencement  of  a  new  year,  nearly  all  grand  domains  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  the  same  plaint:  “We  have  been  unable  to  get  reports  from 
all  subordinate  lodges.”  The  supreme  keeper  of  records  and  seal  has  fre¬ 
quently  made  the  statement  that  “there  were  at  least  five  hundred  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges  that  were  annually  delinquent  with  their  official  reports.”  This 
statement  was  questioned  about  one  year  ago,  and  to  test  out  the  matter 
this  year,  we  requested  grand  lodges  to  report  the  number  of  subordinate 
lodges  that  were  delinquent,  with  the  result  that,  with  11  domains  not  report¬ 
ing,  there  were  503  subordinate  lodges  in  the  remaining  44  grand  domains 
that  had  failed  to  respond  when  these  grand  lodges  qualified  with  their  annual 
reports.  Naturally,  the  membership  of  these  delinquent  lodges,  and  other 
data  concerning  them,  were  included  in  grand  lodge  returns  as  per  the  latest 
official  report  rendered  by  the  delinquent  lodges. 

A  FUTURE  BRIGHT  WITH  PROMISE 

Considering  all  things — not  alone  the  present  interest  and  prosperity 
that  prevails  throughout  the  order — but  the  fact  that  Pythian  knighthood, 
in  every  relation,  is  “coming  into  its  own,”  and  that  everywhere  there  is  a 
constantly  increasing  appreciation  of  the  order,  its  value  and  worth  as  an 
institution  that  is  needed  in  the  science  and  scheme  of  life,  it  is  confidently 
predicted  that  the  future,  now  so  “bright  with  promise,”  will  fashion  this 
order  to  a  grander  and  greater  realization  of  its  possibilities.  With  the  pre¬ 
sent  momentum,  with  an  ardent  and  earnest  continuance  of  such  constructive 
and  wholesome  activities  as  now  obtain  throughout  the  supreme  domain,  we 
should  be  able  to  claim  “One  Million  Members”  possibly  by  December  31, 
1922.  We  not  alone  desire  and  need  new  members,  to  increase,  as  the  supreme 
chancellor  says,  the  “man  power”  of  the  order,  but  we  greater  need  a  wider 
consecration  to  Pythian  ideals,  and,  if  possible,  more  of  fixed  purpose  in  the 
high  calling  of  that  fraternity  which  we  seek  to  emphasize.  The  adoption  of 
one  or  more  worth-while  “objectives,”  something  to  which  and  in  the  further¬ 
ance  of,  all  members  may  be  united  in  their  fulfillment,  is  worthy  of  careful 
and  earnest  consideration  at  this  time. 

There  is  submitted,  as  a  part  of  this  report,  the  accompanying  statement 
showing  the  number  of  lodges  and  members,  and  their  gains  and  losses,  as  a 
result  of  the  order’s  wonderful  activities  during  the  past  year.

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Biennial  Report 

of  the 

Supreme  Chancellor 


Denver,  Colorado,  July  24,  1920 — p.  p.  lvii. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias : 

With  unselfish  pride  we  examined  the  Official  Record  of  Proceedings 
of  the  Thirtieth  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  at  Detroit, 
Michigan,  August  12  to  18,  1918,  inclusive.  Inscribed  in  this  permanent 
record  and  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  closing  hour  of  the  convention, 
we  observed  the  following  : 

“Supreme  Chancellor  Charles  S.  Davis,  in  a  brief  address, 
assured  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  he  would  give 
all  of  the  ability  and  strength  he  possessed  in  an  earnest  effort 
to  build  up  the  order  during  the  ensuing  two  years  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  before  the  term  expired  ‘peace  would  again  reign 
throughout  the  world.’  ” 

We  also  recalled  the  pledge  made  *to  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  that  all  of  the  time  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  would  be  devoted 
entirely  to  the  service  of  the  order.  Followed  with  the  benediction,  the 
Thirtieth  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  passed 
into  history  during  the  most  critical  period  in  the  World’s  War,  when 
the  fate  of  Governments  and  civilization  were  in  the  balance,  and  the 
armies  of  freedom  and  righteousness  were  contesting  with  the  common 
foe  in  the  arena  of  liberty  to  save  the  world  for  the  progress  of  humanity. 

The  foot-prints  of  time  registers  the  passing  of  two  years,  and  again 
we  are  assembled  in  biennial  convention  with  added  experience  and  fully 
prepared  to  assume  our  responsibilities  to  the  Brotherhood  and  humanity. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  congratulates  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  it 
has  assembled  under  such  auspicious  circumstances  to  hold  the  Thirty-first 
Convention.  The  place,  the  time  and  the  conditions  are  outstanding 
factors  in  giving  assurance  that  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  will  commence  their  labors  inspired  by  the  record  of  achievement 
during  the  past  two  years. 

With  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  health,  strength 
and  energy  to  carry  forward  the  service  to  the  Order,  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  is  now  permitted  to  report  that  every  pledge  made  and  assurance 
given  by  him  at  the  Detroit  Convention  have  been  fulfilled.  We  shall 
rest  content  to  have  the  Supreme  Lodge  pass  final  judgment  from  the 
record  and  then  determine  whether  the  promises  made  have  been  dili¬ 
gently  observed. 

Obedient  to  the  mandate  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  should  render 
at  the  end  of  the  term  an  accounting  of  his  stewardship,  his  official  acts 
and  the  general  administration  of  the  affairs  of  his  office,  we  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge : 

As  a  foreword,  I  shall  make  these  observations :  There  shall  be  no 
effort  made  to  disclose  unusual  talent  in  word-painting,  nor  shall  we 
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draw  upon  the  imagination  to  coin  new  phrases  as  appetizers  for  the 
intellect.  The  sophist  is  ever  ready  in  this  day  of  confusion  to  attract 
those  who  are  wont  to  accept  untried  theories  and  follow  false  gods. 
Meaningless  platitudes  are  utterances  that  are  destructive  of  mental  poise 
and  cohesive  thinking.  Rhetoric  has  its  place  and  fills  the  gap  betwixt 
the  mind  and  soul.  All  of  these  features  are  to  be  omitted. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  is  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Order  and  is 
assembled  in  convention  for  the  transaction  of  business.  It  represents 
over  three-quarters  of  a  million  of  men  who  look  to  our  leadership  for 
direction  and  counsel,  and  who  expect,  as  a  result  of  our  deliberations, 
constructive,  forceful  and  practical  enactments  commensurate  with  the 
position  our  Order  occupies  in  matters  Economic,  Patriotic,  Educational, 
Charitable,  Beneficent  and  Civic. 

Our  legislation  must  embrace  sound  and  underlying  principles  appli¬ 
cable  to  all  conditions  and  circumstances.  We  are  a  Fraternity  and 
complex  legislation  is  sure  to  result  in  confusion  and  misunderstanding. 
We  have  learned  to  place  a  more  extended  definition  on  the  word 
FRATERNITY  and  the  functioning  of  a  FRATERNAL  SOCIETY. 
The  work  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  may  be  made  world-wide,  yet  we 
are  limited  in  our  ability  to  serve  by  the  measure  of  our  membership  and 
resources. 

“DOUBLE  THE  MEMBERSHIP;  EVERY  MEMBER  PROCURE  A 

MEMBER.” 

The  campaign  inaugurated  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  under  the 
slogan,  “DOUBLE  THE  MEMBERSHIP;  EVERY  MEMBER  PRO¬ 
CURE  A  MEMBER,”  and  the  co-operation  of  other  movements  promoted 
for  the  same  purpose,  have  the  basis  of  acquiring  that  which  will  furnish 
the  resources  to  carry  forward  greater  enterprises  for  the  extension  of 
Pythianism,  demanding  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money.  The 
advices  received  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  from  many  Grand  Domains 
and  leading  Pythians  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  conveys  the 
gratifying  information  that  to  this  campaign  for  membership  is  the  phe- 
nominal  growth  of  the  Order  largely  attributable.  And  with  this  increased 
man  power  and  resources,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  is  able  to  report  the 
greatest  activity  ever  experienced  in  the  Order  in  every  sphere  of  Fra¬ 
ternal,  Patriotic  and  Civic  Endeavor. 

A  word  with  respect  to  criticism :  The  membership  need  not  hearken 
or  be  disturbed  by  expressions  of  criticism  of  those  of  impaired  vision, 
or  who  are  uninformed  of  what  is  being  accomplished  through  the  direct 
agency  and  influence  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Nearly  seven  thousand 
lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  over  746,000  on  December  31,  1919, 
and  possibly  800,000  members  at  this  very  moment,  and  twenty-five  millions 
in  financial  resources,  did  not  arise  from  the  mist  of  inertia  or  from 
the  ruins  of  disappointment  to  our  membership  or  to  the  world.  What 
of  the  millions  upon  millions  of  dollars  expended  in  relief?  What  of 
the  magnificent  and  adequately  equipped  homes  erected  and  maintained 
for  our  aged,  infirm  and  indigent  members  and  their  families?  What  of 
the  great  Pythian  institutions  dedicated  to  the  care  of  the  widows  and 
orphans?  What  of  the  invaluable  welfare  and  social  activities  throughout 
the  land  made  more  fertile  in  humanitarianisrn,  and  more  radiant  and 
God-like  through  the  reflection  of  Pythian  service  and  sunshine?  This 
is  a  brief  inventory  of  service  to  unfold  on  every  occasion  when  Pythian 
topics  are  referred  to  or  finder  discussion.  It  will  interest  our  members 
and  be  attractive  to  those  whom  we  wish  to  interest  in  becoming  asso¬ 
ciated  with  us  in  membership. 

We  do  not  claim  to  have  reached  Utopia  or  that  we  ever  will.  We 
shall  always  be  generous  enough  to  acknowledge  our  imperfections.  We 
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have  to  consider  that  the  engagements  of  the  Order  have  only  been  of 
fifty-six  years’  duration,  and  yet  our  achievements  are  noteworthy  and 
many. .  We  are  still  in  the  process  of  growth  spiritually,  fraternally, 
numerically  and  financially.  In  the  new  era  in  the  world’s  work  we  shall 
explore  new  fields  of  endeavor  and  expand  in  our  benefactions  to  man¬ 
kind.  To  do  all  of  this  the  Order  need  neither  become  speculative,  nor 
spectacular,  nor  be  wafted  into  unknown  seas  on  a  wave  of  sentimentality 
or  inexperienced  suggestion. 

We  are  not  to  be  judged  altogether  by  our  ability  to  pay  sick  and 
funeral  benefits.  Our  realm  of  usefulness  reaches  far  beyond  a  material¬ 
ism  measured  in  money  values,  nor  shall  our  success  be  estimated  wholly 
by  our  bounty  to  the  aged,  indigent  and  afflicted,  or  to  the  widows  and 
orphans. 

Community  service  on  the  part  of  organizations  during  the  war  gave 
evidence  of  the  wonderful  instrumentality  of  fraternal  societies  in  making 
itself  a  part,  if  not  the  center,  of  direction  for  the  common  weal.  We 
shall  never  depart  from  featuring  our  lodge  room  work,  association  and 
assimilation.  From  this  point  we  must  assemble  and  organize  the  forces 
at  our  command  to  carry  into  a  realism  the  service  we  owe  to  the  com¬ 
munity,  the  state  and  the  nation.  Our  activities  must  continue  to  be 
distinguished  to  a  very  large  extent  from  that  of  commercial  bodies  and 
clubs.  We  must  sustain,  to  the  very  highest  degree,  the  dignity  and 
potentiality  of  the  lodge  room,  the  ritualism  and  the  kindly  and  unbiased 
discussion  with  respect  to  what  we  shall  do  for  humanity,  and  to  carry 
forward  our  energies  to  produce  results  that  will  give  substantial  evidence 
to  the  entire  community  that  our  operations  are  not  selfish,  or  limited  to 
our  membership.  Pythian  doctrine  and  activities  are  of  such  character 
that  we  naturally  become  available  to  the  community,  state  and  nation 
for  the  performance  of  duties  implying  patriotic,  fraternal,  uplift  and 
welfare  service. 

In  applying  our  charity  and  beneficence,  we  are  apt  to  consider  only 
those  coming  under  our  protection  or  have  reached  a  condition  of 
dependency  upon  institutional  aid.  The  great  boon  to  mankind  is  pre¬ 
ventive  measures.  If  in  our  power,  we  should  prevent  the  situation 
requiring  men  to  become  dependent  upon  public  or  private  funds  or  funds 
of  fraternal  societies.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is  equipped 
for  this  work  through  its  Lodge  System,  its  counsel  and  direction.  If, 
however,  the  situation  should  arise  requiring  our  relief,  whatever  the 
nature  of  the  assistance  may  be,  our  Order  shall  and  will  respond  in  the 
cause  of  humanity  and  in  the  name  of  Pythianism  and  humanity,  and  it 
shall  not  be  called  charity. 

“There  is  no  man  with  brain  and  bone  so  strong  that  he  may  walk 
the  earth  alone,  and  never  stretch  forth  his  hand  for  aid.” 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  future 
of  the  Order,  its  growth,  the  constantly  increasing  age  of  the  membership 
and  the  possible  infirmities  incident  thereto  and  those  members  who, 
through  misfortune  or  indiscretion,  have  to  rely  upon  the  benefactions 
of  the  Order  for  relief.  This  assistance  also  to  be  extended  to  the  fam¬ 
ilies  of  our  Brothers.  Under  the  proper  heading  I  shall  take  up  this 
matter  and  make  recommendations  for  the  creation  of  an  Endowment 
Fund. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  entered  upon  his  duties,  having  had  the 
advantage  of  the  extended  experience  accumulated  during  his  incumbency 
in  the  office  of  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  during  which  period  practically 
all  of  his  time  was  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  Order.  Observation 
was  made  and  plans  determined  upon  for  the  practical  constructive  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  Order,  and  to  carry  forward  this  movement  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  determined  first  upon  the  objective  of  visiting  every  Domain 
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in  the  Supreme  Domain,  these  visitations  to  be  made  at  Grand  Lodge 
Conventions,  Special  District  Conventions  in  the  respective  Domains, 
and,  whenever  possible,  both.  As  a  further  stimulus  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Order  the  systematic  promulgation  of  official  communications 
was  decided  upon.  It  is  now  manifest  that  the  plan  was  well  conceived, 
and  whatever  expense-  was  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  program  was 
justified  in  the  results  attained.  Under  proper  headings  we  shall  refer 
more  fully  to  these  subjects. 

INFLUENZA  EPIDEMIC. 

This  unexpected  and  inexplainable  disease  became  prevalent  through¬ 
out  our  country  during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  a  part 
of  November,  1918.  Its  havoc  was  so  intense  and  the  situation  so  fraught 
with  danger  to  life,  the  health  authorities  issued  orders  and  instructions 
preventing  the  holding  of  meetings  of  every  kind  and  nature  or  the 
assembling  of  persons  in  groups.  In  consequence  of  this  situation,  all 
lodge  activities  were  suspended,  thus  postponing  the  inauguration  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  plans  for  the  period  herein  stated. 

THE  END  OF  WAR  ATROCITIES. 

The  Armistice. 

As  already  stated,  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention  of  1918  was  held 
during  the  most  trying  and  distressing  period  of  the  war.  The  lamentable 
situation  at  that  time  indicated  that  the  foe  would  not  be  thoroughly 
conquered  for  at  least  two  years  and  the  sovereignty  of  right  over  might 
finally  established,  but  the  forces  of  the  United  States  co-operating  with 
the  Allies  proved  to  be  the  decisive  element  in  determining  the  greatest 
conflict  between  nations  that  the  world  has  ever  known,  and  the  routing 
and  turning  back  of  the  enemy  commenced  sooner  than  was  expected. 

On  November  11,  1918,  the  armistice  was  signed  and  a  new-born  era 
ushered  into  the  world.  The  war  was  at  an  end,  and  a  new  corner-stone 
of  Liberty  and  Justice  erected  in  memory  of  the  self-sacrifice  and  patriot¬ 
ism  of  our  young  manhood,  sanctified  through  baptism  in  the  purifying 
blood  of  heroes  over  whose  graves  shafts  of  love  are  now  raised,  and 
in  whose  memory  and  patriotism  we  reconsecrate  ourselves  in  challenging 
the  evils  of  bolshevism,  radicalism  and  treason. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  his  utterances  to  the  membership  by 
word  and  pen,  declared  this  to  be  the  duty  of  Pythians  in  behalf  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  and  justice.  The  signing  of  the  armistice  gave  vent  to  universal 
rejoicing,  and  even  to  the  enemy  it  meant  relief.  The  shouting  multitudes 
and  the  pealing  peace  bells  were  accepted  as  tributes  to  the  dead,  and  to 
those  in  the  ranks  of  the  soldiery  who  stood  ready  to  respond  to  the  call 
of  the  commander,  and  to  the  mothers  whose  devotion  and  sacrifice  might 
be  glorified  in  the  events  of  the  day. 

Expressive  of  the  patriotism,  loyalty  and  support  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  wired  the  following  message 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States : 

Hon.  Woodrow  Wilson,  Denver,  Colorado,  November  11,  1918. 

President  of  the  United  States, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  American  in  birth,  principle  and  thought, 
ordained  to  carry  -forward  the  cause  for  which  our  country  and  our  Allies  have 
fought  and  conquered,  reacclaims  this  blessed  day,  its  fealty  to  our  flag  and  our 
country.  The  glorious  victory  perpetuates  a  monument  to  mankind  for  national 
fraternalism,  democracy,  liberty  and  peace.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  pledges  the 
loyalty  of  the  Order  to  aid  with  heart  and  soul  in  commemorating  the  victory  and 
to  assist  with  all  the  power  at  its  command  in  every  readjustment  and  reconstruc¬ 
tion  for  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  man.

The  President  thanks  you  most  cordially  for  your  generous  message  and  very 
deeply  appreciates  your  kindness  in  sending  it  to  him. 

In  commemoration  of  the  victory  and  in  glorification  of  armistice 
day,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  wired  the  following  proclamation  to  each 
respective  Grand  Chancellor :

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  American  in  birth,  principle  and  thought, 
ordained  to  carry  forward  the  cause  for  which  our  country  and  our  Allies  have 
fought  and  conquered,  reacclaims  this  blessed  day,  its  fealty  to  mankind,  for  national 
fraternalism,  democracy,  liberty  and  everlasting  peace.  The  Supreme  Chancellor 
pledges  the  loyalty  of  the  entire  Order  to  aid  with  heart  and  soul  in  commemorating 
the  victory  and  assisting  with  all  the  power  at  its  command  in  every  readjustment 
and  reconstruction  for  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men.  Grand  Chancellors  are 
urgently  requested  to  issue  immediately  a  proclamation  to  the  membership  through 
their  respective  lodges  conveying  this  message  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor.

These  officers  responded  promptly  to  the  request  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  issued  proclamations  correspondingly. 

THANKSGIVING  VICTORY  CELEBRATION. 

On  November  15,  1918,  I  was  at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  attendance 
upon  the  Grand  Lodge  Convention  of  Delaware,  and  there  conceived 
the  idea  that  a  Thanksgiving  Victory  Celebration  Week  should  be  inaug¬ 
urated  commencing  with  Monday,  November  25,  and  at  which  time  the 
membership  might  deem  it  eminently  proper  to  continue  voluntary  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund,  believing  at  the  time  that  the 
demands  upon  this  fund  would  be  far  in  excess  of  that  which  it  ultimately 
proved  to  be.  From  Wilmington,  Delaware,  I  issued  the  following 
Thanksgiving  Victory  Celebration  proclamation,  the  same  being  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  to  all  Grand 
Chancellors  and  to  all  Grand  Keepers  of  Record  and  Seal : 

Wilmington,  Delaware,  November  15,  1918. 

As  Supreme  Chancellor  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  I  officially  proclaim 
and  declare  the  week  commencing  Monday,  November  25th,  1918,  for  the  Thanks¬ 
giving  Victory  Celebration  throughout  the  entire  Order,  and  at  which  time  the  appeal 
to  the  membership  shall  be  continued  for  voluntary  contributions  to  the  Pvthian  War 
Relief  Fund,  as  a  tribute  of  love  and  devotion  to  our  gallant  Pythian  soldiers,  their 
families  and  dependents,  and  in  further  recognition  of  the  supreme  sacrifice  made 
by  them  in  securing  victory  for  the  cause  of  humanity,  civilization  and  fraternity. 

Grand  Chancellors  hereby  are  requested  to  officially  promulgate  this  proclamation 
to  all  subordinate  lodges  in  their  respective  Grand  Domains,  to  the  end  that,  the 
week  celebration  shall  be  fittingly  observed  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain,,  in  a 
manner  fully  demonstrating  the  patriotism  and  fraternalism  of  the  Order,  and  in  the 
interest  of  Pythian  education.

This  celebration  was  observed  throughout  the  entire  Supreme  Domain 
and  reports  received  indicated  that  many  of  the  largest  gatherings  ever 
held  by  the  Pythian  Order  resulted  from  the  activities  of  the  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellors  in  causing  this  celebration  to  be  a  success.  This  proclamation 
was  issued  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  and  signed  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  as  Chairman  of 
this  Committee. 

ANNIVERSARY  AND  PATRIOTIC  CELEBRATIONS. 

Notable  events  during  the  biennial  term  were  functions  properly  cele¬ 
brating  the  natal  day  of  the  order,  Anniversary  Week,  and  events  espe¬ 
cially  dedicated  to  public  occasions  commensurate  with  the  movements 
inaugurated  to  accelerate  patriotism  and  a  better  understanding  of  the 
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principles  underlying  our  traditional  civilization,  which  is  our  heritage, 
and  for  which  we  must  stand  united  as  a  people  and  patriotic  order  in 
opposition  to  any  movement  designed  to  disturb  or  destroy  the  orderly 
proceeding  of  government  and  the  law.  The  occasions  were  all  largely 
attended.  The  outpouring  of  Pythians  and  their  friends  gave  added  zest 
to  the  general  awakening  of  patriotic  and  community  endeavor  on  the 
part  of  the  order.  The  public  press  were  exceptionally  generous  in  their 
notices  of  the  occasions  and  in  many  instances  published  the  entire 
addresses  delivered.  The  summaries  were  always  given.  The  Pythian 
Press  as  usual  were  bounteous  in  their  assistance. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Anniversary  was  designated  by  me  as  of  special 
moment  incorporating  patriotic  features  in  honor  and  memory  of  our 
heroes  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  and  our  love  and  respect  for  all 
those  that  served  in  behalf  of  Liberty  and  Justice.  For  this  occasion  an 
appropriate  proclamation  was  promulgated. 

PROCLAMATION. 

1864 — Liberty,  Freedom,  Fraternity — 1919 
Fifty-fifth  Anniversary. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Order  Knights  of  Pythias 
will  bring  us  many  emotions  of  gratitude  and  proyoke  our  sincerest  appreciation  as 
benefactors  of  a  sturdy  pioneer  parentage.  It  will  be  no  ordinary  sympathy,  for 
members  of  the  Order  have  viewed  the  sufferings  brought  about  by  four  years  of 
war,  and,  now  that  peace  is  soon  to  crown  the  victorious  fruitage  of  our  armies, 
Pythians  everywhere  may  enter  into  the  Anniversary  celebration  with  profound 
thanksgiving.  Our  Order  has  borne  its  share  of  the  great  conflict  in  the  giving  of 
its  younger  manhood  and  in  co-ordination  of  all  its  powers  and  resources.  In  its 
performance  of  duty,  our  Order  has  established  its  right  to  fellowship  of  the  people 
of  the  world  who  reverence  right  and  love  liberty  and  justice. 

In  keeping  with  the  Anniversary  spirit,  the  celebration  of  the  fifty-fifth  birthday 
of  our  Order  should,  therefore,  be  a  jubilation  in  which  honor  is  given  those  stal¬ 
wart,  fearless  men  who  carried  forward  our  flag,  unstained  and  aloft,  on  land  and  sea. 

In  recognition  of  the  Anniversary  and  in  order  to  more  fully  pay  homage  to 
those  of  our  membership  returning  from  military  fields  and  camps,  and  to  inspire 
us  to  greater  diligence  that  the  Order  may,  now  as  always,  meet  every  need  of  man 
for  fellowship  and  mutual  helpfulness: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Charles  S.  Davis,  Supreme  Chancellor  of  the  Order  Knights 
of  Pythias,  do  hereby  designate  and  proclaim  the  week  of  February,  seventeenth  to 
twenty-second,  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  Anniversary  Week. 

It  is  my  most  earnest  desire  that  every  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain 
shall,  by  appropriate  ceremony,  commemorate  the  founding  of  the  Order  and,  in  so 
far  as  possible,  give  fitting  recognition  to  our  returning  soldier  members,  and,  by 
plans  and  renewed  energy  for  greater  growth,  advance  the  Order  we  love  so  well. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  affixed  my  signature  and  caused  the  great 
seal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  be  affixed  and  attested  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal,  at  Denver,  Colorado,  this  the  10th  day  of  January,  1919.

TRAVELS  AND  OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

As  stated  in  the  introduction  of  this  report,  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
visited  every  domain  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  comprising  the  forty-eight 
states  in  the  United  States  and  seven  provinces  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  The  visitations  were  made  at  Grand  Lodge  Conventions  or 
Special  District  Conventions,  and  in  many  of  the  Domains  we  had  the 
opportunity  of  attending  the  Grand  Lodge  Conventions  and  in  addition 
from  two  to  five  District  Conventions  in  each  respective  Domain.  Without 
making  an  accurate  estimate,  my  judgment  is  over  100,000  miles  of  rail¬ 
road  travel  was  consumed  in  these  extended  visitations.  The  message 
of  Pythianism  and  patriotism  was  conveyed  to  the  very  threshold  of  the 
Pythian  membership  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain.  In  many  localities 
public  meetings  were  held.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  was  invited,  and 
invitations  accepted,  to  address  noon-day  luncheons  given  by  the  Rotarians, 
Kiwanis  and  Lions  Clubs  and  in  many  instances  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.

At  these  assemblies  it  was  my  pleasure,  in  representing  the  Order  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias,  as  its  Executive,  to  speak  of  the  relationship  of 
the  Order  with  community  service  and  the  progress  of  the  municipality 
in  matters  Civic,  Social  and  Fraternal.  The  press  was  bounteous  in  mak¬ 
ing  extended  reports  of  these  functions,  and  it  was  the  consensus  of 
opinion  that  this  method  of  presenting  the  Order  to  the  business  and 
professional  men  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  had  produced  effective 
and  permanent  results  for  the  Order’s  progress. 

I  visited  even  the  remote  sections  of  the  Supreme  Domain.  In 
Canada  I  traveled  as  far  east  as  Halifax  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  Vancouver, 
B.  C.,  to  the  west.  The  campaign  for  membership  and  the  extension  of 
the  service  of  the  Order  was  not  confined  to  officially  communicating  with 
the  lodges  and  membership.  Back  of  it  was  placed  the  personal  element 
of  coming  in  close  touch  with  the  membership,  commingling  with  them 
and  arousing  their  enthusiasm  and  ardor  for  greater  service  and  con¬ 
stancy  in  their  efforts.  This  could  only  be  accomplished  satisfactorily 
by  reaching  the  membership  in  large  numbers  and  through  the  plan  of 
District  Conventions.  At  these  conventions  in  many  instances  eighty 
per  cent  of  the  lodges  in  the  entire  Domain  were  represented  by  large 
committees,  or  the  members  arrived  in  special  trains  and  automobiles, 
and  I  have  a  memorandum  of  eight  members  in  Nevada  traveling  on 
horseback  170  miles  to  attend  the  convention  at  Elko.  Many  incidents 
of  this  nature  occurred.  I  must  relate  the  action  of  the  Lodge  at  Minot, 
North  Dakota,  which  placed  at  my  disposal  an  airplane  to  carry  me  from 
Swift  Current,  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  to  Minot.  This  was  thought 
necessary  on  account  of  delayed  trains  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  from 
the  Coast,  but  influence  was  brought  to  bear  on  the  railroad  officials  and 
a  special  train  arranged  to  carry  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  other  belated 
passengers  east,  and  I  arrived  at  Minot  in  ample  time  for  the  convention. 

The  outpouring  of  the  membership  everywhere  was  gratifying.  The 
inconvenience  of  travel  oft-times  experienced,  delayed  trains,  and  snow¬ 
storms  in  no  way  deterred  either  the  members  or  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
from  carrying  to  complete  success  their  program.  The  experience  required 
undaunted  courage,  but  was  pleasurable  because  of  the  success  of  the 
undertaking. 

The  programs  everywhere  were  replete  with  interest.  My  receptions 
were  uniformly  all  that  could  be  expected.  Nothing  was  left  undone  for 
my  convenience.  I  was  signally  impressed  with  my  hearty  welcome  in 
the  Domains  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

My  travels  and  official  visitations  will  ever  remain  a  pleasurable 
memory  in  rny  life’s  work  as  a  part  of  my  official  duty  as  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  educational  and  humanizing.  The  loving  handshakes,  the  illumined 
faces,  the  encouragement  and  the  Godspeed  in  parting  will  never  be 
erased  from  my  recollection  of  my  communion  with  thousands  and  thou¬ 
sands  of  Pythians  and  friends  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain. 

In  these  official  visitations  the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  invariably 
accompanied  by  either  Grand  Lodge  officers,  Supreme  Representatives 
or  others  delegated. 

The  file  in  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  is  replete  with  com¬ 
munications  from  the  Grand  Chancellors,  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and 
Seal,  Supreme  Representatives  and  others  commending  these  extended 
visitations  and  the  results  thereof.  The  rank  and  file  of  the  membership 
are  keenly  desirous  of  meeting  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and 
feel  that  this  courtesy  is  due  them,  and  in  return  it  is  incumbent  upon 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  reach,  during  his  official  term,  as  large  a 
percentage  of  the  total  membership  of  the  Order  as  possible.  He  is  jus¬ 
tified  in  visiting  even  the  most  remote  and  inactive  sections  of  the 
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Supreme  Domain.  In  fact,  his  duty  is  to  promote  and  enthuse  interest 
throughout  the  Order. 

The  growth  and  progress  of  Pythianism  depends  upon  the  every¬ 
day  working  member.  His  heart  and  soul  are  wrapped  up  in  the  Fra¬ 
ternity.  These  men  can  be  met  by,  or  can  meet,  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
only  at  Special  District  Conventions. 

The  undertaking  to  visit  every  Domain  in  the  Supreme  Domain 
demands  much  personal  sacrifice  and  is  an  objective,  when  completed, 
that  consumes  many  months  of  time  in  travel  and  requires  abundance 
of  energy,  persistence  and  purpose,  all  of  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
had  at  his  disposal. 

We  were  admonished  repeatedly  by  those  in  the  Order  who  kept  in 
touch  with  the  movements  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  that  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  slow  up  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  health.  However,  this  was 
not  needed.  The  extended  visitations  were  not  a  task.  The  pleasure  of 
meeting  thousands  upon  thousands  of  Knights  of  Pythias  throughout  the 
Supreme  Domain  gives  an  inspiration  for  work  and  service,  which  pre¬ 
cludes  every  other  consideration.  The  long  periods  of  absence  from  the 
office  in  no  wise  delayed  taking  care  of  the  voluminous  correspondence 
promptly  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor.  Mail  was  forwarded  daily  and 
telegrams  repeated,  and  in  this  way  the  business  of  the  office  was  person¬ 
ally  and  satisfactorily  conducted. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  takes  the  liberty  of  including  in  Jhis  report 
on  Official  Visitations,  the  following  letter  from  the  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  Domain  of  Manitoba.  The  sentiment  expressed  therein  was  uni¬ 
versal  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada : 

Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  June  14,  1920. 

Hon.  Charles  S.  Davis, 

Supreme  Chancellor,  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 

Denver,  Colorado. 

My  Dear  Supreme  Chancellor: 

In  regard  to  your  visit  to  the  Domain  of  Manitoba,  I  wish  to  express,  on  behalf 
of  our  membership,  some  of  our  thoughts  and  observations. 

It  is  almost  beyond  our  memory  when  we  were  favored  by  any  incumbent  of 
your  office  with  a  visit;  of  course  when  Supreme  Lodge  convened  here  in  1914  we 
enjoyed  the  company  of  many  notable  Pythians. 

Perhaps  on  this  account  we  appreciated  your  visit  to  the  utmost.  We  have  felt 
somewhat  like  outcasts,  as  no  one  seemed  to  think  it  worth  while  to  journey  up  to 
what  I  suppose  was  considered  the  wilds  of  Canada. 

During  your  stay  among  us  (which  seemed  all  too  brief)  we  feel  that  you  have 
strengthened  the  chain  that  binds  us  together  in  the  cause  of  Pythian  fraternity. 
Our  knowledge  of  the  Order  has  been  enriched  and  our  appreciation  of  its  purposes 
broadened  by  your  energetic  and  sincere  efforts. 

We  have  felt  the  need  of  a  closer  bond  between  our  Brothers  to  the  South,  East 
and  West  and  we  believe  that  this  feeling  could  not  have  been  gratified  in  any 
better  way  than  by  contact  with  one  who  has  traveled  and  learned  like  yourself. 

Your  messages  through  your  official  communications  have  always  received  a 
ready  welcome  and  been  given  careful  and  earnest  consideration;  we  have  noted 
with  pleasure  your  lofty  ideals  and  noble  purposes. 

We  believe  no  one  could  do  more  than  you  have  to  benefit  the  Order  and  the 
way  in  which  you  have  carried  out  your  ideas  without  thought  of  sacrifice  of  time 
and  money  is  surely  worthy  of  a  humble  word  of  commendation  from  any  who,  like 
•ourselves,  are  alive  to  the  facts. 

We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  golden  hours  we  enjoyed  while  you 
were  here,  to  assure  you  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  you  are  held  and  to  promise 
at  all  times  our  earnest  and  hearty  co-operation.  We  extend  kind  wishes  for  your 
future  welfare  in,  any  capacity,  and  hope  that  these  humble  words  of  appreciation 
may  in  some  measure  compensate  you  for  your  trip  to  the  wilds  of  Canada.  We  are.

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THE  ORDER  IN  THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

The  situation  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  deserves  the  attention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge.  In  this  section  of  North  America  there  is  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  about  eight  and  a  half  millions  with  a  total  membership  in  the 
Order,  as  shown  in  the  official  statement  as  of  December  31,  1919,  of 
14,167,  which  includes  the  outlying  District  of  Saskatchewan.  Our  Breth¬ 
ren  of  the  North  are  earnestly  desirous  of  assimilating  to  a  larger  extent 
with  us  of  the  South,  and  we  know  of  no  greater  instrumentality  to  bring 
about  this  comity  of  feeling  and  cordial  relationship  than  through  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  communication  from  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  Shipman  is  indicative  of  the  sentiment  throughout  Canada  and 
may  we  not  engage  our  service  in  every  way  possible  to  aid  the  Grand 
Domains  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  increasing  their  membership. 
We  feel  that  our  visitations  in  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
will  show  decidedly  favorable  results  in  the  near  future. 

In  all  of  the  official  visitations  the  consideration  and  courtesies 
extended  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  by  the  membership  and  citizenship 
was  fully  appreciated.  We  accept  the  honors  conferred  as  an  index  of 
the  standing  of  the  Order  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Pythian  history  does  not  disclose  a  period  since  the  inception  of  our 
fraternity  when  the  state  of  the  Order  excelled  its  present  condition. 
Nothing  within  the  power  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  left  undone 
to  accelerate  the  opportunities  for  advancing  the  interest  of  the  Order 
throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  from  every  essential — patriotically,  fra¬ 
ternally,  civically  and  socially.  It  was  our  good  fortune  to  procure  news¬ 
paper  publicity  which  brought  the  order  magnificently  before  the  public 
in  a  manner  which  received  commendation  from  every  source.  No  larger 
assemblies  of  Pythians  and  the  public  could  be  wished  for  than  gathered 
at  the  Special  District  Conventions  and  public  meetings  held  throughout 
the  Supreme  Domain.  My  official  communications  were  always  prepared 
and  worded  to  awaken  enthusiasm  and  to  give  counsel  and  direction  for 
the  constructive  development  of  the  Order.  Every  indication  suggests 
the  value  of  the  methods  of  reaching  the  entire  membership. 

The  record  of  numerical  growth  in  the  Order  is  remarkable.  We 
have  reached  the  largest  membership  ever  attained  in  the  Order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias,  viz.,  746,020.  The  net  gain  for  the  calendar  year  1919  dis¬ 
closes  the  phenomenal  number  of  47,180.  The  column  of  Domains  all  show 
decided  increases  excepting  Alberta,  showing  a  loss  of  418,  British  Colum¬ 
bia  12,  Manitoba  5,  and  Nevada  29. 

The  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  in  showing  comparisons,  states :  “A  comparison 
of  conditions  involves  a  retrospective  view  of  things  that  have  gone 
before.  Three  years  ago,  in  a  corresponding  report,  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  ten-year  period  of  1906  to  1916  showed  a  total  net 
gain  of  45,566,  but  now  we  are  regaled  by  the  cheering  fact  that  the 
single  year  of  1919  exceeds  the  total  gains  of  the  ten  years  above  referred 
to.”  We  are  presented  with  the  gratifying  situation  that  the  increase  of 
membership  during  the  one  year  of  1919  has  offset  the  losses  of  30,213  of 
the  previous  four  years.  This  loss  has  been  recovered  and  in  addition 
thereto  we  are  credited  with  a  gain  of  16,967  members.

a  decrease  of  2,331 — reducing  the  average  of  suspensions  very  greatly, 
taking  into  consideration  the  enormous  increase  of  membership  for  the 
year. 
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During  the  calendar  year  1919,  77,503  members  were  initiated ;  during 
the  calendar  year  1918,  27,903  members  were  initiated — an  increase  of 
49,600  for  one  year.  We  now  present  ample  evidence  that  a  campaign  for 
membership  means  more  than  increased  numbers.  This  is  reported  in 
corroboration  of  the  defense  made  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  for  inaug¬ 
urating  this  campaign,  and  again  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  we  are  pleased  to  quote  the  following : 

“During  all  the  proud  history  of  this  Order  conditions  were  never 
better  for  continued  prosperity  than  exist  at  the  present  time.”  *  *  * 
“Student  members  close  in  touch  with  the  Order’s  work  are  justified  in 
indulging  the  prophecy  that  the  year  1920  is  quite  liable  to  show  an 
increase  of  75,000.”  So  much  for  the  membership  increases. 

Now  as  to  the  results  incidental  thereto :  “However,  the  showing 
made  for  the  year  last  past  in  financial  matters  is  thoroughly  in  keeping 
with  the  splendid  membership  increase.”  *  *  *  “The  total  receipts  of 

Grand  Lodges  were  $979,756.14 — an  increase  of  $162,126.24  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.”  *  *  *  “Considering  the  finances  of  subordinate  lodges — 
the  heart  and  life  of  the  Order — we  are  more  accustomed  to  a  review 
of  large  figures,  and  here  we  find  that  the  total  receipts  for  the  past 
year  reached  $7,225,094.67,  which  we  believe  is  the  largest  sum  ever 
reported  by  subordinate  lodges,  as  representing  their  combined  income 
for  a  single  year.  This  sum  is  $1,243,901.23  in  excess  of  the  total  receipts 
for  the  preceding  year.”  *  *  *  “The  lodges  are  richer  by  $477,748.57 
than  they  were  one  year  ago.”  *  *  *  “Attention  is  called  to  the 
expenditure  of  the  princely  sum  of  $1,694,181.95  by  subordinate  lodges 
for  relief  purposes  during  the  year,  all  of  which,  practically  without 
ostentation,  attest  to  the  humanitarian  service  rendered  by  the  Order  at 
large.” 

The  combined  investments  and  holdings  of  Grand  and  Subordinate 
lodges  is  reported  as  follows :

a  sum  total  of  the  assets  of  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  lodges,  $23,363,-

Increased  membership  has  produced  vastly  increased  resources  and 
increased  ability  to  carry  forward  greater  objectives  for  a  greater  Pythian- 
ism,  which  permits  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
time  is  now.  propitious  for  the  collection  of  a  periodical  per  capita  tax 
for  the  creation  of  the  proposed  Endowment  Fund  that  can  now  be  accom¬ 
plished  without,  to  any  appreciable  extent,  reducing  or  disturbing  the 
assets  now  held  or  that  may  be  accumulated  by  the  Grand  or  subordinate 
lodges  in  the  future. 

.  The  Supreme  Lodge  is,  as  stated,  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Order. 
It  is  designed  to  function  legislation  to  carry  forward  the  systematic 
and  orderly  conduct  of  the  Order.  At  the  1916  Convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  after  proper  referendum  to  Grand  Lodges,  the  Supreme 
Constitution  was  amended  to  provide  that  the  “Supreme  government  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  appropriations  of  money  for  its  maintenance 
and  may.  make .  appropriations  for  benevolent  and  fraternal  purposes.” 
Under  this  provision  we  assume  that  it  will  be  perfectly  proper  and  lawful 
for  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  levy  an  assessment  against  the  entire  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Order  for  the  creation  of  an  Endowment  Fund,  the  uses 
of  which  are  to  be  for  benevolent  and  fraternal  purposes,  and  thus  nation¬ 
alize  our  benefactions. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  does  announce  its  policies  with  respect  to 
patriotism,  civic  righteousness,  social  betterments  and  educational  func¬ 
tioning.  We  cannot  see  how  specific  legislation  can  be  enacted  to  carry 
into  effect  these  very  commendable  and  altruistic  and  altogether  proper 
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extensions  of  the  activities  of  the  Order.  However  efficient  the  Supreme 
Lodge  might  be,  it  cannot  with  minuteness  legislate  for  and  direct  with 
accuracy  what  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges  should  do.  It  is  expected 
that  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges  shall  carry  forward  movements  in 
behalf  of  the  people  and  humanity.  Both  must  possess  initiative  action, 
which,  of  course,  must  always  be  confined  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  addressing  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Special 
District  Conventions  in  behalf  of  Pythianism,  whole-heartedly  enunciated 
the  duty  of  the  Order  in  patriotic  and  civic  welfare.  No  idle  sentiment 
was  indulged  in.  The  policy  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in 
patriotic  endeavor  dates  from  the  birth  of  the  Order,  and  I  submit  that 
the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  proved  itself  worthy  of  a  place  in 
history  for  its  splendid  service  to  the  Government  and  to  its  membership 
during  the  war,  and,  further,  at  the  present  time  is  engaging  itself  in 
community  and  civic  affairs  to  a  degree  that  deserves  the  commendation 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  all  serious-thinking,  studious  members  of 
the  Order  who  are  seeking  to  learn  the  facts. 

The  following  is  from  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  a 
prominent  Domain  addressed  to  the  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal 
in  the  Supreme  Domain : 

‘'You  already  know  that  the  forward-lookers  and  real  thinkers  of 
the  Order  are  practically  agreed  that  our  Order  is  not  measuring  up  to 
the  large  opportunities  of  its  day.  ‘We  have  too  long  permitted  sentiment 
to  usurp  the  place  of  judgment,’  and  glittering  generalities  and  beautiful 
platitudes  will  no  longer  answer  in  this  practical  day.  The  novelty  of 
the  lodge  room  work  has  already  passed,  although,  of  course,  the  beautiful 
lessons  of  the  ritual  are  yet  impressive.  If  Pythianism  and  patriotism 
are  synonymous,  ought  not  our  Order  to  be  more  active  in  civic  affairs 
and  Americanization?  What  remedy  or  progressive  policy  would  you 
suggest?” 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  attempted  to  distinguish  between  the 
legal  and  implied  functions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  its  relationship 
with  extended  service  allowed  to  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges  to  func¬ 
tion,  and  which  is  endorsed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  answer,  then, 
to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  to  all  others  in  this  premise 
is,  if  there  has  been  failure  to  carry  forward  movements  in  civic  affairs 
and  patriotism  or  Americanization,  as  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  terms  it,  then  the  fault  lies  within  the  respective  Domains  and  not 
within  the  Supreme  Lodge,  nor  shall  we  agree  that  “the  novelty  of  the 
lodge  room  work  has  already  passed.” 

In  the  introduction  to  this  report  the  Supreme  Chancellor  has  called 
attention  to  the  wonderful  instrumentality  of  the  lodge  room  and  the 
lodge.  The  authority  rests  with  Grand  and  subordinate  lodge  officers  to 
conduct  a  program  for  subordinate  lodge  activities  upon  which  to  realize 
the  greatest  measure  of  service  to  which  the  Order  can  be  applied. 

In  the  last  analysis,  the  state  of  the  Order  is  remarkably  splendid 
and  is  summed  up  on  the  following: 

Never  has  it  been  in  a  more  harmonious  condition — not  a  breach  any¬ 
where,  the  largest  membership  ever  attained  in  its  history.  An  increase 
for  1919  that  presages  that  we  are  on  the  onward  march  towards  doubling 
our  membership,  even  though  it  has  not  been  reached  during  this  admin¬ 
istration.  Forty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty  net  increase 
in  a  single  year  is  a  momentum  that  should  carry  the  Order  forward  in 
strides  gloriously  acceptable  to  the  entire  Order.  We  are  moving  onward 
and  upward.  The  rank  and  file  of  our  membership  are  representative 
of  the  finest  citizens  in  the  land,  and  never  has  the  enthusiasm  been 
greater  nor  our  assets  better  to  introduce  measures  for  the  further 
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advancement  of  our  Order,  but  whatever  we  do,  we  must  avoid  engage¬ 
ments  of  a  speculative  or  spectacular  nature.  This,  we  believe,  can  be 
controlled  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  legislative  enactments  and  the  affairs 
of  management  placed  in  the  hands  of  experienced  and  competent 
directors. 

In  many  of  the  cities,  lodges  of  the  Order  have  already  erected  or 
purchased  splendidly  equipped  buildings,  the  castle  halls  of  which  being 
excellently  arranged  for  places  of  meeting  and  for  the  rank  work  of  the 
Order  with  club  room  features  attached.  At  Portland,  Oregon,  and 
Denver,  Colorado,  recent  purchases  have  placed  the  Order  in  both  of  these 
municipalities  in  position  to  say  that  they  stand  on  a  par  with  other 
fraternities  in  the  ownership  of  Pythian  buildings.  This  is  equally  true 
in  other  localities  in  the  Supreme  Domain.  The  enterprise  on  the  part 
of  lodges  is  constantly  increasing  for  building  ownerships  and  centers  for 
the  assembly  of  the  Brethren  for  social  intercourse  and  club  room  advan¬ 
tages.  This  also  is  in  line  with  the  general  progress  of  the  Order. 

We  trust  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  pleased  with  this  brief 
recital  of  the  condition  in  the  Order  which  stirs  our  hearts  with  pride  in 
the  achievements  made  as  a  fraternity. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  ORDER  IN  OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  cannot  report  progress  in  the  outlying  dis¬ 
tricts.  It  was  hailed  with  more  or  less  delight  when  the  Order  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  China,  but  this  is  now  non-existent.  A  lodge  was  once  instituted 
in  London,  England,  but  here,  too,  we  failed  to  secure  a  permanent  and 
sound  footing.  We  fear  that  our  outlying  districts  are  too  far  removed 
from  our  central  government  to  be  directed  or  promoted  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  We  may  be  grateful,  however,  that  the  influence  of  Pythianism, 
even  though  to  a  limited  degree,  reaches  into  the  far-off  centers  of  civili¬ 
zation. 

Saskatchewan,  Hawaii  and  the  Canal  Zone,  we  believe,  promise  sub¬ 
stantial  growth  and  here  the  field  can  be  developed  with  profit.  What  I 
shall  report  under  the  head  of  “Extension  of  the  Order  Overseas”  applies 
to  the  outlying  districts  with  the  exception  of  the  three  districts  above 
mentioned — the  situation  is  identical. 

We  herewith  present  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  outlying  districts 
in  more  detail : 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  charter  of  Juneau  Lodge 
No.  1,  Juneau,  Alaska,  was  vacated  on  March  4,  1920.  The  District 
Deputy  Supreme  Chancellors  appointed  by  me  are  also  submitted.  The 
following  is  a  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  me 
showing  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  outlying  districts : 

DISTRICT  DEPUTIES  SUPREME  CHANCELLOR. 

Alaska — Nels  J.  Black,  Cordova  (for  Cordova  Lodge  No.  3),  appointed  October 
12,  1918.  This  is  a  strong,  healthful  and  promising  lodge,  judging  by  latest  official 
report  received. 

Ed.  Andrews,  Douglas  (for  Alaska  Lodge  No.  1,  Juneau,  and  North  Star  Lodge 
No.  2,  Douglas).  These  towns  are  located  near  together,  but  for  the  past  three 
years  have  been  in  a  weakened  condition.  The  charter  of  No.  1  was  vacated  March  4, 
1920.  Lodge  No.  t2  suffered  a  serious  loss  of  membership  by  removal,  as  a  result 
of  the  tidal  wave  of  a  few  years  ago.  S.  K.  R.  S.  is  in  correspondence  with  the 
Deputy  in  the  matter  of  the  future  of  the  lodge.  Present  indications  are  that  its 
charter  will  be  vacated. 

Australia — John  B.  Suttor,  Jr.,  D.  D.  S'.  C.,  Sydney,  appointed  February  6, 
1919  (for  New  South  Wlales  Lodge  No.  1,  the  only  lodge  in  the  district).  Present 
membership,  60.  Lodge  in  good  condition,  but  during  the  war  period,  about  one-half 
its  members  being  in  the  service,  but  little  activity  was  shown. 

Canal  Zone — T.  W.  Sherrard,  D.  D.  S.  C.,  Cristobal,  appointed  October  12,  1918 
(for  Panama  Canal  Lodge  No.  1,  Ancon,  and  Canal  Zone  Lodge  No.  2,  Cristobal). 
The  two  lodges  have  a  combined  membership  of  304,  and  are  in  good  condition. 
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Hawaii — William  H.  Smith,  D.  D.  S.  C.,  Hilo,  appointed  October  12,  1918, 
resigned  May  24,  1920.  On  JTune  9,  appointed  Brother  Herman  Ludloff  to  fill 
vacancy.  There  are  five  lodges  in  this  district  with  a  combined  total  membership  of 
511.  This  has  long  been  the  premier  outlying  Pythian  district,  and  the  record  of 
these  lodges  for  good  work,  good  repute  and  high  standing  is  worthy  of  sincere 
commendation. 

Philippines — Isaac  A.  Stanfield,  D.  D.  S.  C.,  Manila,  appointed  October  12,  1918. 
(for  William  McKinley  Lodge  No.  1).  This  lodge  has  a  membership  of  55,  has 
been  prompt  and  regular  with  its  reports.  The  field  fpr  available  membership  is 
limited,  but  the  lodge  is  in  good  condition,  and  doing  well. 

Saskatchewan — R.  George  McCuish,  D.  D.  S.  C.,  Regina,  appointed  October  12, 
1918.  There  are  practically  ten  lodges  in  this  district,  with  a  total  membership  of 
722;  three  of  the  lodges  have  not  reported  for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1919. 
The  province  may  apply  for  a  grand  lodge  charter  in  the  no  distant  future. 

EXTENSION  OF  THE  ORDER  OVERSEAS. 

The  entrance  of  thousands  of  Pythians  into  the  war  zone  of  Europe 
during  the  war  brought  to  light,  perhaps  in  a  more  pronounced  way  than 
heretofore,  the  question  of  Pythian  expansion,  and,  in  justice  to  the 
correspondents  who  communicated  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  this 
important  matter  was  investigated. 

Roy  C.  Haines,  a  member  of  the  Order  of  Maine,  in  the  service  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association ;  Dr.  de  Gerin,  a  resident  of 
Paris,  and  said  to  be  a  member  of  the  Order;  Brother  C.  J.  Cullington,  a 
Secretary  in  the  employ  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  and 
Past  Chancellor  F.  Peyton  Woolston  of  Colorado,  also  in  the  service  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  all  being  overseas,  we  expected 
accurate  information  could  be  obtained  respecting  the  situation,  upon 
which  could  be  based  the  extension  of  the  Order. 

The  purpose  from  the  outset  seemed  to  be  directed  to  the  institution 
of  a  lodge  or  lodges  from  among  the  soldiers,  and  through  this  instru¬ 
mentality  to  make  the  Order  effective  in  welfare  service  for  the  Pythians 
engaged  in  war  activities.  No  substantial  evidence  was  given  that  the 
institution  of  the  Order  in  France  or  elsewhere  overseas  would  mean 
the  permanent  establishment  of  Pythianism  in  the  proposed  areas,  and 
indicated  a  situation  paralleling  other  war  promotions,  the  outgrowth  of 
the  enthusiasm,  excitement  and  impulses  of  the  war.  It  was  sought  under 
such  conditions  to  unfold  Pythianism  overseas  at  a  period  the  most  inop¬ 
portune  which  could  possibly  be  selected. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  has  had  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  the  Order 
overseas  presented  upon  numerous  occasions,  and  to  my  knowledge  has 
never  definitely  determined  upon  a  policy  regarding  this  very  important 
subject,  and,  in  view  of  the  indetermination  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  feeling  as  he  did  about  the  European  situation, 
decided  to  be  governed  very  largely  by  what  he  felt  was  the  sentiment  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge.  However,  I  received  a  number  of  letters  in  which 
my  attention  was  directed  to  the  advisability  of  extending  the  Order  over¬ 
seas,  my  correspondents  feeling  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  this  move¬ 
ment  on  the  part  of  the  Order.  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
Brother  Wheaton,  had  already  taken  the  matter  up  with  Brother  C.  J. 
Cullington  and  Dr.  de  Gerin,  and  he  and  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Tracy 
R.  Bangs  felt  and  impressed  upon  me  •  the  desirability  of  proceeding 
energetically  in  the  movement.  I  had  no  faith  in  the  proposition  from 
the  outset,  but  determined  to  respond  to  the  wishes  of  my  correspondents, 
and  proceeded  in  the  manner  disclosed  by  the  correspondence  which  is 
incorporated  as  a  part  of  my  report  on  this  subject.  I  did  not  wish  to 
be  placed  in  the  position  of  treating  with  indifference  the  supposed  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  extension  of  the  Order  overseas,  or  of  refusing  to  respond 
to  the  requests  of  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  And,  further,  in 
connection  with  my  persistence  in  procuring  accurate  information,  I  did 
not  confine  my  investigation  altogether  to  the  members  herein  mentioned, 
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but  had  many  opportunities  for  conference  with  members  of  the  Order 
in  overseas  service,  and  who  were  in  the  United  States  on  vacations,  and 
in  every  instance  the  establishment  of  the  Order  overseas  was  discouraged 
during  the  period  of  the  war. 

The  investigation  disclosed  that  for  more  than  any  other  reason  the 
plan  to  institute  a  lodge  in  Paris  was  intended  to  carry  forward  welfare 
work,  and  since  investigation  had  been  made  to  determine  whether  there 
was  a  demand  for  welfare  work  overseas,  and  as  the  Supreme  statutes 
governing  the  uses  of  the  fund  did  not  permit  of  this  service,  the  useless¬ 
ness  of  establishing  a  lodge  to  do  this  work  was  readily  apparent,  and  in  a 
letter  received  from  Brother  Cullington  after  he  returned  to  the  United 
States  he  declared  emphatically  that  he  would  not  recommend  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  the  Order  overseas.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  believes  that  he 
has  made  the  situation  clear  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  regarding  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Order  overseas  during  the  war  period.  This  leads  us  to  the 
present. 

North  America  presents  such  a  vast  field  for  Pythian  extension  yet 
unexplored,  and,  where  explored,  such  tremendous  opportunity  for 
growth,  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  feels  that  we  should  direct  our 
ability,  energy  and  enthusiasm  to  safe  moorings  before  we  engage  or 
divide  our  attention  in  sections  of  the  world  where  under  the  most  favor¬ 
able  auspices  the  establishment  of  the  Order  would  be  but  experimental. 
Therefore,  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  is  for  the  present  no 
effort  should  be  made  to  extend  the  Order  overseas.  However,  the 
Supreme  Lodge  may  decide  to  disagree  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 
and,  if  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  favor  the  policy  of  extending  the  Order 
overseas,  we  believe  if  success  awaits  us  at  all  in  the  undertaking,  it  can 
be  accomplished  only  through  the  following  process : 

First,  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  declare  its  policy  by  resolution  and  a 
commission  to  be  elected  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  made  appointive  for 
the  exclusive  purpose  of  going  overseas  and  commencing  organization 
work  to  institute  lodges,  and  then  a  sufficient  number  of  members  and 
lodges  must  be  secured  to  organize  a  Grand  lodge.  We  have  illustra- 
tions^in  the  present  outlying  districts  that  the  Order  does  not  succeed  to 
any  marked  degree  in  the  districts.  If,  however,  the  Supreme  Lodge 
declares  its  policy  in  favor  of  overseas  extension,  then,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  the  Order  should  be  promoted  in  England 
as  the  first  point  for  our  operations.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  by  resolution  determine  its  policy  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Order  shall  be  established  overseas,  this  to  be,  in 
fact,  a  direction  for  Supreme  Chancellors  to  follow  in  the  premises.

My  Dear  Fred: 

Replying  to  your  letter  of  December  23,  the  second  paragraph  of  which  being 
a  reply  to  my  request  for  such  information  as  you  may  have  or  correspondence  in 
your  possession  relating  to  the  extension  of  the  Order  overseas. 

In  reviewing  the  minutes  of  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  War  Relief  Commis¬ 
sion,  held  in  Chicago,  the  28th  and  29th  of  October,  I  observed  on  page  12  the 
reference  in  the  record  “Letter  from  Dr.  de  Gerin.’’  This  letter  is  in  relation  to 
the  institution  of  3  lodge  in  Paris.  I  am  interested  in  knowing  what  the  doctor 
has  to  say  upon  this  important  matter  and  cannot  altogether  recall  the  contents  of 
his  letter.  You  state  that  you  have  no  correspondence  relating  to  the  subject  of 
the  extension  of  the  Order  overseas  and  further  “the  matter,  of  course,  has  been 
mentioned  many  times  in  the  exchange  of  letters  and  it  may  be  that  ere  long  some 
action  or  some  step  may  be  taken  by  members  of  the  Order  now  in  England  or 
France  urging  the  formation  and  institution  of  lodees.”  And  you  state  further 
“while  there  is  no  particular  hurry  about  this  matter,  nevertheless  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  no  such  favorable  time  ever  was  afforded  for  the  official  introduction  of 
the  Order  in  European  countries  and  this  I  hope  will  be  cultivated  to  every  possible 
and  reasonable  extent.” 
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Referring  to  your  letter  and  the  parts  above  quoted,  I  would  be  delighted  if  the 
members  of  the  Order  now  overseas  would  take  some  action  preliminary  to  estab¬ 
lishing  the  Order  overseas,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  review  and  consideration  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  counsel  he  would  request.  However,  my  judgment  is 
the  Supreme  Lodge  officers  need  not  delay  this  matter  awaiting  the  initiative  to  be 
taken  by  our  members  overseas,  if  upon  further  consideration  it  shall  be  determined 
to  establish  the  order  overseas. 

Upon  inquiry  made  from  officers  in  the  army  just  returning  from  overseas,  I  am 
informed  that  conditions  are  very  much  unsettled  and  this  being  more  particularly 
true  with  respect  to  the  American  army,  which,  of  course,  is  in  the  process  of  return¬ 
ing  to  America.  This,  in  connection  with  more  or  less  confusion,  would  indicate 
that  formal  action  in  connection  with  the  subject  matter  of  this  letter  must  be  delayed 
until  we  can  take  it  up  in  a  practical,  systematic  way,  and  reach  conclusions  as  to 
what  is  best  to  do  in  the  premises. 

In  the  meantime,  Fred,  we  should  keep  in  touch  with  the  situation  and  I  will 
kindly  request  that  you  keep  me  advised  of  the  contents  of  the  communications  that 
come  to  your  office  in  relatipn  to  this  important  matter.  Better  still,  I  would  be 
pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  read  these  communications. 

I  am  seriously  interested  in  the  extension  of  the  Order  and  desire  to  consider 
it  from  every  angle  to  the  end  that  if  we  institute  lodges  overseas  that  the  Order 
will  become  permanently  established  in  the  localities  where  instituted.  The  perma¬ 
nency  of  it  will  depend  very  largely  on  the  methods  pursued  and  the  character  and 
standing  of  the  men  who  are  entrusted  first  with  this  very  important  undertaking 
of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

I  write  quite  at  length  concerning  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  the  Order 
overseas  for  the  reason  that  it  gives  us  something  to  ponder  over  for  fuller  discus¬ 
sion  when  a  conference  is  held  to  determine  final  action.

My  Dear  Charlie: 

I  am  this  morning  in  receipt  of  yours  of  December  28,  and  am  glad  indeed  to 
note  the  great  interest  you  are  taking  in  the  matter  of  the  introduction  of  the 
Pythian  Order  overseas.  Without  the  least  bit  of  prejudice,  let  me  say  to  you  that, 
possibly  with  one  exception,  “Uncle  Tom”  Carling,  you  are  about  the  first  Supreme 
Chancellor  who  during  his  term  of  office  has  manifested  any  very  great  interest  in 
Pythian  expansion. 

One  of  the  finest  expressions  that  has  yet  been  made  by  any  member  of  the 
Order  was  sent  to  you  some  time  ago  by  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs.  He  and  I 
have  talked  this  matter  over  many  times,  and  I  do  not  think  that  we  three  are  very 
far  apart  in  our  views  and  the  conviction  that  no  better  time  ever  was  afforded  to 
undertake  work  of  this  kind  and  the  official  introduction  of  the  Order  in  European 
countries. 

As  regards  the  citation  you  make  in  the  minutes  of  the  War  Relief  Commission 
meeting,  held  in  Chicago,  October  28  and  29,  you  will  recollect  that  I  submitted 
and  read  a  letter  that  I  had  received  just  a  few  days  previous  from  Dr.  de  Gerin. 
I  do  not  know  him  personally,  but  came  into  correspondence  with  him  as  a  result 
of  the  work  undertaken  in  France  by  Grand  Chancellor  Roy  C.  Haines.  It  seems 
that  Dr.  de  Gerin  is  a  Pythian  and,  as  I  understand  the  situation,  acted  as  secretary 
at  one  or  two  meetings  of  Pythians  in  Paris,  the  meetings  being  called  by 
Brother  Haines. 

In  the  letter  submitted  at  Chicago  he  referred  to  his  experience  with  Brother 
Haines,  and  concluded  with  the  following  expression:  “When  proper  authorities 
are  sent  to  open  headquarters  and  lodge,  they  should  bring  copies  of  by-laws, 
diplomas,  etc.,  so  that  we  can  have  them  translated  here  and  start  lawfully  to  work 
and  then  establish  a  permanent  lodge  in  Paris,  so  that  every  Pythian  coming  will 
find  some  brother  here  to  direct  him  and  also  help  make  his  stay  in  Paris  more 
pleasant  and  useful.” 

With  reference  to  the  above  quotation,  you  understand,  of  course,  that  his 
letter,  as  well  as  practically  all  correspondence,  largely  had  to  do  with  the  sugges¬ 
tion  that  headquarters  be  opened  in  Paris,  but  you  well  know  that  the  Commission 
at  no  time  felt  disposed  to  undertake  a  work  of  this  kind.  I  am  of  the  impression 
that  Dr.  de  Gerin  became  a  Pythian  in  New  Hampshire,  but  on  this  point  am  not 
sure.  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  my  reply  as  sent  to  him  shortly  following  our 
meeting  of  the  Commission  last  October. 

I  join  heartily  in  your  expression  that  we  will  be  delighted  if  members  of  the 
Order  now  overseas  will  take  some  action  preliminary  to  establishing  the  Order  there, 
subject,  of  course,  to  your  consideration  and  approval,  and  I  have  long  expected 
that  this  movement  would  be  undertaken,  particularly  in  England,  and  on  the  part 
of  Canadian  Knights  in  the  service  “over  there.”  Before  the  United  States  entered 
the  war,  several  Pythian  meetings  were  held  in  England,  but  they  were  largely  of  a 
social  and  fraternal  character,  although  at  that  time  Past  Chancellor  James  G.  Baird 
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of  Winnipeg  wrote  me  concerning  them,  also  stating  that  he  believed  that  a  good 
lodge  could  be  organized.  I  received  word  from  him  in  September  last  that  he  was 
coming  home  on  a  furlough  and  expected  to  pass  through  Minneapolis  in  October, 
but  since  that  time  I  have  not  heard  from  him. 

We  have  now,  to  my  knowledge,  one  Past  Grand  Chancellor,  and  two  Grand 
Chancellors  in  service  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  France,  each  of  whom  have  promised 
to  send  back  some  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  official  introduction  of  the 
Order  in  France.  The  two  Grand  Chancellors  are:  Fred  G.  Cook  of  Washington, 
and  Carl  B.  Bach  of  North  Dakota. 

You  also  will  observe  that  in  my  letter  to  Dr.  de  Gerin,  I  have  asked  him  to 
call  a  meeting  of  such  Knights  of.  Pythias  in  Paris  as  may  be  available,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  up  the  matter  of  organizing  a  charter  list.  I  feel  quite  confident 
that  if  this  matter  is  given  proper  attention,  it  can  be  consummated,  but  it  may  be 
that  before  any  positive  work  can  be  done  in  this  direction,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
take  steps  rather  than  to  wait  for  the  available  opportunity  to  present  itself  to  our 
representatives  over  there,  all  of  whom,  I  presume,  are  busy  with  their  own  affairs. 

You  may  rest  assured  that  this  office  will  be  more  than  pleased  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  situation  and  any  information  along  this  line  will  be  promptly  transmitted 
to  you.  This  subject  matter  ought  to  be  given  special  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  War  Relief  Commission.

Dear  Sir: 

The  Masons  and  Oddfellows  are  organized  over  here  but  up  to  this  time  nothing 
has  been  done  in  line  of  work  for  the  K.  of  P.,  although  a  Brother  Jefferson  and 
another  brother  attempted  something  in  December,  but  nothing  came  of  it.  Aided  by 
P.  G.  C.  Cooley  of  State  of  Washington,  I  have  begun  work  in  Paris  and  have  written 
to  Bordeaux  and  Brest  in  regard  to  the  work  there,  also  to  Coblenz,  Germany. 
While  I  do  not  approve  of  the  expenditure  of  much  money  here,  would  recommend 
a  small  sum  be  forwarded  or  that  material  for  the  establishment  of  a  lodge  in  Paris 
be  donated.  If  new  members  could  be  initiated  here  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the 
lowest'  fee,  this  fee  to  include  their  transfer  to  lodge  in  their  home  town  on  return, 
I  believe  many  members  would  be  gained. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  Americans  will  become  permanent  residents  in 
France  and  England  and  with  a  purely  American  Order  here  much  progress  would 
be  made  to  make  the  Order  international. 

Would  refer  you  to  Geo.  E.  Howe,  G.  K.  R.  S’.,  of  Massachusetts.  I  was 
K.  R.  S.  of  King  Philip  No.  33  in  1896,  Boston.  Organized  Red  Cross  No.  129  of 
Boston  in  1897.  Was  for  four  years  its  representative  to  Grand  Lodge.  Was 
D.  G.  C.  under  G.  C.  White  of  Massachusetts.  Organized  King  Philip,  Red  Cross, 
Eagle,  Apollo,  Mystic  and  Deane  Winthrop  into  the  Eastern  Luffolt  Pythian  Associa¬ 
tion  ten  years  ago  and  have  been  its  Secretary  since  that  time.  Am  still  K.  R.  S. 
of  Red  Cross,  being  re-elected  in  December,  1918,  although  in  service  over  here. 

If  same  could  be  sent  by  American  Express  to  me  in  Paris,  would  like  set  of 
rituals,  set  of  installation  books,  jewels  of  officers  with  few  members’  jewels,  pair 
of  third  rank  properties,  that  is,  test  triangle,  and  could,  I  believe,  get  balance 
locally.  If,  after  investigation  (through  Brother  Howe  or  others  in  Boston)  in  regard 
to  myself,  you  think  I  am  capable  of  same,  would  like  the  position  of  D.  S.  C.,  but 
work  must  be  done  quickly  cr  not  at  all  as  two  valuable  months  have  been  wasted. 

I  am  sending  placards  to  various  canteens  in  and  around  Paris,  also  to  distant 
points  where  soldiers  are  located,  and  sending  notices  to  Stars  and  Stripes,  New 
York  Herald  Paris  Edition,  Daily  Mail  and  Triangle,  so  that  ample  advertising 
will  be  done.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Your  letter  of  February  22,  addressed  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  care  of  United 
States,  found  its  way  into  the  hands  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Relief  and  Employ¬ 
ment  Bureau  of  New  York,  and  was  forwarded  by  them  to  me. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  letter  is  of  great  concern  and  interest  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  it  deals  with  the  institution  of  the  Order  in  Europe,  the  first  lodge  of 
which  is  to  be  in  Paris,  France.  I  am  sincerely  grateful  for  the  interest  you  are 
taking  in  this  matter.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  would  indeed  prize  the  honor  and 
distinction  of  recording  during  his  administration  the  organization  of  the  first  lodge 
of  the  Order  on  the  Continent  of  Europe. 
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However,  we  are  seriously  concerned  in  the  future  of  the  Order  in  Europe 
after  it  is  once  started, .  and  believe  this  will  depend  entirely  on  the  manner  and 
methods  pursued  in  its  inauguration,  and  to  that  end  I  shall  ask  you  to  assist  me 
and  give  me  further  satisfactory  evidence  for  me  to  determine  whether  when  the 
Order  has  once  secured  a  foothold  in  Europe  we  can  depend  upon  its  being  firmly 
established,  and,  further,  that  the  Knights  of  Pythias  will  become  one  of  the  perma¬ 
nent  fraternal  societies  at  least  in  France  where  the  first  lodge  will  be  instituted  if 
final  disclosures  evidence  a  satisfactory  condition  to  that  end. 

I  have  requested  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Fred  E. 
Wheaton,  who  has  already  advised  me  of  your  correspondence,  to  send  you  a  petition 
for  membership.  Other  instructions  will  also  be  furnished  by  Brother  Wheaton. 

I  deem  it  best  to  exact  a  fee  for  the  three  ranks  of  the  Order  at  a  sum  equal 
to  $15.00  in  American  money,  to  be  paid  to  the  lodge,  which  will  give  them  a  sub¬ 
stantial  fund  for  the  development  of  the  lodge  and  other  necessary  purposes.  The 
charter  list  should  contain  the  names  of  100  men  admissible  to  membership  under  the 
Supreme  law,  and  whose  occupations  are  such  as  are  permitted  under  the  law,  and 
who  otherwise  possess  the  qualifications  entirely  necessary  to  substantially  inaugurate 
an  enterprise  of  the  importance  and  magnitude  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in  new 
territory. 

I  note  your  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  Masons  and  Oddfellows  are  organized 
“over  here.”  Both  of  these  fraternities  have  had  a  foothold  in  Europe  for  many 
years.  Therefore  their  work  is  not  experimental.  Ours  ought  not  to  be,  and  will 

not  be  if  our  plans  are  so  well  laid  now  as  to  cause  our  great  fraternity  to  become 

equally  permanent,  and  so  be  recorded  in  the  future  history  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  relating  to  our  foreign  operations. 

In  closing.  Brother  Cullington,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  heartily  thank  you  for 
the  interest  displayed,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  you  in  this  great  work. 
You  fully  appreciate  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  desire  to  be  careful  in  this  matter. 
For  your  information  I  will  say  that  at  one  time  a  lodge  existed  in  London,  and  we 
have  had  a  start  in  China,  neither  of  which  has  been  creditable  to  our  Order,  as 
they  were  apparently  experimental  and  did  not  have  the  elements  of  permanency. 

I  shall  give  you  every  encouragement  and  support  in  this  enterprise.  If  for 
any  reason  you  should  not  be  able  to  carry  forward  the  movement,  I  ask  you  to  so 
leave  matters  that  we  can  continue  the  work  through  further  investigation. 

I  observe  with  respect  to  the  fee  to.  be  charged  you  make  the  following  statement: 

“If  new  members  could  be  initiated  here  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the 

lowest  fee,  this  fee  to  include  their  transfer  to  lodge  in  their  home  town 

on  return,  I  believe  many  members  would  be  gained.” 

In  this  connection,  the  charter  list  must  contain  a  sufficient  number  of  appli-  N 
cants  who  are  sure  to  remain  in  France  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  lodge  and  the 
development  of  the  Order.  Otherwise  a  situation  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  newly 
made  Knights  returning  to  America  that  the  new  lodge  would  be  so  disorganized  as 
to  cause  it  to  be  a  failure. 

On  receipt  of  this  letter  kindly  place  yourself  in  communication  with  me  again 
at  once,  also  communicating  with  our  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  on 
matters  about  which  you  wish  to  confer,  with  him.

My  Dear  Fred: 

I  have  delayed  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  March  31,  the  subject  matter  of 
which  is  the  institution  of  a  lodge  in  Paris  and  the  deputizing  of  Brother  C.  J. 
Cullington,  engaged  as  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Secretary  in  France,  as  Deputy  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  instituting  the  said  lodge.  I  desired  to 
think  the  matter  over  carefully  and  have  now  determined  upon  the  following  course: 

I  have  communicated  to  Brother  Cullington  the  information  that  he  will  receive 
from  your  office  a  petition  for  membership,  also .  instructions  as  to  how  to  proceed, 
and  when  he  has  secured  the  names  of  100  petitioners  for  the  ranks  of  Knighthood 
'  and  the  said  petition  is  returned  to  your  office  and  is  found  satisfactory  to  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  we  will  then  proceed  in  an  orderly  and  substantial  way  to 
organize  the  Order  in  the  Republic  of  France,  the  first  lodge  to  be  instituted,  in 
Paris. 

I  have  advised  Brother  Cullington  that  the  fee  for  the  three  ranks  must  be  a 
sum  equal  to  $15.00  in  American  money,  and  be  paid  into  the  lodge  after  its  organiza¬ 
tion. 

You  certainly  must  agree  with  me  that  the  step  to  be  taken  is  a  very  important 
one,  and  we  cannot  be  governed  by  the  wishes  of  Brother  Cullington,  who  intimates 
that  this  transaction  must  be  done  hastily  if  it  is  to  be  done  at  all.  We  have 
had  experience  in  China  and  elsewhere  with  respect  to  experimenting  in  instituting 
our  Order.  Perhaps  this  was  true  of  the  lodge  that  once  existed  in  London.  The 
future  of  the  order  in  Europe  and  whether  it  shall  remain  permanent  depends  very 
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largely  on  the  methods  pursued  in  starting  in  on  foreign  soil.  So  far  as  I  am  con¬ 
cerned  as  Supreme  Chancellor,  if  the  Order  is  to  be  established  in  Europe,  I  want 
the  records  to  show  that  it  was  done  under  proper  auspices.  In  my  letter  to  Brother 
Cullington  I  have  stated,  as  I  do  to  you,  that  while  I  .  would  be  very  grateful  for 
the  distinguished  honor  of  having  the  Order  established  in  Europe  during  my  admin¬ 
istration,  I  am  as  deeply  concerned  about  its  future  progress  and  development  after 
it  has  been  instituted,  and  whether  it  will  be  dependable  for  permanency.  I  am 
appreciative  of  the  fact  that  the  permanency  of  the  Order  on  European  soil  will 
depend  very  much  on  the  type  and  character  of  the  men  who  will  become  members 
of  the  original  lodge,  and  who  will  in  turn  become  the  leaders  of  the  movement  in 
Europe  in  the  natural  course  of  events. 

The  letter  referred  to  as  having  been  mailed  by  Brother  Cullington  to  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  was  addressed  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  care  of  United  States, 
and  was  delivered  to  the  Relief  and  Employment  Bureau  Knights  of  Pythias  of 
New  York,  and  forwarded  to  me  through  that  agency.

Dear  Brother  Wheaton: 

I  have  held  for  reply,  until  my  return  to  Denver  from  the  East,  your  letter  of 
April  18,  in  which  I  found  enclosed  the  several  letters  addressed  to  Brother  C.  J. 
Cullington  now  in  France.  As  requested,  I  am  returning  these  letters  to  you. 

What  will  transpire  in  France  with  respect  to  the  institution  of  a  lodge  in 
Paris  and  the  inauguration  of  the  Order  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  will  depend 
on  future  developments.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  occupies  a  place,  in  my 
estimation,  far  beyond  any  inclination  to  engage  in  its  promotion  in  any  part  of 
the  world  of  an  experimental  nature.  Even  though  it  may  appear  that  conservative 
methods  are  being  pursued,  we  may  be  making  haste  by  going  slow  in  this  matter. 
My  observation  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  outlying  districts  and  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  growth  following  .  its.  establishment,  causes  me  to  ponder,  with  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  make  a  good  beginning  if  we  are  to  extend  our  Order  on  European  soil  at 
all.  I  believe  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  commend  conservative  action. 

Regarding  the  membership  fees,  I  have  made  some  inquiries  from  those  who 
appear  to  understand  money  values  in  the  countries  of  Europe,  and  learn  that  a  sum 
equal  to  $15.00  in  the  currency  of  the  United  States  would  be  regarded  as  a  sub¬ 
stantial  amount  in  France,  and  for  that  reason  I  fix  the  amount  of  $15.00  as  mem¬ 
bership,  fees,  and  in  addition. to  this  require  that  at  least  100  petitioners  appear  upon 
the  petition  for  membership  in  the  lodge,  my  reason  for  this  being  that,  first,  it  will 
furnish  a  substantial  assembly  of  men,  of  course,  of  the  proper  type,  for  publicity 
purposes  in  starting  the  lodge,,  and,  secondly,  a  fund  of  at  least  $1,500  for  the 
use  of  the  lodge  in  extending  its  work  and  procuring  proper  accommodations  that 
go  a  long  way  in  sustaining  the  Order  and  upholding  its  dignity. 

I  enclose  a  letter  received  this  day  from  Brother  Cullington.  Kindly  read  it, 
take  a  copy  of  it  if  you  wish,  and  return  it  for  my  files.  Of  course,  we  cannot 
agree  to  the  fee  he  requests  for  membership,  and  I  shall  so  advise  him.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  he  is  laying  too  much  stress  on  promoting  a  lodge  in  Paris  to  procure  the 
membership  of  the  soldiers  returning  to  America,  and  then  take  their  membership 
in  a  lodge  in  the  United  States.  .  There  seems  to  be  nothing  in  his  letter  that  indi¬ 
cates  clearly  that  we  are  to  establish  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  France  on  a 
sound,  footing  and  from  among  the  citizenship  of  that  Republic  who  are  going  to  be 
permanent  residents.  I  shall  draw  his  attention  to  this  in  my  letter. 

I  am  certainly  pleased  with  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  Brother 
Cullington  and  others  interested,  and  shall  in  no  way  discourage  the  movement,  but 
expect  to  lay  plans,  insofar  as  I  can,  for  permanency  in  the  proposed  enterprise. 

Regarding  his  request  for  Pythian  publications,  etc.,  I  believe  you  can  take  care 
of  this  to  his  satisfaction,  and  you  can  also  comply  with  his  request  for  a  copy  of 
the  Pythian  Directory  for  reference.

Dear  Brother  Davis: 

I  presume  that  you  received  a  letter  from  Brother  C.  J.  Cullington,  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Secretary,  Paris,  France,  advising  you  of  the  formation  of  what  is  known  as  the 
“Pythian  Overseas  Association”  in  that  city,  also  the  work  he  and  others  have  been 

doing  in  getting  in  tpuch  with  many  Pythians  now  scattered  throughout  European 

countries,  and  I  take  it  also  that  if  you  have  received  Brother  Cullington’s  letter,  he 

formally  mentioned  the  matter  of  establishing  a  lodge  in  Paris. 
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Some  few  days  ago  I  received  a  letter  from  him,  sent  to  me  by  Brother  George 
Howe  of  Boston,  and  I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  copy  of  same  and  also  copy  of  my 
reply.  I  am  this  day  in  receipt  of  another  letter  from  Brother  Cullington,  bearing 
date  of  March  8,  copy  herewith.  I  know  that  you  will  carefully  read  all  of  this 
correspondence  and  especially  my  own  letter  in  reply  to  Brother  Cullington. 

I  firmly  believe  that  now  is  the  opportune  time  to  commence  business  in  Paris, 
and  I  feel  safe  in  saying  and  believing  that  Brother  Cullington  would  be  a  good  man 
to  be  appointed  as  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and 
instituting  a  lodge  in  Paris.  He  certainly  has  had  abundant  experience  and  is  well 
recommended  by  Brother  Howe.  If  you  think  well  of  this  and  wish  me  to  prepare 
and  forward  a  commission  to  him,  please  so  indicate.  I  will  also  send  the  necessary 
form  of  application  that  he  may  use  in  securing  a  charter  list. 

As  regards  supplies,  such  as  will  be  needed  to  institute  the  lodge,  these  can  be 
sent  forward  either  at  this  time  or  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  petition,  the 
latter,  of  course,  being  the  regular  way  to  handle  work  of  this  kind. 

1  have  sent  to  Brother  Cullington  copies  of  The  Advocate,  Pythian  Lodge 
Directory,  booklets,  and  a  set  of  service  books  for  their  use  in  holding  a  Pythian 
memorial  in  honor  of  our  soldier  dead.  This  they  can  do  whether  they  have  a  lodge 
or  not. 

I  also  believe  that  some  financial  assistance  should  be  extended  at  once  to  aid 
in  this  work.  This  need  not  be  a  very  large  amount,  but  I  can  conceive  of  no  better 
way  to  appropriate  from  $200  to  $500  from  the  Pythian  Education  fund  or  from 
the  Emergency  fund  than  to  render  practical  service  while  we  have  such  a  splendid 
opening  and  golden  opportunity. 

There,  of  course,  are  many  details  in  connection  with  forming  a  lodge,  but  these 
details  as  a  rule  very  largely  can  be  handled  by  this  office,  especially  as  regards  forrps, 
reports,  supplies,  etc.  I  would  therefore  urge  that  you  take  immediate  action  to 
encourage  establishing  the  Order  in  Paris. 

Give  me  your  views  as  regards  the  minimum  initiation  fee. 

It  may  be  that  you  already  have  written  to  Brother  Cullington.  If  not,  I  ask 
and  urge  that  you  do  so  and  thus,  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  Order,  give  to  him 
and  his  associates  every  possible  encouragement,  with  proper  greeting  to  their  over¬ 
seas  association. 

You  will  observe  that  in  his  second  letter  he  has  been  promised  the  assistance 
of  Chief  Secretary  Carter.  Beg  also  to  advise  that  Mr.  Carter  has  heretofore 
expressed  a  willingness  to  aid  in  this  movement.  We  have  quite  a  number  of 
Pythians  who  are  officially  connected  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  as  secretaries  or  in 
some  other  capacity  and  we  certainly  can  have  no  more  advantageous  help  by  splen¬ 
did  representative  men  than  through  their  kind  offices. 

I  shall  await  with  much  interest  your  reply  and  the  consideration  you  will  give 
to  this  very  important  matter.

Your  position  in  connection  with  the  institution  of  a  lodge  in  Paris  and  your 
ambition  that  in  the  inauguration  of  such  a  movement  the  introduction  of  the  Order 
would  be  permanent,  is  just  exactly  what  each  and  all  desire  and  what  the  Order 
desires.  It  is  very  natural,  however,  that  with  a  lodge  established,  quite  a  number 
of  its  original  members  and  subsequent  new  members  initiated  will  be  soldiers  who 
later  would  return  home  and,  of  course,  transfer  their  membership  to  their  home 
lodges.  I  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  Brother  Cullington 
will  see  to  it  that  the  lodge  is  largely  composed  of  men  who  live  in  Paris  or  intend 
to  become  permanent  residents.  You  will  recall  that  in  his  previous  letter  he  men¬ 
tioned  the  fact  that  a  great  many  American  soldiers  contemplated  permanently 
remaining  in  that  city  and  other  parts  of  Europe. 

I  note  your  remarks  with  reference  to  the  $15  minimum  membership  fee,  which 
is  entirely  agreeable,  even  though  I  suggested  in  my  letter  to  Brother  Cullington 
that  they  fix  the  fee  at  $20.  In  his  letter  to  you  he  referred  at  length  to  this 
particular  phase  of  the  matter,  making  the  point  that  the  Masons  have  fixed  their  fee 
at  $20.  It  may  be  reasonable  to  conclude  that  under  all  circumstances  the  $15  fee 
should  obtain,  even  though  the  actual  minimum  is  fixed  by  Supreme  law  at  $10. 
We  could  not,  of  course,  consider  the  suggestion  of  Brother  Cullington  as  regards 
the  $5  fee.  He  also  is  anticipating  an  expense  that  may  not  occur,  insofar  as  the 
cost  of  membership  transfer  is  concerned  by  those  who  might  desire  to  transfer 
upon  their  return  home.  I  take  it  that  you  have  written  Brother  Cullington  on  the 
point  of  minimum  membership  fee,  as  I  observe  that  you  state  that  you  intend  to 
do  so. 
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I  will  look  after  his  request  for  Pythian  publications  and  will  suggest  to  the 
various  publishers  that  they  send  copies  to  him  direct. 

After  reading  what  he  says  concerning  the  work  being  done  by  the  Masons, 
Oddfellows  and  Moose,  etc.,  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  Pythian  Order  has  been 
somewhat  remiss  in  not  being  more  prominently  and  actively  interested  in  doing 
similar  work  in  Paris.  However,  this  is  a  matter  which  was  long  since  threshed 
out  with  the  determination  that  we  would  not  encourage  or  undertake  financial 
maintenance  of  such  headquarters.

INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  under  the  Supreme  statute,  is  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Insurance  Department.  During  the 
biennial  term  eight  quarterly  meetings  have  taken  place  and  two  special 
meetings,  all  of  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor  has  attended.  Three 
days  are  usually  occupied  in  conducting  the  business  at  quarterly  meet¬ 
ings.  This  is  also  true  of  special  meetings.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  has  been  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Finance 
of  the  Board.  Meetings  of  this  Committee  consumed  three  days.  Eight 
meetings  of  this  Committee  were  held  during  the  biennial  term.  We 
have  endeavored  to  keep  thoroughly  informed  regarding  the  progress  of 
the  Department  and  engaged  our  services  to  its  management. 

We  have  had  opportunity  to  view  and  review  the  operations  of  the 
Department  in  behalf  of  the  membership  of  the  Order  from  every  angle. 
The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Control  for  twelve  years,  and  during  that  period  assisted  in  the  adjust¬ 
ments  and  readjustments  of  this  important  department  of  the  Order.  Much 
time  and  personal  sacrifice  have  been  given  to  this  work,  but  with  it 
came  experience  valuable  to  the  Insurance  Department  and  to  the  Order. 
Therefore,  we  have  become  accustomed  to  making  Pythianism  a  part  of 
our  life’s  work. 

The  report  of  the  officers  of  the  Insurance  Department  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Con¬ 
trol  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  of  which  the  report  of  the  President  is  made 
an  exhibit,  and  from  all  of  which  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  procure 
complete  data,  statistics  and  historical  information  with  respect  to  the 
Department,  will  be  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  review  and  considera¬ 
tion.  The  Supreme  Chancellor,  therefore,  in  referring  to  the  Insurance 
Department,  may  preclude  such  information  procurable  from  the  reports 
mentioned.  We  cannot  refrain,  however,  from  bringing  to  the  attention 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  magnificent  progress  of  this  important  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Order,  which  can  only  give  as  a  reason  for  its  existence  that  it 
encourages  and  furnishes  home  protection  for  the  household  and  depend¬ 
ents  of  our  members. 

The  prime  essential  of  a  fraternal  society  must  be  the  protection  of 
the  home.  With  its  protection  the  state  and  the  nation  are  made  secure. 
When  we  measure  the  morale  and  stability  of  a  municipality,  a  state 
or  a  nation,  we  commence  our  accounting  from  the  homes  and  their 
environment. 

We  believe  we  have  established  in  the  foregoing  statement  the  fact 
that  life  insurance,  or  “home  protection,”  as  we  in  the  fraternity  term  it, 
is  not  altogether  to  be  regarded  as  business,  and  as  we  have  often  heard 
the  remark  that  “business  and  fraternity  do  not  mix,”  we  are  here  trying 
to  distinguish  the  difference  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  the  impression  that  life  insurance  deals  with  one  of  the  greatest 
social  economics  the  world  has  to  meet. 

Fraternal  insurance  can  only  be  discussed  basically  when  we  under¬ 
stand  that  this  nature  of  life  insurance  possesses  all  of  the  essentials 
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and  intrinsically  means  home  protection.  This  reasoning  is  carried  to 
conclusion  in  a  statement  that  the  certificates  issued  by  the  Insurance 
Department  cannot  be  hypothecated  in  a  manner  destroying  the  very  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  the  insurance  was  issued,  to-wit,  to  protect  the  home 
and  dependents. 

The  Insurance  Department  occupies  a  position  of  responsibility  and 
importance  as  a  department  of  the  Order,  hence  the  legislation  and  discus¬ 
sion  must  be  centered  upon  regulations  for  its  progress,  stability  and  per¬ 
manency.  The  Supreme  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated  in  adopting  well- 
established  principles,  plans  and  rates  for  the  Insurance  Department, 
which  the  experience  of  thirteen  years  has  disclosed  the  wisdom  thereof. 
Whatever  may  be  the  difficulties  with  which  other  fraternal  insurance 
societies  are  confronted,  the  Insurance  Department  has  passed  this  stage 
of  its  experimental  career.  In  this  statement  I  am  pleased  to  accept  the 
views  of  leading  actuaries  and  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  of  all 
of  the  states  in  the  United  States  and  in  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  and  in  the  latter  case  the  Dominion  Superintendent  of  Canada, 
with  whom  I  have  very  recently  had  an  opportunity  to  confer.  With 
such  endorsements,  we  feel  that  we  can  unhesitatingly  refer  to  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  in  the  manner  stated. 

In  the  matter  of  investments  the  Insurance  Department  is  regulated 
by  Supreme  statutes,  and  this  should  always  continue.  The  Supreme 
Lodge  has  expressed  its  confidence  in  the  Board  of  Control  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  the  management  of  the  Insurance  Department  to  the  highest 
efficiency  possible.  The  Board  has  been  painstaking  in  the  trust  reposed 
in  it.  The  responsibilities  have  been  accepted  because  of  the  profound 
desire  of  serving  certificate-holders  in  the  Insurance  Department  and 
the  membership  of  the  Order.  With  due  deference  to  the  confidence 
reposed  in  the  Board  of  Control,  who  are  ever  ready  to  respond  to  the 
direction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  recommends 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  continue  its  close  attention  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Insurance  Department,  to  the  end  that  the  Board  of  Control  shall 
have  the  benefit  of  the  counsel  and  direction  of  the  law-making  body 
of  the  Order  representative  of  the  entire  membership,  who  must  feel 
a  vital  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Department  in  view  of  the  fact  of  its 
relationship  to  the  home  protection  of  a  large  percentage  of  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  Order. 

The  growth  of  the  Insurance  Department  has  corresponded  in  a 
measure  to  the  increased  membership  of  the  Order.  The  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  believes  that  the  Insurance  Department  ought  to  serve  a  greater 
percentage  of  the  membership  of  the  Order.  It  is  possible  to  do  this 
without  greatly  increasing  the  overhead  charge  of  conducting  its  business. 
The  Supreme  Lodge  can  and  should  state  its  position  in  this  connection 
in  passing  a  suitably  prepared  resolution  declaring  that  every  Domain  in 
the  Supreme  Domain  should  be  represented  by  the  Insurance  Department 
to  the  end  that  this  branch  of  the  Order  shall  be  made  accessible  in  a 
more  extended  degree  to  a  still  larger  per  cent  of  the  membership.  The 
important  relation  the  Insurance  Department  bears  to  the  membership  in 
lessening  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  must  be  considered  as 
vital  aside  from  the  home  protection  referred  to.  Each  subsequent  year 
draws  the  Insurance  Department  closer  to  the  Order.  The  Order  itself 
shall  always  remain  paramount  in  the  affairs  of  Pythianism.  This  posi¬ 
tion  belongs  to  the  parent  body  and  there  has  never  been  a  thought  or 
intention  that  the  Insurance  Department  should  supersede  that  which  gave 
it  life.  The  activities  of  the  Insurance  Department  to  procure  business 
naturally  accentuates  its  publicity,  but  we  feel  that  through  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  given  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  the  Insurance  Department,  the  pub¬ 
licity  referred  to  will  reflect  creditably  to  the  interest  of  the  Order. 
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The  Insurance  Department  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  forefathers  of  Pythianism  to  serve  the  members  of  the  Order  in 
the  growing  demand  and  need  for  home  protection.  That  it  has  fulfilled 
its  mission  cannot  be  denied.  The  financial  statement,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  evidences  that  millions  of  dollars  have  found  their  way  into 
the  homes  of  the  bereaved  families  and  dependents  of  Brother  Knights, 
who  lean  strongly,  if  not  altogether,  upon  the  benefactions  of  the  Order 
which  gave  birth  to  the  Department  that  it  shall  be  dedicated  to  the 
cause  of  humanity.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  legislate  and 
direct  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  and  secure  the  largest  degree  of 
independency  to  the  Pythian  household.  We  are  our  brother’s  keeper 
and  we  fail  in  our  obligations  when  we  falter  or  hesitate  in  strengthening 
our  designs  to  carry  forward  the  efficiency  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  in  a  manner  acceptable  not  alone  to  our  own  membership  but  to 
the  world  at  large. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  requests  and  urges  that  the  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  continue  its  deep  concern  in  the  Insurance  Department  and  shall 
exercise  a  supervisorship  which  shall  incorporate  the  ideals  of  business 
management  and  security.  While  we  confess  our  allegiance  to  fraternal 
doctrines,  we  are  strongly  confirmed  to  the  belief  that  our  success  requires 
the  application  primarily  of  business  principles  and  practical  stewardship, 
which  need  in  no  way  lessen  the  fraternal  element  existing  in  Fraternal 
Insurance. 

The  magnitude  of  the  business  of  our  Insurance  Department  is  here¬ 
with  briefly  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and 
from  it  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  convinced  that  it  should  give  this 
Department  full  consideration. 

The  condition  of  the  Department,  June  30,  1920,  shows  membership, 
79,010;  insurance  in  force,  $105,692,015;  ledger  assets,  $11,462,369.56.  The 
Department  has  been  able  to  waive  payments  to  the  amount  of  $2,477,259.23 
since  1907.  Since  the  organization  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  26,863 
claims  have  been  paid,  amounting  to  $47,517,291.19.  The  membership, 
insurance  in  force,  and  assets  are  constantly  increasing  and  the  other 
business  incident  to  the  conducting  of  the  Department  increasing  corre¬ 
spondingly. 

THE  MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  recommends  that  this  branch  of  the  Order 
shall  receive  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  entire 
membership  is  called  upon  to  contribute  to  its  maintenance  through  the 
per  capita  tax  levied  and  collected.  In  other  ways  the  Supreme  Lodge 
has  been  called  upon  to  provide  funds  to  assist  the  Department.  I  feel 
that  all  of  the  assistance  granted  has  been  justified.  Doubt  has  always 
rested  in  my  mind  as  to  whether  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  extended  its 
investigation  far  enough  respecting  the  Military  Department  and  its 
administration  to  correctly  determine  the  status  of  the  Department  and 
the  prospects  for  its  future  progress.  It  is  not  a  difficult  matter  to  levy 
a  per  capita  tax  upon  the  entire  membership  of  the  Order  and  collect  it, 
nor .  does  it  cause  distress  to  expend  the  fund  after  it  is  collected.  In 
the  interest  of  the  Order  and  the  Military  Department,  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  determined'  from  the  very  outset  of  the  administration  to  devote 
more  than  passing  attention  to  the  affairs  of  the  Department.  It  was 
only  to  be  expected  that  during  the  period  of  the  war  the  activities  of  the 
Department  would  be  dormant.  Yet  the  companies,  if  properly  organized, 
were  in  position  to  continue  service  and  extend  its  operations  in  assisting 
the  subordinate  lodges.  My  efforts  to  realize  on  the  proposed  plan 
induced  me  to  promulgate  official  communication  No.  4  in  November,  1918, 
which  follows : 
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SUPREME  GOVERNMENT  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS.

To  All  Captains  of  Companies,  Military  Department, 

Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Greeting: 

With  the  object  of  service  to  the  Order  in  view,  I  take  pleasure  in  communicating 
officially  with  the  Captains  of  Companies  of  the  Military  Department  of  the  Order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

The  war  situation  has  naturally  commanded  and  absorbed  considerable  of  the 
interest  normally  displayed  in  civic-military  organizations,  the  recovery  of  which  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  until  after  the  war.  Pending  this  situation  the  intensified 
activities  of  the  Military  Department  are  required  to  be  directed  to  subordinate 
lodge  work. 

I  have  the  co-operation  of  Major  General  Loomis  in  requesting  all  Captains  to 
engage  their  services  and  zeal  as  follows: 

1.  Engage  the  members  of  their  respective  Companies  in  a  campaign  to  increase 
the  membership  of  the  subordinate  lodges. 

2.  To  take  active  interest  and  give  collective  and  individual  service  to  the 
subordinate  lodge  work,  and  in  the  ritualism  of  the  Order. 

3.  In  all  programs  of  subordinate  lodges  for  entertainment  and  instruction  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  Companies  collectively  and  the  individual  members  thereof  to 
take  active  interest  and  to  give  substantial  aid  to  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

Companies  can  now  demonstrate  the  power  and  influence  of  the  Military  Depart¬ 
ment  by  their  intensified  activities,  displayed  through  the  work  of  the  Military 
Branch  of  our  Order  in  substantially  aiding  subordinate  lodges. 

The  subordinate  lodge  is  the  source  from  which  the  life  and  vitality  of  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Department  is  secured.  The  growth  of  subordinate  lodges  will  furnish  mem 
bership  for  the  Companies  of  the  Military  Department.  It  is  thus  made  clear  that 
the  service  we  are  requesting  is  of  two-fold  importance,  both  being  directly  in  the 
interest  of  the  growth,  prosperity  and  influence  of  the  great  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  the  Military  Department. 

We  must  keep  the  home  fires  burning  while  our  absent  soldier  Pythians  are 
aiding  and  making  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  winning  the  war  for  the  cause  of  humanity. 
The  object  of  the  struggle  is  to  fraternalize  governments  and  the  peoples  of  all  of 
the  nations  of  the  world,  as  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  fraternalized  its 
membership  into  one  mighty  whole  to  the  immortal  principles  of  patriotism,  friend¬ 
ship,  charity  and  benevolence. 

The  request  made  in  this  communication  should  in  no  way  lessen  the  ardor  or 
enthusiasm  for  the  Military  Branch  of  the  Order  by  Captains  or  members  of  the 
respective  Companies.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  possesses  a  glory  of  achieve¬ 
ment  in  all  of  its  work  and  departments  of  endeavor  that  any  man  can  distinguish 
himself  in  striving  for. 

Please  communicate  with  me,  declaring  your  pledge  to  comply  with  the  request 
of  Major  General  Loomis  and  your  Commander-in-chief.

I  call  attention  to  the  last  paragraph  of  the  official  communication, 
viz :  “Please  communicate  with  me  declaring  your  pledge  to  comply  with 
request  of  Major  General  Loomis  and  your  Commander-in-Chief.”  The 
list  of  Captains  of  Companies  furnished  to  me  by  Major  General  Loomis 
comprise  426  names.  To  each  Captain  the  communication  was  sent  and  in 
response  thereto  21  replies  were  received. 

At  the  1912  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  at  Denver,  a 
resolution  appearing  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  as  document 
121,  and  which  resolution  was  adopted,  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
a  Special  Committee  ,or  Commission  to  investigate  the  Military  Depart¬ 
ment  looking  to  its  development.  The  Committee  was  appointed,  but  the 
investigation  proposed  was  not  instigated  and  no  report  of  the  committee 
was  made.  From  the  record  I  find  that  the  appointment  of  the  Committee 
was  repeated  in  1914  and  in  1916,  and  no  investigation  or  report  made. 

In  my  determination  for  results  with  respect  to  the  Military  Depart¬ 
ment  I  appointed  a  Military  Commission  comprising  the  following  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge : 

William  G.  Edens  of  Illinois,  Chairman. 

Chauncey  M.  Willey  of  Vermont. 

Richard  I.  Warner  of  Wisconsin. 
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The  term  of  Brother  Willey  having  expired,  as  Supreme  representa¬ 
tive,  I  appointed  Brother  Charles  J.  Deckman  of  Ohio  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  communication  addressed  to  Supreme  Representative  Edens  announc¬ 
ing  his  appointment  sets  out  quite  completely  the  manner  of  investigation 
to  be  pursued  and  the  views  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  the  premises, 
and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is 
directed.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  expected  the  report  from  the  Com¬ 
mission  in  time  to  be  included  as  an  exhibit  in  his  report  concerning  the 
Military  Department.  However,  we  are  assured  the  report  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  in  ample  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The 
communication  to  Brother  Edens  is  submitted :

Dear  Brother  Edens: 

With  respect  to  my  appointment  of  the  Military  Commission,  consisting  of  your¬ 
self  as  Chairman,  Chauncey  M.  Willey  of  Vermont,  and  Richard  I.  Warner  of 
Wisconsin,  this  Commission  was  appointed  pursuant  to  Document  121  on  page  286 
of  the  Official  Record  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention  of  1912, 
held  at  Denver,  Colorado,  which  document  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the 
object  of  same  being  to  institute  an  investigation  of  the  Military  Department  and  to 
give  consideration  tending  to  the  growth  and  development  of  this  branch  of  the  Order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  believes  that  the  present  Military  Commission  should 
carry  to  a  conclusion  the  intention  of  the  enactment  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  to 
that  end  should  carry  forward  the  proposed  investigation,  and  report  to  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  its  findings  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  well  as  for 
the  information  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  believes  that  the  present  period  is  timely  for  such  an 
investigation,  to  determine  what,  if  anything,  can  be  done  for  the  development  of 
the  military  branch  of  the  Order.  From  personal  observation  on  my  official  visita¬ 
tions  over  the  Supreme  Domain  I  note  that  in  some  sections  of  the  Supreme  Domain 
the  Military  Department  is  showing  a  decided  awakening,  while  in  others  it  is  alto¬ 
gether  .dormant.  The  Supreme  Lodge  should  be  advised  of  the  prospects  of  the 
Military  Department  for  its  future  growth  and  development,  all  of  which  may  be 
made  the  subject  of  investigation  by  the  Commission. 

I  am  communicating  with  Major  General  William  H.  Loomis,  sending  him  a 
copy  of  this  communication  to  this  Commission,  and  requesting  that  he  furnish  the 
Commission  with  all  the  information  he  has  at  his  command  or  shall  be  requested 
to  furnish  by  the  Commission.  I  am  also  sending  a  copy  of  this  communication  to 
Brothers  Chauncey  M.  Willey  and  Richard  I.  Warner,  your  associates  on  the 
Commission. 

It  will  be  necessary  that  the  report  of  the  Commission  be  in  my  hands  in  ample 
time  for  my  consideration  and  possibly  for  incorporation  in  the  report  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.

The  Major  General  reports  the  condition  of  the  Military  Department 
as  of  December  31,  1919,  to  be  as  follows : 

“The  membership  for  the  year  1919,  as  shown  by  the  reports  received 
up  to  date,  is  13,453.  For  1918  the  membership  was  12,609,  to  which 
should  be  added  several  hundred  of  Companies  that  had  not  reported 
at  the  time  when  the  compilation  was  made.  This  would  make  a  total  of 
about  13,000,  which  shows  a  gain  for  the  year  1919  of  at  least  450.  In 
order  that  a  true  estimate  of  the  present  condition  of  the  rank  might 
be  arrived  at,  I  recently  sent  out  return  postal  cards  to  all  Companies, 
asking  them  to  report  the  increase  by  initiation  since  January  1,  1920. 
Up  to  date  I  have  received  reports  from  something  over  one  hundred 
Companies,  which  sliow  a  gain  since  January  1  of  661.  A  large  number  of 
other  cards  will  come  in  which  will  doubtless  swell  this  number  to  over 
1,000.  This  is  the  most  remarkable  addition  in  membership  during  a 
corresponding  period  in  the  last  five  years,  and  will  bring  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  rank  on  July  1  up  to  at  least  14,000.  This  work  is  going 
on  all  the  time  and,  while  the  coming  of  the  summer  season  will  cause 
some  abatement,  yet  the  prospect  in  many  Companies  for  next  fall’s  cam¬ 
paign  is  most  flattering.  This  condition  is  to  be  expected  in  view  of 
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the  great  influx  of  members  into  the  Order  at  large,  as  shown  by  your 
recent  report  and  that  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.” 

Viewing  retrospectively  the  history  of  the  Military  Departments,  its 
work  and  activities  for  the  Order  are  to  be  commended.  The  report 
of  Major  General  Loomis  gives  evidence  of  substantial  progress.  In  these 
days  of  reconstruction  we  are  wont  to  analyze  for  the  purpose  of  fixing 
new  standards  commensurate  with  the  era  in  which  we  live  and  meet 
the  greater  demands  for  service.  This  is  the  thought  I  have  in  mind 
regarding  the  Military  Department.  In  common  with  all  enterprises  the 
success  of  the  Military  Department  is  coupled  with  fixed  objectives,  pur¬ 
pose  and  energy. 

Considering  the  remarkable  growth  of  the  Order  and  the  added  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  the  further  success  of  the  Military  Department,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  may,  with  propriety,  and  altogether  in  the  interest  of  the  Military 
Department,  contemplate  the  discontinuance  of  the  financial  assistance 
now  granted  to  the  Department  and  ask  that  it  be  placed  on  a  self- 
supporting  basis,  and  thus  awaken  the  membership  in  the  Military  Depart¬ 
ment  to  its  own  responsibility  to  support  and  maintain  this  branch  of 
the  Order. 

The  report  of  the  Major  General  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and 
Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Supreme  Assembly,  also  his  report  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  will  be  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  review. 

THE  PYTHIAN  SISTERS. 

This  auxiliary  of  the  Order  is  keeping  pace  with  the  general  growth 
of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  I  am  pleased  to  convey  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  the  information  gathered  throughout  my  extended  visita¬ 
tions  over  the  Supreme  Domain  that  wherever  a  Temple  of  the  Sisters 
is  co-operating  with  the  subordinate  lodges,  there  we  find  Pythianism 
developing  to  a  remarkable  degree.  The  women  folks  of  the  Order  are 
quite  eager  to  demonstrate  how  very  potential  they  are  if  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity.  I  have  addressed  Grand  Temples  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  also  many 
of  the  subordinate  temples,  always  on  invitation  of  the  respective  bodies 
and  always  happy  to  respond. 

During  the  war  the  Pythian  Sisters  gave  untiring  service  and  aided 
in  every  capacity  to  give  evidence  of  its  worth  as  an  auxiliary  of  the 
Order.  The  Supreme  Lodge  will  take  occasion  to  give  expression  of  its 
appreciation  for  the  good  office  of  the  Pythian  Sisters.  From  a  com¬ 
munication  recently  received  from  the  Supreme  Chief,  I  am  enabled  to 
report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  condition  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  as 
follows:  “Number  of  new  Temples,  347;  number  of  subordinate  Tem¬ 
ples,  2,333.  We  have  gained  in  membership  19,140.  We  have  unfurled 
our  banners  over  two  Castle  Halls  in  Ontario — the  first  in  the  history 
of  our  Order.  We  have  $40,000  in  the  general  fund.  Not  so  bad  when 
you  stop  to  consider  that  when  I  was  installed  into  this  office  I  shouldered 
a  debt  of  $5,000.  As  a  whole,  our  Order  is  living  up  to  our  motto, 
‘Onward  and  Upward.’  Again  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  help  in  the 
past  two  years.  I  realize  it  has  meant  much  to  our  Order.” 

The  Order  of  the  Pythian  Sisters  is  entitled  to  the  approval  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  We  share  with  them  the  responsibilities 
of  fraternally  exerting  our  influence  in  behalf  of  Pythianism  and  humanity. 

DRAMATIC  ORDER  OF  KNIGHTS  OF  KHORASSAN. 

If  the  temperaments  and  inclinations  of  all  men  were  identical,  no 
place  could  be  found  for  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  as  an  auxiliary  of 
the  Order.  It  is  clearly  manifest  when  we  observe  the  growth  and 
success  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  that  even  the  membership  in  the 
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Order  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  possess  the  differentials  above  stated. 
Therefore,  the  Dramatic  Order  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  was  wisely 
approved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  Order. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1918  the  Khorassan  had  enjoyed  a  sub¬ 
stantial  and  steady  growth,  but  since  that  date  it  has  been  increasing  along 
the  lines  proportionate  to  that  of  the  parent  Order.  It  is  without  doubt 
true  that  a  constantly  increasing  number  of  Pythians  are  coming  to 
recognize  this  social  auxiliary  is  of  continued  and  ever-growing  helpful¬ 
ness  to  the  Pythian  lodges  located  in  territory  where  Temples  of  the 
Knights  of  Khorassan  have  been  instituted. 

This  social  auxiliary  obtains  in  its  ritualism  high  ideals  and  lessons 
to  bring  its  relationship  to  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  to  close 
identity  in  its  operations,  yet  I  cannot  refrain  from  giving  vent  to  the 
admonishment  that  the  collateral  activities  of  the  Khorassan  must  be  dig¬ 
nified  and  freed  from  eventualities  that  may  not  comport  with  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  wholesome  fellowship. 

On  January  1,  1919,  we  note  a  membership  of  30,754,  while  the  reports 
for  January  1,  1920,  show  a  total  of  45,447.  The  additions  for  the  first 
five  months  of  1920  nearly  quadruple  those  of  1919  and  argues  forcibly 
in  favor  of  the  higher  fee  as  a  progressive  measure.  Since  January  1, 
1920,  the  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  has 
been  fixed  by  the  Imperial  Palace  at  $25.00.  Under  the  increased  fee 
hundreds  of  Temples  have  enlarged  their  membership  as  high  as  200 
per  cent.  It  is  apparent  that  no  mistake  was  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
when  it  placed  its  seal  of  approval  on  the  Dramatic  Order  of  Knights 
of  Khorassan  at  the  Winnipeg  Convention  in  1914,  and  in  view  of  the  con¬ 
stant  efforts  of  its  officers  and  members  to  improve  and  build  up,  they 
are,  at  the  same  time,  increasing  their  efficiency  and  helpfulness  to  the 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

DEPARTMENTS  AND  AUXILIARIES. 

The  departments  and  auxiliaries  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  attribute 
their  connection  with  the  Order  through  legislative  enactment  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  consequently  we  are  obliged  to  be  observers  of  the  now 
existing  tendency  for  the  promotion  of  fraternal  societies  or  the  adding 
of  departments  or  auxiliaries  to  existing  organizations.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  recommends  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  take  time  by  the  forelock 
and  during  this  Convention  declare  itself  opposed  to  the  promotion  or 
institution  of  departments  or  auxiliaries  to  the  departments  and  auxiliaries 
of  the  Order  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I 
believe  this  to  be  in  the  interest  of  harmonizing  and  co-ordinating  the 
departments  and  auxiliaries  of  the  Order. 

THE  WAR  RELIEF  FUND. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention  of  1918, 
four  meetings  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  have  been  held : 
Detroit,  Michigan,  August  17,  1918;  Chicago,  October  28-29,  1918;  Phila¬ 
delphia,  January  27-28,  1919,  and  New  York  City,  April  19-20-21,  1920. 
The  transactions  of  these  meetings  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
membership  of  the  Order  by  the'  War  Relief  Commission  in  the  publica¬ 
tion  and  distribution  of  complete  minutes  of  the  meetings.  The  policies 
pursued  and  the  administration  of  the  fund  required  periodical  meetings. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Supreme  statutes,  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
appointed  the  following  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  constitute  the 
Pythian  War  Relief  Commission:  Thomas  J.  Carling,  Tracy  R.  Bangs, 
John  J.  Brown  and  D.  Sidney  Woodworth,  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
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Records  and  Seal,  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  being,  under  the  statutes,  ex-officio  members  of  the  Commission. 

I  shall  not  relate  the  history  of  the  inception  and  collection  of  this 
fund.  The  Supreme  Lodge  is  fully  advised  of  this  phase  of  this  very 
important  subject.  Suffice  it  to  say,  the  unexpected  happened.  First, 
the  cessation  of  war  on  November  11,  1918,  less  than  90  days  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  1918  Convention,  and,  second,  the  very  meager 
demands  for  the  use  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  created,  to-wit,  for  relief  of  the  members  of  the  Order 
in  the  service  of  the  war  and  their  families  and  dependents.  Every 
demand  for  relief  coming  within  the  statutes  has  been  promptly  met, 
and  at  this  writing,  we  have  a  sum  of  money  on  hand  in  excess  of  the 
principal  amount  contributed  as  shown  in  the  statement  for  the  period 


ending  June  30,  1920:

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  the  investment  and 
deposit  account  representing  the  War  Relief  Fund  to  June  30,  1920,  is 
$15,366.59  in  excess  of  the  total  sum  contributed,  as  shown  in  the  above 
statement,  this  being  due  to  interest  earnings  in  excess  of  disbursements. 
The  report  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  or  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  will  probably  show  the  total  expenditure  for  relief 
and  other  expenditures  representing  the  total  disbursement  of  $11,310.31 
shown  in  the  above  statement. 

Probably  the  most  important  matter  presented  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Detroit  Convention  in  1918,  were  matters 
relating  to  the  War  Relief  Fund  and  the  enactment  of  legislation  pro¬ 
viding  for  this  fund  and  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  and  the 
assessments  resolution  against  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Supreme  Domain. 
At  the  Minneapolis  Convention,  1920,  two  years  following  the  Detroit 
Convention,  one  of  the  most  important  matters  before  the  Supreme  Lodge 
will  be  to  determine  whether  the  War  Relief  Fund  should  be  retained 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  further  use  as  outlined  in  the  legislation 
of  1918,  and  the  War  Relief  Commission  continued,  or  whether  the  fund 
shall  be  redistributed  to  the  donors  in  an  orderly  legal  manner. 

At  the  last  and  final  meeting  during  the  term  of  the  Pythian  War 
Relief  Commission,  held  in  New  York  in  April  of  this  year,  the  Com¬ 
mission,  after  lengthy  consideration  and  discussion,  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  to  recommend  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  the  War  Relief  Fund 
should  be  held  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  intact  for  the  purpose  of  affording 
relief  as  contemplated  by  the  statutes  and  that  the  administration  of  the 
funds  be  continued  under  the  charge  of  a  Pythian  War  Relief  Commis¬ 
sion. 

“Honest  confession  is  good  for  the  soul,”  and  while  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  feels  somewhat  reluctant  to  do  so,  he  must  confess  that  he 
did  not  subscribe  enthusiastically  to  the  conclusions  reached  by  the 
Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  that  the  War  Relief  Fund  should  be 
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held  intact  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  continued  under  the  charge  of 
the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The 
Supreme  Chancellor  argued  that  he  felt  the  time  had  arrived  for  each 
Grand  Domain  to  assume  the  responsibility  and  render  War  Relief  as  it 
may  be  needed  in  each  respective  Domain,  and  there  held  intact  exclu¬ 
sively  for  War  Relief  as  contemplated  by  the  donors,  until  such  time 
as  the  need  for  War  Relief  had  become  exhausted.  That  the  funds 
should  be  redistributed  in  an  orderly  and  legal  manner,  deducting  there¬ 
from  the  amounts  expended  by  the  Commission  in  each  respective  Domain 
for  War  Relief,  and,  further,  that  provision  be  made  for  an  equitable 
charge  against  the  distribution  of  the  expense  incurred  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  fund. 

The  purpose,  use  and  creation  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  is  clearly 
defined,  first,  in  the  proclamation  calling  for  voluntary  contributions,  and, 
second,  in  the  Supreme  statutes.  The  creation  being  specific,  it  cannot 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  it  was  created  without 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  contributors. 

My  judgment  is,  if  the  fund  is  redistributed  to  the  Domains,  the 
Supreme  Lodge  should  enact  legislation  requiring  that  the  fund  be  held 
intact  for  War  Relief  purposes  to  the  members  of  the  Order  in  the 
service  of  the  world’s  war  and  to  their  families  and  dependents  until 
such  time  as  the  use  of  the  fund  for  War  Relief  purposes  has  become 
exhausted,  and,  further,  that  the  fund  shall  be  administered  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  officers  in  the  same  manner  the  Supreme  Lodge  provided  for  the 
administration  of  the  fund  by  and  through  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Commission. 

If  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  decide  upon  the  redistribution  of  the 
fund,  there  are  two  very  important  equations  to  be  considered,  first,  that 
portion  of  the  fund  that  was  voluntarily  contributed,  and,  next,  that  which 
was  received  from  Grand  Lodges  in  obedience  to  the  assessment  resolu¬ 
tion  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  In  the  latter  case,  we  have  to  deal 
with  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  in  the  former  with  the  lodges  or  individuals 
who  made  voluntary  contributions  to  the  fund  in  response  to  the  proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  calling  for  such  contributions,  and  in  all 
cases,  we  have  to  acknowledge  our  moral  and  legal  obligation  to  protect 
the  respective  interests.  This  subject  must  receive  the  serious  and  earnest 
consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  if  it  is  determined  to  redistribute 
the  fund,  we  must  surround  the  distribution  with  ample  protection  to  all 
concerned,  and  we  feel  if  there  are  complications  to  be  met,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  will  be  equal  to  the  emergency.  If,  however,  the  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  decide  to  approve  the  recommendations  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Commission,  we  are  firmly  assured  that  the  fund  will  be  administered, 
as  it  has  in  the  past,  in  an  efficient,  careful  and  conservative  manner,  and 
in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the  legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  creation  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  was  an  undertaking  so  patriotic, 
fraternal  and  creditable  in  the  functioning  of  the  benefactions  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  that  I  say  unhesitatingly  the  influence  of 
this  altruistic  enterprise  has  resulted  in  creating  impressions  upon  the 
public  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  fraternity  that  has  played  its  full 
part  in  the  progress  which  we  are  now  enjoying. 

SUSPENSION  OF  THE  WAR  RELIEF  ASSESSMENT. 

The  assessment  of  $1.00  upon  each  member  in  the  several  Grand 
Domains  levied  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  1918 
Convention  and  to  be  paid  not  later  than  September  1,  1919,  was  sus¬ 
pended  by  proclamation  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  To  this  end  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  caused  a  referendum  to  be  made. 
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As  has  heretofore  been  stated,  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention  of 
1918  was  held  during  the  most  trying  and  frightful  days  of  the  war. 
The  assessment  was  thought  necessary.  The  future  could  not  be  prophe¬ 
sied.  Provision  had  to  be  made  for  relief  and  the  assessment  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted.  The  Supreme  Lodge  was  governed  by  the 
situation  as  it  then  existed.  When  the  war  ended  on  November  11,  1918, 
we  were  confronted  with  an  unexpected  situation  and  relief  matters  were 
considered  from  an  entirely  different  and  new  standpoint.  The  office  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  besieged  with  correspondence  remonstrating 
against  the  enforcement  of  the  assessment.  There  did  not  appear  to  be 
urgent  need  to  enforce  the  assessment  considering  the  substantial  sum  of 
money  then  on  hand  for  relief  purposes.  To  have  insisted  upon  the 
further  collection  of  funds  through  the  enforcement  of  the  assessment 
would  have  placed  an  estoppel  upon  the  splendid  progress  of  the  Order 
then  ensuing.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  is  profoundly  grateful  to  the 
members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  approval  of  the  suspension  of 
the  assessment.

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias: 

A  statement  from  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission,  with  respect  to  war  relief 
and  the  War  Relief  Fund,  will  be  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
War  Relief  Councils  and  others  within  the  next  few  days.  We  request  that  you 
kindly  give  same  your  careful  consideration:  . 

Accompanying  this  statement,  you  will  find  a  referendum  submitted  by  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  to  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  secure  the  consent  to 
and  approval  of  the  suspension  of  the  assessment  against  Grand  Lodges  for  war 
relief  until  such  time  as  it  is  made  apparent  that  the  present  fund  will  be  found  to 
be  insufficient,  or,  in  other  words,  until  such  time  as  the  demands  for  relief  shall 
grow  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  be  found  absolutely  necessary  to  again  reinstate 

thC  THEmSUPREME  CHANCELLOR  HEARTILY  APPROVES  AND  RECOM¬ 
MENDS  THE  SUSPENSION  OF  THE  ASSESSMENT. 
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I  have  visited  fifteen  Grand  Domains  officially  at  Grand  Lodge  or  District  Con¬ 
ventions.  As  many  as  four  District  Conventions  have  been  held  in  most  of  the 
Domains  visited.  The  correspondence  has  been  voluminous.  I  have  had  extended 
and  personal  opportunity  to  observe  the  situation  regarding  the  opposition  and 
objections  to  the  enforcement  of  the  assessment. 

The  unrest  over  the  Supreme  Domain  is  decidedly  apparent  with  respect  to  the 
unnecessary  enforcement  of  the  assessment  against  Grand  Lodges  and  subordinate 
lodges  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  war  has  closed  and  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Com¬ 
mission  has  at  its  command  a  handsome  sum  of  money  for  war  relief  at  the  present 
time. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  had  numerous  appeals  for  the  suspension  of  the 
assessment.  The  Supreme  law  or  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
at  the  1918  Convention  makes  no  provision  for  the  exercise  of  the  suspension  of  the 
assessment  by  either  the  Supreme  Chancellor  or  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission. 
The  referendum  requests  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  of  the  suspension  of  the  assessment,  and,  if  approved,  that  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  be  authorized  to  issue  an  order  for  the  suspension  of  the  assessment.  It  is 
very  important  in  the  interest  of  the  Order  that  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
return  the  referendum  without  delay,  indicating  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
referendum  submitted  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

Much  fear  is  expressed  over  the  Supreme  Domain  of  the  retarding  effects  upon 
the  Order  if  the  assessment  is  enforced. 

Kindly  act  promptly  in  this  important  matter.

PROCLAMATION  AND  ORDER. 

Referendum  on  War  Relief  Fund  Assessment 
To  the  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  War  Relief  Councils,  and 
Grand  Lodges: 

Greeting: 

The  above  referendum  was  submitted  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  on  March  10,  1919,  and  the  returns  received  to  this  date  disclose 
the  following  result: 

For  suspension  of  the  enforcement  of  the  assessment  resolution 
against  Grand  Lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  under  imme¬ 


diate  control  . . . . .  124 

For  the  enforcement  of  said  resolution .  12 

Number  of  members  making  no  return .  27 

Total  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge .  163 


Now,  therefore,  more  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
having  expressed  their  consent  to  and  approval  of  the  suspension  of  the  assessment 
resolution,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  hereby  proclaims,  and,  in  accordance  therewith, 
issues  this  order — Suspending  the  enforcement  of  the  assessment  resolution  against 
Grand  Lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  under  immediate  control  for  the  War  Relief 
Fund  (see  chapter  xiv,  S.  S',  and  the  assessment  resolution  thereto  appended,  pp. 
461-463,  O.  R.  1918),  until,  such  time  as  demands  for  relief  shall  make  it  necessary 
that  said  assessment  resolution  be  reinstated. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  possesses  full  faith  in  the  general  membership  of  the 
Order,  and  in  Grand  Lodges,  to  respond  willingly  to  the  reinstatement  of  the  assess¬ 
ment  resolution,  should  it  be  found  that  the  War  Relief  Fund  is  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demands  for  relief  of  our  members  who  have  become  disabled  while  engaged 
in  war  service,  and  for  relief  of  the  families  and  dependents  of  such  members — as 
contemplated  in  the  assessment  resolution  and  the  statutes  relating  thereto  enacted 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Convention  of  1918. 

Be  it  known,  That  should  it  be  found  necessary  to  reinstate  the  assessment  reso¬ 
lution,  said  resolution  will  be  reinstated  and  its  provisions  fully  enforced  by  the 
Supreme  Chancellor.  We  urge  the  continuance  of  procuring  voluntary  contributions 
to  the  War  Relief  Fund. 

SPECIAL  ATTENTION  is  now  directed  to  section  76e,  chapter  xiv,  part  i, 
division  i,  of  the' Supreme  statutes,  as  follows: 

76e.  All  moneys  collected  from  any  source  for  the  War  Relief  Fund 
shall  be  transmitted  immediately  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
in  the  Domain  in  which  contribution  is  made,  and  he  shall,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month,  transmit  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  and 
at  the  same  time  submit  to  each  member  of  the  War  Relief  Council  (of  his 
Domain)  a  statement  of  the  money,  or  moneys,  sent  to  the  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer,  itemized  as  to  the  amounts  and  from  whom  received. 

All  moneys  collected  for  the  War  Relief  Fund,  now  in  the  custody  of  subordinate 
lodges  and  Grand  Lodges,  or  hereafter  collected,  must  be  transmitted  immediately  in 
compliance  with  the  above  statute. 
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In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  fny  hand,  attested  by  the  great  seal  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  signature  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
this  25th  day  of  April,  1919,  P.  P.  LVI.

WAR  RELIEF  OVERSEAS. 

During  the  latter  part  of  August,  1918,  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Frank 
C.  Goudy,  Grand  Sire  of  Odd  Fellows,  also  residing  in  Denver,  that  his 
Society  and  the  Masonic  Fraternity  had  agreed  upon  sending  a  Commis¬ 
sion  overseas  to  investigate  the  situation  with  respect  to  War  Relief  and 
Welfare  Work  among  the  members  engaged  in  the  war  of  their  respective 
Societies.  I  felt  that  the  attitude  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
with  respect  to  its  membership  overseas  should  be  announced.  The  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Societies  named  resided  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  I 
immediately  communicated  with  Supreme  Representative  Mark  Stearman 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  A  copy  of  this  communication  is  herewith 
submitted  and  will  furnish  the  Supreme  Lodge  with  an  index  of  the 
nature  of  investigation  made  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  connection 
with  the  overseas  situation.  Accurate  information  was  also  sought  from 
other  sources  and  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  nothing  of  substantial 
value  could  be  accomplished  in  expending  any  portion  of  the  War  Relief 
Fund  in  overseas  operation.  The  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  were 
not  lacking  in  diligence  in  the  same  direction.

Dear  Brother  Stearman: 

Mr.  Frank  C.  Goudy,  Grand  Sire  of  Oddfellows,  the  head  of  the  order,  with 
offices  in  Denver,  informed  me  today  that  a  Commission  representing  the  Masonic 
fraternity  and  the  Oddfellows,  expects  to  sail  for  overseas  in  a  few  days  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  situation  with  respect  to  war  relief  and  welfare  work  among  the  soldier 
members  of  their  respective  societies.  Whether  other  fraternal  societies  will  partici¬ 
pate  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn.  The  Knights  of  Pythias  have  not  been  requested 
to  do  so. 

As  Supreme  Chancellor,  I  am  deeply  interested,  and  desire  to  be  in  close  touch 
with  all  movements  for  war  relief,  but  more  particularly  fraternal  relief  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  war  activities.  I  am  desirous  of  having  the  representatives  that  are  going 
overseas  advised,  and  I  am  sure  they  will  be  pleased  to  know,  that  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias,  a  kindred  society,  is  now  actively  engaged  in  War  Relief  Work, 
and  is  intensely  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  its  membership  in  war  service  overseas, 
and  their  families  and  dependents.  Inquiry  might  be  made  of  the  Commission  in 
relation  to  our  activities,  and  the  representatives  will  be  in  position  to  disclose  that 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  have  raised  a  fund  for  Pythian  war  relief  to  be  applied  as 
may  be  deemed  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  our  soldier  Pythians,  their  families  and 
dependents. 

Mr.  Goudy  informs  me  that  Dr.  Hugh  F.  Stevenson,  157  H  St.  N.  W.,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  will  represent  the  Oddfellows,  and  Mr.  George  F.  Moore,  the  Grand 

Commander  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  offices  in 
Washington,  will  represent  the  Masons  on  this  proposed  overseas  mission. 

I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  communicating  with  you  requesting  that  you  call 

upon  both  of  these  gentlemen  at  your  earliest  convenience  to  learn  the  scope  of  the 

investigation  to  be  made  by  the  Commission,  and  whether  other  fraternal  societies 
are  to  be  represented. 

Possibly  the  representatives  will  be  interested  to  know,  that  the  Pythian  War 
Relief  Commission,  from  investigation  made  thus  far,  have  decided  that  there  was 
no  urgent  demand  for  relief  work  among  the  membership  overseas.  That  the  work 
we  might  engage  in  was  of  uncertain  nature,  and  likely  to  be -in  conflict,  or  dupli¬ 
cating  the  systematic,  splendid,  and  specially  trained  activities  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
the  Red  Cross,  and  the  Salvation  Army.  To  all  of  these  organizations  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  have  subscribed  as  individuals,  and  the  lodges  collectively. 

The  investigations  made  by  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  led  to  the 
belief  that  the  most  practical,  helpful,  and  substantial  relief  that  could  be  secured 
to  our  soldier  membership,  would  be  such  relief  as  would  be  found  necessary  upon 
their  return  to  the  United  States,  or  to  their  homes  elsewhere,  and  to  furnish  relief 
to  their  families  and  dependents  during  their  absence  in  the  service  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  upon  their  return  if  continued  aid  is  found  necessary.  The  casualty  list 
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is  certain  to  disclose  the  names  of  thousands  of  members  of  fraternal  societies,  and 
indicates  very  decidedly  that  relief  work  will  be  found  urgent  not  alone  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war,  but  many  years  thereafter.  To  conserve  war  relief  funds 
for  the  use  of  helpful  and  practical  measures  of  relief  must  be  our  deepest  concern. 

We  acknowledge,  however,  if  future  developments  presents  a  situation  demand¬ 
ing  relief  among  the  Pythian  soldiery  overseas,  proper  investigation  will  be  made, 
and  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  will  respond  with  service  to  its  membership 
fully  up  to  the  traditions  of  relief  extended  by  our  Order  in  relief  matters. 

We  desire  to  refrain  from  fruitless  sentimentalism  at  the  expense  of  war  relief 
funds.  Our  fund  must  be  sacredly  conserved  for  the  purpose  of  genuine  relief  in 
the  broadest  sense.  Relief  work  and  advertising  fraternalism  must  be  separately 
considered  and  applied. 

As  Supreme  Chancellor,  I  am  profoundly  solicitous  that  the  Order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias  shall  not  be  found  wanting  in  its  service  to  the  membership  overseas, 
or  at  home,  or  their  families,  and  dependents.  I  am  keenly  sensitive  that  it  shall 
not  be  said  that  other  fraternal  societies  are  doing  war  relief  work  that  we  are 
failing  to  do.  We  are  interested,  however,  in  avoiding  the  necessity  of  engaging 
in  overseas  work  because  other  societies  are  doing  so,  when  in  fact  the  demand 
or  urgency  for  such  relief  does  not  exist.  The  latter  phase  of  the  situation  is  of 
great  importance,  thus  my  sincere  concern  in  the  investigation  to  be  made  by 
the  representatives  of  the  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows  in  their  overseas  mission. 

In  this  communication  to  you  I  am  furnishing  some  side  lights  on  the  very 
important  matter  of  fraternal  relief  for  use  in  your  conference.  The  extended 
discussion  on  this  subject  on  the  floor  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  also  fresh  on  your 
mind. 

General  E.  W.  Bradford,  701  Washington  Loan  and  Trust  Building,  Wash 
ington,  a  prominent  Odd  Fellow,  and  very  close  in  the  confidence  of  Grand  Sire 
Goudy,  is  also  much  interested  in  this  subject.  It  might  be  desirable  if  you  called 
on  him  also. 

Kindly  advise  me  of  the  result  of  your  conferences.  I  shall  be  interested  in 
the  report  of  the  investigation,  and  trust  I  will  receive  a  copy  thereof  in  due  time.

Brother  Stearman  responded  to  the  request  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  called  upon  the  members  of  the  Commission.  In  his  conference 
the  Commissioners  stated  that  they  were  not  authorized  to  expend  any 
funds  in  behalf  of  their  Societies  in  their  mission  overseas.  Their  going 
was  altogether  in  the  nature  of  an  investigation.  A  copy  of  the  report 
of  the  Commission  when  finally  made  was  promised,  and  Brother  Stear¬ 
man  made  efforts  to  procure  a  copy  of  the  report.  As  far  as  we  are 
able  to  learn,  no  report  of  the  Commission  has  been  made.  We  under¬ 
stand,  however,  that  the  conclusion  by  the  Commission  was  that  the 
Societies  which  they  represented  could  do  nothing  more  than  duplicate 
the  service  to  their  brothers  that  was  already  in  operation  overseas. 

Under  the  heading  “Extension  of  the  Order  Overseas”  the  subject  of 
“Overseas  Relief”  has  also  been  referred  to. 

In  seeking  information  the  purpose  always  was  to  locate  opportunities 
for  the  application  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  to  cases  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Supreme  statutes. 

I  received  many  letters  from  many  sources  regarding  the  fund,  often 
with  recommendations  of  an  impractical  nature  or  impossible  to  consider 
at  all,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  recommendations. 

RELIEF  IN  STORM-STRICKEN  SECTION  OF  TEXAS. 

During  the  month  of  September,  1919,  the  Gulf  Coast  of  Texas  was 
visited  by  a  catastrophe  destructive  to  life  and  property.  The  city  of 
Corpus  Christi  was  included  in  the  flooded  district  and  here  the  distress 
among  Pythian  Knights  and  their  families  called  for  immediate  relief. 
In  response  to  an  appeal  for  aid  from  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Texas 
and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  in  behalf  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  I  wired  Brother  Wheaton,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  to  send  Exchequer  Order  for  $1,000  to  Brother  Miller,  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Texas,  for  relief,  and  again  in  this 
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instance,  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  been  permitted  to  demon¬ 
strate  its  desire  to  render  relief,  and  when  needed,  to  do  so  promptly. 

For  the  further  information  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  am  pleased  to 
incorporate,  as  a  part  of  my  report  on  this  subject,  copies  of  the  tele¬ 
grams  sent  to  Brother  Miller,  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
and  Brother  Wheaton,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  The 
Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  reported  fully 
regarding  the  relief  work  performed  by  the  Order.  The  correspondence 
is  quite  extended.  The  appreciation  for  the  contribution  made  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge  is  expressed  in  letters  received  from  the  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  which  are  also  made  a  part  of  this  report.

My  dear  Brother  Davis: 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  you  have  noted  in  the  daily  press  the  terrible  destruc¬ 
tion  wrought  on  our  coast  cities.  A  terrible  hurricane  and  tidal  wave  visited  the 
towns  of  Corpus  Christi,  Port  Aransas,  Aransas  Pass  and  Rockport,  and  we  have 
several  hundred  Knights  located  in  these  respective  towns.  On  Tuesday  night  I 
received  a  telegram  from  our  Grand  Chancellor,  who  is  a  resident  of  Corpus  Christi, 
requesting  me  to  issue  an  appeal  for  aid,  and  I  promptly  complied  with  the  request 
and  sent  out  an  appeal  for  aid  to  our  subordinate  lodges,  as  per  copy  herewith 
enclosed.  As  before  stated,  our  Grand  Chancellor,  Brother  R.  H.  Bingham,  is  a 
resident  of  Corpus  Christi.  He  is  a  druggist,  and  his  store  and  his  dwelling  were 
located  in  the  low  land,  and  I  feel  sure  that  his  entire  stock  was  demolished  and 
his  home  seriously  damaged.  Many  lives  have  been  lost,  and  I  find  among  the 
names  some  Knights,  and  I  also  note  some  Knights  have  lost  their  families,  and  in 
addition  hundreds  have  lost  their  homes  and  all  other  worldly  possessions.  It  may 
just  be  possible  that  we  may  have  to  call  on  you  as  Supreme  Chancellor  to  issue  a 
general  appeal  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  to  assist  the  sufferers.  If  you  desire 
to  communicate  with  Grand  Chancellor  Bingham,  you  can  only  do  so  by  wire  until 
train  and  mail  service  is  restored.  This  morning  I  received  a  telegram  from  the 
Grand  Chancellor  asking  me  to  take  charge  of  affairs,  as  he  has  all  he  can  do 
looking  after  his  own  affairs.

My  dear  Brother  Miller: 

Your  letter  of  September  18th  has  just  been  received  by  me.  I  have  noted  the 
terrible  destruction  wrought  on  the  coast  of  Texas  by  the  hurricane  and  tidal  wave. 
I  also  observe  that  the  towns  of  Corpus  Christi,  Port  Aransas,  Aransas  Pass  and 
Rockport  were  severely  damaged  and  several  hundred  persons  lost  their  lives.  I 
rather  expected  that  some  relief  would  be  needed  for  Pythians  in  the  different  locali¬ 
ties,  and  that  an  effort  would  be  made  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Texas  to  secure 
the  needed  relief  through  donations  from  the  Lodges  in  the  Domain  of  Texas. 

I  note  your  statement  that  it  might  just  be  possible  that  you  may  have  to  call 
on  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  issue  a  general  appeal  to  assist  the  sufferers.  As  to 
whether  this  should  be  done  would  depend  on  the  amount  of  relief  that  would  be 
needed.  As  to  this,  perhaps,  you  will  be  able  to  give  some  estimate  later  on.  For 
immediate  purposes,  no  doubt,  the  Lodges  in  the  Domain  of  Texas  will  respond 
generously.  You  can  then  determine  if  further  relief  is  needed  and  to  some  extent 
the  amount.  I  will  then  be  governed  accordingly.  I  trust,  however,  that  you  will 
find  that  the  contributions  arriving  from  the  Lodges  in  Texas  will  fully  cover  all' 
of  the  relief  needed.

Dear  Brother  Miller: 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  your  letter  of  September  30th,  I  sent  a  night  letter 
to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Wheaton,  authorizing  him  to 
issue  an  exchequer  order  for  $1,000.00  and  send  it  to  you,  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  needed  assistance  to  the  distressed  Pythians  and  their  families  in  the 
flooded  district  of  Texas. 

The  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  relief  specified  is  appropriated  from  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Fund  of  the.  Supreme  Lodge..  In  the  event  it  should  be  found  that  the 
appropriation  made  is  not  needed,  it  is  very  likely  that  all  of  the  appropriation,  or 
the  unused  portion  thereof,  will  be  returned  for  reimbursement  of  the  fund. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  I  received  the  information  contained  in  your 
letter  with  respect  lo  the  distress  caused  by  the  calamitous  condition  in  Texas.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  further  investigation  will  develop  that  our  Brothers  and  their 
families  have  not  been  placed  in  such  serious  distress  on  account  of  the  flood  as  is 
now  apparent.  My  sympathy  goes  out  to  the  people  of  Texas  in  the  undeserved 
distress  that  has  come  upon  them.  Kindly  keep  me  advised  of  the  situation. 

I  also  sent  you  a  night  letter  advising  you  that  I  had  wired  Brother  Wheaton 
to  forward  $1,000.00  immediately.

Up  to  this  writing  the  subordinate  lodges  of  Texas,  and  including  the  $250.00 
donated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  the  total  amount  received  amounts  to 
$4,692.15.  Add  to  this  the  $1,000.00  received  from  Brother  Wheaton, .  makes  a  total 
of  $5,692.15,  and  I  am  perfectly  sure  that  every  cent  of  this  will  be  needed  to  relieve 
the  Pythian  sufferers  in  the  storm-stricken  section'  of  the  Gulf  Coast.

My  dear  Brother  Davis: 

Answering  your  good  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  will  say  from  the  very  depth  of 
my  heart  I  wish  to  express  to  you,  in  the  name  of  the  distressed  Pythians  of  the 
storm-stricken  district  of  Texas,  our  thanks  for  your  generous  donation  of  $1,000.00 
for  the  relief  of  our  dear  Brothers  who  have  lost  their  homes  and  all  their  earthly 
possessions. 

Words  utterly  fail  me  to  express  conditions  throughout  the  flood  district.  I  am 
thankful  to  Almighty  God  that  not  a  life  was  lost  among  our  members,  and  so  far 
as  I  know  only  one  member  lost  any  of  his  family.  The  storm  and  tidal  wave  that 
visited  our  beautiful  and  prosperous  city  on  September  14th  carried  with  it  death 
and  destruction.  The  number  of  dead  will  never  be  known,  but  will  run  from  seven 
hundred  to  a  thousand. 

Many  of  our  members  lost  their  homes  and  all  their  earthly  possessions,  escaping 
with  only  the  clothing  they  had  on  at  the  time,  and  some  of  them  had  their  clothes 
torn  from  their  bodies  while  riding  rafts  and  drifts  in  the  deep  waters. 
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I  immediately  sent  out  an  official  appeal  for  the  aid  of  our  distressed  brethren, 
which  was  liberally  responded  to  by  the  big-hearted  Pythians  of  Texas.  Some 
relief  was  also  sent  by  some  of  the  Grand  Domains  of  other  States  of  their  own 
free  will  and  accord.  I  do  not  know  from  what  States  it  came,  or  the  amount  sent, 
but  Brother  Miller  has  a  record  of  the  entire  transaction. 

Many  of  the  Pythians  in  Rockport,  a  neighboring  city,  lost  their  homes  and 
what  they  had.  They,  too,  are  being  cared  for  out  of  this  fund,  as  well  as  any 
of  the  Pythians  who  are  in  distress  on  account  of  these  conditions. 

Again  thanking  you,  and  assuring  you  of  my  hearty  appreciation  of  your 
assistance  at  this  time,  with  all  good  wishes,  I  am

Answering  your  favor  of  October  21st,  will  say  I  appreciate  very  much  the 
contents  of  your  letter  with  reference  to  the  relief  of  our  distressed  Brothers  in  this 
section,  caused  by  the  terrible  storm  and  flood  that  visited  our  beautiful  city  and 
surrounding  country  on  September  14th. 

From  the  very  depths  of  my  heart  I  wish  to  thank  you,  and  through  you  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  for  your  donation  of  $1,000.00  for  this  cause.  This,  together  with 
money  received  from  the  subordinate  lodges  throughout  the  State  of  Texas,  and  a 
few  amounts  sent  in  from  other  Grand  Domains,  has  very  materially  relieved  the 
distressing  situation  among  our  members.  While  I  have  not  been  able  to  give 
anyone  very  much,  the  amount  given  has  been  sufficient  to  relieve  their  immediate 
needs.  We  have  not  undertaken  to  re-establish  any  man  in  business,  neither  do 
they  expect  or  ask  it,  but  the  relief  given  them  has  been  thankfully  received  and 
kept  many  of,  them  from  appealing  for  relief  to  the  Red  Cross  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  for  assistance.  I  feel  the  assistance  given  has  been  a  big  advertisement,  in  a 
quiet  way,  for  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  You  can  hear  it  spoken  of  almost 
every  day,  and  quite  a  number  are  seeking  admission  to  our  Order  on  account  of 
the  action  taken  in  extending  relief  to  our  destitute  Brothers. 

I  have  been  exceedingly  busy  since  the  storm,  looking  after  the  distressed 
Brothers,  not  only  here  but  in  all  the  surrounding  country,  and  have  not  been  able 
to  give  the  attention  to  the  general  work  of  the  Grand  Domain  as  I  had  hoped  to, 
but  I  am  again  at  work  urging  every  member  to  act,  and  I  am  thankful  to  say  that 
I  am  receiving  hearty  support  from  many  of  the  Lodges  and  believe  we  will  show  a 
healthy  gain  for  this  semi-annual  term. 

I  wish  you  could  have  seen  the  expression  on  the  faces  of  many  of  our  Brothers 
when  handed  relief,  and  see  the  tears  of  gratitude  fall  from  their  cheeks  when 
they  received  it,  remarking,  “God  bless  the  Knights  of  Pythias.” 

Following  a  request  in  your  official  circular  letter,  I  am  urging  this  Grand 
Domain  to  grow  active  in  building  up  our  Order,  and  feel  their  efforts  will  be 
crowned  with  success.

THE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS  AND  LIVING  COSTS. 

During  the  early  part  of  August,  1919,  the  Government,  the  people 
and  the  press  became  seriously  aroused  at  the  climbing  cost  of  living. 
The  situation  reached  a  point  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our  country. 
The  Government  appeared  slow  in  turning  on  the  searchlight  of  investiga¬ 
tion.  The  economic  poise  of  the  country  was  threatened.  When  such 
an  impending ,  situation  presents  itself,  the  principles  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  demand  that  the  voice  of  our  fraternity  shall  be 
heard,  and  having  the  honor  of  representing  the  Order  as  its  Executive, 
I  sent  the  following  telegram  to  the  President  of  the  United  States : 

Hon.  Woodrow  Wilson,  Denver,  Colorado,  August  5,  1919. 

President  United  States, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  demonstrated  its  mighty  power  in  mobil¬ 
izing  the  greatest  army  ever  assembled  to  wage  battle  against  autocracy  and 
militarism.  Our  patriots  gave  unfaltering  evidence  of  valor  and  purpose  and  sue- 
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ceeded  in  rendering  gigantic  service  for  the  cause  of  liberty  and  righteousness.  The 
Government  of  the  United  States  commandeered  America’s  resources  to  assure 
victory  for  the  cause  of  her  Allies  and  America.  In  the  interest  of  the  people  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  invoked  its  authority  and  power  in  fixing  prices 
during  the  war  to  thwart  the  avarice  of  the  profiteer.  The  war  ended  in  a  glorious 
victory.  Shall  we  now  have  the  peace  that  should  be  ours  as  a  just  reward  for  the 
sacrifices  made?  The  Government  of  the  United  States  must  again  invoke  the 
strong  arm  of  its  authority  and  take  immediate  and  if  necessary  drastic  steps  to  bring 
relief  in  the  matter  of  the  high  cost  of  living.  The  economic  poise  of  our  country 
is  threatened.  We  are  confronted  with  a  national  crisis  unless  the  Government  acts 
promptly.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  pledged  to  the  Government  its  man 
power  and  all  its  resources  to  aid  in  winning  the  war.  The  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  again  exhibited  its  patriotism  and  loyalty  and  pledged  tp  the  Government  its 
man  power  and  all  its  resources  to  aid  in  the  after-war  readjustments  and  recon¬ 
struction.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  represents  no  class.  It  represents 
humanity,  and  in  the  interest  of  humanity  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  speaking  for 
the  Order  and  in  behalf  of  all  the  people,  urges  upon  the  President  of  this  great 
republic  to  cause  to  be  made  of  first  importance  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
impending  economic  situation  within  the  borders  of  our  own  country  and  insist 
upon  the  stern  application  of  remedies  that  must  be  applied  to  relieve  the  situation 
fraught  with  danger  and  calculated  to  disturb  if  not  destroy  the  fruits  of  our  own 
victory.  Those  engaged  in  promoting  selfish  ends  by  exploiting  the  people  must  be 
brought  to  account.  The  nation  must  not  be  permitted  to  suffer  at  the  hands  of  the 
exploiter  of  the  nation’s  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness.  Immediate  action  is 
imperative.  The  Government  must  act.

The  Supreme  Chancellor  desired  that  the  attitude  of  the  Order 
should  be  generally  known,  and  the  above  telegram  was  given  to  the 
Associated  and  United  Press,  and  through  this  source  publicity  given 
throughout  the  country. 

A  copy  of  the  telegram  to  the  President  was  transmitted  to  Congress¬ 
man  Clarence  MacGregor  of  New  York,  the  Supreme  Representative  from 
that  Domain,  who  on  Wednesday,  August  13,  1919,  addressed  the  House 
of  Representatives,  his  subject  being  the  telegram  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  to  the  President  with  respect  to  the  economic  condition  of  our 
country.  I  am  pleased  to  introduce  into  this  report  for  permanent  record 
the  magnificent  address  of  our  distinguished  Brother,  in  which  the  tele¬ 
gram  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  read  to  Congress,  all  of  which 
appears  in  the  Congressional  Record  of  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress,  First 
Session :

SPEECH  OF  HON.  CLARENCE  MACGREGOR,  OF  NEW  YORK,  IN  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES, 

Wednesday,  August  13,  1919. 

Mr.  MacGregor.  Mr.  Speaker - 

The  Speaker.  For  what  purpose  does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Mr.  MacGregor.  I  would  like  to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  address  the  House 
for  two  minutes  if  I  may  do  so. 

The  Speaker.  The  gentleman  from  New  York  asks  unanimous  consent  to  address 
the  House  for  two  minutes.  Is  there  objection?  [After  a  pause.]  The  Chair  hears 
none. 
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Mr.  MacGregor.  Mr.  Speaker,  many  Members  of  this  House  are  members  of 
the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  and  will,  I  feel  sure,  be  interested  in  a  copy  of  a 
telegram  which  I  have  just  received,  addressed  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  of  the 
Order  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  upon  the  vital  question  now  confronting 
us  on  the  high  cost  of  living. 

In  this  country  of  ours,  without  castes  and  classes,  we  have  no  special  groups 
to  exert  influence  or  unite  in  opposition  or  support  of  measures  that  come  before  us 
for  consideration,  apart  from  our  party  political  organizations  and  occasional  sporadic 
groupings  of  selfish  interests  with  the  single  aim  of  furthering  the  special  scheme  in 
which  they  may  be  temporarily  concerned.  The  instinct  for  organization,  for  acting 
with  friends  and  comrades,  is  an  old,  old  human  instinct,  and  in  this  country  it 
has  been  the  motive  power  that  brought  into  being  the  various  organizations  known  as 
fraternal  organizations  and  to  some  one  of  which  nearly  every  adult  American  belongs. 
It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  reflect  that  in  every  crisis  through  which  the  country 
has  passed  the  fraternal  organizations  have  been  ever  on  the  side  of  righteousness, 
of  civic  integrity,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  highest  American  ideals,  and  as  we 
have  depended  on  them  to  throw  their  mighty  potentialities  into  the  scale  on  the 
side  of  justice  and  liberty  in  the  past,  so  today  they  are  a  bulwark  of  strength  for 
all  that  is  true  and  enduring  in  American  idealism  to  rest  upon;  a  mighty  force 
for  the  inculcation  and  preservation  of  the  liberty,  fraternity,  and  equality  upon 
which  our  form  of  government  is  founded  and  an  impregnable  Gibraltar  against  the 
surging  waves  of  Bolshevism,  social  disorder,  and  anarchy  that  threaten  to  destroy 
civilization  itself  in  every  country  in  the  world. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  had  its  birth  in  this  city,  the  Capital  of  the 
Nation,  February  19,  1864.  It  was  born  from  a  desire  to  heal  the  wounds  of  the 
Civil  .War  and  restore  the  spirit  of  friendship  between  our  people.  It  was  an  Amer¬ 
ican  institution,  born  under  our  flag. 

The  spirit  that  was  the  cause  of  its  birth  found  response  in  the  hearts  of 
thousands  of  men — North,  South,  East,  and  West — and  from  the  little  band  of  13 
men  in  1864  there  has  grown  a  great  organization  of  practically  750,000  men. 

The  principles  of  its  organization — friendship,  charity,  and  benevolence — have 
appealed  to  all,  and  the  sun  now  never  sets  upon  its  lodges. 

It  has  played  an  important  part  in  American  history.  It  has  been  a  source  of 
strength  to  our  Nation  in  time  of  peace  and  in  time  of  war.  It  has  brought  men 
closer  together.  It  has  made  them  less  selfish.  It  has  contributed  to  good  citizen¬ 
ship.  It  has  been  true  to  the  home  and  domestic  relations.  It  has  protected  and 
cared  for  the  widow  and  the  fatherless.  It  has  always  been  true  to  the  flag  of  our 
country. 

In  this  land  and  others  it  cares  for  those  who  are  sick  or  in  distress.  Its  homes 
for  the  orphan,  the  aged,  and  the  helpless  are  its  brilliant  jewels  in  almost  every 
State  of  the  Union. 

The  Speaker.  The  time  of  the  gentleman  has  expired. 

Mr.  MacGregor.  May  I  proceed  for  one  minute  more? 

The  Speaker.  The  gentleman  from  New  York  asks  unanimous  consent  to  pro¬ 
ceed  for  one  minute  more.  Is  there  objection? 

There  was  no  objection. 

Mr.  MacGregor.  In  times  of  war  it  has  sent  to  the  front  thousands  of  its 
members,  and  in  the  recent  war  was  active  and  energetic  in  all  its  activities  tending 
toward  victory  and  toward  caring  for  the  desires  and  needs  of  those  who  fought  as 
well  as  those  loved  ones  left  behind  by  our  fighting  boys  at  the  front.  [Applause.] 

It  has  always  been  keenly  alive  to  the  great  questions  confronting  our  Nation, 
and  as  an  evidence  of  its  interest  in  the  present  problems  and  desire  to  share  in 
their  solution,  with  the  permission  of  the  House,  I  will  insert  in  the  Record  a  tele¬ 
gram  recently  sent  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  Hon.  Charles  S.  Davis,  of  Colorado, 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  [Applause.] 

OTHER  RELATIONS  WITH  THE  GOVERNMENT. 

In  acknowledgment  of  the  standing  and  influence  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  communications  were  received  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  from 
the  following  departments  of  the  Government  at  Washington:

The  Supreme  Chancellor  responded  promptly  to  the  calls  made.  The 
requests  did  not  entail  any  aggressive  steps  on  the  part  of  the  Order.  I 
indicated,  however,  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  was  at  the 
command  of  the  Government. 
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We  have  here  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  for  the  splendid 
service  rendered  by  Mr.  H.  Allen  Nye,  District  Vocational  Officer,  at 
Denver.  This  officer,  on  request  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  interested 
himself  in  the  case  of  Brother  Horace  J.  Dale  of  Mississippi,  bringing 
promptly  to  the  attention  of  the  Sixth  Division  of  Mississippi  the  need 
for  immediate  action  in  the  case  of  Brother  Dale,  who  applied  for  Voca¬ 
tional  Education.  This  Brother  was  injured  in  France.  The  case  came 
under  the  notice  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission.  This  case  was 
handled  in  a  creditable  manner  by  the  Government.  The  correspondence 
is  voluminous  and  subject  to  the  review  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

DECREE  OF  CATHOLIC  CHURCPI  AGAINST  THE  ORDER  OF 
KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS. 

I  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  interesting 
correspondence  regarding  the  subject  properly  set  forth  in  the  above 
heading.  I  do  not  apprehend  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  differ  from  the 
views  expressed  in  my  reply.  The  subject  is  an  important  one,  and  I 
trust  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  approve  of  the  attitude  assumed  by  me.

My  dear  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor: 

I  desire  respectfully  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  curtailment  in  the  fields  of 
highly  desirable  candidates.  The  inhibition  or  ban  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
existing  respecting  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is  a  very  serious  impediment 
and  places  a  limitation  upon  its  growth,  its  usefulness  and  its  social  and  material 
influence.  Although  I  have  personally  been  a  Knight  of  Pythias  for  only  ten  years, 
yet  it  is  my  deep  impression  that  every  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  about 
a  reconciliation  between  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  our  Order.  With  respect 
to  members  alone,  it  would  make  available  a  large  field  of  useful,  valuable  and  influ¬ 
ential  men  of  all  stations  in  life. 

The  present  estrangement  between  this  Church  and  the  Pythian  Order  very 
seriously  affects  the  development  of  many  of  the  Lodges  with  which  I  have  come  in 
contact  and  many  of  the  Lodges  have  been  unable  to  confer  ranks  and  their  develop¬ 
ment  is  at  a  standstill,  having  exhausted  the  field. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  for  a  period  of  ten  years  a  harmonious  relationship 
existed  with  the  Church,  and  I  wish  you  would  inform  me  fully  just  what  the  diffi¬ 
culty  seems  to  be  and  what  may  be  done  to  remedy  it.  If  a  modification  of  the  Ritual 
or  any  other  change  will  bring  about  the  desired  result,  I  most  earnestly  enlist  your 
enthusiastic  interest  to  achieve  this  end,  which  will  mean  more  to  Pythianism  in 
America  than  anything  which  has  happened  since  the  birth  of  the  Order. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  Archbishop  Hayes  and  his  reply  thereto  on 
the  subject.  May  I  have  your  comment?  As  one  of  many,  I  consider  the  matter 
important  to  the  future  of  Pythianism  in  this  country  and  therefore  am  eager  to 
learn  what,  if  anything,  can  be  done.

My  dear  Sir: 

I  owe  you  an  apology  for  my  long  delay  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  inquiry, 
under  date  of  April  13,  1919,  concerning  the  attitude  of  the  Catholic  Church  and 
the  Knights  of  Pythias.  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  no  discourtesy  was  intended,  but 
my  time  was  so  taken  up  with  diocesan  matters  that  necessitated  my  traveling  and 
being  away  from  home,  that  mail  needing  my  personal  attention  had  to  suffer. 

The  Catholic  Church  placed  the  Order  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  among  For¬ 
bidden  Societies  by  a  decree  of  August  20,  1894.  There  is  a  difference  between  a 
forbidden  society  and  a  condemned  one  in  Church  law.  The  Masonic  fraternities 
are  in  the  condemned  class  because  the  Catholic  Church  regards  Freemasonry  as  a 
distinct  religion  with  its  own  tenets  denying  the  supernatural  order  and  with  a  cult 
and  ceremonial  in  harmony  with  its  religious  tenets.  Therefore,  a  Catholic  is  not 
free  to  remain  a  Catholic  and  be  a  Freemason,  because  one  is  absolutely  opposed  to 
the  other. 

The  reason  why  the  Knights  of  Pythias  has  been  placed  in  the  forbidden  or 
prohibited  class  is  because  according  to  its  own  official  organ  it  is  itself  akin  to 
Freemasonry,  imposes  absolute  secrecy  on  its  members,  and  uses  a  quasi-religious 
ceremonial. 

It  also  appears  that  before  the  Church  placed  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  class 
of  prohibited  societies,  an  effort  was  made  on  the  part  of  the  ecclesiastical  authori¬ 
ties,  with  guarantees  of  respecting  confidence,  etc.,  for  permission  to  read  and  know 
the  constitution,  the  ceremonial  and  the  purposes  of  the  Society.  I  understand  that 
this  was  refused  by  the  Supreme  Officers  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  there  was 
nothing  left  for  the  Catholic  Church  to  do  but  to  place  a  prohibition  against  members 
of  the  Catholic  Church  becoming  members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

With  regard  to  the  reconsideration  you  referred  to,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
Supreme  authorities  might  address  a  letter  to  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons,  who 
knows  the  whole  history  very  thoroughly,  as  he  presided  at  the  Third  Plenary  Council 
of  Baltimore  when  the  general  subject  of  Prohibited  Societies  was  discussed.

I  am  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  9th,  with 
enclosures,  to-wit,  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  you  to  the  Most  Reverend  Patrick 
J.  Hayes,  Archbishop  of  New  York,  and  a  copy  of  his  reply  thereto,  also  the  copy  of 
your  letter  to  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Wm.  Ladew  of  New  York.  I  have  read 
your  letter  with  care  and  consideration,  as  well  as  the  copies  of  the  letters  enclosed. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is  declared  to  be  non-sectarian  and  non-political. 
The  declaration  that  our  Order  is  non-sectarian  should  have  been  a  guarantee  to  the 
ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  Catholic  Church  that  our  doctrines  do  not  incorporate 
a  distinct  religion.  If  a  broad  view  of  the  principles  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  had  been  accepted  by  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  Catholic  Church,  the 
Church  would  not  have  placed  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  among  the  forbidden 
societies  by  the  decree  of  August  20,  1894. 
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The  purposes  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  declaration  of  principles 
and  the  constitution  are  open  to  the  perusal  of  the  public.  As  Supreme  Chancellor,  I 
heartily  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Supreme  officers  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in 
refusing  to  disclose  to  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  Catholic  Church  the  cere¬ 
monial  of  our  Order  and  the  secret  work  associated  therewith.  I  feel  quite  sure  that 
I  express  the  position  of  the  Supreme  authorities  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
in  stating  that  we  shall  not  request  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  Catholic 
Church  to  remove  the  ban  placed  upon  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  Whenever 
the  Catholic  Church  is  willing  to  rescind  its  own  action  of  its  own  free  will  and 
accord,  then  and  then  only,  in  my  judgment,  will  our  Order  be  removed  from  under 
the  ban  of  forbidden  societies  as  described  in  the  letter  from  Archbishop  Patrick  J. 
Hayes  of  New  York.

IN  RE  SUPREME  TABERNACLE 
ILLUSTRIOUS  ORDER  KNIGHTS  OF  THE  CROSS. 

My  attention  was  called  to  a  bill  introduced  on  February  7,  1920,  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  by  Mr.  Focht,  recorded  as  H.  R.  12790, 
“A  Bill  to  Incorporate  the  Supreme  Tabernacle  Illustrious  Order  Knights 
of  the  Cross.”  Brother  Aaron  B.  Hess  and  seven  others  are  named  as 
the  incorporators.  The  purpose  of  the  Bill  was  to  procure  a  charter  for 
this  Society  to  carry  on  a  fraternity  as  described  in  the  Bill,  which  is  in 
usual  form  except  in  the  twelfth  line  of  Section  5  thereof  the  words 
“Pythianism  is  progressive  in  its  character,  and  that  the  members  thereof 
strive  toward  the  mark  of  the  high  calling  which  is  perfection.” 

From  information  received,  I  learn  that  membership  in  the  proposed 
Society  would  be  limited  to  members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias 
and  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  in  good  standing.  Many  protests  were 
received.  En  route  to  Manitoba  I  had  the  opportunity  to  spend  a  few 
hours  in  Minneapolis  jo n  April  29,  and  there  held  a  conference  with 
Brother  Wheaton,  the  result  of  which  was  the  official  promulgation  of 
the  following  communication  to  the  membership  of  the  Order  :

Whereas,  the  attention  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias,  namely:  Charles  S.  Davis,  of  Denver,  Colorado,  Supreme  Chancellor,  and 
Fred  E.  Wheaton,  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
has  been  called  to  the  Bill  now  pending  in  the  Sixty-sixth  Congress,  known  as  H.  R. 
12,790,  entitled  “A  Bill  to  Incorporate  the  Supreme  Tabernacle  Illustrious  Order 
Knights  of  the  Cross”;  and 

Whereas,  this  Bill  is  held  to  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  foregoing  named  execu¬ 
tive  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  Order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias,  which  Order  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Congress  and  approved  by  the 
President,  June  29,  1894,  said  Act  being  amended  and  approved  by  the  President, 
June  7,  1900;  and 

Whereas,  said  Bill  (H.  R.  12,790)  expressly  states  that  the  purpose  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  corporation  is  “the  carrying  into  effect  the  idea  that  Pythianism  is  progressive 
in  its  character,”  and  in  other  respects  and  features  not  only  is  designed  to  seek  its 
membership  within  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  but  plainly  uses  words,  language 
and  expressions  that  are  clearly  derivative  of  the  name,  title  and  meaning  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias;  now,  therefore, 

1.  The  executive  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  com¬ 
bined  membership  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  are  opposed  to  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  an  organization  that  is  designed  for  Pythians  only,  and  which  seeks  in 
any  wise  and  in  any  manner  to  use  the  name  or  title  of  this  Order,  or  any 
derivative  thereof,  in  any  corporation  where  same  might  be  regarded  as  a  higher 
rank,  or  branch,  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

2.  We  here  request  that  all  parties  at  interest  in  this  matter,  especially  members  of 
the  Pythian  Order  who  are  zealous  in  their  allegiance  and  membership,  take 
every  honorable  means  to  prevent  the  passage  by  Congress  of  the  objectionable 
Bill  known  as  H.  R.  12,790.

Through  the  influence 
brought  to  bear  on  members  of  Congress,  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  Bill, 
if  not  already  killed,  will  meet  this  fate.

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Fred  E.  Wheaton,  has  per¬ 
mitted  me  to  read  your  letter  of  April  15th,  in  which  you  set  out  as  fully  as  you  can 
the  purpose  of  the  fraternal  society  you  propose  to  institute  and  which  shall  be 
confined  to  members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and,  further,  which  you  and 
those  interested  are  attempting  at  this  time  to  procure  therefor  a  charter  from  the 
Federal  Government. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  desire  to  state  to  you,  as  Supreme  Chancellor, 
that  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  institution  of  an  organization  for  Pythians 
only  and  which  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  higher  rank  or  branch  of  this  Order.  We  feel 
that  the  functioning  proposed  through  this  proposed  society  can  be  amply  and  com¬ 
pletely  carried  forward  within  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  if  it  is  necessary 
that  this  should  be  done  to  more  efficiently  complete  our  benefactions  to  our  member¬ 
ship  and  those  connected  with  our  members.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is 
quite  capable  of  undertaking  any  project  in  behalf  of  our  membership,  whether  it  be 
educational  or  otherwise. 

From  your  letter,  I  am  assuming  that  the  reason  for  the  establishment  of  the 
new  society  is  to  give  you  and  others  opportunity  to  carry  forward  fraternalism  to  a 
greater  degree  through  the  membership  in  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  Your 
ambition  and  zeal  are  to  be  commended,  but  we  believe  it  can  be  more  properly 
applied  to  the  parent  and  present  organization,  a  society  fully  equipped  with  man¬ 
power  and  resources  to  perform  its  full  mission  as  a  fraternal  society.  I  think  you 
will  agree  with  me  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  may  with  propriety  be 
regarded  as  just  such  a  fraternal  society. 

Let  us  concentrate  ourselves  and  have  firm  objectives,  and  apply  ourselves  to  our 
work.  We  do  not  need  additional  fraternities — in  fact,  the  market  is  loaded  down 
with  them  now  at  all  prices  for  initiation,  and  it  is  becoming  a  business  with  some 
people  to  start  societies  for  personal  gain.  The  tenor  of  your  letter  would  clearly 
indicate  that  such  is  not  your  purpose.  Therefore,  we  shall  have  no  trouble  in 
agreeing  that  this  society  should  not  be  started  and,  further,  that  the  Bill  presented 
in  the  House  should  be  killed,  and  to  this  end  we  will  do  all  that  we  possibly  can. 

Brother  Wheaton  will  reply  to  your  letter,  but  we  are  in  full  accord  in  our 
views  respecting  this  matter.

INFRINGEMENTS  ON  OUR  COPYRIGHTS. 

During  December,  1919,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
Brother  Wheaton,  called  my  attention  to  numerous  complaints  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  sale  of  alleged  official  lapel  buttons  by  unauthorized  persons, 
and  that  he  had  several  other  buttons  sent  to  his  office,  which,  while  not 
exactly  the  same  size  as  our  official  button,  are  very  similar  in  their 
general  appearance.  Brother  Wheaton  also  enclosed  correspondence  from 
St.  Johns,  New  Brunswick,  and  from  Texas  on  the  subject,  and  furnished 
the  name  of  the  firm  of  Irons  &  Russell  Company  of  Providence,  R.  I., 
manufacturers  of  emblems,  as  parties  making  the  buttons.  Brother 
Wheaton  recommended  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  protect  the 
interest  of  the  Order.  First,  it  was  necessary  to  establish  the  facts  in 
the  case,  whereupon  I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Irons  & 
Russell  Company,  the  reply  thereto  being  also  attached :

Gentlemen : 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  that  you  are  making  and  selling  jewels  and 
lapel  buttons  bearing  the  insignia  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  I  desire  to 
officially  notify  you  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has 
copyrighted  all  its  official  emblems,  which  include  the  jewels  and  lapel  buttons,  and 
that  you  have  no  authority  from  the  proper  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  manu¬ 
facture  or  sell  any  of  the  copyrighted  emblems  or  jewels  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias.  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  proposes  to  protect  itself  in  its  rights 
concerning  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  articles  hereinabove  stated. 
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In  order  that  no  injustice  be  done  to  your  firm,  we  are  communicating  with 
you  direct  concerning  this  important  matter,  and  will  ask  you  to  reply,  stating 
whether  or  not  the  information  received  at  this  office  is  true,  and  what  your  attitude 
is  in  the  premises.  I  shall  look  for  an  immediate  reply  to  this  letter.

However,  to  the  best  of  oui 
knowledge,  we  do  not  make  or  advertise  to  make  any  of  the  so-called  official  emblems 
to  which  you  refer.

The  reply  from  the  Irons  &  Russell  Company  is  a  frank  admission 
that  they  have  been  making  and  are  now  making  Knights  of  Pythias 
emblems  of  all  kinds.  Whether  the  emblems  they  manufacture  are 
infringements  on  our  copyrights  may  be  made  a  matter  of  investigation, 
and,  if  found  to  be  true,  action  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  infringe¬ 
ments.  I  believe  this  investigation  and  subsequent  action,  if  found  neces¬ 
sary,  should  first  be  predicated  through  the  authority  given  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  Such  an  initial  proceeding  would  carry  with  it  greater  weight 
upon  which  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers  can  act. 

In  this  report  I  have  referred  only  to  the  firm  of  Irons  &  Russell 
Company.  If  an  investigation  is  ordered  and  action  taken,  it  should  also 
be  extended  to  all  persons  and  firms  infringing  on  our  copyrights  and 
letters  patent. 

INDIAN  BLOOD  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  has  been  requested  as  to 
whether  the  application  of  a  man  could  be  received  who  states  his  father 
was  a  full-blooded  Indian  and  his  mother  of  the  Caucasian  race.  The 
answer  was  given  “No.”  Our  statutes  fix  the  qualification  for  member¬ 
ship,  to-wit,  he  must  be  a  white  male.  Therefore,  every  applicant  for 
membership  in  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  be  pure  Caucasian. 

In  every  Domain  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  we  find  from  the  statistics 
given,  that  the  population  of  Indians  ranged  from  36  in  West  Virginia 
to  119,101  in  Oklahoma.  This  report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1919,  and  records  the  population  of  pure-blooded  Indians  at  232,196  of 
the  Five  Civilized  Tribes,  including  Freed  Men  and  intermarried  with 
whites,  101,506.  These  combined  make  a  total  of  333,702.  Of  the  84.992 
children  eligible  for  school  instruction,  it  is  reported  60,889  school  chil¬ 
dren  are  in  attendance.  We  are  advised  that  there  exist  among  the 
Indians  patriotic,  intelligent,  well-educated  and  honorable  men.  During 
my  official  visitations  in  the  Domains  where  Indians  reside  in  large 
numbers,  I  have  been  approached  on  the  subject  of  the  possibility  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  enacting  legislation  providing  for  the  admission  of 
Indians  into  the  Order.  I  believe  this  matter  is  of  sufficient  importance 
for  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  this  time  to  take  it  into  consideration  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  we  shall  extend  the  privileges  of  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Order  to  Indians  of  full  blood  or  the  variable  degrees  removed 
from  full-blooded  Indians.  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  who  repre- 
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sent  Domains  in  which  Indians  live  in  large  numbers,  are  sure  to  have  a 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  situation  with  respect  to  this  important 
subject. 

THE  AUTHORS  OF  OUR  RITUAL. 

Each  generation  gathers  into  the  membership  of  the  Order  those 
who  become  engrossed  in  our  ritual  and  whose  study  thereof  reflects 
itself  in  their  very  life  and  surroundings.  We  are  constantly  referring 
to  our  ritual,  its  sublime  teachings,  its  idealism,  and  its  practicability  in 
the  affairs  of  life.  In  almost  every  other  noteworthy  undertaking,  we 
can  learn,  without  difficulty,  who  the  author  or  authors  were. 

Time  has  almost  obscured  the  history  of  our  ritual  and  our  members 
have  been  permitted  to  become  silenced  as  to  whom  we  shall  attribute  the 
making  of  our  ritual  and  to  whom  we  owe  our  appreciation  for  this  book 
placed  in  the  keeping  of  the  Order,  and  from  which  we  are  to  learn  the 
great  principles  and  precepts  in  guiding  our  membership  to  deeds  of 
friendship,  charity  and  benevolence. 

The  inquiry  is  constantly  made,  “Who  wrote  the  ritual  of  the  Order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias?”  For  the  information,  at  least,  of  the  newer 
generations  now  in  the  Order,  it  should  now  again  be  recorded  who  the 
authors  of  our  ritual  were,  and  to  accomplish  this,  I  am  pleased  to  include 
in  this  report  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  who 
were  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  “Revision  of  the  Ritual”  at  the 
Supreme  Lodge  Convention  held  in  1890  at  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  and 
which  committee  made  its  final  report  at  the  1892  Convention,  held  at 
Kansas  City,  Missouri.

To  this  Committee  the  Order  is  deeply  indebted  for  our  present 
ritual.  All  the  members  of  this  Committee  have  passed  to  the  Great 
Beyond,  except  the  Chairman,  D.  F.  Glidden,  Past  Supreme  Representa¬ 
tive,  who  now  resides  in  San  Diego,  California,  and  with  whom  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  had  the  opportunity  very  recently  of  meeting  and 
conferring,  with  deep  interest,  with  regard  to  the  history  of  the  Order  in 
the  days  of  his  activities  in  the  Supreme  Lodge.  To  those  who  collaborated 
in  the  preparation  of  the  ritual,  and  are  with  us  no  more,  we  shall  ever 
cherish  their  memories,  and  we  feel  a  deep  gratitude  for  the  services 
performed.  Brother  Glidden  is  still  with  us,  active  as  of  yore  in  the 
Pythian  vineyard,  and  his  recital  of  the  portions  assigned  to  and  written 
by  each  member  of  the  committee,  of  the  preparation,  demonstration  and 
final  adoption  of  the  ritual  effervesces  with  study,  interest  and  learning. 
May  the  life  of  this  splendid  Pythian  be  spared  to  us  for  many  years  to 
come.  From  Carlyle  we  quote : 

“One  of  the  God-like  things  of  this  world  is  the  veneration  done  to 

human  worth  by  the  hearts  of  men.” 

In  the  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  held  in  1892,  we  find 
the  following: 

“Resolved,  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the 
Ritual  for  the  more  than  satisfactory  and  excellent  results  of  their 
labors.” 
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50-YEAR  VETERAN  JEWEL. 

Within  the  ranks  of  the  Order  are  members  who  have  been  continu¬ 
ously  so  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  and  over.  There  are  not  a  large 
number  of  these  pioneers.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  had  the  privilege 
of  meeting  and  shaking  hands  with  a  number  of  them.  Proud  as  they 
are  of  wearing  the  jewel  that  indicates  the  duration  of  membership  of 
twenty-five  years,  the  greater  pride  and  enthusiasm  of  these  members 
requires  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  enact  legislation  providing  for  a  fifty- 
year  veteran  jewel  for  the  use  of  the  membership  who  have  qualified 
under  the  term. 

In  the  vanguard  of  appreciation  for  half-century  service  to  the  Order, 
we  find  that  Denver  Lodge  No.  41  of  Denver,  Colorado,  on  October  16, 
1919,  presented  to  Norton  Nelson,  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  and  of  the 
Order,  for  a  period  of  over  fifty  years,  a  fifty-year  veteran  jewel. 

The  design  of  this  jewel  is  very  beautiful  and  quite  in  harmony  with 
its  purpose.  However,  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  not  yet  authorized  officially 
the  manufacture  or  the  use  of  a  fifty-year  veteran  jewel. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Wheaton,  I  am 
informed,  on  request  of  Aetolia  Lodge  No.  24  of  Akron,  Ohio,  for  a 
fifty-year  veteran  jewel  to  be  presented  to  one  of  its  members,  designed, 
or  caused  to  be  designed,  such  a  jewel,  which  was  presented  to  Brother 
Taggart  on  May  4,  1920.  The  design  of  this  jewel  is  also  very  beautiful 
and  quite  in  harmony  with  its  purpose,  and  here  again  it  must  be  said 
the  Supreme  Lodge  has  not  yet  authorized  officially  the  manufacture  or 
use  of  a  fifty-year  veteran  jewel. 

Division  VI,  Part  II,  Chapter  1  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  is  devoted 
entirely  to  the  subject  “Jewels”  and  we  assume  that  before  either  of  the 
jewels  presented  can  be  classed  as  having  received  official  sanction,  the 
Supreme  Lodge  will  first  have  to  enact  legislation  permitting  the  manu¬ 
facture  and  use  of  a  50-year  veteran  jewel,  and  we  should  determine 
which  of  the  two  jewels  now  being  used,  if  either  is  acceptable,  should  be 
declared  to  be  the  official  design. 

PYTHIAN  CATECHISM. 

We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  discover  that  this  book  and  the  law 
governing  its  use  have  been  generally  accepted.  We  are  not  prepared  to 
contend  that  a  catechism  was  necessary  to  fully  prepare  and  educate  an 
applicant  to  the  realism  of  Pythian  teachings  and  tenets.  The  lectures 
and  obligations  of  our  ritual,  or  parts  thereof,  afford  ample  substance  for 
the  advancing  member  to  commit  to  memory  and  for  examination  as  a 
sound  basis  for  membership  in  the  Order.  This  view  is  frequently 
expressed  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain. 

The  teachings  “of  the  three  ranks”  is  contained  in  the  one  book,  which 
is  given  to  the  candidate  after  he  has  received  the  Page  Rank.  This  at 
once  furnishes  the  page  with  the  work  of  the  Catechism  in  the  Three 
Ranks.  Rather  an  unusual  proceeding  in  a  fraternal  society  and  provides 
the  candidate  with  information  in  the  succeeding  ranks,  to  which  he  is 
not  entitled.  I  would  recommend  that  after  the  present  stock  of  cate¬ 
chisms  has  been  sold,  all  future  editions  be  printed  in  a  manner  separating 
the  ranks,  and,  further,  that  the  candidate  be  given  that  portion  of  the 
catechism  that  represents  the  rank  in  which  he  is  to  be  examined  for 
advancement. 

OFFICIAL  PROMULGATION  OF  THE  CIPHER  RITUAL. 

At;  the  Thirtieth  regular  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  in 
Detroit  in  1918,  legislation  was  passed  authorizing  and  directing  the  prep¬ 
aration,.  approval  and  promulgation  of  a  cipher  ritual.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor,  being  also  directed  to  appoint  two  members  of  the  Supreme 
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Lodge,  who,  with  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  were  author¬ 
ized  and  directed  to  prepare  the  cipher  ritual  for  the  use  of  subordinate 
lodge  members,  who  have  attained  the  rank  of  Knight,  and  when  prepared 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and,  further,  that  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
care,  custody  and  control  of  such  cipher  ritual  by  those  entitled  to  have 
and  receive  the  same,  shall  be  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor.  We  wish  to  report  that  the  directions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  have 
been  carefully  carried  out  and  the  cipher  rituals  prepared,  printed  and 
promulgated  according  to  the  Supreme  Statutes. 

The  Committee  on  Cipher  Ritual  is  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  and  Supreme  Representatives  Harold  C.  Brunt  of  Oklahoma, 
and  James  W.  Hunter  of  Iowa,  the  latter  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Chancellor. 

The  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
by  direction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  are  herewith  submitted : 

SUPREME  LODGE  KNIGHTS'  OF  PYTHIAS. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

OFFICIAL  PROMULGATION  OF  THE  CIPHER  RITUAL. 

To  All  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges: 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Rule  1.  The  cipher  ritual  shall  be  at  all  times  under  the  direct  control  and 
supervision  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  who  _  shall  issue  them  to 
Grand  Lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  under  immediate  control  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  conditions  as  obtain  in  issuing  the  ritual  of  the  subordinate  lodge. 

Rule  2.  Each  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  will  issue  to  subordinate 
lodges  in  his  respective  Domain  as  many  copies  of  the  cipher  ritual  as  each  Lodge  may 
desire,  not  exceeding  twenty  copies  to  any  one  Lodge,  for  the  “use”  of  members 
who  have  attained  the  rank  of  Knight.  Additional  copies  may  be  issued  from  time 
to  time  to  replace  such  as  may  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  upon  receipt  of  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the  Lodge  requesting  such  additional 
copies,  certifying  to  such  loss  or  destruction. 

Rule  3.  Cipher  rituals  which,  under  the  provisions  of  law  and  these  rules  and 
regulations,  may  be  received  by  any  subordinate  lodge,  shall  at  all  times  be  and 
remain  in  the  official  custody  and  under  the  control  of  the  Chancellor  Commander. 
No  copy  of  the  cipher  ritual  can  be  sold  or  given  to  any  person,  as  the  individual 
property  of  such  person.  When  not  in  “use,”  as  provided  in  Rule  4,  the  cipher 
ritual  shall  be  kept  by  the  Chancellor  Commander  securely  locked  in  a  proper  recep¬ 
tacle,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  ritual  of 
the  subordinate  lodge. 

Rule  4.  The  cipher  ritual  being  for  “use”  by  subordinate  lodge  members,  the 
Chancellor  Commander  is  authorized  to  deliver  to  any  member  of  the  Lodge  a  copy 
of  said  ritual,  for  the  purpose  of  study,  and  the  ritual  so  delivered  may  be  _  taken 
from  the  lodge  room  and  retained  by  the  member  for  such  time  as  he  may  desire,  or 
until  he  is  directed  to  return  the  ritual  to  the  Lodge.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chancellor  Commander  to  keep  a  record  of  all  rituals  so  delivered  to  members  of  the 
Lodge,  together  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  member,  or  members,  to  whom  the 
ritual  has  been  loaned. 

Rule  5.  The  Chancellor  Commander  is  authorized  to  demand  the  return  to  the 
Lodge  of  any  copy,  or  copies,  of  the  cipher  ritual,  loaned  to  members  of  the  Lodge 
for  the  purpose  of  study.  At  the  installation  of  officers  for  a  new  term,  the  outgoing 
Chancellor  Commander  shall  deliver  to  the  installing  officer  all  copies  of  the  cipher 
ritual  in  his  official  custody,  and  the  incoming  Chancellor  Commander  shall  issue 
receipt  therefor. 

Rule  6.  No  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  who  shall  receive  a  cipher  ritual, 
as  provided  in  Rule  4,  shall  deliver  or  loan  same  to  any  person,  nor  shall  he  at  any 
time  or  place  make  any  written,  printed,  or  photographic  copy  of  any  part  or  portion 
of  said  cipher  ritual. 

In  this  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  care  and  custody  of 
the  cipher  ritual,  there  is  no  intention  to  make  such  restrictions  either  a  hardship 
or  an  inconvenience.  It  is.  desired  that  utmost  freedom  shall  be  accorded  members 
of  the  Order  to  “use”  the  ritual  for  the  purpose  of  careful  study,  this  privilege  being 
at  all  times  available — but  it  must  be  understood  and  appreciated  that  a  publication 
of  the  character  of  the  cipher  ritual  necessarily  requires  the  careful  observance  of 
fixed  regulations  to  assure  their  proper  control,  use  and  custody. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name  and  caused  the  great 
seal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  be  affixed  and  attested  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  this  28th  day  of  May,  1919,  P.  P.  LVI.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  WITH  RESPECT  TO  PRINTED  RITUALS. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is  expanding  and  advancing.  In  its 
progress  we  must  discard  the  old  and  inefficient  methods  to  be  substituted 
in  the  adoption  of  and  putting  into  use  every  instrument  in  alignment 
with  our  progress.  The  introduction  of  the  Cipher  Ritual  could  have 
only  one  meaning  or  intent  and  that  was  in  due  course  of  time  it  should 
take  the  place  of  the  printed  ritual,  and  we  have  now  reached  the  period 
when  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  declare  itself  absolutely  opposed  to  the 
use  of  the  printed  ritual  in  the  Order  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  for  sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  work.  Also,  that  qualifications  to  hold  an  office  in  a 
subordinate  lodge  shall  include  that  the  officer  must  commit  his  respective 
work  to  memory  and  in  this  manner  render  our  ritualism  in  an  efficient 
and  -impressive  way. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  repeal  of  all  laws  pertaining  to  the  use  of 
printed  subordinate  lodge  rituals  to  become  effective  June  30,  1921,  after 
which,  under  proper  regulation  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  all  printed  subordinate 
lodge  rituals  to  be  recalled  and  destroyed. 

INCREASED  MINIMUM  MEMBERSHIP  FEE. 

Many  Grand  Domains  have  already  increased  the  minimum  fee  for 
membership  to  $25.00.  Hundreds  of  lodges  throughout  the  Supreme 
Domain  have  increased  the  initiation  fee  to  $25.00  or  more  without  regard 
to  Grand  Lodge  legislation.  We  know  of  very  prosperous  lodges  that 
are  charging  $50.00  for  membership.  We  must  accept  as  a  striking  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  advisability  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  increasing  the  minimum  fee 
for  membership  the  result  obtained  by  the  Knights  of  Khorassan.  The 
minimum  fee  of  $25.00  in  this  auxiliary  of  the  Order  became  effective 
January  1,  1920,  and  for  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  the  growth  of 
this  Order  nearly  quadrupled  that  of  1919.  This  certainly  argues  forcibly 
in  favor  of  a  higher  fee  as  a  progressive  measure. 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  higher  levels.  We  do  not  believe  we  shall 
return  to  pre-war  levels  in  the  near  future.  We  must  match  our  incomes 
with  present  demands.  We  are  asking  for  greater  efficiency  in  Lodge 
Room  work  and  environment.  We  intend  to  extend  our  Order  into  chan¬ 
nels  more  deliberately  attuned  to  Pythian  exploitation  and  principles.  The 
new  era  in  the  world’s  work  calls  for  new  standards,  all  of  which  must 
be  met.  We  are  not  divided  in  enthusiasm  and  zeal  for  a  greater  Pythian- 
ism.  We  shall  not  be  influenced  to  retain  an  altogether  disproportionate  fee 
for  membership  for  the  value  received  in  Pythianism  by  the  plea  or  argu¬ 
ment  that  we  must  meet  the  competition  of  other  fraternities  and  the  fee 
they  charge. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  shall  make  its  own  standards  and 
be  rated  according  to  its  own  merit.  The  time  has  arrived  when  we 
should  increase  our  minimum  fee  for  membership  in  the  Order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor  unhesitatingly  recommends  the 
enactment  of  legislation  fixing  the  minimum  fee  at  $25.00. 

FIVE  MILLION-DOLLAR  CONSTRUCTION  AND  ENDOWMENT 

FUND. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have  during  this  Convention  the  opportunity 
to  determine  whether  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  initial  proceedings  to 
be  commenced  for  the  extension  of  the  Order  in  the  erection  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  homes,  hospitals  or  other  institutions  for  the  relief  and  care  of 
members  of  the  Order  and  their  families  to  the  end  that  this  nature  of 
benefaction  shall  become  nationalized  and  at  the  same  time  the  interests 
of  the  respective  domains  involved  in  the  ownership,  care  and  maintenance 
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of  institutions  already  established  by  the  domains  shall  also  be  considered. 
The  subject  is  not  a  new  one  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  members  have 
had  the  advantage  of  calmly  surveying  the  situation  and  reach  conclusions 
unattended  with  emotionalism  or  speculation. 

We  are  now  enjoying  the  greatest  progress  and  prosperity  ever 
experienced  in  the  Order,  which  enables  us  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  inaugurating  extensions  in  the  work  of  our  fraternity.  The  subject 
is  being  debated  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain,  which  is  evident  from 
the  observations  made  that  nearly,  if  not  all,  the  Grand  Lodges  have  made 
provision  for  a  fund  designated  as  “Widows  and  Orphans  Fund,”  or 
“Home  Fund,”  or  under  other  captions,  and  nine  domains  have  already 
established  homes  and  institutions  in  behalf  of  their  membership. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  anticipates  that  the  membership  throughout 
the  Supreme  Domain  will  respond  heartily  to  the  call  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  and  contribute  the  funds  to  erect  and  maintain  such  institutions 
as  may  be  needed  and  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  opportunity  to 
extend  the  benefactions  of  the  Order. 

The  collections  must  be  distributed  over  a  period  of  years  and  we 
have  suggested  eight  years,  and  in  an  amount  which  will  not  embarrass 
or  burden  the  membership,  nor  should  the  total  amount  collected  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Construction  and  Endowment  Fund  exceed  the 
requirements.  We  believe  if  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  at  this  Conven¬ 
tion  initiate  this  undertaking,  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  create  a  fund 
in  excess  of  $5,000,000,  which  shall  include  the  interest  accretions.  The 
Supreme  Lodge  may  regard  this  amount  in  excess  or  insufficient  for  pres¬ 
ent  needs.  This  may  be  left  for  discussion.  We  cannot  with  accuracy 
foretell  the  future’  The  Supreme  Lodge  must  meet  the  conditions  as 
they  arise  and  enact  legislation  commensurate  therewith.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  presents,  as  a  basis  from  which  to  consider  this  important 
undertaking,  the  following  recommendation  : 

First,  we  accept  as  a  very  conservative  estimate,  of  our  average  mem¬ 
bership  for  the  next  eight  years  750,000.  We  may  with  confidence  expect 
a  very  much  larger  membership.  Everything  points  that  way.  An  assess¬ 
ment  of  80c  per  annum  levied  against  a  membership  of  750,000  would 
produce  an  annual  income  of  $600,000,  or  a  total  amount  of  $4,800,000 
during  a  period  of  eight  years,  this  fund  to  be  segregated  into  two  funds, 
to-wit,  “A  Construction  Fund”  and  “An  Endowment  Fund.”  The  use 
of  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  solely  for  construction  and  the  inci¬ 
dentals  connected  therewith,  repairs  and  furnishings.  The  Endowment 
Fund  shall  be  a  permanent  fund,  the  investment  earnings  of  which  to  be 
used  solely  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  institutions  in  operation. 

The  principal  sum  of  $4,800,000  to  be  distributed  into  the  respective 
funds  as  follows :  40%  into  the  Construction  Fund  and  60%  into  the 
permanent  Endowment  Fund.  The  collections  for  Construction  the  first 
year  will  be  $240,000,  with  increases  in  a  like  sum  each  succeeding  year. 
The  collection  for  the  Endowment  Fund  the  first  year  will  be  $360,000, 
with  increases  in  a  like  sum  for  each  succeeding  year,  and  to  both  funds 
must  be  added  the  interest  earnings  on  investments  belonging  to  each 
respective  fund.  During  the  period  of  eight  years  $1,920,000  will  have 
been  collected'  for  Construction,  to  which  interest  returns  must  be  added ; 
and  $2,880,000,  with  interest  earned,  will  have  been  applied  to  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund. 

The  assessment  against  the  membership  to  be  80c  annually  and  to  be 
continued  for  a  period  of  eight  years,  and  paid  in  installments  of  20c  each 
quarter,  and  to  be  charged  to  and  collected  from  the  respective  Grand 
Lodges.  The  receipt  for  dues  furnished  to  each  member  must  set  forth 
explicitly  that  the  assessment  of  20c  quarterly  is  for  the  $5,000  000  Con¬ 
struction  and  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 
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In  this  manner  the  member  shall  constantly  be  advised  of  the  fact  that 
he  is  a  contributor  to  a  fund  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a 
fraternal  enterprise  of  great  magnitude,  and  cause  him  to  value  his 
membership  in  the  Order  at  its  full  worth  and  retain  his  influence  to  the 
last  day.  The  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  be  to  increase  or 
decrease  the  total  of  $5,000,000,  and  the  assessment  proportionately,  or  the 
conclusion  might  be  reached  to  postpone  action. 

If  the  Supreme  Lodge  takes  favorable  action,  the  plan  of  organization 
and  operation  and  all  details  must  be  prepared  and  completed  with  extreme 
care  by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose.  A  Board  of  Trustees 
will  have  to  be  elected  to  carry  forward  the  entire  undertaking.  The 
investments  of  the  funds  must  be  limited  to  such  securities  to  provide 
against  any  possible  loss. 

The  Supreme  Domain  should  be  divided  into  districts  and  proper 
and  equitable  distribution  made  of  the  institutions,  taking  also  into  con¬ 
sideration  Pythian  population.  Equitable  adjustments  to  be  made  with 
domains  now  owning  and  maintaining  institutions,  if  with  their  consent 
and  approval  propositions  are  made  to  nationalize  these  institutions. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  must  first  decide  whether  it  shall  now  commit 
the  Order  to  the  undertaking,  and,  if  so,  all  of  these  matters  will  require 
the  profound  and  earnest  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the 
committee  to  which  this  very  important  subject  may  be  referred. 

METHODS  TO  PREVENT  SUSPENSIONS. 

The  general  prosperity  and  progressive  activities  of  the  Order  during 
the  biennial  term  has  also  had  its  beneficial  influence  in  the  retention  of 
our  membership.  The  comparisons  for  the  calendar  years  1918  and 
1919  are  as  remarkable  as  they  are  interesting.

Observation  is  made  that  during  1919,  49,600  members  were  initiated 
in  excess  of  the  year  1918,  and  the  suspensions  for  1919  were  2,331  less 
than  during  1918.  This  is  a  very  gratifying  condition  with  respect  to  a 
problem  of  loss  of  membership  regarded  perilous  to  the  Order,  and  to 
which  the  student  members  have  given  close  attention  and  have  offered 
a  variety  of  prescriptions  for  its  eradication  almost  as  variable  in  quantity 
and  quality  as  the  dosage  of  allopathy  and  homeopathy. 

Membership  losses  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  are  akin  to  all 
organizations  and  societies.  The  organizations  and  societies  that  suffer 
the  least  from  the  exiting  of  their  membership  by  arrearages  are  those 
who  have  a  constructive  program  of  interest  to  the  membership.  The 
Supreme  Lodge  cannot  enact  legislation  possessing  all  of  the  virtues  to 
prevent  suspensions.  The  methods  to  be  pursued  rest  with  subordinate 
lodges.  The  preventive  program  is,  first,  efficient  subordinate  lodge  offi¬ 
cers.  The  affairs  of  the  lodge  to  be  conducted  in  business-like  fashion. 
Proficiency  in  our  ritualism  and  the  work  relating  to  the  conferring  of 
Ranks.  Instructive  and  interesting  lodge  meetings.  Well-planned  and 
conducted  entertainments,  and  service  to  the  community  by  the  lodge. 
These  are  preventive  measures  and  the  program  is  one  that  will  interest 
and  retain  our  membership.  Every  lodge  should  elect  a  Master  of  Finance, 
who  has  an  interest  and  pride  in  making  a  record  in  membership  reten- 
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tion.  This  officer  should  receive  a  commission  on  his  collections  in 
compensation  for  his  services. 

To  regain  to  membership  those  who  have  been  suspended  or  those 
who  in  the  future  will  be  suspended,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  recommends 
the  enactment  of  a  statute  incorporating  simpler  methods  of  proceeding 
than  the  one  now  in  force. 

PROPOSED  SIMPLER  METHODS  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 
REINSTATEMENT. 

When  a  member  is  in  arrears  in  an  amount  representing  one  year’s 
dues,  he  should  be  notified,  as  now  provided  for  in  the  Supreme  Statutes, 
and  the  present  statutes  followed  in  this  connection.  If  he  fails  to  liquidate 
his  arrearage,  he  shall  be  placed  in  the  list  to  be  termed  “The  Inactive 
List,”  and  there  to  remain  until  he  has  paid  his  arrearage,  which  shall 
not  exceed  an  amount  of  one  year’s  dues.  When  a  member  is  placed 
in  “The  Inactive  List”  the  Master  of  Finance  should  be  required  to  make 
this  announcement  to  the  Lodge.  When  the  member  has  paid  his  arrearage 
the  Master  of  Finance  shall  report  it  to  the  Lodge,  whereupon,  if  no 
objection  is  made  to  the  reinstatement  of  the  member  by  a  majority  of 
those  present,  he  shall  be  reinstated  without  further  action  and  be  placed 
in  good  standing.  If,  after  a  period  of  three  years,  the  member  on  “The 
Inactive  List”  fails  to  place  himself  in  good  standing,  then  he  shall  be 
suspended  from  membership  in  the  Lodge  and  remain  so  suspended  until 
he  becomes  reinstated  as  provided  for  under  the  present  statutes.  A 
member  on  “The  Inactive  List”  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  semi-annual 
password  or  the  benefits  of  the  Lodge  to  which  a  member  in  good 
standing  is  entitled,  nor  shall  he  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  until  he  has 
been  placed  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  six  months.  Lodges  shall 
be  exempt  from  paying  per  capita  tax  on  members  on  “The  Inactive  List.” 

ONE-YEAR  TERM  FOR  SUBORDINATE  LODGE  OFFICERS. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  should  enact  legislation  fixing  the  term  of  subor¬ 
dinate  lodge  officers  at  one  year.  We  are  demanding  proficiency.  A  six 
months  term  neither  lends  encouragement  for  an  officer  to  fully  equip 
himself  for  the  office,  nor  is  the  period  sufficiently  long  to  fully  qualify 
himself  for  the  duties  to  be  performed.  Many  Domains  have  already 
enacted  legislation  fixing  the  official  term  of  a  subordinate  lodge  officer 
at  one  year.  The  Supreme  Lodge  should  make  this  requirement  uniform 
throughout  the  Supreme  Domain.  This  is  a  progressive  step  that  must 
be  taken  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  subordinate  lodges  in  a  creditable 
manner.  Thorough  efficiency  in  subordinate  lodges  from  whence  Pythian- 
ism  radiates  after  all  will  co-ordinate  our  power  to  a  remarkable  degree. 

LIFE  MEMBERSHIP  CERTIFICATES. 

There  is  a  growing  inclination  for  subordinate  lodges  to  issue  life 
memberships.  Grand  Lodges  have  also  had  this  subject  under  considera¬ 
tion.  It  has  been  held  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Supreme  Statutes 
permitting  the  issuance  of  a  life  membership  certificate.  My  opinion  has 
been  requested  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  such  certificates.  I  have 
been  unable  to  find  anything  in  the  Statutes  which  prevents  it.  However, 
I  have  not  sanctioned  these  issues,  in  each  instance  stating  that  the 
Supreme  Lodge  will  consider  the  matter  at  the  1920  Convention,  having 
referred  such  a  proposal  to  the  Insurance  Department  for  an  opinion. 
The  proposition  referred  to  the  Insurance  Department  relates  only  to  the 
payment  in  advance  of  a  stipulated  sum  of  money  for  a  life  membership. 
The  Supreme  Lodge  should  also  consider  a  life  membership  certificate 
to  be  provided  to  members  who  have  paid  their  dues  for  a  period  of 
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twenty-five  years  or  more.  There  is  a  decided  inclination  in  this  direction 
among  a  large  number  of  lodges.  To  prevent  complications  I  recommend 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  enact  definite  legislation  providing  for  the 
issuance  of  life  membership  certificates  or  enact  a  statute  prohibiting  the 
issuance  thereof. 

MINIMUM  AGE— 18— PYTHIAN  JUNIORS. 

Whether  we  shall  amend  the  Constitution  reducing  the  minimum  age 
for  admission  to  the  Order  may  be  determined  during  this  Convention. 
The  unusual  conditions  prevailing  in  1918  may  have  precipitated  a  degree 
of  patriotism  and  sentiment  in  behalf  of  the  youth  engaged  in  War 
Service  resulting  in  the  referendum  to  Grand  Lodges  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  reduce  the  minimum  age  to  18  years. 
The  advisability  of  introducing  this  innovation  into  the  Order  has  been 
a  debatable  one.  The  war  is  over  and  opinions  and  sentiment  have 
changed  to  a  large  degree  with  respect  to  the  proposed  amendment  to 
the  Constitution.  I  am  not  advised  of  the  result  of  the  referendum.  I 
believe,  however,  it  is  timely  to  direct  the  attention  of  the.  Supreme  Lodge 
to  the  consideration  of  an  auxiliary  to  the  Order  to  be  composed  of  the 
sons  and  brothers  of  our  members  from  18  to  21  years  of  age,  to  be  the 
preparatory  and  advancing  step  for  final  admission  to  full  membership  at 
21  years  of  age  under  regulations  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION,  PUBLICITY  AND 
DEVELOPMENT. 

I  can  conceive  no  reason  why  the  methods  effective  in  business  matters 
cannot  be  successfully  introduced  and  applied  to  the  fraternal  system 
without  in  the  least  disturbing  the  ethics  of  fraternalism.  A  department 
of  education,  publicity  and  development  has  suggested  itself  to  me  because 
of  the  seeming  necessity  of  continuing  without  interruption  a  fixed 
program  for  the  progress  and  development  of  the  Order.  Administra¬ 
tions  are  of  short  duration,  and  come  and  go,  and  the  plans  for  the 
extension  and  development  of  the  Order  are  thus  constantly  changing. 
My  observations  for  many  years  have  left  the  impression  upon  me  that 
in  these  constant  changes  we  are  apt  to  lose  whatever  there  has  been 
introduced  by  one  administration  of  decided  advantage  to  the  Order 
which  may  not  be  acceptable  or  persisted  in  by  the  succeeding  administra¬ 
tion.  A  permanent  department  such  as  has  been  suggested  by  me  could  be 
regulated  by  legislation  and  be  required  to  plan  and  present  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  a  definite  program  for  the  development  of  the  Order, 
to  be  carried  forward  in  a  well  defined,  systematic  and  successive  manner. 
If  the  Supreme  Lodge  believes  such  a  department  would  be  to  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  Order  the  composition  could  be  considered  further  and  the 
matter  of  management  readily  suggested.  From  this  department  should 
emanate  all  official  communications  and  publications  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  This  co-ordinated  system  would  eliminate  the  duplication  of 
service  and  expense  now  existing  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

THE  FLAG  CEREMONY. 

Under  the  Supreme  Statutes  at  the  opening  of  the  Lodge  all  present 
are  required  to  salute  the  flag,  exclaiming  at  the  same  time,  “Forever 
may  it  wave.”  There  is  nothing  in  the  Statutes  which  provides  that  this 
duty  shall  be  imposed  upon  members  entering  the  Lodge  after  it  has 
been  opened.  This  duty  should  be  made  uniform  and  observed  by  all 
members,  whether  in  the  Lodge  either  before  or  after  the  opening  of 
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same.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  Section  180  of  the  Supreme  Statutes 
be  amended  as  follows : 

“A  member  entering  the  Lodge,  after  the  Lodge  has  been  declared 
open  for  the  dispatch  of  business,  shall  proceed  to  the  altar  and,  before 
giving  any  sign,  he  shall  salute  the  flag,  exclaiming  at  the  same  time, 
‘Forever  may  it  wave !’  A  member  retiring  from  the  Lodge  before  the 
closing  thereof  shall,  without  exclamation,  salute  the  flag  before  giving 
any  sign.” 

The  observation  is  made  that  the  proposed  amendment  causes  the 
duty  imposed  to  be  uniformly  observed. 

OFFICIAL  RULINGS. 

I  have  been  requested  to  give  rulings  on  many  occasions  and  on 
various  questions  with  respect  to  the  Supreme  Statutes.  In  every  instance 
I  have  been  pleased  to  respond.  The  correspondence  in  connection  with 
these  matters  is  very  voluminous.  Many  of  the  rulings  asked  for  are  of 
insufficient  importance  to  incorporate  in  this  report. 

The  Statutes  of  our  Order  seem  to  be  uniformly  understood  and 
followed.  Only  occasionally  a  ruling  is  asked  on  an  important  and 
material  question. 

I  have  ruled  that  an  Indian  of  any  degree  is  not  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  as  he  does  not  come  under  the 
term  “White  Male,”  which  implies  Caucasian  origin. 

I  have  ruled  that  the  Chancellor  Commander  of  a  subordinate  lodge, 
which  has  merged  with  another  subordinate  lodge,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  he  shall  not  have  served  until  the  end  of  his  term,  is  entitled 
to  the  honor  of  Past  Chancellor,  but  that  this  did  not  apply  to  the  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  or  the  Master  of  Finance,  who,  under  the  law,  must 
have  served  their  Lodges  at  least  five  consecutive  years  in  said  office 
before  receiving  the  honor  of  a  Past  Chancellor.  In  support  of  this  ruling, 
I  call  attention  to  Paragraph  A  of  Article  VI  of  the  Supreme  Constitution. 

I  have  ruled  that  the  revision  and  codification  of  the  Constitution 
and  Grand  Statutes  of  a  Grand  Domain  are  not  subject  to  the  review  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  before  final  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Sec¬ 
tion  149  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  provides  that  this  shall  only  be  done  in 
the  case  of  the  institution  of  a  new  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Constitution 
and  Grand  Statutes  thereof. 

I  have  ruled  that  the  business  of  a  subordinate  lodge  must  be  con¬ 
ducted  when  the  Lodge  is  open  in  the  Rank  of  Knight.  That  the  Lodge 
is  only  open  in  the  Rank  of  Page  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  said 
Rank,  and  the  conferring  of  this  Rank  is  a  part  of  the  Order  of  Business, 
to-wit,  conferring  Ranks,  and  when  this  has  been  completed,  then  the 
Lodge  shall  proceed  to  transact  its  regular  business  in  the  Rank  of 
Knight. 

I  have  ruled  that  the  reconsideration  or  renewal  of  a  ballot,  after  it 
has  once  been  taken,  is  unlawful.  In  support  of  this  ruling  I  refer  to 
Section  207  of  the  Supreme  Statutes. 

In  the  question,  “Can  a  Lodge  Accept  an  Application  from  a  Person 
that  Is  Totally  Blind?”  I  have  ruled  as  follows: 

“In  replying  to  this  question  I  am  confronted  with  an  interpretation 
of  the  word  ‘maimed’  in  the  Supreme  Statutes.  Among  other  definitions 
the  word  ‘maimed’  is  defined  as  ‘physically  deficient.’  I  shall  accept  this 
view,  of  it,  and  if  the  applicant  is  sound  mentally  and  in  good  health,  and 
if  his  condition  in  no  wise  impairs  his  ability  or  efficiency  to  be  self- 
supporting,  I  would  say  that  his  disability  does  not  make  him  ineligible 
for  membership.  The  payment  of  the  dispensation  required  for  member- 
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ship  of  a  ‘maimed’  person  must  be  complied  with.  The  Supreme  Statutes 
does  not  fix  the  amount  This  is  left  to  the  Grand  or  subordinate  lodges 
to  determine.” 

I  have  ruled  that  the  Statute  providing  for  the  Flag  Ceremony  in 
the  closing  of  the  Lodge  does  not  require  the  use  of  the  words  “Forever 
may  it  wave”  after  the  salute  to  the  flag. 

I  have  ruled  that  the  Pythian  Catechism  is  not  a  part  of  the  secret 
work  of  the  Order,  and  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Page,  Esquire, 
or  Knight. 

On  April  30,  1919,  a  ruling  on  the  following  question  was  requested : 
Is  the  Chancellor  Commander  of  the  Rank  Staff  qualified  to  give  the 
semi-annual  password  to  the  Esquire  who  is  being  knighted?  My  ruling 
was :  “Any  person  legallv  conferring  any  of  the  ranks  of  the  Order  is 
authorized  to  give  all  of  the  secret  work  to  the  candidate,  and  in  the 
rank  of  Knight  the  semi-annual  password.” 

On  May  8,  1920,  a  ruling  was  asked  again  on  the  same  auestion.  In 
this  instance  it  will  be  observed  that  the  regular  Chancellor  Commander 
of  the  Lodge  was  present.  I  examined  the  Supreme  Statutes  with  care 
to  determine  the  distinction  between  Section  193  and  Section  215,  and 
concluded  to  make  a  ruling  which  might  in  a  measure  be  regarded  as 
reversing  the  ruling  heretofore  made.  I  regard  this  conclusion  to  be  of 
sufficient  importance  to  submit  the  entire  ruling  for  consideration.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Your  communication  has  been  forwarded  to  me.  You  observe  I  am  in  North 
Dakota,  absent  from  my  office,  and  for  this  reason  unable  to  take  up  the  subject 
matter  of  your  letter  before  this  time.  I  am  now  engaged  in  my  official  visitations 
as  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  do  not  expect  to  return  to  Denver  until  June  4. 

Replying  to  your  inquiry,  I  desire,  first,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  obligation 
assumed  in  the  Ritual  in  the  Knights  Rank,  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  Semi- 
Annual  password,  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  communicated  and  from  whom. 
The  careful  consideration  of  the  Ritual  as  it  relates  to  the  Semi-Annual  password, 
will  disclose  the  extremely  cautious  methods  laid  down  and  to  be  pursued  in  the 
matter  of  the  Semi-Annual  password. 

Section  193  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  leaves  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  officer  of 
the  lodge,  or  the  member  of  the  lodge  selected  by  the  lodge  to  officiate  as  Chancellor 
Commander  in  the  absence  of  the  regularly  elected  Chancellor  Commander,  assumes 
and  has  all  of  the  authority  of  the  duly  elected  Chancellor  Commander  of  the  lodge. 
It  is  to  be  particularly  noted  that  Section  193  fully  sets  forth,  that  the  Chancellor 
Commander  selected  by  the  lodge,  or  the  officer  who  assumes  the  office  of  Chancellor 
Commander,  is  clothed  with  complete  authority  to  function  as  Chancellor  Com¬ 
mander  as  if  he  was  the  regularly  elected  Chancellor  Commander  of  the  lodge. 

As  distinguished  from  Section  193,  Section  215  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  only 
authorizes  the  Chancellor  Commander  of  the  lodge  to  call  at  his  pleasure  any  Knight 
to  the  chair  to  assist  in  conferring  any  Rank,  or  by  consent  of  the  lodge  he  may  assign 
the  work  to  a  team. 

Section  215,  you  will  observe,  differs  from  Section  193  in  that  no  statement  is 
made  that  the  acting  Chancellor  Commander  possesses  all  of  the  authority  of  the 
regular  Chancellor  Commander.  If,  under  the  statutes,  it  was  intended  that  the 
acting  Chancellor  Commander  should  have  the  full  authority  of  the  regularly  elected 
Chancellor  Commander,  the  statutes  would  have  so  declared,  as  we  find  it  in  Section 
193,  and  in  the  absence  of  this  declaration  it  is  my  judgment  that  a  Chancellor 
Commander  acting  under  Section  215  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  to  assist  the  regular 
Chancellor  Commander  of  the  lodge  in  conferring  a  Rank  or  the  Ranks  of  the  Order, 
and  the  duly  elected  Chancellor  Commander  being  present,  the  acting  Chancellor 
Commander  has  no  authority  under  the  law  to  communicate  the  Semi-Annual  pass¬ 
word  to  the  Candidate,  or  Candidates  as  the  case  may  be.

CORRECTIONS  IN  LEGISLATION. 

Sections  247,  248  and  250,  Amended  Statutes  of  1916,  relating  to 
transfer  cards,  are  ambiguous  or  conflicting. 
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Under  247,  a  member  in  possession  of  an  official  receipt  showing  his 
dues  paid  not  less  than  two  months  in  advance  of  the  date  of  his  applica¬ 
tion  for  membership,  etc.,  and  who  desires  to  unite  with  some  Lodge  other 
than  the  one  with  which  he  holds  membership,  he  may  do  so  by  making 
application  for  such  membership,  accompanied  by  his  official  receipt  and 
fee  required  by  law.  If  elected  to  membership,  the  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  of  the  Lodge  makes  application  for  a  transfer  card  for  a  member 
already  elected. 

Under  Section  248  the  Lodge  requested  for  the  transfer  card  shall 
issue  same  unless  charges  be  pending  against  the  member.  Here,  again, 
we  find  if  the  transfer  card  is  issued  to  the  member,  then  he  shall  become 
a  member  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  made  application. 

Under  Section  250  an  application  for  membership  by  transfer  card 
as 'herein  provided  shall  be  upon  a  special  form  to  be  provided  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge  and  shall  be  subject  to  investigation  and  ballot  as  provided 
for  in  Sections  202  and  203  of  the  Supreme  Statutes. 

These  three  Sections  are  conflicting  and  should  be  corrected.  Under 
Section  247  the  member  is  elected  upon  the  presentation  of  an  official 
receipt.  Under  Section  248  we  find  that  the  member  who  had  already 
become  a  member  under  247  is  not  yet  a  member  until  the  transfer  card 
has  been  received,  and  then  “he  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Lodge  to 
which  he  made  application.” 

Under  Section  250  “an  application  for  membership  by  deposit  of 
transfer  card  as  herein  provided  shall  be  upon  a  special  form  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  shall  be  subject  to  investigation  and 
ballot  as  provided  in  Sections  202  and  203,  Supreme  Statutes.” 

If  these  sections  are  conflicting,  legislation  should  be  enacted  to  make 
proper  corrections.  If  ambiguous,  the  language  of  the  sections  should  be 
cleared  up.  These  three  sections  have  been  confusing  to  subordinate 
lodges,  who  are  unable  to  connect  them  and  determine  the  proper  method 
to  be  pursued  in  the  premises. 

Section  194-A,  Amended  Statutes  1918,  should  be  Section  193-A. 

Section  194-A  has  no  connection  whatever  with  Section  194,  but  is 
directly  related  to  Section  193. 

APPEALS  REFUSED. 

Requests  for  permission  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  circularize 
the  Lodges  of  the  Supreme  Domain  with  appeals  to  procure  funds  for 
the  erection  of  Castle  Halls  or  to  liquidate  debts  on  Castle  Halls  have 
been  refused  in  every  instance.  Some  Lodges  undertook  to  circularize 
the  Supreme  Domain  without  authority  or  even  an  effort  made  to  procure 
the  sanctioning  thereof.  Immediately  action  of  this  sort  was  brought  to 
my  notice  I  communicated  with  the  Lodge  and  with  the  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Domain  and  ordered  the  prompt  discontinuance  of  the  appeal 
made.  This  mandate  was  always  obeyed.  It  will  be  apparent  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  that  permission  should  not  be  given  to  effect  an  appeal 
to  Lodges  in  the  Supreme  Domain  for  the  purposes  as  above  set  forth. 
If  permitted,  the  Lodges  would  be  besieged  with  appeals  for  aid  to  erect 
Castle  Halls,  and  for  the  payment  of  debts.  I  have  often  keenly  regretted 
my  own  determination  in  these  matters,  because  of  my  desire  to  assist 
the  Lodges,  but  I  felt  it  was  neither  good  policy  nor  expedient,  nor  even 
businesslike,  to  grant  the  permissions  requested.  The  Supreme  Lodge 
should  give  no  encouragement  to  these  propositions. 
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DECISION  OF  THE  SUPREME  TRIBUNAL. 

DECISION  OF  THE  SUPREME  TRIBUNAL  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  EXPENSES  OF  THE 
PYTHIAN  WAR  RELIEF  COMMISSION. 


IN  re: 

Petition  by  Charles  S.  Davis, 

Supreme  Chancellor, 

For  Construction  of  Statutes. 

PETITION. 

1.  General  Fund  Defined — The  term  “general  fund”  as  used  in  appropriation 
statutes  is  a  collective  designation  of  money  in  the  treasury  (exchequer)  collected 
for  general  governmental  purposes. 

2.  Special  Fund— A  “special  fund”  is  that  which  is  collected  and  held  for  a 
special  purpose  authorized  by  law. 

3.  Disbursement  of  Funds — There  can  be  no  disbursement  of  the  funds,  general 
or  special  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  unless  the  same  have  been  regularly  appropriated 
as  provided  by  law. 

4.  Not  an  Appropriation— The  mere  direction  by  statute  of  the  fund  from 
which  an  expense  may  be  paid  is  not  an  appropriation  of  that  fund  to  authorize  the 
drawing  or  payment  of  exchequer  orders. 

Judgment  April  8,  1919. 

Opinion  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  by  Myers,  C.  T. 


Under  date  September  14,  1918,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  addressed  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  in  the  following  communication: 

Brothers:  The  Supreme  Chancellor  submits  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal  through 
its  Chief  Tribune  for  formal  adjudication  and  determination  of  the  correct  construc¬ 
tion  and  application  of  chapter  xiv,  part  i,  division  i  of  the  Supreme  statutes,  found 
on  pages  147,  148  and  149  of  the  daily  proceedings.  The  part  thereof  giving  rise 
to  the  questions  submitted  being  Section  76p:  “The  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.” 

Attention  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  is  directed  to  chapter  ii,  division  i,  part  i  of 
the  Supreme  statutes  under  caption,  “Funds,”  but  more  particularly  to*  Sections  67 
and  68  thereof  bearing  directly  upon  the  question  submitted. 

Attention  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  is  directed  to  the  biennial  budget  enacted  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  thirtieth  regular  convention  held  in  Detroit  during  August, 
1918,  and  designated  document  131,  and  appearing  on  page  116  of  the  daily 
proceedings. 

Having  referred  to  the  statutes  and  the  biennial  budget,  we  now  point  out  the 
possible  ambiguity  and  uncertainty  that  gives  rise  to  the  questions  submitted. 
Section  67  of  the  Supreme  statutes  provides: 

“No  disbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  made 
unless  the  same  have  been  regularly  appropriated  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.” 
Section  68  of  the  Supreme  statutes  provides  that  the  form  for  appropriation 
bills  for  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  substantially  as  follows: 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sums  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  are  hereby  appropri¬ 
ated  for  the  purposes  herein  specified.  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  exchequer  orders,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  for  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  needed 
from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements.” 

Section  76p  of  the  recent  enactment  herein  referred  to  creating  the  War  Relief 
Commission,  provides: 

“The  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge.” 

The  biennial  budget  does  not  make  specified  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of 
the  War  Relief  Commission.  The  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  is  requested  to 
determine  the  following: 

1.  A  construction  of  the  term  “general  fund,”  and  what  part  of  the  funds  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  constitutes  the  general  fund. 

2.  No  specified  appropriation  having  been  made  in  the  biennial  budget  to  make 
provision  for  the  War  Relief  Commission,  is  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  properly  within  the  law,  authorized  in  approving  of  said  orders  for  the  use  of 
such  portion  of  the  general  fund  as  may  be  needed  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
War  Relief  Commission. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  specified  appropriation  does  not  appear  in  the  biennial 
budget,  is  it  not  the  will  and  intention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  fully  expressed  in  the 
enactment  of  the  statute  providing  for  the  creation  of  the  War  Relief  Commission, 
and  further  providing  in  Section  76p  thereof,  that  the  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor  approving  of  same, 
notwithstanding  that  the  biennial  budget  does  not  include  a  specified  appropriation 
for  the  exoenses  of  the  War  Relief  Commission.

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This  is  a  proceeding  by  petition  under  Section  135,  Supreme  statutes.  The 
Supreme  Chancellor,  by  his  petition,  expresses  opinion  that  there  is  apparent  uncer¬ 
tainty  as  to  the  meaning,  construction  and  application  of  Section  76p  of  the  Pythian 
War  Relief  Commission  statute  which  was  enacted  at  the  Detroit  convention,  1918, 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  submits  for  judicial  determination  certain  questions,  now 
considered  in  the  order  found  in  the  petition. 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  it  may  be  said  that  the  term  “general  fund”  as 
used  in  the  statute  in  question,  and  as  used  in  appropriation  statutes  generally,  means 
the  collective  designation  of  money  in  the  treasury,  collected  for  general  governmental 
purposes,  for  which  it  may  be  appropriated  by  formal  enactment  as  required  by  law. 

The  term  “general”  or  “common”,  as  applied  to  the  fund  is  to  discriminate 
between  that  part  of  the  fund  which  is  for  general  use  and  appropriation,  from  that 
part  which  is  held  for  special  use  and  appropriation.  Under  the  War  Relief  Com¬ 
mission  act,  the  money  collected  by  and  for  the  commission,  being  for  a  special  pur¬ 
pose,  would  constitute  a  special  fund,  which  could  not  be  legally  applied  to  any  pur¬ 
pose  other  than  as  provided  by  the  act.  In  appropriation  of  either  the  general  fund 
or  of  the  special  fund  in  the  exchequer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Sections  67  and  68, 
S.  S.,  applies  and  controls. 

As  to  second  question  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  the  answer  is,  that  no  specified 
appropriation  having  been  made  in  the  biennial  budget,  or  otherwise,  for  the  expense 
of  the  War  Relief  Commission,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  without 
authority,  either  to  approve  or  to  draw  exchequer  orders  upon  the  general  fund,  or 
upon  any  special  fund,  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  for  the  expense  of  the  War  Relief 
Commission. 

Stated  in  our  own  way,  the  question,  in  substance,  is  this:  Is  the  provision  of 
Section  76p,  that  “the  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,”  an  appropriation  for  these  expenses,  which  will  author¬ 
ize  the  drawing  of  exchequer  orders,  as  provided  by  Section  68,  S.  S’.? 

Article  viii,  Section  12,  par.  b.  Constitution,  enjoins  that  no  moneys  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  exchequer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  except  as  provided  by  law.  Pur¬ 
suant  of  this  constitutional  requirement,  Sections  67  and  68,  Supreme  statutes,  were 
enacted,  and  are  now  in  full  force.  Under  Section  67,  “no  disbursement  of  the 
funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  made  unless  the  same  have  been  regularly 
appropriated  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.”  Section  68  directs  the  form  of  ah  appropria¬ 
tion  bill,  and  requires  that  it  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  appropriation 
is  made.  Clearly,  Section  76p  may  not  be  construed  as  an  appropriation  of  funds 
conformably  with  Sections  67  and  68.  Neither  in  form  nor  in  substance,  may  it 
even  be  regarded  as  an  attempted  appropriation.  It  merely  designates  the  fund  from 
which  an  appropriation  may  be  made. 

Our  construction  of  Section  76p  may  be  taken  as  answer  to  the  third  question  by 
the  Supreme  Chancellor.  It  is  not  to  speculate  unon  what  the  Supreme  Lodge 
intended  otherwise  than  to  say,  that  in  the  legislation  of  1918,  it  must  be  held  to 
have  intended  conformity  with  Sections  67  and  68,  which  was  then,  and  is  now 
the  law.  There  is  nothing  in  the  act  of  1918  from  which  to  infer  an  intention  to 
repeal  Sections  67  and  68,  nor  is  there  such  repugnance,  any  repugnance  in  fact, 
to  suggest  an  intended  repeal  by  implication. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  no  appropriation  for  expense  of  the  Pythian  War 
Relief  Commission  having  been  made,  there  is  no  fund,  general  or  special,  in  the 
keeping  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  upon  which  exchequer  orders  may  be  legally  drawn 
for  payment  of  the  commission  expense. 

It  is  therefore  decided,  adjudged  and  determined: 

1.  That  there  was  no  appropriation  by  Section  76p  of  the  statute  in  question, 
nor  by  any  other  statute  for  the  expense  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission. 

2.  That  there  is  no  fund,  general  or  special,  in  the  keeping  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  upon  which  exchequer  orders  may  be  legally  drawn  or  paid  for  the  expense 
of  the  said  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission. 

THE  DEFALCATION  OF  PAUL  J.  B.  HAVERLY. 

The  report  of  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  Meares  showing  gross 
receipts  received  from  Grand  Domains  up  to  and  including  December  31, 
1919,  gives  credit  to  the  Domain  of  Illinois  for  the  amount  of  $14,445.42, 
as  having  been  received  by  the  custodian  of  the  War  Relief  Fund.  I  am 
not  advised  of  the  total  collections  made  in  this  Domain  in  behalf  of  the 
fund.  Document  No.  34  of  the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  Illinois 
1918  Convention  discloses  that  $37,490.01  was  collected  from  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  in  Illinois  and  was  at  that  time  being  held  in  the  Domain, 
the  said  resolution  bearing  instructions  that  the  funds  represented  by 
Certificates  of  Deposit  for  the  above  amount  be  forwarded  to  the  Supreme 
Master  of  Exchequer  as  fast  as  the  Certificates  of  Deposits  representing 
the  fund  shall  mature.  The  record  shows  that  the  document  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois. 
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The  Supreme  ■Chancellor  had  implicit  faith  that  the  instructions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  would  be  obeyed.  A  communication  received  from  Supreme 
Representative  William  G.  Edens  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
instructions  contained  in  the  resolution  were  violated  and  that  certain 
Certificates  of  Deposit  had  matured  and  were  being  held  contrary  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.  My  reply  to  Brother  Edens 
was  that  I  would  officially  make  a  demand  upon  the  Grand  Chancellor 
and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Illinois  to  comply  with 
the  Supreme  Statutes  and  the  resolution  of  the  Illinois  Grand  Lodge. 

In  reporting  this  matter  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  it  is  my  desire  to 
furnish  complete  information  regarding  this  defalcation  and  disclose  the 
efforts  made  by  me  to  procure  from  the  officers  in  Illinois  obedience  to 
the  mandate  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  with  respect  to  the  funds  collected 
for  War  Relief,  and  I  herewith  submit  a  copy  of  the  order  demanding 
the  transmission  of  the  funds,  naming  the  amounts  known  to  be  on  deposit 
in  Chicago.  The  file  of  correspondence  in  this  matter  in  my  office  is 
voluminous  and  I  shall  only  incorporate  into  this  report  such  correspond¬ 
ence  as  I  believe  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  be  interested  in.

IN  RE  WAR  RELIEF  FUND  HELD  BY  YOU  AS  CUSTODIAN  UNDER  THE  LAW. 

I  refer  you,  first,  to  Section  76d  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  as  follows: 

“76d.  The  War  Relief  Council  of  each  Domain  shall  direct  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  all  moneys  for  the  War  Relief  Fund  and  see  that  such  moneys, 
when  collected,  are  promptly  forwarded  to  the  proper  officials,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  expenses  of  the  council  shall  be  borne  by  the  Grand  Domain 
in  which  such  council  is  located.” 

Next  I  refer  you  to  Section  76e  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  as  follows: 

“76e.  All  moneys  collected  from  any  source  for  the  War  Relief  Fund 
shall  be  transmitted  immediately  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
in  the  Domain  in  which  contribution  is  made,  and  he  shall  on  the  first  day  of 
each  month  transmit  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  and 
at  the  same  time  submit  to  each  member  of  the  War  Relief  Council  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  money,  or  moneys  sent  to  the  Sunreme  Master  of  Exchequer, 
itemized  as  to  the  amounts,  and  from  whom  received.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  Illinois,  1918  Convention,  disclose  Document 
No.  34,  being  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  War  Relief  Funds,  as  follows: 

“To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  special  committee  on  War  Relief  Funds  beg  leave  to  report  that 
we  find  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  passed  legislation  for  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  this  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund.  We  find  that  the  sum 
of  $37,490.01  collected  from  the  subordinate  lodges  should  be  turned  over 
by  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  and  we  recommend  that  the  funds  be  for¬ 
warded  as  fast  as  the  certificates  of  deposit  representing  such  funds  mature.

“Report  adopted.” 

This  document  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois. 

Official  information  received  by  me  from  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  dis¬ 
closes  that  these  funds  are  now  being  held  in  Illinois.  I  have  the  further  informa¬ 
tion  that  the  certificates  of  deposit  representing  the  War  Relief  Fund  matured 
February  1,  1919.  Under  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  these  funds 
should  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  I  have  the  infor¬ 
mation,  however,  that  the  moneys  were  withdrawn  from  the  Central  Trust  Co.,  on 
April  21,  1919,  and  redeposited  in  the  Harris  Trust  &  Savings  Bank  on  the  same 
date.  This  action  was  contrary  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois,  ordering  the  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 

Apart  from  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  the  Supreme 
Statutes  make  specific  provision  with  respect  to  the  collection  and  forwarding  of  War 
Relief  Funds  collected  in  Grand  Domains.  We  have  the  information  that  the  funds 
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deposited  in  the  Harris  Trust  &  Savings  Bank  are  represented  by  two  certificates, 
one  for  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  and  the  other  for  the  sum  of  $340.00,  the  latter 
representing  interest  accrued  and  paid  by  the  Central  Trust  Co.  . 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  does  now  officially,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  the  Constitution  and  Supreme  Statutes  of  the  Order,  officially  make 
demand  upon  you,  as  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the  Domain  of 
Illinois,  and  in  compliance  with  the  Supreme  Statutes  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  full, 
that  you  proceed  without  delay  to  transmit  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer, 
Thomas  D.  Meares,  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  all  of  the  moneys  held  by  you, 
belonging  to  the  War  Relief  Fund  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.

Enclosed  you  will  please  find  a  copy  of  my  official  communication  this  day 
mailed  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Illinois,  Brother  Paul  J.  B. 
Haverly,  the  said  communication  being  a  demand  for  the  prompt  transmission  of 
the  funds  held  in  Illinois  to  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  Thomas 
D.  Meares,  Wilmington,  North  Carolina. 

I  shall  expect  your  good  office  and  co-operation  with  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  no  further  delay  in  the  proper  and  lawful 
transmission  of  these  funds  as  contemplated  in  the  Supreme  Statutes  fully  set  forth 
in  my  communication  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  Further,  I  am 
unable  to  comprehend  why  Document  34,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Illinois,  is  not  complied  with.  However,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  this  matter 
is  concerned  in  the  application  of  the  Supreme  law,  and  trusts  that  it  will  be 
complied  with  fully. 

We  have  exercised  patience  in  this  matter,  feeling  that  the  funds  would  be 
forwarded  with  certainty  under  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois, 
which  resolution  is  a  mandatory  order,  upon  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  transmit  the  funds  when  the  certificates  of  deposit 
matured.  This  was  not  done,  and  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  as  well  as  the 
Supreme  law  have  not  been  complied  with.  Therefore  I  am  called  upon  to  do  my 
duty  as  Supreme  Chancellor,  and,  in  behalf  of  the  Order,  to  proceed  in  a  lawful 
way  to  enforce  the  Supreme  Statutes  in  the  premises. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  matter  will  be  adjusted  fraternally  and  lawfully,  and 
that  the  order  and  demand  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  will  be  complied  with 
promptly.  We  are  keenly  desirous  of  having  an  harmonious  and.  satisfactory  adjust¬ 
ment  in  the  interest  of  the  Domain  of  Illinois  and  the  Order  in  general.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

I  am  unable  to  understand  why  the  certificates  of  deposit  representing  the  War 
Relief  Fund  of  Illinois  have  not  been  forwarded  as  promised  by  you  as  custodian  of 
this  fund.  The  Grand  Chancellor  promised  me  that  he  would  attend  to  this  matter 
promptly  upon  his  arrival  in  Chicago.  A  card  from  him  advised  me  that  he  was  in 
Chicago  on  Monday,  the  4th  inst.,  and  would  attend  to  this  matter.  After  waiting 
patiently  for  a  number  of  days  to  hear  from  you,  I  sent  the  enclosed  night  letter, 
and  have  been  awaiting  a  reply. 

From  the  statements  made  by  you  to  me  in  connection  with  the  War  Relief 
Fund  and  your  attitude  concerning  same,  I  felt  convinced  that  you  would  take  care 
of  the  matter  properly  and  comply  with  the  Supreme  Statutes.  I  have  not  doubted 
your  word,  and  therefore  have  been  patient  in  taking  definite  action  to  secure  proper 
performance  under  the  Supreme  Statute  as  well  as  under  the  resolution  passed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  authorizing  and  instructing  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  and  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  transmit  the  War  Relief  Fund  of  Illinois  to 
the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  when  the  certificates  of  deposit  matured. 

I  had  your  promise  personally  while  in  your  office  that  these  certificates,  properly 
endorsed,  would  be  mailed  from  your  office  on  Tuesday,  August  6.  I  have  not 
heard  a  word  from  you  concerning  them.  Unless  I  receive  a  wire  from  Denver, 
stating  that  the  certificates  have  been  received,  I  shall  be  in  Chicago  on  the  16th 
inst.,  and  trust  then  that  the  certificates  will  be  handed  over  to  me  or  forwarded 
to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  I  desire  that  this  matter  be  adjusted  har¬ 
moniously,  as  it  ought  to  be,  in  the  interest  of  all  concerned.  If  it  cannot  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  this  way,  then  I  shall  proceed  at  once  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  War 
Relief  Fund  and  the  contributors  to  the  fund  within  the  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois, 
and  take  such  action  as  shall  be  found  necessary  in  the  premises.

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Attention  is  directed  to  the  letters  of  Von  Fossen  of  July  2  and 
Haverly  of  July  7.  The  funds  had  not  been  transmitted  as  promised.  On 
the  16th  of  July  I  called  at  the  office  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  in  Chicago  on  my  way  East  on  official  visitations.  It  was  then 
agreed  that  the  Certificates  of  Deposit  properly  endorsed  over  to  Supreme 
Master  of  Exchequer  Meares  would  be  mailed  from  Chicago,  either 
direct  to  Brother  Meares  or  through  my  office,  not  later  than  August  6. 
The  certificates  were  not  transmitted,  whereupon  the  following  telegrams 
were  sent  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.

I  expected  certificates  of  deposit  last  Thursday  as  promised  by  you.  Had  word 
from  the  Grand  Chancellor  from  Chicago  last  Monday  that  he  was  in  Chicago  attend¬ 
ing  to  this  matter.  Wire  immediately  if  certificates  have  been  forwarded  and  if  not 
why  not.  If  necessary  I  shall  again  return  to  Chicago  immediately  and  take  definite 
action  in  this  important  matter.  I  have  relied  upon  your  promise  to  comply  with 
the  law  and  forward  the  certificates  without  further  delay.

Returning  from  the  Eastern  visitation  I  arrived  in  Chicago  on  the 
morning  of  Saturday,  August  16,  and  without  any  delay  proceeded  to 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  The  investigation 
made  by  me  leading  up  to  the  disclosure  of  the  embezzlement  of  the  fund 
by  Haverly  is  completely  set  forth  in  my  communication  to  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  Brown  of  date  August  26 ;  a  copy  of  this  communication  was 
also  sent  to  each  member  of  the  War  Relief  Commission. 


August  26,  1919. 

Hon.  John  J.  Brown,  P.  S.  C., 

Vandalia,  Illinois. 

My  Dear  Brother  Brown: 

I  have  for  reply  your  several  letters  of  recent  date.  I  returned  home  Saturday 
night  and  have  been  very  busy  ever  since.  Letters  of  importance  received  at  this 
office  are  usually  forwarded  and  I  take  care  of  them  en  route,  but  I  requested  that 
nothing  be  forwarded  on  account  of  the  Chicago  complication,  so  that  I  could  give 
the  Haverly  matter  my  full  attention. 

Briefly  stated,  the  facts  are  these: 

After  constant  pressure  on  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Haverly,  I  secured  the 
promise  that  the  certificates  of  deposit,  properly  endorsed,  would  be  forwarded  directly 
to  Brother  Meares  or  sent  through  my  office  to  Brother  Meares  on  August  6.  I 
heard  nothing  further.  On  August  10  I  sent  Haverly  a  wire  inquiring  whether  the 
certificates  had  been  sent,  and  if  not,  why  not;  that  it  was  my  intention  to  come  to 
Chicago  immediately  and  take  definite  action  with  respect  to  the  fund  if  it  had  not 
been  forwarded.  I  received  no  reply  whatever  to  this  wire. 

I  left  Denver  on  August  11  to  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  Convention  of  Iowa 
and  the  D.  O.  K.  K.  meeting  at  Peoria.  I  arrived  in  Chicago  on  the  morning  of 
Saturday,  the  16th.  I  immediately  went  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  and  was  informed  by  his  clerk  that  Haverly  left  August  6  on  his  vacation, 
expecting  to  be  absent  four  or  five  days;  that  when  he  left  he  said  he  would  not 
write  to  the  office  nor  did  he  want  the  office  to  write  to  him.  My  suspicion  was 
then  aroused.  I  inquired  whether  his  wife  had  heard  from  him;  the  clerk  said  she 
had.  I  asked  the  'clerk  to  call  Mrs.  Haverly  up  and  secure  definite  information 
as  to  when  Haverly  would  return.  Mrs.  Haverly  stated  she  expected  him  home 
that  day.  This  did  not  satisfy  me.  _I  called  the  Grand  Chancellor  at  Beardstown  by 
phone  on  Saturday  afternoon.  My  interview  with,  him  was  to  this  effect:  That  he 
and  Haverly  went  to  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  properly  endorsed  the 
certificates  of  deposit  representing  the  War  Relief  Fund,  and  secured  therefor,  on 
the  advice  of  Mr.  Walker  of  the  Bank,  a  cashier’s  check  for  the  sum  of  $30,000, 
payable  to  Thomas  D.  Meares,  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  I  questioned  the 
Grand  Chancellor  closely  and  he  said  that  he  was  present  when  this  cashier’s  check 
was  issued  and  turned  it  over  to  Haverly  to  be  sent  to  Brother  Meares.  This  ended 
our  conversation,  but  did  not  satisfy  me. 
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I  immediately  wired  to  Brother  Meares  asking  him  whether  he  had  received 
the  cashier’s  check.  Brother  Meares  replied  promptly  that  he  had  not  received  the 
check.  Whereupon  I  called  up  the  Grand  Chancellor  by  phone  again,  told  him  of 
the  reply  that  I  received  from  Meares,  and  summoned  him  to  come  to  Chicago  at 
once.  He  stated  that  he  could  not  leave,  that  he  was  in  the  course  of  preparation 
of  his  report.  This  was  late  Saturday  afternoon  and  nothing  could  be  done.  The 
Grand  Chancellor  did  not  appear  on  Sunday. 

I  had  a  conference  with  Brother  Edens,  stating  the  situation  as  I  found  it  in 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  that  I  had  wired  Brother 
Meares.  This  was  late  Saturday  night.  I  could  not  reach  Brother  Edens  Saturday 
night  or  Sunday  to  advise  him  of  the  reply  of  Brother  Meares.  I  sought  to  get 
him  on  Monday  morning  early,  but  found  that  he  was  at  home,  not  feeling  well. 
I  requested  him  to  call  up  the  officer  at  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  and 
identify  me  as  Supreme  Chancellor  and  that  I  would  proceed  to  the  bank,  give 
proper '  evidence  for  my  own  identification,  and  make  an  investigation  of  -the  situation 
with  respect  to  the  cashier’s  check. 

Upon  my  arrival  at  the  bank,  Mr.  Hoover,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  called 
in  Mr.  Walker,  who  did  the  business  with  Haverly.  Mr.  Walker  was  requested  to 
produce  the  certificates  of  deposit,  the  cashier’s  check  and  the  warrants  signed  by 
Haverly  as  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  upon  which  the  cash  was  received 
from  the.  bank.  My  careful  investigation  of  all  these  items  resulted  in  disclosing 
the  forgeries. 

Haverly  forged  the  endorsement  of  Meares  on  the  back  of  the  cashier’s  check, 
under  which  appeared  the  rubber  stamp  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois 
guaranteeing  all  other  endorsements  appearing  upon  the  check,  and  deposited  it  to 
the  credit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  merging  the  War  Relief  Fund  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  Fund  of  Illinois,  upon  which,  it  appears,  Haverly  had  authority  to 
draw  checks.  This  occurred  on  the  5th.  On  the  6th  two  checks  were  drawn  against 
the  Grand  Lodge  Fund  and  signed  by  Haverly,  one  for  the  amount  of  $18,815  and 
the  other  for  $20,405.  The  cash  was  handed  to  Haverly  by  Mr.  Walker.  All  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Fund  was  not  drawn  upon.  There  remains  a  balance  of  $9,597.40. 

The  investigation  also  disclosed  that  Haverly  drew  upon  the  account  of  the 

Insurance  Department  for  $1,896.03,  leaving  a  balance  of  a  couple  of  dollars.  A 

check  against  this  account  was  cashed  at  the  window,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  a 
certificate  of  deposit  payable  to  Von  Fossen  and  Haverly,  as  custodians  of  the  War 
Relief  Fund,  for  the  sum  of  $601,  representing  the  interest  accumulated  on  the 

War  Relief  Fund.  Upon  this  certificate  Haverly  forged  Von  Fossen’s  name  and 

procured  the  amount  in  cash. 

Having  all  of  this  evidence  at  hand,  I  left  the  bank  and  phoned  and  wired 
at  the  same  time  to  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  take  the  first  train  for  Chicago.  He 
arrived  in  Chicago  late  Monday  night.  On  Tuesday  morning,  the  Grand  Chancellor, 
Brother  Edens  and  I  returned  to  the  bank  to  corroborate  the  evidence  that  I  had 
secured.  The  Grand  Chancellor  thereupon,  and  upon  my  counsel  and  the  counsel 
of  others,  wired  to  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  Supreme  Representatives  to  come 
to  Chicago  at  once  for  a  conference.  Upon  my  request,  Supreme  Representative 
Witte,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  attended  the  conference  also.  The 
conference  took  place  Wednesday  morning  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  and  was  designated  as  the  Grand  Council.  At  this  meeting  the 
Grand  Chancellor,  upon  advice  and  counsel  given,  appointed  a  Legal  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  to  determine  what  should  be  done  in  the  premises. 

Haverly  was  bonded  for  $15,000.  The  bond  companies  were  notified.  The 
Harris  Trust  Company  was  also  served  with  notice  regarding  the  endorsements  as 
being  forgeries.  On  Thursday  morning  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  Haverly  was 
taken  out  and  sworn  to  by  the  Grand  Chancellor. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  extracted  from  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank, 
a  bank  book  was  found  in  the  desk  showing  that  Haverly  had  opened  up  an  account 
at  the  Fort  Dearborn  National  Bank,  deposited  $10,000  therein  at  various  times, 
beginning  with  July  5.  This  account  was  looted  also  to  the  extent  only  of  leaving 
a  balance  of  $1.35. 

Having  discovered  Haverly’s  defalcation  on  account  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment,  I  phoned  for  Wade  or  Powers  to  come  to  Chicago  at  once — preferably  Powers 
—on  account  of  his  ability  to  make  an  accounting  of  the  books.  Powers  came, 
arriving  in  Chicago  on  Tuesday  morning.  The  National  Surety  Company  was  notified 
at  once.  The  Insurance  Department,  of  course,  is  protected  from  any  loss. 

Haverly’s  defalcation,  embezzlement  and  forgeries  will  represent  a  total  of 
$52,000,  against  which  there  are  surety  bonds  of  $17,000,  which  can  be  collected  from 
the  surety  companies. 

Added  to  the  sums  extracted  from  the  banks,  Haverly  discounted  a  note  for 
$900  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  payment  of  a  lot  owned  by  the  Grand  Lodge; 
also  $100  in  cash  given  as  part  payment;  disposed  of  four  $100  liberty  bonds,  the 
latter  two  items  being  in  the  steel  box  in  the  vault  in  the  office.  In  other  words, 
he  took  everything  in  sight  that  was  portable.  My  estimate  is  that  the  losses  in 
Grand  Lodge  funds  will  amount  to  $20,500. 

Note  that  I  finally  succeeded  in  getting  the  endorsement  on  the  back  of  the 
certificates  of  deposit,  for  which  a  cashier’s  check  was  drawn  in  favor  of  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  then  the  scoundrel  Haverly  got  to  work.  The 
police  of  Chicago  have  already  disclosed  that  he  is  an  ex-convict,  having  served 
two  years  in  the  Nevada  penitentiary  for  check  cashing.  Note  also  that  Haverly 
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decamped  on  the  6th  of  August.  Evidently  his  absence  was  a  matter  of  indiffer¬ 
ence  to  the  regular  visitors  at  his  office.  I  appeared  on  the  scene  on  the  16th,  ten 
days  after  he  decamped,  to  discover  that  fraud  arid  criminal  acts  had  been  committed. 
Quite  likely  if  I  had  not  appeared  there,  it  would  still  be  regarded  that  Haverly  was 
away  on  his  vacation. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  had  enforced  the  Supreme  law  by  issuing  an  order 
and  demand  for  the  fund.  This  order  was  obeyed,  but  Haverly  had  planned  to  get 
away  with  the  fund  in  the  end.  He  is  a  keen,  planning  criminal  with  experience. 
I  never  had  any  faith  in  the  fellow,  but  his  making  was  of  Illinois  and  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  was  merely  a  looker-on. 

The  matter  stands  this  way:  The  Legal  Advisory  Committee,  of  which  the 
Grand  Chancellor  is  Chairman,  and  which  consists  of  members  of  the  Order,  is 
empowered  to  secure  counsel.  Competent  authorities  believe  that  the  Harris  Trust 
and  Savings  Bank  is  liable  for  the  forged  endorsements  and  the  payment  of  the 
sums  of  money  procured  through  these  forged  endorsements.  I  _  stood  guard  against 
the  Supreme  Lodge  or  the  Supreme  War  Relief  Commission  being  involved  in  this 
matter.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  authorities .  in  Illinois  to  safeguard  the  fund  in 
every  way,  and  it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  authorities  in  Illinois  to  dd  everything 
possible  to  apprehend  Haverly,  and  obtain  the  return  of  as  much  as  possible  of  the 
fund.  It  is  likely  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  Thomas  D.  Meares,  may 
have  to  appear  there  in  person,  or  by  deposition,  against  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings 
Bank  in  the  matter  of  the  forged  endorsement  of  the  cashier’s  certificates.  You 
will  note  that  the  whole  matter  is  free  from  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  Supreme 
War  Relief  Commission,  in  my  judgment,  and  we  should  proceed  along  this  line 
in  this  unfortunate  affair.

A  few  minor  inaccuracies  are  shown  in  the  figures  and  items  included 
in  the  Haverly  embezzlement,  but  we  are  chiefly  concerned  in  the  War 
Relief  Fund  and  the  embezzlement  in  this  connection  remains  $30,000  and 
accrued  interest. 

The  Legal  Advisory  Board  of  the  Grand  Lodge  employed  Judge 
W.  M.  McEwen  of  Chicago  for  his  views  and  the  possibility  of  recovering 
the  funds  embezzled  by  Haverly.  Mr.  McEwen  gives  as  his  opinion  that 
at  least  the  War  Relief  Fund  can  be  recovered  and  to  this  end  suit  has 
been  brought  against  the  Harris  Trust  &  Savings  Bank  of  Chicago.  The 
Insurance  Department  has  recovered  its  losses  in  the  payment  of  the 
surety  bond  covering  funds  collected  by  Haverly  as  Section  Secretary. 

DUPLICATE  CHARTER  FOR  ILLINOIS. 

Section  146  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  authorizes  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  loss  or  destruction  of  an  original  charter, 
to  order  a  duplicate  charter  through  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal.  Satisfactory  proof  having  been  furnished  to  me 
of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  original  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois,  I  requested  Brother  Wheaton  to  furnish  the  said  Grand  Lodge 
with  a  duplicate  charter.  The  proof  upon  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
issued  the  order  is  herewith  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.

I  have  the  sworn  statements  from  Edward  T.  Guthrie,  the  Grand  Chancellor 
of  Illinois;  Allen  Douglass,  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Illinois,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  Joho,  the  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
of  Illinois,  all  subscribing  and  swearing  that  after  careful  search  for  the  charter 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  the  same  has  not  been  recovered,  and  it  is  further 
stated  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be.  Therefore  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  is 
without  a  charter,  and  the  request  is  made  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  that  he  direct 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  issue  a  duplicate  charter  as  is  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  Supreme  Statutes  under  Section  146  on  page  48  of  the  said  statutes. 
It  is  further  averred  that  it  is  necessary  that  this  duplicate  charter  be  issued  at  once, 
so  that  the  same  may  be  used  in  the  suit  now  pending  to  recover  on  the  defaulted 
bond  of  Paul  J.  B.  Haverly. 
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Under  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  and  under  the  Supreme  Statutes,  I  request 
that  you  issue  a  duplicate  charter  to  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.

Having  fully  set  forth  by  sworn  statements  that  after  diligent  search  for  the 
original  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  the  same  cannot  be  recovered,  and 
having  received  the  affidavits  of  yourself,  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal, 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Joho,  the  clerk  in  the  office,  that  search  has  been  made  and  the 
charter  not  found,  therefore  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  as 
Supreme  Chancellor,  acting  under  the  Supreme  Statutes  I  have  requested  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Wheaton,  to  issue  a  duplicate  charter 
to  the  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois.

PRESENTATION  OF  P.  S.  C.  JEWEL  TO  JOHN  J.  BROWN. 

On  September  16  and  17,  1919,  I  attended  the  Grand  Lodge  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Illinois,  at  which  time  I  presented  to  Past  Supreme  Chancellor 
Brown  the  jewel  representing  the  exalted  place  that  he  occupies  in  the 
Order  as  a  past  executive  officer.  The  presentation  was  made  officially 
and  in  behalf  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  was 
elated  as  well  as  delighted  with  this  addition  to  the  functioning  of  a 
very  interesting  Grand  Lodge  Convention.  Brother  Brown  accepted  the 
jewel  with  feeling  of  appreciation  and  gratitude. 

APPROVAL  OF  SURETY  BONDS. 

In  compliance  with  the  Supreme  Statutes,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  filed  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor  a  surety  bond  for 
the  amount  of  $20,000,  and  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  filed  his 
bond  for  the  amount  of  $200,000.  Brother  Wheaton’s  bond  is  covered 
by  the  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York,  with  premium  paid  up 
to  January  1,  1921.  The  bond  of  Brother  Meares  is  covered  by  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bonding  and  Insurance  Company,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
The  premium  on  this  bond  is  paid  to  the  25th  of  October,  1920.  Both  of 
the  above  bonds  were  approved  by  me  and  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor, 
as  provided  for  by  Statute. 

BIENNIAL  AUDITING. 

I  have  requested  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother 
Wheaton,  to  employ  a  certified  public  accountant  at  Minneapolis  to  make 
the  biennial  audit  of  the  accounts  and  financial  expenditures  of  the  officers 
and  committees  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  audit  will  be  made  and 
reported  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  the  manner  provided  by  statute.  The 
Statute  provides  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  employ  the  accountant, 
but  inasmuch  as  the  work  has  to  be  done  at  Minneapolis,  Brother  Wheaton 
is  in  better  position  to  make  the.  selection  of  a  competent  auditor  to  make 
the  accounting  ’and  audit. 

ADDITIONAL  ALLOWANCE  TO  MISS  RATHBONE. 

In  a  communication  received  from  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  dated  October  28,  1919,  correspondence  was  enclosed  directing 
attention  to  Miss  Rathbone’s  situation  and  condition,  and  the  urgent 
need  for  an  increase  of  her  allowance  to  cover  necessary  maintenance. 
The  exigencies  of  the  case  called  for  an  immediate  investigation.  The 
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daughters  of  the  founder  of  the  Order  reside  in  Dalton,  Massachusetts. 
I  requested  Brother  Wheaton  to  communicate  with  the  Grand  Chancellor 
and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Massachusetts,  requesting 
them  to  investigate  the  case  personally,  if  possible.  Brother  Kirkby,  the 
Grand  Chancellor,  visited  the  home  of  Mrs.  Andrews,  the  widowed  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  founder,  and  where  Miss  Lucetta  Rathbone  also  resides.  The 
Grand.  Chancellor  reported  that  Mrs.  Andrews  was  very  comfortably 
situated  in  every  respect,  but  Miss  Lucetta  was  in  very  poor  health,  with 
increasing  demands  for  her  comfort,  which  the  allowance  of  $50.00  a 
month  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  did  not  provide  her  with.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  this  information  and  the  further  recommendation  of  Brother 
Wheaton,  I  approved  the  allowance  be  increased  $50.00  in  excess  of  the 
amount  she  had  been  receiving  for  the  month  of  December,  and  there¬ 
after  $25.00  per  month  covering  the  period  between  this  date  and  the 
Supreme  Lodge  Convention.  In  this  action  we  felt  assured  the  Supreme 
Lodge  would  give  its  hearty  approval. 

PYTHIAN  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

By  virtue  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  this  committee  consists  of  three 
members,  all  being  ex-officio : 

Charles  S.  Davis,  S.  C.,  Chairman, 

William  Ladew,  S.  V.  C., 

John  J.  Brown,  P.  S.  C. 

The  Committee  elected  Brother  Ladew  as  Secretary.  Without  expense 
this  Committee  has  had  opportunities  for  frequent  meetings,  during  which 
educational  matters  in  behalf  of  the  Order  were  fully  discussed.  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  from  the  outset  that  no  expense  should  be  incurred 
for  lectures.  The  Supreme  Lodge  appropriated  $5,000  for  the  use  of  the 
Committee,  of  which  up  to  June  30,  1920,  $2,399.02  has  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $2,600  98  unexpended.  The  items  of  expenditures  will 
appear  in  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and 
taken  from  the  books  in  his  office.  Therefore,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
itemize  the  expenditure  in  this  report,  except  to  state  that  all  of  the 
expenditures  were  carefully  considered  and  approved  of  by  the  Committee. 
There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  educational  booklets,  such  as  are  now 
being  used,  and  should  be  provided  to  the  lodges  without  cost.  Pub¬ 
licity  matter  of  an  educational  nature  has  also  been  distributed  from 
the  Office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor.  We  believe  that  every  dollar 
expended  has  produced  adequate  returns  in  behalf  of  the  Order.  We 
recommend  a  continuation  of  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  educational 
purposes. 


SUPREME  LODGE  RELIEF  FUND. 

Document  144  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  1918  Convention 
appropriated  from  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  sum  of  $5,000 
to  be  known  and  dispersed  as  the  Supreme  Lodge  Relief  Fund,  the  fund 
to  be  used  in  the  relief  of  Pythians  in  good  standing  who  may  become 
charges  upon  Lodges  and  Domains  other  than  those  in  which  their 
home  Lodges  are  located,  and  the  document  provided  further  that  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  is  vested  with  authority  to  grant  or  refuse  any 
application.  The  following  applications  for  reimbursement  of  relief 
furnished  to  members  of  the  Order  and  whose  cases  came  under  the 
provisions  of  Document  144  wrere  granted :

The  refund  of  $130.00  is  explained  as  resulting  from  my  correspondence 
with  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Washington  and  procuring  his  assistance 
in  getting  a  check  from  Seattle  Lodge  No.  10  to  reimburse  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Relief  Fund  for  the  amount  stated  under  expenditures.  This 
check  was  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
by  me  and  promptly  credited  to  the  fund.  This  accounting  of  the  fund 
represents  prompt  action  on  my  part  in  response  to  every  request  for 
reimbursement.  There  are  three  cases  still  pending,  all  in  New  Mexico, 
and  representing  the  probable  total  reimbursement  of  $450.00. 


EULOGIUM  OF  OUR  DEPARTED. 

Each  succeeding  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  unfolds  another 
page  in  the  Book  of  Life  and  tells  the  story  of  those  departed  from 
worldly  activities  during  the  biennial  term.  The  term  just  ending  has 
been  no  exception.  It  is  a  trite  saying  that  history  repeats  itself.  Many 
Past  Grand  Chancellors  of  the  respective  Domains  have  passed  from 
the  scene  of  mortal  existence,  and  whose  departure  we  mourn.  Upon 
the  immortal  foundation  erected  by  those  servants  to  the  cause  of  Pythian- 
ism,  the  living  are  building  a  still  greater  Pythianism.  This  is  the  heritage 
placed  into  our  keeping.  This  encomium  belongs  also  to  our  comrades 
whom  we  have  learned  to  know  and  love  because  of  the  closer  relation¬ 
ship  had  with  them  in  the  affairs  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  We  have  the 
record  of  the  passing  away  of  twenty-eight  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  who  have  served  as  Supreme  representatives,  four  of  wliom  were 
Supreme  representatives  at  the  time  of  their  death. 

John  F.  Onion,  Texas,  died  October  31,  1918, 

Thos.  H.  Manley,  Ontario,  died  March  13,  1919, 

Wm.  C.  MacDonald,  Ontario,  died  December  27,  1919, 

Carroll  S.  Bartram,  Minnesota,  died  April  Jl,  1920, 

in  the  full  majesty  of  their  sterling  character,  ability,  zeal  and  enthusiasm 
for  the  Pythian  cause,  these  four  brothers  were  our  co-workers  at  the 
1918  Convention.  Mid  the  tears  of  surviving  relatives,  brothers  and 
friends,  their  bodies  were  laid  to  rest.  “It  is  not  all  of  life  to  live,  or 
all  of  death  to  die.”  In  the  battle  for  justice  and  equality,  our  brothers 
gave  distinguished  service. 

“Tears!  Tears!  Tears! 

Like  dews  upon  the  leaf 

That  burst  at  last,  from  out  the  years, 

The  blossom  of  a  trust  appears, 

The  blossom  above  the  grief: 

And  mother,  brother,  wife  and  child 
Will  see  it  and  be  reconciled.” 


THE  PRESS— PYTHIAN  AND  OTHERWISE. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  value  to  the  Order  of  the  Pythian 
Press.  Our  publications  compare  favorably  with,  or  possibly  excel,  the 
publications  of  other  fraternal  societies.  In  appreciation  for  the  unstinted 
and  splendid  service  given  to  the  Order  by  the  Pythian  Press,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  can  do  no  less  than  give  its  endorsement  and  encouragement  for 
the  success  and  further  extension  of  this  agency  for  the  good  of  the 
Order.  The  Insurance  Department  News  and  the  Pythian  Advocate  are 
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two  splendid  examples  of  the  character  of  our  Pythian  Press.  All  of 
the  publications  are  worthy  newsbearers  of  Pythianism.  The  editors  and 
owners  of  many  of  our  publications  carry  on  their  service  to  the  Order 
without  financial  gain.  In  fact,  we  learn  of  instances  that  losses  are 
sustained  in  return  for  the  enterprise  exhibited.  I  desire  to  express  my 
personal  gratitude  and  appreciation  for  the  magnificent  and  unselfish 
assistance  given  to  me  by  the  entire  Pythian  Press.  The  columns  gave 
bounteous  descriptions  of  my  journeys  and  visitations  made.  We  declare 
unhesitatingly  that  the  Pythian  Press  is  not  alone  a  medium  of  carrying 
to  the  Pythian  household  Pythian  news,  but  in  addition  is  educational 
in  matters  Pythian  to  the  very  highest  degree.

The  affairs  of  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Wheaton  gives  assurance  of  the  highest 
degree  of  efficiency.  Always  prompt,  willing  and  courteous.  The  utmost 
harmony  has  prevailed  in  all  of  our  relations.  Our  zeal  and  ambition 
were  constantly  co-ordinated  to  build  to  even  greater  heights  our  Master 
Fraternity.  I  have  learned  to  appreciate  Fred’s  worth  as  a  superior 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  because  of  our  closer  association 
and  friendship  during  the  past  two  years.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my 
gratitude  for  his  able  counsel  and  assistance. 

SUPREME  VICE  CHANCELLOR. 

Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Ladew  has  been  constantly  on  the  alert  in 
behalf  of  the  administration.  Although  I  have  visited  every  Grand 
Domain  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  the  program  of  visitations  was  extended 
and  intensified  through  the  attendance  of  Brother  Ladew  at  twenty-one 
Grand  Lodge  Conventions  during  the  biennial  term.  Brother  Ladew  wa^s 
ever  ready  to  render  assistance  and  brought  with  his  activities  the  ripened 
service  resulting  from  long  years  of  experience  in  connection  with  the 
Order.  I  bespeak  for  Brother  Ladew  a  successful  administration  and 
cherish  the  hope  that  it  shall  be  attended  with  pyramiding  the  progress 
of  the  past  two  years  with  even  greater  progress.  To  that  end  I  shall 
render  assistance.  I  heartily  acknowledge  my  appreciation  for  the  service 
rendered  by  Brother  Ladew  and  with  it  I  extend  my  thanks. 

THE  SUPREME  MASTER  OF  EXCHEQUER. 

Brother  Thomas  D.  Meares  has  been  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  for  many  years.  We  have  had  no  reason  to  doubt 
the  wisdom  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  reposing  our  confidence  in  our 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  A  Supreme  Chancellor  is  relieved  of 
considerable  care  when  he  feels  that  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
are  properly  safeguarded  and  handled  with  efficiency  and  according  to 
the  Supreme  Statutes.  Brother  Meares  has  a  wide  range  of  knowledge, 
both  business  and  fraternal,  and  is  found  resourceful  when  called  upon 
for  counsel.  Brother  Meares  is  also  entitled  to  my  acknowledgment  and 
thanks  for  his  contribution  to  the  success  of  the  administration. 
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THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Brother  Harry  Wade  has  given  convincing  evidence  of  his  earnest 
desire  to  serve  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  connection  with  his 
work  as  President  of  the  Insurance  Department  in  making  available  the 
organization  of  the  department  and  the  Insurance  Department  News,  in 
behalf  of  the  progress  of  the  Order.  With  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  Brother  Wade  has  given  generously  of  his  ability 
in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Order,  and  placed  at  the  command  of 
Grand  Chancellors  the  service  of  the  field  force  of  the  Department  for 
the  success  of  the  subordinate  lodges.  His  first  thought  has  been  the 
Order’s  progress.  Brother  Wade  possesses  keen  adaptability  for  organ¬ 
ization  work.  His  co-operation  is  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  for  the 
assistance  rendered  I  wish  also  to  extend  to  Brother  Wade  my  gratitude.

To  Major  General  Loomis,  Supreme  Chief  Mrs.  Elizabeth  J.  Hutchin¬ 
son  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  Past  Imperial  Prince  Dr.  Snowden,  and 
Imperial  Prince  Harry  Nice,  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan,  I  am  deeply 
grateful.  From  the  outset  of  my  administration  I  requested  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  branches  and  auxiliaries  of  the  Order  through  their  respective 
executives.  The  response  was  prompt  and  generous.  In  return  there 
was  no  failure  on  my  part  to  aid  the  departments  and  auxiliaries  in  every 
possible  way,  all  of  which  was  appreciated.  To  the  members  of  the 
Companies,  to  the  good  Sisters,  to  the  Dokeys,  thousands  of  whom  I 
met  at  meetings  and  in  the  highways  and  byways  of  my  travels,  I  doff  my 
hat  and  say  “Thanks  !  Thanks  !  Thanks  !” 

OTHER  ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  deep  appreciation 
to  the  many  thousands  of  members  of  the  Order  with  whom  I  have 
come  in  contact  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance.  I  must 
especially  mention  the  Past  Supreme  Chancellors,  the  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives  and  Past  Supreme  Representatives,  Grand  Chancellors,  Grand 
Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  other  Grand  Lodge  officers,  whose 
hospitality  and  courtesy,  while  visiting  the  respective  domains,  relieved  the 
natural  pining  for  home  after  prolonged  absence  and  the  constant  travel 
and  application  to  the  work.  Again,  I  thank  the  Pythian  Press  and  the 
editors  personally  for  their  co-operation. 

I  am  under  obligation  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  giving  me  the 
opportunity  to  serve  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  as  its  Chief 
Executive. 


CONCLUSION— PROGRESS. 

Consideration  of  the  foregoing  report  will  show  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  and  the  progress  made  during  the  biennial  term.  Our  statistical 
accounting  can  only  be  reported  for  the  calendar  year  1919.  This  is  to 
be  regretted.  If  we  could  unfold  the  progress  of  the  Order  up  to  the 
adjournment  of  this  Convention,  which  would  in  fact  represent  the 
biennial  term,  the  record  would  disclose  a  net  increase  of  not  less  than 
80,000  members  with  a  corresponding  growth  in  every  department  of 
Pythian  endeavor. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  spirit  of  optimism  has  permeated  every 
sentence  in  the  report.  Service  has  added  new  laurels  to  the  Pythian 
wreath  around  which  is  entwined  the  Divine  principles  of  “FRIENDSHIP, 
CHARITY  AND  BENEVOLENCE.”  Service  will  constantly  attune  us 
toduty  and  the  conditions  to  be  met  with  the  coming  generations.  The 
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value  of  greater  service  has  been  brought  into  our  lives  through  the 
sacrifices  made  during  the  war.  Service  is  the  measure  of  life.  How 
long  we  live  is  inconsequential,  if  the  living  is  not  associated  with  a 
record  of  service  and  sacrifice.  This  is  our  lesson,  and  our  reward  will 
be  progress  in  behalf  of  humanity  and  the  world. 

Our  program  for  the  continued  development  of  the  Order  must  be 
affirmative  and  concrete.  Our  community  service  embodies  a  plain  duty 
to  proceed  through  evolutionary  principles  to  acquaint  our  members  and 
others  with  the  need  of  pursuing  rational  means  to  procure  the  adjust¬ 
ments  that  are  still  before  us  in  our  return  to  normal  economic  conditions. 
Those  who  are  sterling  in  their  patriotism  will  display  thrift,  productive¬ 
ness  and  civility  in  furnishing  their  share  of  service  to  the  call  of  their 
country  and  humanity. 

The  selfish  exploiter  who  preys  upon  the  minds  of  the  inexperienced, 
ignorant  or  superstitious  to  gain  support  for  revolutionary  theories,  and 
fattens  on  the  toil  or  genius  of  others,  must  be  exposed  as  undesirable. 
In  our  pursuit  of  life,  liberty  and  happiness  we  shall  ask  for  the  square 
deal  and  the  privilege  of  exercising  our  rights  as  free  men.  The  people’s 
welfare  is  the  concern  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Our  doctrine,  our  prin¬ 
ciples,  the  human  threads  that  are  woven  into  the  fabric  of  our  foundation 
proclaim  justice  for  all,  regardless  of  class,  creed  or  color.  Our  perspec¬ 
tive  shall  not  be  dimmed  because  of  the  rantings  of  the  radical  or  those 
who  prize  self  above  all  else,  but  we  shall  not  slumber  serenely  on  our 
profession  of  faith.  Pythianism  is  not  the  resumption  of  a  dream.  We 
shall  be  workers  for  the  cause.  Those  who  have  been  honored  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodges  or  the  Subordinate  Lodges  are  drafted 
into  service  as  leaders.  Before  us  we  behold  the  light  that  shines  deep  into 
our  souls,  and  pleads  evermore  that  we  stand  at  the  gate  of  duty  and 
opportunity,  privileged  to  serve  as  was  ordained  in  the  creation  of  the 
Order. 

As  a  paragon  of  the  Pythian  edifice  and  its  refulgent  reflection  I  must 
quote : 

“In  splendour  bright  is  rising  now  the  sun, 

And  darts  his  rays:  a  joyful,  happy  spouse, 

A  giant  proud  and  glad 
To  run  his  measur’d  course.” 

The  confidence  reposed  in  me  is  reciprocated  with  a  heart  overflow¬ 
ing  with  gratitude.  The  report  is  now  placed  before  the  Supreme  Lodge 
and  with  it  my  every  good  wish  to  the  entire  membership.

Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

To  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  Associate  Members  of  Grand  Domain  War  Relief 

Councils,  and  Subordinate  Lodges  Under  Immediate  Control. 

Brothers: 

The  thirtieth  regular  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  at  Detroit,  Mich¬ 
igan,  adjourned  August  17,  1918.  This  convention  will  be  recorded  in  Pythian  his¬ 
tory  for  its  conscientious  service  and  devotion  to  matters  _of  patriotic  and  fraternal 
nature  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  Government,  and  to  render  relief  to  our  Pythian 
soldiers,  their  families  and  dependents  subjected  to  our  care  through  the  ravages 
of  the  war,  and  who  are  making  the  supreme  sacrifice  for  the  cause  of  humanity, 
righteousness  and  liberty. 

The  subject  of  this,  my  first  official  communication,  is  Pythian  War  Relief. 
Its  importance  occupies  paramount  consideration,  hence  my  desire  to  advise  the 
membership  promptly,  through  Grand  Domain  War  Relief  Councils,  of  the  War 
Relief  measures  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

A  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  consisting  of  seven  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  has  been  established  by  law.  The  statute  provides  and  defines  its  powers  and 
duties.  The  resolution  passed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  conforms  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  76i  of  the  said  statute  and  bears  directly  upon  the  power  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  to  levy  assessments  for  Pythian  War  Relief  purposes.  A  copy  of  the  statute 
and  resolution  is  herewith  enclosed. 

An  analysis  of  the  resolution  will  disclose  that  an  assessment  of  one  dollar 
upon  each  member  in  the  several  grand  domains  is  levied  upon  the  respective  grand 
lodges  of  the  Supreme  Domain,  and  upon  each  subordinate  lodge  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  control  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Credit,  however,  against  such  assessment  for 
the  amount  of  moneys  which  shall  have  been  contributed  to  the  War  Relief  Fund, 
is  allowed.  The  moneys  collected  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  of  each  respective  Domain.  Lodges  under  the  immediate  control  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  shall  remit  all  moneys  collected  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal.  All  of  the  moneys  collected  from  assessments  made,  or  voluntary  contri¬ 
butions,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  not  later  than 
September  1,  1919. 

Continued  efforts  may  be  determined  upon  to  raise  the  full  quota,  or  more,  for 
the  War  Relief  Fund,  through  the  medium  of  patriotic,  voluntary  contributions, 
from  the  membership,  of  one  dollar  or  more.  Success  in  this  direction  will  accom¬ 
plish  the  result  to  be  attained  by  the  special  assessment.  If  this  plan  is  thought 
desirable,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  recommends  the  inauguration  of  a  campaign 
designed  as  follows: 

The  division  of  the  lodge  membership  into  groups  of  ten,  with  a  captain  direct¬ 
ing  the  work  of  visiting  each  member  who  has  failed  to  make  his  contribution  to  the 
fund.  Non-resident  members  who  have  failed  to  subscribe  should  be  reached 
through  lodges  where  the  brothers  are  located,  the  collections  made  to  be  remitted 
to  the  lodge  in  which  the  brother  holds  membership.  To  this  end,  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  non-resident  members  should  be  sent  to  the  respective  lodges. 
Members  in  localities  where  no  lodge  exists  should  be  reached  through  correspond¬ 
ence.  Every  member  will  thus  have  the  opportunity  of  subscribing  voluntarily,  or 
be  required  to  meet  the  assessment. 

The  week  beginning  November  25,  1918,  should  be  designated  as  the  period 
for  the  Thanksgiving  drive.  The  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund,  is  consonant  with  all 
funds  created  and  collected  for  War  Relief  purposes,  and  this  drive  must  be  made 
of  equal  importance  and  must  receive  equal  prominence  throughout  the  Supreme 
Domain.  Capable  fifteen-minute  Pythian  speakers  should  visit  lodges,  and  announce¬ 
ment  made  in  adyance  of  their  coming.  The  press,  and  every  other  medium  of 
publicity,  must  be  employed  to  give  this  important  drive  the  recognition  and  promi¬ 
nence  it  deserves. 

The  collection  of  this  fund  should  be  made  of  immeasurable  value  for  patriotic 
and  Pythian  education. 

The  membership  has  been  advised  of  the  necessity  of  raising  this  fund.  The 
patriotic  and  fraternal  nature  of  this  great  undertaking  has  already  been  set  forth 
in  former  communications.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Commission  will  use  all  of  the  power  at  command  to  insure  the  success  of  the 
undertaking.  The  order  must  exalt  itself  before  the  world  during  this  grave  period 
in  the  history  of  nations  and  people,  as  a  society  thoroughly  patriotic  and  fraternal, 
and  prepared  to  give  service  to  its  membership  and  their  families  and  dependents, 
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and  to  engage  in  every  service  for  human  uplift  and  victory  for  social  order  secured 
through  Democracy  as  opposed  to  the  enslaving  influence  of  Autocracy. 

Let  our  Patriotism,  our  Friendship,  Charity,  and  Benevolence  ring  true  in  per¬ 
formance,  and  Pythianism  will  expand  and  shower  its  benedictions  throughout  the 
civilized  world.  This  shall  be  the  structure  of  my  administration.  Believe  me  to  be 
Sincerely  and  fraternally  yours,

OFFICIAL  DECLARATION  OF  PRINCIPLES. 

Pythian  Knighthood  had  its  conception  in  the  exemplification  of  the  life  test  of 
true  friendship  existing  between  Damon  and  Pythias. 

Friendship,  or  mutual  confidence,  being  the  strongest  bond  of  union  between 
man  and  man,  and  only  existing  where  honor  has  an  abiding  place,  is  adopted  as  a 
foundation  principle. 

As  the  ideal  knight  of  olden  time  was  the  personification  of  all  the  higher  and 
nobler  attributes  of  man’s  nature,  the  candidate  for  knighthood  had  to  prove  himself 
worthy  of  acceptance  by  those  who  valued  friendship,  bravery,  honor,  justice  and 
loyalty. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias — founded  in  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevol¬ 
ence,  which  it  proclaims  as  its  cardinal  principles — strives  to  gather  into  one  mighty 
fraternity  worthy  men  who  appreciate  the  true  meaning  of  friendship;  who  are  cau¬ 
tious  in  word  and  act;  who  love  truth;  who  are  brave  in  defending  right;  whose 
honor  is  untarnished;  whose  sense  of  justice  will  prevent,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  a  personal  act  or  word  injurious  to  the  worthy;  whose  loyalty  to  principle, 
to  family,  to  friends,  to  their  country  and  to  the  constituted  authority  under  which 
they  enjoy  citizenship  is  undoubted;  and  who,  at  all  times  are  prepared  to  do  unto 
others  as  they  would  that  others  should  do  unto  them. 

MY  MESSAGE. 

Lest  we  forget  the  great  fundamental  truths  of  our  fraternal  creed,  the  second 
communication  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  is  devoted  to  Our  Declaration  of  Principles 
and  Our  Ritual.  The  subject  of  my  first  official  communication  was  “Pythian  War 
Relief.” 

No  declaration  emanating  from  a  government,  church  or  society  enunciates  a 
superstructure  more  basic  to  support  and  perpetuate  a  great  institution  than  those 
contained  in  the  official  Declaration  of  Principles  and  the  Ritual  of  the  Order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  urges  a  more  comprehensive  understanding  of  our 
Declaration  of  Principles  and  the  Ritual.  We  believe  it  will  enrich  the  minds  of 
our  membership.  It  will  manifold  effort,  and  awaken  the  desire  to  give  service  to 
the  Order  and  mankind. 

The  man  is  indeed  impoverished  who  refuses  to  see  the  light  or  deny  to  himself 
the  opportunity  to  give  service  to  his  country  and  his  fellow  man.  The  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  offers  this  opportunity. 

The  luminous  torch  of  education  and  enlightenment  are  his.  No  worthy  man 
must  be  permitted  to  remain  in  darkness  or  obscure  himself  from  the  activities  of 
the  world  where  the  influence  of  Pythianism  can  be  made  to  shine  soft  and  pure 
into  his  soul. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Declaration  of  Principles  and  our  Ritual  are 
substantial  mediums  for  education,  and  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  lean 
on  this  great  potentiality  in  its  onward  and  upward  strides  in  the  world’s  work. 

The  embodiment  of  Pythianism  is  represented  in  the  Declaration  of  Principles 
and  our  sublime  Ritual.  I  submit  both  as  a  thesis  for  the  study  of  the  membership 
of  the  Order. 

The  lodge  room  is  dedicated  as  the  sanctum  for  ritualistic  work  of  the  highest 
efficiency  and  for  the  study  and  debate  of  improving  and  elevating  subjects.  Comingle 
these  uplifting  activities  with  events  for  entertainment  and  sociability  and  the  mem¬ 
bership  is  furnished  with  interest  and  service,  which  in  turn  will  produce  interest 
and  service  from  the  membership. 

Pythianism  means  liberty — not  license.  Pythianism  means  education — not  agita¬ 
tion.  Pythianism  personifies  Patriotism,  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevolence. 

Service  of  over  half  a  century  of  resplendent  work  for  mankind  has  made  our 
Order  a  permanent  institution  for  human  uplift.  It  is  as  enduring  as  the  principles 
upon  which  it  rests. 

This  message  is  intended  to  inspire  and  encourage  still  greater  effort  and  its 
attending  reward. 

Grand  Chancellors  are  requested  to  incorporate  this  official  communication  in 
an  official  circular  to  the  membership  through  the  subordinate  lodges  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  Domains,  as  a  message  to  the  membership  from  the  Supreme  Chancellor.

To  All  Grand  Chancellors,  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  and  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Greeting: 

I  am  communicating  with  all  Grand  Chancellors,  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and 
Seal  and  Supreme  Representatives  in  the  Supreme  Domain  upon  the  important  sub¬ 
ject  of  Co-operation  and  Organization.  Success  will  be  attained  if  we  proceed  at 
once  to  perfect  both  of  these  important  and  needful  essentials  in  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  believe,  as  it  has  other  Pythian  students,  that  our 
Order  is  seriously  defective  in  its  organization  work  in  respective  Grand  Domains. 
We  must  take  advantage  of  the  inherent  power  and  service  our  Order  possesses  to 
unfold  its  greatness  to  the  world  and  bestov*  its  limitless  benefactions  upon  humanity. 

A  Grand  Chancellor  is  indeed  helpless  to  carry  forward  his  plans  without  the 
co-operation  of  an  every-day  organized  working  force  composed  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
officers  and  the  Supreme  Representatives.  Organization  is  the  only  practical  basis 
for  unified  effort  that  will  insure  the  growth  and  influence  of  our  great  Order  in 
every  Grand  Domain.  Organizers  in  several  Grand  Domains  have  made  a  pro¬ 
nounced  success.  The  increase  in  membership  and  the  returns  therefrom  more  than 
offsetting  the  expense  attached  to  the  work. 

The  successful  administration  of  a  Grand  Chancellor  must  be  written  into  the 
record  as  having  been  the  result  of  an  eminently  proficient  organization  that  has 
been  serviceable  in  procuring  constructive  results  for  the  Order  and  producing  higher 
standards,  broader  influence  and  noteworthy  growth  in  membership. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  Grand  Chancellors  to  demand  and  insist  upon  organized 
work  among  the  officers  of  all  subordinate  lodges.  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors  must 
be  organized  into  a  trained  and  practical  working  body  to  perform  the  duties  assigned 
by  Grand  Chancellor.  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  Supreme  Representatives  must  be 
organized  for  active  duty  and  service.  When  this  shall  have  been  accomplished 
throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  we  will  be  engaged  more  than  heretofore  in  con¬ 
structive,  practical  Pythianism. 

Addressing  myself  to  the  Supreme  Representatives,  occupying  honorable  and 
influential  positions  as  such,  I  submit  we  must  have  your  aid  and  counsel  in  the 
every-day  work  of  Pythian  endeavor. 

I  appeal  to  every  Grand  Chancellor,  Grand  Lodge  officer  and  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  perfect  a  strong,  efficient  workable  organization  to  carry  onward  and 
upward  Pythianism  as  it  is  intended  it  should  be  and  must  be.  There  must  be  no 
delay. 

We  have  ample  evidence  to  show  that  it  requires  infinitely  more  than  oratory 
or  platitudes  beautifully  expressed  by  writers  or  editors  to  secure  the  results  that 
we  must  attain.  I  do  not  undervalue  the  latter,  but  we  must  co-ordinate  it  with 
actual  personal  service  directed  through  the  power  of  a  unified  organization  in 
every  Domain. 

The  powerful  influence  of  organization  stands  like  a  Gibraltar  back  of  the 
potentialities  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  the  Red  Cross  and  other 
relatively  mighty  influences  in  the  world’s  work. 

When  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  perfected  its  organization  through¬ 
out  the  Supreme  Domain  we  shall  find  ourselves  in  position  influentially,  numerically 
and  financially  to  bring  to .  a  reality  many  of  the  great  enterprises  for  relief  and 
welfare  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  engage  in  to  more  completely 
fulfill  its  mission  as  a  great  fraternity. 

In  addition  to  the  other  objectives,  we  must  commence  measures  to  demand 
perfection  in  our  ritualistic  work.  The  inefficiency  observed  is  astounding.  Our 
Ritual  possesses  such  marvelous  value  in  teaching  and  philosophy  that  its  rendition 
and  the  attendant  ceremonies  must  be  presented  in  a  manner  that  will  impress  the 
novitiate  with  the  lessons  taught  and  the  beauty  and  splendor  of  our  ritualism.  We 
shall  then  hold  h'im  with  “hoops  of  steel.” 

There  must  be  no  place  for  a  subordinate  lodge  officer  who  will  not  perform  his 
duties  with  dignity,  accuracy  and  impressiveness.  The  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor 
who  permits  it,  or  the  Master  of  the  Work  who  allows  improper  ritualistic  work  to 
go  unobserved  are  not  competent  to  hold  office. 

Notwithstanding  views  expressed  to  the  contrary,  the  war  period  is  full  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  growth  of  our  Order.  The  two  other  leading  Fraternal  Societies  are 
reporting  decided  increases  in  membership.  This  is  the  reply  to  the  doubter.  We 
can  do  likewise  if  the  resources  of  our  Order  in  patriotism,  fraternalism,  ability, 
manpower  and  energy  are  utilized  to  their  full  capacity. 
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The  Supreme  Chancellor  makes  a  fervent  appeal  for  constructive  Pythianism. 
For  service.  For  increased  membership.  The  answer  shall  be  the  activities  in  the 
Domains  and  the  results  that  are  certain  of  occurrence  through  the  medium  of 
organized,  intelligent  effort. 

Attention  is  again  directed  to  the  Thanksgiving  drive  for  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  War  Relief  Fund. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  will  give  his  aid  in  every  possible  way  in  the  further¬ 
ance  of  the  plans  herein  proposed  and  recommended.

The  appeal  contemplates  a  league  of  one  and  one-half  million  men  enlisted  as  a 
mighty  unit  under  the  banner  and  principles  of  Pythianism  to  carry  onward  and 
upward  the  Freedom,  Democracy,  Liberty  and  Righteousness  so  valiantly  conquered 
by  America  and  the  Allies  during  the  year  1918. 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  with  its  stalwart,  magnificent  membership  and 
its  unsurpassed  idealism,  possesses  the  instrumentality  for  expansive  education  of 
determinable  value  to  firmly  establish  the  fundamentals  and  principles  of  sound  gov¬ 
ernment  and  constituted  authority,  and  yet  continue  to  remain  pronounced  exemplars 
of  the  fraternalism  so  beautifully  enunciated  in  our  fraternal  ethics  and  the  tenets 
of  Friendship,  Charity,  and  Benevolence.

Our  hearts  must  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  hour,  our  plans  unfolded  to  the 
world,  and  the  portals  of  our  Castle  Halls  thrown  open  to  give  the  home-comers, 
members  and  non-members  alike,  the  welcome  that  rings  true  of  the  Friendship, 
Patriotism,  and  Fraternalism  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  We  shall  then  gather  into 
our  fold  the  returning  soldiery,  and  others  to  whom  we  have  made  our  Order 
attractive. 

Within  the  confines  of  our  Order  is  to  be  secured  the  spirit  of  chivalry,  patriot¬ 
ism,  and  fraternalism  to  which  the  men  who  have  served  in  the  Army  and  Navy, 
and  other  departments  of  the  military  service  in  the  cause  of  their  country  have 
become  accustomed  to. 

Our  slogan  is,  Double  the  Membership.  Every  Member  Procure  a  Member. 
The  Supreme  Chancellor  requests  this  pledge  of  the  membership  in  the  interest  of 
the  Order. 

LODGES  ARE  DIRECTED  TO  ORGANIZE  FOR  THIS  GREAT  CAMPAIGN  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 

Committees  that  are  thoroughly  competent  and  enthusiastic  must  be  appointed. 
The  work  must  be  systematized  and  the  progress  made  given  constant  publicity. 

The  Co-operation  and  Organization  made  the  subject  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor’s  Official  Communication  for  the  month  of  October,  must  now  be  made  opera¬ 
tive  and  effective.  This  applies  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers,  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  Grand  Lodge  officers,  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors,  and  subordinate  lodge 
officers. 
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The  success  of  this  campaign  will  disclose  the  vitality  of  the  Order.  It  will 
reawaken  the  ardor  and  enthusiasm  of  the  membership.  Dormant  lodges  will  be 
revived.  The  membership  generally  will  learn  to  know  the  true  meaning  of  the  word 
Pythianism,  and  will  become  exponents  of  the  altruistic  potentialities  of  the  Order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  is  addressing  the  entire  membership  of  the  Order 
through  the  subordinate  lodges  of  the  Supreme  Domain.  This  Communication  and 
Appeal  is  accompanied  by  an  Official  Communication  of  your  Grand  Chancellor.

Nothing  must  be  left  undone  to  secure  the  success  of  this  campaign.  It  must 
be  written  into  the  history  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  that  this  project  has 
been  the  most  successful  ever  undertaken  by  any  Fraternal  Society.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  will  expect  periodical  reports  from  Grand  Chancellors  of  the  progress 
of  the  campaign. 

With  unbounded  faith  that  the  entire  membership  will  respond  enthusiastically 
to  the  appeal  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  for  the  success  of  the  campaign  heralded 
to  the  Pythian  Order  with  the  slogan:

THE  APPEAL  OF  THE  SUPREME  CHANCELLOR 

for  the  intensification  of  Pythian  activities,  and  the  membership  campaign  inaugurated 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  signally  announced  under  the  slogan  of, 

DOUBLE  THE  MEMBERSHIP.  EVERY  MEMBER  PROCURE  A  MEMBER. 

The  slogan  has  proven  to  be  eminently  popular.  Daily  reports  received  at  this 
office  indicate  the  growth  of  the  order  unprecedented  in  recent  years.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  announced  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the  membership  campaign  to  be 
double  the  membership  of  the  Order  and  strengthen  its  power  for  good  and  influence  in 
the  world’s  work.  In  carrying  forward  this  constructive  and  progressive  movement, 
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the  foremost  object  to  be  attained  was  to  procure  our  added  membership  from  the 
ranks  of  our  citizenship  possessing  the  genuine  qualities  of  manhood  and  character,  the 
paramount  essentials  for  membership  in  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  Our  Order 
occupies  a  position  in  the  fraternal  world  that  must  preclude  the  element  of  quantity 
as  distinguished  from  quality. 

The  membership  campaign  has  been  conducted  in  all  of  the  Grand  Domains  with 
the  highest  degree  of  dignity,  and  special  attention  has  been  devoted  to  efficient 
Ritualism  and  proficient  Rank  Work.  The  membership  has  been  increased  through 
proper  selection  from  among  men  who  will  worthily  represent  the  principles  of  the 
order,  and  assist  in  carrying  onward  and  upward  the  fraternal  movement,  the  greatest 
of  all  factors'  in  bringing  to  a  speedy  realization  and  exaltation  the  divine  injunction,

To  Chancellor  Commanders  and  Members  of  All  Subordinate  Lodges  Supreme  Domain, 

Knights  of  Pythias. 

Brothers: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  would  be  delighted  to  visit  every  Subordinate  Lodge  in 
the  Supreme  Domain  and  meet  the  membership.  This,  of  course,  is  impossible.  Con¬ 
sequently,  I  take  the  method  of  communicating  directly  wit-h  every  Subordinate  Lodge 
in  the  promulgation  of  this  Official  Communication,  which  is  intended  to  supplement 
the  activities  and  to  aid  Grand  Chancellors  and  Grand  Lodge  Officers  in  the  important 
work  of  the  extension  of  the  Order.  Our  service  must  be  co-operative  to  be  successful. 
We  are  co-ordinating  the  work  to  procure  an  evolution  towards  Pythian  Progress 
unexcelled  in  the  history  of  the  Order. 

Pythian  Progress. — We  ask  the  listening  ear  of  every  Pythian.  We  expect  en¬ 
thusiastic,  purposeful  response  to  the  call  for  enlarged  service  for  a  Greater  Pythian- 
ism.  “Than  the  pledged  word  of  a  knight  there  is  no  higher  test  of  fealty.”  We  ask 
your  sacred  pledge  and  devotion  to  aid  in  the  campaign  for  Progressive  Pythianism, 
the  great  force  that  represents  the  truest  fraternal  democracy  known  to  mankind,  and 
the  highest  ideals  of  Patriotism,  Fraternalism  and  Humanitarianism. 

Our  Mission  Is  Divine  and  Creative. — Pythianism  embraces  the  covenant,  destruc¬ 
tive  of  greed,  selfishness,  egotism  and  hatred.  Love  for  mankind  is  the  basis  of 
our  doctrine  and  philosophy. 

Pythian  Patriotism. — The  mighty  membership  and  overwhelming  resources  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is  pledged  to  the  government  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
to  render  substantial  aid  in  the  reconstruction  work  in  which  the  country  is  engaged. 
As  was  expected,  the  closing  of  the  world’s  war  produced  serious  economic  problems 
that  require,  in  their  solution  the  application  of  earnest  patriotism,  and  if  need  be,  our 
full  meaaure  of  personal  sacrifice.  There  must  be  no  surrender  in  spirit  or  word  to 
the  unjustifiable  demands  of  individuals  or  groups  who  dare  to  challenge  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  law  and  order.  Our  fraternity  stands  for  equality,  and  is  unalterably  op¬ 
posed  to  class  government.  Our  efforts  shall  be  directed  to  perpetuate  “Government 
of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people.”  To  sustain  this  manner  of  govern¬ 
ment  our  boys  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  We  shall  now  dedicate  our  lives  to  defend 
and  preserve  the  principles  for  which  they  died.  This  declaration  is  the  embodiment 
of  Pythian  Patriotism. 

Other  Functions  of  the  Order  of  a  charitable  and  benevolent  nature  are  to  be  car¬ 
ried  forward  without  stint  and  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  Pythian  household.  Our 
Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevolence  belong  to  and  shall  be  served  to  all  humanity. 
The  world  does  not  belong  to  us;  we  belong  to  the  world.  Our  duty  is  wide  spread. 

Education  and  Advanced  Civilisation.  The  terms  are  analogous.  The  one  only 
supersedes  the  other.  Our  Order  shall  engage  its  powerful  influence  in  advocating, 
promulgating  and  approving  educational  enterprises  and  other  mediums  for  human 
uplift.  The  prevention  and  eradication  of  evils  of  every  nature  are  proper  subjects 
for  address  in  Castle  Hall  in  common  with  the  wide  range  of  topics  for  education 
easily  accessible. 

Lodge  Room  Environment  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  success  of  every 
Subordinate  Lodge.  Castle  Halls  should  be  attractively  arranged  and  furnished.  Good 
ventilation,  cleanliness  and  godliness  are  first  aids  to  happiness. 

The  Ritualistic  Ceremonies  of  the  Order  must  be  rendered  profoundly  and  with 
the  greatest  degree  of  efficiency.  Castle  Halls  must  possess  ample  accommodations  to 
carry  on  the  work  properly.  Wholesome  lodge  room  environment  is  an  inducement 
for  regular  attendance  and  in  addition  provides  intellectual  compensation  for  a  night 
well  spent  with  the  membership. 

The  Cipher  Ritual.  Lodges  must  be  provided  with  Cipher  Rituals.  Classes  must 
be  formed  to  study  this  Ritual  and  receive  proper  instruction  in  the  use  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  and  recent  addition  to  the  publications  of  the  Order,  authorized  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  The  day  of  the  use  of  the  printed  Rituals  in  lodge  rooms  has  expired.  The 
Order  shall  possess  only  one  Ritual,  and  that  shall  be  the  Cipher  Ritual.  The  printed 
Rituals  will  be  abolished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  destroyed.  Proficiency  of  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  officers  must  be  measured  by  their  genuine  ability  to  serve  the  lodge 
properly.  To  be  elected  to  office  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  is  an  honor  and  distinction. 
This  value  placed  upon  office  holding  will  prevent  indifferent  men  from  securing  office 
and  the  work  of  the  lodge  will  become  thoroughly  efficient  and  interesting.  The  ideas 
of  the  Order  are  advancing.  Our  ideals  are  taking  first  place  in  the  new  Pythian  era. 
“Forward”  is  the  motto. 

Membership — The  Source  of  Supply.  Under  this  topic  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
desires  to  emphasize  particularly  that  the  first  essential  to  lodge  membership  is  quality. 
Applicants  for  membership  in  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  represent  sterling 
qualities  of  manhood  and  the  highest  type  of  respectability.  None  others  should  be 
solicited  or  should  be  permitted  to  become  members.  The  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  in 
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every  community  must  be  regarded  as  a  group  of  men  of  character,  interested  in  public 
welfare  and  in  all  matters  for  the  common  good.  If  any  sacrifice  is  made  it  should  be 
in  numbers;  not  in  quality.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  unhesitatingly  makes  the  state¬ 
ment,  however,  we  can  enlist  in  the  service  of  the  Pythian  cause  without  limitation, 
larger  membership  combined  with  the  quality  we  shall  exact.  To  this  end  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  appeal's  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Order  to  support  the  campaign  for 
increased  numbers  under  the  slogan  of 

“double  the  membership,  every  member  procure  a  member.” 

The  members  L re  not  limited,  however,  to  securing  of  one  application.  Our  object  is 
to  increase  our  source  of  supply  in  man-power  and  correspondingly  in  financial  re¬ 
sources  to  carry  to  a  successful  conclusion  the  plans  for  the  proposed  Greater 
Pythianism. 

Constructive  Pythianism.  Having  enlisted  our  service  for  the  extension  and 
intensification  of  Pythian  endeavor  in  behalf  of  humanity,  we  shall  commence  construc¬ 
tively  by  laying  well  and  permanently  the  foundation  upon  which  shall  rest  the  future 
benefactions  of  Pythian  Knighthood.  We  shall  be  prepared  to  engage  in  and  exercise 
to  the  fullest  extent  all  of  the  functions  for  relief  and  patriotic,  educational  and  social 
work  that  properly  belongs  to  and  should  be  carried  forward  on  an  enlarged  scale  by 
the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Through  our  works  we  shall  command  the  respect,  considera¬ 
tion  and  attention  of  the  world.  This  is  our  rightful  position  in  the  fraternal  sun. 

Past  Achievements  of  the  Order  are  replete  with  splendor.  Our  accomplishments 
have  made  a  deep  impression  upon  the  body  politic  of  the  people.  The  character  of 
our  membership  is  unsurpassed.  We  have  covered  half  a  century  of  our  existence 
with  7,000  lodges  and  725,000  members.  Our  financial  resources  represent  the  sum  of 
over  $21,000,000,  and  our  contributions  for  relief  and  other  beneficent  expenditures 
during  the  54  years  of  our  fraternal  journey  in  behalf  of  mankind  will  total  over 
$50,000,000.  Pythianism  is  as  solid  as  the  rock  of  Gibraltar.  The  future  opens  up 
new  avenues  of  human  progress  in  which  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  will  engage 
its  service.  We  enter  the  new  era  in  the  world’s  history  prepared  to  do  our  part  in 
the  constructive  work  before  us. 

Lodge  Activities  for  the  Coming  Fall  and  Winter  are  sure  to  be  of  a  decided 
nature  in  all  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  Supreme  Domain.  The  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  would  suggest  the  following  program  for  special  occasions: 

First.  Roll  Call  of  Membership  Night.  To  this  function  every  member  at  home 
should  be  urged  to  attend  and  the  absent  ones  requested  to  respond  by  mail. 

Second.  Father  and  Son  Night.  Every  member  on  this  occasion  should  invite 
his  son  or  sons. 

Third.  Family  Night.  This  occasion  should  be  devoted  to  members  of  the  Order 
and  their  families. 

Fourth.  Community  Night.  This  special  occasion  should  be  devoted  to  the  en¬ 
tertainment  of  members  of  the  Order,  their  friends,  neighbors  and  others. 

Committee  on  Instruction  and  Entertainment.  The  Supreme  Statute  makes  the 
appointment  of  this  committee  obligatory  on  the  Chancellor  Commander.  The  social 
and  instructive  features  of  the  lodge  must  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  committee, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  arrange  suitable  programs  to  carry  out  to  the  fullest  extent  instruc¬ 
tive  and  entertaining  features  to  add  to  the  progress  of  the  lodge. 

Summary  and  Conclusion.  The  measure  of  service  of  a  Pythian  is  a  thorough 
commitment  to  the  work  of  the  Order  and  a  keen  desire  to  serve  mankind.  We  must 
strive  to  increase  our  fold.  To  this  end  every  member  should  procure  at  least  another 
member.  The  greater  the  membership,  the  greater  our  ability  to  serve.  A  member¬ 
ship  of  at  least  two  million  men  bound  by  the  sacred  ties  of  Pythian  Brotherhood 
means  much  in  the  forward  march  of  civilization. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  Requests  that  this  communication  be  read  at  two  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  lodge,  and  the  members  be  officially  notified  when  this  message  from  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  will  be  communicated  to  the  membership.  I  ask  your  earnest  co¬ 
operation  to  aid  your  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor’  in  every  way 
possible  in  the  forward  movement  of  the  Order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  requests  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  the  lodge  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this  communication.  For  this  purpose  a  postal  card  is 
enclosed.  I  desire  to  be  advised  of  the  dates  when  this  message  from  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  was  read,  the  number  of  members  in  attendance,  and  number  of  members 
initiated  thus  far  during  the  year  1919.  Please  return  the  card  promptly.

Brothers: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  in  this  Official  Communication  is  addressing  those  in  the 
Order  whom  the  body  politic  of  the  membership,  through  the  system  of  representation, 
have  selected  to  the  highest  positions  of  leadership  and  responsibility  in  guiding  the 
splendidly  equipped  Pythian  edifice  to  greater  and  grander  deeds  in  behalf  of  mankind. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  conveyed  his  Pythian  message  and  appeal  to  the  very 
threshold  of  Pythianism  in  reaching  the  membership  through  the  extended  Official 
Visitations  made  over  the  Supreme  Domain.  We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
forty-six  Grand  Domains,  and  before  the  convening  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  convention 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  August  of  this  year,  every  domain  in  the  Supreme  Domain 
will  have  been  visited  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  at  Grand  Lodge  conventions  or 
special  district  conventions,  or  both. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  had  the  opportunity  of  making  a  survey  of  the  Order 
from  every  angle,  and  cherishes  the  view  that  it  occupies  an  important  and  exalted 
position  among  fraternal  societies,  and  is  generally  recognized  and  respected  as  a 
factor  in  the  world’s  work  in  addition  to  the  splendid  service  rendered  to  the  mem¬ 
bership. 

The  service  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  to  humanity,  our  uplift  activi¬ 
ties,  our  endeavors  in  behalf  of  Patriotism  and  Democracy,  our  altruistic  doctrines  of 
fraternalism,  the  splendid  and  commendable  institutions  already  erected  and  main¬ 
tained  by  Grand  Domains  for  the  care  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  departed 
brothers,  and  homes  for  the  aged  and  indigent  members  of  the  Order,  are  the  laurels 
in  the  immortal  wreath  which  is  entwined  around  and  about  Pythian  Knighthood,  and 
is  the  answer  of  what  the  Order  stands  for  and  has  accomplished  during  the  fifty-six 
years  of  its  existence. 

So  much  for  the  past.  We  enter  now  upon  a  new  era  in  the  affairs  of  mankind, 
with  changed  conditions  and  problems  confronting  the  entire  world.  The  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  must  and  will  accept  the  added  responsibilities  in  relief,  civic, 
social  and  fraternal  matters,  and  proceed  to  plan  a  program  of  activities  suitable  to 
and  commensurate  with  the  high  standing  of  the  Order. 

In  considering  a  program  we  must  start  basicly  and  through  the  subordinate 
lodges.  It  is  admittedly  important  that  immediate  steps  must  be  taken  to  organize 
every  subordinate  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain  into  an  efficient  and  workable  unit 
to  carry  forward  all  of  the  functions  in  which  the  lodges  are  capable  of  rendering 
service.  This  must  receive  the  leadership  which  has  been  very  largely  entrusted  to 
the  experience  and  ability  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
Lodges,  and  more  particularly  to  the  officers  thereof.  The  organization  work  will 
naturally  be  co-operative  and  should  be  commenced  immediately. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodges  are  designed  to  be  the  legislative  branches 
of  the  Order.  Through  the  subordinate  lodge  system  of  the  Order,  however,  is  the 
work  of  Pythianism  accomplished.  We  shall  materially  lessen  our  concern  about  sus¬ 
pensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  when  every  subordinate  lodge  is  organized  into  a 
practical,  workable  unit  for  service,  and  the  membership  in  the  Supreme  Domain 
become  personally  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Order  and  are  called  upon  to  con¬ 
tribute  their  individual  service  to  the  cause  we  represent. 
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Business  management  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  every  lodge  is  imperative.  Every 
lodge  should  possess  a  special  fund  reserved  for  charitable,  beneficent,  educational  and 
patriotic  purposes  for  general  use.  The  Order  in  its  expansion  must  reach  out  and 
apply  its  benefactions  for  human  advancement  and  relief  without  placing  limitations 
that  it  shall  be  confined  within  the  Order. 

Grand  Lodges  in  the  main  legislate  wisely.  Their  ability  to  serve  depends  very 
largely  upon  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  respective  domain  and  the 
resources  at  their  command. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  is  truly  representative  of  the  splendid  host  of  Pythians  com¬ 
prising  the  Order.  Conservative  in  its  actions  and  influenced  in  its  direction  and 
legislation  by  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Order  generally,  it  possesses  conferred 
powers  and  commands  the  confidence  of  the  membership  at  large.  The  Order  is  mak¬ 
ing  unusual  progress  and  is  awake  to  the  spirit  of  the  day.  The  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  have  the  opportunity  at  the  next  convention  to  consider  plans  for  the  extension 
of  the  Order,  and  assume  greater  obligations  for  the  further  advancement  of  the 
Order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  recommends  a  program  which  shall  include  an  inventory 
of  all  of  the  forces  and  resources  of  the  Order,  following  which  there  should  be  a 
functioning  of  all  of  the  forces  and  resources  at  command  into  channels  so  wide¬ 
spread,  helpful  and  constructive  when  in  operation,  so  as  to  bring  the  extended  work 
of  the  Order  to  the  attention  of  the  membership  and  those  who  are  not  members. 
We  shall  receive  merited  commendation  and  admiration  for  the  service  given  by  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  for  the  advancement  of  civilization  and  for  the  relief  of  the  needy 
and  distressed. 

This  situation  will  prevail  through  the  counsel  and  aid  subordinate  lodges  will 
receive  from  Supreme  and  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  the  members  of  those  bodies. 
We  shall  expect  constructive  legislative  action,  and  in  those  placed  in  positions  of 
leadership  and  influence  we  shall  repose  our  faith  to  give  to  the  subordinate  lodges 
their  full  meet  of  personal  service  for  the  extension  of  the  usefulness  of  our  frater¬ 
nity.  Our  vision  has  broadened.  Our  desire  to  serve  has  been  quickened.  Our  ob¬ 
jective  is,  A  Greater  Pythianism.

We  have  yet  to  hear  from  eleven  Domains,  and  believe  when  the  reports  from 
these  domains  are  in  we  will  be  able  to  show  a  net  increase  of  over  fifty  thousand

of  membership  during  the  present  administration  shows  the  magnificent  total  of  sev¬ 
enty-five  thousand  (75,000)  up  to  June  30th,  1920;  the  greatest  increase  of  membership 
ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Order,  during  a  like  period  of  time,  the  result  of 
which  will  be  the  addition  of  millions  of  dollars  to  the  general  resources  of  the  Order 
to  carry  forward  the  greater  work  for  a  Greater  Pythianism.

Changing  Date  of  the  Thirty-First  Regular  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
From  August  3,  1920,  to  August  10,  1920. 

To  All  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Greeting: 

Whereas,  Numerous  requests  were  received  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  from 
members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  urging  that  the  date  of  the  Thirty-first  Regular  Con¬ 
vention,  to  be  held  in  Minneapolis,  be  “postponed  one  week” — that  is,  changed  “from 
the  first  Tuesday  in  August,  1920,  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  said  month;”  and 

Whereas,  This  subject  matter  was  referred  to  each  officer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
and  by  them  unanimously  approved;  and 

Whereas,  This  question  of  changing  the  date  of  the  convention  was  submitted  to  a 
referendum  vote  of  the  Supreme  Representatives,  in  which  referendum  the  reasons 
for  desiring  the  change  were  fully  set  forth,  with  the  result  that  only  five  (5)  nega¬ 
tive  votes  were  received; 

Now,  Therefore,  by  reason  of  the  almost  unanimous  vote  that  such  change  be 
made,  official  notice  hereby  is  given  to  each  Supreme  Lodge  officer,  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  Supreme  Representative  that  the  Thirty-First  Regular  Convention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  will  convene  in  the  City  of  Minneapolis, 
Grand  Domain  of  Minnesota,  commencing  Tuesday,  August  10,  1920,  instead  of  Tues¬ 
day,  August  3,  1920,  as  originally  designated  at  the  convention  of  1918.  All  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  govern  themselves  accordingly.

Communication  addressed  to  each  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  relation  to 
the  change  of  holding  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  from  the  first  Tuesday  in 
August,  to  the  second  Tuesday  in  August,  1920. 

We  enter  upon  the  New  Year  with  many  unsolved  problems  before  us,  the  after- 
math  of  the  World  War.  In  the  solution  of  these  momentous  difficulties,  the  Order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias  can  furnish  valuable  aid  towards  the  equitable  and  speedy 
adjustments  which  must  ensue  to  make  secure  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the 
people.  The  attention  of  the  membership  of  the  Order  has  been  sternly  directed  by 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  to  the  doctrines  of  Patriotism  and  Fraternity  expounded 
in  the  principles  pf  Pythianism.  Our  Order  strongly  upholds  the  Government  and 
constituted  authority,  and  to  the  end  that  our  institutions  shall  not  be  desecrated, 
and  law  and  order  shall  be  sustained,  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  can  be  relied 
upon  to  render  full  measure  of  service. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  visited  forty-one  Grand  Domains,  and  expects  to 
visit  every  Grand  Domain  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention.  We  have  endeav¬ 
ored  to  create,  and  have  succeeded  in  causing  a  closer  relationship  between  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges,  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  extended  visitations 
of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  at  District  Conventions  and  Grand  Lodge  Conventions, 
is  fully  appreciated  by  the  membership  at  large,  and  is  generally  commended. 

The  indications  are  decidedly  favorable  that  the  year  1919  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  years  in  behalf  of  the  growth  and  influence  of  the  Order  ever  experienced 
in  the  annals  of  Pythianism. 

Moved  by  the  general  expression  observed,  and  the  requests  received  that  action 
should  be  taken  to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  1920  Convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  from  the  first  Tuesday  in  August  to  the  second  Tuesday  in  August,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  submitted  the  proposal  to  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for 
consideration  as  required  under  the  Supreme  Statutes.  The  Supreme  Lodge  officers 
have  given  their  consent  and  approval  to  the  proposed  change.  The  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  however,  desires  also  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  respect¬ 
ing  the  change  authorized  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers. 

The  enclosed  copy  of  the  communication  submitted  to  the  officers  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  is  self-explanatory.  The  importance  of  an  immediate  reply  is  urged  upon 
every  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  will  be  expected  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

May  the  New  Year  and  the  years  to  come  bring  many  joys  to  you  and  yours.

Brothers: 

IN  RE  CHANGE  OF  TIME  OF  CONVENTION  OF  THE  SUPREME  LODGE  FROM  THE  FIRST 
TUESDAY  IN  AUGUST,  1920,  BEING  THE  THIRD  OF  AUGUST,  TO  THE  SECOND 
TUESDAY  IN  AUGUST,  1920,  BEING  THE  10TH  DAY  OF  AUGUST,  1920. 

I  am  this  day  communicating  with  each  officer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  to  procure 
consent  to  the  change  of  time  of  holding  the  Convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as 
above  indicated.  The  reasons  assigned  for  the  request  may  be  briefly  stated  as, 
follows: 

The  complaints  being  registered  at  this  office,  also  generally  heard  by  me  in  my 
travels  over  the  Supreme  Domain,  in  opposition  to  the  Convention  being  held  begin¬ 
ning  with  August  3,  are  that  it  seriously  interferes  with  business  and  other  matters 
requiring  attention  the  latter  part  of  and  the  beginning  of  each  month.  This  would 
be  avoided  if  the  Convention  were  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  August. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  Brother  Wheaton,  agrees  to  and 
approves  the  change,  and  informs  me  that  insofar  as  his  office  is  concerned,  it  would 
be  of  decided  advantage  if  the  change  would  be  made,  for  the  very  good  reason  that, 
with  the  opening  date  fixed  for  August  3,  he  will  be  seriously  crowded  in  getting  out 
his  financial  and  other  reports,  and  he  could  not  hope  to  get  July  claims  entered 
and  approved  in  the  few  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  This  situation 
is  one  for  serious  consideration. 

Brother  Wheaton  informs  me  that  the  change  of  date  meets  with  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee  at  Minneapolis,  having  in  charge  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  holding  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Convention,  and  we  believe  this  Committee 
would  prefer  to  have  the  Convention  changed  to  the  10th  day  of  August,  to  meet 
the  convenience  of  all  concerned. 

The  observation  is  made  that  when  the  time  was  fixed  at  Detroit  for  the  1920 
Convention,  a  calendar  of  this  year  was  not  to  be  had,  and  it  was  assumed  that  the 
first  Tuesday  in  August  would  fall  on  about  the  6th  or  7th  of  the  month;  also  when 
it  was  discovered  that  the  first  Tuesday  was  the  3rd  of  the  month,  the  information 
brought  keen  disappointment  to  many  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  approves  of  the  change  proposed,  and,  in  fact,  regards 
it  infinitely  important  that  it  should  be  made,  and  trusts  that  the  Supreme  Lodge 
officers  will  heartily  agree  to  the  change,  and  so  recommend. 

I  enclose  stamped  envelope  for  an  immediate  reply.  It  is  necessary  that  this 
be  done,  in  order  to  get  the  results  of  the  referendum  to  the  Executive  Committee 
having  in  charge  all  matters  relating  to  the  Convention  at  Minneapolis,  also  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  the  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.

To  the  Members  of  All  Subordinate  Lodges  Supreme  Domain  Knights  of  Pythias. 
Brothers: 

At  this  moment  the  Order  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  phenomenal  increase  of 
membership  recorded  for  the  calendar  year  of  1919.  The  total  net  increase  for  the 
year  is  over  47,000  members,  and  further,  it  is  our  judgment  that  the  record  will 
show  a  net  increase  of  more  than  75,000  members  for  the  term  ending  with  June  30, 
1920.  The  most  remarkable  growth  in  the  history  of  the  Order  for  the  same  period 
of  time.  The  slogan  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  “Double  the  Membership.  Every 
Member  procure  a  Member,”  was  accepted  everywhere,  and  while  we  did  not  double 
our  membership,  we  are  going  in  that  direction,  and  are  sure  to  succeed  if  the  present 
work  is  continued. 

The  increased  membership  increases  the  assets  of  our  Order  many  millions 
of  dollars  which  provides  for  the  extension  of  the  work  of  Friendship,  Charity  and 
Benevolence  allotted  to  Pythianism,  and  assists  in  completing  its  mission  as  a  great 
Fraternal  Society. 

The  slogan  of  “Service”  has  permeated  the  hearts  of  Pythians  everywhere  in 
the  Supreme  Domain.  The  manpower  of  the  Order  is  awakened  to  the  great  mission 
of  our  Fraternalism. 

In  the  new  era  of  Pythianism  we  shall  increase  our  influence  and  membership, 
and  perform  even  greater  service  to  mankind. 

The  growth  of  the  Departments  and  Auxiliaries  of  the  Order  is  paralleling  the 
general  progress  of  the  Order. 
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INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  branch  of  the  Order  is  accepted  for  its  full  worth.  It  was  created  and 
designed  for  protecting  the  homes  of  the  loved  ones  and  dependents  of  members  9f 
our  Order.  Membership  in  the  Insurance  Department  stabilizes  the  membership  in 
the  subordinate  lodges,  and  creates  a  deeper  interest  in  behalf  of  all  of  the  bene¬ 
factions  of  the  Order.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  all  subordinate  lodges  should 
have  a  sincere  concern  in  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  encourage  the  acceptance  of  the  insurance  offered  to  the  membership  at 
reasonable  rates  and  on  plans  to  meet  their  needs. 

Its  management  is  conservative  and  sound.  Its  business  is  conducted  with 
efficiency.  It  is  endorsed  by  all  of  the  State  Insurance  Commissioners.  Its  standing 
parallels  any  of  the  Old  Line  Companies  or  Fraternal  Insurance  Societies. 

The  financial  resources  represent  the  magnificent  sum  total  of  over  $11,000,000 
invested  in  the  best  securities  purchasable.  Insurance  in  force  is  more  than 
$102,000,000.  The  amount  paid  to  beneficiaries  is  nearly  $47,000,000  and  in  addition 
to  this,  the  sum  of  $2,300,000  has  been  credited  to  Certificate  Holders  in  Waived 
Payments.  Over  26,000  homes  have  received  the  protection  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Order  since  its  organization  in  1877.  No  Old  Line  Company  or  Fraternal 
Insurance  Society  can  claim  a  better  record. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Insurance  Department  and  its  important  relation 
to  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  war  no  forward  movement  in  this  branch  of  our  Order  could  be 
expected.  We  directed  our  activities  to  aiding  in  winning  the  war.  We  are  informed 
that  new  companies  are  being  organized  in  many  localities  of  the  Supreme  Domain, 
and  old  companies  are  being  strengthened.  The  new  entrants  into  the  Order,  com¬ 
posed  as  they  are  of  vigorous  young  manhood,  will  make  splendid  acquisitions  to  the 
Military  Branch  of  the  Order,  and  it  i£  thus  to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  again  find  this 
great  citizen  soldiery  of  Pythianism  marching  forward  to  success  in  the  near  future. 

PYTHIAN  SISTERS. 

The  altruistic  and  genuine  service  of  this  auxiliary  of  the  Order  emphasized  its 
usefulness  during  the  war.  Our  Pythian  Womanhood  sacrificed  and  served.  Their 
work  was  commended  everywhere.  Temples  are  now  being  instituted  thrO'ughout  the 
Supreme  Domain.  The  helpfulness  of  this  auxiliary  of  the  Order  to  the  lodges  is 
exercised  to  a  remarkable  degree.  The  Supreme  Lodge  made  no  mistake  in  recog¬ 
nizing  the  Sisterhood  as  an  auxiliary  of  our  great  Fraternity.  This  organized  force 
for  the  good  of  the  Order  is  deserving  of  the  support  of  the  membership. 

KNIGHTS  OF  KHORASSAN. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  1919,  there  were  more  than  10,000  members  added 
to  this  auxiliary  of  Pythianism,  and  its  growth  is  continuing,  notwithstanding  the 
increase  of  the  initiation  fee  to  $25.00.  The  Knights  of  Khorassan  is  the  great 
Pythian  Shrine  for  sociability.  Not  a  playground,  but  where  our  members  effervesce 
in  comradeship  and  fellowship.  We  who  are  D.  O.  K.  K.’s  know  full  well  the  warmth 
of  the  Dokey  handshake. 

In  closing  this  communication  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  Order,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  desires  to  endorse  the  Departments  and  Auxiliaries  of  the  Order. 
They  should  be  made  topics  of  interest  and  be  reviewed  at  every  lodge  meeting.  The 
wondrous  results  of  co-operation  and  co-ordination  among  them  will  lav  even  stronger 
foundations  for  the  future  growth  of  the  Order. 

From  the  subordinate  lodges  emanate  the  resources  of  the  Order,  and  from 
which  generate  into  the  branches  and  auxiliaries  of  the  Order  the  life  and  influence 
they  possess.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  devoutly  appeals  to  every  member  to  take 
advantage  of  the  present  awakening  for  a  Greater  Pythianism.  The  increased  mem¬ 
bership  is  the  greatest  evidence  that  can  be  afforded  of  what  we  can  do.  Mankind 
needs  our  service.  We  are  prepared  to  respond  to  the  calls  of  humanity  and  our 
country.  Our  Fraternalism  and  Patriotism  are  valuable  acquisitions  in  behalf  of 
the  future  progress  of  civilization. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  requests  that  this  Official  Communication  be  read  with 
care  and  consideration  in  every  subordinate  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  and  from 
it  will  be  found  topics  for  discussion  for  the  general  good  of  the  Order.

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Biennial  Report 

of  the 

Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seals 


Minneapolis,  July  28,  1920,  p.  p.  lvii. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Each  recurring  biennium  in  the  general  scheme  of  Pythian  government 
and  history,  affords  the  pleasurable  duty  of  reviewing  the  Order’s  progress 
as  term  by  term  we  chronicle  experience  between  the  regular  conventions 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  learn  the  lessons  thereof,  meet  the  varying  con¬ 
ditions  that  arise,  concern  ourselves  with  the  ever-changing  issues  and 
forms  of  activity,  and  endeavor  by  reason  of  such  experience  to  profit 
by  the  lessons  learned,  and  unite  our  efforts  and  thoughts  in  shaping  a 
future  that  shall  make  for  a  higher  and  greater  destiny  in  the  arts  and 
influences  of  modern  knighthood.  Age  must  be  progression.  Every  epoch 
of  life  is  a  stepping  stone  to  betterment  and  improvement.  The  progress 
of  time  means  advancement,  and  the  lacking  thereof  forebodes  decay. 
Every  great  institution  of  an  educational  and  humanitarian  character 
advances  with  the  running  of  time,  and  no  hand  can  stay  this  natural  law 
of  progress. 

Pythian  knighthood  today  is  vastly  more  important  than  at  any  time 
since  its  influence  first  was  joined  in  the  high  calling  of  human  welfare 
— and  this  will  be  its  experience  as  the  years  shall  come  and  go,  and  as 
men  shall  become  more  and  more  wedded  to  its  great  work  and  mission 
in  the  society  of  true  service  to  mankind.  Glorious  as  has  been  its 
record  for  fifty-six  years,  the  biennium  now  taking  its  place  in  history 
has  been  one  of  the  most  important,  most  progressive,  most  fruitful,  and, 
withal,  more  comprehensive  in  its  activities  and  viewpoint,  than  for  any 
like  period  since  its  star  commenced  to  shine  in  the  firmament  of  humani¬ 
tarian  activities.  We  may  rejoice  with  becoming  pride  when  we  review 
the  record  of  the  past  two  years.  The  official  reports  submitted  for  care¬ 
ful  consideration  mean  vastly  more  than  the  perfunctory  performance 
of  duty — they  are  presented  as  messages  for  consideration  and  study  by 
that  larger  membership  which  constitutes  the  citizenship  of  the  Order. 

With  special  reference  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  his  official 
report,  also  the  report  from  this  office,  by  reason  of  the  vast  number  of 
subjects  that  require  consideration,  review  and  presentation,  these  biennial 
messages  have  necessarily  been  drawn  out  to  such  length  that  it  is  quite 
impossible  for  all  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  carefully  and  thor¬ 
oughly  digest  them  within  the  limited  time  between  their  publication  and 
the  convening  of  the  biennial  convention.  It  must  not  be  overlooked, 
however,  that  these  reports  combine  two  prime  requirements,  viz. :  the 
record  of  stewardship  and  conditions  that  must  be  considered  by  the 
immediate  convention,  and  the  collation  for  preservation  of  the  running 
history  of  the  Order. 
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ANNUAL  MEMBERSHIP  STATEMENTS. 

While  there  is  no  specific  requirement  by  statute  that  the  commonly 
known  “preliminary  reports”  shall  be  published  immediately  following 
the  compilation  of  annual  membership  statistics — save  and  except  the  mid¬ 
term  report  dealing  with  the  business  affairs  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at 
the  ending  of  each  fiscal  year — it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  publish  mem¬ 
bership  statements  and  messages  regularly,  as  annual  reports  from  grand 
lodges  and  outlying  subordinate  lodges  have  been  received  and  compiled. 
This  has  been  done  for  the  purpose  of  giving  to  the  Order  the  latest  and 
most  current  information,  as  the  record  for  each  succeeding  year  is  writ¬ 
ten.  The  two  preliminary  reports  for  the  intervening  years  between  our 
last  biennial  convention,  and  the  fiscal  year  report  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1919,  will  appear  in  full  in  the  forthcoming  official  record,  but  we  feel 
that  it  would  not  be  inappropriate  to  here  refer,  specifically,  to  each  of 
these  statements. 

Under  date  of  May  8,  1919,  there  was  published  a  general  membership 
statement  showing  the  gains  and  losses  for  the  preceding  calendar  year, 
at  which  time  attention  was  called  to  the  havoc  wrought  by  suspensions 
for  a  period  of  ten  years,  with  special  portions  entitled,  “Widespread 
Activity  Prevailing,”  “The  Paramount  Pythian  Need,”  and  an  outline  of 
a  “Constructive  Program  Necessary”  for  the  future  well-being  of  the 
Order.  We  select  for  reproduction  at  this  time  the  following  excerpt 
treating  upon  the  duty  of  the  Order  at  large  to  “cultivate  an  atmosphere 
of  enterprise” : 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  must  have  some  higher  objective  than  the  mere 
ambition  to  enroll  members.  Experience  has  taught,  and  more  especially  during 
the  past  ten  years,  that  we  cannot  afford  to  rely  solely  upon  the  ambition  and  energy 
of  lodges  to  conduct  membership  campaigns  merely  for  the  purpose  of  hurriedly 
initiating  many  thousands  of  recruits.  We  are  confronted  with  the  hard,  cold  fact 
that  our  losses  are  exceeding  the  gains,  and  that  we  have  yet  to  discover  and  fix 
upon  some  higher  objective — some  plan  of  action,  some  fixed  purpose,  some  plane 
of  communion  and  unity,  that  shall  stem  the  suspension  flood,  interest  the  member¬ 
ship,  and  more  firmly  establish  this  order  in  the  fabric  of  human  welfare. 

Our  first  duty  is  to  cultivate  an  atmosphere  of  enterprise — that  character  of 
enterprise  that  shall  denominate  this  order  as  a  leader  in  fraternal  endeavor.  As  a 
direct  result  of  the  world  war,  we  must  be  more  outspoken  in  teaching  patriotism — 
not  merely  the  voicing  of  platitudes,  but  by  concrete  examples  and  direct  influence 
in  every  community  where  the  Pythian  altar  _  is  established.  We  must  give  more 
heed  to  things  that  have  to  do  with  community,  state  and  national  welfare.  Our 
membership  must  be  educated,  co-ordinated  and  enthused  to  a  higher  recognition  of 
Pythian  responsibility,  individually  and  collectively,  to  the  end  that  it  shall  be  known 
of  all  men  that  this  Order  squarely  stands  for,  and  supports,  the  highest  ideals  of 
citizenship  and  human  welfare.  As  an  Order,  we  must  be  more  closely  identified 
with  the  great  affairs  of  life — fraternally,  socially  and  morally — and  above  all,  that 
in  every  endeavor  and  relation,  the  Order’s  influence  for  good  shall  not  be  confined 
merely  among  ourselves,  but  shall  broaden  to  the  wider  field  of  larger  service. 

The  fiscal  year  report  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1919,  was  published 
on  July  30  of  that  year,  largely  dealing  with  the  financial  and  business 
affairs  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  including  the  quarterly  reports  of  the 
committee  on  finance.  The  following  observation  was  made  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  “Fall  Season  Activities” : 

Fully  realizing  that  the  Order  at  large  is  now  enjoying  greater  prosperity  than 
has  been  experienced  for  many  years,  it  behooves  every  subordinate  lodge  to  take 
full  advantage  of  prevailing  conditions  to  the  end  that  the  “harvest  of  good  work” 
shall  be  accelerated,  to  the  utmost  during  the  coming  “fall  and  winter  season.”  Each 
lodge  that  has  not' already  done  so,  should  at  once  appoint  a  committee  on  “new 
members,”  said  committees  to  be  composed  of  members  who  are  alive  and  alert,  and 
who,  in  other  activities,  will  not  subordinate  quality;  to  quantity  in  the  introduction 
of  applicants  for  the  ranks.  The  collection  of  dues  is  decidedly  an  important  matter, 
and  _  a  committee  on  “suspended  and  delinquent  members”  should  promptly  be 
appointed  in  every  lodge  where  conditions  require  that  special  attention  be  given  to 
this  work  aside  from  the  regular  procedure.  To  do  that  character  of  “work”  that 
should  be  the  pride  of  every  lodge,  the  injunction,  “put  your  house  in  order,”  should 
be  the  aim  of  each  lodge.  Responsibility  in  this  direction  lies  primarily  upon  the 
officers  of  the  lodge.  Thoroughness  in  conducting  all  ceremonies  of  initiation  should 
be  the  outstanding  ambition  in  portraying  the  Order’s  ritualism,  and  in  this  con- 
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nection  the  instruction  and  examination  of  candidates  in  each  rank  should  not  be 
slighted  in  a  single  instance.  Aside  from  its  private  affairs,  such  as  conferring  ranks, 
each  and  every  lodge  should  make  itself  a  factor  for  “service”  and  its  home  com¬ 
munity — an  indispensable  force  in  public  and  patriotic  endeavor.  An  outstanding 
feature  of  Pythian  progression  was  emphasized  in  the  legislation  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Convention  of  1918  directing  each  subordinate  lodge  to  appoint  a  “committee 
on  entertainment,”  to  provide  from  time  to  time  lectures,  addresses,  debates,  etc., 
that  will  be  instructive,  interesting  and  elevating  to  the  membership.  When  properly 
carried  out,  the  good  influences  of  such  programs  will  tend  to  establish  each  lodge 
as  a  dominating  factor  in  social  and  community  welfare. 

On  May  10,  1920,  there  was  published  the  “preliminary  report”  detail¬ 
ing  the  remarkable  membership  growth  of  the  Order  as  shown  by  official 
returns  from  grand  and  subordinate  lodges  for  the  calendar  year  of  1919. 
In  this  report  there  not  only  was  shown  a  comprehensive  review  of  the 
Order’s  membership  growth  and  financial  prosperity,  but,  by  reason  of 
the  admirable  results  of  that  eventful  year,  we  were  moved  to  predict  a 
larger  membership  increase  as  a  result  of  widespread  activities  every¬ 
where  prevailing.  “A  Future  Bright  With  Promise”  was  the  caption  for 
setting  forth  the  following  observation : 

Considering  all  things — not  alone  the  present  interest  and  prosperity  that  pre¬ 
vails  throughout  the  Order — but  the  fact  that  Pythian  knighthood,  in  every  relation, 
is  “coming  into  its  own,”  and  that  everywhere  there  is  a  constantly  increasing 
appreciation  of  the  Order,  its  value  and  worth  as  an  institution  that  is  needed  in 
the  science  and  scheme  of  life,  it  is  confidently  predicted  that  the  future,  now  so 
“bright  with  promise,”  will  fashion  this  Order  to  a  grander  and  greater  realization 
of  its  possibilities.  With  the  present  momentum,  with  an  ardent  and  earnest  con¬ 
tinuance  of  such  constructive  and  wholesome  activities  as  now  obtain  throughout  the 
Supreme  Domain,  we  should  be  able  to  claim  “One  Million  Members”  possibly  by 
December  31,  1922.  We  not  alone  desire  and  need  new  members,  to  increase,  as  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  says,  the  “man  power”  of  the  Order,  but  we  greater  need  a 
wider  consecration  to  Pythian  ideals,  and,  if  possible,  more  of  fixed  purpose  in  the 
high  calling  of  that  fraternity  which  we  seek  to  emphasize.  The  adoption  of  one 
or  more  worth-while  “objectives,”  something  to  which  and  in  the  furtherance  of,  all 
members  may  be  united  in  their  fulfillment,  is  worthy  of  careful  and  earnest  con¬ 
sideration  at  this  time. 

In  addition  to  the  publication  of  these  reports  and  statements,  there 
have  been  issued  from  this  office  a  large  number  of  circulars  and  mes¬ 
sages  concerning  Pythian  subjects,  official  matters,  and  numerous  activities 
in  which  the  Order  was  engaged.  It  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  reproduce 
in  this  report  the  several  circulars  and  communications  that  were  sent 
forth  conveying  information,  instruction  and  encouragement,  practically 
all  of  which,  in  addition  to  being  mailed  to  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  were  sent  to  Grand  Lodge  officers,  the  Pythian  press,  and  to  all 
names  upon  the  so-called  “official  mailing  list”  maintained  in  this  office. 

We  feel  that  it  is  due  the  Order  that  it  be  kept  constantly  in  touch 
with  the  business  affairs  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  believe  that  every 
official  and  fraternal  communication  that  emanates  from  the  executive 
offices  of  the  Order  is  decidedly  helpful  to  the  general  welfare.  Not 
infrequently  requests  were  received  from  Grand  Domains  for  additional 
quantities  of  these  communications,  that  copies  might  be  sent  to  all  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  within  said  Domains,  and,  in  some  instances,  to  the 
general  membership. 

Publicity  is  the  finest  kind  of  service,  and  this  feature  should  be  a 
matter  of  paramount  concern  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  boards  and  com¬ 
mittees  having  in  charge  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Order. 

OFFICIAL  PYTHIAN  MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  preliminary  membership  report  as  published  on  May  10  of 
this  year,  the  total  membership  at  that  time  was  stated  as  being  746,034, 
but  with  the  qualifying  announcement  that  there  might  be  some  slight 
changes  in  the  different  totals  when  final  and  correct  returns  had  been 
received.  While  there  were  a  few  changes,  they  did  not  materially  affect 
the  totals  as  then  published.  There  is  shown  hereunder  the  correct  and 
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official  statement  of  the  membership  of  the  Order  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1919.  For  more  complete  information  as  to  details  by 
Grand  Domains,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  official  tables  as  embraced 
in  the  closing  pprtion  of  this  report :

The  foregoing  tabulation  shows  a  net  membership  gain  of  33,473  for 
the  two-year  period.  As  is  well  known,  the  membership  loss  of  1918 
was  the  most  disastrous  in  the  entire  history  of  the  Order,  a  net  deduc¬ 
tion  of  13,707,  all  of  which,  subtracted  from  the  splendid  gain  of  1919, 
leaves  the  total  for  the  above  two-year  period  as  herein  shown.  “Let 
the  past  bury  its  dead.”  It  is  ours  to  turn  to  the  future,  and,  with  an 
eye  single  to  every  advantage  and  opportunity,  see  to  it  that,  henceforth, 
there  shall  be  no  such  slumps  as  were  reported  during  the  war  period- 
conditions.  however,  that  were  beyond  the  power  of  the  order  to  prevent.

The  membership  on  December  31,  1919,  reached  the  “high  water” 
mark  in  the  order’s  history,  and  the  net  increase  for  the  year  last  past 
was  the  third  highest  ever  reported,  being  succeeded  only  twice  since  the 
inception  of  the  order,  viz.:  1891  and  1892.

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OUTLYING  PYTHIAN  DISTRICTS. 

It  is  always  with  pleasure  that  we  call  attention  to  the  work,  condi¬ 
tion  and  faithfulness  of  the  subordinate  lodges  under  immediate  control 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  They,  indeed,  are  “the  outposts  of  Pythianism,” 
doing  their  own  work  in  their  own  way,  rarely  coming  in  contact  with 
lodges  on  the  Continental  mainland,  but  ever  and  always  maintaining 
Pythian  prestige,  and  contributing  their  proportion  to  the  sum  total  of 
the  Order’s  prosperity  and  welfare.  This  office  is  practically  their  only 
medium  of  communication,  and  from  here  they  receive  every  assistance 
and  encouragement  that  it  is  possible  to  extend.  Upon  request  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  there  was  furnished  to  that  officer,  for  use  in  his 
report,  brief  statements  concerning  Pythian  conditions  in  each  of  the 
outlying  districts.  The  six  districts,  on  December  31,  last,  reported  a 
total  of  22  lodges,  with  a  combined  membership  of  1,794,  a  gain  of  21 
members  during  the  year.  Since  January  1,  1920,  one  lodge,  Alaska  No.  1, 
has  surrendered  its  charter,  but  its  remaining  members  immediately 
affiliated  with  other  lodges.  The  complete  list  of  the  outlying  lodges  is 
hereunder  shown :

We  desire  at  this  time  to  commend  the  district  deputies  in  charge  of 
the  above  districts  for  their  unfailing  courtesy,  and  commendable  atten¬ 
tion  to  official  duties  and  the  needs  of  the  Order.  In  the  financial  sense, 
as  well  as  regards  membership  statistics,  the  lodges  in  these  districts  are 
in  excellent  condition.  Their  combined  cash  on  hand,  December  31,  1919, 
was  $5,859.34,  with  assets  aggregating  $57,784.23.  The  fact  that  these 
lodges,  last  year,  expended  for  relief  the  sum  of  $3,548.38  abundantly 
demonstrates  their  fraternal  and  altruistic  work.  The  receipts  of  these 
lodges  run  in  excess  of  $18,000  per  year. 

Saskatchewan  is  the  only  district  that  has  enjoyed  direct  representa¬ 
tion  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  this  boon,  for  the  first  time  in  the  Order’s 
history,  being  accorded  at  the  convention  of  1918.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  lodges  in  this  district  failed  to  qualify,  by  official  reports,  a  total 
membership  of  “not  less  than  six  hundred,”  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1918,  the  regular  election  of  a  supreme  representative,  which  the 
statute  requires  shall  be  held  in  June  of  each  odd-numbered  year,  was 
not  so  held,  but  said  election  was  ordered  this  year,  that  representation 
might  be  accorded  at  the  coming  convention  provided  reports  were 
received  and  tax  paid  on  the  required  membership.  At  time  of  prepara¬ 
tion  of  this  report,  the  required  membership  had  been  qualified,  but 
returns  on  election  were  received  from  only  three  lodges.  Saskatchewan 
is,  indeed,  a  fruitful  field  for  Pythian  propagation. 

The  oldest  of  all  outlying  districts  is  Hawaii,  which  is  almost  within 
reach  of  a  total, membership  adequate  for  Supreme  Lodge  representation. 
This  district  has  had  a  remarkable  and  decidedly  creditable  Pythian  rec¬ 
ord,  and  we  here  express  the  hope  that  the  incoming  administration  will 
arrange  to  have  said  district  officially  visited  by  some  officer  or  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  They  are  entitled  to  this  recognition, 
would  appreciate  the  honor,  and  deserve  the  courtesy  of  such  considera¬ 
tion  and  helpfulness. 

The  Canal  Zone  may,  in  due  time,  become  entitled  to  representation. 
These  lodges,  also,  should  be  officially  visited. 
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Alaska,  while  somewhat  weak  at  the  present  time,  is  well  situated 
and  splendidly  represented  in  the  Pythian  column  by  Cordova  Lodge  No.  3. 

Australia,  a  charming  and  delightful  country,  affords  an  inviting  field 
for  Pythian  expansion.  New  South  Wales  Lodge  No.  1,  at  Sydney,  is  a 
decided  credit  to  this  Order,  a  splendid  Pythian  asset. 

William  McKinley  Lodge  No.  1,  Manila,  is  holding  its  own,  but  local 
conditions  in  that  city  have  not  been  propitious  for  marked  Pythian 
growth.  The  lodge,  seemingly,  has  principally  relied  upon  men  in  the 
Army  for  recruits  to  its  membership. 

Every  possible  encouragement  should  be  extended  to  these  districts. 
They  are  worthy  of  it ;  they  have  “won  the  spurs” ;  and,  standing  as 
they  do,  representing  this  great  Order  in  lands  far  away,  they  should  be 
strengthened  and  sustained  in  their  good  and  great  work  in  behalf  of 
Pythian  prestige  and  welfare. 


APPROPRIATIONS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 


As  a  business  institution,  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  so  splendidly  reg¬ 
ulated  its  affairs  that  it  may  be  said,  without  prejudice  to  any  other 
society  or  business  institution,  that  the  governing  body  of  this  Order,  in 
handling  its  financial  matters,  has  merited  the  commendation  not  only  of 
the  membership  which  it  serves,  but  of  all  those  who  admire  thorough¬ 
ness  in  the  conduct  of  financial  affairs.  At  the  1918  biennial  convention, 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  carefully  estimating  the  needs  of  the  Order  for  the 
ensuing  term,  appropriated  consistently  and  conservatively  the  funds  neces¬ 
sary  to  handle  its  business.  These  appropriations  and  the  expenditures 
therefrom  are  shown  in  the  appended  table.  From  the  unexpended  bal¬ 
ances  there  remain  to  be  paid  the  current  claims  for  the  month  of  July, 
so  far  as  such  balances  shall  be  available  for  that  purpose :

It  will  be  observed  that  in  four  instances  the  expenditures  have 
exceeded  the  amount  appropriated.  There  was  an  excess  expenditure  of 
$233.35  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  traveling 
expenses,  which  was  allowed  by  the  committee  on  finance  after  correspond¬ 
ence  and  consultation  with  that  officer.  His  very  extensive  travel,  visiting 
every  Grand  Domain,  was  the  result  of  numerous  and  urgent  appeals,  and 
he  foresaw  that  his  appropriation  might  be  slightly  overdrawn.  The  over¬ 
draft  of  $1.48  for  miscellaneous  printing  was  not  discovered  until  the 
official  tabulation  was  made  up. 

In  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  official  supplies,  the  overdraft  is 
$18,811.08,  which  was  foreseen  very  shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Detroit  convention.  Not  in  all  the  history  of  this  Order  has  there  been 
such  a  demand  for  official  supplies  as  during  the  past  two  years.  Any 
appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  cannot  be  considered  manda¬ 
tory  in  its  limitation.  When  supplies  are  needed  and  demanded,  they 
must  be  procured.  The  appropriation  for  supplies  expense  was  exceeded 
to  the  extent  of  $327.24,  and  for  similar  reasons.  These  matters  are 
referred  to  under  the  sub-heading  immediately  following. 

OFFICIAL  SUPPLIES  AND  SALES. 

As  has  been  shown  in  the  official  reports  and  tables,  the  year  1919 
was  almost  a  “record-breaker”  in  membership  increase,  and  with  this 
remarkable  increase  and  the  attending  order-wide  activities  in  every  direc¬ 
tion,  there  likewise  followed  a  decided  increase  in  the  sale  of  official  sup¬ 
plies.  _  The  record  for  the  past  two  years  exceeds  any  similar  period, 
reaching  the  total  of  $87,015.79  for  the  two  fiscal  years  last  past.  Two 
years  ago  we  reported  aggregate  sales  amounting  to  $59,972.70,  the  increase 
for  the  past  biennium  being  $37,043.09.  Hereunder  is  shown  the  sales 
for  the  two  years :

Profits  on  the  sale  of  supplies  has  correspondingly  increased  from 
$13,672.91  reported  two  years  ago,  to  $20,480.30  for  the  past  two  years, 
the  showing  for  each  year  being  as  follows :

It  will  be  observed  that  the  profits  for  the  last  fiscal  year  exceeded 
the  combined  profits  for  the  two-year  period  ended  just  previous  to  the 
biennial  convention  of  1918.  All  supplies  are  sold  at  as  close  a  margin 
as  is  possible,  consistent  with  the  investment  of  funds  in  the  purchase 
thereof,  the  expense  of  handling,  and  the  ever-present  hazard  as  to  losses 
and  damage  by  shipment.  Some  supplies  represent  a  net  loss  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  The  Pythian  Lodge  Directory,  while  a  valuable  publica¬ 
tion,  is  in  no  sense  self-sustaining.  The  two  editions,  years  1918  and 
1919,  cost  $2,663.00,  but,  owing  to  limited  sales,  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of 
$1,145.08.  The  same  is  true  as  regards  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 

By  reason  of  conditions  well  understood  in  the  business  world,  there 
has  been  a  decided  advance  in  the  cost  of  practically  all  supplies  sold 
by  this  office.  With  labor  and  material  going  higher  and  higher,  there 
also  has  been  (as  is  equally  well  known)  a  scarcity  of  production,  accom¬ 
panied  by  inferior  qualities  in  many  respects,  and  the  further  inconvenience 
resulting  from  inability  and  delay  in  receiving  supplies  from  the  manu¬ 
facturers.  During  the  “high  pressure”  period  of  the  past  “lodge  season,” 
namely,  the  last  quarter  of  1919  and  the  first  quarter  of  1920,  it  was  almost 
impossible  to  maintain  stocks  adequate  to  the  never-ending  demands. 
These  were  days  of  nervous  tension,  but,  like  other  affliction?  of  life, 
every  condition  was  met  with  the  utmost  patience,  and  every  service 
demanded  of  this  office  was  forthcoming  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

Added  to  the  increasing  cost  of  paper,  leather  and  metal  supplies, 
there  has  come  the  Government  tax  on  “luxuries,”  such  as  the  official 
jewels  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  general  consumption  of 
the  Order,  which  tax,  in  all  instances,  has  been  borne  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  not  by  grand  and  subordinate  lodges,  or  individual  purchasers. 
In  considering  the  matter  of  “profits”  on  sale  of  supplies,  there  should 
be  taken  into  consideration  the  expenditures  made  for  “supplies  expense,” 
which,  naturally,  must  be  deducted  from  the  gross  sales  profits  in  order 
to  show  net  earnings.  It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Supreme 
Lodge  is  deprived  of  considerable  interest  earning  in  having  its  money 
tied  up  both  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  credits  extended  to  grand 
lodges. 

The  following  tabulation  will  show  the  four  principal  groups  of  sup¬ 
plies,  the  sales  thereof,  the  costs,  and  profits  for  the  past  two  years :

RATHBONE  BIBLE  CLASSES. 

In  the  biennial  report  of  this  office  two  years  ago,  it  was  stated  that, 
up  to  the  time  of  that  convention,  there  had  been  held  a  total  of  198 
Bible  Classes,  with  total  initiations  aggregating  15,440.  Since  the  last 
convention  38  additional  classes  have  been  conducted,  resulting  in  the 
initiation  of  1,299  members,  bringing  the  total  number  of  classes  since 
the  commencement  of  this  movement  up  to  236,  the  total  initiates  being 
16,739.  The  expenses  incurred  in  this  work  have  been  entirely  borne 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal.  In  nearly  every  instance  these  occasions  were  made 
“district  conventions,”  and,  without  exception,  were  largely  attended,  in 
many  instances  by  delegations  of  members  from  sister  lodges  “from  miles 
around.”  Everywhere  the  historic  Bible  has  been  received  with  rever¬ 
ence,  resulting  in  a  greater  and  better  interest  being  taken  in  Pythian 
affairs  generally,  and  especially  the  ambition  to  enhance  ritualistic  excel¬ 
lence.

During  the  past  two  years  the  committee  on  Pythian  education  has  not 
performed  as  extensive,  or  expensive,  work  as  characterized  the  activities 
of  this  committee  during  preceding  terms.  From  the  appropriation  of 
$5,000  authorized  at  the  Detroit  convention,  there  has  been  expended  a 
total  of  $2,399.02 — less  than  one-half  the  amount  appropriated — leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $2,600.98.  The  summarized  expenditures  were  as 
follows :

At  no  time  since  the  commencement  of  the  educational  movement 
have  so  many  urgent  requests  been  received  to  furnish  to  Grand  Domains 
and  subordinate  lodges  Booklets  relating  to  the  Order,  and  desired  for  use 
in  connection  with  membership  campaigns,  as  during  the  past  two  years. 
These  Booklets  have  been  very  helpful  in  this  promotion  work,  and  every 
request  therefor,  whether  for  small  or  large  quantities,  has  been  promptly 
honored. 

As  is  well  known,  the  Order  has  been  generally  advised  that  this  lit¬ 
erature  was  available  from  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  asking.  Not  only 
have  these  Booklets,  and  other  literature  of  their  general  character,  been 
supplied  gratis,  but  they  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  Order,  with 
postage  prepaid  (including  Parcel  Post  packages),  from  the  office  of  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 
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The  incoming  administration  (or  the  new  committee,  if  the  plan  is 
continued)  should  provide  a  new  line  of  Booklets,  or  similar  printed  mat¬ 
ter,  that  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  Pythian  story,  its  work,  its  endeavors, 
and  such  statistics  and  general  information  as  may  be  of  educational  value, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  lodges  in  enlarging  the  Order’s  membership  and 
influence.  Grand  Lodges  should  be  encouraged  to  adopt  similar  features 
of  education  and  publicity,  by  preparing  and  publishing  literature  of  this 
character,  telling  something  of  the  local  history  and  strength  of  the  Order 
in  the  respective  domains. 

BIG  CONSTRUCTION  WORK  DEMANDED. 

During  the  past  several  years  much  concern  has  been  given  to  the 
thought  and  necessity  that  Pythian  knighthood  engage  in  larger  things, 
greater  movements,  and  more  constructive  and  progressive  developments, 
than  has  been  its  wont  during  earlier  periods.  Fraternity  is  a  tremen¬ 
dous  factor  in  the  vital  affairs  of  civilization,  but  in  its  age-long  career 
it  has  principally  confined  its  activities  within  itself,  without  broadening 
out  upon  the  larger  field  of  practical,  human  service.  Not  in  all  the 
realm  of  modern  fraternities  does  there  exist  a  better  forum  for  larger 
activities  that  is  comprehended  and  embraced  within  this  Order,  this 
great  American  fraternity,  modernly  constructed,  mammoth  in  member¬ 
ship  and  superlative  in  design.  Its  tremendous  forces  need  co-ordination 
and  cohesion  in  a  greater,  larger  and  wider  emphasis  of  that  character 
of  real  service  which  the  world  may  rightfully  expect  from  an  institution 
that  is  designed  to  comprehend  the  greatest  measure  of  welfare  for.  all 
humankind. 

The  time  for  action  is  here. 

It  must  be  confessed  that  there  was  widespread  and  keen  disappoint¬ 
ment  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  last  convention 
to  “point  the  way”  to  some  definite,  higher  objective,  in  the  arts  of 
Pythian  endeavor.  During  the  past  two  years,  the  sentiment  has  wonder¬ 
fully  crystallized  on  this  great  necessity  and  need.  The  report  promul¬ 
gated  from  this  office  in  May,  1919,  carried  a  message  outlining  what 
was  termed  a  “constructive  program,”  and  the  responses  to  this  message, 
from  far  and  wide,  clearly  evidenced  that  a  popular  chord  was  struck. 
Early  this  year  there  was  published  from  this  office  a  circular,  entitled, 
“Pythian  Objectives,”  in  which  a  series  of  “suggestions”  were  presented 
for  the  careful  consideration  of  reading  and  thinking  members,  and  these 
suggestions  are  now  formally  presented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  in  the 
reproduction  of  said  circular-letter  and  message,  as  hereunder : 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  common  with  the  leading  socie¬ 
ties  that  are  seeking  to  fashion  fraternity  as  a  great  world  theme  and 
influence,  must  give  heed  to  the  importance  of  adapting  itself  to  new 
and  constantly  changing  conditions.  We  must  do  a  bigger  and  a  greater 
work  to  justify  our  pretensions,  and  we  must  demand  as  leaders  the 
services  and  devotion  of  men  who  are  big  enough  to  extend  the  horizon 
of  their  leadership  beyond  the  every-day  “indoor  sports”  of  the  average 
lodge  room. 

The  suggestions  as  set  forth  hereunder  may  not  answer  this  desire 
and  the  order’s  needs,  but  may  be  considered  for  what  they  are  worth, 
in  connection  with  other  matters  and  things  that  shall  tend  to  point  the 
way  for  future  Pythian  ambitions  and  activities : 

1.  Higher  and  more  practical  objectives. 

2.  The  consummation  of  big,  worth-while  work. 

3.  Nationalization  of  at  least  two  Pythian  homes. 

4.  Practical  relief  work  co-extensive  with  the  Order  at  large. 
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5.  Committing  the  Order  to  the  care  of  the  sick,  the  needy,  the 
aged ;  an  educational  program  for  the  welfare  of  Pythian  orphans,  under 
Supreme  Lodge  control. 

6.  An  official  paper  to  be  sent  to  every  officer  of  the  Order. 

7.  Conservation  and  practical  use  of  the  Order’s  resources. 

8.  Field  emissaries  to  systematize  lodge  work  and  business. 

9.  A  comprehensive  building  program  under  charge  of  a  commission 
to  furnish  plans,  details,  etc.,  for  construction  of  temples,  castle  halls 
and  lodge  homes. 

10.  A  bureau  of  publicity  and  extension. 

11.  An  enlightened  board  of  literary  writers  and  historians. 

12.  Permanent  National  Headquarters  for  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  its 
own  building. 

13.  Standardization  of  lodge  government. 

14.  Educational  work  among  lodges  and  members. 

15.  Preparation  and  preservation  of  Pythian  history. 

16.  Higher  regard  for  the  “honors”  of  the  Order — same  not  to  be 
given  away,  as  at  present. 

17.  Elimination  of  useless  laws,  customs,  etc. 

18.  Cease  thinking  of  the  Order  in  terms  of  benefits,  or  anything 
that  savors  of  commercialism. 

19.  Higher  standards  in  every  Pythian  relation. 

20.  Total  abolition  of  “cheapness”  in  cost  of  membership. 

21.  Initiatory  work  entirely  without  use  of  ritual. 

22.  Intelligent  instruction  in  “making”  Knights  of  Pythias. 

23.  More  fixed  responsibility  in  conducting  the  Order’s  business. 

24.  Better  discipline,  with  power  vested  in  executive  officers,  subject 
to  review,  to  remove  from  office  the  lazy,  incompetent  and  indifferent 
officials. 

25.  Cohesion  and  co-ordination  throughout  the  Order. 

The  Order  needs  a  good  measure  of  rebuilding  and  reconstruction. 
Many  of  the  above  activities,  if  properly  and  intelligently  carried  out,  will 
make  for  improvement  and  success.  To  do  the  greater  work  the  Order 
must  do,  requires  both  men  and  money.  What  the  Supreme  Lodge  should 
Commence  to  do  this  year  is  to  provide  for  the  raising  of  a  FOUNDA¬ 
TION  FUND  OF  TEN  MILLION  DOLLARS  to  carry  out  and  carry 
forward  the  big  work  of  a  truly  big  fraternity.  We  cannot  expect  to 
raise  Ten  Million  Dollars  in  one  year,  but  let’s  do  it  in  ten  years,  and  use 
the  increment  in  carrying  out  an  intelligent  campaign  of  activities. 

From  among  the  foregoing  suggestions  there  may  be  selected  such 
as  may  be  deemed  the  more  practical — or  other  movements  and  under¬ 
takings,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  may  be  found  more 
desirable  and  practical.  But  the  main  contention  is  that  this  Order  should 
now  fashion  itself  for  a  greater  work  than  it  has  ever  undertaken.  From 
a  purely  Pythian  standpoint,  we  would  direct  attention  to  the  following 
subjects  that  appeal  with  strong  emphasis  in  the  direction  of  bettering 
the  Order’s  general  condition  and  affording  a  program  that  may  unite  the 
activity  and  ambition  of  the  Order  at  large : 

Field  Deputies.  Systematic  field  work  and  lodge  instruction  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  decided  importance  in  the  Order’s  development.  The  Supreme 
Lodge  should  have  in  its  employ  a  number  of  members,  first-class  men, 
who,  as  deputies,  are  capable  of  rendering  adequate  field  service,  and 
available  at  all  times  to  Grand  Domains.  Their  compensation  should  be 
borne  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  arrangements  made  with  grand  lodges 
to  share  in  the  cost  of  such  work,  whereby  the  maintenance  and  traveling 
expenses  shall  be  assumed  by  Grand  Domains  wherein  this  service  is 
rendered. 
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Pythian  Homes.  The  Order  at  large  should  undertake  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  an  international  home  for  aged  and  indigent  members,  also  a 
home  for  the  care  and  education  of  orphans,  and  a  sanatorium  for  mem¬ 
bers  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  and  pulmonary  disease.  As  regards  the 
“homes,”  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  take  over,  assist,  or  nationalize, 
some  of  the  institutions  already  established. 

National  Pythian  Paper.  There  is  need  for  an  official  Pythian  publi¬ 
cation  not  only  as  a  medium  of  communication  among  members  of  the 
Order  but  to  accentuate  Pythian  education,  information,  and  general  pro¬ 
motion  work.  It  has  repeatedly  been  suggested  that  such  a  publication 
should  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Order,  but  we  hold  to  the  opinion 
that  a  circulation  of  100,000  copies  monthly  would  suffice  to  cover  the 
field  and  supply  all  members  occupying  official  positions  in  the  various 
Pythian  bodies — meaning  the  officers  of  all  subordinate  lodges,  grand 
lodges,  deputies,  committees,  grand  and  supreme  representatives — and  in 
addition  thereto  the  maintenance  of  a  general  circulation  list  among  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  who  express  a  desire  to  receive  the  official  publication. 

Pythian  Capitol.  While  it  may  be  a  far  cry  to  indulge  the  thought 
or  hope,  the  suggestion  is  made  that  the  Pythian  Order  should  be  first 
among  the  larger  fraternities  of  its  character  to  establish  international 
headquarters  in  its  own  Capitol  building,  in  some  city  to  be  selected  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge — for  instance,  the  City  of  Washington,  birthplace  of 
the  Order — wherein  should  be  established  the  official  headquarters  of 
every  department  and  auxiliary  of  the  Order,  and  from  whfch  would 
radiate  all  governmental  work,  and  all  enterprises  to  carry  forward  the 
Order’s  activities. 

Building  Program.  Grand  lodges  should  maintain  their  business  head¬ 
quarters,  if  possible,  in  a  distinctively  Pythian  building  located  in  the  most 
accessible  city  in  each  Domain.  In  every  community  wherever  possible, 
and  especially  in  the  larger  centers  of  population,  the  Order  should  occupy 
its  building,  or  at  least  maintain  headquarters  thoroughly  in  keeping  with 
Pythian  needs.  Too  many  lodges  are  “tenant”  occupants  of  obscure 
rooms  in  buildings  of  varying  utility.  In  every  Pythian  city  of  any 
prominence  it  should  be  known  generally  by  the  people  in  these  com¬ 
munities  where  the  Knights  of  Pythias  is  established.  The  suggestion  of 
such  a  building  program  does  not  mean  an  attempt  to  raise  funds  of  the 
tremendous  magnitude  required  to  erect  Pythian  temples  at  the  sole 
expense  of  such  fund — but,  rather,  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  in 
position  to  substantially  aid  and  encourage  such  enterprises. 

Pythian  Foundation  Fund.  Any  constructive  program  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  from  the  standpoint  of  its  adaptability  and  permanent  character, 
and  will  require  not  only  earnest  application,  but  adequate  finances.  What¬ 
ever  is  undertaken  must  have  for  its  objective  the  elements  of  constructive 
development.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  establish  a  Pythian  Foundation 
Fund  for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  larger  things  to  which  the  order  should 
be  committed,  measures  as  herein  suggested,  and  similar  projects — the 
fund  to  be  raised  by  an  adequate  and  convenient  system  of  permanent 
revenue,  such  as  a  moderate  income  of  five  or  ten  cents  per  year  from  each 
member ;  a  portion  of  each  initiation  fee,  say  one  dollar  per  applicant  or 
a  fixed  percentage ;  and  by  donations,  bequests  and  free-will  offerings. 
We  are  sufficiently  sanguine  in  our  appreciation  of  the  progressive  spirit 
of  the  order  to  believe  that  many  members  would  be  pleased  to  be  enrolled 
as  annual  contributors  to  such  a  Foundation  Fund;  also  that  there  are 
members  who,  in  the  full  knowledge  of  waning  life,  would  gladly  make 
provision  to  bequeath  from  the  estate  substantial  assistance  to  such  a  fund. 
Upon  the  commemoration  of  the  order’s  natal  day,  which,  always  and 
everywhere,  should  be  made  an  occasion  of  decided  Pythian  importance, 
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an  opportunity  should  be  afforded  the  general  membership  to  make  a  free¬ 
will  offering  to  this  fund. 

PROGRESSIVE  PYTHIAN  ACTIVITIES. 

This  office  very  frequently  receives  communications  from  subordinate 
lodges  asking  “what  can  be  done  to  make  conventions  interesting?”  and 
“how  can  we  proceed  to  bring  out  a  large  attendance?”  Questions  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  expressions  above  quoted  are  almost  of  daily  occurrence,  evi¬ 
dencing  that  many  lodges  are  in  a  “rut’’  from  which  it  is  hard  to  extri¬ 
cate  themselves.  There  is  no  “cure  all”  for  prevailing  lethargy  in  lodge 
circles,  but  it  is  reasonably  sure  that  unless  the  spark  of  energy  is  entirely 
dead,  almost  any  lodge  that  is  experiencing  what  is  commonly  known  as 
“dry  rot,”  can  revitalize  itself  if  but  a  few  members  have  the  will  to  do  so. 

Dormant  lodges  are  not  liable  to  spring  suddenly  into  a  revival.  It 
requires  in  the  first  instance  that  some  earnest  thought  be  given  to  the 
lodge  situation,  that  plans  of  some  kind  be  formulated,  that  some  one  or 
more  members  must  take  the  initiative  and  “start  something.”  What  may 
best  fit  the  local  situation  with  respect  to  any  one  inactive  lodge,  may 
not  be  applicable  to  all  such  lodges  generally;  but  there  is  no  lodge  that 
cannot  be  improved  if  the  disposition  and  determination  to  do  so  exists 
from  within,  from  among  those  who  are  in  direct  charge  of  lodge  affairs. 
We  suggest  hereunder  a  few  thoughts  that  may  be  helpful  to  those  who 
are  earnestly  seeking  better  things  and  better  conditions  in  lodge  circles : 

1.  Any  lodge,  worthy  the  name,  should  be  ambitious  to  increase  its  member¬ 
ship.  To  generate  interest  and  lodge  prosperity,  there  is  nothing  better  than  good, 
clean,  impressive,  intelligent  ritualistic  work.  Each  lodge  should  set  a  goal  for 
membership  attainment,  and  in  prosecuting  this  work  the  feature  of  forming  small 
classes,  say  of  five  or  seven  candidates,  is  .decidedly  worth  while.  Such  a  class 
should  be  started  for  each  month,  say  for  three  or  four  months,  with  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  have  charge  of  each  class  and  keep  it  intact  from  rank  to  rank. 
Feature  each  class  by  taking  and  preserving  a  class  photograph.  Present  to  each 
member  of  each  class  a  lapel  button  when  the  rank  of  knight  is  conferred,  and  also 
present  to  the  members  who  secure  the  applications  and  form  the  classes,  some 
emblem  or  jewel  in  token  of  appreciation  of  their  work. 

2.  Send  a  special  letter  to  each  member  of  the  lodge  urging  them  to  report 
the  name  and  address  of  a  non-affiliated  member.  Encourage  them  to  “look  around” 
and  ferret  out  these  non-affiliants.  Furnish  a  printed  card  whereby  the  name  and 
address  of  such  members  may  be  reported  to  the  lodge,  so  that  a  special  committee 
may  look  after  the  stray  members,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  necessary  to 
bring  about  their  reaffiliation  with  the  order. 

3.  Set  apart  one  convention  each  month  as  a  “Past  Chancellors’  Night,”  when 
these  members  will  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  lodge,  or  at  least  confer  the  “rank”  for 
that  evening.  Call  a  meeting  of  the  past  chancellors  and  form  them  into  a  “booster 
club”  for  the  lodge. 

4.  Hold  an  “open  convention”  at  least  every  quarter  and  invite  all  members, 
their  families  and  friends,  to  participate.  Arrange  an  appropriate  program  with  at 
least  one  principal  speaker  to  deliver  an  address  on  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the 
order. 

5.  Appoint  a  publicity  committee  to  prepare  literature,  notices,  printed  matter, 
etc.,  and  send  copies  to  all  members.  Invite  the  members  to  make  suggestions  as  to 
plans  to  improve  the  lodge  spirit.  Arrange  for  a  “question  box”  at  some<  stated 
convention  and  urge  the  members  to  ask  any  question  they  may  desire  concerning  the 
work,  history  and  laws  of  the  order — any  Pythian  subject  that  they  may  desire  to 
bring  up  for  lodge  consideration. 

6.  Anniversary  days  should  not  be  overlooked,  such  as  the  order’s  natal  day, 
the  lodge  anniversary,  etc.  History  is  made  and  marked  by  past  events.  Hunt  out 
the  veteran  members  and  make  them  “honor  guests”  at  some  convention.  We  are 
all  human,  and  all  appreciate  the  attention  and  courtesies  that  go  with  such  recog¬ 
nition. 

7.  Above  all,  talk,  act,  preach  and  promote  patriotism  and  loyalty,  the  duty 
and  responsibility  of  citizenship.  The  more  this  can  be.  emphasized,  the  better.  Find 
out  some  way  whereby  the  lodge  may  do  some  effective  public  community  work — 
some  plan  whereby  the  order  can  be  of  real  service  to  the  home  town  or  city. 

8.  Furnish  each  member  with  an  annual  statement  of  the  condition  and  financial 
affairs  of  the  lodge,  and  make  this  comparative  with  the  year  preceding.  The  vital 
statistics  and  financial  condition  of  the  average  lodge  is  not  known  to  the  member¬ 
ship.  Tell  them. 

9.  Lodge  officers  constitute  its  board  of  directors.  They  should  come  together 
at  frequent  intervals,  purely  in  an  executive  capacity,  and  apart  from  the  regular 
convention.  Get  together  for  a  noon  or  evening  meeting;  have  lunch  together;  talk 
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over  the  lodge  situation;  take  account  of  stock;  map  out  a  program  of  activities; 
appoint  committees  from  among  the  members,  giving  all  members  (or  as  many  as 
possible)  something  to  do.  Lodge  government,  generally  speaking,  is  a  minority  gov¬ 
ernment;  the  few  do,  the  many  don’t;  tell  the  members  what  you,  the  officers,  want 
done,  and  put  them  on  their  mettle  to  do  these  things.  Don’t  wait  for  “something 
to  turn  up”  at  lodge,  or  you’re  liable  to  wait  in  vain.  Start  something  among  the 
board  of  directors. 

The  man  who  says  that  a  dormant  Pythian  lodge  cannot  be  revived, 
is  himself  dead  in  the  shell.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  “it  can’t  be  done,” 
and  the  member  who  entertains  this  notion  should  be  “shown”  that  he’s 
entirely  wrong.  If  the  lodge  is  worth  the  re-making,  repair  its  weakest 
link  and  keep  on  repairing.  If  it  is  useless  to  itself,  the  order,  or  society, 
apply  chloroform,  and  let  its  demise  be  as  peaceful  as  possible — for  with¬ 
out  life,  energy,  ambition  or  assets,  it  isn’t  worth  a  picayune. 

PYTHIAN  KNIGHTHOOD  IN  EUROPE. 

What  may  be  termed  as  something  “devoutly  to  be  wished,”  is  the 
opportunity  that  undoubtedly  may  be  afforded  in  the  no  distant  future  to 
bring  about  the  introduction  of  Pythian  knighthood  in  European  coun¬ 
tries.  “Humanity”  is  a  momentous  word  these  days,  and  more  and  more 
the  people  of  the  world  are  being  brought  together  in  common  ties — 
where  the  welfare  of  any  particular  people  should  be,  and  must  be,  the 
concern  of  all. 

While  it  may  be  true  that  there  are  members  who  hold  to  the  view 
that  the  Pythian  order  has  sufficient  work  to  do  to  strengthen  itself  in 
the  land  of  its  founding,  nevertheless,  in  keeping  with  the  broader  scope 
of  world  welfare  and  human  brotherhood,  as  the  occasion  affords  to 
extend  the  Pythian  influence,  every  such  favorable  opportunity  should  be 
embraced.  To  deny  one  section  of  our  own  country  the  advantage  and 
right  of  Pythian  establishment  because  some  other  section  may  not  be 
making  the  progress  desired,  is  in  no  sense  an  argument  against  the 
Order’s  propagation.  As  time  runs  on,  newer  fields  for  Pythian  expan¬ 
sion  are  bound  to  materialize,  and  it  would  be  the  height  of  folly  for 
progressive  Pythianism  to  hold  itself  aloof  from  such  advantages. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  official  introduction  of  this  order  in  England. 
What  a  splendid  opportunity  is  afforded  from  the  fact  that  Canada  and 
Australia,  chief  among  the  great  peoples  constituting  the  British  Empire, 
are  both  so  well  represented  in  Pythian  work.  This  is  especially  true  of 
Canada,  and  surely  through  the  great  Canadian  gateway,  by  reason  of 
language^  customs,  aspirations,  coalition,  let  alone  blood  relationship, 
every  suggestion  prompts  the  expectant  hope  that  the  Pythian  order  may 
find  permanent  lodgment  in  the  mother  country. 

Pythian  knighthood  is  not,  and  cannot  remain,  provincial ;  its  field, 
its  work,  its  mission  is  as  broad  as  humanity,  and  we  can  conceive  of  no 
better  agency  or  medium  whereby  the  peoples  of  the  old  worl<}  may  be 
knit  more  closely  together  with  their  friends  and  common  brothers  in  the 
new  world,  than  through  the  agencies  of  fraternal  intercourse,  an  inter¬ 
mingling  membership.  No  grander  work  lies  before  this  great  modern 
fraternity  than  the  cultivation  of  this  broader  spirit  of  Pythian  fellowship. 

The  author  .of  this  report  long  has  been  wedded  to  the  view  that 
Pythian  expansion  is  decidedly  worthy  of  cultivation,  and  the  running  of 
time,  coupled  with  intimate  knowledge  of  Pythian  hopes  and  conditions 
that  exist  among  lodges  and  members  represented  in  the  outlying  dis¬ 
tricts,  has  only  served  to  strengthen  the  conviction  that  every  favorable 
opportunity  should  be  embraced  to  extend  the  beneficent  influences  of 
this  Order  to  other  lands  and  other  people.  Many  close  students  of 
Pythian  affairs  have,  at  various  times,  given  expression  of  their  views  on 
this  subject  matter.  “Hands  across  the  seas”  has  been  a  pleasing  subject 
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for  consideration  and  approval.  The  late  Carroll  S.  Bartram,  Supreme 
Representative  of  Minnesota,  a  deep  Pythian  thinker  and  able  writer,  said : 

“Spread  the  light  of  Pythianism  into  France  and  England  by  the  establishment 
at  first  of  a  lodge  in  each  country.  With  a  definite  objective,  the  spread  of  the 
order  throughout  Europe,  especially  after  the  contact  with  Americanism  which  the 
French  and  English  have  experienced,  would  be  surprising.  Why  hide  so  great  a 
light  under  its  present  skies?” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Tracy  R.  Bangs,  in  a  letter  bearing  the 
same  title  as  the  above  sub-head,'  expressed  his  views  in  the  following 
language : 

“When  I  look  at  the  part  that  has  been  played  in  this  war  by  the  Americans — 
in  which  I  mean  the  boys  from  the  United  States  and  Canada — and  realize  that  both 
countries  are  homes  of  fraternal  societies,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  must  attribute 
much  of  the  spirit  with  which  the  boys  of  these  two  countries  entered  the  war,  and 
much  of  the  spirit  that  backed  them  here  at  home,  was  by  reason  of  the  admirable 
lessons  learned  in  the  lodge  room.  The  principles  that  have  been  enunciated  by 
the  countries  fighting  for  the  right,  are  principles  that  have  been  taught  in  lodge 
rooms,  and  it  required  no  propaganda  to  put  the  people  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  right.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  would  be  missing  a  splendid  opportunity  if  we 
failed  to  take  steps  to  organize  Pythian  lodges  in  France  and  England.  We  ought 
not  withhold  from  the  people  of  Europe  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  this  great 
order.” 

Editor  O.  P.  Gresham,  of  The  Texas  Pythian  Banner-Knight,  pub¬ 
lished  an  able  editorial  on  the  subject  matter  of  “Pythians  in  Other 
Lands,”  in  which  he  said : 

“The  world  needs  to  be  bound  together  by  stronger  ties  of  brotherhood,  and  if 
our  great  and  splendid  order  will  light  its  campfires  where  there  is  so  much  dark¬ 
ness  and  suffering,  hundreds  and  thousands  will  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  become  members.  We  should  unfold  the  Pythian  flag  over  there,  and  our 
order  should  find  its  most  capable  man,  or  men,  to  carry  and  spread  the  sunshine 
of  Pythianism  throughout  Europe.  The  time  has  come  to  get  busy  right  now.  We 
have  something  that  the  whole  world  needs.  Let  us  put  new  blood  and  greater 
energy  behind  the  cause,  and  set  about  determinedly  to  introduce  the  blessings  of  this 
beneficent  order  in  Europe.” 

COUNTRY  FILLED  WITH  EX-MEMBERS. 

An  Eastern  Pythian  now  sojourning  in  California,  says:  “I  meet 
ex-Pythians  everywhere,  and  there  are  enough  of  them  in  California  who, 
if  reinstated  and  transferred  to  this  domain,  would  furnish  a  membership 
exceeding  that  reported  by  Ohio.”  At  the  present  time,  as  per  latest  offi¬ 
cial  reports,  there  are  fully  50,000  (probably  more)  former  members  of 
this  order  who  are  “out  on  suspension”  in  California  alone.  The  same 
situation  exists  in  practically  all  grand  domains,  with  the  probability  that 
Western  domains  have  a  greater  proportion  of  former  members  .of  sister 
domains,  from  the  well  known  fact  that  “Westward  the  tide  of  empire 
takes  its  way.”  Any  analysis  of  this  condition  will  show  that  the  greater 
number  of  suspended  members  are  those  who,  back  home,  were  lodge 
members  only,  who  rarely  were  impressed  with  the  thought  of  order-wide 
citizenship.  Once  away  from  the  home  lodge  circle,  they  became  out  of 
touch,  and  the  most  of  them  never  really  had  any  Pythian  experience 
save  and  except  as  was  afforded  in  their  mother  lodge.  Rarely,  indeed, 
can  be  found  any  former  member  of  the  order  who  does  not  entertain 
full  appreciation  of  the  worth  and  work  of  the  Pythian  cause,  and  with 
this  fact  in  mind  it  reasonably  may  be  concluded  that,  having  taken  up 
permanent  residence  in  another  domain,  they  gladly  would  re-affiliate 
with  the  Order  upon  proper  invitation.  Probably  not  one  suspended 
member  out  of  ten  knows  how  to  proceed  to  secure  reinstatement  and 
transfer.  No  greater  nor  better  work  can  be  done  than  that  each  grand 
domain  shall  inaugurate  the  machinery  of  forming  and  operating 
“reclamation  bureaus”  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  to  the  order  as  many 
as  possible  of  these  ex-members,  the  bureau  to  conduct  all  the  correspon¬ 
dence  relative  to  reinstatement,  and  transfer  where  same  is  desirable  or 
necessary.

“GOOD  STANDING.” 

The  oldest  student  member  of  this  order  is  not  old  enough  to  recall 
the  time  when  the  question  of  “good  standing”  was  not  under  more  or 
less  discussion^  and  entirely  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  laws  and 
statutes  of  the  order  never  have  clarified  this  term  by  giving  to  it  satis¬ 
factory  interpretation. 

From  a  communication  recently  at  hand  it  appears  that  the  tei;m, 
“good  standing,”  is  no  better  understood  now  than  it  was  in  “ye  olden 
tvme,”  when  the  term  was  the  subject  of  official  decisions  galore,  even 
analyzed  and  explained  (?)  in  the  “digests”  of  the  order.  The  latest 
groping  for  information  reads  as  follows  : 

“Having  had  several  discussions  in  our  lodge  we  find  that  no  two  members  are 
agreed  on  the  subject,  and  we  want  to  know  just  when  a  member  is,  and  when  he 
is  not  in  good  standing.” 

There  you  have  it.  This  question  has  to  do  with  the  “good  standing” 
of  a  member  in  a  subordinate  lodge — a  question  that  has  not,  after  all  the 
years,  been  answered  either  by  statute  or  decision  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  membership.  Section  236,  Supreme  Statutes,  defines  good  standing 
under  three  headings:  (a)  if  he  is  not  under  suspension,  (b)  if  he  has 
not  renounced  the  Order,  and  (c)  if  not  more  than  twelve  months  in 
arrears  for  dues.  While  these  reasons  may  be  expressive  and  plainly 
understood,  they  do  not  clarify,  nor  do  they  satisfy  the  “seeker  after 
knowledge.” 

The  first  reason  is  ridiculous  on  its  face,  because  if  the  member  be 
“under  suspension,”  he  certainly  has  no  standing  that  is  “good”  in  any 
sense  of  his  membership.  Renunciation  of  the  order  is  nothing  better 
than  a  play  upon  words,  because  it  so  rarely  occurs,  and  if  so,  the  occa¬ 
sion  is  so  remote  that  “renouncing”  the  order  may  never  be  known,  offi¬ 
cially,  by  the  lodge.  The  third  statement  comprehends  an  extended 
arrearage  for  dues  without  disturbing  the  “standing”  of  the  member, 
thus  adding  further  confusion.  Supreme  law  neither  controls  nor  com¬ 
pels  the  payment  of  dues.  The  statutes  provide  that  members  “may”  be 
required  to  pay.  A  suspended  or  an  expelled  member  surely  is  not  in 
good  standing,  because  he  is  “not  a  member,”  and  hence,  as  such,  has  no 
“standing”  in  actual  membership  composition.  He  has  rights,  to  be  sure, 
such  as  the  privilege  of  reinstatement,  but  that’s  another  matter.  That 
this  much-mooted  question  should  be  clearly  determined  by  law,  must  be 
apparent  to  all  members. 

We  hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  only  safe  way  to  treat  this  question 
is  to  declare  that  no  member  is  in  good  standing  who  is  not  in  possession 
of,  or  entitled  to,  the  current  semi-annual  password. 

ANTE-ROOM  RITUALISM. 

Conferring  the  Grand  Lodge  rank,  or  the  Supreme  Lodge  rank,  while 
the  “work”  itself  is  notable  because  of  its  brevity  and  lack  of  meaning 
and  importance,  nevertheless,  ritualistically  and  otherwise,  they  are  cere¬ 
monies.  that,  correctly  speaking,  may  only  be  exemplified  before  these 
respective  bodies  in  convention  assembled. 

Almost  any  member  of  the  Order,  who  has  had  experience  in  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  work,  more  especially  during  the  heyday  of  instituting  lodges, 
may  recall  instances  where  candidates,  delayed  in  reaching  the  convention 
hall  uptil  after  the  initiatory  work  had  commenced,  were  “instructed”  in 
the  ante-room,  up  to  the  point  where  the  charter  candidates  had  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  ceremonies,  and  then  taken  their  place  in  the  class. 

At  Grand  Lodge  conventions,  as  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  conferring  the 
Grand  Lodge  rank  on  past  chancellors  is  made  a  set  feature  at  the  opening 
session,  and  thereafter,  when  the  body  has  become  engrossed  in  its  busi- 
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ness,  other  past  chancellors  appearing  for  the  rank  have  not  infrequently 
received  the  instruction  at  the  hands  of  a  committee  sent  to  the  ante-room 
for  that  purpose.  Sometimes,  but  not  always,  these  newly  instructed  past 
chancellors  in  the  mysteries  (?)  of  this  rank,  have  been  formally  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  during  a  lull  in  the  proceedings.  However,  it 
very  often  happens  that  no  introduction  and  no  report  ever  is  made  that 
the  rank  was  thus  conferred. 

Practically  the  same  custom  obtains  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  although 
this  body,  at  least  for  the  first  two  days  of  the  convention,  invariably 
confers  the  Supreme  Lodge  rank  at  the  opening  of  each  session.  There 
have  been  many  times,  however,  when  ante-room  initiation  has  been 
resorted  to — sometimes  reported  to  the  convention,  and  sometimes  not  so 
reported — with  the  result  that  no  record  is  available  showing  that  they 
received  the  rank.  As  a  case  in  point,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  was  questioned  as  to  why  the  official  record  of  1916  failed  to  show 
that  a  certain  past  grand  chancellor  had  received  the  supreme  lodge  rank 
at  that  convention.  Naturally,  an  inquiry  was  started,  and  it  was  found 
that  in  this  particular  instance  the  rank  had  been  conferred  in  the  ante¬ 
room,  and  that  no  report  had  been  made  thereof.  It  further  developed 
that  three  past  grand  chancellors  were  thus  instructed  at  this  time — the 
one  who  announced  the  fact  being  unable  to  recall  who  his  two  com¬ 
panions  were. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  a  trivial  matter,  but  we  contend  that  neither  the 
Grand  Lodge  rank  nor  the  Supreme  Lodge  rank  legally  can  be  conferred 
save  and  except  as  is  provided  by  the  respective  rituals. 

SICK  BENEFITS  IN  LODGES. 

Practically  from  the  time  of  its  inception  the  Pythian  order  has  been 
committed  to  the  “beneficial”  feature,  meaning  sick  and  funeral  benefits, 
its  expenditures  for  which  purpose,  for  many  years  has  approached  two 
million  dollars.  All  of  such  expenditures  naturally  come  out  of  the  fixed 
income  of  the  lodge — dues  and  membership  fees — the  dues  income  being 
more  permanent  than  the  increment  from  initiation  and  other  member¬ 
ship  fees. 

In  considering  this  matter,  the  conclusion  long  ago  was  reached  that, 
in  fixing  the  rate  of  annual  dues,  a  known  proportion  thereof  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  membership  maintenance,  with  an  unknown  proportion  to  meet 
the  hazard  of  such  benefits  as  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  may  provide. 
There  are  a  great  many  members  of  this  Order,  in  beneficial  lodges,  who 
have  no  interest  whatsoever  in  any  feature  of  benefits,  save  the  abstract 
proposition  that  the  lodge,  by  this  process,  is  doing  much  good  in  the 
maintenance  of  relief  work.  Popular  thought,  however,  suggests  that 
funds  for  the  payment  of  benefits  should  be  collected  apart  from  the 
fundamental  amount  required  for  the  maintenance  of  good  standing  in 
the  Order. 

Jefferson  Valley  Lodge  No.  11,  Birmingham,  Alabama,  has  under¬ 
taken  to  find  a  solution  of  this  perplexing  question  by  amending  its  by¬ 
laws  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions : 

SICK  BENEFITS  AND  RELIEF. 

This  lodge  shall  not  be  committed  to  allowances  of  weekly  sick  benefits  or  a 
stipulated  funeral  benefit,  payable  from  the  general  fund.  It  shall  be  the  continued 
rule  in  this  lodge  to  keep  the  regular  dues  required  of  each  member  at  a  uniform 
rate,  sufficient  for  general  administration  of  its  affairs,  and  to  impose  no  extra  com¬ 
pulsory  assessment  on  its  members.  The  receipts  of  the  general  fund  shall  be  used 
discreetly  in  the  matter  of  voting  pecuniary  aid.  All  such  relief  shall  be  optional 
with  the  lodge,  and  on  the -recommendation  of  the  relief  committee,  measured  by  the 
necessities  found  to  exist  in  each  case  reported. 
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SPECIAL  FUND  FOR  FUNERAL  BENEFIT. 

Each  and  every  member  desiring  to  make  provision  for  a  funeral  benefit,  and 
the  lodge  the  medium  of  distribution,  shall  be  given  the  privilege  to  adopt  a  mutual, 
voluntary  plan  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  themselves,  its  administration  being  con¬ 
ducted  within  the  lodge,  at  its  regular  or  special  conventions.  All  payments  by  the 
participants  shall  be  known  as  “special  dues”  and  be  acknowledged  by  official  receipts 
of  the  established  form.  The  said  fund  shall  be  kept  and  accounted  separately  from 
the  general  fund. 


PYTHIAN  LODGE  DIRECTORY. 

The  annual  publication  of  the  Official  Pythian  Lodge  Directory  is 
more  and  more  becoming  a  task  requiring  the  extreme  limits  of  patience 
by  reason  of  the  widespread  lacking  of  appreciation  shown  by  the  order 
generally.  The  publication  of  the  directory  involves  a  serious  loss  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  in  that,  although  decidedly  valuable,  so  few  copies  are  sold 
that  it  seems  like  a  waste  of  money  to  entail  the  expense.  The  directory 
is  purely  and  simply  a  service  work,  without  a  statutory  enactment 
requiring  its  publication.  From  the  fact  that  Grand  Domains  cannot  or 
will  not  prepare  and  furnish  their  portion  of  the  “copy”  and  official 
information  as  to  lodges,  the  year  is  half  gone  before  the  book  can  be 
printed — and  even  then  much  of  the  information  is  stale.  As  an  “organ¬ 
ization,”  the  Pythian  order  cannot  lay  very  much  claim  to  this  distinction 
until  the  whole  body  of  the  order  is  unified  and  co-ordinated.  When  it 
requires  three,  four  and  five  months,  even  longer,  to  get  reports  and 
statements  of  an  official  character,  there  is  little  room  to  either  boast  or 
claim  that  efficiency  predominates.  This  subject  matter  is  officially  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  with  the  hope  that  some  legislation  may 
remedy  existing  conditions. 

DEFUNCT  LODGES. 

Whenever  a  subordinate  lodge  becomes  defunct,  it  follows  as  a  matter 
of  course  as  well  as  law,  that  its  books,  property  and  effects  revert  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  Grand  Lodge — or  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  where  a  subordinate 
lodge  was  under  immediate  control.  Past  experience  has  taught  that 
many  lodges  die  a  slow  death,  largely  by  reason  of  indifference,  and  their 
property — even  books  of  record  and  account — are  almost  beyond  recovery. 
The  matter  of  preserving  membership  records  in  this  Order,  or  in  any 
society,  is  one  of  extreme  importance,  but  it  very  frequently  happens  that 
officers  of  Grand  Lodges,  also  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  must  resort  to  affi¬ 
davits,  examinations,  etc.,  in  order  to  establish  the  identity  of  former 
members,  more  especially  their  financial  standing  when  the  lodge  became 
defunct.  “Hope  of  revival”  often  is  nursed  as  a  reason  why  no  one  with 
authority  takes  possession  of  the  books  of  such  lodges.  In  all  domains 
and  districts  there  is  great  need  for  the  exercise  of  proper  care  at  the 
proper  time,  otherwise  valuable  Pythian  membership  statistics  are  irrevoc¬ 
ably  lost  or  destroyed. 

TRIBUNALS  “OUT  OF  WORK.7 

The  judicial  department  of  Pythian  government,  both  supreme  and 
grand,  is  decidedly  in  “clover”  these  days ;  or,  to  put  it  the  other  way, 
the  Order  is  so -busy  doing  good  work,  and  so  harmonious,  that  business 
“in  court”  is  practically  at  a  standstill.  Robert  A.  Brown,  of  Indiana,  is 
the  recorder  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  and  speaking  of  that  department 
said : 

“You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  there  was  no  business  on  the  docket  which 
necessitated  the  holding  of  the  regular  January  sitting  of  the  supreme  tribunal.  I 
think  we  may  assume  that  this  is  a  high  tribute  to  our  order.  The  pathway  seems 
to  be  so  well  blazed,  and  the  spirit  of  harmony  so  prevalent,  that  there  is  little  or 
no  litigation.  The  grand  tribunal  of  Indiana  has  not  had  a  case  to  decide  in  five 
years.  Ain’t  that  a  grand  and  glorious  feeling  to  contemplate?” 
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“Bob”  is  right  about  that  “grand  and  glorious  feeling,”  and  speaking 
about  judicial  tribunals  generally,  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  repeating  our 
long-ago  thought  that  this  Order  has  little  need  for  such  elaborate  court 
machinery  as  we  have  had  since  1894.  We  long  have  believed  that  the 
executives  of  this  Order  should  be  clothed  with  authority  to  render 
“official  decisions/’  and  we  further  believe  that  every  point  of  Pythian 
law,  or  any  question  involving  same,  may  easily  and  more  readily  be 
determined  by  and  through  a  law  department,  such  as  a  committee  on 
law,  or,  better  yet,  one  man  acting  as  attorney-general — with  his  decisions 
and  opinions  subject  to  review  by  the  Pythian  bodies  having  jurisdiction. 

RAISING  MEMBERSHIP  FEES. 

The  Pythian  order  does  not  need  to  resort  to  or  revert  to  the  “high 
cost  of  living”  to  justify  it  in  placing  an  adequate  value  on  fees  for  the 
ranks  of  knighthood.  We  have  contended  against  “cheap  initiations”  until 
the  subject  has  well-nigh  exhausted  our  fraternal  patience.  But  thanks 
to  the  appreciation  and  sanity  of  many  lodges,  this  question  now  is  receiv¬ 
ing  due  consideration.  Citing  Wisconsin  as  a  sample,  lodges  in  that 
domain  by  the  score  have  increased  their  fees  from  $15  to  $30,  $40  and 
$50,  and  in  every  instance  this  step  has  been  a  boon  to  the  lodge  and  the 
Order.  With  them,  “a  man  must  measure  up  well  in  the  scale  of  man¬ 
hood,  or  he  is  not  admitted,”  and  they  have  found  that  “cheapness”  in 
every  particular  is  a  false  premise.  With  proper  initiation,  the  true 
making  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  question  of  tnembership  fee  solves 
itself.  This  Order  must  no  longer  operate  as  the  “cheapest  institution  of 
its  kind  in  town”  and  expect  to  hold  its  prestige  among  men  who  appreci¬ 
ate  real  worth  and  who  are  willing  to  pay  for  values  received. 

LAW  NOT  RETROACTIVE. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  in  1916  adopted  an  amendment  to  paragraph  “a” 
of  article  vi,  Supreme  Constitution,  entitled  “the  honors  of  the  order,”  by 
adding  to  said  paragraph  the  following  provision  for  the  attainment  of 
the  honor  of  past  chancellor  on  consolidation :  “and  by  the  chancellor 
commander  of  a  subordinate  lodge  which  shall  merge  with  another 
subordinate  lodge,  notwithstanding  the  fact  he  shall  not  have  served  until 
the  end  of  his  term.” 

This  question  was  raised  many  years  ago,  practically  upon  occasion 
of  the  consolidation  of  the  first  lodges  that  voted  to  merge,  and  for  some 
years  thereafter  urgent  pleas  were  made  that  the  Supreme  Constitution 
be  so  amended  as  to  make  provision  for  the  attainment  of  the  honor 
under  such  circumstances.  An  amendment  to  this  end  was  “agreed  to” 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  1914,  and  the  proposition  was  referred  to  Grand 
Lodges.  Two  years  later,  in  1916,  the  proposition  came  before  the  Supreme 
Lodge  for  final  action,  at  which  time  the  amendment  was  adopted.  The 
amendment  had  no  sooner  been  officially  promulgated  when  the  question 
arose  as  to  whether  its  provisions  could  be  made  “retroactive.”  The 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  was  appealed  to  concerning  this 
phase  of  the  situation,  and  gave  his  opinion  that,  by  reason  of  the 
expressed  language  of  the  amendment  where  it  reads  “which  shall  merge,” 
that  it  could  not  be  held  to  be  retroactive.  At  the  1918  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  the  subject  matter  was  officially  referred  to  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  judiciary,  which  committee  unanimously  reported  “that  the  amend¬ 
ment  is  not  retroactive.”  This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Now  comes  a  lodge  in  California  with  the  statement  that  one  of  its 
members,  who  has  reached  the  veteran  distinction,  some  years  ago  served 
for  nine  months  as  chancellor  commander  up  to  the  time  of  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  his  lodge  with  a  sister  lodge,  and  in  whose  behalf  they  ask  and 
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urge  that  he  be  officially  reported  and  enrolled  as  a  past  chancellor. 
Undoubtedly  there  are  many  similar  cases  that  could  be  so  ascertained  by 
searching  the  records,  but,  as  above  shown,  the  boon  craved  cannot  be 
granted.  It  hardly  need  be  questioned  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  have 
intended  to  extend  this  honor  to  chancellors  commander  serving  at  time 
of  consolidation,  and  the  amendment  so  providing  would  have  been  effec¬ 
tive  had  it  been  made  to  read  in  favor  of  those  “who  shall  have  served.” 

LOOKING  AFTER  DELINQUENTS. 

A  recent  communication  to  this  office  contained  the  following  expres¬ 
sion  :  “In  the  present  mad  rush  to  secure  new  members  by  initiation 
would  it  not  profit  the  Order  as  much,  if  not  more,  to  exercise  the  same 
degree  of  energy  in  the  retention  of  members?”  The  brother  is  right. 
The  door  of  suspension  has  been  wide  open  in  this  Order  for  many  years, 
and  while  the  annual  initiations  show  an  average  of  50,000,  the  suspen¬ 
sions  each  year  reach  almost  the  same  total,  and  some  years  show  an 
excess. 

Suspension  of  members  for  non-payment  of  dues  has  furnished  the 
most  difficult  problem  that  ever  has  confronted  this  Order,  and  no  man 
has  yet  come  forward  with  a  remedy.  We  have  been  seeking  a  “Moses” 
for  many  years,  but  he  is  apparently  as  far  in  the  background  as  ever. 
This  question  is  one  that  largely  has  been  considered  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  result,  rather  than  the  cause  why  our  annual  losses  are  so  tremen¬ 
dous.  The  true  reason  why  this  Order  is  the  premier  “suspension” 
society  may  be  argued  from  several  standpoints,  and  among  them  may  be 
mentioned  the  indifference  of  lodges,  lack  of  proper  effort  at  the  proper 
time,  the  low  ebb  of  lodge  interest,  scattered  membership,  and  the  method 
of  securing  new  members  by  too  zealous  solicitation. 

Commencing  at  the  beginning,  when  membership  “drives”  are  the 
popular  order  of  the  day,  a  great  many  applications  are  procured  where 
the  applicant  is  not  particularly  interested,  but  submits  to  the  urgent 
appeal  of  friends  to  “join  the  crowd.”  As  a  rule,  the  fee  for  membership 
is  a  nominal  sum,  in  no  sense  an  investment  that  gives  him  any  particular 
financial  concern,  and,  lacking  interest  at  the  beginning,  he  fails  to  find 
any  impelling  incentive  to  continue  his  membership. 

Too  many  lodges  have  “nothing  to  offer”  in  the  way  of  example, 
interest,  work,  lodge  surrounding  and  environment,  and  after  attending 
a  few  conventions  he  commences  to  lose  interest  and  is  rarely  seen  in 
lodge  thereafter.  Many  lodges,  for  various  reasons,  meet  irregularly, 
members  become  scattered,  out  of  touch,  with  the  inevitable  result  that 
they  get  behind  in  their  dues.  Only  in  rare  instances  do  lodge  officers 
make  any  particular  exertion  to  collect  dues  until  about  the  end  of  the 
year  when  reports  are  due.  In  many  instances,  by  reason  of  removals, 
the  address  of  absent  members  is  unknown. 

When  the  time  arrives  for  the  lodge,  often  in  response  to  urgent 
appeals  from  grand  officers  to  render  official  reports,  the  prevailing  and 
reasonable  tendency  is  to  suspend  members  rather  than  deplete  the 
exchequer  by  paying  per  capita  tax  on  those  who  are  sufficiently  delin¬ 
quent  to  warrant  suspension.  Stern  necessity,  for  financial  reasons,  often 
compels  lodges  to  indulge  in  wholesale  suspension,  and  this  “cleaning 
house”  process  goes  on  year  after  year. 

Subordinate  lodge  officers  can  render  this  Order  no  greater  service 
than  exercising  proper  care  and  diligence  in  keeping  all  members  in  good 
standing,  collecting  dues  in  advance,  doing  this  work  when  it  should  be 
done — and,  above  all,  in  correcting  the  conditions  set  forth  above  that 
'so  potently  contribute  to  an  enlarged  delinquent  list.  It  is  an  old  and  true 
saying  “that  a  member  saved  is  a  member  gained.” 
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MEMBERSHIP  STATUS  IN  ABSENCE  OF  LODGE  RECORDS. 


There  have  been  many  cases  where  former  members  of  this  Order 
have  experienced  extreme  difficulty  in  proving  their  former  membership 
status  after  the  records  of  the  lodge  have  been  lost  or  destroyed.  These 
instances  mainly  occur  after  a  lapse  of  years  when  such  members  seek 
reinstatement  or  card.  An  instance  in  point  was  quite  recently  brought 
to  our  attention  with  the  statement  that,  some  years  ago,  a  brother  took 
a  withdrawal  card  from  his  lodge.  The  lodge  subsequently  consolidated, 
and  the  records  of  the  consolidated  lodge  were  destroyed  by  fire,  as  also 
were  the  Grand  Lodge  records.  He  applied  to  the  consolidated  lodge  for 
a  “duplicate”  card,  which  was  denied  on  the  ground  that  no  record  of 
his  former  membership  was  available.  This  experience,  especially  as 
regards  the  absence  of  records,  not  infrequently  arises  with  former  mem¬ 
bers  of  defunct  lodges,  hence  the  question  presents  itself  as  to  what 
course  shall  be  followed?  The  member  hardly  is  qualified  to  be  re-initiated, 
and  any  such  procedure,  as  is  well  understood,  would  be  farcical. 

No  matter  what  the  circumstances  may  be,  there  usually  is  some 
plan,  some  link,  some  source,  whereby  information  may  be  obtained  that 
will  establish  the  fact  of  his  former  membership.  His  case  should  be 
taken  over  by  a  committee,  and,  if  necessary,  the  applicant  should  justify 
his  right  by  affidavit.  He  also,  in  the  absence  of  any  receipt,  or  lodge 
document,  can  easily  recall  about  when  he  was  initiated,  where  the  lodge 
was  located,  who  were  its  officers  or  members,  or  some  of  them ;  and 
he  may  further  be  carefully  examined  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  Order, 
its  ritualistic  and  other  work,  and  the  cause  and  manner  of  his  retirement 
from  active  membership.  Any  committee,  or  individual,  can  ascertain 
from  the  applicant,  these  facts,  and  may  also  have  them  substantiated 
by  some  member,  or  former  member,  of  the  lodge  to  which  the  applicant 
belonged.  When  convinced  of  the  justness  of  the  applicant’s  claim, 
substantiated  by  his  affidavit  and  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
there  is  little  reason  to  deny  his  application,  Under  such  circumstances, 
a  subordinate  lodge,  or  the  Grand  Lodge,  would  be  justified  in  issuing 
a  card,  or  granting  a  petition  for  reinstatement,  as  the  case  might  be. 

REINSTATEMENT  AND  TRANSFER. 

From  information  being  constantly  received,  it  is  very  evident  that 
no  provisions  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  are  less  understood,  or  where  more 
confusion  exists,  than  with  reference  to  the  laws  regulating  the  reinstate¬ 
ment  of  members  and  transfer  to  another  lodge.  We  are  also  advised 
that  “confusion  exists”,  with  reference  to  the  dismissal  certificate,  even 
though  the  statutes  relating  to  this  certificate  have  been  repealed.  The 
suggestion  has  been  received  at  this  office  “that  a  pamphlet  be  prepared 
giving  simple,  terse,  educational  information  on  the  manner  and  method 
of  reinstatement  and  transfer,  and  that  copies  of  said  pamphlet  be  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  subordinate  lodges,  and  to  members  when  inquiries  on 
these  points  are  made.” 

There  can  be  no  denying  the  fact  that  the  statutes  are  cumbersome 
and  confusing  on  both  these  important  points,  so  much  so  that  they 
operate  against  facilitating  either  reinstatement  or  transfer.  The  laws 
regulating  same  are  not  only  complicated,  but  expensive,  whereas  neither 
of  these  conditions  should  exist.  A  careful  reading  of  the  statutes 
governing  these  matters,  and  the  several  amendments  thereto,  remind  one 
of  the  dizzy  complications,  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  federal, 
income  tax  blanks.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  comparative  ease  for  a’ 
member  to  transfer  from  one  lodge  to  another,  and  with  the  very  min- 
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imum  of  expense,  and  likewise  as  regards  the  reinstatement  of  a  suspended 
member.  This  latter  point  is  by  no  means  generally  understood  among 
lodges,  and  is  less  understood  by  members  under  suspension. 

Even  to  prepare  such  a  pamphlet  as  has  been  suggested  would  not 
mean  the  solution  of  the  difficulties  encountered,  and  for  the  very  good 
reason  that  the  correct  formula,  even  reduced  to  extreme  brevity,  would 
mean  the  setting  forth  of  this,  that  and  the  other  condition — too  many 
conditions.  It  may  be  that  the  proposed  “membership  card,”  in  lieu  of 
all  other  cards,  will  satisfy,  or  at  least  harmonize,  the  procedure  in  both 
these  important  matters,  but  if  not,  it  clearly  follows  that  the  laws  with 
direct  reference  to  reinstatement  and  transfer  must  be  revamped,  boiled 
down,  and  made  more  intelligent  and  workable. 

“REINSTATEMENT  PERIOD.” 

Grand  Chancellor  Walter  G.  Rathbone,  of  Missouri,  decreed  that 
“replacement  units  must  be  formed”  in  order  to  fill  Pythian  ranks 
depleted  by  suspensions  and  the  “white  plague”  of  indifference,  and  to 
accomplish  this  he  proclaimed  a  “reinstatement  period”  to  cover  the 
period  of  two  months.  He  urged  all  chancellors  commander  to  appoint 
committees  to  take  charge  of  a  drive  with  this  object  in  view. 

We  can  well  afford  to  commend  any  worthy  undertaking  that  has  for 
its  objective  the  acquirement,  reclamation  or  retention  of  members,  but 
we  cannot  overlook  our  views  as  expressed  many  years  ago,  that  it  seems 
passing  strange  that  this  Order  is  so  managed  that  we  must  constantly 
and  continuously  keep  up  this  “churning”  process — suspending  members 
by  wholesale,  and  then  breaking  our  necks  to  secure  their  reinstatement 
usually  at  a  cost  much  less  than  the  amount  such  members  were  owing 
at  time  of  suspension.  It  hardly  looks  like  good  business  to  invoke  sus¬ 
pension  for  failure  or  refusal  to  pay  dues,  and  then  approach  these  same 
men  and  encourage  their  “come  back”  at  nominal  cost,  without  reference 
to,  or  regard  for,  the  account  which  they  failed  to  pay. 

That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  relative  to  our  position  in  this 
matter,  we  again  present  the  platform  enunciated  by  the  writer  over  a 
quarter  century  ago,  viz :  “ When  a  member  has  been  suspended  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  he  should  not  be  restored  to  active  membership  and  good 
standing  until  he  shall  have  paid  to  his  lodge  the  full  amount  of  his 
indebtedness  at  time  of  suspension.  We  further  hold  to  the  conviction 
that  no  suspended  member  should  be  reinstated  by  any  lodge  other  than 
the  lodge  in  which  and  by  which  he  was  suspended. 

We  are  frequently  told  that  “old  fogy”  notions  are  out  of  date,  and 
that  customs  which  prevailed  years  ago  do  not  jibe  with  present  modern 
methods.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  nothing  short  of  business  nonsense  to 
suspend  members  for  their  failure  to  pay  dues,  and  then  hold  out  to  these 
same  members  the  privilege  of  returning  to  front  seats  without  requiring 
at  least  the  payment  by  them  of  the  amount  which,  by  reason  of  their 
failure  to  pay,  they  were  suspended.  The  argument  also  can  be  made — 
is  made — that  a  great  many  lodges  are  “down  and  out,”  and  that,  while 
in  such  condition,  members  will  not  pay  their  dues,  hence  receive  no  direct 
benefit  for  the  amount  charged  against  them  as  such  dues,  and  from  such 
members  come  the  greater  proportion  of  the  enormous  suspension  lists. 
We  have  yet  to  learn  where  property  taxes  are  abated  because  a  man 
has  gone  out  of  business.  There  should  be  the  same  basis  of  reasonable 
business  hi  lodge  government,  and  until  the  order  reaches  this  level,  we 
will  continue  this  ridiculous  custom  of  constantly  “churning  the  member¬ 
ship”  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making  a  temporary  showing. 
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‘‘RECOGNITION”  SIGN  URGED. 

The  suggestion  has  come  from  an  eastern  Grand  Domain  that  a  “sign 
of  recognition”  be  adopted  for  mutual  use  by  and  between  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  Pythian  Sisters,  the  brother  making  the  suggestion  also 
urged  that  such  sign  be  provided  for  in  connection  with  the  forthcoming 
cipher  ritual.  As  to  this  latter  suggestion,  all  familiar  with  the  situation 
and  the  manner  and  method  by  which  changes  are  made  in  the  Order’s 
written  and  unwritten  work,  will  clearly  understand  that  such  a  sign 
cannot  at  this  time  be  promulgated.  The  cipher  ritual  treats  entirely  and 
exclusively  with  the  ritualistic  text — the  written  work  only. 

The  question  of  adopting  a  sign  of  recognition,  such  as  is  herein 
suggested,  was  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  convention  in  1914,  at 
which  time  a  proposition  to  provide  such  a  sign  was  rejected  in  secret 
session.  The  opinion  generally  prevails,  especially  among  those  who  have 
given  this  matter  careful  consideration,  that  a  method  of  “recognition” 
should  be  adopted  by  the  two  orders  directly  interested,  and  officially 
included  in  their  respective  unwritten  work.  The  way  to  accomplish  this 
is  to  reintroduce  necessary  legislation  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  provide 
for  a  conference  with  officers  or  representatives  of  the  two  kindred 
orders,  for  mutual  agreement  on  the  subject  matter. 

TRANSFER  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

“Will  you  please  tell  me  if  it  is  possible  for  a  member  to  make  appli¬ 
cation  for  membership  by  transfer  without  paying  dues  sixty  days  in 
advance?”  This  is  but  one  of  many  questions  that  are  asked  relative  to 
the  transfer  of  membership  from  one  lodge  to  another.  The  lodge  making 
this  request  further  states :  “We  have  received  requests  for  and  have 
issued  transfer  cards  under  the  impression  that  the  lodge  asking  for  the 
card  would  assume  all  indebtedness  of  the  applicant,  and  that  we  could 
issue  the  card  and  collect  back  dues  from  the  lodge  making  the  request.” 

Chapter  x,  division  iii,  part  ii,  Supreme  Statutes,  relating  to  “transfer 
cards,”  was  almost  entirely  rewritten  in  the  amendments  enacted  at  the 
convention  of  1916,  the  new  statutes  making  very  clear  provision  that  the 
transfer  of  membership  is  directly  consummated  by  and  between  lodges, 
and  not,  as  heretofore,  privileging  the  individual  member  to  procure  a 
card  and  present  same  personally  to  the  lodge  to  which  he  desired  to 
transfer.  The  present  law  provides  that  a  member  desiring  to  transfer 
his  membership  may  apply  for  membership  to  the  lodge  to  which  he 
wishes  to  transfer,  “whenever  he  shall  be  in  possession  of  an  official 
receipt  showing  his  dues  paid  two  months  in  advance.”  A  strict  construc¬ 
tion  of  this  statute  contemplates  that  he  is  not  in  position  to  make  such 
application  until  he  shall  have  paid  dues  to  his  home  lodge  as  above 
indicated. 

If  elected  to  membership  in  the  lodge  to  which  he  makes  application, 
said  lodge  then  requests  the  lodge  to  which  he  belongs  to  issue  and  for¬ 
ward  a  transfer  card — not  to  the  member  direct,  but  to  the  lodge  wherein 
he  has  been  elected.  Upon  receipt  of  the  card  the  member  immediately 
becomes  a  member  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  made  application.  The 
lodge  receiving  the  card  must  notify  the  lodge  of  issue,  and  refund  to 
the  issuing  lodge  all  dues  paid  in  advance  of  the  date — not  of  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  election,  but  the  date  when  the  card  was  received.  The  process  is 
easy  and  simple,  and  will  run  as  smoothly  as  clock  work,  if  the  two 
lodges  gives  prompt  attention  to  the  matter. 

REINSTATEMENT  OF  PAGES  AND  ESQUIRES. 

A  grand  chancellor  advises  that  he  and  the  grand  keeper  of  records 
and  seal  of  his  domain  “do  not  agree”  on  the  question  that  a  page  or  an 
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esquire,  in  possession  of  a  suspension  certificate,  can  be  reinstated  except 
by  the  lodge  by  which  such  page  or  esquire  has  been  suspended.  _  The 
point  is  attempted  to  be  made,  that  a  page  or  esquire  “cannot  visit  a 
lodge  other  than  the  one  of  which  he  is  a  member,”  and  the  further  point 
that  the  “fee  for  the  rank  of  knight  belongs  to  the  lodge  wherein  the 
member  received  the  rank  of  page,  or  ranks  of  page  and  esquire,  as  the 
case  may  be.” 

Both  these  two  “points”  have  no  bearing  whatsoever  on  the  matter 
of  the  reinstatement  of  such  an  applicant  and  his  receiving  the  rank  of 
knight  in  a  sister  lodge.  The  “ranks”  of  this  order  represent,  in  fact, 
merely  the  grade  or  grades  of  membership.  A  “member”  of  the  Order 
is  a  person  upon  whom  any  “rank”  legally  has  been  conferred.  _  Any 
“member”  of  any  rank  may  be  suspended,  or  retire  by  card,  the  certificate 
or  the  card  indicating  on  its  face  the  “rank”  the  member  has  attained. 
A  page  or  an  esquire,  in  possession  of  a  suspension  certificate,  may  be 
reinstated  in  his  own  lodge,  or  any  other  lodge,  the  same  as  though  he 
had  attained  the  rank  of  knight.  When  so  reinstated  in  a  lodge  other 
than  the  one  by  which  he  was  suspended,  his  membership  jn  that  lodge 
is  established,  and  of  the  “rank”  he  has  attained.  He  is  entitled  to 
advancement  in  the  lodge  wherein  he  is  reinstated,  and  the  fee  for  the 
ranks  to  be  attained  belongs  to  that  lodge,  and  not  to  the  lodge  of  his 
original  membership. 

SUSPENSION  CERTIFICATE  NECESSARY  FOR  REINSTATE¬ 
MENT  IN  A  SISTER  LODGE. 

The  question  has  been  asked :  “If  a  suspended  member  desires  to 
be  reinstated  in  a  lodge  other  than  the  one  wherein  he  was  suspended, 
must  he  have  a  suspension  certificate?”  The  answer  is,  “Yes.”  The 
brother  asking  this  question  cited  section  241,  Supreme  Statutes,  in  which 
section  no  reference  is  made  tcT  the  suspension  certificate,  although  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  suspended  member  by  a  sister 
lodge.  The  section  that  really  governs  is  232,  which  also  relates  to 
reinstatement,  but  in  connection  with  the-  use  of  a  certificate.  The  law 
requires  each  lodge  to  issue  a  suspension  certificate  to  each  suspended 
member,  and  with  this  certificate  he  may  apply  for  reinstatement  in  any 
lodge.  Naturally,  without  such  certificate,  the  lodge  to  which  he  applies 
would  be  entirely  without  official  knowledge  as  to  the  date,  lodge  and 
facts  regarding  his  suspension. 

TO  LESSEN  SUSPENSIONS. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Order  at  large,  while  energetically  seeking 
to  increase  membership  by  initiation,  is  not  overlooking  the  equally  impor¬ 
tant  matter  of  conserving  the  present  membership  by  taking  every  possible 
step  to  collect  arrearage  dues  and  thus  lessen  the  number  of  suspensions. 
While  some  lodges  long  have  made  it  a  special  and  continuing  order  of 
business  to  keep  their  membership  intact,  with  dues  collected  up,  by  far 
the  great  majority  of  lodges  operate  along  entirely  different  lines — allow¬ 
ing  the  delinquent  list  to  grow  and  grow,  and  then,  after  making  a  late, 
desperate  effort  to  collect  accrued  dues,  find  themselves  face  to  face  with 
the  proposition  that  many  of  the  members  are  “hopelessly  in  arrears.” 
It  is  then  that  the  suspension  axe  is  wielded  with  a  vengeance,  and  be¬ 
cause  the  exchequer  of  the  lodge  is  so  depleted  that  it  cannot  pay  its 
current  bills  and  per  capita  tax  on  members  who  are  in  arrears  sufficient 
to  warrant  their  suspension.  It  is  by  this  process  that  50,000  members 
are  annually  suspended,  and  accrued  dues  to  the  extent  of  upwards  of  a 
quarter  million  dollars  is  lost  to  the  Order.  Such  an  economic  loss,  very 
largely  the  result  of  carelessness,  is  deplorable — but  decidedly  the  worst 
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phase  of  the  matter  is  the  greater  moral  loss  upon  the  Order — the  effect 
of  adding  another  50,000  members  to  the  vast  hordes  who  have  gone  out 
of  the  Order  through  the  door  of  suspension. 

This  Order  must  get  out  of  the  notion  that  the  best  evidence  of  its 
growth  is  manifest  when  large  numbers  of  new  members  are  initiated. 
What  does  it  profit  the  Order  if  we  “beat  the  record”  in  the  matter  of 
initiations,  and  are  unable  to  “hold”  the  members  we  have — and  in  just  a 
little  while  slaughter  the  innocent  new  members  by  the  same  process  of 
suspension  crucifixion?  One  of  two  things  is  absolutely  certain  to  assure 
the  future  of  this  Order ;  we  must  either  expend  more  and  greater  energy 
to  keep  our  members  in  financial  good  standing,  or  the  Order  must  devise 
some  means  and  method  whereby  it  can  retain  and  hold  the  interest  of 
members  so  that  the  payment  of  dues  will  be  their  voluntary  pleasure  at 
regular  intervals. 

SUSPENSION  CERTIFICATE. 

It  would  seem  that  there  ought  be  no  misunderstanding  as  regards 
the  issuance  and  deposit  of  a  suspension  certificate  and  the  right  of  the 
holder  to  apply  for  reinstatement  in  any  lodge,  but  it  appears  that  some 
lodges,  or  lodge  officers,  hold  to  the  opinion  that  the  holder  of  such  certifi¬ 
cate  must  apply  for  reinstatement  to  the  lodge  that  issued  the  certificate. 
One  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  who  holds  to  this  view,  bases  his  conten¬ 
tion  on  the  language  of  the  statute  that  the  application  for  reinstatement 
shall  be  “subject  to  all  the  requirements  and  provisions  pertaining  to  the 
reinstatement  of  a  suspended  member,”  and  makes  the  point  that  the 
language  as  quoted  means  that  he  must  apply  to  his  former  lodge.  There 
is  no  basis  whatever  for  any  such  view  as  this,  as  the  very  statute  in 
which  the  above  language  appears  clearly  provides  that  the  holder  of  a 
certificate  may  apply  for  reinstatement  “to  any  lodge,”  and  further  reads 
that  when  the  application  is  presented  “to,  any  lodge  other  than  the  one 
issuing  the  certificate”  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  reinstatement  fee 
of  the  lodge  issuing  the  certificate  and  also  the  fee  for  deposit  of  a  with¬ 
drawal  card.  The  language,  “subject  to  all  requirements,”  in  this  instance 
means  the  general  provisions  of  eligibility,  investigation,  ballot,  etc.  In 
enacting  these  statutes,  the  view  was  held,  and  rightly,  that  in  most  cases 
the  lodge  to  which  the  applicant  applies  and  in  whose  jurisdiction  he 
resides  has  a  better  knowledge  of  his  fitness  than  does  the  lodge  by  which 
he  was  suspended,  especially  if  his  suspension  occurred  a  considerable 
time  before.  Even  should  doubt  then  exist,  it  is  an  easy  matter  for  the 
lodge,  in  conducting  the  investigation,  to  communicate  with  the  lodge 
issuing  the  certificate. 

SUSPENSION  CERTIFICATE  CANCELLED. 

Attention  recently  was  called  to  the  case  of  a  member  of  a  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  who  had  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who. 
upon  receiving  a  suspension  certificate,  immediately  “jumped  a  train”  and 
forthwith  appeared  at  the  office  of  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  with  a 
confession  that  he  had  carelessly  omitted  to  pay  his  dues,  and  making  an 
earnest  plea  that  his  suspension  certificate  be  cancelled  and  he  be  restored 
to  uninterrupted  membership.  The  question  arose  as  to  whether  the  lodge 
had  authority  to  “cancel”  the  certificate  and  thus  restore  the  suspended 
member  to  good  standing.  It  is  understood  that  the  lodge,  after  proper 
hearing  and  review  of  all  the  circumstances,  did  cancel  the  certificate, 
whereupon  the  delinquent  member  very  readily  and  willingly  “came 
across”  with  $14.50  to  pay  all  his  arrearages  in  full.  It  appears  that  the 
lodge  did  not  “vote”  on  the  question  of  his  suspension,  but  took  the 
shorter  course  of  “instructing”  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  “to  sus¬ 
pend  all  members  in  arrears  for  dues  more  than  one  year.” 
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One  of  the  most  farcical  things  in  the  Pythian  order  is  the  so-called 
“suspension”  of  members.  There  are  as  many  rules,  whims  and.  proce¬ 
dure,  almost,  as  there  are  lodges.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  delinquent 
members  are  marked  “suspended”  without  regard  to  the  process  defined 
by  statute.  Lodges  will  not  pay  per  capita  tax  on  non-contributing  mem¬ 
bers,  and  with  thousands  of  members  constantly  in  arrears,  an  army  is 
“dropped”  every  year,  many  of  whom  are  “out”  and  don’t  know  it.  Think 
of  the  economic  loss  of  thus  dismissing  a  quarter-million  dollars  of 
accrued  dues  each  year,  and  the  greater  moral  loss  of  from  40,000  to 
50,000  members  “read  out”  or  “scratched  out”  of  the  order. 

THE  OFFICIAL  PYTHIAN  EMBLEM. 

Since  the  adoption  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  the  design  for  the  official 
Pythian  lapel  button  (small  triangle),  many  requests  have  been  received 
to  use  this  design,  enlarged,  so  as  to  present  in  its  complete  detail  the 
combination  of  the  four  triangles  as  shown,  on  the  face  of  the  button, 
the  base  of  which  is  also  a  triangle.  As  originally  intended,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  was  providing  for  a  button  design,  and  that  only,  without  thought 
or  intention  that  this  design  was  to  take  the  place  of  any  other  design  or 
emblem,  for  display  or  other  purposes,  illustrating  the  Pythian  charac¬ 
terization. 

Every  official  jewel  of  the  order  is  copyrighted,  also  the  design  of 
the  seal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  design  of  the  official  lapel  button 
was  patented,  hence  cannot  be  used  or  reproduced  by  anyone  without  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  center  triangle  on  the  lapel  button 
was  designed  to  show,  in  miniature,  a  representation  of  the  seal — because 
of  the  fact  that  Pythian  law  requires  that  all  official  jewels  of  the  Order 
shall  thus  show  the  Supreme  Lodge  seal,  or  trademark. 

For  a  time  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  were  not  disposed  to 
permit  the  use  of  the  official  button  design  for  any  other  purpose,  but, 
as  was  to  be  expected,  requests  were  received  for  permission  to  enlarge 
and  display  the  design  on  printed  stationery,  also  in  the  manufacture  of 
novelties  such  as  badges,  watch  fobs,  etc.  At  no  time  has  permission 
been  given  to  use  the  design  for  lapel  button  purposes,  save  and  except 
as  such  official  buttons  are  procured  officially  from  the  Supreme  Lodge. 
Lodges  erecting  Pythian  buildings  have  made  inquiry  as  to  the  use  of  the 
design  in  making  colored-glass  windows,  painting  stage  scenery,  and  for 
similar  display  purposes.  The  following  response  was  made  to  one 
inquiry,  which  fairly  tells  the  story  as  to  how  the  official  design  should 
be  used : 

“That  you  may  the  better  understand  this  matter,  the  Supreme  Statutes  require 
that  all  official  jewels  and  emblems  of  the  Order  shall  bear  a  representation  of  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  in  miniature.  In  painting  this  design  on  a  lodge 
curtain,  or  for  a  similar  purpose,  it  would  be  inappropriate  to  undertake  to  set  forth 
in  complete  detail  the  Supreme  Lodge  seal.  In  reproducing  the  center  triangle  it  is 
only  necessary  to  show  therein  an  outline  of  a  pentagon,  with  the  letters  FCB,  and, 
if  desired,  the  flotant  on  a  diagonal  staff.” 

EXAMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES. 

In  connection  with  the  popular  movement  now  prevalent  throughout 
the  Order  to  increase  the  general  Pythian  membership,  it  is  worth  while 
to  call  the  attention  of  lodges  to  the  provisions  of  law  requiring  the  proper 
examination  of  candidates  before  their  advancement.  This  is  not  only 
the  right  thing  to  do,  but  it  is  mandatory  and  obligatory.  It  will  mean 
nothing  whatever  for  lodges  to  initiate  a  large  number  of  new  members 
unless  these  members  are  properly  instructed.  For  a  candidate  to  merely 
witness  the  conferring  of  ranks,  and  be  a  spectator  to  its  various  cere¬ 
monies,  means  absolutely  nothing  more  than  an  evening’s  entertainment 
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to  him,  unless  as  he  progresses  from  rank  to  rank,  he  understands  and 
knows  what  he  is  receiving.  Railroading  candidates  through  the  ranks 
of  knighthood  has  been  the  bane  of  this  Order  for  years,  and  this  is  the 
usual  experience  where  many  new  members  are  initiated  in  record-break¬ 
ing  time. 

There  are  two  forms  of  examination  that  are  obligatory,  and  both 
these  forms  must  be  used.  They  are  not  optional  with  the  lodge.  The 
law  requires  the  chancellor  commander,  at  the  time  the  rank  of  page  has 
been  conferred,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  instruct  the  candidate — each 
candidate — in  the  unwritten  work,  and  for  this  purpose  the  form  known 
as  the  “Official  Examination  of  Candidates  in  the  Ranks  of  Knighthood,” 
has  been  provided  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  These  forms  may  be  procured 
by  any  subordinate  lodge  by  communicating  with  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal.  Aside  from  the  important  questions  propounded  in 
this  form,  there  are  general  instructions  relative  to  conducting  the  exam¬ 
ination,  which  are  very  important. 

The  second  form  has  to  do  with  the  “teachings”  of  the  rank,  and  is 
known  as  the  “Pythian  Catechism,”  which  embraces  minutely  the  lessons, 
thought  and  ideals  of  the  Order,  and  the  duty  of  its  members.  By  the 
proper  use  of  these  forms,  requiring  each  and  every  applicant  and  candi¬ 
date  to  be  conversant  therewith,  the  process  of  “making”  Knights  of 
Pythias  will  approach  its  full  meaning.  Any  disregard  of  this  important 
work  means  nothing  less  than  attaining  money  under  false  pretenses. 

We  are  led  to  make  these  observations  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
there  seem  to  be  many  lodges,  judging  by  inquiries  received,  that  are  not 
familiar  with  these  examination  requirements.  Again,  barring  a  brief 
season  immediately  following  the  promulgation  of  these  official  forms 
when  orders  for  same  were  numerous,  there  has  been  a  dearth  of  requests 
for  them,  and  in  several  instances  report  has  come  that  lodges  were 
ignorant  of  their  existence  and  the  statutory  requirement  that  they  be 
used  in  instructing  candidates. 

Anything  worth  doing  is  worth  doing  well,  and  surely,  from  any 
Pythian  standpoint,  the  most  important  thing  is  that  in  the  “making”  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  the  job  shall  be  thoroughly  done. 

MEXICAN  LODGES. 

Undoubtedly  it  is  generally  known  throughout  the  Order  that,  years 
ago,  there  were  several  Pythian  lodges  instituted  in  the  Republic  of 
Mexico,  which  lodges  originally  were  under  the  immediate  control  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  rendering  their  reports  direct  to  that  body,  as  is  the 
case  with  all  lodges  located  in  outlying  districts.  The  history  of  Pythian 
experience  in  Mexico  furnishes  a  decidedly  interesting  chapter,  but  with¬ 
out  attempting  in  this  article  to  tell  the  story  in  all  its  details,  we  list 
hereunder  the  lodges  that  were  instituted  in  that  country : 

Montezuma  Lodge  No.  1,  Chihuahua,  instituted  in  February,  1884; 
became  defunct  in  1886.  This  lodge  made  but  one  report  and  never  was 
heard  from  again. 

Valle  de  Mexico  Lodge  No.  2,  City  of  Mexico,  instituted  March  26, 
1891;  suspended  June  23,  1896;  reinstated  July  14,  1896. 

Columbian  Lodge  No.  3,  San  Luis  Potosi,  instituted  January  4,  1894. 

Nuevo  Leon  Lodge  No.  4,  Monterey,  instituted  December  31,  1893. 

Ciudad  Porfiro  Diaz  Lodge  No.  5,  Cuidad  Porfiro  Diaz,  instituted 
November  30,  1895. 

Cananea  Lodge  No.  6,  Cananea,  instituted  April  27,  1903. 

Upon  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  Supreme  Chancellor 
Ogden  H.  Fethers,  on  August  1,  1901,  issued  a  proclamation  by  authority 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  annexing  lodges  No.  2,  No.  3,  No.  4  and  No.  5 
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to  the  jurisdiction  of  Texas.  Subsequent  thereto,  Supreme  Chancellor 
Tracy  R.  Bangs  issued  an  order  attaching  Cananea  Lodge  No.  6,  Cananea, 
Sonora,  to  the  Grand  Domain  of  Arizona. 

All  of  the  Mexican  lodges  are  now  out  of  existence,  and  probably 
will  so  remain  for  some  time  to  come.  It  is  very  certain  that  no  effort 
will  be  made,  under  existing  conditions  in  that  country,  to  re-establish  the 
former  lodges,  or  institute  new  lodges. 

Occasionally  there  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  a  request  for  a  card  for  some  former  member  of  a 
Mexican  lodge,  which  requests,  for  reasons  as  above  shown,  are  referred 
to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Texas  and  Arizona,  which  Grand  Lodges  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  such  cases. 

“LIFE  MEMBERSHIP.” 

The  question  of  “life  membership”  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  really 
may  be  said  to  occupy  a  place  in  the  Order’s  “unfinished  business,”  and 
this  question  never  will  be  settled  until  it  is  settled  right.  It  has  time 
and  again  been  before  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  as  many  times  either 
rejected  or  ignored.  Already,  in  some  domains,  a  plan  of  so-called  “life 
membership”  is  accorded  to  veteran  members,  either  by  certificate,  issu¬ 
ance  of  an  annual  receipt  for  dues  without  pay,  or  charging  a  nominal 
annual  due,  such  as  $1.00  per  year.  In  some  other  places,  a  plan  is  either 
followed,  or  under  contemplation,  to  sell  life  memberships,  either  on 
direct  purchase,  or  when  stock  is  sold  on  a  Pythian  building  enterprise. 
Ogden  Lodge  No.  2,  Utah,  proposes  to  sell  life  memberships  direct  to 
members  upon  payment  of  sums  ranging  from  $150  to  $75,  in  accordance 
with  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the  money  being  invested,  and  the  increment 
thereof  used  to  maintain  financial  good  standing. 

The  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  last  convention,  considered  a  proposition 
on  “life  membership”  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $100,  which  proposition 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  insurance  department  with  instructions 
to  report  at  the  convention  this  year.  Our  thought  is  that  the  Supreme 
Lodge  should  first  authorize  life  membership,* same  to  be  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  grand  lodges  to  such  extent  as  may  be  deemed  best,  and  that  all 
life  membership  interest  earnings  be  used  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  good  standing — thus  “keep  the  capital  working  and  never 
draw  on  the  capital.”  In  any  event,  the  question  of  life  membership  in 
this  Order  should  be  solved,  and  whatever  may  be  the  will  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  undoubtedly  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Order  at  large. 

50-YEAR  VETERAN  JEWEL. 

The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  now  passed  six  years  beyond  its 
semi-centennial  period,  and  every  few  days  word  comes  that  members 
here  and  there  have  attained,  or  are  reaching,  the  distinction  of  fifty 
years’  consecutive  membership.  In  reporting  this  information,  there  also 
come  requests  making  inquiry  for  a  special  jewel  or  decoration  denoting 
half-century  membership  in  the  Order.  Such  a  jewel  already  has  been 
presented  to  a  5Q-year  veteran  knight  in  Denver  (Past  Chancellor  Norton 
Nelson),  which  marks  the  first  presentation  of  its  character  in  this  Order. 
From  New  Hampshire  and  Ohio  have  come  requests  for  a  similar  jewel, 
official  in  character,  and,  without  doubt,  other  domains  can  qualify  like 
veteran  members. 

This  is  a  matter  that  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  at  its  regular  convention  this  year,  and  legislation  should  be 
passed  authorizing  an  official  jewel  carrying  this  rare  distinction.  To 
that  end,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  will  introduce  a 
proposition  to  add  to  the  present  Pythian  veteran  statutes  (twenty-five 
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years)  a  further  statute  providing  an  appropriate  jewel  for  veteran  mem¬ 
bers  of  fifty  years’  standing.  Arrangements  already  have  been  made  to 
design  a  jewel  appropriate  to  denote  this  half-century  tenure  of  member¬ 
ship.  The  new  statute  should  provide  for  the  numbering  and  registra¬ 
tion  of  all  such  jewels  issued,  that  a  permanent  record  thereof  may  be 
maintained  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

PYTHIAN  FLAGS  AND  BANNERS. 

In  keeping  with  the  growing  demand  for  Pythian  goods  and  supplies, 
firms  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  flags  and  banners  are  making  inquiry 
as  to  changes  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  the  “official  description”  of 
such  goods.  For. the  information  of  flag  makers,  the  trade  generally, 
lodges  and  members  of  the  Order  at  large,  and  all  others  interested,  it  is 
here  stated  that  the  only  official  action  ever  taken  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
relative  to  “flag”  goods,  is  contained  in  section  396,  Supreme  Statutes, 
defining  specifications  for  the  “banner”  of  the  Order,  and  in  section  396a 
defining  the  Pythian  “standard.”  The  Supreme  Lodge,  by  statute,  never 
has  defined  specifications  for  flags,  pennants  and  markers  used  by  the 
military  department — save  and  except  as  it  may  have  approved  such 
specifications  in  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  legislation  of  the  Supreme 
Assembly,  the  governing  body  of  the  military  department. 

“FEE”  FOR  GRAND  LODGE  CARD. 

It  is  presumed  that  every  grand  lodge  and  every  subordinate  lodgs 
is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  section  218,  Supreme  Statutes,  which 
reads  as  follows:  “No  fee  shall  be  charged  for  the  issuance  of  a  transfer 
card,  a  withdrawal  card,  a  Grand  Lodge  card  or  a  Supreme  Lodge  card.” 
That  is  a  plain  law,  plainly  stated — meaning  that  no  lodge  may  exact  os. 
require  a  “fee”  for  the  issuance  of  any  card  as  herein  named. 

However,  in  this  matter  of  issuing  cards  there  is  the  usual  amount 
of  confusion  and  misunderstanding — whether  through  ignorance  or  will¬ 
fulness  does  not  matter.  As  a  case  in  point,  one  GKRS  requested  another 
GKRS  to  issue  a  Grand  Lodge  card  for  a  member  of  a  defunct  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  and  received  a  reply  to  the  effect  that  the  member  must  pay 
$8.00  dues  and  a  “fee”  of  $5.00  for  the  card.  This,  of  course,  started 
both  inquiry  and  argument,  but  the  answer  is  plainly  indicated  in  the 
following  paragraphs : 

The  application  for  a  Grand  Lodge  card,  to  be  issued  to  an  unsus¬ 
pended  member  of  a  defunct  subordinate  lodge  “shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  payment  of  all  arrearages  of  the  applicant  to  the  subordinate  lodge 
when  the  same  became  defunct,  or  such  lesser  sum  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  direct.”  Upon  payment  by  the  applicant  of  this  amount,  no  further 
charge  can  be  made  for  issuing  the  card. 

If  the  applicant  for  a  Grand  Lodge  card  “was  under  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  arrearages  when  the  subordinate  lodge  became  defunct, 
the  payment  accompanying  such  application  shall  be  five  dollars.”  This 
provision  of  law  makes  the  cost  of  a  Grand  Lodge  card  to  a  suspended 
member  of  a  defunct  lodge  uniform  throughout  the  Order.  He  cannot 
be  required  to  pay  any  additional  sum  for  “dues,”  or  for  any  other  charge. 

The  expression,  “fee”  for  card,  is  a  misnomer.  There  is  no  “fee” 
required  for  the  card  itself,  but  the  applicant-  must  place  himself  in  such 
financial  good  standing  that  he  is  entitled  to  receive  the  card.  Having 
done  so,  the  card  is  issued  gratis.  That  this  matter  may  be  the  better 
understood,  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  Grand  Lodge  card  or  a 
Supreme  Lodge  card  is  relatively  the  same  as  a  withdrawal  card — an  hon¬ 
orable  retirement  from  the  Order  and  a  complete  severance  of  membership. 
No  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  may  receive  a  withdrawal  card  unless 
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he  is  in  good  standing  and  “square  on  the  books”  at  the  time  he  makes 
application  therefor.  The  requirements  of  law  with  respect  to  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  Grand  Lodge  cards  and  Supreme  Lodge  cards  is  exactly  the  same, 
and  the  statute  (263)  clearly  makes  provision  to  this  end. 

AMERICAN  CITIZENSHIP  MEDALS. 

Attention  .frequently  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Pythian  order 
should  make  its  influence  for  good  more  generally  felt  in  communities 
wherein  lodges  are  established;  in  other  words,  that  the  modern  fraternity 
must  identify  itself  more  directly  with  the  affairs  of  life  and  community 
welfare.  Woodbury  Lodge  No.  98,  of  Sioux  City,  “took  the  honors”  in 
Iowa  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  for  the  “largest  growth,”  more 
than  doubling  its  membership.  The  lodge  felt  that  it  should  do  some¬ 
thing  to  show  that  it  could  do  more  than  just  taking  in  new  members, 
and  in  August  it  forwarded  a  cqmmunication  to  the  board  of  education 
of  that  city  stating  that  it  would  award  three  medals  to  the  three  scholars 
in  the  grade  schools  who  stand  best  in  the  study  of  “American  Citizen¬ 
ship”  at  the  end  of  the  current  school  year.  These  medals  are  made  of 
gold,  silver  and  bronze,  presented  as  first,  second  and  third  prizes,  the 
awards  to  be  made  under  plans  to  be  worked  out  by  the  superintendent 
or  the  board  of  education.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  lodge  because  of 
the  well-known  patriotic  character  of  the  Order,  and  the  members  felt 
that,  in  this  manner,' they  could  do  something  not  only  to  intensify  the 
American  spirit  but  to  give  the  lodge  a  more  positive  and  definite  stand¬ 
ing  in  community  affairs.  It  is  understood  that  their  proposition  has 
been  accepted  by  the  school  authorities. 

In  a  larger  way  this  Order,  through  Grand  Lodges  or  subordinate 
lodges,  could  well  afford  to  award  scholarships  to  students  in  public 
schools,  for  instance,  a  University  course  to  some  deserving  boy  or  girl, 
and  thus  give  a  practical  demonstration  of  its  interest  and  relationship 
in  public  welfare  matters.  A  number  of  such  scholarships,  appropriately 
awarded,  would  bring  praise  to  this  Order,  or  any  like  institution  that 
would  undertake  the  enterprise. 

BIBLE  AT  GRAND  LODGE  CONVENTIONS. 

The  grand  chancellor  of  a  certain  domain  has  made  inquiry  with 
reference  to  the  use  of  the  Bible,  also  altar  arrangements,  at  conventions 
of  Grand  Lodges.  This  is  not  the  first  time  that  this  question  has  been 
raised,  and  while  it  may  be  a  subject  that  does  not  permit  of  open  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  press  of  the  Order,  nevertheless  there  surely  can  be  no  harm 
in  plainly  stating  that  neither  the  ritual  of  the  Grand  Lodge  nor  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  make  provision  for  the  use  of  an  altar  or  the  Bible.  The 
general  character  of  these  bodies  is  legislative,  and  devoid  of  anything 
in  the  nature  of  ceremonial  work  save  and  except  the  limited  ritualistic 
work  in  conferring  the  respective  ranks.  By  custom  and  common  con¬ 
sent,  many  Grand  Lodges  display  the  Bible  on  the  altar,  and  this  same 
custom  has  been  observed  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  more  especially  during 
recent  years.  In  our  opinion  this  is  a  subject  matter  that  should  receive 
consideration  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  so  that  uniformity  in  this  regard 
might  be  observed  at  each  and  all  Grand  Lodge  conventions. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  HONOR. 

The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  its  members  were  enrolled  in  the  various  military  branches  and 
auxiliaries,  where  loyal,  patriotic  service  was  essential  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  Great  World  War  in  behalf  of  the  cherished  ideals  of 
Humanity,  Democracy  and  Fraternity.  To  these,  our  gallant  sons,  we 
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owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  that  cannot  be  measured  in  words,  nor  can  the 
grateful  people  of  the  nations  associated  in  this  titanic  struggle  adequately 
honor  either  the  living  or  the  dead  who  participated  in  this  great  crusade 
for  world  righteousness. 

At  the  1918  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  a  proposition  was 
introduced  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  an  appropriate  badge  to  the 
War  Veterans  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  the  form  of  a  “Pythian 
Military  Cross  of  Honor,”  which  proposition  was  deferred  for  final  action 
at  the  next  convention.  With  the  coming  of  peace  and  the  “return  home” 
of  many  of  our  soldier  members,  earnest  request  was  made  that  some 
suitable  memorial  be  prepared  for  presentation  to  members  of  this  Order 
who  were  actively  enrolled  in  the  World  War,  and  in  response  to  this 
request  there  was  provided  a  CERTIFICATE  OF  HONOR  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  by  subordinate  lodges  that  might  desire,  in  this  slight  manner,  to 
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accord  formal  recognition  to  the  gallantry  and  patriotism  so  splendidly 
demonstrated  by  their  members  who  were  privileged  to  serve  in  this 
great  cause. 

Many  subordinate  lodges  having  members  in  the  service  were  pleased 
to  present  this  certificate  to  their  Soldier  Knights.  The  occasion  of  such 
presentation  in  many  instances  was  made  a  decidedly  interesting  and 
important  event  in  the  annals  of  the  lodge.  The  certificate  was  suitably 
engrossed,  and  in  many  lodges  all  soldier  members  were  convened  for  a 
joint  presentation,  with  an  appropriate  program  of  fraternal  and  patriotic 
exercises,  either  public  or  private.  Subordinate  lodges  procured  these 
certificates  by  communicating  with  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

This  evidence  of  the  Order’s  appreciation  of  the  patriotic  service 
rendered  by  those  of  our  members  who  were  fortunate  to  take  an  active 
part  in  this  great  war  for  humanity  and  for  the  ideals  of  civilization,  was 
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something  that  each  Soldier  Knight  will  cherish  as  another  link  binding 
him  to  the  Order  that  stands  for  and  teaches  the  sublime  principles  of 
Fraternity,  Loyalty  and  Patriotism — so  gallantly  exemplified  by  his  devo¬ 
tion  to  duty. 

OUR  HERO  DEAD  ! 

Not  all  of  “the  flower  of  knighthood”  who  joined  the  colors  in  this 
great  conflict  have  been  spared  to  “the  loved  ones  at  home.”  They  made 
the  “supreme  sacrifice”  and  peacefully  sleep  in  the  hallowed  soil  of  far¬ 
away  lands.  “Green  be  their  couch  where  the  white  lilies  lean”  under 
“Heaven’s  ebon  vault 
Studded  with  stars  unutterably  bright. 

Thro’  which  the  moon’s  unclouded  grandeur  rolls.” 

The  names  of  these — Our  Hero  Dead — should  be  reverently  spoken  at 
each  Pythian  Memorial  Service,  and  a  special  page,  in  appropriate  words, 
should  be  dedicated  to  their  memory  on  the  permanent  record  book  of 
the  subordinate  lodge. 

“SALOON-KEEPERS  AND  BAR-TENDERS.” 

In  the  expressed  “qualifications”  of  an  applicant  for  the  ranks  of 
knighthood,  the  provisions  of  section  195,  Supreme  Statutes,  as  contained 
in  paragraph  “g,”  several  times  amended  since  its  original  adoption,  have, 
in  the  opinion  of  a  great  many  members,  been  just  cause  for  adverse 
comment  and  criticism.  The  said  paragraph  reads  as  follows : 

(g)  He  must  not  be  a  professional  gambler,  saloon-keeper,  bartender  or  dealer 
in  spiritous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors — provided  that  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply 
to  druggists  who  are  legally  engaged  in  the  sale  of  liquors  for  medical,  mechanical 
or  sacramental  purposes  only. 

Now  that  “prohibition”  has  become  the  “law  of  the  land,”  there  exists 
no  further  need  for  the  retention  of  this  paragraph  in  the  said  statute — 
at  least,  not  in  the  language  wherein  it  refers  to  dealers  in  the  traffic  of 
liquors,  as  a  business. 

During  all  the  years  that  this  “qualification”  has  been  a  part  of 
Pythian  law,  it  has  been  decidedly  objectionable  to  prospective  members 
and  applicants,  the  vast  majority  of  whom  do  not  relish  the  condition, 
even  by  inference,  that  their  vocations  in  life  were  of  the  unpopular 
character  as  the  above  law  indicates.  To  expect,  or  request,  a  minister 
of  the  gospel  to  affirm  that  he  is  not  a  “professional  gambler”  or  “saloon¬ 
keeper,”  causes  a  distinct  jar.  Happily,  however,  by  reason  of  existing 
conditions,  these  sensitive  objections  need  not  be  taken  into  consideration, 
but  the  repeal,  or  amendment,  of  the  foregoing  paragraph,  is  entirely 
appropriate  at  this  time. 

STATUTES  MUST  BE  REPRINTED. 

The  book  of  the  Supreme  Constitution  and  Statutes  was  last  reprinted 
following  the  Supreme  Lodge  convention  of  1914,  since  which  time  numer¬ 
ous  amendments  and  changes  have  been  made  in  the  laws  governing  the 
Order.  All  such  amendments,  following  the  conventions  of  1916  and 
1918,  were  promulgated  in  supplement  form.  There  will  be  other  amend¬ 
ments  adopted  at  this  convention,  and  the  confusion  and  misunderstanding 
that  now  exists  as  to  “what  is  the  law,”  will  be  further  confounded,  hence 
the  necessity  that,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  this  con¬ 
vention,  the  book  of  statutes  be  reprinted  and  the  sections  renumbered 
in  accordance  with  their  proper  order. 

SUPREME  CHANCELLOR  DAVIS. 

While  it  seems  quite  unnecessary  to  dedicate  a  specific  portion  of 
this  report  to  the  wonderful  work  and  remarkably  successful  administra- 
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tion  of. Supreme  Chancellor  Charles  S.  Davis,  nevertheless  we  are  espe¬ 
cially  pleased  to  extend  a  further  word  of  praise  to  one  who  has  so 
signally  honored  the  high  station  to  which  he  was  called  two  years  ago. 
He  has  given  a  newer  and  truer  meaning  to  the  word  “faithfulness,” 
and  it  may  be  said  of  “Charley”  Davis  that,  by  reason  of  his  constant  and 
abiding  interest,  his  deep  love  for  the  Order,  his  devotion  to  every  duty 
and  trust,  and  the  matchless  consecration  of  his  time,  thought,  and  energy 
in  discharging  his  official  duties,  he  has  most  signally  won  an  abiding 
place  in  the  affections  and  hearts  of  the  great  membership  he  has  served. 
He  has  traveled  far  afield,  and  the  influence  of  his  presence  and  his 
splendid  Pythian  message  has  filled  lodges  and  members  with  a  determina¬ 
tion,  under  his  splendid  leadership  and  example,  to  score  greater  suc¬ 
cesses  in  every  avenue  of  Pythian  endeavor.  He  will  pass  from  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  chief  executive  of  this  Order  bearing  with  him  the  kindliest  feel¬ 
ings  of  admiration  and  appreciation.  Never  was  man  more  deserving  of 
praise,  nor  has  any  fraternal  society  or  association  ever  been  favored  with 
more  devotion  and  constant  service  than  that  whereby  he  has  jeweled  his 
administration.  With  such  a  leadership,  the  Pythian  Order  was  bound 
to  prosper,  and  through  the  years  to  come  the  name  of  Charles  S.  Davis 
will  shine  resplendent  in  the  annals  of  Pythian  affairs  and  progress.  To 
him  and  to  his  loved  ones  there  is  extended  the  sincere  affections  and 
best  wishes  of  a  grateful  membership. 


THE  GREAT  TOMORROW. 


The  record  of  the  past  two  eventful  years  has  been  written,  and, 
feebly  as  it  may  be,  the  story  has  been  told  as  experience  has  left  its 
impress.  The  avenues  of  activity  and  thought  are  numerous,  and  in  a 
thousand  ways  further  observations  and  references  might  well  be  made 
to  work  done  and  ambitions  entertained  for  future  hopes  in  the  march  of 
Pythian  progress.

bers  to  work  earnestly  together  for  the  betterment  and  upbuilding  of  this 
great  Order.  May  its  tomorrow  continue  to  beckon  and  receive  our  united 
devotion  to  this  high  calling.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Control 


Indianapolis,  Indiana,  July  19,  1920. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ,  Knights  of 
Pythias: 

Brothers:  Complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Supreme 
Statutes,  we  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  Sixteenth  Biennial 
Report  showing  the  conditions  and  progress  of  the  Insurance  De¬ 
partment  for  the  biennial  term  from  June  30,  1918,  to  July  1,  1920. 

This  report  is  intended  to  give  in  detail  the  statistical  data 
showing  all  business  of  the  Department  for  the  biennial  period. 
We  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting  reports  from  the  Officers  of 
the  Department,  which  present  in  summarized  form,  under  appro¬ 
priate  headings,  the  sources  of  income  and  balances  of  the  various 
accounts  for  which  expenditures  have  been  made  during  this  period. 
The  brief  statement  of  your  Board  of  Control  preceding  reports 
of  the  President,  General  Secretary,  General  Counsel  and  Medical 
Examiner-in-Chief,  deals  with  the  general  results,  and  forecasts 
the  possibilities  of  the  Department  for  a  greater  service  to  the 
Order.  We,  therefore,  urge  you  to  examine  carefully  into  the 
reports  of  the  Officers,  that  you  may  be  fully  acquainted  with  the 
details  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  which  extends  its  benefits  into  every  part  of  the  Supreme 
Domain. 

When  the  Supreme  Lodge  was  last  in  convention  assembled, 
there  were  many  new  problems  confronting  the  Board  of  Control 
for  which  there  were  no  precedents  to  guide.  That  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  able  to  successfully  meet  conditions  brought  about 
by  War  and  Epidemic,  pay  its  liabilities,  and  waive  two  monthly 
payments,  is  a  matter  for  congratulation. 

Following  the  signing  of  the  Armistice,  came  a  great  revival 
of  interest  in  fraternal  societies,  which  attracted  thousands  of  men 
to  our  Order.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  that  a  large  number  of 
this  new  membership  have  become  members  of  the  Insurance  De¬ 
partment.  When  they  became  members  of  the  Department,  they 
gained  for  themselves,  and  their  families,  insurance  protection  un¬ 
surpassed  anywhere. 

Our  Insurance  Department,  despite  the  losses  by  war — losses 
which,  while  causing  deep  regret,  yet  animate  us  with  pride  in  the 
heroism  of  our  fallen  brothers — and  despite  the  ravages  of  in¬ 
fluenza,  which  carried  off  hundreds  of  our  brothers,  has  prospered 
as  never  before  in  its  history. 
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OUR  ABILITY  TO  SERVE  TESTED 


The  test  made  by  double  loss  from  war  and  epidemic  found 
our  Insurance  Department  able  to  meet  every  demand,  thus  justify¬ 
ing  the  wisdom  of  the  Supreme  Lodge}  in  adopting  methods  by 
which  our  Insurance  Department  protects  its  insured  members  by 
a  mortuary  reserve  fund.  "We  contemplate  with  the  utmost  satis¬ 
faction,  that  our  Department  is  fulfilling  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  instituted. 

Losses  in  war  and  from  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  swept 
twice  over  the  United  States  and  Canada  increased  daily  until 
hundreds  of  claims  were  received.  Like  every  other  organization 
of  its  kind,  the  Insurance  Department  faced  a  double  test — a  trial 
which  measured  the  stability  of  the  Department. 

We  feel  confident  that  the  Supreme  Body  as  well  as  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Order,  takes  a  just  pride  in  the  performance  of  our 
Department  which  met  every  claim  in  full  and  completed  payment 
promptly  and  at  a  time  when  it  was  most  needed.  This  drain  on 
our  mortuary  fund  in  no  way  impaired  the  solidity  of  the  organ¬ 
ization.  A  reference  to  the  financial  statement  in  this  report  is 
positive  proof  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the  organization  which 
enabled  it  to  meet  the  demand.  Our  Department  also  waived  one 
monthly  payment  during  each  year  of  the  biennial  period,  thereby 
declaring  a  dividend  equal  to  the  average  for  the  last  fourteen 
years. 

Pythianism  is  service.  To  this  end  the  Insurance  Department 
was  organized,  that  it  might  protect  the  weak  and  care  for  the 
widow  and  the  orphan.  The  Insurance  Department  meets  the 
needs  of  the  membership  in  its  service,  and  protects  the  homes 
which  are  the  strength  and  bulwark  of  our  Nation. 

The  Insurance  Department  is  loyal  to  that  government  which 
guarantees  freedom  and  pursuit  of  happiness  to  its  membership. 
When  the  world  war  began  and  it  was  necessary  for  our  countries 
to  engage  not  only  in  carrying  arms  but  also  in  obtaining  funds 
with  which  to  supply  that  vast  army,  the  Insurance  Department 
was  the  first  fraternal  society  to  purchase  Liberty  Bonds.  During 
the  years  the  conflict  was  waged,  the  Department  continued  to 
purchase  more  of  these  bonds  both  from  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  until  there  are  held  in  the  vaults  of  the  Department, 
more  than  One  Million  Dollars  worth  of  Government  War  Securi¬ 
ties.  More  than  one-tenth  of  all  the  reserve  of  the  Department  is 
invested  in  Liberty  and  Victory  Bonds  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

RECORD  OF  GROWTH 

During  the  last  biennial  term,  your  Insurance  Department  has 
made  a  net  increase  of  insurance  in  force  of  $8,789,025.00.  The 
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millions  of  dollars  represented  in  onr  net  gain  of  protection  and 
the  millions  standing  through  the  years  may  be  contemplated  only 
when  we  begin  to  understand  what  welfare  is  wrought  in  the  name 
of  the  Pythian  Order  by  the  distribution  of  the  benefits  among 
widows  and  orphans.  The  Department  is  eager  to  safeguard  the 
interest  of  those  who  confide  in  it  the  protection  of  home  and 
family. 

The  record  made  by  the  Department  is  due,  in  a  large  measure, 
to  the  capable  and  aggressive  field  force,  the  loyal  and  earnest 
men  who  represent  the  Department  among  the  membership,  and  to 
the  Section  Secretaries  who  gave  to  the  Department  much  zealous 
and  faithful  support,  and  to  those  of  us  entrusted  with  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Department  affairs,  it  is  signally  gratifying  to 
witness  the  co-operation  received  from  the  membership  of  the 
Order  over  the  entire  Supreme  Domain. 

During  the  biennial  term  the  Department  made  a  net  gain  in 
its  reserve  fund  of  $2,208,692.04.  There  is  now  held  in  this  fund 
the  sum  of  $9,995,717.56,  every  dollar  of  which  is  safely  invested 
as  required  by  Supreme  Statutes,  and  drawing  the  highest  rate  of 
interest  consistent  with  safe  investment. 

INVESTMENTS 

The  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  respect¬ 
fully  invited  to  the  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  Department 
as  shown  in  the  exhibit  which  is  a  part  of  this  report. 

During  the  biennial  term,  the  sum  of  $1,378,960.73  has  been 
invested  with  the  greatest  possible  care.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  the  interest  earning  on  all  the  funds  of  the  Department  has 
been  in  excess  of  5.16%  per  annum,  and  the  further  fact  that  of 
the  invested  funds  there  have  been  no  losses.  The  Board  has  made 
an  effort  to  distribute  the  investments  throughout  the  Supreme  Do¬ 
main — within  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes. 

Furthermore,  the  amount  of  delinquent  interest  on  the  entire 
$10,433,815.31  of  investments  on  the  30th  day  of  June  was  only 
$7,845.00.  Your  Board  takes  pride  in  the  fact  that  they  have 
thus  been  enabled  to  conduct  the  business  without  the  losses 
incident  to  a  business  of  this  magnitude. 

WAIVED  PAYMENTS 

During  the  biennial  term,  the  Board  of  Control  waived  two 
monthly  payments,  thus  making  a  saving  of  approximately  one 
half  million  dollars  for  the  members  of  the  Department.  During 
the  last  fourteen  years  the  Department  has  in  this  manner  saved 
the  membership  over  $2,500,000,  thus  providing  twelve  months  of 
protection  for  only  eleven  monthly  payments. 
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EXPENSE  FUND 

The  decrease  in  the  Expense  Fnnd  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  Biennial  Term  is  due  very  largely  to  the  fact  that 
upon  the  recommendation  of  our  Consulting  Actuary  there  was 
transferred  from  the  Expense  Fund  to  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Class 
Mortuary  Funds,  the  sum  of  $103,000.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
provision  is  made  in  the  Supreme  Statutes  for  the  distribution  of 
any  surplus  determined  as  a  result  of  the  Annual  Valuation  and 
Accounting,  after  providing  for  mortality,  expense  and  reserve, 
and  this  transfer  of  funds,  not  needed  for  expense  purposes,  was 
the  means  adopted  of  returning  such  surplus  to  the  membership. 
The  balance  of  such  decrease  is  due  to  the  expense  of  securing  the 
large  increase  of  insurance  in  force  during  the  biennial  term  as  dis¬ 
closed  by  this  Report  of  the  Board  of  Control,  to  the  commissions 
paid  superintendents  as  a  result  of  this  increase,  and  to  the  addi¬ 
tional  amount  paid  as  medical  fees. 

The  great  benefits  to  the  Insurance  Department  and  its  mem¬ 
bers  from  this  increased  insurance  will  be  reflected  in  the  favorable 
mortality  to  be  expected  therefrom  as  well  as  in  the  increased 
receipts  from  such  members. 

EDUCATION  AND  PUBLICITY 

The  sum  total  of  our  accomplishments  is  not  set  forth  in  the 
tables  and  statistics  showing  insurance  in  force,  benefits  paid,  or 
growth  of  membership.  These,  flattering  as  they  are,  do  not  con¬ 
stitute  the  whole  of  our  achievements.  During  the  biennial  term, 
the  Department  has  found  means  for  presenting  information  to 
the  public  at  large  regarding  the  Order  and  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment.  Many  of  the  newspapers  of  the  country  have  presented 
our  story  of  service  to  their  millions  of  readers,  which  publicity 
has  benefitted  the  Order  and  the  Department  in  various  ways. 

The  Pythian  Press  has  devoted  much  attention  to  the  activities 
of  the  Insurance  Department,  columns  of  matter  having  been  used 
by  the  editors,  and  your  Board  of  Control  publicly  acknowledges 
the  benefit  of  this  service.  We  also  express  our  appreciation  for 
the  work  these  publications  are  doing  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Order.  Their  efforts  are  performed  largely  out  of  goodness  of 
heart,  and  without  profit  save  in  the  realization  that  each  editor 
has  contributed  much  toward  the  growth  of  Pythian  fraternity. 

In  the  official  publication,  The  Insurance  Department  News, 
we  have  an  organ  of  constantly  increasing  power  for  good.  It  is 
one  of  the  foremost  fraternal  publications  of  the  country,  and  is 
a  faithful  reflection  of  the  mind  of  the  Order  and  the  Department. 
It  represents  adequately  the  spirit  of  Pythianism  and  is  ever  broad- 
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ening  in  improvement,  detailing  the  progress  and  growth  of  the 
Order.  Aside  from  its  educational  and  inspirational  value,  this 
publication  has  done  much  to  establish  recognition  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  among  the  members  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain. 

Because  of  the  extent  of  well  directed  publicity  carried  on  by 
the  Department,  not  only  has  there  been  an  exceptional  growth  of 
membership,  but  due  to  the  educational  advantage  of  such  con¬ 
tinued  campaigning,  lapsation  has  been  reduced. 

FORTY-THIRD  ANNIVERSARY 

For  forty.threo'  years  the  Insurance  Department  has  been 
thoroughly  Pythian  and  consequently  obedient  to  the  parent 
Order.  It  has  stood  ever  ready  to  do  its  share  in  the  upbuilding 
of  the  fraternity.  More  than  twenty-six  thousand  Pythians  have 
been  called  since  the  Department  was  organized  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  redeemed  its  pledge  by  the  payment  in  full  of  every 
claim,  thus  distributing  more  than  $47,000,000  among  their  de¬ 
pendents.  Viewing  it  from  every  side,  the  history  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  every  member 
of  the  Order.  Every  step  has  been  of  advance,  every  action  has 
been  taken  for  the  betterment,  safety  and  perpetuity  of  the  organi¬ 
zation.  Men  of  ability  have  given  their  time  and  energy  to  the 
promotion  of  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  the  development  of 
the  Department,  and  we  are  today,  indeed  fortunate  in  this 
heritage..

GENERAL  BUSINESS  OF  THE  BOARD 

During  the  biennial  term,  the  Board  has  held  the  quarterly 
meetings  as  required  by  the  Statutes,  and  has  also  held  special 
meetings  when  business  of  sufficient  importance  warranted  such 
additional  meetings. 

The  routine  business  of  the  Department  has  been  promptly  and 
carefully  attended  to,  which  embraces,  at  each  quarterly  meeting, 
a  complete  checking  of  all  the  securities  of  the  Department,  the 
auditing  of  the  books  and  records  of  the  office  by  members  of  the 
Board,  the  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  President,  General 
Secretary,  General  Counsel,  and  the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief, 
covering  the  work  assigned  them;  the  investment  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  several  funds  of  the  Department,  and  such  other 
business  as  may  come  before  the  Board. 

The  following  is  a  summarized  report  of  the  most  important 
actions  of  the  Board  at  the  several  meetings  during  the  biennial 
period. 

The  general  trend  of  the  insurance  companies  and  societies 
having  been  toward  a  simplification  of  the  blanks  required  in  the 
proof  of  death,  to  that  end  the  Board  has  prepared  and  has  now 
in  use,  a  much  simpler  form  than  that  used  heretofore. 

A  subscription  was  authorized  for  $100,000  of  Fourth  Liberty 
Loan  Bonds  in  addition  to  the  $650,000  of  Liberty  Loan  Bonds  then 
owned  by  the  Department. 

The  Indiana  National  Bank  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  the  Na¬ 
tional  City  Bank  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  the  Central  Trust 
Company  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  were  designated  as  Depositories  of 
the  funds  of  the  Department.  The  Officers  were  directed  to  notify 
the  National  Surety  Company  of  New  York  of  the  appointment  of 
the  designated  banks  as  Depositories  and  of  the  rules  governing 
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the  deposit  and  withdrawal  of  funds,  and  also  to  notify  the  said 
Depositories  of  their  appointment,  and  of  the  rules  governing  the 
withdrawal  of  funds,  with  the  request  that  they  furnish  written 
acceptance  of  such  appointment. 

The  Resolution  on  record  as  to  those  authorized  to  have  access 
to  the  Safety  Deposit  Vaults  was  readopted,  leaving  out  the  names 
of  the  individuals  and  using  the  words  "Supreme  Chancellor”  and 
"Officers.”

An  amendment  to  the  General  Rules  was  adopted,  providing 
for  a  Standing  Committee  on  Subdivision  and  Reference,  and 
Mr.  Ladew,  Mr.  Neal  and  Mr.  O’Neal  were  appointed  on  said 
Committee. 

The  following  resolution  with  respect  to  War  Risks  was 
adopted : 

Resolved:  That  all  Members  of  the  Insurance  Department 
whether  residents  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
or  whether  in  the  service  of  either  Country  in  the  present  European 
War,  or  in  the  performance  of  duties  connected  with  the  armies  or 
navies  of  either  country  in  said  war,  shall  not  be  affected  by  reason 
of  any  restriction  or  regulation  made  by  the  Insurance  Department, 
in  reference  to  such  service,  but  said  restrictions  and  regulations 
contained  in  their  Certificates  shall  be  suspended  for  the  period 
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of  said  War  and  no  defense  founded  thereon  and  occurring  during 
the  period  of  said  War  shall  be  made,  other  requirements  being 
fulfilled, 

Resolved,  further  that  the  prohibited  classification  of  ‘  ‘  Military 
or  Naval  service  in  time  of  war  in  actual  service,  ”  “  Red  Cross 
and  Hospital  work  in  time  of  war  in  active  service/’  “ Soldiers 
and  Sailors  in  time  of  war  in  active  service,”  shall  remain  and 
be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  to  all  certificates,  except  as  above 
provided. 

Burglary  Insurance  to  the  amount  of  $500,000  was  provided, 
covering  the  securities  owned  by  the  Insurance  Department  and 
carried  in  the  vaults  of  the  Indiana  Trust  Company,  this  insurance 
to  be  equally  divided  between  two  responsible  companies. 

Because  of  the  high  rate  of  exchange  between  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  located  at  St.  Thomas, 
Ontario,  was  designated  as  a  Depository,  all  receipts  from  Canadian 
members  to  be  deposited  in  said  bank,  and  all  Canadian  death 
claims  to  be  paid  from  said  account. 

ANNUAL  ACCOUNTING 

The  Board  of  Control,  in  full  performance  of  its  duty  under 
the  Supreme  Statutes,  with  respect  to  the  Annual  Accounting,  re¬ 
employed  Col.  S.  H.  Wolfe,  of  New  York,  one  of  the  best  known 
actuaries,  to  do  this  work,  and  we  herewith  present  in  full,  the 
reports  made  by  Col.  Wolfe  as  of  December  31, 1918,  and  December 
31,  1919.

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Report  of  the  President  of  the 
Insurance  Department 

For  Biennial  Term  Beginning  July  1,  1918  and  Ending 
June  30,  1920 


Indianapolis,  Indiana,  July  19,  1920. 

To  the  Board  of  Control  Insurance  Department ,  Supreme  Lodge , 
Knights  of  Pythias: 

Brothers  :  At  the  time  of  preparing  my  report  for  the  biennial 
term  ending  June  30,  1918,  we  were  in  the  midst  of  the  "World 
War,  and  our  Insurance  Department  was  contending  with  some 
very  serious  conditions. 

However,  I  am  extremely  glad  to  be  able  to  report  to  you 
that  we  not  only  came  through  the  ordeal  of  the  War,  but  also 
passed  through  the  Epidemic  of  Influenza,  which  proved  to  be 
even  more  disastrous  for  all  insurance  organizations,  without  the 
impairment  of  our  funds. 

Our  death  losses  because  of  casualties  of  War  amounted  to 
$30,000,  while  our  death  losses  because  of  the  Epidemic  of  Influenza 
amounted  to  $250,000. 

All  of  these  death  losses  were  promptly  paid,  and  in  addition 
to  that,  we  declared  one  waived  payment  for  each  year  of  the 
biennial  term.  This  is  something  that  no  other  fraternal  society 
was  able  to  do,  and  a  great  many  old  line  companies  have  either 
reduced  the  amounts  of  their  dividends,  or  done  away  with  them 
entirely.  The  past  two  years  have  certainly  been  a  severe  test,  but 
we  have  emerged  in  splendid  shape,  and  our  position  in  the  insur¬ 
ance  world  is  becoming  more  firmly  established. 

The  splendid  increase  of  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges 
of  the  Supreme  Domain  during  the  past  two  years  has  given  our 
Department  a  larger  field  for  its  work.  Great  enthusiasm  in  the 
work  of  our  Insurance  Department  has  been  engendered  in  the 
membership  of  our  Order.  This  is  the  result  of  education.  People 
are  most  enthusiastic  about  things  they  know  most  about. 

The  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  regarding  our  Department  has 
secured  the  absolute  confidence  of  the  members  of  the  Order 
Knights  of  Pythias.  Our  Insurance  Department  has  in  the  past 
four  years  been  able  to  obtain  more  favorable  publicity  through 
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the  Insurance  Department  News,  the  public  press,  the  fraternal 
press,  addresses  at  public  and  lodge  meetings,  and  special  advertis¬ 
ing  literature  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

This  has  all  been  educational,  and  it  has  been  one  of  the  factors 
in  the  production  of  the  wonderful  increase  of  membership  in 
our  Department  and  the  increase  of  insurance  in  force. 

The  members  of  our  great  Order  are  fast  becoming  convinced 
that  a  certificate  of  membership  in  our  Insurance  Department  is 
one  of  the  necessities  of  a  Pythian. 

The  field  representatives  of  our  Department  now  find  a  wel¬ 
come  everywhere  in  the  lodges  and  homes  of  our  brethren.  Old 
certificate  holders  are  increasing  their  insurance,  newly  initiated 
Pythians  no  longer  hesitate,  and  the  applications  are  for  larger 
amounts  on  an  average  than  ever  before. 

The  good  will  and  judgment  of  the  members  of  our  Order  is 
shown  in  the  present  demand  for  protection  for  their  families  and 
dependents  through  our  Department. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Board  of  Control,  our  member¬ 
ship  is  now  working  to  build  the  Insurance  Department  to  the 
highest  possible  point  of  efficiency,  to  the  end  that  this  Department 
may  render  to  its  members  and  to  the  Order  Knights  of  Pythias, 
greater  service  than  ever  before  given  by  any  society  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  fraternal  insurance. 

Not  only  is  the  work  of  this  Department  producing  beneficial 
results  for  the  Insurance  Department,  but  the  same  work  and 
activity  is  unquestionably  greatly  aiding  the  up-building  of  the 
Order  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  possibilities  of  the  great  future 
that  is  before  us  is,  indeed,  very  encouraging.  The  membership 
of  the  Order  will  undoubtedly  reach  the  million  mark  within  a 
short  time,  and  the  field  and  work  of  the  Insurance  Department 
will  be  greatly  broadened  and  strengthened. 

The  good  that  can  and  will  be  accomplished  through  the  work 
of  our  Insurance  Department  and  which  will  be  to  the  credit  and 
honor  of  our  Order,  is  beyond  conception  at  this  time,  but  will  be 
realized  in  the  years  to  come  to  the  great  gratification  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  members  of  our  Order. 

The  present  splendid  condition  of  our  Insurance  Department 
as  to  its  increase  in  assets,  its  great  growth  in  membership  and  in¬ 
surance  in  force,  and  its  high  standing  in  the  minds  of  all  Knights 
of  Pythias  is  not  an  accident  but  is  a  condition  produced  by  the 
hard  work  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  Officers  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  present  growth  of  the  Department  is  not  a  spasmodic 
one,  but  it  will  be  proved  that  the  membership  of  our  Order  have 
recognized  the  value  and  importance  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Order  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  prompt  discharge  of 
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every  duty  assigned  to  this  Department,  the  prompt  payment  of 
death  claims,  the  careful  investment  of  Department  funds,  the 
watchful  care  of  every  interest  of  the  certificate  holder,  the  pub¬ 
licity  in  detail  given  the  workings  of  the  Department,  the  special 
information  furnished  by  the  Home  Office  to  members  requesting 
the  same,  and  the  energetic,  faithful  work  of  our  field  force,  have 
all  been  great  factors  in  producing  the  results  we  are  now  able 
to  show.

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AMOUNT  OF  CLAIMS  PAID 

Our  Insurance  Department  has  paid  to  the  dependents  of  our 
deceased  brothers  during  the  biennial  term  June  30th,  1918  to  June 
30th,  1920,  the  splendid  sum  of  $3,724,324.69,  and  since  institution, 
our  Insurance  Department  has  paid  to  beneficiaries  the  sum  of 
$47,517,271.19. 


ASSETS  OF  DEPARTMENT 

The  Assets  of  the  Insurance  Department  on  June  30th,  1918 
amounted  to  $9,821,178.81,  and  on  June  30th,  1920,  the  Assets 
amounted  to  $11,462,369.56,  an  increase  of  $1,641,190.75  during  the 
biennial  term. 

COMPARISON  WITH  COMMERCIAL  COMPANIES 

The  Insurance  Press  for  June  states  that  the  combined  reports 
of  sixty-one  old  line  insurance  companies  in  the  United  States 
show  an  increase  in  paid-for  business  for  the  month  of  April,  1920, 
of  33%  over  the  same  month  of  1919.  The  same  comparison  made 
by  our  Insurance  Department  shows  that  our  gain  was  49%. 

The  same  old  line  companies  show  a  gain  of  35%  in  the  amount 
of  insurance  applied  for  during  the  first  four  months  of  1920  over 
the  same  months  of  1919.  A  like  comparison  shows  that  our  gain 
was  65%. 

Old  line  companies  which  combined  wrote  83%  of  all  old  line 
insurance  written  during  the  year  1919,  report  an  increase  in  the 
new  insurance  they  wrote  during  the  first  four  months  of  this  year 
over  the  same  months  of  last  year  of  38%.  Our  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  shows  an  increase  during  the  same  period  of  66%. 

The  growth  of  new  business  of  many  old  line  companies  is  de¬ 
ceiving  in  a  sense,  because  of  the  immense  amount  of  group  in¬ 
surance  that  is  being  written  and  is  included  in  the  “volume  writ¬ 
ten,  ’  ’  as  shown  in  the  companies  ’  reports  and  advertisements.  One 
old  line  company  recently  wrote  in  a  single  group  contract,  insur¬ 
ance  amounting  to  $40,000,000.  This  class  of  insurance  does  not 
mean  the  same  to  an  old  line  company  that  the  same  amount  of 
insurance  written  on  individual  risks  would  mean,  but  it  makes 
“volume.’  ’

Publicity 

In  our  publicity  work,  we  have  endeavored  at  all  times  to  place 
before  the  members  of  our  Order  and  the  general  public,  interesting 
facts  pertaining  to  the  Order,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  benefit  our 
Order  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  our  Insurance  Department. 

In  this  work  the  Insurance  Department  has  the  most  valuable 
aid  of  the  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  of  our  subordinate  lodges 
and  the  Secretaries  of  the  Sections  of  our  Insurance  Department. 

A  BROAD  FIELD  OF  PUBLICITY 

Our  Insurance  Department,  during  this  biennial  term,  and 
particularly  during  the  year  1919,  and  the  first  six  months  of  1920, 
has  been  able  to  obtain  publicity  for  the  Order  and  this  Department 
in  a  large  way,  through  a  new  plan. 

Each  month,  the  Home  Office  sends  a  “  Pythian  News  Bulletin ” 
to  all  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  and  all  Section  Secretaries,  and 
through  them  we  have  secured  the  publication  of  the  Pythian  news 
contained  in  these  bulletins  in  their  local  newspapers. 

We  furnish  through  these  bulletins,  up-to-date  news  regarding 
every  department  of  our  Order  that  is  of  interest  to  all  Knights 
of  Pythias  and  to  the  public,  and  are  not  attempting  to  make  them 
merely  advertisements  for  our  Department. 

By  securing  the  publication  of  this  news  matter,  the  officer  not 
only  benefits  the  Order  in  general  but  his  subordinate  lodge  in 
particular,  through  the  publicity  given  the  Order  Knights  of  Py¬ 
thias. 

Newspapers  in  which  the  matter  contained  in  the  Pythian  News 
Bulletins  are  printed  are  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Insurance  De¬ 
partment,  where  they  are  read,  measured,  filed,  and  an  accurate 
record  kept.  This  record  shows  that  during  the  past  seven  months, 
the  newspapers  of  the  country  have  given  2,315  inches  of  space  to 
the  publication  of  these  bulletins.  The  combined  circulation  of 
these  newspapers  is  3,578,639.  In  addition,  this  matter  was  printed 
in  the  ‘  ‘  patent  inside  ’  ’  furnished  to  358  western  newspapers,  with  a 
circulation  of  800,000  copies.  The  average  charge  made  for  display 
advertising  per  1,000  of  circulation  is  about  four  cents  per  inch, 
and  ‘  ‘  readers  ’  ’  are  charged  at  double  that  rate. 

This  Pythian  news  matter  is  favorably  received  by  many  of  the 
great  city  newspapers  of  the  country  as  well  as  those  printed  in 
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the  smaller  cities  and  towns.  In  many  instances  the  article  is 
printed  on  the  first  page,  and  in  all  papers  the  articles  are  given 
large  and  attractive  head  lines.  The  broad  scope  of  this  publicity 
work  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  much  benefit  to  our  Order  and  the 
Insurance  Department. 

THE  PYTHIAN  PRESS 

The  editors  and  owners  of  those  splendid  papers  whose  columns 
are  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Order  Knights  of  Pythias  have 
been  a  source  of  great  strength  in  our  publicity  work.  Not  only 
have  the  display  advertisements  for  which  we  pay  them  been  well 
placed  and  properly  set  up,  but  those  publishers  have  shown  their 
personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  Order  and  the  Insurance 
Department  by  the  many  splendid  editorials  published  in  their 
papers  throughout  the  entire  biennial  term. 

THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Our  monthly  publication,  the  “ Insurance  Department  News,” 
provides  the  medium  through  which  our  Insurance  Department  re¬ 
ceives  its  most  profitable  publicity.  This  publication  is  devoted 
to  the  upbuilding  of  every  Department  of  the  Order  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  especially  to  the  Insurance  Department. 

In  the  work  entailed  in  the  publication  of  this  paper,  we  are 
splendidly  assisted  through  articles  contributed  for  publication  by 
officers  and  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  and  we  desire 
to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  aid  they  have  so  kindly  ren¬ 
dered  us  in  the  work  of  making  our  paper  interesting  to  all  Pyth- 
ians,  and  of  benefit  to  our  Order. 

During  the  biennial  term  from  June  30th,  1918  to  June  30th, 
1920,  we  have  published  articles  contributed  from  every  Grand 
Domain  in  our  Supreme  Domain,  the  average  number  of  con¬ 
tributed  articles  being  twenty  per  month. 

We  have  printed  and  distributed  2,400,000  copies  of  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  News  during  this  biennial  term.  These  were 
mailed  direct  to  the  members  of  our  Insurance  Department,  to  the 
newly  initiated  members  of  subordinate  lodges,  and  to  thousands 
of  members  of .  our  Order  whose  addresses  we  have  in  the  Home 
Office.  Also  upon  request  of  members  of  our  Order  we  have  mailed 
several  thousand  copies  of  the  News  to  men  who  had  been  invited 
to  become  members  of  our  Order. 

During  the  World  War,  thousands  of  copies  of  the  Insurance 
Department  News  were  sent  to  members  who  were  in  the  trenches 
and  in  all  branches  of  service  in  Europe.  At  the  request  of  one 
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Grand  Domain  we  furnished  one  thousand  copies  of  our  paper  per 
month  during  the  War  and  those  copies  were  mailed  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  office  to  the  individual  Knights  of  Pythias  of  that 
Grand  Domain  who  were  in  service  in  Europe. 


CONCLUSION 


At  this,  the  time  of  closing  the  biennial  report  of  the  Insurance 
Department,  the  Board  of  Control  and  Officers  of  the  Department 
can  look  back  on  the  past  two  years  of  their  labor,  with  a  sense  of 
satisfaction,  realizing  better  than  words  can  express,  what  the  re¬ 
sults  shown  in  this  report  mean. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  which  were  met  during  that 
period,  the  figures  given  in  the  report  show  that  results  were  ob¬ 
tained  which  indicate  that  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  not  only  taken  a  position 
high  in  the  rank  of  fraternal  insurance  but  that  the  interests  of  our 
Department  are  now  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  members  of  our 
beloved  Order. 

I  again  express  my  thanks  for  the  splendid  assistance  rendered 
me  by  the  Board  of  Control,  Supreme  Lodge  Officers,  and  members 
of  the  Order,  in  the  work  which  I  have  had  to  do  in  connection 
with  the  Insurance  Department  during  the  past  biennial  term.  As 
to  the  results  of  my  work,  they  are  the  judges,  and  I  hope  that  my 
efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Insurance  Department  have 
met  with  the  approval  of  all  members  of  the  Order  Knights  of 


Pythias.

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Biennial  Report 

of  the 

Major  General 


Headquarters,  Uniform  Rank,  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  July  15,  1920. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  I  herewith 
present  my  biennial  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  of 
transactions  in  the  office  of  the  Major  General  during  the  past  two  years. 
Appended  to  this  report  are  statistical  tables  setting  forth  in  detail  numerical 
and  financial  matters  pertaining  to  the  department. 

STATE  OF  THE  RANK 

Another  two  years  have  rolled  around  and  it  again  becomes  the  duty  of 
your  Major  General  to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship  and  to  publish  to 
the  Supreme  assembly,  and  through  them  to  the  membership  of  the  Uniform 
Rank,  a  brief  outline  of  the  condition  of  this  department.  In  forming  an 
estimate  of  the  situation  the  circumstances  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
This  country  is  just  emerging  from  a  great  war,  one  that  has  staggered  the 
civilized  world  with  its  magnitude  and  which  in  point  of  expenditure  of 
human  life  and  accumulated  wealth  causes  all  previous  struggles  between 
nations  to  pale  to  insignificance.  Facing  such  an  emergency  it  was  to  be 
expected  that  the  form  of  fraternal  endeavor  which  finds  its  expression  in  the 
maintenance  and  propagation  of  such  societies  as  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
would  be  more  or  less  seriously  affected.  To  a  marked  degree  this  has  been 
the  case  with  the  Uniform  Rank.  The  very  great  depression  that  came  to 
us  at  the  outset  of  the  struggle  and  which  gathered  intensity  as  the  war  pro¬ 
gressed  has  but  recently  begun  to  disappear.  Now  as  the  war  fades  farther 
and  farther  into  the  mist  of  the  things  that  were,  this  condition  passes  away, 
and  in  place  of  apathy  and  indifference,  we  now  behold  increased  activity, 
the  renewal  of  interest  in  many  localities  and  a  general  forward  movement 
that  brings  joy  to  our  hearts  and  strengthens  the  conviction  that  the  Uniform 
Rank,  Knights  of  Pythias,  will  go  on  to  greater  and  greater  victories  as  it 
fulfills  its  manifest  destiny. 


MEMBERSHIP 

While  numerical  increase  is  not  the  only  index  of  the  progress  or  retro¬ 
gression  of  an  organization,  yet  it  is  significant.  During  the  years  1917  and 
1918  our  department  made  little,  if  any,  headway.  Further  reference  to  the 
cause  is  needless.  During  that  same  period  the  order  at  large  lost  in  member¬ 
ship  to  a  considerable  extent.  But  no  one  lost  faith  in  Pythianism  on  that 
account.  We  all  knew  that  when  the  clouds  of  strife  rolled  away  and  the 
world  came  back  to  normal,  there  would  be  a  sure  and  rapid  recovery  from 
the  lethargy  of  war  times.  This  hope  and  belief  have  been  magnificently 
realized  in  the  wonderful  gain  made  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  during 
the  year  1919  and  thus  far  in  1920.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  sharing  in  this 
advance  movement.  The  most  striking  and  encouraging  report,  however, 
is  that  gathered  from  information  received  from  companies  stating  their  gain 
since  January  1,  1920.  Returns  received  from  116  companies  show  that 
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there  have  been  added  to  company  rolls  since  the  first  of  the  year  more  than 
800  new  members.  A  large  number  of  companies  have  not  sent  in  returns 
bearing  on  this  point.  Had  they  been  received  they  would  doubtless  show  a 
gain  for  the  first  half  of  1920  of  at  least  one  thousand,  which  is  far  greater 
than  the  gain  during  any  calendar  year  since  1913.  Correspondence  with 
companies  since  the  receipt  of  this  information  indicates  a  continuance  of 
this  gratifying  gain. 

BRIGADE  CHANGES 
Connecticut 

The  term  of  General  Geo.  E.  Petitjean  having  expired,  the  Brigade  chose 
as  his  successor  Chas.  A.  Bunnell,  of  New  Haven,  who  had  served  long  and 
efficiently  as  a  staff  officer  in  the  brigade.  General  Bunnell  is  a  young  man  of 
marked  ability,  genial  in  manner  and  possessed  of  the  personal  touch  that 
means  so  much  in  dealing  with  the  Pythian  order.  His  heart  is  wrapped  up 
in  this  work  and  he  has  done  much  since  his  election  to  verify  the  predictions 
of  his  friends  that  he  would  make  a  capable  and  popular  commander.  He 
has  added  two  new  companies  to  his  brigade  during  the  past  few  months. 

New  York  ' 

General  Max  L.  Holtz,  owing  to  the  demands  of  his  business,  found  it 
necessary  to  refuse  re-election  as  brigade  commander  of  New  York.  An 
able  successor  was  found  in  General  Seward  Shepard  of  Albany,  who  has  for 
many  years  been  actively  identified  with  the  work  of  the  New  York  brigade. 
He  is,  like  General  Bunnell,  a  young  man  and  is  filled  with  determination  to 
bring  his  command  up  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  General  Shepard 
will  be  welcomed  to  the  Supreme  assembly,  whose  members  will  find  him  a 
worthy  Pythian,  deserving  of  their  confidence  and  esteem. 

West  Virginia 

This  brigade,  which  in  former  years  was  strong  and  efficient,  was  allowed 
to  decline  until  its  strength  was  sadly  depleted.  Neglect  by  those  who  should 
have  been  watchful  for  its  welfare  was  responsible.  A  leader  was  found, 
however,  who  possessed  the  courage  of  his  convictions.  Colonel  Geo.  C.  Meyer, 
of  Wheeling,  undertook  the  difficult  task  of  restoring  the  brigade  to  a  sem¬ 
blance  of  its  former  standing.  He  succeeded  beyond  all  expectations.  During 
the  spring  and  summer  of  1919  he  worked  with  the  utmost  fidelity  and,  after 
covering  almost  the  entire  state  of  West  Virginia  in  his  travels,  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  reinstating  many  companies  and  organizing  new  ones.  This 
brigade,  which  reported  but  five  companies  in  the  winter  of  1918-1919,  now 
has  eighteen  companies,  with  good  prospects  of  more.  It  is  not  surprising, 
in  view  of  this  condition,  that  this  officer  was  honored  by  a  unanimous  election 
as  Brigade  Commander,  which  position  he  is  now  holding  with  ability  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  his  fellow-members. 

Missouri 

General  J.  C.  Greenman  tendered  his  resignation  soon  after  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Supreme  assembly.  An  election  by  mail  was  ordered  and  it 
resulted  in  the  choice  of  General  H.  F.  Wieman,  at  that  time  Colonel  of  the 
1st  Missouri  Regiment.  General  Wieman  has  taken  hold  of  the  affairs  of 
his  office  with  great  intelligence  and  has  been  successful  in  handling  a  difficult 
proposition.  Two  new  companies  in  St.  Louis  have  come  in  recently  to  cheer 
his  heart  and  others  are  contemplated.  General  Wieman  is  welcomed  to 
the  Supreme  assembly. 

California 

The  term  of  the  incumbent  having  expired  by  limitation,  an  election  by 
mail  showed  the  choice  of  the  California  brigade  to  be  Colonel  H.  F.  Ames, 
of  Los  Angeles.  He  was  at  that  time  Colonel  of  the  3rd  Regiment  and  his 
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devotion  to  the  work  of  that  office  convinced  his  fellow-officers  that  he  was 
worthy  of  advancement.  He  has  done  well  with  a  trying  situation  and  is 
demonstrating  his  ability  in  the  larger  command  to  which  he  has  been  called. 
A  recent  camp  held  at  Yosemite  is  a  tribute  to  his  organizing  ability  and  has 
brought  many  expressions  of  admiration  for  the  brigade  and  its  commander. 

RE-ELECTIONS 

Pennsylvania 

The  brigade  of  the  “Keystone”  domain  has  honored  itself  by  an  almost 
unanimous  re-election  of  General  Wilson  A.  Hillegas,  of  Philadelphia.  This 
earnest  and  able  officer  has  done  his  duty  fearlessly  and  well.  He  has  the 
respect  of  his  brothers  of  the  Uniform  Rank  who  appreciate  his  worth  and 
who  know  that  his  Pythianism  always  rings  true.  His  many  friends  in  the 
assembly  will  be  delighted  to  again  welcome  his  genial  presence  and  his  wise 
counsels. 

Indiana 

Against  his  protest  and  repeated  assertions  that  he  could  not  accept 
re-election,  General  William  B.  Gray,  of  Covington,  was  chosen  for  another 
term.  The  election  was  a  marked  tribute  to  the  esteem  in  which  General 
Gray  is  held  by  the  Indiana  officers  and  showed  the  determination  of  the 
members  of  that  brigade  not  to  lose  the  services  of  so  talented  and  able  a 
commander,  if  possible  to  retain  them.  He  is  well  known  in  the  assembly 
and  his  advice  and  admonition  will  be  a  helpful  asset  in  our  deliberations  in 
the  future  as  in  the  past. 

Michigan 

General  S.  P.  Kyes  was  unanimously  re-elected  at  the  brigade  assembly 
held  in  Lansing,  Michigan,  last  October.  During  his  incumbency  of  the 
command  of  the  Michigan  brigade  General  Kyes  has  demonstrated  his 
ability  and  has  won  golden  opinions  for  his  pleasing  personality  and  his 
clear-headed  business  judgment.  His  fellow-members  in  the  assembly  will 
welcome  his  return. 

Kentucky 

The  ranking  member  of  the  Supreme  assembly,  General  J.  E.  McCracken, 
of  Newport,  was  re-elected  for  the  fifth  time  at  an  election  held  during  Sep¬ 
tember,  1919.  Everyone  in  the  Supreme  assembly  knows  this  fine  officer 
and  he  is  a  friend  whose  kindness  of  heart  and  bigness  of  mind  grow  on  one  as 
the  fraternal  tie  strengthens.  For  many  years  his  wise  counsel  and  kindly 
advice  have  been  like  a  guiding  star.  While  time  is  swiftly  passing  yet  it 
has  dealt  gently  with  our  honored  friend,  may  he  be  spared  for  many  years 
to  inspire  us  with  his  presence. 

Washington 

General  J.  H.  Junett,  of  Seattle,  was  elected  for  a  fourth  term  at  an 
election  held  in  May,  1919,  at  Seattle.  General  Junett  has  served  the  Wash¬ 
ington  brigade  faithfully  and  ably  for  these  many  years  and  he  is  still  actively 
engaged  in  the  work  of  upbuilding  Pythianism  in  Washington  through  the 
medium  of  his  brigade.

NATIONAL  ENCAMPMENT 

For  years  it  has  been  felt  that  the  omission  of  these  great  gatherings  of 
the  Rank  was  a  misfortune  and  that  it  operated  adversely  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  our  department.  War  conditions  made  it  practically  impossible  to 
hold  such  camps  during  the  stress  and  strain  of  those  trying  times  through 
which  our  country  was  passing.  But  now  that  the  clouds  have  disappeared 
and  the  clear  sun  is  again  shining,  efforts  were  put  forth  to  again  hold  a  camp 
similar  to  those  which  distinguished  the  Uniform  Rank  in  past  years.  For¬ 
tunately  for  us  a  state  camp  was  planned  for  the  Ohio  brigade,  Cleveland  being 
selected  as  the  place  for  holding  it.  Last  summer  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  it  might  be  broadened  in  its  scope  and  become  a  national  affair.  Through 
the  energy  and  self-sacrificing  labor  of  the  Cleveland  Pythians  the  desired 
results  have  been  accomplished  and  we  are  here  at  this  time  as  guests  in  these 
beautiful  surroundings  and  again  behold  the  tented  city  welcoming  the  Sir 
Knights  of  our  department.  It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  that  this 
has  been  made  possible  and  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  the  good  brothers  at 
Cleveland,  both  in  and  out  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  who  have  brought  this 
project  to  a  successful  issue.  This  revival  of  these  gatherings  will  be  gladly 
received  by  all  Pythians  as  again  restoring  that  degree  of  prestige  which  was 
of  necessity  lost  during  the  abnormal  times  through  which  we  were  compelled 
to  pass. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

First — Your  Major  General  strongly  advocates  a  complete  revision  of 
the  price  list  of  supplies  and  of  legislation  referring  to  the  same.  Present 
day  conditions  make  it  compulsory  that  some  action  be  taken  as  the  former 
prices  can  no  longer  prevail  without  involving  the  department  in  financial 
distress.  The  cost  of  making  all  kinds  of  supplies,  whether  printed  or  other¬ 
wise,  has  mounted  with  great  rapidity.  It  is  no  longer  possible  to'  sell  these 
articles  at  the  prices  named  in  the  rules  and  regulations  and  come  anywhere 
near  covering  their  initial  cost.  Then  to  allow  a  deduction  of  a  further  10  or 
25%  discount  makes  these  transactions  practically  ruinous.  This  matter 
should  be  carefully  considered  by  the  assembly  and  some  remedy  applied. 
When  we  consider  that  almost  the  entire  revenue  of  the  Supreme  assembly 
at  the  present  time  comes  from  the  sale  of  supplies,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  how 
vital  a  matter  this  is. 

Second — I  recommend  that  the  warrant  fee  for  new  companies  be  placed 
at  $35.00.  This  is  as  low  as  it  is  possible  to  furnish  the  required  supplies  to 
new  companies  at  prevailing  prices.  The  rules  and  regulations  provide  that 
the  fee  shall  be  $50.00,  with  a  provision  that  one-half  of  that  fee  may  be  re¬ 
tained  by  the  brigade,  or  by  the  organizer.  And  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases  this  practice  is  followed.  As  a  consequence  except  in  very  few  instances 
$25.00  only  is  sent  in  with  the  application.  Viewing  the  increased  cost  of 
everything  in  the  business  world,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  serious  objection 
to  this  change  and  the  slight  increase  would  hardly  act  as  a  hindrance  in  the 
way  of  forming  new  companies. 

Third — The  matter  of  uniforms  is  the  most  vexed  question  with  which  we 
have  to  deal  at  this  time.  There  is  no  question  but  that  there  is  a  real  demand 
for  relief  from  this  burden  and  it  is  certain  that,  if  some  expedient  could  be 
devised  to  help  us  out  of  this  trouble,  there  could  be  a  material  increase  in 
the  number  of  recruits  in  established  companies  and  in  the  number  of  new 
organizations.  The  cost  of  procuring  these  outfits  has  more  than  doubled. 
While  everything  else  in  the  commerical  world  has  increased  in  greater  or 
less  proportion,  yet  this  acts  as  a  serious  drawback  in  recruiting  our  companies 
and  establishing  new  ones.  I  have  had  prepared  and  submit  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Supreme  assembly  two  designs  of  uniforms  made  of  a  less 
expensive  grade  of  cloth  and  which  partake  of  the  nature  of  a  service  uniform. 
Neither  of  these,  I  believe,  as  designed,  would  conflict  with  the  United  States 
law  and  both  would  be  attractive  and  comfortable  styles  of  outfit.  I  recom¬ 
mend  these  to  your  attention  not  with  the  idea  that  they  shall  be  designed 
to  supersede  the  present  uniform  but  that  they  might  possibly  be  used  in  the 
formation  of  new  companies  with  a  stipulation  that  within  a  reasonable  time, 
possibly  two  years,  such  companies  agree  to  procure  the  regulation  uniform. 

I  am  also  submitting  to  your  consideration  a  suggested  change  in  the 
present  shoulder  straps.  There  is  some  opposition  to  the  continuance  of  the 
present  style  and  I  respectfully  refer  the  proposition  to  you  for  your  careful 
consideration. 


VISITATIONS 

Since  our  last  meeting  I  have  attended  brigade  assemblies  in  new  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Indiana  and  Michigan.  In 
addition,  I  have  made  a  considerable  number  of  visits  to  district  meetings,  to 
single  companies  and  to  several  Grand  Lodges.  In  all  cases  I  have  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  most  courteous  and  fraternal  welcome,  for  which  I  am  sincerely 
grateful.  Owing  to  the  great  expense  of  travel  a  considerable  number  of 
invitations  have  been  declined,  it  being  felt  that  our  resources  should  be 
carefully  husbanded. 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

To  our  Commander-in-Chief,  Supreme  Chancellor  Charles  S.  Davis,  I 
am  indebted  for  many  kindnesses  and  have  always  found  in  him  a  helpful  and 
sympathetic  friend  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  The  wonderful  work  he  has  done 
for  Pythianism  will  be  felt  for  many  years  to  come  and  our  department  is 
sharing  in  the  splendid  forward  movements  initiated  during  his  term  of  office. 

To  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Finance  Committee,  through  whom 
is  disbursed  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Supreme ‘Lodge  for  our  assistance, 
grateful  acknowledgment  is  here  made.  No  favor  of  them  has  been  refused, 
and  their  advice  and  counsel  have  been  valuable  aids  in  furthering  our  work. 
To  Chairman  R.  S.  Witte  and  Brother  Charles  J.  Deckman,  with  whom  I  have 
been  more  directly  in  contact,  special  thanks  are  returned. 

To  all  officers  and  Sir  Knights  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  into 
fraternal  relations  during  the  two  busy  years  about  to  end  I  extend  the  most 
sincere  gratitude.  Through  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  I  have  seen 
exemplified  on  many  occasions  the  fundamental  principles  of  pure  friendship 
on  which  the  Pythian  Order  is  founded.  The  strong  ties  of  affection  that 
have  bound  me  to  many  of  these  good  brothers  in  days  gone  by  have  been 
strengthened  by  the  friendly  intercourse  of  the  last  biennial  period.  To 
every  one  of  you  I  wish  the  heartiest  God-speed. 

CONCLUSION 

The  term  is  ended  and  the  results  are  before  you.  The  trend  is  upward 
and  many  of  the  clouds  that  lowered  upon  us  have  been  dissipated.  The 
outlook  is  favorable  as  it  has  not  been  before  for  years.  The  order  is  pro¬ 
gressing  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  now  is  the  time  for  us  to  go  forth  to  greater 
victories.  A  determined  and  united  effort  will  place  the  Uniform  Rank  in 
the  front  rank  again  where  it  used  to  be  and  from  which  proud  position  it 
was  for  a  time  dislodged  by  circumstances  not  of  our  creating.  Let  each 
officer  here  today  resolve  that  he  will  go  back  to  his  command  determined 
to  render  in  the  future  more  valiant  service  for  this  cause  to  which  we  have 
dedicated  the  best  of  our  endeavors.  If  we  do  that,  earnestly  and  sincerely, 
the  coming  two  years  may  bring  us  a  harvest  of  achievement  that  will  fill 
our  hearts  with  joy  and  bring  satisfaction  to  Pythians  throughout  the  Su¬ 
preme  Domain.

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Official  Report 

of  the 

Pythian  War  Relief  Commission 


Minneapolis,  Minn.,  August  10,  1920. 

T o  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

No  more  humanitarian  movement  ever  was  undertaken  by  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  than  the  raising  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  rendering  practical  and  tangible  assistance  to  our  members 
in  service  in  the  great  World  War,  and  to  dependents  who  might  become 
deservedly  reliant  upon  our  fraternal  and  financial  aid. 

The  record  of  this  great  work,  which  had  its  inception  shortly  after  the 
United  States  entered  the  titanic  struggle  in  defense  of  the  ideals  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  and  humanity,  was  formally  and  officially  communicated  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  at  the  convention  of  1918,  in  the  report  at  that  time  submitted  by  the 
War  Relief  Commission  appointed  by  Supreme  Chancellor  John  J.  Brown. 
As  is  well  known,  this  matter  was  one  of  the  most  important  that  came  before 
the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  convention  in  Detroit  two  years  ago,  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  an  assessment  resolution  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  a  War  Relief  Fund  and  enacting  of  statutes  creating  the 
Pythian  War  Relief  Commission,  defining  its  composition,  duties  and  power 
with  respect  to  the  administration  of  such  fund.  The  Supreme  Lodge  clearly 
reflected  the  patriotic  and  fraternal  feelings  of  our  membership  at  large  when 
it  so  legislated. 

Events  moved  rapidly.  In  less  than  ninety  days  following  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  1918  convention,  hostilities  ceased,  the  Armistice  was  signed, 
and  the  glad  songs  of  peace  rang  their  clarion  notes  throughout  an  afflicted 
but  joyous  world.  The  magical  effect  of  the  Armistice  was  reflected  in  such 
a  madness  of  joy  as  the  world  had  never  before  experienced.  Immediately 
from  throughout  the  Supreme  domain,  there  came  urgent  appeals  and  re¬ 
quests  that  the  assessment  resolution  be  set  aside,  and,  upon  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Commission,  this  question  was  submitted  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  to  a  referendum  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  with  the 
result  that  it.  was  overwhelmingly  adopted. 

The  matter  of  setting  aside  the  assessment  resolution  is  referred  to  in 
the  “monogram,”  or  general  text  of  the  report  of  the  Commission,  supple¬ 
mentary  hereto,  and  also  in  the  official  report  submitted  by  the  Supreme 
Chancellor. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission,  charged  with  the  important  duty 
of  administering , the  Relief  Fund,  held  its  first  meeting  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
Saturday,  August  17,  1918,  immediately  following  the  adjournment  of  that 
convention,  at  which  time  it  was  directed  that  the  War  Relief  Statutes  be 
printed  and  promulgated  in  quantity  sufficient  to  furnish  a  copy  to  each 
subordinate  lodge,  this  promulgation  to  be  accompanied  with  a  general 
circular-letter  prepared  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

The  next  regularly  called  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held  in  Chicago, 
October  28th  and  29th,  1918,  at  which  meeting,  as  directed  by  statutes, 
“rules  and  regulations”  were  adopted  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
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the  War  Relief  Councils  representing  the  several  grand  domains,  and  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  subordinate  lodges  in  the  matter  of  making  applications  for  relief  on 
behalf  of  soldier  members  and  their  dependents.  A  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  were  printed  and  distributed  to  grand 
lodges  in  quantity  to  supply  each  subordinate  lodge  with  a  copy  thereof. 

The  second  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held  in  Philadelphia, 
January  27th  and  28th,  1919,  at  which  time  there  appeared  numerous  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  neighboring  grand  domains  for  the  purpose  of  consultation  with 
the  Commission.  At  this  meeting  the  Commission  authorized  the  preparation 
of  a  general  statement  reviewing  the  numerous  questions  that  had  arisen 
with  reference  to  the  Fund,  its  administration,  the  assessment  resolution 
and  referendum  thereon,  and  amendments  agreed  to  in  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions.  Copies  of  this  general  statement  were  likewise  furnished  to  all  grand 
and  subordinate  lodges. 

The  third  and  last  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  during  the  past 
biennial  period  was  convened  in  New  York,  April  19-21,  1920.  Printed 
copies  of  the  Chicago  and  Philadelphia  meetings  were  furnished  to  all  grand 
domains,  the  minutes  of  which,  also  of  the  New  York  meeting,  are  shown  in 
full  in  the  general  text  of  this  report. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  carefully  and  conservatively  per¬ 
formed,  and,  aside  from  setting  forth  the  official  “minutes”  of  the  three 
meetings  held,  other  subjects  having  to  do  with  the  work  and  experience 
of  the  Commission  are  herein  referred  to  under  appropriate  sub-headings. 

CANADIAN  DOMAINS 

As  is  well  known,  the  Dominion  of  Canada  was  engaged  in  the  great  war 
practically  two  years  before  the  United  States  became  involved,  and  the 
sacrifices  made  by  our  lodges  and  brothers  in  Canada  were  not  only  of  longer 
duration,  but,  proportionately,  were  vastly  in  excess  of  similar  experiences 
within  the  States.  Long  prior  to  the  time  when  “Old  Glory”  joined  its 
colors  with  the  Allies  in  this  most  righteous  cause,  our  loyal  cousins  across 
the  line  had  so  generally  responded  to  the  call  that  practically  all  young  and 
able-bodied  Knights  were  in  service,  but  the  gallantry  of  Canadian  Knight¬ 
hood  had  made  provision  for  the  discharge  of  relief  obligations,  hence  did 
not,  to  any  great  extent,  unite  with  their  brethren  in  the  States  in  raising  the 
War  Relief  Fund.  Their’s  was  the  larger  sorrow  and  the  greater  loss  during 
the  dragging  months  preceding  “our”  cooperation  in  the  strife.  But  this 
Relief  Fund  was  not  conditioned  upon  territory  nor  upon  geographical  lines 
— on  the  contrary,  its  meaning  and  purpose  was  as  broad  as  the  expansion 
of  the  order,  covering  the  entire  Supreme  domain,  and  applications  for  relief 
in  behalf  of  our  afflicted  brothers  and  their  dependents  in  Canada  were 
accorded  the  same  response  and  the  same  prompt  attention  as  have  been 
applications  received  from  any  section  where  sorrow  and  suffering  sought 
relief  from  this  Fund. 

WAR  RELIEF  FUND  RECEIPTS 

The  appended  tabulation  shows  the  total  gross  receipts  of  the  War  Relief 
Fund  from  grand  domains,  subordinate  lodges  under  immediate  control,  the 
Knights  of  Khorassan,  interest  on  U.  S.  bonds  and  certificates  of  deposit, 
from  the  beginning  of  the  Fund  movement  and  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal 


year  ended  June  30,  1920:

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Detailed  statements  of  receipts  from  all  of  the  above  sources  will  be  seen 
in  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  custodian  of  the  War  Relief 
Fund.  As  required  by  statute,  the  custodian  has  rendered  quarterly  reports 
to  members  of  the  Commission  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  most  of 
which  reports  have  been  published  in  “minutes”  of  the  Commission,  and  more 
especially  detailed  in  the  “financial  statement”  published  January  1,  1920, 
which  statement  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

Attention  is  called  to  that  portion  of  the  “minutes”  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Commission  held  in  New  York,  April  19-21,  1920,  under  the  sub-heading, 
“Commission  Expenses,”  in  which  the  Commission  took  action  recommending 
the  apportionment  of  all  expenses  incurred  since  the  inception  of  the  Fund 
movement.  Hereunder  is  shown  a  tabulation  of  the  total  expenses  of  the 
Commission  from  the  beginning  and  up  to  June  30,  1920:

By  reason  of  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  “minutes”  of  the  New  York 
meeting,  wherein  it  is  shown  that  the  Supreme  Lodge,  through  oversight, 
failed  at  the  1918  convention  to  make  an  appropriation  covering  expenses 
at  that  time  reported,  and  the  subsequent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
which  affected  expenses  incurred  since  the  adjournment  of  the  said  conven¬ 
tion,  the  Commission  now  recommends  that  the  combined  expenses  be  appor¬ 
tioned  as  under,  and  that  provision  be  so  made  in  the  biennial  budget  of  the 


1920  convention:

RELIEF  APPLICATIONS  AND  PAYMENTS. 

In  the  matter  of  handling  applications  for  relief,  this  duty  has  been  at 
all  times  very  carefully  discharged,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  as  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  Commission.  To  insure 
the  utmost  promptness  in  handling  all  applications,  the  Commission  authorized 
the  appointment  of  a  “committee  on  claims”  consisting  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  which  committee  was  empowered  to  allow  claims  in  behalf  of  indi¬ 
vidual  applicants  to  the  extent  of  $200 — any  larger  sum  requested  to  be 
passed  upon  by  the  entire  membership  of  the  Commission. 

Each  application,  whether  for  a  soldier  or  dependent,  is  made  upon  the 
blank  furnished  by  the  Commission,  bearing  a  certificate  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  member,  also  carrying  the  recommendation 
of  the  War  Relief  Council  of  the  grand  domain  wherein  the  application 
originated.  All  applications,  as  received,  have  been  carefully  considered, 
and,  without  delhy,  either  approved  for  payment,  returned  for  more  com¬ 
plete  information,  or  rejected,  as  the  situation  demanded.  Up  to  the  time 
of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  and  since  the  1918  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  there  have  been  a  total  of  47  applications  approved  for  relief  in  the 
aggregate  sum  of  $5,548.18. 

INTEREST  EARNINGS  AND  EXPENSES. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission  following  the  inception  of  the 
movement  to  raise  the  Relief  Fund,  it  was  estimated  that  the  interest  earn- 
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ings  from  investments  would  “equal  or  exceed”  the  total  amount  expended 
for  relief  and  expense  purposes,  at  least  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The 
following  summary  showing  interest  earnings  of  $10,539.98  in  excess  of  all 
expenditures,  is  very  gratifying:

FUNDS  COLLECTED  BY  GRAND  DOMAINS.. 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  has  from  time  to  time  published 
statements  showing  collections  made  by  grand  lodges,  from  Pythian  districts 
and  from  individual  contributors.  His  quarterly  reports  have  shown  the 
various  sources  of  receipts,  also  interest  earnings,  with  detailed  statement 
of  relief  expenditures.  It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  report  that  the  principal 
of  the  Fund  is  intact,  even  to  the  last  dollar,  and  that  more  money  has  been 
received  from  interest  earnings  of  funds  invested  and  on  deposit  than  the 
total  amount  of  all  expenses  of  the  Commission,  including  payments  for 
relief. 

In  some  instances  delay  has  been  experienced  in  forwarding  collections 
as  required  by  statute.  As  occasion  required,  and  from  time  to  time,  the 
Commission  made  formal  request  upon  grand  lodges  to  forward  all  funds  as 
collected  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  With  the  understanding 
that  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  some  grand  lodge  officers  moneys  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  fund  which  had  not  been  transmitted  to  the  custodian,  the  Com¬ 
mission,  at  its  meeting  in  New  York,  adopted  a  resolution  calling  upon  each 
grand  domain  to  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  collections,  and  forward 
all  money  on  hand  belonging  to  the  fund,  “that  full  credit  may  be  given  each 
grand  domain  for  the  total  amount  contributed  to  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Fund.” 

Both  the  original  proclamation  and  the  statutes  subsequently  adopted 
at  Detroit,  created  the  War  Relief  Councils,  and  designated  grand  lodge 
officers  in  the  respective  domains  as  the  official  mediums  for  the  collection 
and  forwarding  of  all  contributions  to  the  fund. 

The  raising  of  this  War  Relief  Fund  was  practically  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  order  that  all  of  its  official  machinery  had  been  brought  into 
play  to  coordinate  and  function  in  the  carrying  out  of  a  great  and  impelling 
undertaking.  The  Commission  desires  to  express  its  thanks  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  grand  lodge  officers  for  their  kind  cooperation,  to  subordinate  lodges 
and  individual  members  of  the  order  who  were  contributors  to  this  fund,  and 
to  the  Pythian  press  and  other  agencies  who  so  generously  aided  to  the  success 
of  this  commendable  undertaking. 

PUBLICITY  BY  THE  COMMISSION. 

To  the  end  that  the  history  and  record  of  the  War  Relief  Fund,  and 
its  administration,  may  be  clearly  followed,  there  is  set  out  in  the  general 
review  portion  of  this  report,  appropriate  references  to  communications  pro¬ 
mulgated  since  the  biennial  convention  of  1918,  with  special  mention  of  the 
more  important  announcements,  such  as  transfer  of  funds,  promulgation 
of  the  rules  and  regulations,  general  statement  of  the  Commission  issued 
early  in  1919,  the  proclamation  setting  aside  the  assessment  resolution,  and 
statements  with  reference  to  the  care,  custody  and  investment  of  the  funds. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

The  Commission  has  given  very  earnest  thought  to  the  future  of  the 
War  Relief  Fund,  its  administration  and  ultimate  disposition — a  subject 
that  has  been  more  or  less  discussed  throughout  the  order.  As  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  the  views  of  the  Commission,  at  its  meeting  held  in  New  York,  April 
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21,  1920,  the  appended  resolution,  after  being  carefully  and  earnestly  con¬ 
sidered,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That,  in  our  judgment,  based  upon  the  experiences  following 
all  wars,  applications  for  relief  are  liable  to  continue;  that  the  War  Relief 
Fund  should  be  kept  intact  for  the  purpose  of  affording  relief  as  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  statutes;  and  that  the  administration  of  the  Fund  be  continued 
under  the  charge  of  the  War  Relief  Commission. 

In  this  connection,  and  in  order  that  the  administration  of  the  Fund 
may  be  conducted  with  every  safeguard  as  to  its  welfare  and  the  cause  to  be 
served,  it  is  our  opinion  that  certain  amendments  should  be  made  to  the  War 
Relief  Statutes,  which  proposed  amendments  very  properly  should  be  made 
at  this  convention.

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THE  ILLINOIS  MATTER. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  will  inform  you  fully  of  the  circumstances  con¬ 
nected  with  the  embezzlement  by  Paul  J.,  B.  Haverly,  then  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  of  the  domain  of  Illinois,  of  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars  and  about  $600  of  accrued  interest,  belonging  to  the  War  Relief 
Fund,  and  in  his  hands  for  transmission  to  this  office.  I  deem  it  my  duty, 
however,  to  report  to  you  briefly  the  extent  to  which  my  official  position 
was  involved. 

I  had  been  previously  advised  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  that  the  sum 
referred  to  would  be  remitted  to  me  on  the  6th  of  August,  and  on  the  8th  I 
received  an  envelope  bearing  the  superscription  “Paul  J.  B.  Haverly,  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  130  Wells  St.  Chicago,”  which  was  empty.  Not 
then  suspecting  any  wrong,  I  telegraphed  Haverly,  but  of  course  received  no 
reply.  Subsequent  exchange  of  telegrams  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 
who  was  in  Chicago,  developed  the  fact  that  on  August  5th,  Grand  Chancellor 
Smith  Von  Fossen  and  Haverly  had  exchanged  a  certificate  of  deposit  for 
$30,000.  written  in  their  names  as  custodians,  issued  by  the  Harris  Trust 
and  Savings  Bank,  for  a  cashier’s  check  of  the  same  bank  for  an  equal  amount 
drawn  to  my  order  officially,  and  for  the  purpose,  stated  to  the  issuing  officer, 
of  forwarding  the  same  to  me;  that  Haverly  had  subsequently  written  my 
name  and  title  on  the  back  of  said  cashier’s  check,  and  the  bank,  at  his  re¬ 
quest,  had  passed  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Illinois,  against 
which  he  held  a  checking  privilege.  He  then  withdrew  the  amount  upon  his 
own  check  and  absconded. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  information,  I  notified  the  bank  by  telegram  and 
letter  that  the  endorsement  of  my  name  was  a  forgery,  and  I  also  advised 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  that  in  my  opinion  the  bank  was  responsible  for  the 
improper  payment,  and  if  restitution  was  refused  legal  proceedings  to  re¬ 
cover  should  be  instituted. 

The  matter  was  the  subject  of  conference  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
and  the  grand  lodge  officers  of  Illinois,  and  was  referred  to  Hon.  Wm.  W. 
McEwen  of  Chicago  for  legal  advice  and  necessary  action.  Suit  has  been 
brought  by  him,  in  my  name,  against  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  for 
recovery  of  the  money,  his  investigation  leading  him  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  bank  was  liable.  This  suit  is  now  pending.

Detroit,  Michigan,  Saturday,  August  17,  1918. 

By  direction  of  Supreme  Chancellor  Charles  S.  Davis,  a  meeting  of 
the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  was  held  in  parlor  201,  Hotel  Tuller, 
Detroit,  Michigan,  this  Saturday  evening,  August  17th,  1918,  at  10  o’clock, 
the  following  members  being  present :

The  Supreme  Chancellor  stated  that  he  had  deemed  it  best  to  call  this 
preliminary  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  the  day  of  the  adjournment  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  convention,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  legisla¬ 
tion  as  passed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  with  reference  to  the  War  Relief 
Fund. 

Considering  the  work  at  hand,  the  promulgation  of  the  War  Relief 
statutes  and  the  assessment  resolution,  the  following  plan  of  action  was 
agreed  up'on : 

1.  That  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be  authorized  to 
have  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  War  Relief  statutes  and 
assessment  resolution,  for  general  distribution  in  grand  domains. 

2.  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  as  soon  as  possible,  issue  an  official 
communication  addressed  to  the  grand  chancellor  and  members  of  War 
Relief  councils,  promulgating  the  statutes  and  resolution,  urging  in  said 
communication  that  subordinate  lodges  appoint  committees  of  ten  members 
each,  with  a  captain  in  charge,  to  promote  the  collection  of  the  fund,  and 
suggesting  that  Thanksgiving  week,  1918,  be  designated  as  the  period  for  a 
concerted  drive  in  behalf  of  the  Fund  in  all  lodges  throughout  the  supreme 
domain. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  submitted  a  communication 
from  Will  E.  Hampton,  GKRS  of  Michigan,  enclosing  a  statement  of  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  by  the  War  Relief  Council  of  said  domain.  From  the  fact 
that  the  statutes  limit  expenditures  from  this  Fund  to  actual  “relief”  pur¬ 
poses,  it  was  held  that  the  Commission  could  not  authorize  the  payment  of 
any  items  in  said  statement  save  and  except  the  one  item  for  relief,  and  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  was  requested  to  so  notify  the  War  Relief  Council  of 
Michigan.

The  Supreme  Chancellor  expressed  his  gratification  upon  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  so  many  representative  Pythians  from  Illinois,  asking  and  urging 
that  all  present  join  in  the  deliberations  of  this  meeting  and  assist  in  every 
possible  way  to  insure  the  success  of  the  great  relief  work  undertaking  to 
which  the  order  at  large  is  patriotically  committed. 

Approval  of  Minutes: 

The  minutes  of  the  preliminary  meeting  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
August  17,  1918,  were  read,  and  on  motion  were  unanimously  “approved.” 

Order  of  Business: 

For  the  orderly  procedure  of  the  Commission,  it  was  agreed  that  there 
should  be  adopted  an  “order  of  business”  to  guide  the  deliberations  of  this 
and  subsequent  meetings,  and  on  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Wood- 
worth,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  appoint  a  committee 
of  two  members  to  prepare  and  recommend  to  the  Commission  an  order  of 
business,”  whereupon  the  Supreme  Chancellor  appointed  as  such  commit¬ 
tee,  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  and  Past  Supreme  Chancellor 
Bangs,  and  requested  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  serve 
with  said  committee. 

Rules  and  Regulations: 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  provisions  of  section  76i,  S.  S., 
requiring  the  Commission  to  formulate  and  adopt  “rules  and  regulations,” 
same  to  be  promulgated  throughout  the  order ;  whereupon,  on  motion  of 
Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  seconded  by  Past  Supreme  Chancel- 
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lor  Brown,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  appoint  a  spe¬ 
cial  committee  of  three  members  to  prepare  and  report  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  consideration  and  adoption  by  the  Commission/’ 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  appointed  as  such  committee : 

William  Ladew,  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor. 

D.  Sidney  Woodworth,  Supreme  Representative. 

Fred  E.  Wheaton,  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

General  Discussion: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  announced  that  the  time  of  this  session  would 
be  devoted  to  a  general  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  Relief 
Fund,  and  cordially  invited  all  present  to  participate  therein. 

Representatives  of  Illinois  called  attention  to  the  hard  work  and  splen¬ 
did  results  attained  in  raising  the  War  Relief  Fund  in  that  domain,  stating 
that  the  expenses  of  the  grand  lodge  in  prosecuting  this  work  amounted 
to  $2,200. 

Grand  Chancellor  Von  Fossen  advised  the  Commission  that  the  grand 
lodge  of  Illinois,  at  its  recent  convention,  authorized  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  recreation  huts  near  Camp  Grant 
and  the  Great  Lakes  Training  Station,  stating  that  it  was  suggested  that 
the  Commission  make  a  similar  appropriation  to  aid  this  work  at  these  mili¬ 
tary  establishments. 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  reviewed  the  statutes  adopted  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  pointing  out  that  the  Fund  must  be  used  exclusively 
for  “relief,”  immediate  and  future,  and  that  the  Commission  was  without 
power  to  authorize  the  expenditure  contemplated  in  the  suggestion  made  by 
the  Illinois  representatives. 

Supreme  Representative  Bone  (Illinois)  contended  that  every  possible 
aid  should  be  extended  to  “our  boys  in  cantonments,”  and  favored  the 
appropriation  by  the  Commission  of  the  suggested  $5,000,  with  like 
assistance,  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  for  similar  fraternal 
and  service  work  in  other  camps  and  cantonments. 

Grand  Chancellor  Von  Fossen,  borrowing  a  thought  from  the  Pythian 
precept,  “Sentiment  must  not  usurp  the  place  of  judgment,”  urged  that 
everything  possible  be  done  to  “give  our  boys  a  good  time”  while  they  may 
enjoy  it. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs  supported  the  position  of  Supreme 
Representative  Woodworth  that  the  statutes  limited  the  use  of  the  Fund 
to  relief  purposes,  “hence  it  cannot  be  used  for  entertainment  projects  at 
cantonments.”  Answering  the  suggestion  that  the  uses  of  the  Fund,  as 
mentioned  in  the  proclamation  and  official  circulars,  contemplated  entertain¬ 
ment  expenditures  at  Army  Camps,  the  speaker  (Bangs)  stated  that  the 
proclamation  and  all  accompanying  literature  on  the  subject  -matter  of  the 
Relief  Fund,  was  of  a  general  character,  the  chief  aim  being  to  extend 
“relief,”  and  that  the  Supreme  Lodge,  in  passing  statutes  relating  thereto, 
had  not  only  emphasized  the  urgency  of  “relief”  work,  but  had  safeguarded 
the  Fund  for  this  purpose. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown  called  attention  to  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  with  reference  to  “overseas  work”  and  activities  in  cantonments, 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  the  legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  curtailed  the 
powers  and  privileges  of  the  Commission  by  limiting  its  activities  to  purely 
“relief”  work. 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  commenting  upon  war  activities 
in  his  home  city  and  domain,  cited  the  numerous  funds  raised  in  Fitchburg 
for  entertainment  purposes  at  Camp-  Ayer,  also  to  extend  financial  aid 
to  families  having  limited  support,  entirely  without  reference  as  to  whether 
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such  beneficiaries  were  members  of  any  fraternal  society  or  special  group 
of  citizens. 

Greetings  from  the  DOKK: 

J.  Elmer  Lehr,  Royal  Vizier  of  El  Wakodis  Temple  No.  165,  DOKK, 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  called  attention  to  the  letter  sent  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  said  temple  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  Imperial  Prince  and  Imperial  Secretary,  and  asked  the 
pleasure  of  the  Commission  as  to  an  appropriate  time  when  he  could  for¬ 
mally  review  the  subject  matter  thereof. 

It  was  agreed,  and  so  announced  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  that 
Brother  Lehr  would  be  heard  immediately  upon  the  reconvening  of  the 
Commission  for  the  afternoon  session. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  “That  the  Commission  take  recess  until 
2  o’clock  p.  m.” 


Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reconvened  at  2  :00  o’clock  p.  m.  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present  as  per  the 
morning  session,  and  practically  all  visitors  as  therein  noted. 

General  discussion  was  resumed. 

Khorassan  Suggestion: 

Royal  Vizier  Lehr,  of  El  Wakodis  Temple  No.  165,  Milwaukee,  Wis¬ 
consin,  was  recognized,  and  proceeded  to  address  the  Commission  with 
reference  to  co-operative  work  between  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the 
Knights  of  Khorassan,  citing  the  correspondence  between  the  temple  and 
the  executive  officers  of  the  two  orders,  from  which  correspondence  the 
following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  letter  of  September  23,  1918,  written 
on  behalf  of  said  temple  by  Victor  Moser,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

“When  the  war  ends  we  will  face  some  of  the  greatest  economic  prob¬ 
lems  that  the  human  mind  has  ever  been  called  upon  to  solve;  therefore, 
would  it  not  be  good  Pythianism' to  commence  to  put  ourselves  now  in 
position  to  be  one  fraternity  at  least  that  will  take  part  in  the  forming  of 
this  new  fraternal  democracy  and  assist  in  carrying  out  the  great  prin¬ 
ciple  of  Lift  Up  the  Fallen ? 

“We  believe  a  great  part  of  this  can  be  accomplished  if  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Imperial  Palace  Knights  of  Khorassan, 
with,  by  and  through  the  help  of  grand  lodges,  would  establish  an  office 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  there  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  Pythians  who 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  engaged  in  this  great  conflict,  with  a  follow¬ 
up  history  of  each  during  his  service,  thereby  co-operating  with  our  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  render  it  needed  assistance  at  this  time,  and  in  case  of  death 
render  immediate  fraternal  aid  to  the  loved  ones,  by  causing  personal  visits 
to  be  made  by  Pythians  and  their  families  upon  those  whose  loss  cannot 
be  replaced,  thus  by  little  acts  of  kindness  and  the  touch  of  ‘a  vanished 
hand/  exemplify  the  lessons  of  friendship,  charity  and  benevolence.  In 
case  of  injury,  assist  in  lightening  his  burdens,  and,  if  he  returns  possessed 
of  his  health,  help  him  regain  his  standing  in  the  business  world  and  com¬ 
mercial  life.” 

Brother  Lehr  explained  that  the  foregoing  letter  had  been  written 
before  the  temple  was  advised  of  just  the  action  taken  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  to  use  the  Fund  expressly  for  “relief”  purposes,  but  in  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  address  reviewed  the  popular  thought  as  to  economic  conditions 
after  the  war,  and  urging  that  the  two  co-ordinated  Pythian  orders  unite 
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in  establishing  an  office  in  Washington,  to  work  with  and  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Government  in  humane  service  activities  as  outlined  in  the 
above  quoted  correspondence. 

Brother  Ed.  C.  Gottry,  GKRS  of  Wisconsin,  recognized  as  one  of 
the  leading  fraternalists  and  Pythian  students,  supplemented  the  address 
of  Brother  Lehr,  and  earnestly  and  eloquently  pointed  out  wherein  the 
Pythian  order  was  weak  in  its  efforts  and  lacking  in  efficient  application : 
“We  are  too  much  out  of  touch  with  each  other,  lacking  in  unity  between 
lodges  and  individual  members ;  too  many  members  initiated  in  a  whole¬ 
sale  manner  without  opportunity  to  properly  instruct,  impress  and  educate 
the  individual.  Many  young  men  have  been  admitted,  who,  after  a  brief 
membership,  have  been  suspended,  largely  because  they  failed  to  become  a 
part  of  the  real  life  and  existence  of  the  order.”  He  not  only  extolled  the 
ritual  and  mission  of  the  order,  but  paid  a  deserved  tribute  to  the  Knights 
of  Khorassan  for  its  admirable  work  in  “bringing  together”  the  Pythian 
forces  in  Milwaukee,  which  result,  he  contended,  could  be  duplicated  in 
every  large  community  throughout  the  order. 

General  Talks: 

State  Deputy  Al.  Douglas  (Illinois)  called  attention  to  a  letter  written 
by  Truman  Johnson,  of  Rockford,  citing  the  negligence  of  this  order  in  not 
caring  for  the  wants  of  the  boys  at  Camp  Grant. 

Walter  C.  Hayes,  PGC  (Illinois),  referring  to  camp  activities,  stated 
that  it  was  out  of  the  question  to  undertake  the  maintenance  of  “hut”  head¬ 
quarters  within  the  cantonments,  but  urged  that  steps  be  taken,  with  proper 
financial  aid,  to  provide  suitable  “headquarters”  and  “club  rooms”  in  cities 
adjacent  thereto. 

The  foregoing  suggestion  brought  up  the  similar  experiences  in  San 
Diego,  California,  and  Macon,  Georgia,  wherein  it  was  shown  that  such 
club  privileges  had  not  been  very  popularly  patronized  by  soldier  Pythians 
stationed  in  camps  near  these  cities.  It  also  was  conceded  that  any  work 
of  this  kind,  if  it  could  be  undertaken,  should  be  on  a  parity  basis  as 
regards  the  various  camps  and  cantonments,  all  of  which,  even  if  the  Fund 
and  statutes  permitted,  would  require  vastly  more  money  than  the  order 
had,  or  could  have,  available. 

Frank  C.  Smith,  PSR  (Illinois),  commended  the  many  suggestions 
made  to  “do  something  for  the  order  and  for  the  boys,”  stating  that,  in 
traveling  quite  extensively,  he  found  that  but  little  attention  was  being 
taken  by  the  order,  as  a  fraternity,  in  looking  after  its  soldier  members. 
He  cited  the  case  of  his  own  son  “over  there,”  who  had  been  taken  ill,  and 
that  weeks  elapsed  before  he  could  get  any  word  concerning  his  where¬ 
abouts  or  condition. 

Supreme  Representative  Williamson  and  Brother  Ratledge  (Illinois) 
and  others,  made  general  talks  with  reference  to  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  use  of  the  Fund,  responses  to  relief  calls,  and  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  order. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Commission  for 
the  many  valuable  suggestions  made,  with  the  assurance  that  the  Commis¬ 
sion  would  earnestly  endeavor  in  every  possible  way  to  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  before  them. 

Announcement  was  made  that  the  special  committees  on  “order  of 
business”  and  “rules  and  regulations”  would  meet  during  the  evening  and 
perform  the  work  assigned  to  them. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  “That  the  Commission  take  recess  until 
10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  October  29,  to  meet  in  room  300.” 
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SECOND  DAY. 

Morning  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  October  29, 
in  room  300,  La  Salle  Hotel,  Chicago,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present  as  of  the  preceding  day,  and 
in  addition  Supreme  Representative  Charles  J.  Deckman,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Special  Contribution  from  Masons: 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  submitted  a  letter  from  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentative  William  Grossman,  New  York,  conveying  the  information  that 
Americus  Lodge  No.  535,  F.  &  A.  M.,  New  York  City,  on  Thursday  eve¬ 
ning,  October  17,  1918,  designated  said  stated  communication  as  “Pythian 
Night,”  upon  which  occasion  the  work  of  conferring  the  “third  degree” 
was  conducted  by  members  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  (all  of  whom,  of 
course,,  were  Masons),  after  which  the  master  of  the  lodge  delivered  a 
splendid  address  commending  the  patriotic  work  of  the  Pythian  order,  and, 
on  behalf  of  the  lodge,  delivered  to  Brother  Grossman  a  check  for  $10.00, 
as  an  earnest  of  the  appreciation  and  fraternal  sentiment  of  the  members 
of  Americus  lodge,  said  amount  being  tendered  as  a  special  contribution  to 
the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

The  appended  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  be 
and  the  same  hereby  are  extended  to  the  master  and  members  of  Americus 
Lodge  No.  535,  F.  &  A.  M.,  New  York  City,  for  their  splendid  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  fraternal  appreciation  and  co-operation  evidenced  in  their  un¬ 
solicited  contribution  to  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund ;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  be  and  he  hereby  is 
requested  to  convey  the  cordial  greetings,  thanks  and  best  wishes  to  the 
members  of  said  Americus  lodge. 

The  foregoing  contribution  of  $10.00  was  delivered  to  the  Supreme 
Master  of  Exchequer,  custodian  of  the  Fund,  to  be  officially  receipted  for 
by  him. 

Affliction  of  John  F.  Onion,  Texas: 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  announced  the  serious  ill¬ 
ness  of  Supreme  Representative  John  F.  Onion,  Dallas,  Texas,  with  the 
further  statement  that,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  he  had  transmitted  to 
Mrs.  Onion  a  message  of  greeting  and  sympathy.  The  appended  response 
was  received : 


Dallas,  Texas,  October  28,  1918. 
Fred  E.  Wheaton,  LaSalle  Hotel,  Chicago: 

With  all  my  heart  I  appreciate  the  sympathy  extended  by  you  all. 
Grieved  to  report  that  John’s  condition  remains  unchanged.  Left  side 
entirely  paralyzed.  One  doctor  holds  out  hope  for  recovery,  other  does 
not.  Will  keep  you  advised.  Knights  of  Pythias  have  been  wonderful 
to  us.  — Mrs.  John  F.  Onion. 

{Note:  Brother  Onion  died  at  4:10  p.  m.,  Thursday,  October  31,  1918,  and  was 
buried  a,t  San  Antonio,  Texas,  Sunday,  Rovember  3.  Thus  ended  the  earthly  life  of  one 
of  the  noblest  and  best  beloved  members  of  this  order.) 

Order  of  Business: 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  “order  of  business”  for 
the  Commission  submitted  its  report,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the 
following :

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  foregoing  be  adopted  as  the 
regular  order  of  business  for  the  guidance  of  the  Commission  at  future 
meetings,  subject  to  such  changes  or  amendments  as  the  Commission  might, 
from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary.” 

Rules  and  Regulations: 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  formulate  “rules  and  regulations” 
submitted  the  appended  report : 

To  the  Supreme  Chancellor ; 

Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  delegated  the  duty  of  formulat¬ 
ing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Fund,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

From  the  fact  that,  as  required  by  the  statutes,  the  Commission  is 
directed  to  adopt,  and  promulgate  throughout  the  order,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  defining  the  manner  and  methods  by  which  the  trust  imposed  may 
be  orderly  conducted,  it  is  our  judgment  that,  in  the  promulgation  of  such 
rules  as  may  be  adopted,  the  Commission  should  accompany  same  with  an 
analysis  of  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the  War  Relief  statutes  and 
the  assessment  resolution,  to  the  end  that  all  lodges  and  all  members  of 
the  order  may  be  given  the  fullest  possible  information  on  this  important 
subject  matter. 

Therefore,  we  submit  for  your  consideration  the  accompanying  docu¬ 
ment,  set  out  in  three  parts,  as  under : 

Part  I.  Analysis  of  the  War  Relief  Statutes. 

Part  II.  The  Assessment  Resolution. 

Part  III.  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Fully  appreciating  the  importance  of  the  work  assigned,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  but  limited  time  was  afforded  your  committee  to  formulate 
its  report,  we  recommend  that  the  Commission  carefully  consider  these 
suggestions  and  the  accompanying  document, . that  the  best  judgment  of  all 
members,  in  consultation,  may  be  given  to  this,  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  now  before  us.

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

For  the  purpose  of  carefully  considering  the  proposed  “rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,”  it  was,  on  motion  ordered,  “that  the  Commission  go  into  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  whole.” 

After  some  time  spent  in  “committee  of  the  whole.”  the  committee 
arose  and  reported  to  the  Commission  the  appended  analysis  of  the  War 
Relief  Statutes,  Assessment  Resolution  and  Rules  and  Regulations,  which 
report,  and  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations,  were  unanimously 
adopted : 
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PYTHIAN  WAR  RELIEF  FUND. 

PART  I. 

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  STATUTES. 

What  the  Statutes  Provide: 

1.  A  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  composed  of  seven  members, 
representing  the  order  at  large,  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  directing  War 
Relief  work  and  administering  the  Fund. 

2.  A  War  Relief  Council  in  each  grand  domain  to  direct  the  collection 
of  the  Fund.  All  expenses  of  said  council  and  the  collection  of  said  Fund 
shall  be  borne  by  the  grand  domain. 

3.  All  moneys  heretofore  collected  from  any  source  for  the  War  Re¬ 
lief  Fund  and  now  in  the  custody  of  grand  and  subordinate  lodges  shall 
immediately  be  forwarded  through  proper  channels  to  the  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer,  and  money  hereafter  collected  in  each  grand  domain  must 
be  forwarded  to  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  and  that  officer  shall, 
on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  transmit  same  to  the  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer,  the  custodian  of  the  Fund. 

4.  The  War  Relief  Fund  shall  be  deposited  or  invested  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  shall  direct. 

5.  The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  shall  make  a  quarterly  report 
to  the  Commission,  showing  in  detail  his  receipts  and  disbursements. 

6.  The  Fund  shall  be  used  only  for  financial  relief  of  members  of  the 
order  who  become  disabled  in  service,  and  for  relief  of  their  families  or 
dependents. 

7.  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  adopt  measures  to  increase  the 
Fund,  and  also  to  adopt  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  administration  of 
the  Fund. 

8.  The  Commission  shall  furnish  to  all  subordinate  lodges,  through 
the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  in  each  domain  (and  direct  to  lodges 
under  immediate  control),  copies  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations,  also  any 
changes  or  amendments  thereto. 

9.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  only  their  necessary  and 
actual  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their*  duties. 

10.  Expenditure  for  relief  shall  be  made  from  the  Fund  only  where 
ordered  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

11.  The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  shall  give  bond  in  such  amount 
as  the  Commission  shall  direct,  which  bond  shall  not  be  less  than  $100,000. 

12.  The  Commission  shall  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  each 
biennial  convention,  all  money  collected,  how  expended,  for  what  purpose, 
and  to  whom  paid. 

13.  All  expenses  of  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 


PART  II. 

ASSESSMENT  RESOLUTION. 

How  the  Fund  Shall  be  Raised: 

The  Supreme  Lodge,  in  biennial  convention  August  16,  1918,  adopted 
a  resolution,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  statutes,  levying  an  assess¬ 
ment  of  “one  dollar  upon  each  member”  of  the  order  in  each  grand  domain, 
and  each  subordinate  lodge  under  immediate  control  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  conditioned  as  follows  : 
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1.  The  assessment  of  $1.00  per  member  is  due  and  payable  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Master  of  Exchequer  not  later  than  September  1,  1919. 

2.  Each  grand  lodge,  and  each  subordinate  lodge  under  immediate 
control,  shall  receive  credit  against  the  assessment  of  $1.00  per  member  for 
the  amount  contributed  to  the  Fund  on  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the 
assessment  resolution. 

3.  Permission  hereby  is  given  to  grand  and  subordinate  lodges  to 
raise  money  for  this  Fund  by  donations,  entertainments  or  otherwise. 

PART  III. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Rules  Adopted  by  the  Commission: 

Rule  i.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  membership  basis  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  fixing  the  amount  of  assessment  shall  be  as  per  the  official  report 
then  before  the  Supreme  Lodge,  namely,  on  December  31,  1917. 

Rule  2.  Any  grand  lodge  or  subordinate  lodge  that  has  heretofore  and 
before  the  passage  of  the  assessment  resolution  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  paid 
its  full  quota,  based  upon  its  membership  at  time  of  payment,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  complied  with  the  assessment  resolution. 

Rule  3.  The  assessment  of  one  dollar  for  each  member  of  each  lodge 
shall  not  be  reduced  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  any  subordinate  lodge  to 
render  its  report  to  the  grand  lodge,  or  be  delinquent  in  making  its  re¬ 
quired  contribution  to  the  War  Relief  Fund,  meaning  that  all  subordinate 
lodges  of  record,  warranted  or  chartered  on  December  31,  1917,  shall  be 
deemed  as  integral  parts  of  the  order,  and  as  such  the  grand  lodge  shall 
be  held  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  one  dollar  per  capita  as  shown  by  the 
official  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

Rule  4.  Where  a  grand  domain,  or  a  subordinate  lodge  under  imme¬ 
diate  control,  contributes  a  total  amount  equal  to  one  dollar  per  member, 
whether  said  amount  shall  have  been  raised  by  assessment,  voluntary  con¬ 
tribution,  donations,  profits  on  any  entertainment,  or  otherwise,  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  assessment  resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  fully 
complied  with. 

Rule  5.  That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  relative  to  the  actual 
amount  due  from  and  payable  by  each  grand  lodge  and  each  subordinate 
lodge  under  immediate  control,  official  notice  shall  be  given,  with  the  pro¬ 
mulgation  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  of  the  total  amount  paid  by  each 
grand  domain  and  subordinate  lodge  under  immediate  control,  for  which 
credit  is  allowed  against  the  total  amount  assessed  such  lodges  respectively. 

Rule  6.  All  applications  for  relief,  presented  to  the  Commission,  shall 
be  made  out  on  the  official  forms  furnished  by  the  Commission  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  the  Commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine.  Each 
application  shall  be  carefully  investigated  under  the  direction  of  this  Com¬ 
mission,  or  the  War  Relief  Council  in  the  domain  wherein  the  application 
originates,  duly  certified  by  the  subordinate  lodge  having  jurisdiction  and 
by  the  grand  chancellor  and  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal. 

Rule  7.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  desire  of  the  Commission  that 
each  application  for  relief  shall  receive  prompt  attention,  to  the  end  that 
every  urgent  case  may  be  afforded  necessary  relief  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  In  order  that  this  rule  shall  be  strictly  adhered  to,  each  War 
Relief  Council  is  authorized,  after  due  investigation,  to  advance  financial 
aid  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $50.00  for  each  urgent  application,  not 
exceeding  ten  in  number  nor  a  total  sum  in  excess  of  $500,  which  amount, 
when  accompanied  by  the  original  applications  for  relief,  proper  certif- 
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icates  of  expenditure  and  full  statement  of  facts,  will  be  paid  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  to  reimburse  the  grand  lodge  making  such  advance  payment. 

Rule  8.  As  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  Commission,  representing  the 
order  at  large,  to  pass  upon  each  individual  application  for  relief,  especially 
where  such  applications  might  become  so  numerous  as  to  require  almost 
constant  attention,  the  Commission  requests  the  earnest  co-operation  of 
each  War  Relief  Council  in  the  discharge  of  this  important  work,  but  must 
insist  that  each  application  for  relief  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  for 
its  approval,  even  though  payment  in  whole  or  part  shall  be  advanced  as 
provided  in  Rule  7. 

Reimburse  Lodges  for  Sick  Benefits: 

A  communication  was  read  from  Grand  Chancellor  Clarence  Webber, 
of  Maine,  commending  the  work  of  the  Commission,  pledging  the  hearty 
support  of  his  grand  domain,  and  making  the  request  that  he  be  author¬ 
ized  to  communicate  with  subordinate  lodges  in  said  domain,  instructing 
them  as  follows : 

Request:  “That  I  may  instruct  every  subordinate  lodge  that  has  con¬ 
tributed  its  full  part,  one  dollar  per  member,  to  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Fund,  that  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  will  approve,  through  the 
War  Relief  Council  of  this  grand  domain,  a  claim  to  reimburse  such  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  for  the  money  it  has  paid  out  for  war  relief,  if  such  claim  in 
the  first  instance  was  of  merit.,, 

After  some  discussion  on  the  foregoing  request,  Past  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  Brown  offered  the  appended  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  be  and  he  hereby  is 
instructed  to  reply  to  the  grand  chancellor  of  Maine  to  the  effect  that  the 
Commission  cannot  assume  to  guarantee  the  repayment  to  lodges  of  money 
advanced  as  sick  benefits  and  so  paid  as  relief  to  soldiers,  but  expressly  con¬ 
veying  the  assurance  that  the  Commission  will  promptly  honor  all  approved 
claims  for  relief  in  the  manner  as  set  forth  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Commission. 

Co-operation  with  DOKK: 

The  “Khorassan  Suggestion”  as  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  the  first 
day  (page  4),  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  the  communication  from 
El  Wakodis  Temple  No.  165,  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  was  read  in  full, 
whereupon,  after  due  consideration,  the  appended  resolution  was  offered : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed  to 
confer  with  the  Imperial  Prince  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  and  investi¬ 
gate  the  advisability  of  co-operating  in  establishing  a  joint  agency  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  for  service  work  in  behalf  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and 
report  back  to  the  Commission,  with  his  recommendations,  at  the  next 
meeting. 

On  motion  of  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown,  the  foregoing  resolu¬ 
tion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Roy  C.  Haines  Correspondence: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  submitted  correspondence  which  had  passed  between  them  and  Roy  C. 
Haines,  PGC  of  Maine,  who,  upon  occasion  of  his  YMCA  work  in  France 
some  months  ago,  cashed  checks  at  the  office  of  the  American  Express 
Company  in  Paris,  and  reported  having  made  certain  expenditures  in  doing 
work  in  the  name  of  the  Pythian  order. 

From  the  fact  that  Brother  Haines  had  at  no  time  and  in  no  manner 
been  authorized  to  thus  represent  the  Commission  or  the  order,  his  request 
to  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  thus  incurred  was,  on  motion,  disallowed. 
[9] 
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Letter  from  Dr.  de  Gerin: 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  submitted  a  letter  received 
by  him  from  Brother  de  Gerin,  of  Paris,  urging  that  this  order  take  early 
steps  to  render  aid  to  members  in  the  service  and  in  that  city,  also  suggest¬ 
ing  the  institution  of  a  lodge,  and  offering  his  hearty  co-operation  in  what¬ 
ever  work  might  be  undertaken  in  the  name  of  the  order. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “that  the  secretary  reply  to  Dr.  de  Gerin 
and  advise  him  as  to  the  duty  of  the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  extend¬ 
ing  relief  to  soldier  Pythians.” 

Letter  from  Louis  C.  Lynch: 

The  secretary  submitted  a  letter  from  Supreme  Representative  Louis 
C.  Lynch,  of  Florida,  now  “somewhere  in  France,”  conveying  his  greetings 
to  friends  “back  home”  and  giving  assurance  of  his  willingness  to  perform 
whatever  service  he  could  in  behalf  of  any  Pythian  work  that  might  be 
undertaken  in  France. 

Lodges  in  Europe: 

The  suggestions,  and  the  subject  matter  of  undertaking  to  establish  a 
Pythian  lodge  in  Paris,  in  London,  or  any  other  European  city,  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  with  the  suggestion  that  it  might  be  well 
for  the  committee  on  Pythian  education  to  give  this  matter  its  earnest  and 
careful  consideration. 

Banks  Approved  as  Depositaries: 

The  appended  resolution  was  offered,  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  following  named  banks  be  and  hereby  are  approved 
as  depositaries  for  the  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer,  collected  for  and  on  account  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund :

Safety  Deposit  Box  for  Fund  Securities: 

With  reference  to  the  care,  custody  and  examination  of  Liberty  Bonds 
purchased  by  authority  of  the  Commission,  the  appended  preambles  and 
resolution  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  it  has  been  suggested  by  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer 
that,  in  order  to  avoid  the  large  expense  of  a  surety  bond  to  cover  the 
entire  amount  of  money  and  securities  which  may  come  into  his  hands  for 
the  War  Relief  Fund,  certain  of  such  securities  be  deposited  in  a  safe  de¬ 
posit  box,  subject  to  the  order  of  this  Commission,  and 

Whereas,  the  suggestion  made  meets  with  the  approval  of  this  Com¬ 
mission,  therefore, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be  requested 
to  procure  the  use  of  a  safety  deposit  box  in  a  proper  bank  or  depositary, 
and  place  therein  all  Liberty  Bonds,  already  purchased  by  direction  of  this 
body,  and  all  other  bonds  or  securities  of  like  nature,  the  purchase  of 
which  may  be  hereafter  authorized,  subject  to  the  following  rules  : 

1.  The  bank  or  depositary  to  verify  and  certify  to  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  the  character,  numbers,  and  amounts  of  any  bonds  or  securities  so 
deposited. 

2.  Bonds  and  securities  so  deposited  not  to  be  removed  from  the 
safety  box  wherein  placed,  except  upon  an  order  in  writing  given  by  the 
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Supreme  Chancellor  and  countersigned  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  and  delivered  in  any  case  only  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Ex¬ 
chequer. 

3.  At  no  time  shall  such  safety  deposit  box  be  opened  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  and  an  officer  of  the  bank 
or  depositary. 

4.  When  so  opened,  except  upon  the  written  order  above  referred  to, 
it  shall  be  only  for  the  purpose  of  detaching  coupons  from  any  bonds  or 
securities  upon  which  the  interest  is  so  payable  and  the  principal  of  such 
securities  immediately  replaced. 

5.  The  certified  public  accountant  examining  the  accounts  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Master  of  Exchequer,  as  directed  by  law,  is  authorized  to  accept  the 
certificate  of  the  bank  or  depositary  where  the  safety  box  referred  to  is 
located,  as  proper  evidence  of  the  possession  of  the  securities  deposited 
therein  by  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 

(Note:  Under  date  of  November  5th,  the  Peoples  Savings  Bank,  of  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina,  certified  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  resolution,  had  deposited  registered  U.  S.  Liberty  Loan  Bonds  to  the  value 
of  $100,000  in  a  safety  deposit  box  in  said  bank,  a  copy  of  which  certificate  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.) 

Authority  to  Invest  Funds: 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  called  attention  to  the  funds  in  his 
hands  in  excess  of  the  total  amount  of  the  protection  under  existing  surety 
bonds,  with  reference  to  the  advisability  of  investing  such  excess  funds 
from  time  to  time,  as  might  be  deemed  advisable,  whereupon  the  appended 
resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  invest  in  Liberty  Loan  Bonds  of  the  United 
States,  or  such  other  securities  as  may  hereafter  be  selected  by  the  War 
Relief  Commission,  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands  in  excess  of  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  sum  on  hand  in  his  custody  belonging  to  the  regular 
fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  amount  of  the  bond  given  by  him  to 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  to-wit :  $200,000 ;  it  being  the  intent  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  keep  invested  in  unimpeachable  securities  all  money  belonging  to  the 
War  Relief  Fund  not  fully  protected  by  said  bond. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer: 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  custodian  of  the  War  Relief  Fund, 
submitted  his  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  quarter  ending 
September  30,  1918,.  accompanying  said  report  with  the  report  of  the  certi¬ 
fied  public  accountant,  both  of  which  reports  were  carefully  read. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer  and  the  report  of  the  certified  accountant  be  adopted,  and 
that  both  reports  be  published  as  a  tabular  section  in  the  printed  minutes 
of  this  meeting.” 

Another  Volunteer  for  France: 

Communication  was  received  from  Robert  A.  Brown,  GKRS  of  In¬ 
diana,  advising  the  Commission  that  Brother  J.  P.  Bessire,  of  Indian¬ 
apolis,  has  offered  to  represent  the  order  in  France,  without  salary  com¬ 
pensation. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Secretary  notify  Brother  Brown, 
and  send  similar  notice  whenever  occasion  arises,  that  the  Commission  is 
without  power,  under  the  statutes,  to  incur  expenses  for  overseas  work  of 
a  general  character.” 

Meetings  of  War  Relief  Councils: 

The  secretary  presented  and  read  the  “minutes”  of  the  meeting  of  the 
War  Relief  Council  of  Alabama,  held  September  11,  1918,  explaining  the 
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work  being  done  in  that  grand  domain  to  raise  its  portion  of  the  Fund. 

While  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing  “minutes”  had  promptly  been  ac¬ 
knowledged,  it  was  ordered  “that  the  secretary  convey  the  thanks  of  the 
Commission  to  the  Relief  Council  of  Alabama  for  its  hearty  co-operation 
and  kind  thoughtfulness  in  forwarding  a  copy  of  its  proceedings.” 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  brought  up  the  matter  of 
the  Commission  taking  some  formal  action  to  encourage  War  Relief  Coun¬ 
cils  to  hold  regular  meetings  and  transmit  to  the  Commission  copies  of  the 
minutes  of  said  meetings. 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  offered  the  appended  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  various  War  Relief  Councils  of  the  several  grand 
domains  be  and  they  hereby  are  requested  to  convene  at  the  earliest  date 
possible;  that  they  thereafter  hold  regular  meetings;  that  they  transmit  to 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  copies  of  their  proceedings ;  and 
that  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be  and  he  hereby  is  directed 
to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  each  grand  domain. 

“Pythian  Patriotism”: 

The  appended  telegram  was  read : 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  October  28,  1918. 
Charles  S.  Davis,  LaSalle  Hotel,  Chicago: 

The  prerogative  is  yours  to  tax  the  members  but  no  earthly  power  can 
make  them  patriotic.  Do  something  worth  while  now  and  Pythian  Patriot¬ 
ism  will  assert  itself  by  generous  contributions  voluntarily  made  to  the 
War  Relief  Fund.  — Henry  J.  Hyman. 

Recess  Ordered: 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Commission  take  recess  until  3 
o’clock  p.  m.” 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  3  o’clock  p.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present  as  at  the  morning 
session. 

Condensed  Statement  Requested: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  submitted  a  letter  received  by  him  from  Pliny 
W.  McAllister,  GKRS  of  Minnesota,  requesting  a  “condensed  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Fund,”  also  inquiring  “what  the 
Fund  has  been  and  will  be  used  for.” 

It  was  suggested  that  the  publication  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting 
would  convey  the  necessary  information,  also  that  the  secretary  was  in 
position  to  promptly  advise  Minnesota  lodges  any  further  information 
desired. 

Pythian  Canteen  at  the  Front: 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown  announced  that  he  had  received  an 
interesting  letter  from  a  Pythian  soldier,  now  overseas,  and  requested  the 
privilege  of  forwarding  said  letter  to  the  secretary,  that  proper  mention  of 
its  subject  matter  might  be  included  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  which 
request  was  granted. 

Later,  the  secretary  received  from  Brother  Brown  a  letter  written  by 
Past  Chancellor  W.  H.  Morrow,  Co.  “B,”  49th  Engineers,  A.  E.  F.,  now  in 
France,  suggesting  that  a  “Pythian  Canteen”  be  established  in  the  barracks 
where  he  was  located,  the  writer  offering  to  take  charge  of  same.  Reply 
was  sent  to  Brother  Morrow,  advising  him  of  the  purposes  of  the  Fund, 
and  thanking  him  for  his  suggestion  and  kindly  interest. 
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Expenses  of  the  Commission: 

From  the  fact  that  some  misunderstanding  exists  with  reference  to  the 
force  and  legality  of  section  76p,  S.  S.,  “That  the  expenses  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,”  and 
the  further  fact  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  did  not  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  such  expenses,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  stated  that  he  had  sub¬ 
mitted  this  question  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  for  judicial  interpretation, 
and  had  been  advised  that  the  matter  would  come  up  for  hearing  at  the 
January,  1919,  sitting. 

Concerning  this  subject  matter,  the  appended  preambles  and  resolution, 
adopted  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  expressing  their 
“belief”  as  to  the  intent  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  passing  the  War  Relief 
Fund  statutes,  was,  on  motion,  “ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of 
this  meeting” : 

Whereas,  The  supreme  lodge,  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  xiv,  part  i, 
division  i,  as  enacted  at  the  Detroit  convention  of  1918,  created  a  Pythian 
war  relief  commission ;  and 

Whereas,  Section  67,  chapter  xii,  division  i,  of  the  supreme  statutes, 
provides  that  no  disbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  supreme  lodge  shall  be 
made  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  regularly  appropriated  by  the  su¬ 
preme  lodge ;  and 

Whereas,  Section  70,  chapter  xii,  division  i,  supreme  statutes,  also 
provides  that  all  claims  against  the  supreme  lodge  shall  be  audited  by  the 
committee  on  finance  of  the  supreme  lodge,  approving  or  disapproving  the 
same ;  now  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  a  sub-committee  of  the  committee  on  finance,  be¬ 
lieve  that  it  was  the  clear  intent  of  the  supreme  lodge,  as  expressed  in  sec¬ 
tion  76p  of  the  war  relief  enactment,  that  all  expenses  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  should  be  paid  from  the  general  fund  of  the  supreme  lodge  not  other¬ 
wise  appropriated,  and  that  the  supreme  keeper  of  records  and  seal  is 
authorized  to  issue  exchequer  orders  in  payment  of  such  expenses  when 
such  claims  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  committee  on  finance.

Medal  for  Sons  of  Pythians: 

A  communication  was  presented  from  the  GKRS  of  Michigan  suggest¬ 
ing  that  the  Commission  authorize  a  War  Medal  to  be  presented  to  sons  of 
Pythians  in  the  service. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Commission  was  without  power 
to  use  any  portion  of  the  Relief  Fund  for  the  purpose  suggested.” 

Fraternal  Relief  Work  Overseas: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  read  some  interesting  correspondence  with 
reference  to  relief  undertakings  and  investigation,  as  made  and  contem¬ 
plated  by  officials  of  the  Masonic  order,  Odd  Fellows,  and  Moose,  with  the 
statement  that  he  had  been  promised,  or  expected  to  receive,  reports  from 
the  overseas  committees  representing  these  fraternal  societies. 

He  also  called  attention  to  a  letter  received  by  him  from  the  Supreme 
Chief  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  giving  assurance  of  the  hearty  interest  and 
co-operation  of  this  splendid  auxiliary. 

Committee  on  Claims: 

Some  time  was  devoted  to  the  matter  of  passing  upon  and  approving 
applications  for  relief,  with  the  view  to  avoid  delays  in  forwarding  for 
approval  all  such  applications  to  the  several  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  appended  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  a  committee  on  claims,  consisting  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  appointed,  whose  duties  shall  be,  in 
behalf  of  the  Commission,  the. approval  or  disapproval  of  bills  for  “relief” 
claims  presented  to  the  Commission. 

Next  Meeting  of  the  Commission: 

The  matter  of  holding  fixed  and  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission 
was  taken  up,  whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Commission  be  held  commencing  on  the  fourth  Monday  of 
January,  1919  (unless  sooner  convened  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor),  said 
meeting  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.” 

Following  the  custom  heretofore  adopted,  it  was  agreed  that  invita¬ 
tions  be  sent  to  all  grand  domains  adjacent  to  Philadelphia,  inviting  the 
presence  of  representatives  of  such  War  Relief  Councils,  on  Monday,  the 
first  day  of  the  next  meeting. 

Instructions  as  to  Supplies: 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  announced  that  his  office 
was  continually  receiving  requests  from  grand  domains  for  “Over-the- 
Top”  Certificates,  War  Medals  and  Greetings,  and  that  in  several  instances 
it  had  been  necessary  to  procure  additional  quantities. 

On  motion  of  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown,  “The  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  was  authorized  to  procure  and  furnish  such  of  these 
supplies  as  were  called  for,  also  to  correct  the  signatures  on  certificates 
and  other  printed  matter  to  show  the  names  of  the  present  members  of 
the  Commission.” 

Promulgation  of  Rules  and  Regulations: 

•  On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  have 
printed  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  at  this  meeting,  same  to  be 
officially  promulgated  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor.” 

All  Lodges  Must  Forward  Funds  Collected: 

From  reports  received,  and  from  information  at  hand,  it  being  shown 
that  several  grand  lodges  and  subordinate  lodges  have  moneys  on  hand 
belonging  to  the  War  Relief  Fund,  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs  offered 
the  appended  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  officially  notify  each  grand  lodge  and  the  officers 
charged  with  the  collection  of  the  War  Relief  Fund,  that,  under  the  Su¬ 
preme  Law,  all  funds  heretofore  collected  are  now  due  and  must  be 
immediately  transmitted  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  this  resolu¬ 
tion  to  apply  to  all  such  money  whether  in  the  possession  of  subordinate  or 
grand  lodge  officers. 

Adjournment: 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Commission  adjourned  to  meet  in 
accordance  with  the  action  taken  this  day.

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  January  27,  1919. 

Pursuant  to  call  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  a  meeting  of  the  Pythian 
War  Relief  Commission  was  held  this  day  in  the  “green  room”  of  the 
Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m., 
all  members  of  the  Commission  being  present,  as  follows :

The  Supreme  Chancellor  called  the  assembly  to  order,  and  after 
briefly  outlining  the  importance  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  entrusted 
to  the  Commission,  thanked  all  present  -for  their  interest  manifested  in 
the  work,  and  stated  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Commission  that  the 
time  of  this  day  be  taken  up  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports  from 
grand  domains  represented,  and  the  interchange  of  a  general  discussion 
on  the  work  relative  to  the  War  Relief  Fund,  with  the  request  that  all 
present  participate  in  the  same. 

“Brotherly  Love”  Courtesies: 

Lemuel  Wilt,  GKRS  of  Pennsylvania,  requested  that  an  opportunity 
be  given  to  a  representative  of  the  City  Government  of  Philadelphia,  “now 
present,”  to  extend  an  official  and  fraternal  greeting  on  behalf  of  the  city. 
The  request  was  granted,  whereupon  Brother  Wilt  introduced  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Mayor. 

Hon.  Freeland  W.  Kendrick,  City  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia,  on  behalf 
of  the  city,  extended  a  cordial  greeting  and  welcome  to  the  Commission 
and  all  visitors  in  attendance  at  this  meeting.  Being  himself  a  “fra- 
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ternity  man,”  and  especially  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  he  strongly 
commended  fraternal  work  and  influence. 

As  an  earnest  of  the  appreciation  of  his  words  of  welcome,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  expressed  his  thanks 
to  Brother  Kendrick,  also  to  the  Mayor  and  the  citizens  and  Pythians  of 
Philadelphia,  and  declared  the  conference  “at  ease,”  that  an  opportunity  be 
afforded  to  personally  meet  the  distinguished  visitor. 

Kentucky  Resolution: 

Supreme  Representative  Pollard,  of  Kentucky,  on  behalf  of  the  War 
Relief  Council  of  that  domain,  submitted  the  appended  preambles  and 
resolutions,  as  expressing  the  prevailing  Pythian  thought  in  said  grand 
domain,  with  the  request  that  the  same  be  considered  by  the  Commission 
at  such  time  as  would  be  deemed  appropriate : 

Whereas,  The  war  is  practically  at  an  end,  and  the  necessity  for  a 
war  relief  fund  has,  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  ceased ;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  order  have  responded  freely  to  the 
appeal  promulgated  by  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown  for  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  war  relief  fund,  resulting  in  the  collection  of  a  fund  in  excess 
of  a  quarter-million  dollars ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  fund  is  deemed  more  than  ample  to  meet  any  present, 
or  probable  future  needs,  and  it  is  thought  unwise  to  ask  the  grand  lodges 
of  the  several  domains,  at  present,  to  put  into  effect  a  statute  making 
compulsory  contributions  to  the  war  relief  fund ;  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  War  Relief  Commission 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  order  demand  that  no  effort  be  made,  at 
present,  to  put  into  effect  the  resolution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  fixing 
a  tax  of  one  dollar  per  capita  for  this  fund;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  be  requested  to  issue  such 
proclamation  as  in  his  judgment  will  relieve  grand  domains  from  the 
necessity  of  complying  with  this  assessment  resolution.

Supreme  Representative  Simpson,  of  Delaware,  asked  for  information 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  applications  for  relief  had  thus  far  been  re¬ 
ceived  and  handled,  and  upon  being  advised  that  all  applications  were 
presented  on  the  official  forms  furnished  by  the  Commission,  and,  after 
approval,  relief  had  been  extended,  he  expressed  the  belief  “that  appli¬ 
cations  would  be  more  numerous  in  the  future  than  has  been  the  experi¬ 
ence  thus  far.” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling,  in  referring  to  the  care  necessary 
to  be  exercised  in  all  relief  matters,  reviewed  similar  work  done  under 
his  administration. 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  called  attention  to  the  certainty 
that  cases  demanding  relief  would  be  found  to  be  greater  in  number  than 
many  now  thought.  “This  work,”  he  said,  “is  something  that  cannot  stop 
with  the  closing  of  the  war,  but  must  continue  so  long  as  need  exists,  and 
to  the  extent  of  the  order’s  ability  to  afford  relief.”  He  also  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  necessities  that  are  quite  sure  to  arise  to  assist  in  the  “rehabili¬ 
tation”  of  our  maimed  soldier  members. 

Supreme  Representative  Cabell,  of  Virginia,  reviewing  the  important 
work  of  administering  the  fund,  suggested  that  the  Commission  “outline 
its  plans  and  purposes”  so  that  members  of  domain  councils  might  be 
guided  thereby  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs  gave  a  general  outline  of  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  order  thus  far  in  extending  relief  to  soldier  members  and  their 
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dependents,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  applications  for  relief 
must  be  investigated  by  relief  councils,  the  Commission  acting  upon  the 
recommendations  made  following  such  investigation,  and  pointed  out  sev¬ 
eral  features  in  the  somewhat  unusual  work  comprehended  in  this  under¬ 
taking.  He  stated  that  there  should  be  “no  state  rights  curtailment,”  and 
added,  “that  while  the  order  may  not  need  as  much  money  for  this  work 
as  was  originally  contemplated,  whatever  amount  is  needed  should  be 
forthcoming.” 

Suprme  Representative  Woodworth  urged  “that  methods  of  expendi¬ 
ture  must  largely  depend  upon  conditions  as  they  develop,  as  to  the 
amount  or  amounts  required,  and  whether  the  relief  shall  be  temporary 
or  permanent.” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  called  attention  to  the  indifference 
and  inactivity  of  lodges,  grand  and  subordinate,  in  not  promptly  remit¬ 
ting  collections  and  reporting  to  the  Commission  in  response  to  requests 
made. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  it  was  ordered, 
“that  the  consideration  of  the  Kentucky  resolution  be  made  a  special 
order  at  5  o’clock  p.  m.” 

Supreme  Representative  Simpson,  of  Delaware,  suggested  “that  each 
war  relief  council  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Commission  the  number 
of  members  in  their  grand  domain  in  the  service,  and  their  probable 
needs  from  a  relief  standpoint.” 

Julius  Mountney,  Deceased: 

Lemuel  Wilt,  GKRS  of  Pennsylvania,  formally  announced  the  death 
of  Julius  Mountney,  grand  master  of  exchequer  of  that  domain,  whose 
funeral  would  be  held  this  day,  and  invited  the  Commission  to  attend 
in  a  body  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  one  who  long  had  been  identified  in 
Pythian  work. 

The  invitation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Moore,  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was 
ordered,  “that  when  the  Commission  take  recess  it  be  in  memory  of  the 
late  Brother  Mountney.” 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “that  the  Commission  take  recess  until 
5  o’clock  p.  m.” 


Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reconvened  at  5  o’clock  p.  m.,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present,  including 
practically  all  of  the  visitors  in  attendance  at  the  morning  session,  and, 
in  addition,  Supreme  Representative  Grossman,  of  New  York. 

Special  Order: 

In  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  the  morning  session,  the  reso¬ 
lution  offered  by  the  representatives  from  Kentucky  was  taken  up  for 
consideration. 

Supreme  Representative  Pollard,  of  Kentucky,  in  an  extended  address, 
reported  conditions  in  that  domain,  explaining  how  the  insistence  of  the 
relief  assessment  would  seriously  impair  many  of  their  lodges,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  “that  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Detroit 
convention  did  not  clearly  understand  what  they  were  doing  when  they 
unanimously  voted  to  declare  the  assessment,”  qualifying  his  opinion  on 
the  ground  that  “the  members  were  carried  away  with  patriotic  enthu¬ 
siasm  at  that  time.”  He  urged  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  by  the 
Commission. 
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Charles  D.  Brown,  GKRS  of  South  Carolina,  stated  that  the  situation 
in  his  domain  was  practically  the  same  as  in  Kentucky,  and  that  he  had 
intended  to  introduce  a  similar  resolution.  In  supporting  the  Kentucky 
resolution  he  contended  that  if  his  domain  should  be  compelled  to  con¬ 
tribute  an  amount  equal  to  one  dollar  per  member,  “it  would  simply  mean 
that  the  Knights  of  Pythias  must  go  out  of  business  in  South  Carolina.” 

John  W.  Carter,  GKRS  of  Kentucky,  presented  a  “close  up”  view  of 
general  Pythian  conditions  in  that  domain,  painting  a  rather  disheartening 
picture.  (Later,  during  the  conference,  he  told  quite  a  different  story, 
encouraging  and  optimistic.) 

Louis  H.  Schenck,  GVC  of  New  Jersey,  suggested  that  the  assessment 
resolution  mentioned  only  “grand  lodges,”  and  might,  therefore,  be  con¬ 
strued  as  affecting  those  bodies  only,  and  not  against  subordinate  lodges 
and  individual  members,  with  the  further  suggestion  that  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  had  it  within  his  power  “to  decide  against  forcing  the  collec¬ 
tion  by  reason  of  the  hardship  such  enforcement  would  entail  upon  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges.” 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  vigorously  contended  “that  the 
Commission,  as  such,  is  without  power  to  set  aside  the  war  relief  statutes 
or  the  assessment  resolution.”  He  took  issue  with  some  of  the  speakers 
that  the  collection  of  this  fund  ought  not  and  could  not  be  consummated, 
pointing  out  that  it  could  be  done  if  proper  attention  and  earnestness  were 
given  to  the  matter  in  the  several  domains. 

Supreme  Representative  Simpson,  of  Delaware,  expressed  surprise 
that  this  conference  should  take  such  a  turn  as  is.  contemplated  in  the 
resolution  under  consideration.  He  stated  that  his  delegation  “came  here 
to  counsel  with  the  Commission  to  the  end  that  the  work  of  raising  the 
relief  fund  might  be  more  vigorously  pushed,”  and  gave  assurance  that 
“Delaware  will  raise  its  full  quota.” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs,  in  an  interesting  talk,  pointed  out 
that  there  was  a  “happy  medium”  between  the  views  as  expressed  by  the 
several  speakers,  contending  that  work  of  this  character  “ought  not  and 
need  not  be  made  a  hardship,”  as  the  amount  involved,  per  capita,  was 
but  a  slight  sum,  further  stating  that,  where  conditions  were  such,  in 
remote  cases,  that  the  full  quota  per  lodge  could  not  be  raised,  “the  spirit 
and  purpose  of  the  legislation  could  be  deemed  as  having  been  complied 
with.” 

Supreme  Representative  Grossman,  of  New  York,  in  an  earnest  and 
forceful  address,  held  to  the  views  expressed  by  Supreme  Representative 
Woodworth,  that  “the  Commission  was  without  power  to  set  aside  the 
legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.”  He  took  issue  with  the  statement 
that  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  “did  not  know  what  they  were 
doing”  in  passing  the  war  relief  statutes  and  resolution,  and  contended 
“that  the  Commission  and  the  grand  domains  must  go  ahead  with  this 
work,”  and  when  it  shall  be  found  that  any  domain  cannot  comply  with 
the  conditions  of  the  assessment  resolution,  then  it  might  be  in  order  “to 
get  an  expression  from  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  to  the 
advisability  of  enforcing  the  law.” 

Supreme  Representative  Cabell,  of  Virginia,  asked  for  information  “as 
to  how  war  relief  councils  may  ascertain  the  probable  relief  needs  as  con¬ 
templated  in  this  undertaking.”  He  was  answered  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  who  stated  that  “the  proper  way  to  reach  the  ends  desired  is  that 
lodges  shall  investigate  and  report  on  each  case  of  need,  as  found,  and 
that  the  war  relief  council  report  to  the  Commission,  with  their  recom¬ 
mendations.” 

Supreme  Representative  Cabell  offered  the  suggestion  “that  the  Com¬ 
mission  place  at  the  disposal  of  some  Pythian  official  at  points  of  arrival 
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of  returning  soldiers  from  overseas,  funds  sufficient  to  extend  prompt  and 
immediate  relief,  or  financial  aid,  to  such  soldiers.” 

After  a  brief  exchange  of  views  on  this  suggestion,  and  general  sub¬ 
jects,  it  was  ordered,  “that  the  Commission  take  recess  until  10  o’clock 
a.  m.,  January  28.” 

SECOND  DAY. 

Morning  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  January 
28,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being 
present,  including  a  number  of  the  visitors  in  attendance  the  preceding 
day,  and,  in  addition,  Supreme  Outer  Guard  Henry  M.  Wadsworth. 

Conference  Resumed: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  stated  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  busi¬ 
ness  before  the  “conference”  could  not  be  concluded  during  the  first  day, 
this  session  would  be  devoted  to  a  continuance  of  the  general  discussion. 

Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Ladew  called  attention  to  the  provisions 
of  the  war  relief  statutes  defining  the  specific  purposes  for  which  the  fund 
is  being  raised,  and  suggested  that,  in  order  to  act  promptly  in  emergency 
cases,  authority  be  given  to  grand  chancellors  to  make  “sight  drafts”  on 
the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 

Supreme  Representative  Cabell,  of  Virginia,  recommended  “that  rule 
7  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  $500  be  transferred  to  war  relief 
councils,  as  needed,  said  transfer  of  funds  to  be  by  sight  draft.” 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  recommendation,  the  suggestion 
was  made  that  a  “new  rule”  be  added  to  the  “rules  and  regulations,” 
same  to  provide  “that  the  maximum  amount  of  relief  in  any  individual  case 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $200,  except  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Com¬ 
mission.” 

Supreme  Representative  Pollard,  of  Kentucky,  referring  to  the  duty 
of  administering  the  fund,  expressed  “the  utmost  confidence  in  the  Com¬ 
mission  in  dealing  with  every  application  presented.” 

Supreme  Outer  Guard  Wadsworth  counselled  against  “fixing  any 
definite  rule  limiting  relief  in  individual  cases  to  $200,”  in  which  position 
he  was  supported  by  Supreme  Representative  Pollard. 

John  W.  Carter,  GKRS  of  Kentucky,  in  a  particularly  happy  address, 
stated  that  he  wanted  “to  correct  any  possible  impression  that  Kentucky 
was  opposing  the  assessment  resolution.”  He  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a  great  many  of  the  members  of  the  order  in  his  domain  had  not 
been  personally  approached  regarding  this  matter.  In  further  reviewing 
conditions  “back  home,”  he  stated  that  “this  year  will  be  one  of  the  most 
successful  years  in  the  Pythian  history  of  Kentucky,”  and  concluded  by 
extending  a  cordial  invitation  to  the  Commission  “to  meet  in  Lexington, 
June  9th  and  10th,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  convention  of  the  grand 
lodge.” 

Supreme  Representative  Cabell,  in  referring  to  what  already  has  been 
done  in  raising  the  fund,  stated  “that  the  order  has  done  well,  is  worthy 
of  high  commendation,  but  it  can  do  better.”  He  pointed  out  that,  in 
some  respects,  the  order  was  too  much  given  to  “cheapness.” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs  called  attention  to  the  higher  measure 
of  interest  shown  in  this  undertaking  in  some  domains,  as  against  other 
domains  where  the  disposition  to  take  hold  of  the  work  had  not  been 
as  earnest  or  as  insistent. 

The  discussion  having  tended  toward  the  general  lines  of  the  good 
of  the  order,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  called  attention 
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to  “the  need  of  reorganization  and  rehabilitation  of  many  lodges  that  are 
in  a  dormant  state,”  and  cited  the  well-known  fact  that  “paper  lodges” 
were  more  or  less  existing  in  the  several  domains,  many  of  which  were 
annually  delinquent  with  their  reports.  “As  units  in  the  Pythian  family, 
such  lodges  do  not,  and  cannot  function  in  sustaining  the  life  and  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  order,  as  an  institution.” 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  commending  the  increased  activity  now 
prevailing  throughout  the  order,  stated,  “that  progress  and  prosperity 
only  can  be  realized  when  earnest,  practical  work,  is  done  in  each  grand 
domain.” 

Lemuel  Wilt,  GKRS  of  Pennsylvania,  suggested  “that  a  4-page  circu¬ 
lar-letter  be  prepared  by  the  Commission,  setting  forth  the  work  done  and 
to  be  done,  said  circular  to  have  one  or  two  blank  pages  upon  which 
grand  lodges  could  print  their  endorsement  and  give  such  other  informa¬ 
tion  as  would  be  helpful  in  encouraging  subordinate  lodges  to  give  the 
fund  movement  their  immediate  attention.”  He  told  of  the  work  in  his 
domain,  and  stated  that  he  had  on  hand  $1,200  of  relief  fund  contribu¬ 
tions,  for  delivery  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  already  forwarded. 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  announced  that,  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Commission,  he  had  “joined  the  Dokies,”  and  was  especial¬ 
ly  pleased  to  commend  and  endorse  the  DOKK  “as  an  invigorator  for  the 
order  at  large.” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  urged  “that  more  attention  be  given 
to  our  splendid  auxiliaries,  the  DOKK  and  the  Pythian  Sisters.” 

Norval  R.  Daugherty,  GC  of  Pennsylvania,  referring  directly  to  the 
war  relief  fund,  urged  “that  there  be  prepared  and  promulgated  a  more 
complete  and  definite  statement  as  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  fund.” 
Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Keystone  domain,  he  expressed  his  thanks 
to  the  Commission  for  holding  its  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  and  for  the 
co-operation  of  its  members  with  the  local  committee  in  making  the 
“victory  celebration  last  evening  such  a  pronounced  success.” 

Supreme  Representative  Pollard,  of  Kentucky,  urged  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  accept  the  invitation  to  hold  its  next  meeting  in  Lexington,  in 
June,  1919. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  a  brief  address,  on  behalf  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  thanked  the  representatives  of  the  several  domains  for  their 
presence  and  co-operation,  and  declared  the  “conference”  closed. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  “that  the  Commission  take  recess  until 
2  :30  p.  m.” 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  2  :30  p.  m.,  January  28,  in  room  215, 
Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  all  members  being  present. 

Approval  of  Minutes: 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  “the  official  min¬ 
utes  of  the  regular  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  October  28-29,  1918,  were 
approved  as  printed.” 

Iowa  Resolutions: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  presented  and  read  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  war  relief  council  of  Iowa,  stating  that  he  “understood  that  a  copy 
of  this  communication  had  been  sent  to  the  relief  council  of  each  grand 
domain.” 

The  subject  matter  of  this  resolution  and  communication  was  briefly 
discussed,  the  general  comment  being  that  the  war  relief  council  of  Iowa 
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had  acted  unwisely  in  promulgating  a  communication  of  this  character, 
with  special  reference  to  certain  expressions  therein  contained. 

General  Statement  Authorized: 

With  reference  to  correspondence  that  had  passed  between  members 
of  the  Commission  since  its  last  meeting,  and  consultation  with  and  com¬ 
munications  from  grand  lodge  officers  and  other  prominent  members  of  the 
order,  the  matter  of  issuing  a  general  statement  to  the  order  at  large  was 
taken  up  for  consideration — resulting  in  the  unanimous  adoption  of  the 
appended  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Commission,  by  consultation  and 
otherwise,  have  had  under  consideration  numerous  matters  with  reference 
to  the  war  relief  fund,  and  are  well  advised  of  the  uncertainty  that  exists 
among  grand  and  subordinate  lodges  by  reason  of  the  cessation  of  hos¬ 
tilities  following  the  last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge;  now,  there¬ 
fore — 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  a  general  statement  be  prepared  and  sent  to  all 
grand  lodges,  in  quantity  sufficient  to  furnish  at  least  one  copy  thereof  to 
each  subordinate  lodge,  setting  forth  the  position  of  the  War  Relief  Com¬ 
mission  with  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  raising  the  fund, 
making  expenditures  therefrom,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission 
in  the  administration  of  this  trust,  together  with  such  recommendations 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon,  said  statement  to  contain  the  names  of  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Commission. 

Soldier  Exemption: 

The  matter  of  asking  or  expecting  members  of  the  order  in  the  service 
to  individually  contribute  to  the  war  relief  fund,  was  taken  up,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  at  length,  whereupon  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs  offered  the 
following  preambles  and  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  question  of  excluding  from  the  membership  of  grand 
domains  the  members  of  the  order  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of 
the  United  States,  Canada,  or  any  of  the  allied  nations,  in  determining 
the  basis  for  assessment  for  war  relief,  has  been  presented  to  this  Com¬ 
mission  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  manifest,  from  the  reading  of  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  August,  1918,  that  full  credit  was  to  be  given 
for  contributions  made;  and 

Whereas,  No  contribution  is  so  great  as  that  of  actual  participation 
in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  country;  now  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  That,  in  determining  the  membership  of  a  grand  do¬ 
main  or  a  subordinate  lodge  under  immediate  control,  for  the  purposes 
of  assessment  thereunder,  all  members  in  the  actual  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  Canada  or  any  of  the  allied  nations,  are 
excluded  in  the  making  of  such  compilation. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Amended: 

In  accordance  with  the  consideration  given  the  preceding  day  to  the 
matter  of  extending  relief  in  emergency  cases,  rule  7  of  the  “rules  and 
regulations”  was  unanimously  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows — (the 
amendments  consisting  of  the  words  in  italics: 

Rule  7.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  desire  of  the  Commission  that 
each  application  for  relief  shall  receive  prompt  attention,  to  the  end  that 
every  urgent  case  may  be  afforded  necessary  relief  with  as  little,  delay 
as  possible.  In  order  that  this  rule  shall  be  strictly  adhered  to,  each  War 
Relief  Council  is  authorized,  after  due  investigation,  to  authorise  financial 
aid  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $50.00  for  each  urgent  application,  not 
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exceeding  ten  in  number  nor  a  total  sum  in  excess  of  $500;  and ,  within 
the  restrictions  of  this  rule,  the  grand  chancellor  of  any  grand  domain  may, 
in  case  of  emergency,  draw  by  sight  draft  on  the  Supreme  Master  of  Ex¬ 
chequer  for  the  amount  allowed  in  each  case,  attaching  to  such  draft  a 
brief  statement  of  the  case. 

The  following  proposed  new  rules  were  taken  up  for  consideration, 
and  were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote : 

Rule  9.  Any  lodge  that  shall  have  paid,  as  its  contribution  to  the 
War  Relief  Fund,  the  amount  required  and  equal  to  its  total  membership, 
exclusive  of  the  number  of  members  in  the  military  or  naval  service,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  paid  its  quota  in  full. 

Rule  io.  No  individual  application  shall  receive  a  sum  greater  than 
$100.00  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  members  of  the  Commission 
present  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  application  is  acted  upon. 

Communications : 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  submitted  and  read  corres¬ 
pondence  received  by  him  from  several  grand  domains,  asking  informa¬ 
tion,  making  suggestions,  etc.,  from  which  the  general  subject  matter 
thereof  is  shown  hereunder : 

Ohio :  Estimated  that  this  domain  has  5,000  members  in  the  service, 
and  asking  if  it  was  expected  that  contributions  should  be  requested  from 
said  soldier  members.  Statement  of  work  being  done  to  raise  money, 
and  that  remittances  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  were  made 
monthly.  Advising  the  Commission  that  they  had  fixed  July,  1917,  as  the 
date  for  computing  assessment  on  membership  basis,  but  stating  that  the 
grad  lodge  could  not  levy  the  assessment  until  its  regular  convention  in 
June  next. 

Pennsylvania:  Communication  from  Conshohocken  Lodge  No.  117 
making  a  “temporary  protest”  against  the  assessment,  expressing  the  view 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  “has  no  authority  to  make  assessments  of  this 
character,”  and  stating  that  they  had  been  “hard  hit”  by  the  “flu.” 

Indiana:  Communication  from  St.  George  Lodge  No.  143,  Evansville, 
questioning  the  “advisability”  of  raising  the  relief  fund,  and  stating 
that  the  lodge  had  decided  “to  take  no  part”  in  the  matter,  the  lodge 
preferring  to  “use  its  own  judgment”  in  caring  for  the  relief  of  soldier 
members,  also  raising  the  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
to  levy  an  assessment. 

Manitoba:  Letter  from  the  grand  chancellor  making  inquiry  as  to 
date  of  fixing  membership  basis ;  whether  the  assessment  applied  “to 
men  in  active  service” ;  what  “penalty,”  if  any,  would  be  imposed  should  a 
grand  domain  be  unable  to  qualify;  and  stating  that  they  would  have 
“considerable  trouble  in  convincing  the  members  of  the  wisdom  of  con¬ 
tributing  to  this  fund.” 

Michigan:  Letter  from  GKRS  transmitting  communication  from  Kal¬ 
amazoo  Lodge  No.  5,  to  the  effect  that  the  lodge  was  “without  knowledge” 
as  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  fund  would  be  used,  making  inquiry  as 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  that  would  govern  its  administration,  and 
stating  that  an  endeavor  would  be  made  to  collect  their  quota. 

Letter  from  GKRS  referring  to  membership  basis,  and  asking  “that 
soldier  members  be  exempted”  from  paying  the  assessment.  Another  let¬ 
ter  transmitting  a  communication  from  the  department  of  labor  suggest¬ 
ing  that  the  order’s  relief  fund  be  used  for  “reconstruction  work”  in 
behalf  of  soldiers  incapacitated,  and  that,  if  such  step  be  undertaken  by 
the  Commission  that  a  “training  school”  be  established  at  Kalamazoo.” 

Mississippi:  Communication  from  the  GKRS  asking  if  information 
was  available  as  to  the  number  of  casualties,  whether  the  fund  was  needed 
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at  this  .time  and  under  existing  circumstances,  and  urging  a  referendum 
vote  to  stay  the  collection  as  contemplated  in  the  assessment  resolution. 

Illinois:  Communication  from  Ellsworth  Lodge  No.  114,  Chicago, 
asking  if  it  is  necessary  for  lodges  to  assess  their  members. 

Montana:  Statement  by  the  GKRS  that  it  will  be  “impossible  to 
collect  any  money  from  a  few  lodges,”  and  expressing  the  opinion  that 
the .  membership  basis  for  computing  the  assessment  should  be  as  of  the 
date  of  December  31,  1918. 

Ontario:  Communication  from  the  GKRS  to  the  effect  that  they 
would  undertake  collection  when  semi-annual  reports  are  made,  at  the 
rate  of  50  cents  per  member,  January  and  July,  1919. 

Missouri:  Inquiry  from  the  GKRS  as  to  “grape  vine”  rumor  that 
the  Commission  contemplates  the  erection  of  a  “monument”  at  the  expense 
of  the  relief  fund. 

Tennessee:  Tendering  the  use  of  “Ovoca”  to  the  Commission  should 
it  be  decided  to  assist  soldiers  in  “reconstruction.” 

Texas:  Letter  from  GKRS  stating  total  amount  thus  far  raised  and 
forwarded;  that  some  lodges  had  gone  “over  the  top,”  while  others  had 
made  no  contribution,  among  the  latter  being  “some  of  our  largest  lodges” ; 
making  inquiry  as  to  “penalty  for  failure,”  and  stating  that,  with  the 
war  over,  “it  will  be  still  harder  to  collect”  for  the  fund. 

War  Relief  Councils: 

The  secretary  submitted  and  read  proceedings  and  circulars  as  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  War  Relief  Councils  of  the  following  grand  domains : 
Oklahoma,  Iowa,  Mississippi,  California,  Maryland,  Rhode  Island  and 
South  Carolina. 

Telegram  from  West  Virginia: 

A  telegram  was  received  from  Elbert  W.  Bush,  GC  of  West  Virginia, 
stating  that,  owing  to  sickness,  he  was  unable  to  attend  this  meeting  of  the 
Commission,  and  expressing  his  greetings. 

Recess  Ordered: 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “that  the  Commission  take  recess  until  8  :30 
p.  m.” 

Evening  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  8  :30  p.  m.  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  submitted  correspondence  received  by  him 
asking  for  information,  and  reporting  conditions  relative  to  the  collection 
and  administration  of  the  fund,  the  most  of  which  correspondence  was  a 
duplication  of  the  subject  matter  previously  noted  in  the  correspondence 
reported  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

Indiana  Queries: 

Communications  from  Robert  A.  Brown,  GKRS  of  Indiana,  were  sub¬ 
mitted,  in  which  two  points  were  especially  emphasized,  as  requests  for 
information  from  the  war  relief  council  of  said  domain : 

(a)  What  disposition  will  be  made  with  the  unexpended  balance  of 

the  War  Relief  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission? 

( b )  Should  not  the  one  dollar  per  capita  assessment  be  fixed  on 

the  basis  of  the  official  membership  as  reported  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1918? 

In  considering  the  first  question  (par.  a),  the  Commission  unani¬ 
mously  held  that  this  matter  rested  entirely  with  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the 
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opinion  of  the  Commission  being  that  any  unexpended  balance,  upon  the 
conclusion  of  relief  work,  naturally  should  be  returned  to  the  donors. 

In  considering  the  second  question  (par.  b),  the  Commission  held 
that  it  could  not  do  otherwise  than  accept  the  membership  as  reported 
on  December  31,  1917,  as  the  basis  for  computing  the  amount  to  be  col¬ 
lected  in  the  several  grand  domains,  from  the  fact  that  such  was  the 
“official  membership”  of  the  order  when  the  Supreme  Lodge  adopted  the 
assessment  resolution.  Further,  several  domains,  and  many  lodges,  already 
had  collected  and  proceeded  on  this  membership  basis.  It  also  was  shown 
that  an  injustice  might  be  done  many  lodges  that  already  had  “paid  in 
full”  on  the  December,  1917,  membership.  The  further  view  was  held  by 
the  Commission  that  all  such  questions,  and  all  similar  conditions,  very 
easily  could  be  explained  at  the  proper  time, with  the  full  knowledge  that 
the  Supreme  Lodge  would  satisfactorily  adjust  any  misunderstanding  that 
might  arise  in  any  domain. 

Co-Operation  with  DOKK: 

With  reference  to  the  resolution  of  the  Commission  (see  p.  11,  minutes 
of  the  Chicago  meeting,  October  29,  1918),  the  Supreme  Chancellor  sub¬ 
mitted  and  read  the  very  excellent  report  made  by  Brother  H.  V.  Nice  to 
Imperial  Prince  Leroy  R.  Snowden,  who  had  investigated  in  Washington 
the  matter  of  fraternal  co-operation  in  service  work. 

This  report  of  Brother  'Nice  was  conceded  to  be  an  admirable  docu¬ 
ment,  one  of  the  best  of  its  character,  and  on  motion  of  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  Brown,  it  was  ordered,  “that  a  synopsis  of  this  report  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.” 

Synopsis. 

The  report  of  Brother  Nice  showed  that  he  had  interviewed  Govern¬ 
ment  officials  in  Washington  on  the  suggestion  that  fraternal  societies 
maintain  headquarters  in  that  city  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with 
the  Government  in  relief  and  service  work,  and  found  that  any  such  sug¬ 
gestion  was  impracticable,  the  Government  having  rightfully  determined 
“to  recognize  seven  organizations  through  which  assistance  might  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  soldiers  and  sailors,”  and  supported  this  rule  with  abundant 
testimony  as  to  its  fairness  and  better  efficiency. 

He  stated  that  the  sovereign  grand  lodge  of  the  IOOF  had  appro¬ 
priated  $75,000  for  similar  relief  work,  that  a  commission  representing 
said  order  held  a  meeting  in  Baltimore,  reviewed  the  entire  situation,  and 
directed  that  no  such  work  be  undertaken,  and  recommending  that  the 
money  contributed  be  returned  to  the  donors. 

The  report  further  stated  “that  the  greatest  opportunity  for  real 
service  and  maximum  beneficial  results  will  come  after  demobilization,” 
when  the  several  fraternities'  then  could  reach  their  needy  soldier  mem¬ 
bers  with  direct  and  practical  assistance. 

After  very  carefully  reviewing  the  whole  situation,  Brother  Nice 
submitted  the  following  suggestions : 

1.  That  headquarters  be  not  established  at  Washington  or  elsewhere, 
but  that  all  work  be  done  through  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal. 

2.  That  the  War  Relief  Commission,  through  the  various  grand  do¬ 
mains,  procure  a  roster  of  all  members  of  the  order  who  were  in  the  armed 
service  of  their  respective  countries. 

3.  That  each  subordinate  lodge  be  directed  to  get  in  touch  with  those 
of  its  members  who  are  serving  their  country,  and  the  families  of  those 
who  have  died  in  the  cause,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  just  what, 
if  anything,  can  be  done,  financially  or  otherwise,  to  ameliorate  or  better 
such  conditions  as  may  exist.

4.  That,  upon  receipt  of  such  information  by  the  subordinate  lodge, 
it  should  be  forwarded  immediately  through  the  respective  grand  domain 
to  the  War  Relief  Commission. 

5.  That  the  War  Relief  Commission,  upon  receipt  of  such  informa¬ 
tion,  shall  at  once  take  such  action  as  the  facts  may  require  and  circum¬ 
stances  permit. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  it  was  ordered, 
“that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  formulate  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  recommen¬ 
dations  and  suggestions  looking  to  practical  relief  work,  similar  to  the 
plans  indicated  in  Brother  Nice’s  report.” 

General  Statement  by  Commission: 

Referring  to  the  resolution  under  the  side-head,  “General  Statement 
Authorized”  (see  p.  30,  these  minutes),  which  statement  is  to  be  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Bangs,  it  was  ordered 
that  “said  statement  be  included  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  its  separate  publication,  provided  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  or 
expedient  to  publish  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  prior  to  the  preparation 
of  said  statement.” 

Financial: 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  reported  receipts  of  the  War 
Relief  Fund  from  January  1st  to  January  25th,  1919,  amounting  to  a 
total  of  $4,003.35. 

A  letter  received  from  the  GKRS  of  New  York  reported  receipts 
through  his  office  amounting  to  $11,216.75;  remitted  to  the  Supreme  Mas¬ 
ter  of  Exchequer,  $9,828.75 ;  cash  on  hand,  $1,388 ;  and  stating  that  “other 
monies  had  been  remitted  direct  to  the  SME,  of  which  I  have  no  account.” 

Statement  by  Delaware:  Membership,  1,929;  collected  $1,400.50; 
remitted,  $1,164.50;  cash  on  hand,  $236;  balance  to  be  collected,  $528.50. 
Representatives  from  this  domain,  the  preceding  day,  stated  that  “the  full 
amount  will  be  collected.” 

Next  Meeting  of  Commission: 

The  question  of  “where  and  when  the  next  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sion  should  be  held,”  was  taken  up  and  discussed,  and,  on  motion  of  Past 
Supreme  Chancellor  Brown,  it  was  ordered,  “that  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Commission  be  held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  commencing  April  18, 
1919,”  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  as  the  exigencies 
of  the  general  situation  may  determine. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  meeting  adjourned.

IMPORTANT  STATEMENT  BY  THE/WAR 
RELIEF  COMMISSION. 

Whereas,  There  has  come  to  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission 
from  different  parts  of  the  Supreme  Domain  evidence  of  much  uncertainty 
in  the  minds  of  a  great  many  of  the  members  of  the  order  as  to — 

1.  Purpose  and}  need  of  the  War  Relief  Fund. 

2.  Effect  of  the  Armistice ,  if  any,  upon  the  necessity  for  such  fund. 

3.  Power  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  use  and  distribution 

of  the  fund. 

4.  Probable  disposition  of  surplus,  if  any. 

5.  Power  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to  assessments  ordered 

by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

6.  What  action  should  be  taken  in  the  light  of  prevailing  conditions. 
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And  Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Commission  have  deemed  it  advis¬ 
able  to  place  clearly  before  the  entire  membership  the  exact  conditions 
with  respect  to  all  the  matters  hereinbefore  referred  to;  now  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  That,  to  remove  the  uncertainty  existing,  to  clarify 
the  situation  with  respect  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Pythian  War 
Relief  Commission,  to  explain  the  attitude  of  the  Commission,  and  to  place 
this  important  matter  fully,  but  succinctly,  before  the  general  membership, 
the  Commission  requests  that  the  following  statement  be  promulgated 
through  the  several  War  Relief  Councils  and  grand  lodge  officers,  that  it 
may  reach  every  lodge,  and  as  many  members  of  the  order  as  possible : 

First.  PURPOSE  OF  THE  FUND.  The  purpose  of  the  War  Relief 
Fund  is  so  clearly  set  forth  in  section  76h  of  chapter  xiv,  of  the  Supreme 
statutes,  adopted  at  the  August,  1918,  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
that  there  should  be  no  question  in  the  mind  of  anyone  who  reads  the 
statute  as  quoted  hereunder: 

y6h.  The  War  Relief  Fund  shall  be  used  only  for  the  financial  reliei 
of  members  of  the  order  who  have  or  will  become  disabled  while  engaged 
in  war  service  with  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  or 
Canada,  or  their  allied  forces,  or  with  any  recognized  welfare  service  unit 
actively  associated  with  such  forces,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  family  and 
dependents  of  such  member. 

We  hold,  in  interpreting  this  section,  that  the  fund  can  be  used  for  the 
relief  of  families  and  dependents  of  members  of  the  order  who  are,  or 
have  been,  engaged  in  war  service  with  the  military  or  naval  forces,  or 
with  any  recognized  welfare  service  unit  actively  associated  with  such 
forces,  and  for'  the  relief  of  members  of  the  order  who  become  disabled 
while  engaged  in  any  such  service. 

With  respect  to  the  need  of  the  fund,  we  call  the  attention  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  to  the  fact  that  there  were  approximately  two  million  men  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  United  States  in  France,  with  more  than  a  million  in  camps 
in  this  country. 

The  casualties  amount  to  over  three  hundred  thousand.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  there  were  over  fifty  thousand  members  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  from  the  United  States  in  the  service  in  France;  or,  to  put  it  in 
other  words,  we  had  more  than  one  man  in  every  forty.  Carrying  that 
average  through  the  casualties,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  must  have  had  a  casualty  list  of  approximately  7,500  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States. 

Army  hospitals,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  are  filled  to  capacity. 
It  is  true  that  the  Government  furnishes  care  to  disabled  soldiers  while 
in  hospitals,  and  some  meed  of  relief  to  those  who  are  discharged,  if  still 
suffering  some  disability,  but  it  is  inadequate  for  anything  like  complete 
relief  and  does  not  reach  anywhere  near  its  desired  end  in  the  case  of  a 
soldier  with  dependents,  while  to  those  in  auxiliary  service  there  is  no 
Government  insurance. 

The  extent  of  the  relief  required  cannot  now  be  estimated ;  in  fact, 
cannot  be  known  until  all  have  been  returned  to  this  country. 

In  giving  the  figures  above  we  have  not  taken  into  consideration  the 
members  of  our  order  in  the  service  from  Canada,  and  the  membership 
must  bear  in  mind  that  the  casualty  list  in  Canada  is  proportionately  much 
larger  than  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

While  it  is  too  early  now  to  estimate  the  extent  of  the  needs,  it  is,  how¬ 
ever,  none  too  early  to  make  the  fullest  preparation  to  supply  every  need 
when  ascertained. 

It  seems,  therefore,  incumbent  upon  the  members  of  this  order  to  urge 
voluntary  contributions  in  any  amount,  large  or  small,  until  at  least  the 
minimum  of  $500,000  is  at  hand. 
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Second.  EFFECT  OF  ARMISTICE.  The  signing  of  the  armistice, 
in  fact  even  the  signing  of  a  peace  agreement,  would  not  terminate  the 
possible  need  for  this  relief  fund. 

The  signing  of  the  armistice  and  the  termination  of  active  hostilities, 
will,  of  course,  reduce  the  contemplated  number  of  casualties.  It  draws 
the  line  after  which  casualties  will  be  few  indeed,  but  it  has  no  effect  upon 
the  casualties  already  suffered. 

Third. — USE  OF  FUNDS.  Reports  have  been  circulated  from  time 
to  time  that  it  was  intended  to  use  the  fund  for  the  establishment  of  some 
character  of  institutions,  or  the  erection  of  a  monument  or  monuments, 
or  for  some  such  like  purpose.  Such  reports  cannot  be  honestly  circulated 
by  any  intelligent  member  of  the  order,  because  anyone  who  has  been 
sufficiently  interested  to  know  such  a  fund  was  being  raised,  would  be  able 
to  read,  the  statute  and  to  read  the  literature  that  was  put  out  by  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  statute,  and  would 
know  that  the  fund  can  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  section 
76h,  hereinbefore  quoted. 

Fourth.  DISPOSITION  OF  SURPLUS.  All  funds  raised,  whether 
by  voluntary  contribution  or  by  assessment,  belong  to  and  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  This  Commission  has  no  power  outside 
of  that  given  in  the  law  creating  it,  which  power  has  already  been  referred 
to  in  this  communication. 

When  this  Commission  has  discharged  its  duty  in  aiding  those  entitled 
to  relief,  and  has  made  its  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  balance  or 
surplus  left  on  hand  will  be  entirely  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge. 

This  Commission  is  not  in  position  where  it  can  predicate  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  but  the  members  of  the  Commission  fra¬ 
ternally  and  respectfully  suggest  to  the  membership  of  the  order  at  large 
that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  fund  is  subscribed  and  paid  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  purpose,  when  the  reason  for  that  purpose  has  passed,  there  would 
seem  to  be  but  one  course  to  pursue,  namely,  to  return  the  balance  to  the 
grand  lodges  in  such  proportion  as  it  was  contributed,  with  direction  that 
it  be  returned  in  like  manner  to  the  subordinate  lodges. 

Fifth.  THE  ASSESSMENT  RESOLUTION.  It  was  the  hope,  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  assessment  resolution,  that  the  patriotism 
and  interest  of  the  members  of  the  order  would  be  such  that  the  amount 
called  for  would  be  paid  in  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  thus  obviate 
the  necessity  of  putting  the  assessment  resolution  into  effect.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  only  two  domains — Nevada  and  North  Dakota — have  remitted  to 
the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  the  full  amount  called  for  according 
to  their  membership.  It  is  understood  that  in  several  domains  large  sums 
have  been  collected  under  the  voluntary  plan,  but  that  the  money  has  not 
been  remitted  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  and  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  all  grand  lodges  to  section  76d, 
which  provides : 

76d.  The  War  Relief  Council  of  each  domain  shall  direct  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  all  moneys  for  the  War  Relief  Fund  and  see  that  such  moneys, 
when  collected,  are  promptly  forwarded  to  the  proper  officials  as  herein¬ 
after  provided.  The  expenses  of  the  council  shall  be  borne  by  the  grand 
domain  in  which  such  council  is  located. 

We  desire  also  to  call  attention  to  section  76e,  in  which  is  provided: 

?6e.  All  moneys  collected  from  any  source  for  the  War  Relief  Fund 
shall  be  transmitted  immediately  to  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal 
in  the  domain  in  which  contribution  is  made,  and  he  shall,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month,  transmit  the  same  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer, 
etc. 

We  call  attention  to  these  sections  in  order  that  grand  lodge  officers 
and  the  members  of  the  War  Relief  Council  may  have  again  called  to 
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mind  the  duty  that  devolves  upon  each  of  them  with  respect  to  this  War 
Relief  Fund,  in  the  hope  that  these  officers  will  see  that  the  law  is  com¬ 
plied  with  in  this  respect. 

Sixth.  SUGGESTED  ACTION.  In  view  of  the  reports  from 
various  domains  and  different  sections  of  the  country,  all  tending  to  show 
that  because  of  the  great  financial  strain  of  the  past  few  years,  and  es¬ 
pecially  the  drain  of  the  last  past  few  months  by  reason  of  the  influenza 
epidemic,  it  is  quite  impossible  in  many  domains  to  enforce  the  assessment 
plan  without  doing  serious  injury  to  the  order,  the  Commission  has  de¬ 
cided  to  recommend  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  by  a  referendum  vote 
of  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  secure  the  decision  of  that  body 
upon  a  plan  to  suspend  the  assessment  ordered  until  such  time  as  the  de¬ 
mands  for  relief  work  shall  make  it  absolutely  necessary. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  already  indicated  the  desirability  of  the 
referendum  vote  and  the  suspension  of  the  assessment. 

FINALLY.  The  members  of  this  commission  have  endeavored  in 
every  way  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  order  as  evidenced  by  Supreme 
Lodge  legislation,  August,  1918. 

In  carrying  out  the  spirit  and  the  letter,  we  have  interpreted  the 
statute  to  exclude  from  assessment,  members  of  the  order  in  the  active 
service  in  the  Army  and  Naval  forces  in  the  United  States  or  any  of  its 
allies. 

We  have  endeavored  to  so  shape  the  rules  and  regulations,  which  we 
were  ordered  to  adopt  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  that  the  collection,  the 
handling  and  the  disposition  of  this  fund,  could  be  carried  on  with  as 
little  inconvenience  as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time  do  the  greatest 
good. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  recommendation  for  a  referen¬ 
dum  vote  to  suspend  the  assessment  resolution  does  not  mean  the  cessa¬ 
tion  of  activities  to  collect  the  fund.  All  grand  lodges,  subordinate  lodges, 
and  individual  members  are  appealed  to  and  urged  to  continue  the  work 
of  voluntary  contributions  along  the  lines  of  the  general  call  for  a  fund 
equal  to  one  dollar  per  member. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Commission  has  amended  the 
rules  and  regulations  with  reference  to  extending  relief  in  emergency 
cases,  by  authorizing  the  grand  chancellor  to  make  a  sight  draft  on  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  for  immediate  relief  not  exceeding  $50.00 
for  any  one  case. 

Applications  for  relief,  coming  in  the  ordinary  manner,  are  made  out 
on  forms  furnished  by  the  Commission.  Wherever  and  whenever  any 
lodge  has  knowledge  that  relief  is  needed  by  a  soldier  member,  or  his 
dependent,  the  information  immediately  should  be  reported  to  the  grand 
chancellor  or  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  who  will  supply  the  neces¬ 
sary  form-blanks.  Fraternally  submitted,

FOREWORD. 

To  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Members  of  the 
Pythian  War  Relief  Commission: 

GREETING: 

Without  doubt,  every  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  War  Relief 
Council  of  each  grand  domain  will  appreciate  receiving  this  statement  showing 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  War  Relief  Commission  in  the  administration 
of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

This  report,  therefore,  has  been  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  affording  an 
opportunity  at  this  time  to  review  this  important  work,  and  deals  mainly 
with  financial  matters  and  statistics.  In  its  preparation,  it  has  been  deemed 
best  to  present,  in  a  concise  manner,  detailed  statements  of  receipts  by  grand 
domains,  and  disbursements  for  expenses  and  relief,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
War  Relief  Fund  movement. 

As  is  well  known,  there  have  been  no  meetings  of  the  Commission  held 
since  January,  1919,  and  for  the  very  good  reason  that  no  occasion  has  arisen 
to  warrant  the  incurring  of  the  expenses  necessary  to  call  the  Commission 
together. 

This  report  is  preliminary  to  the  formal  and  official  report  that  the 
Commission  will  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  regular 
biennial  convention  in  August,  1920.

The  within  statement  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  with  respect 
to  the  War  Relief  Fund,  as  herewith  presented,  shows  the  collections  and  dis¬ 
bursements,  funds  invested,  securities,  depositaries,  and  cash  on  deposit  to 
the  credit  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

This  statement  is  intended  to  furnish  the  order  with  an  accounting  of 
the  War  Relief  Fund  from  its  inception  and  up  to  and  including  the  quarter 
ended  December  31,  1919. 

The  observation  is  made  of  the  very  satisfactory  and  fortunate  condition 
existing  among  members  of  the  order  who  became  disabled  while  engaged  in 
war  service  with  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  or  their  allied  forces,  and  the  families  and  dependents  of  such  mem¬ 
bers.  This  condition  is  made  evident  from  the  fact  of  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  applications  that  have  been  presented  for  relief.  All  applica¬ 
tions  received  have  been  promptly  acted  upon  by  the  War  Relief  Commission. 
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The  widest  range  of  publicity  and  information  has  been  given  and  pro¬ 
mulgated  throughout  the  order,  not  only  as  regards  the  collection  of  the  Fund, 
but  the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  applied  and  the  uses  thereof  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  statutes  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  convention  of 
1918,  creating  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  and  defining  the  manner 
of  the  administration  of  the  Relief  Fund — “to  be  used  only  for  the  financial 
relief  of  members  of  the  order  who  have  become  disabled  while  engaged  in 
war  service  with  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  their 
allied  forces,  or  with  any  recognized  welfare  service  unit  actively  associated 
with  such  forces,  and  for  relief  of  the  families  and  dependents  of  such 
members.”

EXPENSES  OF  THE  WAR  RELIEF  COMMISSION 

The  total  expenditures  from  the  War  Relief  Fund,  for  supplies,  service 
and  relief,  from  the  beginning  and  up  to  January  1,  1920,  are  as  shown  in  the 
two  tables — Exhibits  “C”  and  “D” — aggregating  $8,810.31. 

Section  76p,  Pythian  War  Relief  statute,  provides  that  “the  expenses  of 
the  Commission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.” 
In  this  language  the  statute  was  passed  at  Detroit,  but  the  question  very 
early  arose  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  specific  appropriation,  there  apparently 
was  no  fund  available  from  which  such  expenses  could  be  paid.  On  Sep¬ 
tember  14,  1918,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  petitioned  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
for  a  construction  of  the  term  “general  fund,”  and  the  authority  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  to  defray  its  expenses  therefrom.  The  decision  of  the  Tribunal, 
reported  in  May,  1919,  held  that  in  the  absence  of  an  appropriation  there  was 
no  general  or  special  fund  that  legally  could  be  used  to  pay  such  expenses. 

Pending  the  adjudication  of  this  question  by  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  the 
following  listed  expenses  for  supplies  and  service,  were  incurred  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  paid  out  of  the  “general  fund”  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  These 
expenses,  while  entirely  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Relief 
Fund,  were  not  charged  against  the  Fund:

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INTEREST  EARNINGS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS 

In  reviewing  the  administration  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund  it  is 
interesting  to  recall  that,  at  the  inception  of  the  Fund  movement,  the  predic¬ 
tion  was  made  that  all  expenses  of  administration  could  entirely  be  borne 
from  the  interest  earnings  of  the  Fund,  leaving  the  principal  intact  to  meet 
calls  for  relief.

It  was  further  reported  that  all  applications  for  relief,  39  in  number* 
had  been  carefully  examined  by  the  sub-committee  on  claims  and  approved* 
as  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations,  before  payment  had  been  author¬ 
ized  and  exchequer  order  issued. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown  moved,  “That  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  claims,  showing  payment  of  relief  to  the  aggregate  of  $4,248.18,  be 
approved  by  the  Commission,”  whereupon  the  Supreme  Chancellor  ordered  a 
roll  call,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  following  vote: 

Those  voting  “yea”  were:  Davis,  Ladew,  Carling,  Brown,  Woodworth 
and  Wheaton — 6,  (all  present). 

Those  voting  “nay”  were — none. 

United  States  Bonds: 

That  portion  of  the  report  of  the  custodian  in  which  it  was  shown  that 
$131,000  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  was  in  certificates  of  deposit  in  local  banks 
in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  in  connection 
with  the  prevailing  quotations  on  United  States  “Liberty”  and  “Victory” 
Bonds. 

After  some  discussion,  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  moved,  “That 
the  Commission  authorize  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  purchase 
U.  S.  4%  Bonds  to  the  extent  of  $100,000,”  which  motion,  on  call  of  the  roll, 
prevailing  unanimously. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Brown  moved,  “That  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  to  investigate  the  local  bond  market 
and  purchase  U.  S.  Bonds  as  above  authorized,”  which  motion  prevailed,  and 
the  Supreme  Chancellor  appointed  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  and 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  Meares,  as  two  members  of  said  committee. 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  nominated  the  Supreme  Chancellor  as  the 
third  member  of  the  committee,  and  this  nomination,  in  the  form  of  a  motion 
was  put  and  carried. 

Commission  Expenses: 

The  matter  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Commission,  including 
attendance  at  meetings,  printing  and  supplies,  as  listed  in  exhibit  “c”  and 
exhibit  “e,”  and  contained  in  the  “financial  statement”  issued  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  January  1,  1920,  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

That  portioju  of  the  “financial  statement”  shown  as  exhibit  “e”  was 
read,  and,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  “approved.” 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  expenses  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  as  listed  in  exhibit  “c,”  which  expenses  had  been  officially  reported 
to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  convention  of  1918,  were  entirely  paid  from 
the  War  Relief  Fund,  and  that  the  Supreme  Lodge,  through  oversight,  failed 
to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  said  expenses,  as  was  contemplated  at  the 
Detroit  convention. 

After  some  discussion,  on  motion,  it  was  unanimously  ordered  “That  the 
Commission  proceed  to  consider  all  expenses  of  the  Commission  as  shown  in 
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exhibits  “c”  and  “e,”  for  the  purpose  of  recommending  to  the  Supreme  Lodge 
to  what  appropriations,  or  funds,  said  expenses  should  be  charged.”

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  2  o’clock  p.  m.,  Monday,  April  19,  and 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present 
as  at  the  morning  session. 

Report  of  Commission: 

Some  time  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  character  of  the 
report  of  the  Commission  to  be  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  next 
convention,  August,  1920. 
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Discussion  on  this  matter  was  general,  each  member  of  the  Commission 
expressing  his  views  as  to  various  topics  that  should  be  brought  out  in  said 
report. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  stated  that  he  had  received  some  very  helpful 
suggestions  and  practical  recommendations  from  the  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer  with  reference  to  the  official  report  of  the  Commission,  which  he 
would  make  available  to  members  of  the  Commission  when  the  time  came  to 
prepare  the  report. 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  called  attention  to  the  necessity  that  some 
amendments  be  made  to  the  war  relief  statutes,  more  especially  as  regards 
the  administration  of  the  fund,  and  moved  "that  the  subject  matter  of  the 
report  of  the  commission  be  made  a  special  order  for  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday, 
April  20,”  which  motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

Vocational  Training: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  made  a  general  statement  reviewing  his  personal 
experience  in  investigating  the  “Dale”  and  “Slader”  applications  for  relief, 
in  Mississippi. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  explained  certain  experiences  of  the 
Government  in  seeking  to  extend  aid  to  soldiers  receiving  vocational  training. 

On  motion,  recess  was  ordered  until  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  April  20.

Special  Order: 

The  special  order  fixed  for  this  hour,  viz:  Report  of  the  Commission 
was  then  taken  up. 

The  consideration  of  this  subject  matter  was  in  the  nature  of  a  general 
discussion,  covering  a  considerable  review  of  the  experience  of  the  Commission 
from  the  inception  of  the  fund  movement,  the  general  attitude  of  the  order  at 
large  in  responding  to  the  proclamation  calling  for  the  fund,  and  the  prevailing 
disposition  following  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  that  the  assessment  reso¬ 
lution  be  set  aside. 

Attention  being  called  to  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  appointing  a 
special  committee  to  investigate  the  local  bond  market  in  connection  with 
the  authorized  purchase  of  U.  S.  Liberty  Bonds,  it  was  moved  and  carried, 
“That  the  Commission  take  recess  until  3  o’clock  p.  m.,  to  allow  the  special 
committee  to  perform  its  duties.” 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reconvened  at  3  o’clock  p.  m.,  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present  as  at  the  morning  session. 

Purchase  of  Bonds: 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  bond  market,  re¬ 
ported  that  they  had  done  so,  and  that  they  had  arranged  to  purchase  Gov¬ 
ernment  securities  to  the  extent  of  $100,000,  for  which  purpose  the  Supreme 
Master  of  Exchequer  had  notified  banks  in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  by 
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wire,  to  be  in  position  to  release  for  this  purchase,  funds  now  held  in  certifi¬ 
cates  of  deposit. 

Special  Order: 

The  Secretary  submitted  and  read  the  rough  draft  of  a  proposed  tentative 
report  of  the  Commission,  which  was  made  the  subject  of  general  discussion. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  it  was  ordered  “That 
that  portion  of  the  proposed  report  submitted  by  the  Secretary,  reviewing 
the  experience,  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  War  Relief  Fund,  be  adopted.” 

It  was  then  moved  “That  further  consideration  of  the  subject  matter 
of  the  report  of  the  Commission  be  postponed  until  the  morning  session  of 
the  third  day,”  which  motion  prevailed. 

Recess  Ordered : 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Commission  take  recess  until  10 
o’clock  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  April  21. 

THIRD  DAY. 

The  Commission  reassembled  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  April  21, 
and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  all  members  being  present, 
as  under:

Special  Order: 

The  special  order — report  of  the  Commission — twice  deferred,  was  again 
taken  up  and  considered  at  length,  during  which  it  was  pointed  out  that 
certain  changes  or  amendments  should  very  properly  be  made  in  the  War 
Relief  statutes. 

It  was  moved  by  Supreme  Representative  Woodworth,  seconded  and 
carried,  “That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  such  proposed 
legislation  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Commission,”  whereupon  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  appointed  as  such  committee:  Tracy  R.  Bangs,  William 
Ladew  and  Fred  E.  Wheaton. 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  submitted  the  following  amendment  as  a 
substitute  for  the  present  section  76h,  supreme  statute: 

76h.  The  War  Relief  Fund  shall  be  used  for  the  financial  relief  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  order  whose  service  with  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  or  Canada,  or  their  allied  forces,  or  with  any  recognized  welfare  service 
units  actively  associated  with  such  forces,  has  resulted  in  necessity  for  assist¬ 
ance,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  families  or  dependents  of  such  members. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  proposed  substitute  for  section 
76h  be  referred  to  the  special  committee.” 

After  further  discussion  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  official  report  of 
the  Commission,  and  its  suggestions  and  recommendations,  the  appended 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That,  in  our  judgment,  based  upon  the  experiences  following 
all  wars,  applications  for  relief  are  liable  to  continue;  that  the  War  Relief 
Fund  should  be  kept  intact  for  the  purpose  of  affording  relief  as  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  statutes;  and  that  the  administration  of  the  Fund  be  continued 
under  the  charge  of  the  War  Relief  Commission. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  moved,  “That  the  Secretary  have 
made  a  sufficient  number  of  typewritten  copies  of  the  tentative  report  so 
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that  each  member  of  the  Commission  might  have  a  copy  this  day  at  4  o’clock 
p.  m.,”  which  motion  prevailed. 

Haverly  Defalcation: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  presented  a  verbal  report  of  his  official  actions 
in  connection  with  the  defalcation  of  Paul  J.  B.  Haverly,  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  of  Illinois,  whereupon  the  appended  resolution  was  offered: 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Chancellor  has  reported  to  the  War  Relief  Com¬ 
mission  the  data  and  facts  in  connection  with  the  defalcation  of  Paul  J.  B. 
Haverly,  former  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  Illinois,  in  the  matter 
of  the  War  Relief  Fund;  now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  connection  with 
the  said  Haverly  defalcation,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  approved  and  com¬ 
mended  by  the  War  Relief  Commission,  with  the  request  that  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  set  forth  the  facts  relating  to  said  defalcation  in  his  official  report 
to  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Thomas  J.  Carling,  P.  S.  C. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Recess: 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  “That  the  Commission  take  recess  until  4 
o’clock  p.  m.,  this  day.” 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Commission  reconvened  at  4  o’clock  p.  m.,  Wednesday,  April  21,  with 
all  members  present,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

Tentative  Report: 

The  Secretary  submitted  typewritten  copies  of  the  “tentative  report,” 
of  the  Commission,  furnishing  a  copy  to  each  member,  as  per  action  taken 
at  the  morning  session. 

Reports  from  Grand  Domains: 

Supreme  Representative  Woodworth  offered  the  appended  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be,  and  he  hereby 
is  directed,  to  communicate  with  the  grand  chancellor  and  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  of  each  grand  domain,  directing  them  to  forward  immediately 
to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and 
collections  made  on  account, of  the  War  Relief  Fund,  and  to  transmit  with 
such  statement  all  money  on  hand,  if  any,  belonging  to  this  Fund,  that  full 
credit  may  be  given  each  grand  domain  for  the  total  amount  contributed  to 
the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

Henry  Lemmermann,  P.  S.  R.: 

The  Secretary  offered  the  appended  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission  learns  with  gratifi¬ 
cation  that  Past  Supreme  Representative  Henry  Lemmermann,  of  New  York, 
on  the  19th  day  of  April,  1920,  attained  the  honorable  distinction  of  fifty 
years’  consecutive  membership  in  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  replete

Inaugurating  the  general  program  of  reception  and  entertain¬ 
ment  preliminary  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  thirty-first  regular 
convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  a  general  gathering  of  members 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  Supreme  Temple  Pythian  Sisters, 
visiting  Pythian  bodies,  local  members  of  the  order  and  their 
families  and  friends,  was  held  Monday  evening,  August  9th,  1920, 
at  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Rev.  Marion  D.  Shutter,  pastor. 

This  occasion  was  designed  to  commemorate  the  formal 
“welcome”  of  all  visiting  Pythian  bodies  and  members  of  their 
families,  by  the  State  of  Minnesota,  the  Twin  Cities,  and  the 
order  at  large  in  the  entertaining  grand  domain.  Holding  such

They  shall  be  nominated,  elected 
and  installed,  and  vacancies  in  office  shall  be  filled,  as  prescribed  by  Supreme 
law.  The  official  terms  of  such  officers  shall  continue  for  six  months  from 
the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July;  provided  that,  in  grand 
domains  in  which  grand  lodges  so  enact,  such  terms  shall  continue  for  twelve 
months  from  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year;  and  providing  that  grand 
lodges  may  enact  legislation  permitting  subordinate  lodges  having  annual 
election  of  officers  to  elect  officers  in  September  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  October  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and 
installed,  and  providing  also  for  the  time  of  nomination  and  installation  of 
such  officers.

!  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Judiciary  be  directed  to  draft  appropriate  legislation  to  the  end 
that  the  insurance  department  be  put  under  the  control  of  and  subject  to  the 
sole  management  of  the  members  of  said  department;  and  that  complete 
separation  and  divorcement  of  said  insurance  department  from  the  order 
Knights  of  Pythias  be  had  at  the  earliest  time,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall 
there  be  any  disposition  of  said  insurance  department  which  does  not  fully 
protect  each  and  every  certificate  holder  in  his  rights  as  fully  as  same  are  now 
protected,  either  by  reinsurance  in  some  reputable  established  company  or 
otherwise.

That  there  be  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  expense, 
to  every  candidate  satisfactorily  passing  such  examination  upon  the  rank 
of  knight,  a  certificate  of  proficiency,  the  contents  of  which  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  every  officer  elected  or  appointed  to  office 
in  any  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  required  to  be  the  holder  of  such  a  certificate 
before  assuming  his  office.  The  examination  provided  for  herein  must  be 
had  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  conferring  of  the  rank  upon  which 
the  examination  is  held.

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the 
Order: 

Document  18. 

A  proposition  to  Construct,  Establish  and  Maintain  a  Pythian  National  Tuberculosis  Sana¬ 
torium  and  to  Provide  Ways  and  Means  and  to  Appropriate  Money  Therefor. 

Whereas,  The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  for  more  than  a  half  century 
has  lived  to  bless  mankind.  It  has  survived  and  grown  and  matured  because 
it  was  built  upon  an  unmovable,  indestructible  and  imperishable  foundation 
— the  love  of  man  for  man.  Realizing  that  every  fraternal  institution,  if  it 
would  do  noble  things  and  not  dream  them  all  day  long,  must  keep  pace  with 
the  march  of  progress  and  become  a  creative  and  constructive  force  in  the 
world,  and  believing  that  the  time  has  come  when  this  order  should  begin 
the  erection  of  an  institution,  national  in  its  scope  and  reflective  of  the  ideals, 
the  hopes,  and  the  ambitions  or  service  of  those  who  have  voluntarily  banded 
themselves  together  to  help  the  needy,  to  assist  the  suffering,  to  visit  the 
sick,  to  bury  the  dead  and  to  care  for  the  widow  and  the  orphan ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

{a)  That  the  necessary  land  and  buildings  for  the  construction,  estab¬ 
lishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Pythian  National  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium 
shall  be  acquired  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  the  title  to  said  land  and 
buildings,  when  so  acquired,  to  be  vested  solely  and  absolutely  in  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias. 

(&)  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  Pythian 
National  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  which  shall  consist  of  five  past  grand  chan¬ 
cellors,  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  as 
ex-officio  members,  and  each  of  said  trustees  shall  be,  at  the  time  of  his  ap¬ 
pointment  and  during  his  period  of  service  on  such  board,  in  good  standing 
in  his  grand  and  subordinate  lodge,  and  said  board  shall,  when  organized, 
elect  one  of  their  members  president  and  one  of  their  members  as  secretary, 
and  said  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  at  the  sanatorium  quarterly  for  the 
transaction  of  business  pertaining  to  said  sanatorium,  or  oftener  as  the 
by-laws  of  said  board  may  require.  At  the  1920  convention  of  the  Supreme 
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Lodge,  there  shall  be  elected  two  members  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  serve 
for  two  years;  two  members  to  serve  for  four  years  and  one  member  to  serve 
for  six  years,  all  of  whose  terms  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
1920;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  each  member,  the  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  elect  his  successor  for  the  term  of  six  years.  All  vacancies  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  said  board,  when  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  not  in  session,  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  the  member  so  appointed  to 
serve  until  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

( c )  The  said  board  of  trustees  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  and 
it  shall  be  its  duty  to  locate,  establish  and  maintain  a  sanatorium  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  members  of  the  order  afflicted  with  tuberculosis 
and  it  shall  have  full  charge  and  complete  control  of  all  the  business  and 
affairs  of  said  institution  and  may  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
same,  subject  at  all  times  and  in  all  things  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  submit  semi-annual  reports  showing 
the  condition  of  said  institution,  which  said  reports  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  by  him  placed  before  the 
Supreme  Lodge  when  it  assembles  in  convention. 

( d )  Each  member  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  the  premium  for  said 
bond  to  be  paid  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

( e )  As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  organization  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
it  shall  receive  gifts  in  the  shape  of  personal  or  real  property,  which  from  time 
to  time  shall  come  to  it  from  subordinate  lodges,  grand  lodges  and  other 
sources,  which  fund  shall  be  forthwith  deposited  with  the  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer  and  shall  by  him  be  invested  in  United  States  Government, 
state,  county  or  municipal  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  permanent 
endowment  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institution;  provided,  however,  that 
only  the  interest  derived  from  such  investment  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  supporting  and  maintaining  such  institution  and  that  no  part  of  the  original 
endowment  fund  shall  be  so  used  without  the  sanction  and  authority  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge. 

(/)  For  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  locating  and  establishing  said  sana¬ 
torium  as  soon  as  practicable,  there  shall  be  and  there  hereby  is  appropriated 
from  the  general  fund  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  $25,000.00,  which  amount  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  said 
board  of  trustees  and  which  shall  be  refunded  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

( g )  There  shall  be,  and  there  hereby  is,  levied  a  per  capita  tax  of  five 
cents  per  annum  on  each  member  of  the  order  which  shall  be  collected  by  the 
respective  grand  lodges  and  which  shall  be  payable  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  that  the  general  tax  is  paid,  the  first 
payment  thereon  to  be  made  on  or  before  March  31,  1921,  or  at  such  time 
as  the  regular  semi-annual  payment  is  made  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The 
proceeds  of  said  tax  shall  be  kept  by  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  as  a 
separate  and  special  fund  to  be  known  as  “ The  Pythian  National  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium  Fund ”  and  shall  be  expended  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees 
in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  25  per  centum 
of  the  fund  derived  from  said  per  capita  tax  shall,  each  year,  be  paid  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  until  the  entire  sum  of  $25,000.00  shall  have  been  refunded 
to  said  body;  and  provided  further,  that  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  endowment 
shall  have  been  created,  the  interest  on  which  can  be  relied  upon  to  support 
and  maintain  said  institution,  then  and  in  that  event,  the  per  capita  tax 
herein  mentioned  shall  be  repealed. 

( h )  Meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  in 
Hi] 
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such  places  as  shall  be  determined  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
said  board,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  concurring.  The  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  receive  the  mileage  and  per  diem,  while  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  received  by  Supreme  Representatives.  But  no  meeting  of  any  kind 
shall  be  held  and  no  expense  of  any  kind  shall  be  incurred  by  such  board  of 
trustees  or  by  any  member  thereof,  unless  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members, 
and  said  trustees  shall  attend  and  make  a  full  and  complete  report  of  the 
conduct  of  the  institution  and  the  disbursements  of  the  funds  in  connection 
therewith,  at  each  regular  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

( 1 )  In  the  event  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  not  in  session,  and  any 
matter  of  such  importance  in  connection  with  the  construction,  establishment

At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days,  if  the  amount  of  said  dues, 
fines  and  assessments  is  unpaid,  the  name  of  and  the  amount  due  by  the  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge  and  the  chancellor  commander  shall  thereupon 
order  the  name  of  the  member  to  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  delinquent  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  lodge.  A  member  whose  name  is  on  the  delinquent  list  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  those  of  holding  office  and 
receiving  financial  benefits. 

229b.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  to  the  member  in  arrears  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Dear  Brother . . . 

It  is  my  duty  to  notify  you  that  you  are  indebted  to . 

Lodge  No . Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  sum  of  $ .  and  that  unless  said 

amount  or  a  portion  thereof  is  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  this  notice,  your 
name  and  the  amount  due  by  you  will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  you  will  then  be  listed  as  a 
delinquent  member.  Probably  pressure  of  business  affairs  has  caused  you  to  neglect  this 
important  matter  and  now  having  your  attention  directed  to  it,  I  am  sure  you  will  give  it  your 

immediate  attention.  Be  sure  to  attend  the  next  convention  of  your  lodge  on  the . 

day  of .  Your  brothers  will  extend  you  a  hearty  welcome.

229c.  When  a  member’s  name  shall  have  remained  upon  the  list  of 
delinquent  members  for  a  period  of  eleven  months,  the  master  of  finance  of 
the  lodge  shall  send  a  letter  by  registered  mail  to  the  delinquent  member  at 
his  last  known  address,  notifying  him  of  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to 
the  lodge,  including  that  for  the  current  year,  and,  that  if  the  same  be  not 
paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  notice,  his  name  and  the  amount 
of  his  indebtedness  will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  his  name  placed  upon  the 
list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge.  At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days, 
if  the  amount  of  said  dues,  fines  and  assessments  is  unpaid,  the  name  of  and 
the  amount  due  by  the  member  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  the  chancellor 
commander  shall  thereupon  order  the  name  of  the  member  to  be  placed  upon 
the  list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge. 

A  member  whose  name  is  on  the  inactive  list  of  his  lodge  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  those  of  holding  office,  voting  and 
receiving  financial  benefits. 

229d.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  by  the  master  of  finance  shall  be  as 
follows:

It  is  my  duty  to  notify  you  that  you  are  indebted  to . Lodge  No. 

. Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  sum  of  $ . and  unless  the  same  is  paid  within 

thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  this  notice,  your  name  and  the  amount  of  your  indebtedness 
will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  after  which  your  name  will  be  transferred  from  the  list  of  delinquent 
members  to  the  list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge.  Surely,  my  brother,  you  have  not  given 
this  subject  the  consideration  that  its  importance  deserves  or  you  could  not  be  unmindful 
of  the  solemn  obligation  that  you  took  upon  yourself  when  you  were  made  a  Knight  of  Pythias 
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wherein  you  swore  that  you  would  pay  your  full  indebtedness  to  the  lodge.  If  your  failure 
to  pay  has  not  been  willful  and  has  been  caused  by  financial  inability,  come  to  the  next  con¬ 
vention  of  your  lodge,  make  that  fact  known  to  your  brothers  and  see  how  quick  they  will  be 
to  exhibit  their  friendship  for  you  by  cancelling  your  indebtedness  to  the  lodge.  Do  not  lay 
this  notice  aside  but  at  once  send  a  check  for  your  indebtedness.  You  may  have  forgotten 
your  brothers  but  they  have  not  forgotten  you  and  they  will  be  happy  to  see  you  at  the  next 

convention  of  the  lodge  which  will  be  held  on  the . day  of .

229e.  When  a  member’s  name  shall  have  remained  upon  the  list  of 
inactive  members  for  a  period  of  eleven  months,  the  master  of  finance  of  the 
lodge  shall  send  a  letter  by  registered  mail  to  the  inactive  member  at  his  last 
known  address,  notifying  him  of  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge, 
including  that  for  the  current  year,  and,  that  if  the  same  be  not  paid  within 
thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  notice,  the  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming 
a  Pythian  Knight  will  be  filed  against  him,  and,  after  due  trial  thereon,  if 
found  guilty,  he  will  be  expelled  from  the  order. 

229f.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  by  the  master  of  finance  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Dear  Brother . 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  notify  you  for  the  last  time  that  you  are  indebted  to .  . . 

Lodge  No . Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  sum  of  $ .  In  your  application  for  mem¬ 

bership  in  the  order,  you  promised  to  abide  by  its  laws,  rules  and  regulations.  When  you  took 
upon  yourself  the  vows  of  knighthood,  you  solemnly  promised  in  the  presence  of  God  and 
your  brothers,  among  other  things,  that  you  would  pay  your  dues  to  the  lodge.  That  part 
of  your  obligation  is  as  binding  as  any  other  part.  Surely  you  are  unwilling  to  have  your 
friends  and  brothers  look  upon  you  as  a  promise  breaker  and  oath  violator.  The  amount  of 
your  arrearages  to  the  lodge  constitutes  a  debt  for  which  the  lodge  can  sue  you  in  a  court  of 
law.  Your  fellow  members  are  so  averse  to  severing  the  fraternal  ties  that  bind  you  to  them 
that  they  have  determined  to  give  you  one  more  opportunity  to  do  your  duty  as  a  man  and 

Pythian.  At  the  regular  convention  of  the  lodge  to  be  held  on  the . day  df 

.  your  name  and  the  amount  of  your  indebtedness  to  the 

lodge  will  be  read,  and  unless  such  indebtedness  is  then  and  there  paid,  charges  will  be 
filed  against  you  upon  which  you  will  be  tried  after  due  notice,  and  you  will  be  ignominiously 
expelled  from  the  lodge  and  the  order.  You  are  again  admonished  that  if  your  default  is  coused 
by  financial  distress  and  you  will  show  your  confidence  in  your  brothers  by  coming  to  the 
convention  of  the  lodge  and  making  that  fact  known  you  will  find  that  they  will  be  more  willing 
to  afford  you  relief  than  you  are  to  ask  it.  If,  however,  you  are  determined  to  remain  untrue 
to  your  Pythian  obligation  the  law  will  be  enforced  and  you  will  be  declared  to  be  a  person 
who  is  not  worthy  to  bear  the  name  of  Pythian  Knight.

229g.  When  the  name  of  a  member  shall  have  remained  on  the  list  of 
inactive  members  of  the  lodge  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  at  the  first 
regular  convention  of  the  lodge  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  master 
of  finance  shall  read  in  open  lodge  the  name  and  amount  of  indebtedness  of 
such  member  together  with  the  last  notice  sent  to  the  member  as  provided  in 
section  229f,  and,  unless  such  indebtedness  is  then  and  there  paid,  or  the  same 
be  remitted  or  cancelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  the 
chancellor  commander  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  filed  against  the  inactive 
member  charges  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  upon  the  member 
either  in  person  or  by  registered  mail  at  least  ten  days  before  trial.  The  trial 
shall  be  conducted  as  provided  in  chapter  iv,  section  284  of  the  Supreme  stat¬ 
utes  with  the  exception  that  in  the  event  that  the  charges  are  sustained  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  the  offending  member  shall  be 
declared  expelled  from  the  lodge  and  the  order. 

229h.  A  subordinate  lodge  shall  have  the  right  to  bring  suit  in  civil 
courts  for  all  indebtedness  due  it  by  an  expelled  member,  and  such  suit  may 
be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  to  be  used 
and  for  the  benefit  of  said  subordinate  lodge. 

229i.  The  chancellor  commander  of  every  subordinate  lodge  shall, 
immediately  after  his  installation,  appoint  three  active  members  of  the  lodge 
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to  serve  during  his  term  of  office,  who  shall  constitute  the  committee  on 
delinquent  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  personally  interview  each 
member  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  delinquent  members  of  the  lodge  and 
endeavor  to  persuade  such  member  to  pay  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge.  At 
the  same  time  and  in  like  manner,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  appoint 
three  active  members  of  the  lodge  to  serve  during  his  term  of  office,  who  shall 
constitute  the  committee  on  inactive  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
personally  interview  each  member  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  inactive 
members  of  the  lodge,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  him  to  pay  his  indebtedness 
to  the  lodge.  The  committees  so  appointed  shall  make  their  reports  at  each 
regular  convention  of  the  lodge. 

229 j.  No  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  chargeable  with  or  required  to  pay 
either  to  the  grand  lodge  or  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  per  capita  tax  upon  a 
member  of  the  lodge  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  inactive  members. 

229k.  All  moneys  recovered  or  received  from  delinquent,  inactive  or 
expelled  members  by  reason  of  arrearages  shall  be  turned  into  the  exchequer 
of  the  lodge  and  become  the  property  of  the  lodge.

FLAG  CEREMONY. 

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 

Document  23. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  ii,  division  iii,  chapter  i,  section  180,  paragraph  “a,”  of  the 

Supreme  statutes,  entitled  “Warrants  and  Charters.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  part  ii,  divi¬ 
sion  iii,  chapter  i,  section  180,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(a)  At  the  opening  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  immediately  after  the  altar 
has  been  arranged,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  instruct  the  master  at 
arms  as  follows:  “ Master  at  arms,  you  will  retire  to  the  ante-room  and 
bring  in  the  flag  of  our  country.” 

The  master  at  arms  then  retires  to  the  ante-room  where  he  will  procure 
the  flag,  previously  prepared  on  a  staff,  bringing  it  unfurled  into  the  castle 
hall.  The  master  at  arms  will  advance  to  the  center  of  the  castle  hall  in 
front  of  the  altar,  facing  the  chancellor  commander. 

The  chancellor  commander  will  then  command  “Attention!  join  me  in 
saluting  the  Flag  of  our  country.”  All  members  will  then  salute  the  Flag 
in  unison  with  the  chancellor  commander  (using  the  right  hand  military 
salute),  at  the  same  time  exclaiming;  “ Forever  may  it  wave." 

The  master  at  arms  will  then  place  the  Flag  at  the  right  of  the  station 
of  the  chancellor  commander,  in  a  socket  prepared  for  it,  where  it  will  remain 
throughout  the  session. 

At  the  closing  of  the  lodge,  immediately  before  the  collection  of  the 
rituals  and  jewels,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  say,  “Master  at  arms, 
return  the  Flag  of  our  Country  to  its  resting  place.”  The  master  at  arms 
with  the  Flag  will  assume  the  same  position  in  front  of  the  altar  as  in  the 
opening  ceremonies  and  the  salute  to  the  Flag  will  be  given  in  the  same 
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manner  and  form  as  in  the  opening  ceremonies.  The  salute  having  been 
given,  the  master  at  arms  will  then  return  the  Flag  to  the  property  room. 

1.  The  Flag  ceremony  as  incorporated  into  the  official  opening  and 
closing  ceremonies,  is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to 
our  country  and  will  be  conducted  with  deference  and  dignity. 

2.  If  possible  the  national  anthem  will  be  played  when  the  master  at 
arms  enters  or  retires  with  the  Flag. 

3.  The  chancellor  commander,  before  ordering  the  master  at  arms  to 
bring  in  or  return  the  Flag,  may  appoint  two  members  to  act  as  a  color  guard 
to  escort  the  Flag  to  and  from  the  castle-hall.  This  guard  shall  walk  one  on 
each  side  of  the  master  at  arms,  armed  with  a  drawn  sword  at  carry.  At  the 
command  “Attention”  by  the  chancellor  commander,  the  color  guard  will 
bring  their  swords  to  present,  as  for  non-commissioned  officers,  (raise  and 
carry  the  sword  to  the  front,  base  of  the  hilt  as  high  as  the  chin  and  6  inches 
in  front  of  the  neck,  edge  to  the  left,  point  6  inches  farther  to  the  front  than 
the  hilt,  thumb  extended  on  left  of  the  grip,  all  fingers  grasping  the  grip). 
As  soon  as  the  salute  has  been  given  by  the  members,  the  guard  will  bring 
their  swords  to  carry. 

4.  The  Flag  ceremony  will  be  used  at  all  open  or  public  sessions  held 
by  a  subordinate  lodge. 

5.  The  Flag  ceremony  at  the  closing  of  a  lodge  may  be  omitted  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  chancellor  commander.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  chapter  vi, 
part  ii,  division  iii,  Supreme  statutes,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  amended  as 
follows: 

1.  That  section  230  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

230.  When  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  has  been  suspended  there¬ 
from  and  from  the  order  for  non-payment  of  dues,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
chancellor  commander,  attested  by  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  forthwith 
to  notify  such  member  of  the  fact  of  his  suspension,  under  seal  of  the  lodge, 
with  information  as  to  how  he  may  be  reinstated  and  reaffiliate  with  the  order. 
Said  notice  of  suspension  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  and  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  order. 

2.  That  section  230a  and  section  232  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  re¬ 
pealed.

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 

Document  26. 

A  proposition  to  amend  chapter  x,  part  ii,  division  iii,  of  the  Supreme  statutes: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  chapter  x, 
part  ii,  division  iii,  Supreme  statutes,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 


CHAPTER  X. 

MEMBERSHIP  CARD. 

247.  It  hereby  is  made  the  duty  of  each  subordinate  lodge  to  prepare 
on  behalf  of  each  member  a  membership  card  containing  typewritten  informa¬ 
tion  showing  the  date  and  manner  in  which  membership  was  attained  in  the 
lodge,  said  card  to  show  the  membership  record  of  the  member,  the  dates 
when  the  ranks  of  knighthood  were  conferred,  with  information  and  dates 
relative  to  his  suspension,  reinstatement,  or  transfer  to  the  lodge,  also  the 
personal  record  of  the  member  showing  the  place  and  date  of  birth,  occupa¬ 
tion,  business  and  residence  address,  and  the  country  of  which  he  is  a  citizen. 
Said  membership  card  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  shall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  order.  Each  subordinate  lodge  shall  carefully  pre¬ 
serve  such  membership  cards  in  an  envelope  or  jacket,  alphabetically  ar¬ 
ranged,  in  an  appropriate  filing  case  or  other  depository,  and  shall  also  main¬ 
tain  and  preserve  a  complete  book  record  of  each  member  containing  the 
same  membership  and  personal  data  as  herein  stated. 

248.  Whenever  the  ranks  of  knighthood  shall  have  been  conferred  upon 
an  applicant,  his  membership  card  shall  immediately  be  filled  out  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section  and  filed  with  other  membership  cards. 
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249.  It  is  the  declared  purpose  of  this  section  and  chapter  that  there 
shall  be  provided  and  carefully  maintained  at  all  times,  a  correct  membership 
card  for  each  member  of  the  lodge  and  of  the  order,  to  the  end  that  there  shall 
be  a  permanent  certificate  and  record  of  membership,  by  a  membership  card, 
readily  available  for  reference  and  use  as  occasion  may  require,  and  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  completeness  of  the  record  of  membership,  the  transfer  of  member¬ 
ship,  and  other  changes  in  membership  status,  as  same  may  occur. 

250.  The  membership  card  for  each  member  of  the  order  shall  at  all 
times  remain  in  the  custody  and  keeping  of  the  subordinate  lodge  in  which 
the  member  holds  membership,  save  and  except  that  upon  his  voluntary 
retirement  or  withdrawal  from  the  order,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his 
membership  card,  properly  certified  as  to  his  withdrawal. 

251.  Whenever  a  member  of  the  order  desires  to  transfer  his  member¬ 
ship  to  another  lodge,  he  shall  make  application  to  said  lodge,  which  applica¬ 
tion  shall  be  investigated  by  the  lodge  to  which  he  applies,  and  if  the  applicant 
be  elected  to  membership,  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  shall  immediately 
communicate  with  the  lodge  in  which  the  applicant  holds  membership,  and 
request  that  the  applicant’s  membership  card  be  forwarded.  The  lodge 
receiving  such  request  shall,  if  the  applicant  is  not  under  charges,  immediately 
forward  the  membership  card  by  registered  mail  to  the  keeper  of  records  and 
seal  making  the  request,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  applicant’s  account 
with  the  lodge  as  of  the  date  when  the  request  for  membership  card  was  made. 
Any  indebtedness  of  the  applicant  to  the  lodge  issuing  the  membership  card 
shall  be  collected  by  the  requesting  lodge  and  immediately  remitted  to  the  lodge 
from  which  the  applicant  transfers.  The  applicant’s  membership  in  the 
lodge  issuing  the  card  shall  terminate  on  the  date  when  the  card  was  requested 
and  shall  commence  on  the  same  date  in  the  lodge  making  the  request. 
There  shall  be  no  fee  required  for  the  issuance  of  a  membership  card. 

252.  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  a  subordinate  lodge,  who  may 
desire  to  withdraw  from,  membership  in  the  lodge  and  in  the  order  may 
communicate  in  writing  over  his  own  signature  and  so  advise  the  lodge  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  His  communication  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  full 
amount  of  his  arrearages,  if  any,  to  the  lodge,  as  of  the  date  of  his  communi¬ 
cation,  and  his  request  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge.  If  he  is  not  under  charges, 
the  chancellor  commander  shall  order  the  request  granted,  and  immediately 
instruct  the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to  personally  deliver  to  the  applicant 
his  membership  card,  or  forward  same  by  registered  mail,  as  the  case  may  be. 
A  member  who  shall  have  thus  permanently  withdrawn  from  the  order  shall 
be  considered  an  ex-member,  and  shall  have  no  claim  whatsoever  upon  the 
lodge  or  the  order  for  any  Pythian  right  or  privilege,  but  he  may  at  any  time 
apply  for  membership  in  any  lodge,  and  when  so  doing  his  membership  card 
shall  accompany  his  application.  Upon  his  election  to  membership,  his 
membership  card  shall  contain  an  entry  of  such  election  and  immediately  be 
filed  with  the  membership  cards  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  applies,  and  a  record 
of  his  election  made  upon  the  books  of  the  lodge.  If  his  application  be  re¬ 
jected,  his  membership  card  shall  be  returned  to  him.  The  fee  for  member¬ 
ship  by  deposit  of  a  membership  card  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  lodge  to  which  he  applies,  such  fee  to  accompany  the  application.  Should 
the  holder  of  a  membership  card,  having  withdrawn  from  the  order  as  herein 
provided,  commit  an  offense  against  the  order  while  in  possession  of  such 
card,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  as  though  the  card  had  not  been  issued, 
and  upon  conviction  of  the  offense,  the  card  shall  be  annulled  and  revoked, 
and  the  holder  so  notified.  Should  a  membership  card,  issued  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  be  lost,  destroyed,  mutilated  or  defaced, 
the  lodge  of  issue,  upon  request,  shall  prepare  and  deliver  a  duplicate  card  to 
such  member,  provided  that  a  mutilated  or  defaced  card  shall  be  returned  to 
the  lodge  by  the  applicant  when  he  makes  request  for  a  duplicate  card. 
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253.  Whenever  a  member  shall  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment 
of  arrearages,  this  fact  shall  be  entered  of  record  on  the  books  of  the  lodge 
and  also  upon  his  membership  card.  The  card  shall  be  retained  permanently 
by  the  lodge,  and  may  be  revived  by  his  reinstatement,  either  for  renewing 
and  continuing  active  membership  in  the  lodge,  or  for  the  purpose  of  transfer 
to  another  lodge,  or  for  voluntary  withdrawal  from  the  order,  as  the  case 
may  be.  A  suspended,  member  desiring  to  be  restored  to  active  membership 
may  apply  to  the  lodge  by  which  he  was  suspended,  accompanying  his  appli¬ 
cation  by  the  full  amount  of  his  arrearages  to  the  lodge  at  the  time  of  his 
suspension,  or  such  other  amount  as  shall  be  required  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
lodge  at  time  he  makes  application.  He  may  apply  for  reinstatement  to  any 
lodge,  should  it  be  his  desire  if  reinstated  to  transfer  to  said  lodge,  whereupon 
the  lodge  to  which  he  applies  shall  take  the  same  procedure  in  securing  his 
reinstatement  and  transfer  as  is  defined  in  section  251  of  this  chapter.  It  is 
the  declared  intent  and  purpose  of  this  section  that  no  suspended  member  of 
the  order  may  be  reinstated  except  by  action  of  the  lodge  by  which  he  was 
suspended. 

254.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member  of  any  lodge  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to  enter  that  fact  of  record  on  the  books  of  the 
lodge  and  also  upon  the  membership  card  of  said  deceased  member.  The 
lodge  shall  permanently  file  such  card  in  the  archives  of  deceased  members. 

255.  Whenever  two  or  more  subordinate  lodges  shall  consolidate,  the 
membership  cards  of  the  members  of  the  consolidating  lodges  shall  revert 
to  and  become  the  property  of  the  consolidated  lodge,  which  lodge  shall 
cause  the  membership  card  of  each  member  of  the  lodge,  or  lodges,  consolidat¬ 
ing,  to  bear  evidence  of  the  acquirement  of  such  membership  by  consolidation, 
by  proper  entry  on  the  filing  form  of  the  membership  card  and  also  upon  the 
books  of  the  lodge. 

256.  Whenever  a  lodge  becomes  defunct,  the  membership  cards  of  the 
members  of  such  lodge  immediately  revert  to  and  become  the  property  of  the 
grand  lodge  (or  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  the  case  may  be),  and  shall  be  de¬ 
livered  to  the  grand  lodge  (or  Supreme  Lodge),  together  with  the  books  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  defunct  lodge.  In  grand  domains  where 
provision  is  made  for  “state”  or  “home”  lodges,  the  membership  cards  of  the 
defunct  lodge  shall  be  filed  with  the  enrolled  members  of  said  “state”  or 
“home”  lodge,  as  the  statutes  of  the  grand  lodge  may  provide.  If  no  such 
provision  is  required  by  the  grand  lodge,  then  the  membership  cards  of  the 
defunct  lodge  shall  be  carefully  preserved  by  the  grand  lodge  for  subsequent 
use  as  occasion  may  require,  such  as  the  restoration  of  the  charter  of  the 
defunct  lodge,  or  for  transfer  of  membership  to  some  other  subordinate  lodge. 
A  member  of  a  defunct  lodge  who  shall  desire  to  renew  active  membership 
in  the  order,  by  affiliation  with  another  lodge,  may  apply  to  any  subordinate 
lodge  for  membership  therein,  and  said  lodge  shall  immediately  communicate 
with  the  grand  lodge  of  the  domain  wherein  his  defunct  lodge  was  located, 
and  procure  his  membership  card.  His  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 
such  amount  as  the  grand  lodge  may  require  in  order  to  place  him  in  good 
standing  where  he  would  be  entitled  to  active  reaffiliation;  provided,  that 
there  shall  be  no  fee  for  the  issuance  of  the  card. 

257.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  declaring  the  use  of  the  “member¬ 
ship  card”  contemplates  the  enrollment  of  all  members  of  the  order  by  mem¬ 
bership  cards,  as  per  the  actual  membership  gf  each  subordinate  lodge  at  the 
time  this  statute  takes  effect. 

258.  On  the  back  of  each  membership  card  there  shall  be  provided 
filing  forms  sufficient  in  number  to  show  the  owner’s  membership  record  in 
at  least  five  subordinate  lodges.  The  membership  card  cannot  certify  to  the 
attainment  of  the  honors  of  the  order.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  order 
shall  transfer  his  membership  to  a  domain  other  than  the  one  wherein  he 
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attained  the  honors,  before  he  can  be  enrolled  as  of  such  honor  in  the  domain 
to  which  he  transfers,  he  must  procure  through  the  grand  lodge,  or  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  certificate  of  honor  certifying  to  such  attainment. 

259.  A  former  member  of  the  order  in  possession  of  a  withdrawal  card, 
suspension  certificate,  grand  lodge  card,  or  Supreme  Lodge  card,  may  regain 
active  membership  by  making  application  therefor  to  any  lodge,  accompany¬ 
ing  his  application  with  such  card  or  certificate  (and  such  fee  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  lodge  may  require)  and  upon  election  to  membership  the  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  will  at  once  make  out  and  file  his  membership  card. 

260.  All  statutes,  or  parts  of  statutes,  in  anywise  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  are  hereby  repealed.  This  chapter  and  the  sections 
thereof,  viz:  247  to  260,  both  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  January  1,  1921.

50-YEAR  VETERAN  JEWEL. 

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the 
Order : 

Document  27. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  ii,  division  vi,  chapter  i,  section  387,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 

entitled,  “Jewels.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  part  ii,  divi¬ 
sion  vi,  chapter  i,  section  387,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  paragraph  to  be  known  as  para¬ 
graph  “d,”  to  read  as  follows: 

( d )  Any  person  who  has  for  fifty  years  been  continuously  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  one  or  more  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Fifty- 
Year  Veteran  Jewel,  which  jewel  shall  be  of  the  following  design:  Top  bar 
similar  to  the  regulation  bar  on  the  standard  veteran  jewel,  with  raised 
figures  on  each  side  of  the  Bible  to  show  the  year  of  initiation  of  the  wearer  and 
the  year  when  he  completed  fifty  years’  membership;  purple  ribbon  three- 
quarters  inch  in  width  and  same  length,  narrowed  at  the  bottom,  with  a 
half-globe  suspended  by  two  chains  from  top  bar  to  center  of  ribbon;  link  in 
lower  end  of  ribbon,  with  veteran  jewel  as  a  pendant,  the  cross  plate  on  the 
jewel  to  have  the  figures  “50”  in  raised  gold  in  the  center,  and  the  letters 
“K”  and  “P”  to  show  at  ends  of  the  plate;  the  lower  portion  of  the  jewel 
shall  carry  the  official  design  of  the  Pythian  triangle.  The  jewel  shall  be  made 
of  14-karat  gold  throughout,  engraved  on  the  back,  furnished  with  a  case, 
and  each  jewel  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  furnished.  Appli¬ 
cation  for  a  Fifty-Year  Veteran  Jewel  shall  be  made  to  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  each  jewel  issued,  the  name 
of  the  party  to  whom  issued,  the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  publish  list  of  said 
names  in  each  succeeding  official  record  of  the  book  of  proceedings  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.

The  roll  of  grand  domains  was  ordered  and  called,  for  the 
introduction  of  proposed  legislation  and  other  new  business. 

PYTHIAN  EXPANSION. 

The  appended  communication  and  resolution  was  offered 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

Document  31. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

The  time  has  arrived  in  the  history  of  our  order  to  meet  the  conditions 
confronting  us  at  the  present  time  for  greater  Pythian  activities.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  in  his  report  to  this  convention  says,  “In  the  new  era  in  the  world’s 
work  we  shall  explore  new  fields  of  endeavor  and  expand  in  our  benefactions 
to  mankind.  To  do  all  of  this  the  order  need  neither  become  speculative 
nor  spectacular,  nor  be  wafted  into  unknown  seas  on  a  wave  of  sentimentality 
or  inexperienced  suggestion.”  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
in  his  report  to  this  convention  says,  “During  the  past  several  years  much 
concern  has  been  given  to  the  thought  and  necessity  that  Pythian  Knighthood 
engage  in  larger  things,  greater  movements,  and  more  constructive  and  pro¬ 
gressive  developments  than  has  been  its  wont  during  earlier  periods.  Fra¬ 
ternity  is  a  tremendous  factor  in  the  vital  affairs  of  civilization  but  in  its  age¬ 
long  career  it  has  principally  confined  its  activities  within  itself  without 
broadening  out  upon  the  larger  field  of  practical,  human  service.  Not  in  all 
the  realm  of  modern  fraternities  does  there  exist  a  better  forum  for  larger 
activities  than  is  comprehended  and  embraced  within  this  order,  this  great 
American  fraternity,  modernly  constructed,  mammoth  in  membership  and 
superlative  in  design.  Its  tremendous  forces  need  co-ordination  and  cohesion 
in  a  greater,  larger  and  wider  emphasis  of  that  character  of  real  service  which 
the  world  may  rightfully  expect  from  an  institution  that  is  designed  to  com¬ 
prehend  the  greatest  measure  of  welfare  for  all  mankind.  The  time  for  action 
is  here." 

The  first  step  on  the  program  of  this  Pythian  expansion,  forward  or 
constructive  movement  is  a  survey  of  the  entire  field,  to  know  our  task,  then 
to  systematize  the  work  and  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the  whole  Pythian 
fraternity  in  the  execution  of  the  plan,  through  field  deputies  or  emissaries. 
A  Pythian  commission,  either  elective  or  appointive,  should  make  this  survey, 
furnish  the  names  and  addresses,  arranged  in  groups,  of  every  male  person 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  50  years.  Then  a  mighty  campaign  should  be 
inaugurated  and  the  whole  Pythian  army  should  be  marshalled  to  help 
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fashion  our  fraternity  for  the  great  world  task  of  humanizing  and  Americaniz¬ 
ing  all  those  worthy  to  be  affiliated  with  us  in  an  order  whose  mission  is  as 
broad  as  humanity  itself  and  whose  purpose  is  the  final  brotherhood  of  all 
mankind. 

The  greatest  war  of  the  ages  is  over.  Out  of  the  sacrifices  made  and  the 
blood  shed  for  a  safe  world  to  live  in,  we  look  out  on  chaos,  disorder,  strife  and 
bitterness,  a  torn  and  embittered  world.  There  are  growing  misunderstand¬ 
ings  and  antagonisms  and  a  great  rent  between  classes  of  society  which  are 
arrayed  against  each  other.  We  see  an  impoverished  and  overburdened 
world.  The  late  struggle  cost  the  nations  more  than  three  hundred  billions 
of  dollars.  Your  backs  and  the  backs  of  innocent  generations  yet  unborn  will 
be  bent  1  ow  with  this  almost  incalculable  load.  We  see  a  suffering  and  sorrow¬ 
ing  world.  Eleven  million  graves  meet  our  view.  What  an  awful  cost! 
The  vacant  chair  always  to  remain  vacant.  We  see  the  awful  tragedy  of 
millions  of  men,  women  and  children  fade  away  in  physical  suffering  and 
death.  We  see  a  confused  and  bewildered  world.  Not  a  few  people  are 
inquiring  the  “way  out.”  What  were  called  sure  foundations  yesterday  are 
shifting  sands  today.  What  we  called  pillars  of  civilization  yesterday  are 
crumpled  into  dust  today.  A  mighty  serious  time  and  all  must  admit  the 
confusion. 

If  our  country  is  to  be  saved  for  true  democracy,  civic  righteousness  and 
humanity,  it  must  depend  on  its  schools,  churches  and  fraternal  societies. 
As  an  order  we  are  looking  out  into  a  new  day  of  unprecedented  opportunity. 
A  day  of  big  construction.  Will  we  widely  swing  open  our  doors  to  a  friendly, 
constructive,  imperative  ministry  to  all  mankind?  If  we  do  it  now  we  will 
call  to  the  Pythian  colors  millions  of  men  now  strangers  to  the  art  of  brother¬ 
hood.  In  the  midst  of  social  and  industrial  unrest,  sadness  and  sorrow,  we 
will  make  Pythian  or  brotherly  love  the  ruling  passion  in  every  man’s  life. 

This  movement  invites  a  supreme  devotion  of  thought,  time,  money, 
service  and  sacrifice,  but  only  by  wise  and  aggressive  action  can  we  help  solve 
successfully  the  most  difficult  problems  of  human  relationships.  The  “great 
white  ways”  of  the  city  will  become  Pythian  highways,  crowned  with  the 
blessings  of  knighthood.  The  rural  fields  will  blossom  with  the  fragrance 
of  flowers  of  love  and  all  paths  will  be  strewn  with.  Pythian  gems.  Will  we 
do  something  vastly  greater  and  better  than  anything  ever  heretofore  at¬ 
tempted  in  our  history?  Will  we  gird  ourselves,  mass  our  forces,  stabilize 
and  energize  for  the  country’s  redemption  from  unselfishness  and  bitterness? 
Will  we  help  to  put  the  world  on  its  feet  again  through  patriotic  service  and 
brotherly  co-operation?  Will  we  accomplish  our  mission? 

Therefore ,  he  it  resolved ,  First,  that  we  make  a  scientific  survey  of  the 
whole  Pythian  world. 

Second,  that  in  the  light  of  the  facts  of  the  survey  to  build  a  Pythian 
program  that  will  command  the  sacrificial  loyalty  of  every  Pythian  Knight. 

Third,  to  discover  unlodged  acres  and  groups  and  institute  subordinate 
lodges  within  such  territory. 

Fourth ,  to  secure  the  name,  age  and  address  of  every  male  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  50  years  in  every  domain  and  through  paid  field  deputies  and 
the  co-operation  of  all  Pythian  agencies  secure  their  application  for  member¬ 
ship  into  the  order. 

Fifth,  to  state  an  adequate  program  to  meet  the  needs  discovered  in  the 
survey,  which  program  may  be  budgeted  in  terms  or  policies  involved,  leader¬ 
ship,  field  deputies  and  money  required. 

Sixth,  to  discover  and  plan  to  eliminate  the  waste  of  overlapping  lodges 
and  Pythian  competitive  enterprises,  thus  planning  for  the  most  economical 
as  well  as  most  efficient  distribution  of  Pythian  forces. 
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Seventh,  to  cover  all  territory,  both  city  and  country,  and  associate  for 
Pythian  purposes  the  peoples  who  have  a  common  social  and  industrial  as 
well  as  a  civic  life. 

Eighth,  in  the  light  of  the  facts  discovered  by  the  survey  and  the  study 
of  the  program  arranged  to  rise  in  our  might  to  the  greatness  of  the  moment, 
so  that  co-operation  will  take  the  place  of  competition,  generosity  of  greed; 
justice  of  oppression  and  brotherhood  of  class  hatred;  operate  and  foster  a  new 
fellowship  among  men  who  are  now  strangers  to  our  Pythian  humanity, 
rendering  an  imperishable  service  to  the  individual,  the  home,  the  state  and 
the  nation. 

Ninth,  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  appoint  a  commission  of  five  Supreme 
Representatives  to  be  selected  from  different  sections  of  the  Supreme  Domain, 
to  be  allowed  the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  as  the  representatives  of  this 
convention.  That  said  commission  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
select  field  deputies  and  devise  ways  and  means  and  the  manner  of  making 
the  foregoing  resolutions  and  survey  effective  at  once.  That  the  retiring 
Supreme  Chancellor  be  a  member  of  said  commission,  and  that  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  this  commission.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  article  xi, 
section  2,  of  the  Supreme  constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  words  “past  chancellors”  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  “But  any  member  in  good  standing 
may  be  admitted  as  a  visitor  at  any  session  of  the  grand  lodge”  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  The  grand  lodge  shall  be  composed  only  of  past  chancellors, 
but  any  member  in  good  standing  may  be  admitted  as  a  visitor  at  any  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  grand  lodge.

A  proposition  to  amend  article  xii,  section  8,  of  the  Supreme  constitution. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  article  xii, 
section  8,  of  the  Supreme  constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended, 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  8.  No  subordinate  lodge  may  provide  for  the  arbitrary  and  com¬ 
pulsory  payment  of  sick  or  funeral  benefits  in  any  stipulated  amount;  but 
any  lodge  may  by  two-thirds  vote  order  the  payment  of  such  adequate 
amounts  in  individual  cases  as  may  be  commensurate  with  the  member’s 
needs  and  the  lodge’s  financial  ability.

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 

Document  34. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  ii,  division  iii,  chapter  i,  section  180(a)  of  the  Supreme  statutes  s 

entitled,  “Warrants  and  Charters.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  part  ii,  divi¬ 
sion  iii,  chapter  i,  section  180(a)  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended,  by  striking  out  the  following  words  beginning  in  the 
seventh  line,  “The  chancellor  commander  will  then  call  the  members  to  their 
feet.”  Be  it  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  following  words  beginning 
in  the  ninth  line  “at  the  same  time  exclaiming,  ‘Long  may  it  wave.’  ”  Be  it 
further  amended  that  at  the  end  of  section  180(a)  there  be  added  the  following 
words,  “That  the  salute  given  the  flag  be  the  military  salute  of  the  country 
in  which  the  lodge  is  located  and  that  the  music  used  during  the  flag  ceremony 
shall  only  be  the  National  Anthem  of  the  country  in  which  the  lodge  is  lo¬ 
cated.”  So  that  section  180(a)  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Prior  to 
the  opening  of  a  subordinate  lodge  the  chancellor  commander  shall  instruct 
the  master  at  arms  as  follows:  “Master  at  arms,  you  will  retire  to  the  ante¬ 
room  and  bring  in  the  flag  of  our  country.”

The  flag  of  the  country  in  which  a 
lodge  is  located  and  the  standard  of  the  order  shall  also  be  displayed  in  the 
following  manner: 

(a)  Prior  to  the  opening  of  a  subordinate  lodge  the  chancellor  commander 
shall  instruct  the  master  at  arms  as  follows:  “Master  at  arms,  you  will  retire 
to  the  ante-room  and  bring  in  the  flag  of  our  country,  and  the  standard  of  the 
order.”  The  master  at  arms  accompanied  by  an  aide,  shall  salute  the  chan¬ 
cellor  commander,  then  retire  to  the  ante-room  where  they  will  procure  the 
flag  and  standard  previously  prepared  on  staffs,  bringing  them  unfurled  into 
the  castle  hall  and  placing  them  in  front  and  opposite  the  station  of  the 
chancellor  commander.  The  chancellor  commander  will  then  call  the  mem¬ 
bers  to  their  feet,  saying:  “Brothers,  you  will  salute  the  flag  of  our  country 
and  the  standard  of  our  order.”  The.  members  will  then  rise,  salute  the  flag 
and  standard  in  unison,  at  the  same  time  exclaiming,  “Long  may  they  wave.”

($50),”  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  and  figures,  “sixty  dollars  ($60),” 
and  by  further  striking  out  the  words  and  figures,  “twenty-five  dollars  ($25),” 
where  the  same  appears  the  second  time  therein,  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  and  figures,  “thirty-five  dollars  ($35);”  said  article  when  so  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

The  application  for  a  company  shall  contain  the  signatures  of  not  less 
than  twenty-one  Knights  in  good  standing,  and  shall  also  contain  a  certificate 
that  no  one  of  said  applicants  has  been  rejected  by  a  company  at  any  time 
within  the  preceding  six  months.  A  fee  of  sixty  dollars  ($60)  shall  accompany 
the  application  for  a  warrant  and  supplies.  If  the  application  be  transmitted 
through  brigade  headquarters,  $25  thereof  may  be  retained  by  such  head- 
quarter's  for  payment  to  the  organizer,  and  the  balance  of  $35  to  be  transmitted 
with  the  application  to  general  headquarters.

maintained  by  other  larger  domains;  and 

Whereas,  In  matters  of  benevolence,  Pythian  fraternalism  should  be 
equitably  and  equally  distributed,  so  that  all  members  of  the  Order,  no  matter 
in  what  domain  located,  can  receive  and  enjoy  the  full  benefits  and  bene¬ 
ficence  of  our  order;  and 

Whereas,  This  object  cannot  be  attained  under  present  conditions,  and 
can  only  be  secured  when  all  of  the  Pythian  Homes  are  under  the  direct 
control  and  management  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  owned  by  it;  therefore 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  looking 
toward  such  consolidation  of  the  ownership  and  management  of  the  aforesaid 
homes,  a  commission  of  five  members  of  this  Supreme  Lodge  be  appointed  by 
the  present  Supreme  Chancellor  to  ascertain  the  sentiment  of  the  several 
grand  domains  in  which  homes  are  at  present  located,  on  the  question  as  to 
whether  said  homes  shall,  may  or  can  be  taken  over  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias,  to  be  operated  and  maintained  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge;  and  if  such  sentiment  be  found  favorable, 
to  also  ascertain  the  terms  upon  which  said  domains  are  willing  to  transfer 
said  homes  to  the  ownership  and  management  of  the  Supreme  Lodge;  and

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Insurance 
Department: 

Document  62. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  i,  division  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  491,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 
entitled,  “Classes,  Membership,  Members’  Obligations  and  Rights.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  part  i,  divi¬ 
sion  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  491,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  clauses  (b)  and  (c)  thereof  and  by  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following; 

( b )  Members  whose  certificates  are  issued  upon  plan  “C”  or  the  modified 
steprate  plan,  shall  make  payments  during  the  calendar  year  of  their  admis¬ 
sion  to  membership  on  said  plan  at  the  rate  applicable  to  their  respective 
ages  of  entry,  and  they  shall  make  payments  during  each  succeeding  calendar 
year  of  their  membership  at  their  respective  attained  ages.  That  is  to  say, 
members  receiving  certificates  on  said  plan  “C,”  whose  respective  age  at  date 
of  admission  is  forty-three  years,  shall  pay  each  month  respectively,  during 
the  calendar  year  of  their  admission  to  membership  on  said  plan  “C,”  the  sum 
of  $1.35;  and  for  each  month  during  the  next  succeeding  calendar  year  such 
members,  respectively,  shall  pay  $1.40;  and  for  each  month  during  the  next 
succeeding  calendar  year  such  members  respectively  shall  pay  $1.45;  and  so 
on,  for  each  succeeding  calendar  year  thereafter  they  shall  respectively  pay  a 
sum  each  month  corresponding  with  said  rate,  according  to  the  said  table 
of  rates  for  the  age  they  will  attain,  respectively,  during  such  calendar 
year;  and  thereafter,  if  they  desire  to  retain  membership  in  the  Insurance 
Department,  they  shall,  upon  furnishing  a  medical  examination  satisfactory 
to  the  Board  of  Control,  be  transferred  to  plan  “A,”  surrendering  their  plan 
“C”  certificates’  and  receiving  plan  “A”  certificates  and  being  rated  at 
their  attained  ages;  and,  unless  so  transferred,  their  membership  in  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Department  shall  terminate  upon  said  member  attaining  age  sixty- 
five.  By  “attained”  age  in  any  year  is  meant  the  age  the  person  has  at¬ 
tained  or  will  attain,  on  his  birthday  occurring  during  such  calendar  year. 

(c)  Members  whose  certificates  are  issued  upon  plan  “D,”  or  the  level 
plan  to  age  sixty-five,  shall  respectively  make  payment  each  month  so  long 
as  they  remain  members  of  said  plan  “D,”  at  the  rate  corresponding  to  their 
respective  ages  at  date  of  their  respective  certificates,  until  such  members  attain 
the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  respectively.  Whenever  a  member  of  said  plan 
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“D”  attains  the  age  of  sixty- five  years,  his  certificate  shall  thereby  cease  to 
have  any  value  or  be  of  any  effect,  and  payments  under  said  certificate  shall 
cease.  Members  of  plan  “D”  attaining  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  who  may 
elect  to  do  so  and  who  pass  a  medical  examination  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Control,  shall  be  transferred  to  plan  “A,”  rated  at  attained  age,  and  receive 
plan  “A”  certificates  for  so  much  insurance  as  they  may  transfer,  and  shall 
upon  being  transferred  be  treated  as  members  of  plan  “A.”

CLASSIFICATION  OF  CERTIFICATES. 

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Insurance 
Department : 

Document  63. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  i,  division  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  499,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 
entitled,  “Classes,  Membership,  Members’  Obligations  and  Rights.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  part  i,  divi¬ 
sion  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  499,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended,  to  read  as  follows: 

499.  Said  fifth  class  is  hereby  declared  to  have  begun  operation  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1907,  and  is  now  composed  of  nine  plans,  viz: 
“A,”  “B,”  “C,”  “D,”  “E-A,”  “E-B”  “G-A,”  “G-B”  and  “H-A.”  Members  of 
said  fifth  class  shall  have  the  right  to  transfer  from  a  plan  having  a  lower  rate  of 
monthly  contributions  from  members  to  a  plan  having  a  higher  rate  of  montlhy 
contributions,  without  medical  examination  or  expense,  but  at  attained  age, 
provided  that  where  such  transfer  is  made  as  of  age  65  such  member  shall 
furnish  a  medical  examination  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Control.  Such 
transfers  from  a  lower  rate  plan  to  a  higher  rate  plan,  if  made  before  mem¬ 
bership  in  said  plan  transferred  from  has  been  carried  for  thirty-six  months, 
shall  operate  to  forfeit  any  reserve  which  the  transferring  member  may  have. 
Where  such  transfer  is  made  after  the  certificate  has  been  carried  for  thirty-six 
months,  the  member  shall  receive  credit  for  the  reserve  (if  any)  under  such 
surrendered  certificate  to  be  applied  as  payments  under  the  new  certificate 
until  exhausted.  No  other  transfers  within  the  fifth  class  from  one  plan  to 
another  plan  shall  be  allowed.  Members  desiring  to  transfer  from  a  higher 
rate  plan  to  a  lower  rate  plan  shall  be  treated  as  new  applicants,  and  members 
who  take  extended  or  paid-up  insurance  and  desire  to  secure  membership  in 
some  other  plan,  or  upon  another  certificate  in  said  fifth  class,  shall  be  treated 
as  new  applicants.  The  board  of  control  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  fully  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  section.

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REGULATING  LIABILITY  ON  DEATH. 

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first  and 
second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Insurance 
Department: 

Document  64. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  i,  division  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  508,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 

entitled,  “Classes,  Membership,  Members’  Obligations  and  Rights.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  part  i,  divi¬ 
sion  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  508,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  “who”  after  the  words  fifth  class 
and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “whose  certificate.”  Said  section, 
as  amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

508.  If  the  death  of  any  member  of  the  fourth  or  fifth  classes  heretofore 
admitted  or  hereafter  admitted  to  said  classes  shall  result  from  suicide,  either 
voluntary  or  involuntary,  whether  such  member  shall  be  sane  or  insane  at 
the  time,  or  if  such  death  shall  be  caused  or  superinduced  by  the  use  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors,  narcotics,  or  opiates  or  in  consequence  of  a  duel,  or  at  the  hands 
of  justice,  or  in  violation  of,  or  attempted  violation  of,  any  criminal  law,  then 
the  amount  to  be  paid  upon  such  member’s  certificate  in  lieu  of  the  face  amount 
thereof,  shall  be  a  sum  only  in  proportion  to  the  whole  amount  as  the  matured 
life  expectancy  is  to  the  entire  expectancy  at  date  of  said  member’s  admission 
to  the  insurance  department,  the  expectation  of  life  based  upon  the  American 
Experience  Table  of  Mortality  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  death  to  govern; 
provided,  that  in  case  of  members  transferred  to  the  fourth  class  from  either 
of  the  first,  second  or  third  classes,  and  in  the  case  of  members  transferred 
from  the  fourth  to  the  fifth  class,  the  date  of  such  transfer  shall  be  taken 
as  the  date  of  admission  to  the  insurance  department  in  computing  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid;  provided,  further,  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  member  of  the  fifth  class  whose  certificate  has  at  the  time  of 
his  death  been  in  continuous  good  standing  in  the  fifth  class  for  thirty-six 
months,  consecutively,  immediately  preceding  his  death,  nor  to  any  member 
of  the  fourth  class  who  has  been  in  continuous  good  standing  in  the  fourth 
class  for  thirty-six  months,  consecutively,  immediately  preceding  his  death, 
and  thirty-six  months  succeeding  January  1,  A.  D.  1911.”

A  proposition  to  amend  part  i,  division  vii,  chapter  vii,  section  512,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 

entitled,  “Proofs  of  Death,  etc.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  part  i,  division 
vii,  chapter  vii,  section  512,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended,  to  read  as  follows: 
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512.  The  proof  of  death  of  a  member  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  furnished  by 
the  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  on  blank  forms  to  be  obtained  of  the  board, 
and  shall  contain  affidavits  of  the  attending  physician  or  physicians,  the 
undertaker  who  officiated  at  the  funeral,  the  master  of  finance  as  to  standing 
of  deceased  in  the  subordinate  lodge  at  time  of  death,  and  from  such  other 
person  or  persons  as  may  be  required;  affidavits  to  be  made  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  take  affidavits,  and  having  a  seal.  The  board  may  require 
any  other  or  additional  documents  or  information  in  any  case,  and  no  proof 
of  the  death  shall  be  deemed  complete  in  any  case  until  the  board  shall  be 
fully  satisfied  with  the  document  filed,  and  in  every  case  such  proofs  as  may 
be  required  shall  be  furnished  the  board  free  of  expense  to  it.

Your  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred  that  part 
of  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal’s  report 
regarding  increase  in  initiation  fee  to  $25,  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

Your  committee  is  not  unanimous  upon  this  report,  but  desire  to  present 
it  in  a  way  that  it  may  come  before  the  convention  without  the  necessity  of  a 
minority  report. 

We  recommend  that  the  incoming  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  promulgate 
the  idea  of  increasing  the  minimum  fee  for  membership  to  $25,  and  that  the 
same  be  submitted  to  the  several  grand  domains  of  the  Supreme  domain,  so 
that  the  several  grand  domains  may  give  their  respective  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives  such  instructions  in  relation  thereto  as  they  may  deem  advisable, 
so  that  the  same  may  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.

HAVERLY  DEFALCATION. 

The  special  committee  on  the  defalcation  of  Paul  J.  B. 
Haverly  submitted  the  appended  report,  which  was  ordered  to 
lie  over  and  to  be  printed : 

Document  69. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  special  committee,  the  Supreme  Representatives  of  Illinois,  to  which 
was  referred  the  special  matter  of  the  defalcation  of  Paul  J.  B.  Haverly, 
would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  dealing  with  this 
subject,  is  a  fair  statement  of  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  case. 

We  deem  it  advisable  to  add  thereto  the  following  additional  statement : 
After  the  defalcation  of  Haverly,  Grand  Chancellor  Smith  L.  Von  Fossen, 
who  named  Haverly  as  the  successor  to  Brother  Henry  P.  Caldwell,  deceased, 
as  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  resigned  and  vacated  his  office  as  grand 
chancellor. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  at  its  annual  convention,  held  in  Blooming¬ 
ton,  in  September,  1919,  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  defalcation  of  Haverly,  and  after  due  consideration  passed  a 
resolution  severely  censuring  the  grand  chancellor  for  having  named  Haverly 
as  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal;  and  named  a  legal  advisory  committee 
to  investigate  the  question  of  the  possible  personal  liability  of  Brother  Smith 
L.  Von  Fossen  for  having  named  Haverly  to  the  position  of  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal.  The  committee  was  empowered  to  employ  counsel,  and 
do  all  things  necessary  to  determine  the  liability  not  only  of  Smith  L.  Von 
Fossen,  but  of  the  bonding  company  and  of  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank. 

Suits  are  now  pending  against  the  bonding  company  in  Macoupin  County, 
Illinois,  and  against  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  in  the  court  in  Cook 
County. 
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Said  suits  will  be  brought  to  an  early  trial  in  the  courts  of  Illinois.  In¬ 
dictments  have  been  returned  in  the  criminal  court  of  Cook  County,  charging 
Haverly  with  embezzlement  and  forgery;  and  efforts  are  now  being  made 
through  the  regular  channels  to  apprehend  him.

MILITARY  COMMISSION. 

The  Military  Commission  submitted  the  appended  report 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Department: 

Document  70. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  special  committee,  known  as  the  Military  Commission,  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

In  considering  the  subject  matter  of  the  military  department,  the  com¬ 
mission  has  held  two  meetings  and  consulted  freely  with  Supreme  Chancellor 
Davis,  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Ladew,  and  with  General  Loomis;  besides, 
we  have  endeavored  to  get  in  touch  with  those  who  in  each  domain  were 
active  in  the  work  of  the  order. 

We  have  taken  into  consideration  the  various  circumstances  which  have 
surrounded  and  affected  the  department  during  the  past  few  years.  The 
country  has  been  confronted  with  an  unusual  situation  and  the  minds  of  men 
have  been  absorbed  with  the  great  war  and  its  consequences.  During  such 
a  time  development  of  a  semi-military  organization  was  manifestly  impossible. 
Now  that  the  war  is  over  and  conditions  returning  to  the  normal,  the  outlook 
for  improvement  and  numerical  increase  is  much  more  promising.  Evidence 
of  this  fact  is  found  in  the  accession  of  nearly  one  thousand  new  members  in 
this  department  since  January  1,  1920.  A  successful  camp  was  held  two  weeks 
ago  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  which  occasion  more  than  twenty-three 
hundred  members  of  the  uniform  rank  were  placed  under  canvas.  A  very 
noticeable  and  attractive  parade  was  held,  which  drew  the  attention  of  many 
thousand  spectators.  This  was  the  first  camp  of  the  uniform  rank  held  since 
1914,  and  a  very  ready  response  of  the  members  is  an  evidence  of  renewed 
interest  in  the  work  of  this  department. 

The  following  considerations  as  bearing  upon  this  problem,  appeal  to 
your  commission: 

First.  We  have  in  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  a  very  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  service  men  who  have  gained  the  greater  or  less  knowledge  of  military 
matters  through  their  war  experience.  These  young  men  constitute  fine 
material  for  recruits  in  the  uniform  rank.  Many  of  them  have  already  joined 
our  companies  and  many  others  can  be  secured. 

Second.  A  great  barrier  in  the  way  of  increasing  our  membership  has 
been  the  high  cost  of  uniforms.  These  problems  were  met  at  the  recent 
session  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  by  the  adoption  of  a  modified  service  uni¬ 
form  for  use  in  drilling  and  in  camp.  This  will  furnish  an  incentive  for  many 
to  join  our  companies  who  have  previously  been  deterred  by  the  obstacle  of 
expense. 
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Third.  Should  the  Supreme  Lodge  adopt  the  “eighteen-year-old  pro¬ 
position,”  it  will  open  up  a  still  more  promising  field  for  the  propagation  of 
this  work. 

Fourth.  There  should  be  and  must  be  a  well  thought  out  and  vigorous 
campaign  of  publicity  and  a  program  of  field  work,  which  shall  reach  all  the 
grand  domains  and  be  conducted  along  intelligent  and  practical  lines.  We 
feel  that  there  has  been  a  lack  of  understanding  and  co-operation  between  the 
subordinate  lodges  and  the  companies  of  the  uniform  rank.  Such  a  campaign 
could  not  fail  to  accomplish  results  and  be  beneficial  not  only  to  the  uniform 
rank,  but  the  order  at  large. 

Fifth.  We  believe  there  should  be  greater  sympathy  and  closer  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  grand  officers  in  the  various  grand  lodges  and  the  state 
officials  of  the  uniform  rank.  If  the  grand  chancellor  could  be  made  in  a 
measure  to  occupy  a  similar  relation  to  the  brigade  in  the  various  states, 
that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  sustains  toward  the  uniform  rank  at  large, 
we  believe  beneficial  results  would  follow. 

Sixth.  There  is  a  natural  repugnance  on  the  part  of  a  great  many  of  our 
people  to  the  expression  “Military.”  It  might  not  be  unwise  to  change  the 
name  of  this  branch  of  the  order  from  the  “Military  Department”  to  the 
“Uniform  Rank,”  so  as  to  dispel  any  impression  that  this  order  fosters  any 
militaristic  ideas. 

Seventh.  And  finally,  we  believe  there  should  be  a  closer  and  more  active 
co-operation  and  control  of  this  department  by  the  Supreme  Lodge*.  Under 
the  operation  of  the  law,  all  departments  of  the  order  are  under  the  control 
and  guidance  of  the  Supreme  governing  body.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this 
relationship  has  not  been  as  carefully  maintained  during  the  past  few  years 
as  we  believe  it  should  have  been.  If  in  the  future  there  can  be  a  more  sym¬ 
pathetic  and  helpful  co-operation  between  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  officials 
of  the  uniform  rank,  we  believe  beneficial  results  will  certainly  follow.

Par.  a.  It  hereby  is  made  the  duty  of  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and 
seal  of  each  grand  domain,  to  report  immediately  under  the  seal  of  his  grand 
lodge,  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  the  vote  of  his  grand  lodge 
on  such  constitutional  amendment. 

Par.  b.  At  the  next  regular  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  report  the  result  of  the  action  of 
the  various  grand  domains  on  each  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  and 
each  amendment  that  shall  have  been  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
grand  domains  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution  upon  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  making  a  declaration  to  that  effect.

Membership 
in  the  insurance  department  can- be  attained  only  by  members  in  good  standing 
in  a  subordinate  lodge  of  this  society,  and  who  possess  the  following  qualifi¬ 
cations,  viz: 

(a)  Who  have  attained  the  rank  of  knight  in  a  subordinate  lodge  of 
this  society. 

(b)  Who  are  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty  years;  provided 
that,  except  in  states,  territories  or  provinces  where  the  laws  forbid,  mem¬ 
bership  may  be  obtained  in  the  fifth  class  by  applicants  who  are  between  the 
ages  of  eighteen  and  sixty  years  and  who  are  otherwise  eligible. 

( c )  Who  are  mentally,  morally  and  physically  eligible  to  be  classed  as 
desirable  insurance  risks. 

(d)  Who  are  not  following  any  calling  or  occupation  in  the  prohibited 
class  as  hereinafter  named,  nor  engaged  in  any  business  deemed  by  the  board 
to  unfit  one  for  insurance. 

Membership  can  be  maintained  in  the  insurance  department  of  this 
society  only  by  the  observance  on  the  part  of  its  members  of  the  provisions 
contained  and  mentioned  in  these  statutes. 

At  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  these  statutes,  the  membership  of  the 
insurance  department  (heretofore  called  the  “endowment  rank")  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  divided  into  three  classes,  viz:

The  obligations  of  the  members  of  the  said  three  classes,  their  rights 
and  the  rights  of  their  beneficiaries,  are  now  and  have  always  been  measured 
by  the  laws  governing  the  particular  class  to  which  each  member  belongs. 
A  continuation  of  this  policy  is  hereby  declared  so  long  as  there  are  members 
of  more  than  one  class.  Without  in  any  way  disturbing  the  status  of  any 
member  of  either  the  first,  second  or  fourth  class,  it  is  hereby  declared  the 
purpose  of  this  society  to  create  and  establish  a  new  class  to  be  called  the 
fifth  class.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  specifically  provided,  every  and  all 
provisions  of  these  statutes  apply  alike  upon  all  members  of  the  insurance 
department  without  regard  to  a  division  of  the  membership  into  classes.

belittling  Deity  and  destroying  the  signification  of  the  word  “Supreme.” 

Be  it  enacted ,  That  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
be  and  hereby  are  corrected  by  striking  out  the  indefinite  article  “A”  before 
the  words  “Supreme  Being”  wherever  it  occurs,  and  by  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  definite  article  “The”;  and  be  it 

Further  enacted ,  That  this  correction  shall  appear  hereafter  upon  all 
application  forms  for  membership  in  the  order,  upon  all  literature  emanating 
from  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  in  the  next  and  all  subsequent  editions  of  the 
constitution  and  statutes.

Our  lives  will  be  told  by  the  light  we  shed 
On  those  who  follow  where  we  lead. 

And  our  years  to  be  measured  by  what  is  said 
On  the  soul’s  worn  page,  which  the  Judge  will  read.”

Therefore  he  it  resolved ,  That  this  California  program  of  efficiency,  which  is 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  resolution,  shall  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee  of  five,  for  such  alterations  and  changes  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  advantageous  for  the  establishment  of  a  complete  constructive  efficiency 
system  and  program  for  the  use  of  all  subordinate  lodges  of  the  Supreme 
domain,  and  that  said  committee  make  report  at  this  convention.

EFFICIENCY; 
or  how  to  make 
PYTHIANISM  DOMINANT 
A  Constructive 

“Get  Together — Work  Together — Win  Together *” 

System  for  Subordinate  Lodges 

OBJECTS  OF  EFFICIENCY 

This  report  deals  with  work  of  the  grand  chancellor,  for  the  upbuild¬ 
ing  of  our  subordinate  lodges,  along  lines  of  Pythian  efficiency;  that 
efficiency  which  requires  a  positive  force  and  power,  and  abhors  a  nega- 
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tive  or  neutral  quantity ;  that  efficiency  which  is  constructive,  never 
destructive;  that  efficiency  which  eliminates  the  careless  and  negligent 
one,  and  substitutes  therefor  the  careful,  studious  and  energetic  Pythian ; 
not  a  mere*  “red-tape”  efficiency,  but  a  “red-blood”  efficiency ;  an  efficiency 
which  makes  a  time  for  work,  and  a  time  for  play;  an  efficiency  which 
will  make  a  greater  mental  man,  a  greater  moral  man,  a  greater  physical 
man,  and  a  greater  fraternal  man,  individually,  as  well  as  a  greater  lodge, 
collectively,  for  all  human  activity;  an  efficiency  which  will  make  each 
lodge  an  essential  and  indispensable  part  of  the  life  of  every  normal  man, 
also  indispensable  to  the  life  of  the  community,  state  and  nation,  and 
make  a  greater  patriot  and  citizen  for  both  times  of  peace  and  war;  an 
efficiency  which  will  make  our  order  pre-eminent  for  Pythianism,  Patriot¬ 
ism  and  Democracy,  and  make  our  order  predominant  and  a  world  power 
of  first  magnitude  for  good. 

BASIC  PRINCIPLES  OF  EFFICIENCY 

Pythian  Efficiency  is  based  upon  principles  which  govern  all  our  lives, 
as  follows : 

1.  “Your  future  in  the  lodge  (as  elsewhere)  is  what  you  make  it,” 
the  full  realization  of  which  will  so  arouse  all  drones,  “wall-flowers”  and 
those  who  say,  “Let  Bill  do  it,”  that  every  Pythian  will  do  his  full  part. 

2.  “Man’s  individual  responsibility  to  his  God”  (likewise  to  Man¬ 
kind),  Daniel  Webster  said  is  the  most  important  question  we  have  to 
solve. 

3.  There  is  no  standing  still  in  this  world,  individually,  fraternally 
or  nationally.  We  go  forward  or  backward;  we  progress  or  retrogress. 

4.  The  life  of  man  demands  frequent  hours  of  fraternal  sociability 
and  enjoyment,  as  well  as  that  which  builds  up  the  serious  side  of  his 
nature. 

5.  A  large  weekly  attendance,  is  the  key  to  lodge  success. 

6.  The  world  needs  Pythianism  now  as  never  before,  which  can  be 
advanced  only  through  us. 

Brother  Fred  E.  Wheaton,  S.  K.  R.  S.,  in  his  excellent  article  entitled, 
“Think,  Brother,  Think !”,  hit  the  nail  when  he  said : 

“Here’s  the  fruit  of  earnest  effort:  If  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  were  to 
systematically  teach  the  doctrine  of  PERSONAL  EFFICIENCY ,  and  the  members  of 
the  Order  were  to  systematically  practice  this  doctrine,  the  value  of  their  services  and 
the  value  of  their  influence  would  be  immeasurably  increased.  If  you  want  this  Order 
to  attain  to  its  highest  stature,  commit  the  italic  portion  of  this  paragraph  to  memory, 
and  then  make  it  your  shibboleth,  your  rule  of  action.” 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  not  only  to  make  general  observation, 
but  to  point  out  defects  and  give  remedies  therefor,  that  is,  to  “systemati¬ 
cally”  present  a  complete,  constructive,  Efficiency  System,  which  it  is 
believed  will  lay  a  foundation  for  every  phase  of  subordinate  lodge  work, 
making  it  practical  and  easy  of  application,  which  system  or  systems  may 
be  classified  and  divided  into  the  following  subjects  of  headings : 

Enemies  of  Pythian  Progress ;  Efficiency  on  Ritual ;  Efficiency  on 
“5  Standing  Committees” ;  Efficiency  on  “Convention  District  System” ; 
Efficiency  on  “Efficiency  and  Membership  Contest”  System ;  Efficiency 
on  Laws ;  Efficiency  on  Lodge  Business ;  Efficiency  on  Finance ;  Efficiency 
on  Attractive  Lodge  Rooms,  Club  Rooms,  Leasing  and  Ownership  Sys¬ 
tems  ;  and  Efficiency  on  Visiting  and  Care  of  Sick  and  Disabled  Brothers, 
and  their  dependents. 

No  one  thing  is  a  panacea,  a  cure-all.  All  the  above  subjects  must  be 
observed  and  mastered  to  obtain  strong,  substantial  growth  and  progress. 

Of  necessity,  this  system  must  leave  it  to  the  officers  and  members  of 
each  individual  lodge  to  make  such  use  and  application  from  the  following 
subjects  as  are  necessary  for  the  building  up  of  that  particular  lodge. 
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PART  I :  ENEMIES  OF  PYTHIAN  PROGRESS 

Before  considering  remedies,  it  is  necessary  to  observe  the  enemies 
and  obstacles  which  must  be  overcome  by  efficiency,  for  our  greater  prog¬ 
ress,  which  chief  enemies  may  be  classed  as  follows : 

First  Enemy:  The  So-Called  “ Financial  Question ” 

The  average  man  can  afford  to  be  a  member  of  at  least  one  or  two 
fraternal  organizations,  but  the  average  man  belongs  to  more,  which  often 
results  in  his  paying  to  these  several  orders  monthly  dues  aggregating  a 
considerable  part  of  his  income,  which  some  find  difficult  to  pay.  To 
avoid  this,  he  must  discriminate  more  closely  between  the  numerous 
existing  orders,  and  determine  that  he  will  forever  cling  to  Pythianism 
as  one  of  the  few  with  which  he  will  steadfastly  remain,  and  be  con¬ 
sistently  active  and  loyal  to  its  cause, — and  then  if  financial  embarassment 
shall  temporarily  overcome  him,  every  lodge  would  gladly  keep  him  in 
good  standing,  as  many  now  do,  so  that  it  may  be  said  of  all  our  members, 
“Once  a  Pythian,  Always  a  Pythian.” 

A  mixture  of  good  Business  Judgment  and  Fidelity  to  our  Order  will 
surely  kill  this  enemy. 

Second  Enemy:  Rampant  Commercialism 

The  transient  chase  of  the  dollar  to  an  extent  is  necessary,  but  let 
us  diligently,  as  earnestly  and  as  strenuously,  seek  the  permanent,  the 
richer,  the  nobler,  things  of  life,  those  things  which  give  what  money 
cannot  buy,  and  which  the  pursuit  of  property  and  wealth  often  deprives 
us  of. 

“Who  steals  my  purse  steals  trash:  ’tis  something,  nothing; 

’Twas  mine,  ’tis  his,  and  has  been  slave  to  thousands; 

But  he  that  filches  from  me  my  good  name 
Robs  me  of  that  which  not  enriches  him, 

And  makes  me  poor  indeed.” 

This  enemy  can  be  overwhelmed  by  making  these  realize  that  the 
greatest  success  and  the  most  beneficial  legacy  comes  to  him  who  com¬ 
bines  Pythianism  with  his  daily  work  and  business,  >as  shown  in  our  ritual. 

Third  Enemy:  Trashy  and  Vulgar  Entertainments 

Strong  enemies  in  the  form  of  trashy  and  vulgar  entertainments  and 
diversions  have  largely  become  a  substitute  for  that  which  is  legitimate, 
inspiring  and  elevating,  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  mind,  as  well  as 
to  our  Order,  in  keeping  our  members  away  from  lodge  conventions. 

These  enemies  can  be  routed  by  wholesome  counter-attractions,  by 
having  more  sociability  and  more  entertainment,  as  hereafter  outlined, 
because  these  are  within  the  power  of  every  lodge  to  give. 

Fourth  Enemy:  Those  Who  Want  to  Receive  Without  Giving 

Some  join  the  lodge  merely  for  what  they  can  get  out  of  it,  not  for 
what  they  can  put  into  it.  In  all  avenues  and  capacities  of  life,  a  rule  as 
set,  fixed  and  inexorable  as  is  the  law  of  gravity,  is  that  we  must  give 
before  we  can  receive,  as  in  a  bank,  for  we  cannot  draw  from  the  bank 
unless  we  have  first  placed  an  equal  or  greater  amount  therein. 

“Give  the  world  the  best  you  have,  and  the  best  will  come  back  to  you.” 

“The  glory  of  life  is  to  love,  not  to  be  loved;  to  give,  not  to  get;  to  serve,  not 
to  be  served.” 

To  defeat  this  enemy,  which  always  wants  to  receive  gifts  but  never 
desires  to  bestow  blessings  for  the  favors  received,  let  the  lodges  provide 
opportunities  and  ways  and  means,  as  hereafter  suggested,  by  and  through 
which  all  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  be  givers,  as  well  as  receivers,  of 
Friendship. 
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Fifth  Enemy '  The  Monster  “ Indifference ” 

‘‘Among  all  the  obstacles  to  progress,  the  indifference  of  the  people 
is  the  greatest.” 

The  above  enemies  are  weak  when  compared  to  the  Monster  “Indif¬ 
ference.”  This  creature  more  than  all  others  baffles  our  greatest  Pythians, 
strikes  terror  every  six  months  at  the  heart  of  every  lodge,  and  produces 
a  perennial,  semi-annual  night-mare,  in  the  deadly  form  of  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Entirely  too  many  of  our  officers  and  members  have  placed  them¬ 
selves  within  the  iron  jaws  of  this  Monster.  These  have  become  prisoners 
of  apathy,  unconcern  and  sluggishness,  and  made  themselves  slaves  of 
thoughtlessness,  omission,  negligence  and  failure,  to  the  great  detriment 
of  themselves  and  the  Order  by  permitting  themselves  and  this  Monster 
to  become  bars  to  our  greater  progress,  which  block  and  thwart  move¬ 
ments  for  the  greater  efficiency,  uplift  and  betterment  of  our  Order  and 
the  human  race. 

* Sixth  Enemy:  The  Submarine  “ Inefficiency ” 

The  outgrowth  of  indifference,  selfishness,  and  the  above  related 
enemies,  leads  only  to  inefficiency. 

Efficiency  is  the  torpedo-boat  destroyer  of  the  Submarine  “Ineffi¬ 
ciency,”  and  demands  the  following  equipment :  Promptness,  care, 
accuracy,  time,  work,  skill,  qualification,  interest,  attention,  thought,  study, 
knowledge,  energy,  power,  spirit,  friendship,  concentration,  conservation, 
system,  effectiveness  and  accomplishment, — which  will  annihilate  ALL 
Enemies. 


PART  II :  EFFICIENCY  ON  RITUAL 

i.  Mastery  of  Ritual 

The  dignity  and  majesty  of  our  Order  demands  that  we  study  and 
master  the  ritual.  No  Pythian  or  personal  success  can  be  attained  without 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  this  matchless  document  or  its  principles. 

2.  Keep  Rituals  Locked  in  Box 

Keep  rituals  locked  in  box,  off  the  stations  and  out  of  sight,  except 
when  being  used  merely  for  study.  It  is  as  impossible  to  make  our  work 
effective  and  impressive  by  reading  from  the  ritual,  as  it  would  be  disas¬ 
trous  to  see  an  actor  or  opera  singer  attempting  to  read  his  part. 

3.  Duty  of  Officers 

It  is  imperative  that  all  officers  should  memorize  their  parts  of  the 
ritual,  as  follows :  That  portion  relative  to  the  duties  of  his  station ;  the 
opening  and  closjng  ceremonies ;  and  for  conferring  the  ranks. 

4.  Examination  of  Officers  Before  Installation 

Lodge  Deputies  are  obligated  to  examine  and  qualify  all  newly  elected 
officers  before  installation. 

Officers  not  efficient  in  their  work  have  no  confidence  in  themselves. 
Therefore,  how  can  they  then  expect  the  members  to  have  confidence  in 
them?  We  have  one  annual  chance  to  qualify  officers,  only  one,  and  that 
is  before  their  installation.  If  your  lodge  deputy  permits  their  installa¬ 
tion,  before  qualification,  it  works  an  injury  to  them  and  to  your  lodge 
and  leaves  them  inefficient  and  ineffective. 
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5.  Officers  Qualification  Plan 

Require  the  C.  C.,  V.  C.,  and  Prelate  to  occasionally  alternate  their 
stations  in  conferring  the  ranks.  This  will  give  your  future  officers  more 
time  and  better  opportunity  in  which  to  qualify,  and  will  also  test  them 
out  as  to  their  efficiency,  before  election  and  before  advancement. 

6.  Conferring  the  Ranks 

First  impressions  are  lasting.  Our  Rank  Teams  have  unlimited 
opportunity  to  properly  impress  the  candidate.  With  dignity,  impressive¬ 
ness  and  strength,  we  should  so  drive  into  him  the  lessons  that  they  will 
remain  with  him  through  life.  If  we  fail  in  making  these  first  impressions 
lasting,  we  fall  short  of  our  duty  and  obligation  and  prepare  him  for 
suspension. 

7.  Master  of  the  Work 

Your  duties  herein  “are  of  magnitude  and  importance.”  “You  should, 
therefore,  thoroughly  familiarize  yourself  with  the  work  of  each  rank, 
so  that  the  ceremonies  may  be  conducted  impressively  and  with  dispatch 

8.  Examination  of  Candidates 

The  mandatory  requirements  of  our  Supreme  Statutes,  are  as  follows : 

1.  Secret  Work  and  Obligations :  Appoint  a  Committee  of  Three 
to  instruct  candidates  in  the  secret  work  and  obligations  before  and  for 
advancement.  Read  Sec.  210,  S.  S. 

2.  Candidates  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  thereon,  in  open 
lodge,  conducted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Read  Sec.  211,  S.  S. 

3.  Pythian  Catechism:  Candidates  shall  also  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  open  lodge  upon  the  “Pythian  Catechism,”  conducted  by 
the  Chancellor  Commander.  Read  Sec.  211A,  S.  S. 

These  laws  suggest  observance  of  the  following  Rules : 

a.  Have  candidates  speak  out  clearly  and  distinctly  in  open  lodge, 
so  all  present  may  hear  and  judge  of  his  qualifications  for  advancement. 
Make  this  occasion  impressive  by  strict  preservation  of  order. 

b.  To  avoid  embarrassing  candidates  who  are  not  qualified  to 
advance,  the  Committee  and  Chancellor  Commander  should  not  present 
him  for  such  examination  until  they  have  tested  him  and  found  him  fully 
qualified  for  advancement. 

c.  Take  more  time  to  thoroughly  qualify  candidates,  by  conferring 
the  ranks  at  stated  periods,  not  too  frequently. 

d.  Do  not  confer  two  ranks  upon  same  candidate  at  one  convention. 

e.  We  have  one  and  only  one  good  opportunity  to  qualify  candidates, 
and  that  is  before  their  advancement  from  rank  to  rank.  If  we  disregard 
these  laws  and  duties  we  do  not  confer  any  “favors”  on  them,  but  on  the 
contrary  we  work  a  positive  injury  to  them  and  the  Order,  and  prepare 
them  for  suspension. 

9.  Methods  for  Study  of  Ritual 

We  must  study,  we  must  memorize,  if  we  start  life’s  success,  and 
receive  benefit  from  the  inspiring  and  helpful  lines  of  our  gorgeous  ritual. 
Systematic  study  may  be  pursued,  as  follows : 

1.  By  all  members, — on  regular  convention  night,  conducted  by  your 
deputy  or  other  competent  person. 

2.  By  having  classes, — at  stated  periods,  to  meet  in  lodge  room, 
convention  or  other  night. 

3.  By  the  members  individually. 

4.  By  having  the  C.  C.  preserve  strict  order  and  attention,  so 
that  all  may  follow  the  ritualistic  parts,  while  officers  and  candidates 
are  delivering,  and  when  teams  are  conferring  the  ranks. 
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5.  By  witnessing  the  ritualistic  work  of  other  lodges.  This 
always  gives  new  thoughts,  new  pictures,  in  this  ever  developing 
mastery  of  ritual,  as  no  two  persons  give  it  alike. 

6.  By  drilling  two  or  more  teams  in  each  lodge;  having  contests 
between  them  and  with  teams  of  other  lodges. 

io.  Pythian  Educational  Features 

For  the  education,  instruction  and  enjoyment  of  ourselves  and 
others,  the  following  features  are  offered  us: 

1.  “The  Lesson  of  Friendship,”  “Pythian  Oberammergau,”  by 
Leroy  H.  Kelsey,  authorized  by  Supreme  Lodge,  only  male  parts, 
50  minutes,  is  one  piece  of  heavy  Pythian  artillery,  and  is  the  only 
play  possessed  by  any  fraternity.  Every  lodge  should  have  a  team, 
or  at  least  one  team  for  every  convention  district,  to  present  this 
magnificent  dramatic  lesson,  which  works  like  magic  on  audiences, 
and  may  be  presented  to  your  members,  neighboring  lodges,  wives, 
prospects  and  the  public. 

2.  Damon  and  Pythias  Photo-Play, — original  five-reel  film, 

approved  by  Supreme  Lodge  officers. 

3.  Tableaus  in  Page  Rank,  are  used  to  splendid  advantage. 

4.  Damon  and  Pythias  “Drama,”  by  John  Banim,  all  male  and 
female  parts,  2J4  hours,  is  one  of  the  best  plays  written. 

5.  “Pythian  Knighthood,”  by  Gen.  James  R.  Carnahan,  1892. 

6.  “History  of  Knights  of  Pythias,”  by  Capt.  Hugh  G.  Webb. 

7.  “Jewels  of  Pythian  Knighthood,”  collection  of  “jewels  of 

thought  in  prose  and  poetry,”  by  John  Van  Valkenburg,  P.  S.  C. 

8.  “The  Story  of  Damon  and  Pythias,”  by  Terhune. 

9.  Booklets,  issued  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Secure  same  for 
members  and  prospects  from  Fred  E.  Wheaton,  S.  K.  R.  S.,  Minne¬ 
apolis,  Minn. 

10.  To  get  the  purest  nuggets  which  lie  beneath  the  surface  of 
our  ritual,  to  fuller  understand  both  Pythianism  and  our  ritual,  we 
must  dig  into  the  ancient  history  of  our  great  characters  Pythagoras 
and  his  philosophy,  Damon,  Pythias,  Dionysius,  the  mediaeval  chiv¬ 
alry  and  knighthood,  read  histories  of  our  Order  and  our  Book  of 
Law,  and  resort  to  the  poets  and  philosophers  for  the  principles  and 
duties  of  knighthood  and  mankind,  some  of  which  take  us  back  sev¬ 
eral  thousand  years  before  Christ, — all  for  the  full  meaning  of  the 
wondrous  words,  Friendship,  Charity  and  Benevolence. 

11.  Encourage  frequent  short  talks,  by  giving  members  good 
opportunity  to  discuss  the  above  subjects.  Also  use  as  texts  for  talks 
the  abundant  jewel  quotations  found  in  our  ritual. 

12.  Have  addresses  and  lectures  on  above  subjects  delivered 
by  our  students  and  orators,  and  by  the  outside  professions,  for 
public  occasions  and  for  your  lodge. 

13.  Inaugurate  weekly  debates,  by  coining  the  questions  one  or 
more  months  in  advance. 

PART  III.  EFFICIENCY  ON  “5  STANDING  COMMITTEES” 

Among  other  necessary  Committees,  each  lodge  should  appoint 
and  keep  active  the  5  Standing  (Permanent)  Committees,  or  their  equiva¬ 
lent,  as  follows: 

1.  Sociability  and  Entertainment. 

2.  Visitation,  with  other  lodges. 

3.  Membership. 

4.  Publicity. 

5.  Pythian  Sisters. 
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The  purpose  of  these  5  Committees  is  to  give  method,  system, 
responsibility,  and  power  to  act;  to  make  all  your  conventions  more 
interesting  and  entertaining  by  having  “something  doing”  every 
week,  in  addition  to  the  monotonous  grind  of  regular  business;  and 
to  prevent  suspensions  which  every  day  confront  you,  and  secure 
desirable  new  members. 

Cast  your  eyes  on  prosperous  lodges  and  you  will  observe  that 
these  prosper  largely  in  proportion  as  they  work  the  subjects  of  the 
above  5  Committees. 

1.  Sociability  and  Entertainment  Committee 

“All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy.” 

This  Committee  of  One  could  use  the  material  in  his  own  lodge, 
and  also  secure  that  of  other  lodges,  and  even  get  talent  from  those 
not  members  of  our  Order,  so  that  at  every  convention  there  will  be 
“something  doing”;  10  minutes  of  relaxation;  something  different, 
new,  interesting,  enjoyable,  entertaining,  instructive,  fraternal  and 
elevating;  frequent  stag  affairs,  smokers,  games,  whist,  musical  and 
literary  programs;  frequent  service  of  sandwiches,  wienies,  soft 
drinks ;  occasional  banquet  and  dance ;  clean  anecdotes  and  stories,  as 
there  is  no  wit,  wisdom  nor  decency  in  a  story  which  is  vulgar ;  short  talks 
and  debates  on  all  interesting,  instructive  and  live  subjects,  always  avoid¬ 
ing  personalities,  religious  and  political  discussions ;  talks  to  dignify,  at 
appropriate  times,  our  patriots  and  patriotic  days,  our  anniversary,  legal 
holidays  and  holiday  seasons;  annual  picnic,  ball  and  minstrel  show; 
clean  athletics,  field  events,  the  national  game,  and  tournaments, — 
are  among  the  1001  ways  that  are  open  to  an  active,  wide-awake  com¬ 
mittee. 

Also,  each  lodge  should  have  at  least  one  lodge  social  specialty.  One 
lodge  could  concentrate  on  music,  orchestra,  band,  or  soloists; 
another  on  a  joy  club;  another  on  small  minstrel  team;  others  on 
wholesome  stories,  monologues,  dialogues,  short  plays,  comedies, 
side-degrees,  short  and  long  talks,  addresses,  lectures,  rank  work, 
“The  Lesson  of  Friendship,”  in  addition  to  the  above  subjects  and 
those  above  set  out  in  “Pythian  Educational  Features,”  Part  II,  10. 
Then  these  specialists  could  visit  the  nearby  lodges,  and  not  only 
create  a  great  interest,  but  encourage  more  visitations  among  the 
lodges. 

2.  Visitation  With  Other  Lodge  Committees 

“Visitation,  the  cream  of  life.” 

#  A  few  of  the  great  advantages  of  visiting  other  lodges  are  the 
following: 

a.  It  creates  a  greater  interest  in  each  lodge,  and  keeps  all  out 
of  the  rut  and  grind  of  routine  work. 

b.  Visiting  develops  good  cheer,  and  brings  out  the  best  sides 
of  all. 

c.  Visiting  offers  splendid  opportunity  to  hold  the  old  as  well 
as  to  secure  new  friends,  for  as  Samuel  Johnson  said,  “We  must  keep 
our  friendships  in  constant  repair.” 

d.  In  studying  the  ritual  we  learn  more  from  observation,  listen¬ 
ing  to  other  lodges  give  the  work,  than  from  our  own  individual 
efforts,  and  we  get  this  largely  through  visitation. 

e.  List  of  Honorary  Members:  Honor  brothers  of  other  lodges 
who  render  you  service  or  frequently  visit  you,  by  putting  them  on 
this  list.  This  will  broaden  the  fraternal  feeling,  without  creating 
any  financial  liability. 
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j.  Membership  Committee 
“Wise  were  the  kings,”  etc. 

We  want  numbers,  but  “quality  first.” 

The  splendid  opportunities  and  duties  of  this  committee  are: 

a.  Retention  of  Members:  Look  after  the  “stay-at-home”  mem¬ 
bers,  and  by  various  means  at  your  command  induce  them  to  attend 
lodge  oftener,  so  as  to  keep  up  their  interest  and  prevent  suspensions. 
Personally  visit  them  at  their  places  of  business  and  their  homes. 
The  system  that  retains  your  members  will  likewise  secure  new  mem¬ 
bers,  therefore  retention  of  your  membership  is  of  first  importance. 

b.  Securing  New  Members:  Acquire  new  members,  new  life, 
new  blood.  We  natural  persons  partake  of  food  each  day  to  give  us 
new  strength,  new  life  and  blood  for  the  morrow’s  work.  It  is  just 
as  essential  that  your  lodge  should  continually  secure  new  blood, 
because  we  are  getting  older  each  day,  passing  off  one  by  one,  and 
others  must  take  our  places  or  the  organization  will  die. 

c.  The  Membership  Committee  should  so  co-operate  with  the 
Sociability  and  Entertainment  Committee  that  when  there  is  given 
an  open  or  public  meeting  or  event,  the  Membership  Committee  will 
then  have  present  good  prospects  and  secure  new  members  and 
re-instatements  therefrom,  and  thus  make  substantial  gains  from  every 
such  event,  and  the  initiation  and  other  fees  received  therefrom 
should  at  least  equal  the  amount  expended  for  each  event. 

If  your  lodge  is  efficient  on  the  subjects  herein,  candidates  them¬ 
selves  will  then  voluntarily  seek  admission,  otherwise  you  will  have 
to  solicit  or  urge  their  joining  to  secure  them. 

4.  Publicity  Committee 

“Publicity  is  the  fourth  estate  of  the  realm.” 

If  this  world  power,  publicity,  including  the  press,  were  taken 
from  our  civilization,  we  would  degenerate  again  to  the  savage. 

This  Committee  of  One  should  prepare  and  have  published  all 
the  important  news  of  your  lodge: 

a.  In  the  press  of  your  city  or  town:  If  the  Pythian  standard 
and  name  are  not  heralded  and  well  known  in  your  locality,  how 
can  you  expect  to  prosper,  or  to  retain  or  secure  new  members? 
Get  one  or  more  newspaper  men  into  your  lodge  and  on-  this  committee. 
Then  have  “something  doing”  so  he  will  gladly  boost  it  and  your 
lodge. 

b.  In  the  numerous  Pythian  papers :  Excellent  papers  which  will 
publish  your  news  gratis,  but  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  have  reporters 
all  over  the  domain,  so  without  an  efficient  Publicity  Committee  your 
lodge  will  not  have  a  regular  monthly  letter. 

c.  Monthly  Calendar,  Bulletin  or  Paper:  This  is  indispensable 
to  give  notice  to  your  members  of  all  coming  weekly  and  monthly 
events,  local  and  important  news.  Mail  it  to  all  your  members. 

5.  Pythian  Sisters  Committee 

“In  union  there  is  strength.” 

Help  organize  Temples,  give  them  needed  financial  support,  in¬ 
cluding  your  membership,  in  return  for  their  many  acts  of  assistance 
and  kindness.  It  is  necessary  to  occasionally  invite  our  Sisters  to 
join  with  us  in  open  session,  to  learn  of  our  Order,  and  enjoy  occa¬ 
sions  of  sociability  and  entertainment.  Wives  have  a  right  to  know 
something  of  the  general  purposes  of  our  Order  and  the  great  work 
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we  are  engaged  in.  This  important  branch  of  our  Order  is  the  only 
one  which  has  not  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  wherefore 
this  committee. 

6.  All  Committees  “Work  Together ”  Plan 

For  greater  efficiency  and  stronger  executive  work,  permit  these 
recommendations  for  the  following  “cabinet”  or  “executive”  plan: 

1.  That  each  Committee  shall  consist  of  One  Committeeman  only; 
that  he  be  given  full  power  to  act,  except  as  you  may  limit  him  to 
expenditures,  if  any;  that  he  be  empowered  to  appoint  such  aids  and 
assistants  and  such  sub-committees  as  he  deems  necessary,  and  to 
remove  any  of  same  and  fill  vacancies. 

2.  It  is  indispensable  that  the  above  5  Committees  shall  “meet 
together,”  organize,  “plan  together”  and  “work  together”  on  all 
events  and  programs,  and  that  they  “meet  together”  and  do  their 
work,  before  lodge,  each  convention  night. 

3.  The  5  Committeemen  should  arouse  themselves  to  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  all  the  subjects  of  the  5  Committees,  and  deliberately  plan 
to  accomplish  something  through  every  event  for  the  upbuilding  of 
your  lodge,  in  addition  to  merely  having  an  enjoyable  evening  for 
your  members,  and  thus  through  the  same  event,  the  same  effort  and 
work,  achieve  something  from  all  the  subjects  of  the  5  Committees. 

4.  The  Chancellor  Commander,  your  chief  executive,  should  act 

as  Chairman  of  the  5  Committees,  and  have  them  meet  together  and 
work  together.  If  he  cannot  supervise  this  work,  then  appoint  a 
Chairman  from  the  committees  or  outside,  and  also  appoint  a  Sec¬ 
retary.  » 

5.  Alternate  Plan:  A  good  alternate  plan  may  be  adopted  by  creat¬ 
ing  for  all  the  above  purposes  a  Committee  of  One,  to  be  known  as 
the  “Welfare  Committee”  or  “Progress  Committee,”  which  Commit¬ 
tee  of  One  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  the  above  5  Committees 
and  such  aids,  assistants  and  such  sub-committees  therefor  as  he 
deems  necessary,  and  to  remove  any  of  same  and  fill  vacancies,  also 
give  him  full  power  to  act,  except  as  you  may  limit  him  to  expendi¬ 
tures,  if  any.  This  will  give  him  power  for  accomplishment,  and 
hold  him  responsible  therefor.  It  is  essential  that  this  Committee 
of  One  shall  keep  active  and  working  all  the  subjects  of  the  5  Com¬ 
mittees. 

6.  The  Chancellor  Commander  should  always  have  a  list  of  all 
lodge  Committees,  and  call  upon  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee, 
for  a  report,  each  convention  night,  under  “Reports  of  Committees,” 
and  whether  or  not  they  have  matters  to  report,  this  will  stimulate 
their  activity. 

7.  The  Chancellor  Commander  should  talk,  phone  and  counsel 
with  all  Committees  and  Officers  each  week,  between  lodge  conven¬ 
tions,  so  as  to  advise,  encourage,  assist,  and  keep  them  actively  work¬ 
ing  during  the  week. 

PART  IV:  EFFICIENCY  ON  “CONVENTION 
DISTRICT  SYSTEM” 

The  Convention  District  System  will  accomplish  for  the  several 
lodges  of  each  convention  district,  on  a  much  larger  scale,  the  same 
general  class  of  work  as  set  forth  above  for  the  five  Standing 
Committees. 
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No  lodge  can  live  entirely  to  and  for  itself  alone,  more  than  can 
an  individual.  To  grow  it  must  affiliate  with  other  lodges  for  the 
bigger  spirit,  the  “broader  vision.”  Brother  Fred  E.  Wheaton,  S.  K. 
R.  S.,  in  his  booklet  entitled  “Think,  Brother,  Think!”  said: 

“Forget,  brother  knight,  that  you  belong  to  a  lodge  only,  and  remember  that  you 
must  do  your  duty  to  the  whole  order,  otherwise  you  have  failed  in  the  performance 
of  your  obligation.  Lodge  membership,  as  such  is  local  citizenship  only — your  duty 
and  obligation  is  that  of  a  Knight  of  Pythias,  order-wide,  universal.” 

This  subject  and  that  of  the  5  Committees  are  founded  on 
Supreme  Chancellor  Brown’s  Slogan,  “Get  Together — Work  To¬ 
gether — Win  Together,”  the  most  practical  and  beneficial  slogan  ever 
given  Pythianism,  because  without  this  co-operative  action  success 
is  an  impossibility,  whether  in  baseball,  business,  the  army  or  navy, 
or  among  our  lodges. 

The  Convention  District  System  brings  our  lodges  together,  for 
bigger  affairs,  beyond  the  power  of  any  one  lodge  to  accomplish,  by 
combining  all  the  lodges  of  each  convention  district  for  joint,  Co¬ 
operative,  “Get  Together — Work  Together — Win  Together”  action, 
and  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  where  there  are  several  lodges 
in  a  certain  city  or  section  that  these  several  lodges  are  jointly  and 
together  responsible  for  the  general  welfare  of  Pythianism  in  that 
city  or  section. 


PART  V:  EFFICIENCY  ON  “EFFICIENCY  AND 
MEMBERSHIP  CONTEST”  SYSTEM 

The  purpose  of  this  system  is  to  increase  efficiency  on  the  sev¬ 
eral  subjects  relating  to  officers  and  membership. 

This  system  reaches  every  accessible  and  available  member  of 
your  lodge,  and  places  him  on  one  team  or  the  other,  so  that  all 
will  be  workers.  It  organizes  your  lodge  for  strong  aggressive  ac¬ 
tion,  and  gives  concentration  of  effort. 

Alternate  System :  Each  member  securing  one  or  more  new  members, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  of  honor  and  free  ticket  to  a  banquet,  or 
be  given  an  official  button,  a  prize,  subscription  to  a  Pythian  paper, 
or  other  token  by  the  lodge.  Likewise,  the  candidates  will  be  guests 
of  honor,  all  others  pay  for  their  plates,  if  it  be  a  banquet.  This 
small  cost  to  the  lodge  comes  out  of  the  initiation  fees,  and  is  a 
judicious  investment. 

PART  VI:  EFFICIENCY  ON  LAWS 

Everything  is  governed  by  law.  It  is  essential  also  in  frater¬ 
nities.  If  your  officers  do  not  know  what  the  law  is,  will  they 
know  how  to  perform  their  respective  duties?  To  be  efficient,  all 
officers  and  lodge  deputy  G.  Cs.  must  know  all  the  laws  relating  to 
their  respective  offices  and  stations,  especially  the  C.  C.,  K.  R.  S. 
and  lodge  deputy,  which  duties  are  found  in  the  Grand  Law,  Su¬ 
preme  Law,  Ritual,  By-Laws,  Installation  Service  and  Roberts  Rules 
of  Order. 

Specially  important  is  it  that  your  K.  R.  S.,  C.  C.  and  M.  of  F. 
understand  all  laws  relative  to  membership,  including  the  issuance 
and  deposit  of  transfer  and  other  cards,  suspension  certificates,  sus¬ 
pensions  and  re-instatements,  to  thus  avoid  delay  and  save  mem¬ 
bers  often  lost  through  this  inefficiency,  also  for  greater  accuracy 
and  promptness  in  making  all  reports. 

[13] 
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Avoid  unnecessary  or  quibbling  technicalities  which  embarrass 
our  membership,  as  injurious  to  the  harmony  and  welfare  of  your 
lodge  and  as  a  disastrous  waste  of  time.  Use  technicalities  only  where 
necessary  or  where  some  greater  good  will  come  therefrom. 

To  be  equipped  for  immediate  and  safe  legal  reference,  each  lodge 
should  not  only  have  on  hand  the  latest  editions  of  the  Grand  Law  and 
Supreme  Law,  but  have  all  amendments  and  new  sections  noted  to  date 
therein. 


PART  VII:  EFFICIENCY  ON  LODGE  BUSINESS 
Awful  Waste  of  Time ” 

Supreme  Representative  Robert  F.  Burns  hit  true  when  he  said  that 
‘The  most  disastrous  and  distressing  thing  in  all  lodge  business  is  the 
awful  waste  of  time  unnecessarily  consumed  by  our  subordinate  lodges.” 
This  inefficiency  produces  long  drawn-out  conventions  which  are  seldom 
productive  of  harmony,  keeps  your  members  out  unnecessarily  late,  kills 
your  lodge  interest  and  attendance,  fosters  suspensions,  and  positively 
forbids  time  and  opportunity  for  the  indispensable  work  of  the  5  Standing 
Committees  set  out  in  Part  III  hereof.  Avoid  this  awful  waste  of  time 
as  you  would  the  smallpox. 

Remedies' 

Make  time  and  opportunity  each  convention  night  for  the  work  of 
the  5  Committees,  by  getting  through  your  lodge  business  and  work  as 
quickly  as  efficiency  will  permit,  by  adopting  these  Rules : 

1.  Open  lodge  promptly  on  time. 

2.  Get  through  all  lodge  business  in  30  minutes. 

3.  Close  your  lodge  not  later  than  10  o’clock,  including  one  rank 
and  sociability. 

4.  To  accomplish  this  efficiency,  require  your  C.  C.,  K.  R.  S.  and 
M.  of  F.  by  by-law  amendment  or  resolution,  to  meet  together  weekly, 
at  least  30  minutes  before  convention  hour,  and  then  go  over  details  of  all 
communications,  business,  membership  matters  and  work  for  the  evening, 
so  that  they  will  have  all  of  same  worked  out,  by  understanding  what  is 
desired  and  how  to  accomplish  it  and  by  looking  up  the  law,  and  thus  they 
will  be  prepared  to  present  all  these  matters  to  your  lodge  for  its  quick 
and  efficient  action. 

5.  Require  your  K.  R.  S.  to  systematize  and  keep  classified  all  lodge 
communications  and  business  under  appropriate  headings,  such  as  “Official 
Communications,”  “Communications  and  Notices,”  “Unfinished  Business,” 
“New  Business,”  “Finished  Business,”  “List  of  Committees,”  and  for  such 
other  matters  as  are  suggested  by  the  Order  of  Business. 

6.  Lodge  should  furnish  its  K.  R.  S.  with  adequate  equipment,  includ¬ 
ing  desk  and  filing  system. 

7.  Your  C.  C.,  before  each  convention,  should  secure  from  the 
K.  R.  S.  a  memoranda  of  all  lodge  communications,  business  and  com¬ 
mittees  for  the  evening’s  work,  classified  as  above,  and  use  same  to  omit 
nothing. 

8.  The  C.  C.  and  K.  R.  S.  should  keep  all  communications  and  busi¬ 
ness  on  the  desk  of  K.  R.  S.  weekly,  and  bring  before  your  lodge  weekly, 
until  finally  disposed  of,  to  avoid  delay,  negligence  and  the  “pigeon-hole.” 

9.  Efficiency  requires  your  K.  R.  S.,  M.  of  F.  and  M.  of  Ex.  to  make 
and  keep  prompt,  accurate,  clear,  full  and  complete  Records  of  all  their 
transactions,  for  your  immediate  and  future  reference,  and  systematize 
and  methodize  all  records  and  books. 

10.  Require  all  Officers  and  lodge  Deputy  (other  than  those  men¬ 
tioned  in  Rule  4  above)  to  be  at  lodge  room  from  15  to  30  minutes  before 
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convention  hour,  each  week,  to  prepare  their  work  for  the  evening  and 
help  receive  the  early  arrivals. 

11.  Require  all  Committees  to  meet  at  lodge  room  from  15  to  3G 
minutes  prior  to  convention  hour,  each  week,  to  enable  them  to  decide 
and  agree  upon  their  Reports,  and  thus  prepare  them  to  present  Reports 
promptly  and  clearly  to  your  lodge  for  a  “yes”  or  “no”  vote,  to  prevent 
an  “awful  waste  of  time.” 

12.  All  Officers  and  Committees  to  make  and  deliver  prompt,  accu¬ 
rate,  clear,  full  and  complete  Reports,  as  required  by  the  lodge  and  Grand 
Lodge. 

13.  For  all  Officers  and  Committees  choose  the  right  man  for  the 
right  place,  as  each  has  his  strong  point.  Qualifications  and  fitness  come 
First. 

14.  If  Officers  or  Committees  cannot  act  or  serve  efficiently  it  is 
their  duty  to  resign  at  once,  or  secure  their  removal. 

15.  Chancellor  Commander:  You  are  both  the  Chief  Executive  and 
Presiding  Officer  of  your  lodge,  and  largely  responsible  for  its  welfare. 
Your  most  important  duties  are  “executive,”  because  “Upon  you  will 
devolve  the  government  and  direction”  of  your  lodge,  and  not  a  mere 
“presiding  officer”  to  only  sit  in  the  chair  two  hours  a  week,  and  you  shall 
also  exercise  “a  general  supervision  of  the  other  officers  of  the  lodge.” 
You  are  in  effect  the  “president  of  a  corporation,”  the  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees  similar  to  “directors,”  and  the  members  “stockholders,”  of  the 
“corporation.” 

Your  duties  also  include  the  following:  To  initiate  measures,  to 
keep  interest  going  and  have  “something  doing”  continually;  to  keep 
yourself  and  all  officers  and  committees  active  and  working  during  the 
week;  make  a  time  for  work  and  a  time  for  play;  feature  “10  Minutes  of 
Relaxation”  each  convention,  in  which  to  get  away  from  the  serious,  by 
having  one  or  two  members  prepared  to  give,  at  the  opportune  time,  some¬ 
thing  humorous,  interesting  and  enjoyable;  make  work  for  young  Pythians 
and  all  members  through  committees,  etc.,  and  keep  them  active,  or  their 
interest  and  presence  will  be  elsewhere ;  encourage  all  who  would  desire, 
especially  the  young  members,  to  speak  upon  the  floor  without  embar¬ 
rassment  or  criticism ;  preserve  strict  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
whisperings  and  walking  around  room,  for  dignity  and  efficiency;  elimi¬ 
nate  personalities  and  all  that  tends  to  discord ;  quash  quibbling  technical¬ 
ities ;  make  brief  features  of  and  simplify  the  “Order  of  Business,”  and 
where  reference  to  committee  is  not  necessary,  dispose  of  same  on  first 
presentation,  to  avoid  useless  reading  or  handling  two  or  more  times. 

16.  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal:  The  K.  R.  S.  has  duties  similar 
to  the  “secretary  of  a  corporation.”  Efficiency  also  requires  him  to  be 
prompt  and  accurate  in  clearly  presenting  and  fully  answering  all  Corre¬ 
spondence  ;  to  constantly  keep  on  hand  all  necessary  supplies,  including 
Membership  Cards,  Suspension  Certificates  and  lodge  stationery;  to  send 
out  Notices  and  Communications  which  are  original,  new,  with  snap  and 
vim,  not  stereotyped,  as  a  great  Publicity  agency ;  to  send  attractive 
Notices  to  your  “stay  at  home”  members,  inviting  them  to  attend  conven¬ 
tions  ;  to  keep  up  to  date  a  complete  “List  of  Members”  with  addresses, 
new  addresses  and  phone  numbers,  for  officers  and  committees,  and  hang 
one  copy  on  wall  of  lodge  room.  The  M.  of  F.  should  assist  on  this,  by 
giving  new  addresses  to  the  K.  R.  S. ;  to  immediately  send  Notice  of 
Removal  of  your  members  with  names  and  new  addresses,  to  the  Grand 
K.  R.  S. ;  secure  latest  editions  of  Grand  Law  and  Supreme  Law  with  all 
amendments  to  date,  and  have  all  amendments  and  new  sections  noted 
therein ;  see  that  all  candidates  are  properly  notified  and  make  appearance 
for  the  ranks,  unless  otherwise  ordered;  on  receiving  visits  frojn  mem- 
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bers  of  other  lodges,  send  their  lodge  a  letter  of  appreciation.  It  encour¬ 
ages  Visitation. 

17.  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor:  The  Deputy  G.  C.  is  the  personal 
representative  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  for  each  lodge. 

18.  C.  C.,  K.  R.  S.  and  M.  of  F.  should  work  in  perfect  accord  and 
unison  with  committees  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  lodge,  and  those  concerning  the  personal  necessities  and  financial 
condition  of  the  members. 

19.  Vice-Chancellor  acts  as  C.  C.  in  absence  of  the  C.  C.  Therefore, 
he  should  be  generally  informed  on  all  lodge  business  and  work,  so  as  to 
be  able  any  time  to  assume  the  station  of  C.  C.,  without  neglect  or  delay 
of  important  matters. 

20.  Past  Chancellors:  “It  too  often  happens  that,  when  brothers 
have  enjoyed  the  honors  of  the  Order,  they  lose  their  interest  and  neglect 
their  duties.” 

21.  Honor  all  efficient  Past  Chancellors  by  presenting  them  with  a 
Past  Chancellor’s  Jewel. 

22.  Personal  Contact:  Give  the  Warm  Hand  of  “Welcome!”  to  all 
your  members  and  visiting  brothers  each  convention,  beginning  with  the 
O.  G.,  then  I.  G.,  and  then  later  during  the  evening  by  special  order.  This 
produces  Harmony  and  a  strong  friendly  and  fraternal  spirit. 

23.  On  the  street  as  well  as  in  the  lodge  room  say  “Hello,”  and  greet 
one  another  as  “Brother.” 

24.  Say  to  Absent  Brothers:  “We  had  an  enjoyable  (or  excellent) 
time  last  convention  and  missed  you.”  This  shows  interest  in  them  and 
increases  your  attendance. 

25.  Visit  all  brothers  at  their  places  of  business  and  at  their  homes, 
including  those  who  do  not  attend  lodge  regularly. 

26.  Make  all  brothers  of  other  lodges  feel  at  home. 

27.  Invite  brothers  from  other  domains  who  are  suspended  by  the 
hundred,  to  affiliate  with  your  lodge,  and  thus  save  their  membership. 

28.  Secure  Lodge  Album  or  Frame  for  the  photographs  of  older 
and  young  members. 

29.  Study  Pythianism;  Talk  Pythianism;  Live  Pythianism. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  above  suggestions  will  keep  our 
healthy  brothers  strong  and  cheerful,  and  build  up  any  lodge. 


PART  VIII :  EFFICIENCY  ON  FINANCE 

“Fraternity  in  all  things  fraternal;  business  methods  in  all  business  matters.” 

1.  Master  of  Finance:  “Upon  you,  next  to  the  Chancellor  Comman¬ 
der,  depends  the  material  prosperity  of  your  lodge.”  Through  inefficient 
Masters  of  Finance  many  members  are  suspended  annually.  Your  duties 
also  require  you  to  be  in  close,  intimate,  financial  touch  with  the  member¬ 
ship  ;  collect  dues  at  least  6  months  in  advance ;  permit  none  to  become 
more  than  3  months  in  arrears ;  send  frequent  notices  and  make  personal 
visits  to  collect  dues ;  give  all  new  addresses  of  members  weekly  to 
K.  R.  S. ;  attend  lodge  30  minutes  before  convention  hour,  to  collect  dues 
from  early  arrivals,  issue  receipts  and  get  financial  and  membership 
matters  and  books  in  shape  for  the  evening’s  work  and  for  your  report; 
send  the  Grand  K.  R.  S.  the  names  and  addresses  of  your  members  sus¬ 
pended  and  those  likely  to  be  suspended,  and  he  will,  as  in  the  past,  send 
these  official  communications  and  thus  assist  you  regain  and  hold  your 
membership.  You  must  be  a  good  collector,  energetic,  and  have  time  for 
this  work.  Where  necessary,  the  lodge  should  provide  you  with  an 
assistant,  and  it  is  good  business  policy  for  the  lodge  to  adequately  com¬ 
pensate  therefor,  especially  on  those  delinquent  6  months  and  over. 
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2.  Lodge  Funds- '  Business  methods  require  the  lodges  to  have  at 
least  the  four  following  funds :  Reserve  Fund ;  Sick  and  Death  Benefit 
Fund,  where  such  benefits  exist;  Sociability  Fund;  and  General  Fund. 

What  is  the  percentage  relationship  between  your  dues  and  your 
benefits? — yet  this  average  is  fixed  and  determined. 

What  is  the  percentage  relationship  between  your  dues  and  your 
regular  monthly  expenses  ?  Are  your  monthly  dues  adequate  for  the  last 
three  above  funds?  If  not,  your  lodge  is  not  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

All  initiation  and  other  fees  and  interest  from  investments  should  go 
only  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  a  “nest-egg,”  which  every  efficient  lodge  must 
have  for  occasions  of  emergency,  to  replenish  all  other  funds,  and  which 
also  should  be  used  for  the  equipment,  leasing  or  ownership  of  lodge 
rooms  or  castles,  and  for  securing  new  members  when  necessary. 

3.  $25.00  Rank  Fees:  Establish  Rank  Fees  of  at  least  $25.00  by 
by-law  amendment,  until  Grand  Lodge  acts.  As  compared  with  other 
great  fraternities,  our  membership  fees  are  unreasonably  and  ridiculously 
low. 

PART  IX:  EFFICIENCY  ON  ATTRACTIVE  LODGE  ROOMS, 
CLUB  ROOMS,  LEASING  AND  OWNERSHIP  SYSTEMS 

1.  Attractive  Lodge  Rooms:  The  universal  demand  is  that  all  lodge 
rooms  shall  be  convenient,  modern,  attractive,  home-like,  and  kept  up 
to  date. 

2.  Club  Rooms :  Club  Rooms  have  become  a  necessity  for  our 
membership,  to  provide  a  “meet  together”  place  for  chats,  friendly  games 
and  for  many  other  attractions  which  may  be  added. 

3.  Leasing  System :  The  leasing  system  has  not  the  financial  risk 
attached  to  ownership,  and  frequently  requires  no  investment,  except  for 
furniture. 

The  leasing  system  is  briefly  as  follows :  Secure  a  long  term  (about 
10  years)  exclusive  lease,  with  right  to  sublet  and  with  stated  monthly 
rental;  have  the  owner  improve  the  property  as  per  your  architect’s  plans, 
at  his  expense ;  sublet  the  lodge  room  to  desirable  tenants,  but  reserve 
club  rooms  exclusively  for  your  use.  If  there  is  local  opportunity  for 
such,  and  you  select  a  good  location  and  building  and  have  a  modern, 
well-equipped  lodge  room,  the  rents  received  from  your  sub-tenants  should 
more  than  pay  your  rentals  and  produce  a  surplus. 

4.  Ownership  System :  The  reserve  fund  (Part  VIII,  par.  2)  is  the 
key  to  all  improvements,  which,  with  the  above  leasing  system  and  judi¬ 
cious  investment,  will  ultimately  give  us  that  which  all  desire,  ownership 
of  Pythian  castles  and  homes  for  our  lodges. 


PART  X :  EFFICIENCY  ON  VISITING  AND  CARE  OF  SICK  AND 
DISABLED  BROTHERS,  AND  THEIR  DEPENDENTS 

1.  Visiting  Committee :  At  least  one  visit  a  day  will  be  made  each 
sick  or  disabled  brother.  This  service  brings  “a  glow  to  the  cheek,  a 
sparkle  to  the  eye,  and  hope  to  the  heart,”  and  welds  perpetual  friendship. 

The  Visiting  Committee  should  also  thoroughly  investigate  con¬ 
ditions  and  necessities  of  every  “Knight  or  family  of  a  Knight  in 
distress,”  provide  for  their  necessities,  counsel  hereon  with  the  M. 
of  F.,  K.  R.  S.  and  C.  C.,  and  make  weekly  reports  thereon  to  the 
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C.  C.  before  lodge  convenes,  so  he  will  make  brief,  summary  re¬ 
port  to  lodge.  The  chancellor  commander  and  Visiting  Committee 
should  so  systematize  these  reports  for  that  truest  charity,  which 
will  “Let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth.” 

2.  Financial  Distress ’  Oftentimes  the  most  valuable  service  we  can 
render  those  in  financial  distress  is  to  remove  the  cause  thereof,  by 
securing  them  suitable  employment,  as  contemplated  by  the  question: 
“Does  any  brother  know  of  employment  for  an  unemployed  brother?” 

Our  lodges  and  Bureaus  of  Relief  are  guided  by  the  highest  im¬ 
pulse  in  the  care  of  brothers  and  their  dependents. 

Memorial  Day 

Plan  and  make  Memorial  Day  a  permanent,  annual  event,  for  June 
of  each  year,  as  specified  by  Sec.  380,  S.  S.,  in  sacred  memory  of  our 
departed  brothers,  in  assurance  that  they  did  not  live  in  vain,  upon 
which  occasion  to  recall  their  virtues,  that  we  the  living  may  profit 
from  their  splendid  examples,  as  we  answer  the  call  of  earthly  respon¬ 
sibility  and  thus  more  successfully  carry  our  burdens  as  we  journey 
the  pathway  of  life. 

" Stars  and  Stripes ”  and  Pythian  Banner  Day 

Make  the  4th  of  July  an  annual  Pythian  affair,  in  honor  of  “Old 
Glory”  and  our  Pythian  “Tri-Color,”  and  thus  create  a  greater  Patriotism 
and  Pythianism  for  both  times  of  peace  and  war. 

Pythian  Anniversary 

Observe  annually  our  Anniversary  or  Birthday,  during  the  week  of 
February  19th.  This  may  be  made  a  city  or  town  occasion  of  special 
interest,  because  the  birthdays  of  Washington  and  Lincoln  come  also  in 
February. 


Flag  Ceremony 

The  Flag  Ceremony,  as  prescribed  by  Section  180,  Supreme 
Statutes  (1916  Amendment),  is  made  impressive  by  the  master  at 
arms  and  the  “color  guard”  of  two  members. 

Some  lodges  appropriately  direct  that  all  who  enter  lodge  after 
the  ceremony,  shall  in  silence  salute  the  flag  at  the  altar,  immediately 
after  giving  the  sign  of  courtesy. 

HISTORICAL  PHOTOGRAPHS. 

The  appended  resolution  was  offered,  read,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order: 

Document  80. 

Whereas,  The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  was  founded  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  on  February  19,  1864;  and 

Whereas,  Many  members  have  not  been  favored  with  an  opportunity 
to  see  the  building  in  which  the  first  lodge  was  instituted,  nor  photographs 
of  the  original  five  members;  and 

Whereas,  The  representatives  from  the  District  of  Columbia  have 
placed  on  view  at  the  station  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  a  photogravure 
embodying  these  features,  including  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
the  first  lodge;  therefore, 
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Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  indorse  the  request  of  the  domain  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  that  the  historical  data  contained  in  the  photo¬ 
gravure  is  authentic  and  historically  correct.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  a  special 
committee  of  five  (5)  be  appointed  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  acquiring  a  suitable 
site  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  building  thereon;  the  commemoration  of  the  birthplace  of  the  order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  that  the  said  temple  be  the  home  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias;  said  committee  to  report  at  the  next  convention 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge.

BENEFIT  CERTIFICATES,  $250. 

The  following  proposition  was  presented,  passed  on  first 
and  second  reading,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Insurance 
Department: 
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Document  83. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  i,  division  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  489,  entitled  “Classes,  Member¬ 
ship,  Members’  Obligations  and  Rights.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  part  i,  divi¬ 
sion  vii,  chapter  vi,  section  489,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

The  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  benefit  certificates  in  the  fifth 
class  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  same,  said  certificates  to  be  in  the 
sum  of  $250,  or  any  multiple  thereof  not  exceeding  $5,000,  upon  any  one 
member,  and  to  be  issued  only  upon  approved  applications  from  persons 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  fifth  class  of  the  insurance  department.  The 
form  of  application  for  membership  in  the  fifth  class  and  the  form  of  report 
of  medical  examination  to  accompany  same,  and  the  form  of  benefit  certificate 
in  the  fifth  class  and  on  the  several  plans  therein  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
board,  and  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  wise.  Every 
condition  or  contract  made  in  the  fifth  class  shall  be  written  or  printed  in 
or  upon  the  benefit  certificate,  except  those  contained  in  the  application, 
medical  examination,  and  in  the  laws  in  force  at  the  date  of  such  certificate, 
or  that  may  be  subsequently  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  In  cases  where 
the  aggregate  amount  applied  for  is  not  in  excess  of  $250,  the  member  shall 
pay  the  fee  for  medical  examination,  and  the  certificate  shall  be  only  issued 
in  plan  “A”  and  the  payments  shall  be  due  and  payable  six  months  in  advance. 

The  following  table  represents  gross  rates  covering  the  amount  of  both 
mortuary  and  expense  elements,  and  the  rates  are  on  two  hundred  fifty  dollars 
of  insurance  and  payable  six  months  in  advance.  In  the  case  of  members 
following  occupations  or  employments  graded  as  hazardous  or  extra  hazar¬ 
dous,  they  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  amount  required  under  the  table,  the 
amount  required  by  reason  of  such  grading:

1.  That  portion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  report  as  found  on  the  first 
thirteen  pages  thereof  discloses  that  in  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  and  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  his  high  office,  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  comprehended  to  an  unusual  degree  the  scope  of  his  work  as  well  as  the 
possibilities  that  might  result  from  fearless,  energetic  and  devoted  service 
along  lines  which  in  his  judgment  could  best  conduce  to  the  upbuilding  and 
advancement  of  the  Pythian  fraternity.  The  splendid  results  which  have 
filled  and  crowned  his  administration  must  afford  him  the  keenest  satisfaction 
— they  have  filled  every  true  Pythian  with  pride  and  are  a  source  of  inspira¬ 
tion  to  even  greater  efforts  for  the  development  of  our  beloved  order. 

2.  In  promptly  and  liberally  responding  to  the  appeal  of  the  Pythians 
of  the  Lone  Star  Domain  of  Texas  for  aid  to  the  flood  sufferers  along  its  Gulf 
coast,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  gave  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  Pythian 
hand  is  ne’er  closed  to  human  need  but  ever  its  largeness  so  bestows  as  to  aid 
and  bless  mankind.

nevertheless,  your  committee  deems  the  matter  of  such  importance  as  to 
commend  this  thought  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  the 
serious  attention  of  all  grand  and  subordinate  lodges,  which  can  make  surveys 
of  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  inaugurate  this  service  of  preservation 
•and  redemption. 

5.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance  that  Pythian  records  be¬ 
longing  to  lodges  that  have  become  defunct  should  not  be  permitted  to  dis¬

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  “The  Official  Rulings” 
of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  appearing  in  his  report,  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  in  the  course  of  performance  of  his  official  duties, 
has  rendered  a  number  of  rulings  construing  Pythian  law  for  administrative 
purposes.  Excepting  the  one  hereinafter  referred  to,  we  are  in  entire  accord 
with,  and  approve  these  rulings,  together  with  the  fact  of  the  promulgation. 
The  Supreme  Chancellor  ruled  in  1919,  that  a  brother  called  to  the  chair  to 
assist  in  the  conferring  of  the  rank  of  Knight  might,  himself,  in  the  course 
of  the  ritualistic  work  communicate  the  semi-annual  password  to  the  can¬ 
didate,  and  was  not  obliged  to  call  upon  the  regular  chancellor  commander 
of  the  lodge  to  perform  that  particular  function.  A  year  later  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  reversed  this  ruling,  holding  that  under  the  circumstances  in¬ 
dicated  the  word  could  be  communicated  only  by  the  regular  chancellor 
commander  of  the  lodge. 

In  this  later  ruling,  a  majority  of  the  committee  on  judiciary  believe  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  was  in  error.  We  think  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  ritual 
or  the  law  depriving  the  actual  occupant  of  the  chair,  during  the  conferring 
of  a  rank,  of  the  right  or  duty  to  perform  all  the  functions  devolving  upon 
that  office  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  ritualistic  ceremony.  The 
directions  in  the  ritual  as  to  things  to  be  done  by  a  given  officer,  refer  to  the 
office  and  not  to  the  man. 

During  the  conferring  of  a  rank,  for  ritualistic  purposes  at  least,  the 
actual  incumbent  of  a  station  is  holding  the  office  attached  to  that  station. 
We  think  this  view  contributes  to  administrative  efficiency  and  expedition 
in  the  course  of  ritualistic  work,  and  in  no  wise  sacrifices  any  of  the  safe¬ 
guards  intended  to  be  thrown  about  the  semi-annual  password  and  its  com¬ 
munication. 

If  it  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  a  judicial  construction  of  the 
ritual,  the  matter  could  perhaps  be  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal  by 
the  incoming  Supreme  Chancellor.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  entitled, “Corrections  in  Legislation,”  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  recommendation  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  refers  to  sections  247, 
248  and  250,  Supreme  statutes;  his  criticism  being  that  they  are  “ambiguous 
and  conflicting.” 
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We  are  constrained  to  disagree  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  this 
particular  behalf.  Sections  247  and  248  provide  a  method  of  obtaining  mem¬ 
bership  in  another  lodge  by  one  who  is  in  possession  merely  of  an  official 
receipt,  which  he  may  deposit  with  his  application,  but  if  elected  he  does  not 
become  a  member  until  a  transfer  card,  applied  for  after  election,  shall  have 
been  issued  to  him. 

The  vice  of  the  argument  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  lies  in  his  assump¬ 
tion  that  an  applicant  becomes  a  member  of  the  new  lodge  upon  being  elected 
to  membership  therein.  By  the  very  terms  of  the  statutes,  however,  when 
read  together,  the  contrary  clearly  appears  to  be  the  case.  The  new  member¬ 
ship  does  not  accrue  until  the  application  for  receipt  and  deposit  of  the  trans¬ 
fer  card. 

Section  194a,  to  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor  also  refers,  is  so  num¬ 
bered  because  section  195  occurs  in  a  subsequent  chapter  devoted  to  another 
subject  matter.  The  section  has  no  relation  either  to  sections  193  or  194. 

We  find  no  occasion  for  any  new  legislation  in  connection  with  this 
portion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  report.

It  seems  obvious  to  us  that  the  fact  that  a  member  is  not  in  posses¬ 
sion  or  not  entitled  to  the  then  possession  of  the  semi-annual  password,  should 
not  suffice  to  deprive  him  of  good  standing. 

“Good  Standing”  and  “Right  of  Visitation”  are  not  convertible  terms  in 
Pythian  law,  under  present  ritualistic  requirements. 

It  might  be  proper  to  suggest  also  that  the  “renouncing”  of  the  order, 
referred  to  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  found  in  section 
236,  Supreme  statutes,  means  a  withdrawal  therefrom.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  headed,  “Law  Not  Retro¬ 
active,”  and  also  document  53,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

With  logical  success,  the  contention  is  made  that  in  the  amendment  to 
paragraph  “a”  of  article  vi,  of  the  Supreme  constitution,  adopted  in  1916, 
according  the  honor  of  past  chancellor  to  the  chancellor  commander  of  a 
lodge  who  should  not  serve  out  his  term  because  of  a  consolidation  of  his 
lodge  with  another  lodge,  etc.,  those  chancellor  commanders  serving  in  such 
consolidated  lodges  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  the  amendment,  were  in  no 
wise  benefitted  thereby,  because  it  was  not  retroactive,  etc.  To  remedy  this 
injustice,  document  53  was  introduced. 

To  avoid  a  slight  textual  criticism,  we  recommend  that  the  proposition 
embraced  therein  do  not  pass,  but  that  instead  the  constitution  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  article  vi, 
paragraph  “a”  of  the  Supreme  constitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend¬ 
ed  to  read  as  follows: 

(a)  Past  chancellor,  which  shall  be  attained  upon  the  installation  of 
his  successor,  by  every  chancellor  commander  who  shall  have  served  to  the 
end  of  his  official  term;  and,  at  the  institution  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  by  the 
four  members  thereof  who  shall  have  been  chosen  by  the  lodge  to  receive 
that  honor;  and  by  the  keepers  of  records  and  seal  and  masters  of  finance 
of  subordinate  lodges,  who  have  served  or  shall  hereafter  serve  their  re¬ 
spective  lodges  at  least  five  consecutive  years  in  said  offices;  and  by  the 
chancellor  commander  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  who  was  serving  in  that  capa¬ 
city  at  the  time  such  lodge  was  merged  with  another  lodge,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  he  shall  not  have  served  until  the  end  of  his  term.

With  complete  propriety,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
admonishes  us  that  the  Holy  Bible — the  “book  of  law” — the  rule  and  guide 
of  our  faith — the  inspiration  no  less  than  the  source  of  all  that  is  best  in  our 
natures — ought  to  be  found  displayed  on  the  altar  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
and  every  grand  lodge  when  convened.  To  attain  this  result,  we  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  our  Supreme  law. : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  division  vi, 
part  i,  of  the  Supreme  statutes,  be  amended  by  adding  a  new  section  thereto, 
to  be  known  as  section  381a,  and  which  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

381a.  At  every  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  or  of  a  grand  lodge, 
the  Holy  Bible  shall  be  displayed  upon  the  altar  throughout  each  session 
thereof.

The  purpose  of  these  two  suggestions  is  to  effect  the  elimination  from 
section  195,  Supreme  statutes,  and  from  the  application  blank  in  use  in  the 
order  the  injunction  that  a  man  to  be  a  Knight  of  Pythias  may  not  be  either 
a  “professional  gambler,  saloon-keeper,  bar-tender  or  dealer  in  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,”  etc.  The  reason  advanced  is  that  under  the  eight¬ 
eenth  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  and  the  Volstead  Law,  there 
are  no  saloon-keepers  or  bar-tenders  in  the  United  States,  and  that  it  is 
offensive  to  one  of  refined  and  more  or  less  delicate  mold  to  be  asked  to  state 
that  he  does  not  fall  within  any  one  of  the  inhibited  categories. 

In  Canada,  where  our  order  flourishes,  we  are  advised  that  saloon-keepers 
and  bar-tenders*  are  yet  to  be  encountered  if  diligent  search  be  made.  In 
the  United  States,  the  records  of  my  own  court  and  the  growing  and  rather 
resentful  population  of  sundry  jails  and  penitentiaries  afford  ample  demon¬ 
stration  of  the  fact  that  despite  Congressman  Volstead  and  his  law,  dealers 
in  spiritous,  malt  and  vinous  liquors,  still  ply  their  nefarious  trade. 

We  think  a  man  too  super-sensitive  to  subscribe  to  the  fact  that  he 
actually  is  not  what  we  have  been  given  to  understand  he  is  not,  is  entirely  too 
fragile  a  creature  for  our  red-blooded  institution. 

We  therefore  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  legislation  is  unneces¬ 
sary,  unwise  and  unsuited  to  conditions  as  they  exist. 

We  recommend  that  it  do  not  pass.

This  proposition  is  aimed  to  provide  for  a  quorum  of  five  for  subordinate 
lodges  instead  of  seven  as  at  present.  A  lodge  that  cannot  get  seven  could 
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hardly  accomplish  any  good  by  securing  the  presence  of  five.  This  proposi¬ 
tion,  if  adopted,  would  put  a  premium  on  increased  indifference  in  subordinate 
lodge  attendance.

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Erwin,  of  Louisiana, 
the  Supreme  Lodge  went  into  “committee  of  the  whole”  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  consideration  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  and  the  general  subject  matter  of  the 
disposition  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Fund. 

Supreme  Representative  Herreid,  of  South  Dakota,  in  the 
chair. 

After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  committee  arose. 

WAR  RELIEF  FUND. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  whereupon  Supreme  Representative  Herreid,  of 
South  Dakota,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  of  the  whole,  reported 
that  said  committee  had  considered  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  and  recommended  its  adoption — which 
report,  as  here  appended,  was  ordered  to  lie  over  and  to  be 
printed : 

Document  169. 

T o  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which  was  referred  that  portion 
of  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  report  under  the  heading,  “War  Relief  Fund,’’ 
and  also,  “The  Biennial  Report  of  Pythian  War  Relief  Commission,”  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  greater  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  upon  this 
subject  requires  no  action  from  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  the  committee  re¬ 
commends  that  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  War  Relief 
Committee  as  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  be  concurred 
in  and  approved. 

We  find  that  the  War  Relief  Commission  has  really  made  no  definite 
recommendation  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  to  the  future  course  to  be  taken 
with  reference  to  the  War  Relief  Fund.  At  page  42  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  under  the  heading,  “Important  Statement  by  the  War  Relief 
Commission,”  we  find  incorporated  this  statement  from  the  commission: 
“The  commission  is  not  in  position  where  it  can  predict  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  but  the  members  of  the  commission  fraternally  and 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  membership  of  the  order  at  large,  that,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  fund  is  subscribed  and  paid  for  a  particular  purpose,  when 
the  reason  for  that  purpose  has  passed,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  course  to 
pursue,  namely,  to  return  the  balance  to  the  grand  lodges  in  such  proportion 
as  it  was  contributed,  with  direction  that  it  be  returned  in  like  manner  to  the 
subordinate  lodges.”  This  statement  of  the  commission  is  incorporated  just 
after  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  commission  held  at  Philadelphia,  Jan¬ 
uary,  1919. 
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On  page  57  of  the  report  of  the  committee  in  relation  to  the  record  of 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  held  in  New  York,  we  find  a  resolution  to  have 
been  adopted  by  the  commission  at  said  meeting  in  the  words  as  follows: 
“That,  in  our  judgment,  based  upon  the  experiences  following  all  wars, 
applications  for  relief  are  liable  to  continue;  that  the  War  Relief  Fund  should 
be  kept  intact  for  the  purpose  of  affording  relief  as  contemplated  in  the 
statutes;  and  that  the  administration  of  the  fund  be  continued  under  the 
charge  of  the  War  Relief  Commission.” 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  dealing  with  the  subject,  indicates  that  he  is 
not  wholly  in  accord  with  the  commission  in  the  attitude  taken  as  indicated 
by  the  resolution  last  referred  to,  and  says:  “My  judgment  is,  the  fund  be 
redistributed  to  the  domains,  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  enact  legislation 
requiring  that  the  fund  be  held  intact  for  War  Relief  purposes  to  the  members 
of  the  order  in  the  service  of  the  World’s  War  and  to  their  families  and  de¬ 
pendents  until  such  time  as  the  use  of  the  fund  for  War  Relief  purposes  has 
become  exhausted,  and,  further,  that  the  fund  shall  be  administered  by  the 
grand  lodge  officers  in  the  same  manner  the  Supreme  Lodge  provided  for  the 
administration  of  the  fund  by  and  through  the  Pythian  War  Relief  Com¬ 
mission.” 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  War  Relief  Commission  by  the  resolution  adopted 
makes  no  specific  recommendation  as  to  the  length  of  time  the  War  Relief 
Fund  should  be  held  by  the  commission. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
the  War  Relief  Fund  should  be  returned  to  the  respective  grand  domains  in 
the  proportions  to  which  they  may  be  legally  entitled  after  taking  into 
account  the  fund  that  has  already  been  used  for  relief  as  indicated  by  the 
report  of  the  commission.  Relief  can  be  more  speedily  granted  through  the 
several  grand  domains  and  with  less  expense  to  the  order  than  it  has  cost  to 
administer  the  funds  under  the  War  Relief  Commission. 

We  are  advised  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  is 
invested  in  Government  Bonds  and  if  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be 
required  to  convert  the  bonds  into  cash  in  order  to  return  to  the  several 
domains  cash  in  the  proportion  in  which  they  are  entitled  thereto,  it  would 
result  in  considerable  loss  to  the  domains  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Bonds  have  a  market  value  below  their  par  value.  Your  committee 
recommends  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be  authorized  to  return 
the  bonds  to  the  several  grand  domains  in  lieu  of  cash  and  that  the  bonds  be 
received  by  the  several  grand  domains  at  their  par  value.  Your  committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  cannot  pass  legislation  to  compel 
the  grand  domains  to  use  the  fund  in  any  particular  manner;  but  we  are  dis¬ 
posed  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
that  said  funds  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  be  held  intact 
by  the  several  grand  domains  for  War  Relief  purposes. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved ,  That  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be  and  he 
is  hereby  directed  as  soon  as  he  can  conveniently  do  so  after  the  adjournment 
of  this  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  immediately  return  to  the  several 
grand  domains  in  the  Supreme  domain  their  proportion  of  the  War  Relief 
Funds  as  contributed  by  the  several  domains,  together  with  the  accrued 
interest  thereon,  and,  that  he  first  deduct  from  the  fund  the  amount  that, 
at  the  time  he  returns  the  fund,  has  been  paid  for  relief. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  for  the  purposes  of  returning  the  fund  to 
the  grand  domains  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  the  several  domains  in 
Government  Bonds  without  being  required  to  convert  them  into  cash.  And 
that  said  grand  domains  be  required  to  receive  such  bonds  as  the  commission 
now  holds  in  lieu  of  cash. 
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Be  it  further  resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  the 
several  grand  domains  be  and  are  hereby  requested  to  retain  their  respective 
proportions  of  the  War  Relief  Fund  intact  for  the  purpose  of  such  War  Relief 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  future,  until  such  a  time  as  it  may  be  ascertained 
that  there  is  no  further  need  for  such  relief.  And  be  it  further  resolved, 
that  in  case  of  any  and  all  individual  contributions  that  were  made  direct 
to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer 
be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  return  such  individual  gifts  to  the  various  indivi¬ 
dual  donors;  and  in  case  of  the  individual  gifts  made  through  the  grand 
keeper  of  records  and  seal,  or  the  grand  master  of  exchequer,  of  any  of  the 
domains,  to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  that  such  individual  gifts  be 
returned  to  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  or  the  grand  master  of 
exchequer,  or  his  successor  in  office,  who  transmitted  the  said  individual  gifts 
to  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  J  udiciary  be  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  report  such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  these 
recommendations  and  resolutions. 

And  he  it  further  resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Pythian  War  Relief 
Fund,  some  $30,000,  more  or  less,  and  which  is  known  as  the  Haverly 
litigation  pending  in  the  courts  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  not  included  or  to  be 
affected  by  this  resolution.

PAYMENT  OF  DUES  IN  ADVANCE. 

The  appended  resolution  was  offered,  and  ordered  to  lie  over 
and  to  be  printed : 

Document  171. 

Whereas,  The  payment  of  dues  not  in  advance,  but  “at  the  end  of 
stated  periods,”  as  now  required  by  Supreme  law,  works  a  direct  injury  upon 
our  members,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Because  this  payment  of  dues  “at  the  end  of  stated  periods”,  usually 
quarterly,  covers  the  same  period  of  delinquency  (about  three  months),  and 
therefore  places  in  jeopardy  and  prevents  our  members  from  securing  weekly 
and  funeral  benefits  which  are  permitted  by  Supreme  law,  where  they  are 
three  months  in  arrears  for  dues,  to  the  injury  of  our  members  and  lodges. 

2.  Because  this  payment  of  dues  “at  the  end  of  stated  periods,”  likewise 
places  in  jeopardy  and  deprives  our  members  of  the  semi-annual  password, 
because  (as  now  in  general  operation)  when  our  brothers  are  from  one  to  six 
months  in  arrears  for  dues,  they  are  often  deprived  of  the  semi-annual  password 
by  our  Supreme  law  which  requires  that  quarterly  dues  shall  not  be  demanded 
until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  or  other  period,  to  the  injury  of  our 
members  and  lodges;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  a  special 
committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  matter  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion  and  the  resolution  contained  in  the  next  succeeding  document  (172), 
draw  the  necessary  amendments  and  present  same  with  recommendations  at 
the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.

ABOLISH  SEMI-ANNUAL  PASSWORD.

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  above  statements  requiring  the  payment  of 
dues  in  advance,  a  semi-annual  password  is  unnecessary  and  useless  and  for 
the  following  and  additional  reasons: 

1.  Because  a  receipt  in  the  form  similar  to  that  authorized  and  used 
by  the  D.  O.  K.  K.  would  answer  every  conceivable,  practical  purpose  of 
the  semi-annual  password,  and  make  it  useless  and  unnecessary. 

2.  Because  the  members,  themselves  (90  per  cent  of  whom  do  not  attend 
lodge  regularly),  often  forget  the  semi-annual  password,  and  being  embar¬ 
rassed  thereby,  often  remain  away  from  lodge,  to  the  injury  of  our  members 
and  lodges. 

3.  Because  many  subordinate  lodges  are  often  delinquent  in  securing 
the  new  semi-annual  password,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  lodge  officers 
are  slow  in  making  semi-annual  reports  and  remittances  of  per  capita  tax 
to  the  grand  lodges,  which  negligence  prevents  one  during  such  delinquency 
(although  paid  in  advance)  from  receiving  from  his  own  lodge  the  semi-annual 
password,  to  the  injury  of  our  members  and  lodges;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  a  special 
committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  draw  all  amendments  for  the  above  pur¬ 
poses  and  the  preceding  document  (171)  and  present  same  with  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  consideration  at  the  next  convention  of  this  Supreme  Lodge.

INDIAN  BLOOD  AND  MEMBERSHIP.

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  report  appearing  under  the  title  “Indian  Blood 
and  Membership,”  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 
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The  Supreme  Chancellor  holds  that  the  phrase  “white  male”  in  the 
Supreme  constitution,  limiting  the  sources  from  which  our  membership  may 
be  recruited,  serves  as  an  inhibition  upon  the  admission  of  persons  possessing 
Indian  blood  in  their  veins.  In  this  construction  of  our  law  we  concur,  and 
also  agree  with  him  that  thereby  many  desirable  persons,  of  Indian  blood, 
may  be  denied  admission.  To  remedy  this  situation,  and  in  line  with  the 
Supreme  Chancellor’s  recommendation,  we  herewith  submit  an  amendment 
to  section  6  of  article  xii  of  the  Supreme  constitution,  and  respectfully  re¬ 
commend  its  adoption.

By  adding  thereto  immediately  after  the  words,  “Supreme  Being”  the 
words:  “Provided  further,  that  the  word  white,  as  hereinabove  used,  shall 
not  be  construed  so  as  to  exclude  persons  merely  because  they  possess  Am¬ 
erican  Indian  blood.”

DELINQUENT  AND  INACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

The  Committee  on  Judiciary  submitted  the  appended  report, 
with  an  accompanying  substitute  proposition,  which  was  ordered 
to  lie  over  and  to  be  printed: 

Document  176. 

T o  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  22, 
would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  purpose  of  this  proposition  is  to  provide  a  new  method  of  excluding 
members  from  the  order  who  are  so  unmindful  of  their  obligations  to  it  as  to 
lapse  in  the  payment  of  their  dues.  In  a  word,  it  provides  for  a  considerable 
period  of  probation,  after  default  suffered,  and  finally,  when  patience  shall 
have  ceased  longer  to  be  a  virtue,  it  is  decreed  that  the  recalcitrant  shall  be 
expelled  from  all  the  rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  order.  VVe  realize 
that  the  legislation  constitutes  considerable  of  an  innovation  with  respect  to 
our  present  conception  of  mere  “suspension”  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Your 
committee,  however,  have  given  the  matter  careful  and  conscientious  con¬ 
sideration  and  are  firmly  of  the  belief  that  the  legislation,  if  enacted  and 
if  thereafter  administered  in  the  spirit  intended,  will  prove  highly  beneficial 
to  our  institution.  We  have  hopes  that  it  will  have  a  measurable  tendency 
to  reduce  lapsations  because  of  non-payment  of  dues  to  a  minimum. 

Its  scope  renders  necessary  numerous  amendments  to  our  statutory 
laws.  These  we  have  endeavored  to  draft  and  tender  them  herewith,  re¬ 
commending  their  adoption. 
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Incidental  to  the  general  plan  and  purpose  of  the  departure  from  the 
present  system  which  is  involved,  it  has  been  determined  by  your  committee 
that  an  annual  password  should  be  substituted  for  our  present  semi-annual 
password.  Legislation  looking  to  this  end  is  also  appended.  We  therefore 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  proposition  involved  in  document  22,  subject 
to  certain  changes  therein  deemed  expedient  by  us  and  which  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  legislation  appended  hereto.

The  Committee  on  Judiciary  presented  the  following  proposi¬ 
tion  as  a  substitute  for  the  proposition  contained  in  document 
22,  which  was  passed  on  first  and  second  reading,  and  ordered 
to  lie  over  and  to  be  printed  : 

Document  177. 

A  proposition  to  amend  part  ii,  division  iii,  chapter  vi,  section  229a,  of  the  Supreme  statutes, 

entitled,  “Dues,  Fines  and  Assessments.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  part  ii,  divi¬ 
sion  iii,  chapter  vi,  section  229a,  of  the  Supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended : 

229a.  When  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  in  arrears  for  dues, 
fines  and  assessments  in  an  amount  equal  to  one  year’s  dues,  the  master  of 
finance  of  his  lodge  shall  notify  him  by  registered  mail  to  his  last  known 
address  that  unless  such  amount  is  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt 
of  the  notice,  his  name  will  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  delinquent  members  of 
the  lodge.  At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days,  if  the  amount  of  said  dues, 
fines  and  assessments  is  unpaid,  the  name  of  and  the  amount  due  by  the 
member  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge  and  the  chancellor  commander  shall 
thereupon  order  the  name  of  the  member  placed  upon  the  list  of  delinquent 
members  of  the  lodge.  A  member  whose  name  is  on  the  delinquent  list 
shall  be  entitled,  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
to  all  privileges  of  membership  except  those  of  holding  office. 

229b.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  to  the  member  in  arrears  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Dear  Brother . 

It  is  my  duty  to  notify  you  that  you  are  indebted  to . Lodge 

No .  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  the  sum  of  $ . and  that  unless  said  amount 

or  a  portion  thereof  is  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  this  notice,  your  name  and 
the  amount  due  by  you  will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  you  will  then  be  listed  as  a  delinquent 
member.  Probably  pressure  of  business  affairs  has  caused  you  to  neglect  this  important 
matter,  and  now  having  your  attention  directed  to  it,  I  am  sure  you  will  give  it  your  immediate 

attention.  Be  sure  to  attend  the  next  convention  of  your  lodge  on  the . day  of . 

Your  brothers  will  extend  you  a  hearty  welcome.

229c.  When  a  member’s  name  shall  have  remained  upon  the  list  of 
delinquent  members  for  a  period  of  eleven  months,  the  master  of  finance 
of  the  lodge  shall  send  a  letter  by  registered  mail  to  the  delinquent  member  at 
his  last  known  address,  notifying  him  of  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  the 
lodge,  including  that  for  the  current  year,  and,  that  if  the  same  be  not  paid 
within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  notice,  his  name  and  the  amount 
of  his  indebtedness  will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  his  name  placed  upon  the 
list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge.  At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days, 
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if  the  amount  of  said  dues,  fines  and  assessments  is  unpaid,  the  name  of  and 
the  amount  due  by  the  member  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  the  chan¬ 
cellor  commander  shall  thereupon  order  the  name  of  the  member  to  be  placed 
upon  the  list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge.  A  member  who  is  on  the  in¬ 
active  list  of  his  lodge  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  benefits  or  privileges 
of  the  order,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  by-laws  of  his  lodge. 

229d.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  by  the  master  of  finance  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Dear  Brother . 

It  is  my  duty  to  notify  you  that  you  are  indebted  to . Lodge 

No . Knights  of  Pythias,  in  the  sum  of  $ . and  unless  the  same  is  paid 

within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  this  notice,  your  name  and  the  amount  of  your  indebt¬ 
edness  will  be  read  in  open  lodge,  after  which  your  name  will  be  transferred  from  the  list  of 
delinquent  members  to  the  list  of  inactive  members  of  the  lodge.  Surely,  my  brother,  you 
have  not  given  this  subject  the  consideration  that  its  importance  deserves.  If  your  failure 
to  pay  has  not  been  willful  and  has  been  caused  by  financial  inability,  come  to  the  next  con¬ 
vention  of  your  lodge,  make  that  fact  known  to  your  brothers  and  see  how  quick  they  will 
be  to  exhibit  their  friendship  for  you  by  cancelling  your  indebtedness  to  the  lodge.  Do  not 
lay  this  notice  aside,  but  at  once  send  a  check  for  your  indebtedness.  You  may  have  for¬ 
gotten  your  brothers  but  they  have  not  forgotten  you,  and  they  will  be  happy  to  see  you  at 

the  next  convention  of  the  lodge,  which  will  be  held  on  the . day  of .

229e.  When  a  member’s  name  shall  have  remained  upon  the  list  of 
inactive  members  for  a  period  of  eleven  months,  the  master  of  finance  of 
the  lodge  shall  send  a  letter  by  registered  mail  to  the  inactive  member  at  his 
last  known  address,  notifying  him  of  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  the 
lodge,  including  that  for  the  current  year,  and,  that  if  the  same  be  not  paid 
within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  notice,  the  charge  of  conduct  un¬ 
becoming  a  Pythian  Knight  will  be  filed  against  him,  and,  after  due  trial 
thereon,  if  found  guilty,  he  will  be  expelled  from  the  order. 

229f.  The  form  of  notice  to  be  sent  by  the  master  of  finance  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Dear  Brother.  . : . 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  notify  you  for  the  last  time  that  you  are  indebted  to . 

Lodge  No .  Knights  of  Pythias,  in  the  sum  of  $ .  In  your  application 

for  membership  in  the  order,  you  promised  to  abide  by  its  lawrs,  rules  and  regulations.  The 
amount  of  your  arrearages  to  the  lodge  constitutes  a  debt  for  which  the  lodge  can  sue  you  in  a 
court  of  law.  Your  fellow  members  are  so  averse  to  severing  the  fraternal  ties  that  bind 
you  to  them  that  they  have  determined  to  give  you  one  more  opportunity  to  do  your  duty  as 

a  man  and  Pythian.  At  the  regular  convention  of  the  lodge  to  be  held  on  the . day 

of . .  your  name  and  the  amount  of  your  indebtedness  to  the  lodge  will 

be  read,  and  unless  such  indebtedness  is  then  and  there  paid,  we  will  be  compelled  to  prefer 
charges  against  you  upon  which  you  will  be  tried  after  due  notice,  and,  if  convicted,  you  will 
be  expelled  from  the  lodge  and  the  order.  You  are  again  admonished  that  if  your  default  is 
caused  by  financial  distress  and  you  will  show  your  confidence  in  your  brothers  by  coming  to 
the  convention  of  the  lodge  and  making  that  fact  known,  you  will  find  that  they  will  be 
more  willing  to  afford  you  relief  than  you  are  to  ask  it.

229g.  When  the  name  of  a  member  shall  have  remained  on  the  list  of 
inactive  members  of  the  lodge  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  at  the  first 
regular  convention  of  the  lodge  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the 
master  of  finance  shall  read  in  open  lodge  the  name  and  amount  of  indebted¬ 
ness  of  such  member,  together  with  the  last  notice  sent  to  the  member  as 
provided  in  section  229f,  and,  unless  such  indebtedness  is  then  and  there 
paid,  or  the  same  be  remitted  or  cancelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and 
filed  against  the  inactive  member  charges  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  served  upon  the  member  either  in  person  or  by  registered  mail  at  least 
ten  days  before  trial.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  as  provided  in  chapter 
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iv,  section  284  of  the  Supreme  statutes,  with  the  exception  that  in  the  event 
that  the  charges  are  sustained  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
the  offending  member  shall  be  declared  expelled  from  the  lodge  and  the  order. 

229h.  The  chancellor  commander  of  every  subordinate  lodge  shall, 
immediately  after  his  installation,  appoint  three  active  members  of  the  lodge 
to  serve  during  his  term  of  office,  who  shall  constitute  the  committee  on 
delinquent  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  personally  interview  each 
member  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  delinquent  members  of  the  lodge  and 
endeavor  to  persuade  such  member  to  pay  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge. 
At  the  same  time  and  in  like  manner,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  appoint 
three  active  members  of  the  lodge  to  serve  during  his  term  of  office,  who  shall 
constitute  the  committee  on  inactive  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
personally  interview  each  member  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  inactive  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  lodge,  and  endeavor  to  persuade  him  to  pay  his  indebtedness  to 
the  lodge.  The  committees  so  appointed  shall  make  their  reports  at  each 
regular  convention  of  the  lodge. 

229i.  No  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  chargeable  with  or  required  to  pay 
either  to  the  grand  lodge  or  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  per  capita  tax  upon 
a  member  of  the  lodge  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  inactive  members.

229k.  All  statutes,  or  parts  of  statutes,  conflicting  in  anywise  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.  *

ANNUAL  PASSWORD. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Promulgation ,  Issue  and  Use. 

298.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  during  the  month 
of  October  in  each  year,  to  select  an  annual  password  for  the  use  of  all  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges  of  the  order  during  the  ensuing  annual  term. 

299.  The  Supreme  Chancellor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November 
in  each  year,  shall  transmit,  through  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  the  annual  password,  to  the  grand  chancellor  of  such  grand  lodge,  not 
under  suspension,  and  to  each  deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  who  may  be  in 
charge  of  one  or  more  subordinate  lodges  not  within  the  domain  of  a  grand 
lodge,  by  registered  mail  to  his  address  as  shown  upon  the  books  of  the  Su- ' 
preme  Lodge.  In  the  transmission  of  the  annual  password,  the  Supreme 
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Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  use  such  cipher  as  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
may  direct  or  approve,  and  shall  exercise  the  utmost  care  to  prevent  such 
password  from  becoming  known  to  any  unauthorized  person. 

300.  Each  grand  chancellor  who  may  receive  the  annual  password 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  transmit  such  password  to  the  deputy  grand 
chancellor  or  other  installing  officer  of  each  subordinate  lodge  within  the 
domain,  not  under  suspension;  provided,  that  such  annual  password  shall 
not  be  transmitted  to  any  deputy  grand  chancellor  or  other  installing  officer 
who  shall  not  have  filed,  during  the  then  current  annual  term,  in  the  office 
of  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  a  certificate  from  the  subordinate 
lodge  of  which  such  deputy  or  installing  officer  is  a  member,  that  he  has  paid 
all  dues  or  other  indebtedness  to  his  lodge  to  the  beginning  of  such  term,  and 
that  he  is  in  good  standing  in  such  subordinate  lodge. 

301.  In  the  transmission  of  the  annual  password,  the  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  shall  use  such  cipher  as  the  grand  chancellor  may  direct  or 
approve,  and  shall  use  the  utmost  care  to  prevent  such  password  from  be¬ 
coming  known  to  any  unauthorized  person.  Each  deputy  Supreme  Chancellor 
shall  transmit  the  annual  password  received  by  him  to  the  installing  officer  of 
each  subordinate  lodge  under  his  charge,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  apply,  so  far  as  may  be,  to  such  transmission. 

302.  The  annual  password  shall  be  communicated  by  the  district  deputy 
grand  chancellor  or  other  installing  officer  to  the  chancellor  commander  of 
each  subordinate  lodge  under  his  charge,  immediately  after  installation. 

303:  Each  chancellor  commander  shall,  upon  application  therefor,  per¬ 
sonally  and  orally  communicate  the  current  annual  password  to  any  member 
of  the  order  who  has  attained  the  rank  of  knight,  who  is  not  on  the  inactive 
list,  and  who  is  otherwise  in  good  standing  in  the  subordinate  lodge  over 
which  such  chancellor  commander  presides,  and  to  none  others,  except  as 
provided  in  this  statute. 

304.  Upon  presentation  of  an  official  receipt  for  all  indebtedness  to  his 
lodge  to  the  beginning  of  the  current  annual  term,  to  any  chancellor  com¬ 
mander,  by  one  who  shall,  by  personal  identification  or  examination  in  the 
secret  work,  or  both,  prove  himself  to  be  the  person  designated  in  such  official 
receipt,  then  such  chancellor  commander  shall,  personally  and  orally,  com¬

therefor. 

305.  The  use  of  the  annual  password  shall  be  at  all  times  strictly  limited 
by  the  provisions  of  the  rituals  of  the  order.

307.  The  terms  “outer  guard”  and  “master  at  arms,”  as  particularly 
designated  in  the  obligation,  are  hereby  construed  to  include  the  corresponding 
officers  of  the  Supreme  lodge  and  of  grand  lodges,  so  far  as  the  same  relate 
to  officers  qualified  to  receive  the  annual  password.

( e )  He  must  be  in  good  health  and  sound  in  mind  and  body,  except 
that  a  maimed  person  may  become  eligible  by  dispensation. 

(f)  He  must  be  able  to  read  and  write. 

(g)  He  must  not  be  a  professional  gambler,  saloon-keeper,  bartender  or 
dealer  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors;  provided  that  this  paragraph  shall 
not  apply  to  druggists  who  are  legally  engaged  in  the  sale  of  liquors  for  medical, 
mechanical  or  sacramental  purposes  only. 

(h)  He  must  believe  in  the  maintenance  of  order  and  the  upholding  of 
constituted  authority  in  the  government  in  which  he  lives. 

(i)  He  must  not  have  been  rejected  by  any  subordinate  lodge  as  an 
applicant  for  the  ranks  of  knighthood  within  the  six  months  preceding  his 
application.

From  the  several  suggestions  tendered  respecting  this  patriotic  cere¬ 
mony,  we  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  procedure  at  once  dignified,  timely 
and  appropriate,  both  for  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies;  and  also  for 
those  members  who  enter  or  retire  in  the  interim.  In  our  judgment  the 
“flag  ceremony"  is  improperly  placed  in  the  statutes,  being  somewhat  in- 
artistically  and  undignifiedly  appended  to  a  section  merely  providing  for  the 
display  and  safe-keeping  of  the  subordinate  lodge  warrant  or  charter. 

The  importance  of  the  subject-matter  involved  justifies,  in  our  judgment, 
a  rearrangement  of  the  legislation  thereon. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  all  that  portion  of  section  180  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  statutes,  following  the  words,  “Five  Dollars,”  be  repealed. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Supreme  statutes  be  amended,  by  adding 
to  chapter  v,  division  vi,  part  i,  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as  section  381b, 
as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  a  new  section , 
to  be  known  as  section  381b,  be  added  to  chapter  v,  divison  vi,  part  i,  Supreme 
statutes,  to  read  as  follows: 

381b.  During  the  opening  ceremony  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  at  the  place 
indicated  in  the  cipher  ritual  the  chancellor  commander  shall  instruct  the 
master  at  arms  as  follows:  “Master  at  arms,  you  will  retire  to  the  ante¬ 
room  and  bring  in  the  Flag  of  our  country." 

The  master  at  arms  then  retires  to  the  ante-room  where  he  will  procure 
the  flag,  previously  prepared  on  a  staff,  bringing  it  unfurled  into  the  castle 
hall.  The  master  at  arms  will  advance  to  the  center  of  the  castle  hall  in 
front  of  the  altar,  facing  the  chancellor  commander. 

The  chancellor  commander  will  then  command:  “Attention!  Join  me 
in  saluting  the  Flag  of  our  country."  All  members  will  then  salute  the  Flag 
in  unison  with  the  chancellor  commander  (using  the  right  hand  military 
salute),  at  the  same  time  exclaiming:  “ Forever  may  it  wave!" 

The  master  at  arms  will  then  place  the  Flag  at  the  right  of  the  station 
of  the  chancellor  commander,  in  a  socket  prepared  for  it,  where  it  will  remain 
throughout  the  session.

During  the  closing  ceremony,  and  immediately  following  the  closing 
ode,  the  chancellor  commander  will  say,  “Master  at  arms,  return  the  Flag 
of  our  country  to  its  resting  place.”  Thereupo'n  the  master  at  arms,  with 
the  Flag,  will  assume  the  same  position  in  front  of  the  altar  as  in  the  opening 
ceremonies,  and  the  salute  to  the  Flag  will  be  given  in  the  same  manner  and 
form  as  in  the  opening  ceremonies.  The  salute  having  been  given,  the 
master  at  arms  will  then  return  the  Flag  to  the  property  room. 

1.  The  Flag  ceremony,  as  incorporated  into  the  official  opening  and 
closing  ceremonies,  is  an  outward  and  visible  sign  of  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  our  country,  and  will  be  conducted  with  deference  and  dignity. 

2.  If  possible,  the  National  anthem  will  be  played  when  the  master  at 
arms  enters  or  retires  with  the  Flag. 

3.  The  chancellor  commander,  before  ordering  the  master  at  arms  to 
bring  in  or  return  the  Flag,  may  appoint  two  members  to  act  as  a  color  guard 
to  escort  the  Flag  to  and  from  the  castle-hall.  This  guard  shall  walk  one 
on  each  side  of  the  master  at  arms,  armed  with  a  drawn  sword  at  carry. 
At  the  command,  “Attention,”  by  the  chancellor  commander,  the  color 
guard  will  bring  their  swords  to  present,  as  for  non-commissioned  officers 
(raise  and  carry  the  sword  to  the  front,  base  of  the  hilt  as  high  as  the  chin 
and  6  inches  in  front  of  the  neck,  edge  to  the  left,  point  6  inches  farther  to  the 
front  than  the  hilt,  thumb  extended  on  right  of  the  grip,  all  fingers  grasping 
the  grip).  As  soon  as  the  salute  has  been  given  by  the  members,  the  guard 
will  bring  their  swords  to  carry. 

4.  The  Flag  ceremony  will  be  used  at  all  open  or  public  sessions  held 
by  a  subordinate  lodge. 

5.  A  member  entering  the  lodge,  after  the  lodge  has  been  declared 
open  for  the  dispatch  of  business,  shall  proceed  to  the  altar,  and,  before 
giving  any  sign,  salute  the  Flag,  without  exclamation.  A  member  retiring 
from  the  lodge  before  the  closing  thereof,  shall,  without  exclamation,  salute 
the  Flag  before  giving  any  sign. 

And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  all  that  portion  of  section  180,  Supreme 
statutes,  following  the  words,  “Five  Dollars,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

Document  206. 

Resolution  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  Knights  of  Pythias,  at  its  regular  sitting 
held  on  Tuesday,  August  10,  1920: 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  death  has  taken  one  who 
was  long  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  of  this  Supreme  Tribunal, 
and  for  years  its  Chief  Tribune.  Judge  Colostin  D.  Myers  died  January  12, 
1920.  It  is  appropriate  that  this  tribunal  put  on  record  the  expression  of 
its  appreciation  of  this  good  man  and  brother,  and  our  sorrow  for  his  death. 

As  chairman  of  the  board  of  exemption  for  the  district  in  which  he  lived 
he  rendered  valuable  and  patriotic  service  to  the  country  throughout  the 
period  of  the  World  War.  The  exacting  duties  of  the  position,  with  its 
manifold  and  harrowing  responsibilities,  took  heavy  toll  of  his  physical  strength 
and  nervous  energies,  so  that  when  disease  fastened  its  hold  upon  him,  his 
vitality  was  too  much  depleted  to  resist  its  inroads.  And  so  it  may  be  said 
that  he  gave  his  life  for  his  country. 

His  ability  and  learning  as  a  lawyer  and  his  high  character  earned  for 
him  the  approbation  and  confidence  of  his  fellow  citizens  who  made  him  a 
judge  of  their  courts.  Here  he  administered  the  laws  and  dispensed  justice 
with  the  single  purpose  of  subserving  the  good  of  the  public  and  the  individual. 

As  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  his  work  was  distinguished  for  the 
painstaking  care  and  thoroughness  with  which  he  approached  and  undertook 
the  solution  of  the  questions  which  came  before  him.  He  had  an  accurate 
knowledge  and  comprehension  of  the  laws  of  the  order,  and  his  written  opinions 
were  models  of  clarity  of  expression,  and  of  logical  and  analytical  disposition 
of  the  issues  in  controversy. 

He  was  a  loyal  and  constant  Knight  of  Pythias,  imbued  with  the  pre¬ 
cepts  and  ideals  of  the  order,  which  he  practised  in  his  daily  life. 

Our  intimate  association  with  him  in  the  work  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
gave  to  us  the  opportunity  to  know  and  appreciate  his  attractive  personal 
qualities.  Genial  and  gentle,  warm  hearted  and  sincere,  keen  of  wit  and 
intellect,  he  was  a  rarely  choice  companion.  It  is  not  perfunctory  to  say 
of  him:  “We  shall  not  see  his  like  again.” 

Judge  Myers  has  been  summoned  to  appear  at  the  bar  of  the  Court  of 
Last  Resort  for  all  those  who  inhabit  the  earth.  We  are  well  assured  by  our 
knowledge  of  his  life  that  there  fell  from  the  lips  of  the  Supreme  Judge  these 
kindly  words:  “It  doth  appear  thou  art  a  worthy  judge.”  Now,  therefore,

“THE”  SUPREME  BEING. 

The  Committee  on  Judiciary  submitted  the  appended  report, 
which  was  ordered  to  lie  over  and  to  be  printed : 

Document  209. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  78, 
would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

This  proposition,  though  framed  in  the  form  of  a  resolution  instead  of 
an  amendment  to  our  Supreme  constitution,  which  would  be  necessary,  in  its 
entirety  proposes  to  make  our  constitution  read  that  to  gain  membership 
in  the  order,  one  must  be  a  believer  in  “the  Supreme  Being,”  as  contradis¬ 
tinguished  from  the  present  requirement  that  he  must  be  a  believer  in  “a 
Supreme  Being.” 

With  no  thought  of  criticism  at  all  for  the  sponsor  of  the  proposition, 
your  committee  cannot  but  believe  that  the  proposed  change,  in  its  finer 
conception,  is  one  of  mere  form  and  not  of  substance. 

That  there  is  a  Supreme  Being,  no  true  candidate  for  our  membership 
will  deny;  it  involves  no  mis-statement  or  even  under-statement  of  fact, 
then,  for  him  so  to  declare.  To  require  a  specific  declaration  of  his  belief  in 
the  existence  of  the  Supreme  Being,  transgresses  the  domain  of  mere  logical 
statement  and  grammatical  construction,  and  enters  into  the  sphere  of  reli¬ 
gious  belief,  sectarian  controversy  and  individual  conception  of  Deity.  Our 
order  appeals  to,  and  cordially  welcomes,  Trinitarians,  Unitarians,  Jews  and 
all  others  who  entertain  a  conscientious  belief  in,  and  purpose  to  show  due 
and  becoming  reverence  for,  the  Power,  Personality,  Presence,  Force,  or  call  Him 
what  you  will,  whom  we  severally  dignify  and  designate,  in  our  own  minds,  as  the 
Supreme  Being.  Conceptions  differ,  however,  as  faiths  differ,  and  we  want  no 
man,  who  seeks  to  become  one  of  us,  to  feel,  even  by  implication,  that  he  is 
subscribing  to  a  concurrence  in  our  conception  of  Deity  to  the  evclusion  of  his 
own  conception.  He  satisfies  us  if  he  truly  believes  in  a  Divine  Omnipotence. 

Further,  though  perhaps  of  less  practical  significance,  for  years  our 
constitution  has  contained  the  phrase  inveighed  against;  we  have  for  more 
than  a  generation  required  a  belief  in  “A  Supreme  Being.”  To  make  a 
change  now,  as  requested,  might,  in  itself,  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  implica¬ 
tion  that  the  conception  of  our  order,  with  respect  to  Deity  and  Divinity,  had 
changed.  This  we  are  constrained  to  hold  is  not  the  fact. 

We  therefore  report  unfavorably  upon  the  proposition.

Your  committee  believes  that  the  grand  lodge  rank  should  be  elaborate 
enough  to  be  commensurate  with  the  added  honor  and  dignity  attained  by 
the  past  chancellors,  and  the  additional  responsibilities  assumed  by  them  when 
they  are  ushered  into  the  higher  body  of  Pythianism. 

Therefore,  your  committee  recommends  that  a  special  committee  of 
three  be  forthwith  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  revision  or  ampli¬ 
fication  of  our  present  grand  lodge  and  Supreme  Lodge  rituals,  so  as  to  more 
thoroughly  emphasize  the  responsibilities  and  privileges  of  its  members;  and 
that  such  committee  be  instructed  to  report  such  proposed  revision  or  am¬ 
plification  to  the  1922  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  for  its  approval  or 
acceptance.

PRESS  ARTICLE. 

In  conformity  with  its  general  program  and  policy  of  expansion  by  which 
it  is  purposed  to  carry  the  principles  of  the  order  into  new  fields  of  Pythian 
endeavor,  the  Knights  of  Pythias  at  the  recent  biennial  convention  of  its 
Supreme  Lodge  at  Minneapolis,  adopted  an  amendment  to  its  organic  law 
reducing  the  minimum  age  limit  of  membership  in  the  order  from  21  to  18 
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years,  the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  open  the  door  of  fraternal  hope  to  thou¬ 
sands  of  youths  in  the  land  whose  hearts  have  felt  the  touch  of  human  sym¬ 
pathy  and  who  long  to  enlist  under  the  banner  of  brotherhood  achievement. 

Since  the  order  was  founded,  membership  has  been  restricted  to  white 
male  persons  not  less  than  21  years  of  age  and  under  50,  except  that  persons 
over  50  might  be  accepted  as  members  by  dispensations.  But  out  of  the 
great  World  War  many  lessons  came  of  a  nature  calculated  to  change  the  old 
order  of  things,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the  idea  born  of  the  tremendous 
struggle  and  was  participated  in  by  the  best  blood  of  the  nation’s  young 
manhood  that  youths  of  18, 19  and  20  years  of  age  are  fully  capable  of  meeting  re¬ 
sponsibilities  and  discharging  life’s  obligations  with  a  fidelity  equal  to  those 
of  few  years  their  senior.  The  alacrity  with  which  the  young  boys  of  the 
nation  sprang  to  arms  at  the  call  of  country  in  defense  of  its  honor  and  for 
the  preservation  of  it§  institutions  affords  incontrovertible  proof  that  one 
does  not  necessarily  have  to  be  of  legal  age  in  order  to  be  of  real  service  in 
times  of  stress  and  need. 

Inspired  by  thoughts  of  service  performed  and  sacrifices  made  by  the 
boys  of  the  land  and  being  deeply  sensible  to  the  conviction  that  if  a  boy 
of  18  years  is  man  enough,  strong  enough  and  patriotic  enough  to  serve  his 
country  in  time  of  war,  he  is  competent  physically,  mentally  and  temper¬ 
amentally  to  participate  in  the  settlement  of  the  problems  of  peace  that 
came  to  us  as  a  heritage  of  the  war  in  which  he  fought. 

The  Knights  of  Pythias  in  common  with  other  fraternal  organizations  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  obligations  the  duties  of  the  hour  impose.  It  proposes 
to  perform  its  full  share  in  the  great  work  of  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation, 
that  civilization  may  speedily  recover  from  the  shock  to  which  it  was  sub¬ 
jected  and  that  the  blessings  of  peace,  softened  by  sentiments  of  fraternal 
love  may  find  permanent  abiding  place  in  the  hearts  of  men.  And  in  this 
magnificent  endeavor  it  has  invited  boys  and  men  of  18  years  and  over  to 
enlist  under  the  tricolored  banner  of  Pythian  Knighthood  in  the  movement 
designed  to  banish  discontent  and  discord  and  make  the  world  brighter  and 
happier.

(d)  Any  person  who  has  for  fifty  years  continuously  been  a  member 
in  good  standing  of  one  or  more  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
Fifty-Year  Veteran  Jewel,  which  jewel  shall  be  of  the  following  design:  A 
circular  gold  medal  about  the  size  of  the  standard  veteran  jewel  with  raised 
laurel  wreath  circling  outer  edge  with  ribbon  tied  in  bow  at  the  bottom,  leaves 
of  the  wreath  pointing  upwards  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  bow — the  wreath 
not  to  be  closed  at  top — between  the  upper  ends  of  the  wreath  a  raised  armor 
head-gear  with  visor,  just  below  the  head-gear  and  upon  which  it  apparently 
rests  a  small  raised  Pythian  triangle  in  usual  colors  and  le.tters  with  apex 
down;  back  or  under  the  triangle  two  raised  Roman  battle  axes  crossed;  to 
the  left  and  a  little  below  the  triangle  a  raised  letter  “K”  and  to  the  right  a 
raised  letter  “P”;  between  the  letters  and  a  little  below  in  raised  figures  the 
numeral  50  linked  together  with  raised  ribbon,  upon  which  shall  appear  in 
black  letters  the  word  “year,”  as  shown  by  illustration  below.  The  jewel 
shall  be  made  of  14-karat  gold  throughout,  engraved  on  the  back,  furnished 
with  a  case,  and  each  jewel  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  it  is 
furnished.  Such  jewel  shall  be  furnished  to  the  donee  at  the  expense  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  Application  for  a  Fifty-Year  Veteran  Jewel  shall  be  made 
to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  each 
jewel  issued,  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom  issued,  the  date  of  issue,  and 
shall  publish  list  of  said  names  in  each  succeeding  official  record  of  the  book 
of  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.

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Query:  “When  and  how  shall  the  printed  rituals  be  recalled  for  the 
purpose  of  officially  destroying  same?” 

•  Query:  “What  disposition  shall  be  made  of  said  rituals?” 

Query:  “How  many  copies  of  the  cipher  ritual  shall  there  be  furbished 
to  each  subordinate  lodge,  and  under  what  restrictions?” 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  moved  “that  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  issue  a  proclamation  defining  the  legislation  of  this 
convention  with  respect  to  the  cipher  ritual,  and  directing  the 
collection  and  disposition  of  the  printed  rituals,”  which  motion 
prevailed. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Carling  further  moved,  “that  all 
printed  rituals  recalled  by  proclamation  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  be  under  the  custody  and  control  of  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  for  such  official  disposition  thereof  as  shall 
be  declared  in  the  proclamation,”  which  motion  prevailed.

Note:  As  required  by  Supreme  statute,  section  70a,  certified  public  accountants  examined 
the  accounts  of  financial  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30, 
1920,  and  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  as  contained  in  document  84  (see  page  392  ante), 
the  reports  of  said  accountants  are  published,  as  hereunder:

T o  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Gentlemen:  Pursuant  to  your  instructions  we  have  examined  the 
records  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  as  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  for  the  two  years  ended  June  30,  1920. 

Inventory:  We  have  taken  a  test  of  the  principal  items  in  the  inventory 
of  the  stock  of  merchandise,  together  with  25  per  cent  of  the  minor  items, 
in  which  cases  we  found  the  actual  physical  stock  to  be  in  agreement  with  the 
stock  ledger  accounts. 

Cash  Book:  The  integrity  of  the  cash  and  bank  records  have  been 
verified.  Postings  from  the  cash  book  and  journal  have  been  verified  and 
found  to  be  in  agreement,  with  the  following  exceptions:

No  adjustments  were  made  of  the  above  items.  It  will  be  noted  that 
this  error  does  not  affect  the  general  accounts,  being  the  same  amount  on  the 
debit  and  credit  sides. 

Vouchers:  All  vouchers  were  examined  for  the  period,  which  resulted 
as  follows:

The  stock  ledger  and  domain  ledger  have  been  checked  and  agree  with 
their  control  accounts  in  the  general  ledger. 

We  offer  the  following  suggestions  for  your  consideration: 

1.  That  an  appropriation  be  made  for  a  constant  petty  cash  fund  to  the  extent  of  $300 
for  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  This  would  eliminate  the  necessity 
for  advances  to  be  made  from  private  funds  for  current  expenses  to  be  reimbursed  at  some 
later  date. 

2.  That  an  appropriation  be  made  of  $1,000  per  annum  for  the  office  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  for  postage,  and  instead  of  postage  being  carried  in  the  stock 
ledger,  as  at  present,  that  this  account  participate  in  an  actual  appropriation  to  be  segregated 
as  used  for  parcel  post  or  general  correspondence,  etc. 
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We  have  found  all  expenditures  to  be  within  their  respective  appropria¬ 
tions,  with  one  exception,  which  is  the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  traveling  ex¬ 
pense,  viz:  appropriated,  $4,000;  expended,  $4,235.35;  excess  $235.35. 

The  system  in  vogue  and  as  required  by  statute,  that  a  finance  committee 
verify  monthly  and  by  quarterly  personal  audit,  the  records  between  the 
office  of  the  Supreme’ Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer,  appears  to  be  adequate. 

However,  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  books  were  not 
closed  as  at  June  30,  1918,  to  show  the  condition  of  accounts  as  reflected  in 
the  statement  of  that  date,  but  were  closed  off  on  September  13,  1918,  which 
made  it  necessary  to  adjust  the  accounts  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  exact  amount 
of  expense  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  item  of  $113,321.22  with  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  has 
been  verified  by  checking  the  last  statement  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  which  reflected  a 
balance  of  $108,741.17;  money  in  transit,  receipts  received,  $4,580.05;  item 
as  per  balance  sheet,  $113,321.22. 

The  item  of  $7,500  is  reported  to  be  in  the  form  of  a  mortgage  which  is  said 
to  be  in  possession  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer.  This  item  has  not 
been  verified  further. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended  us  during  the  course  of  this  audit,  and  to  especially  commend  the 
services  of  Mr.  McCracken,  chief  clerk.

Note:  From  the  fact  that  the  death  of  Henry  Parish  Brown,  Charles  F.  S.  Neal  and 
Robert  L.  Slade  occurred  shortly  following  the  adjournment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  convention 
of  1920,  and  before  the  Official  Record  was  printed,  and  the  further  fact  that  these  three  dis¬ 
tinguished  Pythians  participated  in  this  convention,  it  is  deemed  best  to  publish  in  this  Record 
formal  tributes  in  honor  of  their  memory — S.  K.  R.  S. 


HENRY  PARISH  BROWN 

Again  have  the  shadows  fallen !  In  the  every-day  affairs  of  life  we  pursue 
the  even  tenor  of  our  activities  with  the  full  knowledge  that — somewhere — the 
bell  is  tolling  for  a  loved  one  who  has  passed  to  “that  bourne  from  whence  no 
traveler  returns.”  Being  constantly  absorbed  with  the  duties  and  pleasures 
of  life,  we  give  little  heed  to  the  ever-present  admonition  that,  in  due  time, 
the  call  will  come  within  the  circles  of  intimate  association.  It  is  only  when 
the  fateful  word  is  spoken,  marking  the  passing  of  a  near  relative  or  dear 
friend,  that  we  keenly  reflect  upon  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  the  certainty 
that  none  are  immune  from  the  gre‘at  natural  order  that  beckons  all— relatives, 
friends,  ourselves — from  association  with  and  understanding  of  what  we 
term  “life,”  in  human  existence. 

Deep  and  sincere  sorrow  welled  forth  when  the  message  came  to  friends 
throughout  the  realm  of  this  great  fraternal  brotherhood  that  Henry  Parish 
Brown,  Past  Supreme  Chancellor,  had  suddenly  answered  the  final  summons 
at  his  home  in  Cleburne,  Texas,  Sunday,  October  24th,  1920,  as  the  evening 
shadows  were  gathering.  The  sad  intelligence  of  his  death  came  as  a  distinct 
shock  to  those  who  were  advised  that  this  great  Pythian  and  true  friend  had 
entered  that  long,  long  journey,  to  “the  last  and  final  awakening.” 

It  was  but  a  near  yesterday  that  he  mingled  in  close  fellowship  with  his 
fraters  in  attendance  at  the  biennial'  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
earnestly  engaged  with  them  in  shaping  legislation  for  the  advancement  and 
betterment  of  modern  knighthood.  It  is  hard  to  realize  that  Henry  Parish 
Brown  has  taken  his  place  in  the  “silent  chamber”  where  dwell  so  many  whom 
he  loved,  and  with  whom  he  so  uprightly  served.  His  record,  his  time,  his 
service  adorns  the  fairest  of  pages  in  the  recorded  annals  of  Pythian  Knight¬ 
hood.  What  he  said  of  other  friends,  whose  passing  occurred  during  his 
incumbency  of  the  highest  position  within  the  gift  of  this  order,  may  now 
appropriately  be  recalled:  “It  is  sad  indeed  when  we  are  confronted  with 
the  fact  that  the  strong  ties  of  friendship  linking  us  with  our  brother  knights 
whom  we  have  met  on  this  earth,  must  be  severed.”  How  true  his  words, 
and  how  aptly  they  apply  as  we  undertake  the  sad  duty  of  formulating  expres¬ 
sions  of  sorrow  in  honor  of  his  memory! 

HIS  PYTHIAN  CAREER. 

Many  were,  and  are,  members  of  this  order,  but  of  Henry  Parish  Brown 
it  well  may  be  said  that  his  association  and  service  was  a  career  in  which  he 
gave  the  fullest  measure  of  devotion.  We  call  attention  to  the  brief  personal 
and  Pythian  mention  of  him  as  contained  in  “Pythian  History:” 

HENRY  PARISH  BROWN — twenty-fourth  grand  chancellor  (of  Texas)  1897-1898. 
Lawyer.  Born  in  Marion,  Alabama,  March  15,  1857.  Educated  at  Howard  College,  Marion, 
where  he  commenced  practice  in  1880.  Moved  to  Cleburne,  Texas,  in  1886.  From  November 
1894,  to  April,  1896,  he  was  assistant  attorney  general  of  Texas,  but  resigned  to  resume  prac¬ 
tice.  Initiated  December  15,  1881,  in  E.  D.  King  Lodge  No.  6,  Marion,  Alabama,  but  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Olive  Lodge  No.  31,  Cleburne,  Texas.  Supreme  Representative,  1900-1902,  and 
re-elected  in  1903.  He  is  a  man  of  marked  ability,  high  attainments  and  strong  individuality.

Not  ended,  but  begun.” 
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The  foregoing  but  lightly  touches  the  Pythian  service  of  Brother  Brown, 
who,  from  the  day  of  his  initiation,  was  ardently  devoted  to  the  order’s  welfare. 
Following  a  period  of  nearly  ten  years  of  constant  Pythian  activity  in  his 
subordinate  lodge  and  in  the  grand  lodge  of  Texas,  he  became  the  executive 
officer  of  that  domain,  attaining  the  honor  of  past  grand  chancellor  on  April 
21,  1898.  He  attended  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  receiving  the  Supreme  Lodge  rank  on  August  23,  1898.  Commenc¬ 
ing  in  1900,  he  served  continuously  as  supreme  representative  for  a  period  of 
six  years,  and  at  the  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  October 
18,  1906,  was  elected  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  being  chosen  from  a  field  of 
four  candidates  for  this  high  honor.  During  his  first  attendance  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  committee  on  warrants  and 
charters,  but  following  that  convention  (1900)  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  committee  on  judiciary,  of  which  committee  he  remained  a  member  until 
his  election  to  the  second  highest  position  within  the  order’s  gift,  rendering 
marked  service  throughout.  At  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held 
in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  he  was  unanimously  elected  Supreme  Chancellor 
on  August  6,  1908. 

His  administration  as  Chief  Executive  was  marked  with  the  same  devo¬ 
tion  that  characterized  his  service  in  all  the  previous  years  of  his  Pythian 
activity,  but  with  the  added  import  and  responsibility  of  the  widest  field  of 
activity.  He  was  a  painstaking,  able  executive,  thoroughly  sincere  and 
conscientious  in  his  every  duty,  and  in  his  dealings  with  official  associates 
and  the  order  at  large.  He  won  a  high  place  in  the  field  of  oratory,  and  his 
public  addresses  delivered  under  the  order’s  auspices,  in  both  the  United 
states  and  Canada,  “aroused  Pythian  endeavors  and  enthusiasm”  wherever 
he  brought  his  brilliant  message.  By  disposition  and  nature  he  was  the 
personification  of  gentleness,  always  modest  and  unassuming,  and  with  a 
kindliness  of  heart  that  won  admiration  and  lasting  friendships.  He  typified 
to  a  marked  degree  the  truism  so  well  expressed — “nothing  is  so  strong  as 
gentleness;  nothing  so  gentle  as  real  strength.” 

During  his  term  as  Supreme  Chancellor,  the  Grim  Reaper  relentlessly 
held  sway,  breaking  the  ranks  of  his  close  associates  and  co-workers  in  the 
field  of  Pythian  endeavor.  Two  of  his  official  family — Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  Dr.  R.  L.  C.  White,  and  Supreme  Outer  Guard  William 
D.  Cameron — died  within  the  first  year  of  his  administration,  and  the  ranks 
of  friendship  were  further  broken  by  the  death  of  Supreme  Tribune  John  H. 
Alexander;  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Wilbur  H.  Myers;  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives  Aaron  B.  Gardenier,  New  York,  and  Cyrus  W.  Hall  of  West  Vir¬ 
ginia;  and  Past  Supreme  Representatives  William  D.  Kennedy  of  Illinois, 
A.  P.  Riddle  of  Kansas,  and  James  C.  De  la  Mare  of  New  York.  The  breaking 
of  these  ties  brought  to  him  deep  and  keen  sorrow,  and  to  the  memory  of  each 
he  dedicated  in  his  official  report  tributes  of  sincere  appreciation. 

It  is  deemed  appropriate  at  this  time  to  quote  the  following  expression  of 
his  personality  and  impress  of  his  administration  as  contained  in  the  Official 
Record  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  1910: 

Avoiding  all  set  standards,  it  is  singularly  fitting  to  “speed  the  parting  guest,”  and,  speak¬ 
ing  on  behalf  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  membership  of  the  order,  it  may  safely  be  said 
that  throughout  the  supreme  domain,  there  rises  a  general  and  generous  meed  of  praise  to 
Hon.  Henry  Parish  Brown,  of  Cleburne,  Texas,  for  the  able,  dignified,  masterful,  kindly  and 
fraternal  administration  that  he  has  given  to  this  great  fraternity.  As  a  man,  a  citizen  and  a 
Pythian,  his  earnest,  painstaking  and  faithful  services  to  this  order,  throughout  his  biennial 
term,  have  been  of  encouragement,  benefit,  help  and  uplift.  His  genial  personality,  his  rugged 
honesty,  his  sincere  appreciation  of  Pythian  ideals  and  manoood,  have  made  and  wrought  in 
him  a  masterly  executive.  His  work  for  and  in  behalf  of  this  order  has  been  such  as  to  win  for 
him  high  praise,  and  wherever  he  has  gone,  bearing  the  proud  mission  of  Pythian  knighthood, 
he  has  elevated  manhood  and  made  the  influence  of  his  high  station  felt  for  lasting  benefit 
and  good.  Long  will  he  be  remembered  by  those  for  whom  and  with  whom  he  has  so  ably 
served.  In  all  relations,  whether  fraternal  or  official,  he  has  set  a  high  standard,  and  his 
great  and  good  work  will  be  appreciated  and  remembered  through  all  the  years  to  come,  as 
his  name  takes  a  proud  and  commanding  position  among  America’s  distinguished  sons  who 
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have  preceded  him — as  well  as  among  those  who  will  follow  him — in  the  service  of  this  great 
fraternal  brotherhood.  May  his  after  years  be  filled  with  peace  and  plenty,  and  may  the 
richest  and  choicest  of  life’s  blessings  be  his  portion. 

While  deservedly  enjoying  the  highest  honors  within  the  gift  of  Pythian 
Knighthood,  he  never  neglected  his  subordinate  lodge — the  “heart  of  the 
order” — and  we  cannot  more  clearly  express  this  thought  than  by  quoting 
the  following  tender  expression  by  Brother  Henry  Miller,  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  of  Texas: 

I  fully  realize  the  loss  of  a  true  friend,  one  whom  I  shall  sadly  miss,  as  we  were  intimate 
together  for  a  long  number  of  years.  Brother  Brown,  while  he  attained  the  highest  honor  in 
the  gift  of  the  Pythians  of  the  supreme  domain,  never  failed  to  attend  his  subordinate  lodge, 
and  he  was  faithful  in  that  direction  to  the  last.  Whenever  duty  called  him,  or  he  received 
an  invitation  from  our  small  subordinate  lodges,  to  visit  them  and  speak  to  them,  he  always 
responded  to  the  call. 


SICKNESS  AND  DEATH. 

Brother  Brown  had  been  enjoying  good  health,  in  fact,  “he  had  but 
little  sickness  to  contend  with  at  any  time.”  The  week  preceding  his  death 
he  visited  Dallas,  and  while  there  had  an  attack  of  indigestion,  from  which 
he  soon  recovered.  His  attending  physician  advised  him  that  he  could 
safely  attend  the  Dallas  Fair  on  Saturday,  October  23,  which  he  did,  returning 
home  that  evening,  seemingly  in  good  health.  On  Sunday  afternoon,  October 
24th,  he  announced  that  he  was  not  feeling  well,  and  at  5:30  p.  m.  suddenly 
passed  away,  his  death  being  caused  by  acute  indigestion  and  heart  failure. 

BURIED  WITH  PYTHIAN  HONORS. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Baker,  who,  with  her  husband, 
was  visiting  in  Mexico  City,  at  time  of  his  death,  the  funeral  was  not  held 
until  Thursday,  October  28th.  At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Brown,  these  sad 
exercises  were  of  a  strictly  Pythian  character.  The  grand  lodge  of  Texas 
was  officially  represented  by  Supreme  Representative  Charles  F.  Weiland, 
Past  Grand  Chancellors  W.  Alex.  Abey  and  George  D.  Shaw,  also  by  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  Henry  Miller.  By  request  of  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  Ladew,  the  Supreme  Lodge  was  officially  represented  by  Supreme 
Representative  Frank  E.  Duncan,  of  Oklahoma. 

FAREWELL. 

The  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  in  Minneapolis, 
August  10-17,  1920,  long  will  be  remembered  because  of  the  sorrow  brought 
directly  within  its  circle.  Brother  Brown  was  in  attendance  at  this  conven¬ 
tion,  the  many  interesting  experiences  of  which  he  most  thoroughly  enjoyed. 
During  the  convention  a  group  picture  was  taken  of  the  Past  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellors,  and  this,  probably,  was  the  last  photo-likeness  taken  of  our  late 
brother.  Outside  of  Pythian  circles  in  Texas,  there  is  no  place  within  the  order 
where,  during  the  years  to  come,  Brother  Brown  will  be  more  keenly  missed 
than  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  this  body  assembles  in  future  conventions. 
From  near  and  remote  sections  of  the  supreme  domain  there  have  come 
sincere  words  expressing  the  great  personal  loss  sustained  by  his  death.  To 
the  bereaved  widow,  who,  with  him,  so  much  enjoyed  these  biennial  gatherings, 
there  goes  forth  the  sympathy  and  sorrow  felt  by  her  many  friends  throughout 
the  order.  They  join  with  her  in  mourning  this  great  loss — the  passing  of 
husband,  father,  and  the  friend  of  all. 

Henry  Parish  Brown  has  left  a  memory  that  will  be  cherished  through 
the  coming  years  by  those  who  shared  companionship  and  friendship  with 
him,  and  in  the  true  sense  that  “each  departed  friend  is  a  magnet  that  attracts 
us  to  the  next  world.”

CHIEF  TRIBUNE 


Judge  Colostin  De  Kalb  Myers,  Chief  Tribune  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal, 
Knights  of  Pythias,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  Bloomington,  Illinois,  at 
11:15  p.  m.,  Monday,  January  12,  1920. 

Announcement  of  his  death  was  received  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  at  3:30  p.  m.,  January  13th,  in  a  telegram  from  Harry  E. 
Riddle,  of  Bloomington,  saying:  “Judge  Myers  died  last  evening.”  In  this 
connection,  as  frequently  occurs  among  mortals,  there  is  afforded  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  mention  an  incident  that  borders  upon  premonition  or  mental  tel¬ 
epathy — a  happening  that  cannot  be  explained  with  any  clearness  of  under¬ 
standing.  Three  hours  before  we  were  advised  of  his  death,  his  personality 
came  before  us,  and  we  took  from  our  cabinet  of  cuts  and  engravings  a  half¬ 
tone  likeness  of  this  noted  and  beloved  Pythian,  for  the  purpose  of  publishing 
same  in  this  number  of  The  Advocate — the  impelling  thought  being  in  con¬ 
nection  with  his  services  in  this  order  and  the  fact  that,  on  December  31,  1919, 
just  a  few  days  before,  he  officially  retired  as  a  member  and  Chief  Tribune 
of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  of  this  order.  There  may  be  nothing  of  premonition 
in  this  incident,  but  the  fact  that  the  happening  occurred  very  shortly  after 
the  mantle  of  death  had  closed  about  him,  makes  the  circumstance  pecu¬ 
liarly  interesting. 

Brother  Myers  had  been  in  failing  health  for  several  months,  being 
afflicted  with  Bright’s  disease,  complicated  with  other  ailments.  The  end 
came,  however,  with  “shocking  suddenness,”  as  but  very  few  of  his  friends 
were  aware  of  his  critical  condition.  He  and  Mrs.  Myers  had  made  plans 
to  go  to  Florida  in  just  a  few  days  to  spend  the  balance  of  the  winter.  He 
spent  most  of  his  time,  just  three  days  before  his  death,  in  making  arrange¬ 
ments  for  this  trip,  and  it  is  thought  that  his  exposure  to  cold  weather  brought 
on  the  acute  attack  that  so  suddenly  resulted  in  his  death.  Life’s  race  with 
him  had  run,  and  “the  end  came  peacefully.” 

His  Pythian  career  stands  out  with  decided  prominence,  not  only  by  reason 
of  his  distinguished  service  as  a  member  and  leader  in  the  judicial  department 
of  Pythian  government,  but  because  of  the  long  tenure  of  his  membership  in 
this  order,  the  honors  he  deservedly  attained,  and  the  fact  that,  far  and  wide,  he 
was  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him,  winning  and  meriting  the  respect  and 
high  esteem  of  every  member  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and  by  those 
who  knew  of  his  deep  interest,  ardent  love,  and  fine  contributions  to  the 
weal  and  welfare  of  the  order  at  large.  His  decisions  as  a  member  of  the 
Supreme  Tribunal  are  widely  recognized  because  of  their  clearness  and  sound¬ 
ness  in  interpreting,  judicially,  the  meaning  and  force  of  Pythian  law.  It 
will  be  recalled  that  just  a  few  years  ago,  all  decisions  of  the  tribunal  were 
collated,  codified  and  published  in  a  single  volume.  This  important  work 
was  intrusted  to  his  care,  and  the  name  “Myers”  will  ever  hereafter  adorn 
this  publication,  and  also  the  subsequent  decisions  so  clearly  and  concisely 
reported  by  him. 

He  was  initiated  in  Damon  Lodge  No.  10,  Bloomington,  Illinois,  January 
10,  1878,  just  forty-two  years  ago.  His  rise  in  this  order  commenced  almost 
from  the  time  of  his  initiation,  and  upon  his  admission  to  the  grand  lodge  it 
was  foreseen  that  he  was  destined  to  occupy  its  highest  positions  of  trust  and 
responsibility.  He  was  the  18th  grand  chancellor  of  Illinois,  serving  in 
1886-1887,  and  entered  the  supreme  lodge  as  a  supreme  representative  in 
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1896,  where  he  served  three  terms  of  four  years  each,  a  period  of  twelve 
years,  retiring  as  supreme  representative  with  the  convention  of  1906,  when 
he  was  nominated  and  confirmed  as  a  supreme  tribune  in  the  order’s  judicial 
department. 

During  his  life  he  served  on  the  bench  in  Illinois  for  many  years,  as  judge 
of  the  county  court,  circuit  court  and  appellate  court.  He  was  born  in 
Racine,  Ohio,  May  7,  1847,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  a  graduate  of  the 
Normal  University  of  Lebanon,  Ohio,  and  took  his  law  course  at  Michigan 
University.  As  citizen,  Pythian  and  friend,  he  will  be  long  remembered  as 
one  “who  served  mankind.”

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IN  MEMORI AM 

CHARLES  F.  S.  NEAL,  P.  S.  R. 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL 


It  is  an  old  and  a  true  saying,  “Death  loves  a  shining  mark.”  It  is 
doubtful  if  any  man  in  the  Pythian  order  was  more  widely  and  favorably  known 
personally  and  by  reputation,  than  Charles  F.  S.  Neal,  of  Indiana.  During 
the  Minneapolis  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  possibly  by  reason  of  the 
known  fact  that  he  was  in  very  poor  health,  appropriate  resolutions  were 
adopted,  reciting  his  long  and  active  Pythian  career.  Following  the  conven¬ 
tion,  he  went  to  Rochester  for  consultation  regarding  his  condition,  which 
was  found  to  be  decidedly  serious.  An  operation  was  decided  upon,  and 
although  the  chance  of  success  was  very  slight,  he  wanted  to  take  that  chance. 
His  death  occurred  August  28th. 

Much  already  has  been  published  concerning  his  work  in  behalf  of  the 
Pythian  order,  but  through  the  kindness  of  Supreme  Representative  Frank 
Bowers,  of  Indiana,  we  were  favored  with  the  following  review  of  his  life, 
career  and  service: 

The  late  Charles  F.  S.  Neal  was  a  native  of  Boone  County,  Indiana,  and 
a  resident  at  Lebanon  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  August  28, 
1920,  at  Rochester,  Minnesota,  whither  he  had  gone  for  surgical  treatment 
on  August  18th,  the  morning  following  the  close  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  con¬ 
vention.  He  had  been  in  ill  health  for  several  months. 

There  was  scarcely  a  civic  movement  for  local  benefit  to  his  home  city 
and  county  in  which  he  was  not  either  active  or  a  leader.  He  was  a  prime 
mover  in  all  public  improvements — county  buildings,  systems  of  drainage, 
hospitals,  streets  and  better  roads,  public  utilities.  Politically  he  was  a 
Democrat,  but  later  affiliating  with  the  Hearst  movement  as  a  member  of 
the  National  Committee,  but  more  recently  had  aligned  himself  with  the 
Republican  party.  He  was  principal  in  the  firm  of  Neal  and  Company, 
engaged  in  real  estate  and  insurance;  president  of  the  Lebanon  Board  of 
Education  and  of  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  Association. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Maccabees,  Masons, 
and  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  received  the  rank  of  knight  in  Lebanon  Lodge 
No.  45,  April  19th,  1880;  was  elected  chancellor  commander  June  3,  1884;  was 
admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  as  a  past  chancellor  and  representa¬ 
tive,  June  5,  1887 ;  was  elected  grand  master  of  exchequer  June  4,  1889,  serving 
in  that  office  two  years;  elected  grand  chancellor  June  3,  1896;  entered  the 
Supreme  Lodge  as  Supreme  Representative  August  23,  1898;  elected  member 
of  the  Board  of  Control  August  31,  1900;  appointed  President  Board  of 
Control  January  28,  1901;  re-elected  August  18,  1904,  resigned  and  re-elected 
to  Board  of  Control,  where  he  served  until  death. 

The  funeral  ceremonies  and  burial  occurred  on  September  1  at  the  Neal 
home,  in  charge  of  Rev.  R.  H.  Kent,  of  Franklin,  a  former  pastor  of  the  family. 
Reverends  S.  H.  Huff  and  O.  H.  Carmichael,  local  ministers,  assisted.  James 
E.  Watson,  P.  S.  R.,  of  Rushville,  delivering  a  touching  tribute  and  eulogy 
to  the  memory  of  the  deceased  and  W.  L.  Heiskell,  P.  S.  R.,  of  Indianapolis, 
performed  the  ritualistic  ceremonies  of  the  order  on  behalf  of  Lebanon  Lodge 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.  The  floral  tributes  from  neighbors,  non¬ 
resident  friends,  the  local  and  the  grand  lodge,  were  unusually  profuse  and 
elaborate.  The  numerous  messages  of  condolence  and  sympathy  received 
by  the  family  from  prominent  members  of  the  order  throughout  the  Supreme 
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domain  gave  evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  the  deceased  was  held.  The 
active  pallbearers  were  H.  C.  Ulin,  Chicago;  A.  E.  Witt,  Lafayette  Wilson, 
J.  P.  Cloverdale,  Philip  Adler,  of  Indianapolis;  W.  T.  Hooton,  John  H.  Frank 
and  S.  M.  Storm,  of  Lebanon — all  close  personal  friends  and  former  business 
associates.  The  honorary  pall-bearers  were  Supreme  Chancellors  William 
Ladew,  of  New  York;  grand  lodge  officers — John  W.  Craig,  G.  C.,  Harry  M. 
Thompson,  G.  P.,  R.  A.  Brown,  G.  K.  R.  S.,  W.  A.  Morris,  G.  M.  E.,  Homer 
Bassett,  G.  I.  G.,  Supreme  Representatives  Charles  F.  Remy,  Frank  A. 
Priest,  Frank  Bowers;  Harry  Wade  and  W.  O.  Powers,  President  and  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Insurance  Department;  and  Past  Supreme  Representatives  James 
E.  Watson,  W.  L.  Heiskell,  W.  P.  Hart,  A.  M.  Brown,  Jonce  Monyhan,  C.  A. 
Tindall  and  John  W.  McCardle. 

Deceased  was  twice  married.  His  two  children — Thomas  L.  Neal  and 
Grace  Neal — his  second  wife,  two  sisters  and  two  brothers  survive  him.  “I 
hope  to  get  back  home  in  time  to  attend  the  grand  lodge  convention  in  October 
and  install  or  see  Tommy  installed  as  the  next  grand  chancellor  of  Indiana,” 
was  the  last  remark  he  made  to  me  before  he  boarded  his  train  for  Rochester, 
at  our  parting  at  the  station  on  the  morning  of  August  18th — vain  hope.

THOMAS  W.  MILAN,  P.  S.  R. 

Thomas  W.  Milan  was  born  October  8,  1859.  He  was  initiated  in  Cen¬ 
tennial  Lodge  No.  5,  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  October  8,  1890,  attaining  the 
ranks  of  knighthood  on  the  thirty-first  anniversary  of  his  birth.  He  was 
elected  grand  chancellor  on  May  18,  1897,  and  served  as  supreme  representa¬ 
tive  in  1900-1902  He  served  the  grand  domain  as  grand  keeper  of  records 
and  seal  from  September  20,  1915,  to  May  21,  1918.  His  death  occurred 
August  2,  1918.

MIDDLETON  J.  MANNING,  P.  S.  R. 

Middleton  J.  Manning  was  initiated  in  Cowan  Lodge  No.  39,  Clarendon, 
Arkansas,  in  January,  1888;  was  elected  grand  chancellor,  May  16,  1892,  and 
served  as  supreme  representative  in  1896-1898,  was  re-elected,  and  served 
in  1902-1904.  He  was  born  July  7,  1861,  and  died  February  25,  1919. 

“His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements 
So  mixed  in  him,  that  Nature  might  stand  up 
And  say  to  all  the  world,  This  was  a  man.” 

WARREN  M.  ANDERSON,  P.  G.  C. 

Warren  M.  Anderson  was  a  charter  member  of  James  A.  Jackson  Lodge 
No.  13,  Monticello,  Arkansas,  instituted  May  10,  1881.  It  was  said  of  him 
that  “his  one  interest  in  life  was  his  lodge.”  He  was  elected  grand  chancellor, 
May  1*9,  1886.  His  death  occurred  November  13,  1918. 

“His  day  has  come,  not  gone; 

His  sun  has  risen,  not  set; 

His  life  is  now  beyond 
The  reach  of  death  or  change, 

Not  ended  but  begun.”

Colorado — 

CLARENCE  M.  KELLOGG,  P.  G.  C. 

Clarence  M.  Kellogg,  past  grand  chancellor,  died  October  28,  1919, 
“after  sixty  years  of  life,  during  which  he  lived  to  bless  mankind.”  Denver 
Lodge  No.  41,  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member,  adopted  appropriate 
resolutions,  which  were  published  in  the  Pythian  press,  together  with  an 
extended  review  of  his  life  and  Pythian  service.  Grand  Chancellor  William 
E.  Smith  paid  the  following  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Brother  Kellogg: 
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“He  gave  to  Pythians  and  Pythianism  almost  thirty-seven  years  of 
service  and  activity.  He  was  initiated  at  the  institution  of  Armor  Lodge 
No.  36,  Independence,  Wisconsin,  January  18,  1883.  Removing  to  Min¬ 
neapolis,  Minnesota,  in  1884,  he  affiliated  with  Minnehaha  Lodge  No.  34,  of 
that  city.  Returning  to  Wisconsin  in  1886,  he  assisted  in  the  organization  of 
High  Cliff  Lodge  No.  68,  at  Galesville,  August  8,  1889,  at  which  time  the 
honor  of  past  chancellor  was  conferred  upon  him.  He  received  the  grand 
lodge  rank  in  the  grand  lodge  of  Wisconsin,  March  10,  1891.  Affiliated  with 
Rathbone  Lodge  No.  59,  at  Denver,  Colorado,  January  18,  1899,  in  which 
lodge  he  retained  his  membership  until  his  death. 

“He  was  admitted  to  the  grand  lodge  of  Colorado  at  its  annual  conven¬ 
tion  of  1899;  was  appointed  grand  tribune  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  1901  and  served 
a  full  term  in  that  capacity,  1904-1907.  Was  elected  to  and  served  full  terms 
in  the  various  grand  lodge  offices  as  follows:  grand  inner  guard,  1908-09; 
grand  master  at  arms,  1909-10;  grand  prelate,  1910-11;  grand  vice  chan¬ 
cellor,  1911-12;  grand  chancellor,  1912-13;  Alternate  Supreme  Representative, 
1916-19  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  one  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
permanent  Pythian  relief  fund,  legislation  providing  for,  and  governing 
which,  he  assisted  in  formulating. 

“Among  the  members  of  our  order  in  each  grand  domain  are  always  a 
few  strong  figures  who  tower  above  all  others  in  the  bigness  and  grandeur  of 
their  characters.  Men  who,  by  the  kindness  of  their  hearts  and  the  fidelity 
of  their  purposes,  have  helped  to  better  mankind;  who,  in  the  generosity  of 
their  being  have  daily  bordered  the  pathway  of  life  with  the  flowers  of  love 
and  helped  to  perpetuate  the  noble  principles  of  friendship,  charity  and  bene¬ 
volence.  Our  departed  brother,  Clarence  M.  Kellogg,  was  such  a  man. 
“By  his  deeds  ye  shall  know  him.”  He  has  gone,  but  the  good  he  has  done 
and  the  service  he  has  rendered  to  mankind  shall  live  in  Pythian  history 
through  all  the  ages.  Let  us  bow  our  heads  and  shed  a  tear  in  memory  of  one 
of  God’s  noblemen.”

WALES  R.  McCORMICK,  P.  G.  C. 

Wales  R.  McCormick,  past  grand  chancellor  of  Illinois,  died  in  the  home 
of  his  son,  C.  C.  McCormick,  at  Quincy,  July  22,  1919.  Born  in  St.  Louis 
county,  Mo.,  July  4,  1832.  Mr.  McCormick  was  87  years  old  and  one  of  the 
oldest  printers  in  this  vicinity.  In  1847,  at  the  age  of  15,  he  began  learning 
the  printers’  trade  in  the  office  of  Joe  P.  Winchel  in  Palmyra,  and  when,  two 
years  later,  Mr.  Winchel  moved  his  office  to  Hannibal,  Mr.  McCormick  went 
with  him. 

While  working  as  an  apprentice  in  the  trade  in  Hannibal,  Mr.  McCormick 
worked  alongside  of  Samuel  Clemens,  known  better  under  the  pen  name  of 
Mark  Twain.  The  friendship  there  started  between  Mr.  McCormick  and 
Samuel  Clemens  was  never  forgotten  and  when  Mr.  McCormick  was  grand 
chancellor,  Mr.  Clemens  sent  him  a  beautiful  lodge  charm  as  a  token  of  esteem. 

In  the  organization  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in  this  domain  Brother 
McCormick  had  a  prominent  part.  He  was  the  oldest  past  grand  chancellor 
in  Illinois. 

During  his  long  residence  in  Quincy  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  many 
of  its  best  business  men,  among  whom  he  always  was  received  with  respect, 
He  was  a  great  lover  of  sports,  including  baseball  and  horse-racing,  and 
always  enjoyed  attending  the  games  and  races. 
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ARCHIBALD  G.  SERVOSS,  P.  G.  C. 

Archibald  Gooding  Servoss  was  the  twenty-ninth  grand  chancellor  of 
Illinois,  serving  in  1897-1898.  He  was  born  in  Salt  Creek  township,  Mason 
county,  Illinois,  July  21,  1864.  Graduated  from  the  High  School  in  Havana, 
in  1884;  attended  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  1885-1886,  and  after  graduating 
began  the  practice  of  medicine.  He  was  married  March  14,  1888,  to  Miss 
Carrie  E.  Cross;  the  widow  and  one  son,  Harold  Servoss,  also  a  grandson, 
survive  him.  He  joined  Havana  Lodge  No.  258,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Havana, 
Illinois,  as  a  charter  member,  July  10,  1890.  He  died  January  20,  1920,  and 
was  buried  at  Forest  City,  Illinois. 

HENRY  P.  CALDWELL,  P.  G.  C. 

Henry  Palmer  Caldwell,  for  41  years  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal, 
died  at  his  residence,  5240  Kenmore  avenue,  Chicago,  at  12  o’clock  noon, 
February  20,  1919. 

A  little  more  than  a  year  previous,  Brother  Caldwell,  while  crossing  a 
street  in  the  downtown  district,  was  struck  by  a  mail  motor  truck  and  sus¬ 
tained  serious  injuries.  While  he  made  good  recovery  from  this  injury,  it 
was  followed  by  a  severe  surgical  operation,  from  which  time  he  gradually 
failed. 

The  body  laid  in  state  in  the  main  hall,  Oriental  Consistory,  Dearborn 
street  and  Walton  place,  from  Tuesday  noon,  February  25,  until  the  hour 
of  the  funeral,  1:30  p.  m.,  Wednesday,  February  26.  Burial  at  Elmwood 
cemetery. 

Henry  P.  Caldwell  was  a  native  of  the  great  Buckeye  state,  Washington 
being  his  birthplace,  in  1840.  He  received  his  education  in  private  schools 
in  that  town  and  graduated  from  Jefferson  College,  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  in  1861. 

He  remained  in  peaceful  pursuits  of  private  life  until  the  Civil  War, 
when  he  volunteered  as  a  private  and  assisted  in  raising  a  company  which 
was  assigned  to  the  12th  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  He  was  elected 
first  lieutenant  of  the  company,  and  he  continued  in  the  service  two  years 
but  was  compelled  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health  before  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  was  in  command  of  his  company  when  engaged  in  two  battles  with 
rebel  troops,  under  the  command  of  the  celebrated  raider,  John  Morgan, 
the  first  at  Mt.  Sterling,  Ky.,  on  June  9,  1864,  and  the  second  at  Cynthiana, 
Ky.,  June  12,  1864,  in  both  of  which  our  troops  were  victorious.  It  was  a 
singular  fact  that  more  rebels  were  killed  in  this  engagement  than  were 
wounded. 

He  was  then  detailed  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Applicants 
for  commissions  of  officers  for  the  United  States  Colored  troops;  James  S. 
Brisbin  and  Henry  P.  Wade,  son  of  the  senator  of  Ohio,  were  also  members 
of  this  board. 

In  September,  1867,  he  arrived  in  Chicago,  engaging  first  in  the  drug 
business,  and  afterwards  in  real  estate  and  loan  business,  in  which  he  was 
very  successful.  ' 

He  was  thrown  into  business  relations  with  Henry  Clay  Berry,  who  was 
then  engaged  in  promoting  the  Order  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  he  in¬ 
duced  Brother  Caldwell  to  give  him  his  application  to  Board  of  Trade  Lodge 
No.  4  (name  afterward  changed  to  Gauntlet),  and  he  was  initiated  February 
12,  1870.  He  at  once  became  an  active  member,  serving  some  years  as 
master  of  exchequer  and  later  as  chancellor  commander. 

He  had  the  grand  lodge  rank  conferred  on  him  January  15,  1872,  and 
attended  every  session  of  the  grand  lodge  from  that  date.  In  1876  he  was 
appointed  grand  trustee,  to  fill  a  vacancy,  and  filled  out  the  remainder  of 
that  term. 
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In  1877  the  grand  lodge  met  in  Springfield  and  Brother  Caldwell  was 
solicited  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  grand  keeper  of  records  and 
seal.  He  refused  to  consider  the  matter,  but  was  finally  persuaded  to  accept 
the  nomination.  He  was  elected  and  re-elected  every  year.  At  the  same 
convention  he  was  elected  grand  trustee  and  held  the  two  offices  at  the  same 
time,  the  only  case  on  record  where  one  held  two  grand  lodge  offices  at  one  time. 

At  that  time  there  were  but  2,000  members  in  the  state,  where  now  there 
are  over  52,000,  and  it  is  largely  owing  to  his  zeal  for  the  order  and  his  ability 
in  directing  the  affairs  of  his  office  that  Illinois  stands  fourth  in  the  list  of 
grand  domains  in  point  of  numbers,  and  the  peer  of  any  in  loyalty  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  principles  of  the  order.  He  conducted  the  largest  and  most  im¬ 
portant  grand  lodge  office  in  the  Supreme  domain  and  devoted  his  whole  time 
to  the  work. 

In  1886  the  rank  of  past  grand  chancellor  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
reason  of  having  served  five  consecutive  years  in  the  office  of  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal,  which  was  the  Supreme  Law  at  that  time.  He  was  present 
at  every  place  where  the  Supreme  Lodge  convened,  commencing  in  1878,  and 
gained  admission  in  1886;  was  assistant  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  at  the  convention  of  1902  and  at  every  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
thereafter,  and  by  reason  thereof  had  formed  a  very  extensive  personal 
acquaintance  with  members  of  the  order  throughout  the  Supreme  domain. 

He  was  personally  acquainted  with  the  founder  of  the  order,  Justus 
H.  Rathbone,  and  with  every  Supreme  Chancellor,  beginning  with  the  first, 
Samuel  Read. 

Brother  Caldwell  made  a  study  of  and  was  an  authority  on  Pythian  law. 
He  had  been  a  member  of  committees  which  had  prepared  three  constitutions 
of  the  grand  lodge  and  two  digests,  and  performed  the  principal  part  of  the 
work  in  revising  the  present  constitution  and  statutes  of  Illinois,  publication 
of  which  marked  a  new  era  in  the  arrangement  of  Pythian  law. 

He  served  as  secretary  of  section  84  since  its  organization  in  February, 
1878,  and  was  an  earnest  advocate  of  the  insurance  department. 

He  joined  Fort  Dearborn  Division  No.  1,  Uniform  Rank,  at  its  organiza¬ 
tion  in  1880,  and  was  first  lieutenant  of  that  company  when  it  made  its  famous 
trip  to  Detroit  in  1882.  He  was  brigade  signal  officer  with  the  rank  of  colonel 
on  the  staff  of  Brigadier  General  John  P.  Bertoni. 

Brother  Caldwell  belonged  to  other  orders,  among  them  Ulysses  S.  Grant 
Post  No.  28,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  of  which  he  was  past  commander. 
He  was  devoted  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  which  he  joined  first,  and  to  which 
he  had  given  the  best  years  of  his  life.

Iowa — 

JOHN  CAMERON,  P.  S.  R. 

John  Cameron  was  the  fifth  grand  chancellor  of  Iowa,  serving  in  1874. 
He  was  born  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,- November  16,  1828,  and  died  March 
9,  1919.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Damon  Lodge  No.  10,  Davenport, 
Iowa,  instituted  June  10,  1871.  He  served  as  supreme  representative  in 
1877-1878. 

THOMAS  B.  HANLEY,  P.  S.  R. 

“Tom”  Hanley,  as  he  was  familiarly  known  in  Supreme  Lodge  circles 
and  throughout  Iowa  for  many  years,  was  the  twenty-sixth  grand  chancellor 
of  that  domain.  He  was  born  in  Ohio,  in  1853,  and  died  September  23, 
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1919.  He  became  a  Knight  of  Pythias  in  1888.  As  a  member  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  he  rendered  conspicuous  service  during  five  conventions,  viz:  1898-1904, 
and  including  the  special  convention  of  1901.  He  was  the  organizer  of  the 
Modern  Brotherhood  of  America,  and  for  many  years,  up  until  his  death,  was 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  this  society.

Kansas — 

JOHN  W.  WHEELER,  P.  S.  R. 

John  W.  Wheeler  was  the  sixth  grand  chancellor  of  Kansas,  serving  in 
1877-1878;  he  was  initiated  in  Ivanhoe  Lodge  No.  14,  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
February  9,  1874.  He  was  born  in  Gloucestershire,  England,  October  1, 
1836.  He  served  as  supreme  representative  in  1880. 

He  moved  to  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  but  continued  his  membership  in 
Ivanhoe  Lodge,  Leavenworth.  “Brother  Wheeler  was  a  true,  loyal  Pythian, 
believing  in  the  principles  of  our  order.’' 

WESLEY  M.  READY,  P.  S.  R. 

Brother  Ready  served  the  grand  domain  of  Kansas  as  its  thirty-fifth 
grand  chancellor,  1906-1907.  He  died  November  23,  1919.  Throughout 
his  life  he  was  a  true  and  loyal  friend,  strong  in  his  friendships,  and  a  firm 
believer  in  upholding  the  law,  yet  never  vindicative  against  those  who  did 
not  agree  with  him.  He  served  as  supreme  representative  from  1914  to  1918. 

AMOS  N.  GOODMAN,  P.  G.  C. 

The  death  of  Brother  Goodman  was  a  great  loss  to  the  order  in  Kansas, 
to  the  State,  and  to  his  family.  He  served  as  the  forty-sixth  grand  chancellor 
of  this  domain,  1917-1918,  and  died  May  1, 1920.  He  thoroughly  believed  in 
Pythianism  and  its  teachings,  and  was  a  great  worker  in  his  subordinate 
lodge.

Kentucky — 

ROBERT  L.  SLADE,  S.  R. 

Supreme  Representative  Robert  L.  Slade  died  in  Lexington,  Kentucky » 
October  25,  1920.  He  came  to  Minneapolis  at  the  time  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  convention,  but,  owing  to  his  extremely  poor  health,  was  unable  to 
attend  a  single  session.  Following  the  convention,  he  went  to  Rochester, 
Minnesota,  for  consultation,  but  no  hope  was  held  out  that  he  could  recover 
his  health. 

“Bob”  Slade,  for  many  years,  was  very  active  in  Pythian  affairs  in 
Kentucky,  and  up  until  just  a  few  years  ago  he  was  physically  rugged,  alert, 
active,  and  a  tireless  worker.  By  reason  of  his  extreme  devotion  to  the 
Pythian  order  he  won  hosts  of  friends  in  that  domain,  and  enjoyed  an  ex¬ 
tended  acquaintance  in  sister  domains.  Tt  is  well  known  that  his  Pythian 
services,  especially  during  his  term  as  grand  chancellor,  very  seriously  inter¬ 
fered  with  his  business,  but  his  love  for  the  order  and  its  work  was  such  that 
he  sacrificed  time,  money  and  energy  in  responding  to  its  many  calls.  He 
served  for  about  two  years  as  superintendent  of  the  Pythian  Home  in  Lexing¬ 
ton,  but  was  compelled  to  relinquish  this  position  on  account  of  poor  health.

John  D.  Blake,  member  of  Stoddard  Lodge  No.  17,  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
died  in  that  city,  March  30,  1920.

Minnesota — 

CARROLL  S.  BARTRAM,  S.  R. 

Supreme  Representative  Carroll  Sutherland  Bartram  died  at  his  home, 
White  Bear  Lake,  Minnesota,  at  4  o’clock/a.  m.,  April  9,  1920,  after  a  brief 
illness. 

There  comes  a  time  in  every  human  life  when  it  is  distressingly  hard  to 
say  farewell,  and  such  a  time  is  now  before  every  Pythian  of  Minnesota,  more 
especially  those  who,  during  the  past  years,  have  been  intimately  associated 
with  one  of  the  most  lovable  characters  whose  name  and  personality  have 
graced  the  recorded  pages  of  the  order’s  activities  in  this  grand  domain — 
Carroll  S.  Bartram. 

Not  for  many  years  has  the  order  in  Minnesota  experienced  such  a  keen 
bereavement  in  the  passing  of  a  “favorite  son,”  and  no  death  in  active  Pythian 
ranks  in  this  domain  ever  was  more  deeply  regretted,  or  called  forth  more  and 
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wider  expressions  of  sorrow,  than  has  been  felt  since  the  Grim  Reaper  laid  his 
fateful  hand  upon  one  who  was  sincerely  loved  and  respected,  our  late  friend 
and  good  brother,  the  senior  supreme  representative  of  Minnesota. 

The  funeral,  held  in  Elks’  Hall,  St.  Paul,  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2  o’clock, 
April  13,  brought  together  a  large  concourse  of  personal  and  family  friends 
who,  in  the  keenness  of  a  great  sorrow,  paid  their  respects  to  one  who  had 
long  endeared  himself  in  varied  and  various  walks  of  life.  The  services  were 
simple  but  impressive,  with  appropriate  tributes  paid  by  representatives  of 
the  Elks,  the  United  Commercial  Travelers  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
Profuse  floral  offerings  further  attested  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held, 
especially  from  the  circles  of  journalism  and  fraternity,  also  from  close  friends 
of  the  family.  Every  heart  felt  the  pang  of  grief  in  the  passing  of  one  wh  o 
had  so  endeared  himself  in  every  relation  of  life.  A  small  but  sad  circle  of 
friends  witnessed  the  interment  in  the  cemetery. 

A  book  might  well  be  written  on  the  life  of  Carroll  S.  Bartram.  Among 
newspaper  men  of  the  old  school  he  long  was  admired  in  the  field  of  journalism, 
having  been  officially  connected  with  the  press  of  the  Twin  Cities  in  an  edi¬ 
torial  and  advertising  capacity,  and  in  which  profession  he  won  his  way  to 
high  places  of.  distinction  and  service.  His  character  and  nature  was  such 
that  he  made  friends  wherever  he  went  and  with  whom  he  labored.  With  a 
personality  always  attractive,  his  circle  of  admirers  and  friends  widened  and 
ripened  with  the  years,  and  he  enjoyed  the  confidence,  esteem  and  respect 
of  all  with  whom  he  associated  and  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  The  cog¬ 
nomen,  “Bart,”  became  an  intimate  word  among  those  who  knew  him  best, 
or  were  thrown  into  the  associations  in  which  he  moved. 

It  was  but  natural  that  fraternity  appealed  to  him.  He  became  a  Mason 
during  his  younger  days,  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  organizing  St.  Paul 
Lodge  No.  59,  BPOE,  of  which  body  he  was  the  second  exalted  ruler,  and 
afterwards  secretary  for  several  years.  For  many  years  he  was  an  honored 
member  of  the  UCT. 

He  became  a  Knight  of  Pythias  on  January  24,  1900,  receiving  the  ranks 
in  Capital  Lodge  No.  51,  St.  Paul,  and  from  the  beginning  of  his  membership 
in  this  order  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  work  and  welfare.  His  rise  in  this 
order  was  rapid;  in  fact,  few  men,  in  all  Pythian  history,  so  soon  attained  the 
honors  of  the  order  following  their  initiation.  He  became  a  past  chancellor  by 
service  on  December  31,  1901;  was  admitted  to  the  grand  lodge  on  September 
23,  1902,  and  at  this  convention  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
state  of  the  order,  as  chairman  of  said  committee.  One  expression  from  his 
report  will  serve  to  denote  his  high  appreciation  of  Pythian  knighthood: 
“If  we  live  up  to  our  teachings  and  to  our  opportunities,  we  may  make  this 
order  one  of  the  greatest  powers  for  good  in  all  the  world.” 

That  he  was  destined  to  hold  high  place  in  the  counsels  of  the  order  in 
Minnesota  was  apparent  from  the  very  day  he  received  the  grand  lodge  rank, 
on  which  day  he  came  very  near  being  elected  grand  master  at  arms.  One 
year  later  his  name  was  presented  for  grand  chancellor,  when  he  received 
64  votes  out  of  a  total  of  143.  At  the  grand  lodge  convention  held  in  Min¬ 
neapolis,  September  27,  1904,  he  was  unanimously  elected  grand  chancellor 
without  opposition,  and  re-elected  at  the  two  succeeding  annua!  conventions. 
But  few  men  in  ’this  order  attained  the  distinction  of  serving  three  consecutive 
terms  in  the  executive  chair  in  any  domain,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  Minne¬ 
sota  furnished  three  of  this  very  limited  number — Fred  E.  Wheaton,  Carroll 
S.  Bartram  and  Frederick  S.  Attwood.  At  the  grand  lodge  convention  of 
1911,  Brother  Bartram  was  elected  supreme  representative,  serving  four 
years,  1912-1914,  and  was  later  elected  for  the  four-year  term  of  1918-1920. 
In  the  supreme  lodge  convention  of  1916  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  the 
supreme  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  and  two  years  ago,  at  Detroit,  was  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  position  of  official  reporter,  which  important  post  he  filled  with 
eminent  distinction  while  simultaneously  serving  as  supreme  representative. 
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It  may  be  said  that  no  man  in  the  order’s  highest  governing  body  was 
more  generally  recognized  for  high  character  and  worth,  than  he.  As  a 
Pythian  student  and  scholar,  he  was  the  peer  of  any,  and  at  time  of  his  death 
was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  good  of  the  order.  His  greatest  work,  a 
work  of  extreme  importance,  requiring  a  ready  knowledge  of  Pythian  law, 
usage  and  legislation,  with  his  admirable  service  and  adaptability,  his  wonder¬ 
ful  versatility  and  equipment  in  the  important  work  of  officially  “reporting” 
the  proceedings  of  the  supreme  lodge,  working  in  close  contact  and  harmony 
with  the  supreme  keeper  of  records  and  seal.  In  this  service  he  will  be  greatly 
missed,  not  only  by  the  officer  in  direct  charge  of  this  work,  but  by  the  supreme 
lodge  as  a  body.  Many  conferences  had  been  held  with  him  in  connection 
with  the  supreme  lodge  convention  in  Minneapolis,  to  which  he  looked  forward 
with  keen  and  delightful  anticipation. 

An  old,  true  and  dear  friend  has  been  called,  one  whose  cherished  memory 
will  linger  with  the  years,  as  the  twilight  of  the  future  marks  its  approach  upon 
those  who  are  left  to  mourn  his  loss.

Missouri — 

RICHARD  H.  MAYBURY,  P.  S.  R. 

The  thirteenth  grand  chancellor  of  Missouri  was  born  near  Kenmar, 
County  of  Kerry,  Ireland,  June  29,  1845;  was  well  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  community,  and  came  to  the  United  States  in  1865,  becoming 
a  naturalized  citizen,  and  first  worked  on  a  farm  near  St.  Louis,  then  in  rail¬ 
road  construction  work,  and  located  in  Kansas  City  in  1867,  where  he  followed 
various  occupations,  including  steamboating  on  the  Missouri  river,  working 
in  E.  L.  Martin’s  malt-house,  and  as  salesman  for  a  mercantile  concern. 

By  industry  and  thrift,  he  accumulated  a  little  money,  and  in  1871  engaged 
in  the  real  estate  business  in  Kansas  City;  was  a  member  of  the  city  council 
from  1879  to  1881,  and  was  elected  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  1886.  Upon  his 
retirement  from  that  office,  having  been  defeated  for  reelection  by  five  votes, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Jackson  county,  April  26,  1890;  and  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  law  for  15  years  or  more,  being  associated  with  his  brother-in- 
law  Henry  F.  Rose.  Afterwards  he  was  quite  active  in  local  politics,  and  at 
one  time  was  candidate  for  police  judge.  For  the  last  18  years  of  his  life 
he  was  a  clerk  in  the  Kansas  City  postoffice,  in  the  general  delivery  section, 
although  for  three  years  before  his  death  he  was  unable  to  work,  on  account 
of  sickness;  and  his  death  resulted  from  hardening  of  the  arteries  and  dropsy, 
February  2nd  of  this  year. 

Brother  Maybury  became  a  Pythian  in  Kansas  City  lodge  No.  1,  Sept. 
7,  1871,  with  eight  others,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  Lucas  lodge  No.  9.  He 
served  in  the  various  offices  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  including  master  of 
finance  for  many  years;  and  was  admitted  to  the  grand  lodge  at  the  session 
held  in  Kansas  City  in  January  1872.  He  became  grand  representative 
from  lodge  No.  9  in  1873  and  1874;  and  when  No.  9  consolidated  with  Kansas 
City  lodge  No.  1,  he  represented  that  lodge  several  times  also.  He  was  state 
superintendent  of  the  old  endowment  rank  for  several  years,  and  in  that 
capacity  organized  insurance  sections  all  over  the  domain.  He  was  elected 
grand  vice  chancellor  in  1879,  grand  chancellor  in  1881,  and  supreme  repre¬ 
sentative  in  1887.  In  the  latter  capacity,  he  attended  sessions  of  the  supreme 
lodge  at  Cincinnati  in  1888,  at  Milwaukee  in  1890,  at  Kansas  City  in  1892 
and  at  Washington  in  1894.  He  afterwards  became  a  member  of  Mechanics 
lodge  No.  106;  and  until  his  health  began  to  fail,  was  always  an  active  worker  in 
the  cause  of  Pythianism  in  his  community;  a  splendid  leader,  who  was  loved 
and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 
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He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  two  sons,  Richard  E.,  who  is  cashier 
for  the  International  Harvester  Company  in  Kansas  City,  and  William  F.,  who 
is  comptroller  for  the  General  Motors  Company  in  [Pontiac,  Michigan.  The 
other  children  died  in  infancy;  and  a  married  daughter,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Hurst, 
died  in  1900. 

Brother  Maybury  was  also  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  a  communi¬ 
cant  in  the  Episcopal  church,  an  ardent  Republican  in  politics;  unusually 
public-spirited,  kind-hearted  and  energetic,  taking  active  part  in  everything 
that  was  for  the  welfare  of  his  town  and  community;  was  familiary  known 
as  “Judge”  during  his  later  years;  and  at  one  time  owned  considerable  real 
estate  in  Kansas  City.  In  the  olden  days  of  Pythian  social  activities,  when 
his  lodge  gave  big  annual  picnics  in  the  Brush  Creek  woods,  he  always  took 
a  prominent  part  in  the  celebrations,  which  were  especially  enjoyable  and 
successful;  and  particularly  among  the  older  members,  he  will  long  be  lovingly 
remembered  for  his  fine  manly  qualities  and  fraternal  instincts. 

EDWARD  I.  MORSE,  P.  S.  R. 

Edward  I.  Morse  was  born  in  Binghamton,  New  York,  May  16,  1858. 
He  was  one  of  seven  children  (six  boys  and  one  girl)  whose  parents  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Benjamin  Whitney  Morse.  He  came  West  with  his  parents  in 
the  year  1869  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Osborn,  Missouri. 

He  was  ambitious  to  obtain  an  education.  After  finishing  public  schools 
and  after  his  day’s  work  and  evening  meal  would  take  his  books  and  wend 
his  way  to  the  home  of  Professor  Seiler,  who  was  educated  in  Boston. 

His  greatest  aspiration  was  to  practice  law  so  he  took  up  the  study  of 
law,  but  owing  to  the  illness  and  death  of  his  father,  August  28,  1883,  he  was 
forced  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  a  home  for  his  invalid  mother 
and  sister,  the  sister  filling  the  place  of  nurse  and  housekeeper. 

At  this  time  he  was  postmaster  at  Osborn,  also  had  a  drug-store  and  was 
quite  active  in  politics.  He  belonged  to  the  Democratic  party,  but  was 
always  liberal  in  his  views,  frequently  supporting  and  voting  for  those  of 
opposite  political  faith. 

He  was  a  forcible  talker,  had  a  wonderful  command  of  language  and 
would  have  no  doubt  become  leader  in  his  party,  but  in  the  later  years  of  his 
life  took  very  little  interest  in  politics,  devoting  himself  to  business  entirely. 

In  1889,  his  mother  having  died,  he  gave  up  his  interests  in  Osborn  and 
moved  to  Excelsior  Springs,  Missouri.  He  there  took  up  the  practice  of 
law  with  his  brother,  E.  L.  Morse,  and  practiced  this  profession  quite  success¬ 
fully  for  a  number  of  years.  However,  in  1899  he  took  charge  of  the  Excelsior 
Springs  Company’s  property  and  business  and  was  manager  of  the  first 
Elms  Hotel  for  three  years,  the  largest  hotel  in  this  noted  resort.  He  always 
took  an  active  interest  in  any  enterprise  which  tended  for  the  betterment  of 
Excelsior  Springs.  He  was  interested  in  the  Wabash  Railroad,  the  Water 
Works  Company,  and  the  Music  Hall  Bath  House  Company  of  Excelsior 
Springs. 

He  became  a  member  of  Diamond  Cross  Lodge  No.  80,  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Cameron,  Missouri,  when  quite  a  young  man  barely  of  requisite  age  and  held 
the  office  of  grand  chancellor  and  supreme  representative.  He  was  an  able, 
efficient  and  conscientious  officer,  and  as  supreme  representative  he  took 
front  rank  in  this  great  body,  as  many  of  the  older  members  will  attest. 

He  was  a  devoted  friend  of  Senator  James  A.  Reed  of  Missouri  and  was 
quite  active  in  the  gubernatorial  contest  of  1904  between  Senator  Reed  and 
Governor  Folk  for  nomination  for  governor  of  Missouri.  He  was  always  in 
close  touch  with  Senator  Reed  and  the  two  men  seldom  if  ever  differed  over 
political  or  other  issues,  and  were  at  all  times  the  warmest  personal  and 
political  friends.  Senator  Reed,  in  writing  his  brother  of  the  death  of  Ed,  said : 
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“I  never  knew  a  man  in  all  my  life  who  seemed  to  me  to  be  possessed  to  a  higher  degree 
of  sympathy  for  and  kindly  interest  with  humanity.  He  coupled  this  interest  with  practical 
common  sense  views  which  were  always  calculated  to  bring  sure  results.  He  was  patriotic 
to  a  remarkable  degree.  Any  wrong  to  his  state  or  to  his  country  was  certain  to  evoke  his 
spirited  opposition.  He  was  just  and  fair,  as  but  few  men  are.  I  shall  miss  him  not  only 
to-day  and  to-morrow,  but  throughout  life.” 

During  the  late  war  he  never  failed  to  contribute  to  patriotic  causes  and 
did  all  within  his  power  to  bring  about  the  successful  termination  of  same. 
He  died  at  the  hotel  in  San  Jose,  Texas,  June  23,  1919.  His  remains  were 
laid  to  rest  followed  by  a  great  consort  of  friends  at  Excelsior  Springs,  Satur¬ 
day,  June  28,  1919.  The  services  were  in  charge  of  the  members  of  the 
Kansas  City  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  Rev.  John  Paul  Jesse  of  the  Christian 
Church,  Excelsior  Springs,  officiating. 

A  good  man,  a  splendid  citizen,  a  true  knight  and  a  loyal  friend  was 
Edward  I.  Morse. 


WILLIAM  T.  ROLSTON,  P.  G.  C. 

Missouri’s  twenty-eighth  grand  chancellor,  William  T.  Rolston,  was 
born  at  Hillsboro,  Illinois,  July  7,  1857.  In  1879  he  graduated  from  the 
Hahnemann  Medical  College  and  Hospital,  Chicago,  and  up  until  his  death 
was  an  active  practitioner  in  his  profession.  He  was  in  practice  for  a  short 
time  in  Waverly,  Illinois;  Angelica,  New  York;  and  Cartersville,  Georgia. 
In  1880  he  moved  to  Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri,  in  which  city  he  resided  to 
the  time  of  his  death. 

In  1890  he  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  the  institution  of  Lorimier 
Lodge  No.  169,  serving  as  its  first  chancellor  commander,  and  representing 
the  lodge  in  the  grand  lodge  at  its  next  convention.  In  1892  he  was  elected 
grand  outer  guard;  in  1893,  grand  inner  guard;  in  1894,  grand  master  at  arms; 
grand  vice  chancellor  in  1895,  and  at  the  convention  in  Sedalia,  in  1896,  was 
elected  grand  chancellor.  His  administration  was  very  successful. 

Upon  his  attainment  of  the  honor  of  past  grand  chancellor,  his  Pythian 
activities  did  not  cease;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  elected  keeper  of  records 
and  seal  of  his  lodge,  which  position  he  retained  until  illness  compelled  his 
retirement.  He  died  December  7,  1918,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  but  was  denied  the 
honor  of  a  Pythian  funeral  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of 
influenza.  A  few  loving,  loyal  friends,  consigned  his  body  to  the  earth. 

Brother  Rolston  was  an  affable,  lovable,  courteous  gentleman.  He  was 
a  Pythian  at  heart,  and  reflected  the  teachings  of  the  order  in  his  daily  life. 
The  world  is  better  by  reason  of  the  brief  life  allotted  to  him.  May  the 
earth  rest  lightly  upon  him.

Montana — 

JOHN  G.  EVANS,  P.  S.  R. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  John  G.  Evans  died  at  his  home  in  the 
city  of  Butte,  Montana,  October  2,  1919.  Brother  Evans  joined  the  order 
in  Utah  and  transferred  by  card  to  assist  in  the  institution  of  Ivanhoe  Lodge 
No.  5,  which  was  instituted  in  the  city  of  Butte,  June  28,  1882.  Brother 
Evans  was  the  first  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  Montana,  having 
been  elected  to  that  position  at  the  first  grand  lodge  convention  held  in  the 
city  of  Butte,  January  14,  1885.  He  was  created  a  past  grand  chancellor  by 
resolution  passed  by  the  grand  lodge  on  the  21st  of  May  1890.  Brother 
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Evans  was  a  man  of  genial  temperament,  an  indefatigable  worker  in  the 
order  and  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt  by  the  members  of  his  subordinate  lodge 
and  the  grand  lodge  of  Montana.

Nebraska — 

ORLANDO  S.  WOOD,  P.  G.  C. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Orlando  S.  Wood,  was  born  in  Binghamton,  New 
York,  January  27,  1832.  He  died  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  January  24,  1920. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  first  lodge  instituted  west  of  the  Allegheny  Moun¬ 
tains,  Nebraska  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Omaha.  He  was  elected  a  past  grand  chan¬ 
cellor  at  the  organization  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Nebraska,  and  was  a  con¬ 
tinuous,  devoted  member  for  over  50  years. 

He  came  to  Omaha  in  his  youth  to  assist  in  clearing  the  road  to  that 
great  empire  which  has  grown  and  developed  in  the  west.  He  looked  out  on 
the  prairie  as  the  sun  sparkled  on  the  sod  hut  and  the  prairie  schooner, 
viewing  with  awe  the  hostile  Indian  of  frontier  life.  He  lived  to  see  the 
building  up  of  this  great  empire,  with  its  magnificent  cities,  its  great 
fields  of  grain,  its  flocks  and  herds,  and  finally  listened  to  the  pulsating  traffic 
of  the  automobile  and  the  whirring  of  the  flying  machine. 

He  had  been  a  silent  worker  all  these  years  to  bring  about  the  great 
accomplishments,  and  it  must  have  been  a  solace  to  him,  when  the  time  of 
departure  came,  to  know  that  he  had  done  his  part  in  all  that  tends  to  bring 
happiness  to  his  fellow  man. 

He  was  a  physician  and  practiced  his  profession  among  the  pioneers. 
He  traveled  the  pathless  prairie  by  the  sun’s  shadow  in  the  day,  and  guided 
his  footsteps  by  God’s  eternal  stars  by  night.  We  will  never  know  the 
blessings  that  have  followed  him  from  the  homes  of  the  sick,  or  from  homes 
where,  oft-times,  aid  could  only  come  through  storms  and  blizzards,  but  we 
do  know  that  he  never  faltered  and  never  failed  to  respond  to  the  cry  for  help. 

He  was  a  pioneer  in  Pythianism  and  assisted  in  laying  the  foundation  of 
an  order  that  had  its  birth  on  American  soil  and  has  devoted  its  years  in 
building  up  real  Americanism,  where  the  precepts  and  teachings  of  friendship, 
charity  and  benevolence  have  been  put  into  practice. 

He  lived  a  quiet,  peaceful  life,  and  when  he  took  his  place  beside  the 
boatsman  to  be  rowed  across  that  mystical  river,  he  uttered  no  protest  to  the 
splashing  of  the  oars  or  the  rolling  of  the  waves,  but  passed  to  his  eternal 
home  peacefully  as  in  life.

Nevada — 

JOHN*  EDWARDS  BRAY,  P.  S.  R. 

Past  Supreme  Representative  John  Edwards  Bray,  one  of  the  foremost 
and  prominent  Pythians  of  Nevada,  died  at  his  residence,  in  Carson  City, 
January  1st,  1919.  He  was  a  native  of  Vermont.  In  his  death  the  domain 
lost  a  stalwart  Pythian  and  the  order  in  general  a  member  who  had  a  record 
of  doing  much  for  its  betterment.  His  long  identification  with  the  order  and 
his  constant  efforts  in  its  behalf  will  make  his  loss  keenly  felt.  He  was 
identified  with  the  progress  of  the  order  in  Nevada  for  nearly  forty  years,  and 
for  nearly  that  entire  period  seldom,  if  ever,  missed  attending  a  session  of  the 
grand  lodge,  where  his  counsel  and  advice  was  always  sought. 

Although  early  in  his  membership  he  had  been  granted  all  the  honors 
that  his  domain  could  bestow,  yet  at  no  time  during  the  forty  years  of  his 
membership  did  he  forget  his  duties  and  obligations  to  the  order,  but  at  all  times 
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was  active  and  alive  to  its  interests  and  betterment,  being  an  enthusiast  for  its 
advancement.  Owing  to  his  prominence  in  educational  circles,  being  at  the 
head  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State  of  Nevada  for  some  years 
past,  and  previous  thereto  being  principal  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  of 
Reno,  his  influence  had  always  been  a  factor  in  support  of  Pythianism. 

As  above  stated,  his  death  occurred  at  Carson  City,  the  capital  of  Nevada, 
on  January  1st,  1919,  and  after  funeral  services  over  the  remains  by  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  that  city,  of  which  organization  he  was  also  an  honored  member, 
the  body  was  taken  to  Reno  for  burial.  The  burial  services  at  Reno  were 
under  the  auspices  of  Amity  Lodge  No.  8,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  were 
attended  by  many  state  officials,  past  grand  chancellors,  knights  and  friends. 
The  body  was  laid  at  rest  in  the  Pythian  cemetery. 

Brother  Bray  was  made  a  knight  at  the  institution  of  Lyon  Lodge  No.  12, 
of  Dayton,  Nevada,  on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1880,  and  retained  his 
membership  in  the  lodge  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  received  the  honor 
of  past  chancellor  July  1,  1881,  and  the  grand  lodge  rank  was  conferred  upon 
him  August  8,  1881.  He  was  elected  grand  trustee  on  August  10,  1885,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  his  term  as  such  trustee  was  elected  grand  vice  chancellor 
on  Ma}'  25,  1888.  The  following  year,  on  June  14,  1889,  he  was  elevated 
to  the  position  of  grand  chancellor,  and  on  May  |25,  1894,  was  elected  a 
supreme  representative  and  thereafter  represented  Nevada  in  the  succeeding 
convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Brother  Bray  was  also  a  member  of  the  several  auxiliaries  of  the  order, 
being  a  member  of  the  Pythian  Sisters,  Dramatic  Order  Knight  of  Khorassan 
and  the  insurance  department,  and  was  active  in  behalf  of  all.

New  Hampshire — 

DANIEL  EDISON  HOWARD,  P.  S.  R. 

Daniel  E.  Howard  was  the  fourth  grand  chancellor  of  New  Hampshire, 
serving  during  the  official  term  of  1873-1874.  He  also  served  four  consecutive 
years  as  supreme  representative,  at  the  time  when  the  Supreme  Lodge  held 
annual  conventions,  1874-1877.  During  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  resided 
in  Massachusetts,  and,  although  attaining  to  the  ripe  age  of  90,  he  retained 
an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  order. 


FRANK  J.  PILLSBURY,  P.  G.  C. 

Brother  Pillsbury  attained  the  honor  of  past  grand  chancellor  by  service 
as  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  from  February  6,  1879,  to  June  12,  1899. 
He  was  always  a  very  active  member.  His  death  occurred  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  in  February,  1920.

New  Mexico — 

WILLIAM  WESLEY  BOWERS,  P.  S.  R. 

Official  announcement  has  already  been  made  that  the  grim  reaper,  in 
his  ruthless  gathering  of  the  human  harvest,  has  called  from  life’s  activities, 
one  of  the  most  highly  respected  and  honored  members  of  this  great  fraternal 
brotherhood,  Past  Supreme  Representative  William  Wesley  Bowers,  who 
answered  the  final  summons  at  his  home  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico, 
April  16,  1919,  at  ten  o’clock  p.  m. 
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The  expression,  “from  out  the  clear  sky,”  aptly  fits  the  manner  in  which 
the  fateful  announcement  of  his  death  came.  It  was  sudden  in  the  extreme, 
without  previous  warning,  hardly  without  premonition,  even  to  and  among 
the  loved  ones  at  home,  the  final  summons  came  after  an  illness  of  a  few 
days.  Acute  attack  of  the  grippe  and  flu,  when  pneumonia  set  in,  was  the 
cause  of  his  death.  Only  a  few  days  before  his  passing,  he  apparently  was 
in  the  best  of  health,  and  was  engaged  in  his  usual  work. 

William  Wesley  Bowers  was  born  in  Indianola,  Iowa,  September  21,  1874, 
and  had  been  a  resident  of  New  Mexico  for  the  past  six  years.  When  a  small 
boy,  he  and  his  parents  moved  to  Missouri,  and  there  resided  on  a  farm  until 
the  age  of  fifteen.  The  family  then  moved  to  Columbus,  Kansas,  where 
young  Bowers  went  to  work  for  the  Western  Cigar  and  Tobacco  Company. 
He  later  became  manager  of  that  concern,  and  held  that  position  for  eighteen 
years.  He  was  married  in  1895  to  Miss  Alice  E.  Brooks  of  Columbus.  A 
daughter  was  born  of  this  union,  who  is  now  Mrs.  Vernice  Bowers  Stewart, 
residing  at  State  College,  New  Mexico. 

Brother  Bowers  was  a  firm  believer  in  his  fellow  men.  He  was  very 
human;  hence,  his  humanity  was  as  broad  as  the  wings  of  time.  He  had 
confidence  in  his  fellow  men — a  necessary  thing  to  have  abiding  within  your 
own  heart  if  you  would  have  your  fellow  men  hold  confidence  in  you.  He 
joined  the  order  in  1896,  and  became  vice  chancellor  of  his  lodge  in  1901,  and 
in  1902,  chancellor  commander.  He  attained  his  highest  Pythian  honors 
in  Kansas,  in  which  domain  he  twice  served  as  grand  chancellor,  1910-1911. 
By  reason  of  the  fine  record  of  his  leadership  and  service  during  his  first 
administration  as  grand  chancellor,  he  was  re-elected  but  resigned  at  the 
time  of  the  grand  lodge  convention  at  the  end  of  his  second  year,  so  that 
the  honors  of  that  term  might  be  attained  by  another.  Ever  striving  to 
accomplish  the  things  that  would  inure  to  Pythian  welfare,  during  his  second 
administration  he  sought  new  ‘features  to  arouse  interest  among  lodges  and 
members. 

In  October,  1911,  he  sent  word  through  a  representative  to  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  asking  for  a  suggestion  whereby  he  might  intro¬ 
duce  in  his  domain  some  feature,  or  inaugurate  some  undertaking,  that  would 
serve  the  Pythian  purpose  and  stimulate  greater  activity.  It  was  then  that 
the  proposition  was  suggested  to  hold  Bible  classes,  which  suggestion  was 
immediately  grasped,  and  during  the  succeeding  three  months  a  series  of 
memorable  conventions  were  arranged  at  four  central  points  in  Kansas. 
Thus  it  was  that  the  first  Rathbone  Bible  Class  was  held  in  Wichita,  Kansas, 
February  19,  1912,  which  totalled  271  members.  Owing  to  the  thoroughness 
of  the  work  performed  by  “Billy”  Bowers,  and  the  interest  taken  in  this 
movement  by  lodges  in  the  various  sections,  439  applicants  were  elected  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  ranks  of  the  order. 

Sometime  following  his  retirement  from  the  office  of  grand  chancellor, 
Brother  Bowers  removed  to  Albuquerque,  as  a  health  seeker,  but  retained 
his  membership  in  Kansas  until  September  18,  1916,  when  he  transferred  his 
membership  to  Mineral  Lodge  No.  4,  Albuquerque. 

Upon  his  removal  to  New  Mexico,  Brother  Bowers  came  into  close 
contact  with  many  who  were  seeking  relief  in  this  section.  He  at  once  took 
a  deep  interest  in  ’the  movement  to  enlist  this  order  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  sanatorium.  His  letters,  circulars  and  correspondence  on 
this  important  subject  were  always  earnest  and  educational,  and  he  became 
widely  known  for  his  deep  interest  in  behalf  of  the  many  sufferers  from  that 
dread  disease,  tuberculosis. 

He  received  the  Supreme  Lodge  Rank,  August  4,  1914,  at  Winnipeg, 
Canada,  and  it  was  at  this  convention  that  Brother  Bowers  was  appointed  a 
special  representative  by  the  New  Mexico  Pythians  to  aid  the  New  Mexico 
representatives  in  an  endeavor  to  get  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  pass  legislation 
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and  appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
sanatorium  in  this  Rocky  Mountain  section.  We  did  not  secure  the  needed 
legislation  at  that  convention,  and  two  years  later  Brother  Bowers  was  again 
called  upon  and  volunteered  to  go  with  your  supreme  representatives  to  the 
convention  held  at  Portland,  Oregon,  in  1916;  and  there  we  again  submitted 
our  proposition  to  enlist  this  order  in  financially  aiding  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  tuberculosis  sanatorium;  but  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  its 
wisdom  could  not  see  the  necessity  of  establishing  such  an  institution  at  that 
time.  At  the  convention  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  August,  1918,  Brother 
Bowers  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  inability  of 
Supreme  Representative  M.  McCreary,  to  attend  on  account  of  war  work,  to 
serve  until  the  next  grand  lodge  convention;  and  at  that  convention  Brother 
Bowers  and  your  humble  servant  again  brought  the  sanatorium  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  after  considerable  work  on  Bro¬ 
ther  Bowers’  part,  we  were  able  to  convince  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  give  up 
some  relief,  and  it  appropriated  from  its  funds  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  to  be  known  and  disbursed  as  the  “Supreme  Lodge  Relief  Fund.” 
This  fund  is  to  be  used  in  the  relief  of  Pythians  in  good  standing,  who  may 
become  charges  upon  lodges  in  domains  other  than  those  in  which  their 
homes  are  located.  Upon  returning  from  this  convention,  Brother  Bowers 
was  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained,  yet  he  felt  that  it  was  a. 
start  and  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and  it  is  needless  for  me  to  add  that 
he  was  one  of  the  principal  spokes  in  the  wheel  in  securing  this  needed  relief. 
It  was  under  his  leadership  and  in  the  spirit  of  Pythian  brotherhood  that 
the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  were  induced  to  gird  on  the  armor  for  re¬ 
newed  conflict  for  human  advancement. 

“Billy”  Bowers  was  a  loyal,  patriotic  American;  he  loved  his  country, 
his  God,  his  family  and  his  friends. 

Upon  my  return  trip  from  the  last  Supreme  Lodge  convention,  he  and 
Supreme  Representative  Rively  of  Kansas  returned  home  by  the  way  of 
St.  Louis  to  Kansas  City,  and  I  made  a  little  side  trip  to  Findlay,  Ohio,  to 
visit  some  friends,  and  upon  going  to  the  junction  from  Findlay  to  purchase 
a  ticket,  asked  for  transportation  to  Santa  Fe.  The  lady  who  was  agent 
there,  said:  “New  Mexico!  Oh,  how  I  wish  I  were  back  there.  Do  you 
know  any  one  in  Albuquerque?”  I  replied :  “Yes,  I  am  pretty  well  acquainted 
in  the  city  of  Albuquerque.”  Then  she  continued:  “Do  you  know  a  man 
by  the  name  of  W.  W.  Bowers?”  “I  know  him  well,”  I  responded,  and  told 
her  that  he  was  with  me  on  this  trip  but  that  he  had  taken  another  route 
home.  She  said:  “Oh  I  would  like  to  see  him.  He  was  so  kind  and  so 
thoughtful  to  me  during  my  stay  in  the  city  of  Albuquerque.  My  husband 
died  there  from  tuberculosis,  and  he  assisted  me  and  did  everything  he  could 
to  help  me  prepare  the  body  to  send  to  our  former  home.  He  escorted  me  to 
the  train  with  other  Pythians;  and  he  certainly  is  a  grand  man,  and  deserves 
a  crown  in  Heaven  and  all  the  good  things  that  can  come  to  him  on  this 
earth.” 

This  goes  to  prove  what  a  loyal  Pythian  “Billy”  Bowers  was,  ever  stand¬ 
ing  on  the  platform  of  friendship,  charity  and  benevolence;  and  when  we  think 
of  the  kindness  and  the  genuine  goodness  of  the  life  that  was  lived  by  our 
departed  friend  and  brother,  we  cannot  help  but  believe  that  he,  indeed, 
tried  to  live,  and  did  live,  a  Godly  life;  tried  to  follow  the  teachings  of  the 
One,  who  said,  and  taught  us  to  say:  “Do  unto  others  as  you  would  have 
others  do  unto  you.”  This  is  the  spirit  that  lived  in  “Billy”  Bowers,  and 
will  continue  to  live  with  us  through  life  and  beyond  the  grave.  He  was 
ever  ready  to  sacrifice  his  time,  energy  and  money  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of 
others.  As  long  as  the  genial  face  of  “Billy”  Bowers  shall  come  to  our  memory 
in  the  supreme,  grand  and  subordinate  lodges,  not  only  of  the  domain  with 
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which  he  has  been  connected,  but  also  of  other  domains,  his  memory  shall  live 
green  and  fragrant  until  Pythian  time  shall  be  no  more. 

On  March  12,  1919,  our  grand  chancellor  called  a  meeting  of  the  Pythian 
War  Relief  Council  for  March  24th,  to  ascertain  what  attitude  should  be 
taken  by  New  Mexico  with  respect  to  the  War  Relief  Fund,  for  the  purpose 
of  adopting  resolutions  defining  our  position  in  the  matter.  This  meeting 
was  attended  by  all  members  of  the  board,  and  a  set  of  resolutions  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  board  which  was  drawn  up  by  “Billy”  Bowers,  who  had  given 
a  great  deal  of  time,  thought  and  study  as  to  what  attitude  the  grand  domain 
should  take.  These  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Council, 
placing  the  New  Mexico  Pythians  squarely  on  record  to  raise  the  full  quota 
for  New  Mexico  and  requesting  the  Supreme  Chancellor  not  to  issue,  or  cause 
to  be  issued,  any  order  suspending  the  assessment  resolution  or  return  any 
part  of  the  funds  collected  to  the  grand  doman;  and  in  this  work,  as  in  every 
other  field  of  Pythian  endeavor,  he  was  forceful  and  efficient,  devoting  much 
energy  and  thought  to  the  duties  he  considered  incumbent  upon  him  as  a 
member  of  our  good  order. 

Brother  Bowers  died  in  the  bloom  of  manhood.  His  passing  was  sudden 
and  unexpected.  It  was  a  distinct  grief  to  his  friends,  who  were  legion,  and 
who  admired  him  for  his  many  splendid  qualities  and  for  the  sterling  example 
and  noble  influence  of  his  life.  The  Supreme  Lodge  will  miss  him.  The  ab¬ 
sence  of  his  genial  face  and  kindly  grasp  at  this  convention  sighs  to  us  in  tones 
of  sorrow,  but  while  we  are  deprived  of  his  wise  counsel  and  dignified  presence, 
we  have  left  the  priceless  heritage  of  his  cherished  memory  and  the  great 
privilege  of  emulating  his  spotless  character. 

Through  Brother  Bowers’  efforts,  the  Pythian  Association  was  organized 
in  Albuquerque,  of  which  he  was  first  president,  which  composed  all  the 
Pythians  in  that  city.  Its  membership  is  comprised  of  over  100,  belonging 
to  thirty-nine  different  domains.  He  was  the  heart  and  soul  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  until  his  death.  There  was  never  a  day  gone  by  that  he  did  not  call 
on  those  who  were  sick  or  in  distress.  He  sought  to  relieve  them  of  their 
loneliness  as  well  as  administering  to  their  physical  needs.  He  was  ever 
ready  to  assist  in  burying  the  dead,  comfdrting  and  consoling  the  widows 
and  orphans,  making  provisions  for  their  care  and  comfort.  Many  a  family 
in  Albuquerque  has  received  substantial  aid  from  Brother  Bowers,  and  he  did 
not  speak  about  it.  He  went  about  doing  good  in  an  unobtrusive  way. 
If  every  one  of  those  to  whom  he  has  done  a  kind  deed  could  place  a  blossom 
on  his  bier,  he  would  be  sleeping  beneath  a  mountain  of  flowers. 

As  a  citizen  of  Albuquerque  for  six  years  previous  to  his  death,  his  staunch, 
upright  character  had  won  for  him  the  honor  and  respect  of  all  classes  of 
citizenship,  irrespective  of  political  affiliation,  and  he  had  been  on  several 
occasions  selected  by  the  citizens  to  become  a  part  of  the  municipal  organiza¬ 
tion  thereof,  because  of  his  sterling  integrity  and  honorable  methods  in  both 
public  and  private  affairs  of  the  community. 

The  passing  away  of  Brother  Bowers  and  also  of  his  brother,  C.  C.  Bowers, 
whose  deaths  occurred  wuthin  five  hours  of  each  other,  and  who  also  was  a 
Pythian  brother,  brings  additional  sadness  to  our  hearts. 

The  funeral’  of  these  two  brothers  was  attended  by  not  only  members 
of  the  Pythian  order  throughout  the  grand  domain,  and  members  of  other 
domains,  but  was  also  largely  attended  by  business  and  political  associates, 
to  the  extent  that  the  edifice  where  the  ceremony  took  place  was  crowded  to 
overflowing;  and,  as  an  evidence  of  the  love  and  respect  held  for  our  brothers, 
theroom  was  filled  with  the  most  loving  tokens  of  floral  designs,  emphasizing 
their  lives  and  activities  in  the  social  and  business  world.  The  funeral  which 
followed  our  brothers  to  their  last  resting  place  at  Fairview  cemetery  was 
very  lengthy  and  very  impressive,  two  hearses  carrying  our  two  departed 
friends.  At  the  grave,  the  full  Pythian  burial  rites  were  performed  by  the 
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officers  of  the  grand  lodge,  and  the  large  concourse  of  friends  and  neighbors 
who  had  gathered  at  this  last  service  showed  the  sympathy  and  affection  for 

the  deceased. 

If  there  was  one  trait  in  Brother  Bowers’  character  more  forceful,  or 
which  stood  out  more  prominently  than  all  others,  it  was  his  keen  sense  of 
duty  to  his  fellow  men,  his  exaction  of  even-handed  justice  in  all  things.  It 
is  well,  therefore,  in  justice  to  the  living  as  well  as  to  the  dead,  that  no  false 
idea  should  obtain  and  no  wrong  impressions  shall  prevail.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  pluck  any  gems  from  the  diadems  which  crown  the  brows  of  his  fellows  to 
bedeck  his  crown — it  is  resplendent  with  its  own  brilliant  glory. 

Under  his  leadership  in  New  Mexico,  the  spirit  of  Pythian  brotherhood 
spread  to  the  border  lines  of  our  domain.  It  seemed  that  we  all  took  a  new 
resolution,  girded  on  the  armor  for  renewed  conflict  for  human  advancement, 
and  that  we  sprang  at  once  to  greater  heights,  leaped  to  more  lofty  planes 
of  life,  looked  further  into  human  needs  and  gave  more  care  to  prevent  the 
tragedies  of  life. 

His  mind  was  alert,  active  and  constructive;  his  purpose  progressive. 
They  hungered  for  something  more  helpful  and  stable — something  which 
would  hold  forever  securely  bound  all  men  who  entered  our  portals. 

With  ,  all  New  Mexico  behind  him,  and  with  the  love  of  the  Pythian 
universe  all  his  own,  undaunted  and  unafraid,  he  gave  the  best  that  was  in 
him;  he  unhesitatingly  formulated,  asserted  and  presented  his  noblest  thought 
for  the  betterment  of  the  order  and  all  mankind. 

In  private  life  he  was  clean,  upright,  and  high-minded.  No  stain  ever 
touched  him.  He  abominated  debasements  and  shunned  those  who  de¬ 
scended  into  them.  Home  held  him  bound,  and  he  was  its  devoted  pro- 
claimer  and  worshipped  at  its  sacred  shrine. 

His  passing  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  his  city  and  this  state.  Our  order 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  illustrious  members,  who  left  behind  his  indelible 
mark  upon  his  time,  and  the  richest  heritage  of  his  friends.  He  fought  the 
good  fight;  he  kept  the  faith. 

We  appreciated  him  and  respected  him  during  his  life;  we  love  him  in 
death  ;and  we  firmly  believe  he  lived  to  make  the  world  better. 

“I  cannot  say,  and  I  will  not  say 
That  he  is  dead;  he  is  just  away. 

With  a  cheery  smile  and  a  wave  of  the  hand 
He  has  wandered  into  an  unknown  land, 

And  left  us  dreaming  how  very  fair 

It  needs  must  be,  since  he  lingers  there. 

Think  of  him  still  the  same,  I  say 
He  is  NOT  dead;  he  is  just  away.”

BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  ADAMS,  P.  S.  R. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Adams,  19th  grand  chancellor  of  New  Mexico, 
passed  from  his  earthly  abode  March  5,  1920,  and  was  buried  in  Mt.  Olivet 
Cemetery,  Brooklyn,  New  York.  He  was  born  near  Jackson,  Tennessee, 
December  15,  1862;  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  went  to  San  An¬ 
tonio,  Texas,  in  1881.  Graduated  from  Sam  Houston  Institute,  Huntsville, 
Texas,  in  1883,  then  taught  school  at  Killeen,  Texas.  Commenced  the 
practice  of  law  in  1884  at  Marfa,  Texas;  was  elected  Judge  of  Presidio  county, 
Texas,  in  1888;  re-elected  in  1890.  He  moved  to  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico, 
in  1892  and  continued  the  practice  of  law. 

Brother  Adams  was  initiated  in  Killeen  Lodge,  January  28,  1886,  at 
Killeen,  Texas,  transferred  his  membership  to  Marfa,  Texas,  January  10,  1888; 
shortly  after  moving  to  New  Mexico  he  transferred  his  membership  from 
Marfa,  Texas,  to  Montezuma  lodge  of  Albuquerque,  and  afterwards  to 
Mineral  Lodge  No.  4  of  the  same  city. 
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He  attained  the  honor  of  past  chancellor  in  Marfa,  Texas,  in  1888;  and 
was  elected  grand  representative  of  Mineral  Lodge  No.  4  to  the  grand  lodge 
of  New  Mexico  in  1896.  Elected  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  in  1897, 
and  re-elected  in  1898.  Elected  grand  prelate  in  1899  and  re-elected  in  1900, 
and  became  grand  vice  chancellor  in  1901,  and  grand  chancellor  in  1902.  He 
was  elected  Supreme  Representative  in  1903,  serving  from  January  1,  1904 
to  December  31,  1907. 

Brother  Adams  was  a  very  able  man,  and  proved  to  be  a  fearless  execu¬ 
tive.  He  was  chairman  on  the  committee  of  revision  of  the  present  grand 
constitution  and  statutes  of  New  Mexico,  and  he  also  prepared  the  code  of 
procedure  now  in  effect  for  trial  of  offenses  against  the  order  in  the  domain. 

A  glance  at  the  subordinate,  grand  and  supreme  lodge  records  will  show 
that  Brother  Adams  was  very  active  and  an  earnest  worker  in  Pythian  circles, 
and  that  he  was  a  leading  factor  in  carrying  out  all  Pythian  doctrine  and 
principles  in  New  Mexico.  While  not  always  agreeing  or  voting  with  the 
majority,  time  has  told  that  he  did  not  “pass  the  judgment  of  an  evil  thinking 
mind.”  He  was  one  of  those  men  to  whom  a  kind  word  and  a  generous  deed 
are  part  of  life  itself.  While  he  was  firm  in  his  convictions  and  unyielding 
in  compromising  when  he  believed  he  was  in  the  right,  yet  he  had  a  heart 
as  tender  as  a  woman’s  and  it  was  impossible  to  take  offense  at  him  when  he 
disagreed  with  you.  Many  a  man  has  been  won  to  his  side  by  the  kindliness 
of  his  opposition.  It  was  this  kindly  spirit,  this  lovable  disposition  which 
made  him  an  ideal  knight. 

He  was  generous  to  a  fault,  otherwise  he  would  have  died  rich,  which 
he  did  not,  as  wordly  wealth  is  measured,  but  he  did  die  rich  in  the  close 
friendships  and  affections  of  those  who  knew  him. 

He  is  gone.  We  shall  see  him  here  no  more  forever,  he  is  beyond  the 
travels  of  earth;  beyond  the  horrors  of  war;  aye,  beyond  the  stars.  Thus 
Brother  Adams  is  resting  where  the  Pythian  principles  he  loved  so  well  are 
fully  and  permanently  practiced.

ALDEN  P.  BUTTERFIELD,  P.  S.  R. 

Alden  Pease  Butterfield,  Cincinnati,  died  November  20,  1918.  Buried 
in  said  city.  Served  as  grand  chancellor  from  May  1885  to  May  1886,  and  in 
1890  served  as  supreme  representative,  holding  said  office  several  terms. 
Was  widely  known  in  Democratic  political  circles  in  Cincinnati  and  Hamilton 
county,  and  held  offices  under  several  city  administrations. 


JOHN  G.  REEVES,  P.  S.  R. 

Judge  John  Graybill  Reeves,  Lancaster,  Ohio,  died  in  said  city  May  27, 
1920;  buried  there.  Served  as  city  solicitor  of  Lancaster  for  two  terms, 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Fairfield  county  for  three  terms,  and  Common  Pleas 
Judge  of  the  subdivision  for  over  fifteen  years,  resigning  as  judge  shortly 
before  his  death.-  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Served  as  supreme 
representative  from  1894  to  1901.  Served  as  grand  chancellor  May  1888- 
May  1889.

Oklahoma — 

TAZEWELL  M.  UPSHAW,  P.  S.  R. 

Tazewell  Mason  Upshaw,  “honorary”  past  grand  chancellor,  was  elected 
supreme  representative  at  the  institution  of  the  grand  lodge  of  Oklahoma, 
January  26,  1892.  He  attended  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in 
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1892,  1894  and  1896.  He  was  born  at  Horn  Lake,  Mississippi,  January  29, 
1859;  died,  March  20,  1920,  in  Helena,  Arkansas.  He  was  initiated  in  Trinity 
Lodge  No.  7,  Gainesville,  Texas,  in  May,  1887,  and  transferred  his  mem¬ 
bership  to  Oklahoma  Lodge  No.  1,  November  19,  1889. 


CHARLES  HOKEY,  P.  G.  C. 

Brother  Hokey  was  the  first  “sitting  past  grand  chancellor”  of  Indian 
Territory,  which  honor  he  attained  at  the  institution  of  the  grand  lodge,  May 
15,  1890.  He  was  born  in  1847,  and  died  October  11,  1919,  at  Krebs,  Ok¬ 
lahoma. 

C.  H.  THOMAS,  P.  G.  C. 

Brother  Thomas  was  the  second  grand  chancellor  of  Indian  Territory, 
1891-1892.  He  was  born  in  Lewiston,  Illinois,  in  1856;  moved  to  Ottawa, 
Kansas,  in  1868,  and  to  the  Indian  Territory  in  1875.  He  was  initiated  in 
Phoenix  Lodge  No.  2,  Muskogee,  March  8,  1888.  His  death  occurred  in  1920. 

WILLIAM  H.  WALKER,  P.  G.  C. 

William  Henry  Walker  was  the  ninth  grand  chancellor  of  Indian  Terri¬ 
tory;  born  in  Yanceyville,  North  Carolina,  March  25,  1854;  died  in  Purcell, 
Oklahoma,  November  4,  1918.  He  was  initiated  in  Prairie  Queen  Lodge  No. 
83,  Windsor,  Missouri,  in  1884,  transferring  to  Rathbone  Lodge  No.  8,  Purcell. 
For  many  years  he  was  fraternal  correspondent  for  Indian  Territory,  and  at 
the  amalgamation  of  the  grand  domain  with  Oklahoma,  was  appointed  to 
the  same  position,  which  he  held  until  his  death.

WILLIAM  C.  MACDONALD,  S.  R. 

The  sudden  death  of  one  of  the  greatest  Pythians  in  the  grand  domain 
of  Ontario  was  a  distinct  shock  to  members  of  the  order  in  Ontario,  and  to 
his  many  friends  throughout  the  supreme  domain.  Few  men  in  this  order 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  have  held  the  high  place  in  Pythian  life  that  was 
filled  by  Brother  Macdonald.  He  occupied  many  positions  within  the  gift 
of  the  grand  lodge,  and  served  as  supreme  representative  for  the  four-year 
term  of  1908-1910,  and  was  again  elected  for  the  term  of  1918-1920.  His 
death  occurred  December  27,  1919. 

The  sincere  sympathy  of  his  hosts  of  Pythian  friends  and  associates 
is  extended  to  his  bereaved  widow  and  family.

J.  LINDSAY  HILL,  P.  G.  C. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  J.  Lindsay  Hill  was  born  in  McNary  county, 
Tennessee,  February  28,  1845;  died  in  Albany,  Oregon,  July  24,  1919.  He 
was  initiated  in  Laurel  Lodge  No.  7,  Albany,  May  30,  1879,  in  which  lodge  he 
continued  his  membership  until  his  death.  He  was  a  physician  by  profession. 
Dr.  Hill  served  as  grand  chancellor  of  Oregon  from  October  9,  1894,  to  October 
8,  1895.  On  May  30,  1914,  he  was  presented  with  a  25-year  veteran  jewel. 
He  was  an  honored  and  respected  member  of  the  order  and  was  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  by  his  associates  in  his  lodge  and  throughout  the  domain.

JULIUS  MOUNTNEY,  P.  G.  C.

In  1867,  he  was  elected  grand  master  of  exchequer,  which  position  he 
held  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Full  of  years  and  honors,  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him, 
his  earthly  career  ended  in  the  ideal  home  he  so  dearly  loved,  surrounded  by 
his  loving  and  devoted  wife  and  children.  His  memory  shall  abide  with  the 
Pythians  of  the  grand  domain  of  Pennsylvania  like  a  sweet-smelling  savor.

Rhode  Island — 

WALTER  WRIGHT,  P.  G.  C. 

Brother  Walter  Wright  died  January  15,  1920.  He  received  the  ranks 
of  knighthood  in  Garfield  Lodge  No.  7,  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  in  January 
and  February,  1892;  served  this  lodge  as  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  prelate, 
vice  chancellor  and  chancellor  commander,  and  on  February  14,  1899,  became 
a  member  of  the  grand  lodge,  in  which  body  he  held  successively  the  positions 
of  grand  master  at  arms,  grand  prelate,  grand  vice  chancellor,  and  served  as 
grand  chancellor  for  the  official  term  of  1908-1909. 

JOHN  F.  McQUILLIN,  P.  G.  C. 

John  F.  McQuillin  was  a  charter  member  of  Rhode  Island  Lodge  No.  22, 
Knights  of  Pythias,  Providence,  instituted  April  16,  1889.  He  held  the 
positions  of  prelate,  vice  chancellor  and  chancellor  commander  in  this  lodge, 
and  received  his  grand  lodge  rank,  February  13,  1894.  He  was  elected  grand 
master  at  arms  in  1900,  advanced  to  higher  positions  at  each  succeeding 
convention,  and  was  elected  grand  chancellor  in  1903.  He  died  April  13,  1919. 

WILLIAM  A.  WILSON,  P.  G.  C. 

After  a  service  of  thirty-eight  years  as  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal. 
Brother  William  A.  Wilson,  past  grand  chancellor,  passed  away  on  April 
20,  1920.  He  received  the  rank  of  knight  in  "Damon”  Lodge  No.  3,  Provi¬ 
dence,  April  25,  1872,  and  on  February  13,  1876,  became  a  member  of  the 
grand  lodge.  On  February  17,  1880,  he  was  elected  grand  chancellor  of 
Rhode  Island.  He  was  appointed  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  on  Octo¬ 
ber  26,  1881,  and  remained  in  that  position  until  his  death.

JAMES  A.  SUMMERSETT,  P.  G.  C. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  James  A.  Summersett  died  suddenly  January  30. 
1919.  Engaged  in  the  routine  affairs  of  his  business  office,  he  was  in  con¬ 
versation  with  his  daughter,  who  was  his  secretary,  when  he  was  stricken 
with  apoplexy,  passing  away  in  an  hour  or  two. 

The  administration  of  Brother  Summersett  as  grand  chancellor  was 
marked  by  the  greatest  progress  of  the  order  in  his  domain  during  a  similar 
period.  His  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Pythianism  never  wavered.  After  his 
retirement  from  the  office  of  grand  chancellor,  his  activities  in  and  for  the 
order  suffered  no  diminution;  but  he  was  always  the  ready  fellow- worker 
and  servant  of  his  successors  in  office.  His  death  removed  from  amongst  us 
one  of  the  foremost  Pythians  in  his  domain,  and  the  South  Carolina  grand 
lodge  took  appropriate  action  in  paying  tribute  to  his  memory. 

WALTER  E.  DERRICK,  P.  G.  C. 

Past  Grand  Chancellor  Walter  E.  Derrick  of  South  Carolina  fell  victim 
to  the  epidemic  of  influenza,  January,  1919,  being  ill  less  than  a  week.  Bro¬ 
ther  Derrick  was  an  able  man,  endowed  by  nature  with  peculiar  gifts  of  per¬ 
sonality  and  talent.  His  splendid  abilities  were  employed  with  unstinted 
devotion  in  the  service  of  the  order.  He  was  not  only  honored  by  his  brother 
Pythians,  but  by  his  fellow-citizens,  as  well.  He  had  been  called  into  the 
service  of  the  state  and  had  been  inducted  into  state  office  only  two  weeks 
prior  to  his  fatal  illness.  With  a  worthy  record  in  Pythian  service,  there  was 
before  him  the  prospect  o'f  a  brilliant  career  in  public  life.  His  untimely  death 
was  not  only  deeply  deplored,  but  meant  a  loss  to  Pythianism  in  South 
Carolina,  keenly  felt.

W.  R.  CARLISLE,  P.  G.  C. 

W.  R.  Carlisle,  past  grand  chancellor,  and  member  of  Damon  Lodge  No.  2, 
died  at  a  ripe  old  age  in  Pennsylvania,  January  31,  1919.  Brother  Carlisle 
had  retired  from  business,  and  was  unable  to  give  any  attention  to  the  order 
on  account  of  his  age,  but  his  local  lodge  kept  him  in  good  standing  until 
his  death. 

DOUGLAS  P.  BATES,  P.  G.  C. 

Douglas  P.  Bates,  grand  chancellor  1917-1918,  a  brilliant  young  lawyer, 
was  killed  in  a  railroad  wreck  near  Nashville,  Tenn.,  July  9th,  1918,  only 
three  weeks  after  he  had  retired  as  grand  chancellor  of  Tennessee.  Brother 
Bates  was  a  strong  Pythian,  a  man  of  influence,  and  made  a  splendid  grand 
chancellor.  His  sudden  death  was  a  great  shock  to  his  hosts  of  Pythian  friends. 

DABNEY  M.  SCALES,  P.  G.  C. 

Dabney  M.  Scales,  grand  chancellor,  1913-1914,  died  while  visiting 
friends  and  relatives  at  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  in  June,  1920.  Brother  Scales 
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was  in  the  Confederate  navy.  A  graduate  of  the  Naval  school  at  Annapolis, 
he  commanded  the  battle  ship  Shenandoah;  and  his  ship  was  the  last  to  haul 
down  the  Confederate  flag.  After  the  war  between  the  States  was  over,  he 
became  a  loyal  American  citizen,  tendering  his  services  on  all  occasions  for 
the  defense  of  his  Government.  During  the  Spanish-American  war  he  en¬ 
listed  again  in  the  Navy,  and  was  assigned  duty  by  President  McKinley. 
In  the  late  world’s  war,  although  having  passed  an  age  of  more  than  three 
score  and  ten,  being  active  in  life,  he  volunteered  his  services  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  an  interpreter,  ready  to  go  to  France.  He  was  a  fluent  linguist, 
speaking  French,  Spanish  and  German  with  the  ease  that  he  spoke  English.

JOHN  F.  ONION,  S.  R. 

John  Franklin  Onion,  thirtieth  grand  chancellor  of  Texas,  and  serving  as 
supreme  representative  at  time  of  his  death,  was  born  in  Harrison  county, 
Indiana,  February  28,  186,2.  He  was  initiated  in  Tyler  Lodge  No.  27,  Tyler, 
Texas,  April  5,  1888,  transferring  to  Unity  Lodge  No.  36,  San  Antonio. 

The  grand  domain  of  Texas,  and  the  order  at  large,  suffered  one  of  its 
greatest  losses  when  John  F.  Onion,  a  great  Pythian  soldier,  fell  from  the 
ranks.  “The  sturdiest  oak  in  the  forest  has  fallen.”  The  voice  which  has 
heretofore  spoken  with  so  much  potency  and  force  has  been  forever  silenced. 
One  of  our  great  spirits,  our  mentor,  our  guide,  can  no  longer  direct  us  except 
through  tender  memories  and  noble  example.  No  more  shall  we  have  the 
benefit  of  his  counsel,  no  longer  can  we  hear  his  silvery  voice,  never  again 
can  we  clasp  his  hand  in  fraternal  greeting. 

On  Thursday,  October  31,  1918,  in  the  city  of  Dallas,  John  F.  Onion  was 
called  from  his  earthly  labors  to  “join  the  innumerable  caravan  which  moves 
to  that  mysterious  realm  where  each  takes  his  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of 
death”  and  on  the  following  Sunday  he  was  tenderly  and  lovingly  laid  to  rest 
in  the  Pythian  cemetery  in  his  former  home  city  of  San  Antonio.  A  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  grand  lodge,  viz:  H.  E.  Ellis,  Charles  F.  Weiland  and  George 
G.  Shaw,  acted  as  an  escort  for  his  remains,  and  gave  expression  of  our  great 
love,  admiration  and  respect.  His  brothers  in  his  old  home,  to  whom  he 
had  been  brother,  prophet  and  seer,  turned  out  en  masse  as  a  tribute  of  their 
profound  emotion  for  their  departed  loved  one — simple  tenderness  was  shown; 
loving  words  were  spoken,  and  heartfelt  sympathy  was  exhibited. 

Brother  Onion  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  56  years  of  age.  He  was  a 
learned  lawyer  and  jurist  of  thirty  years  active  experience  at  the  bar  of  our 
State.  He  was  elected  grand  chancellor  in  1903  and  was  one  of  our  most 
popular  and  successful  executives.  He  was  later  elected  supreme  representa¬ 
tive  and  served  continuously  in  such  capacity,  with  one  short  intermission 
until  his  death.  . 

As  an  humble  worker  in  our  ranks,  his  energies  were  untiring,  his  devo¬ 
tion  without  bounds,  and  his  Pythian  zeal  always  at  white  heat;  no  duty 
was  to  him  too  humble,  no  work  too  arduous.  His  only  question  was,  “Was 
it  Pythian?”  Primarily  a  lawyer,  he  beautifully  intermingled  fidelity  to 
client  and  justice  with  devotion  to  the  principles  of  friendship,  charity  and 
benevolence;  trained  to  administer  and  secure  the  predominance  of  right 
between  litigants,  there  was  embodied  in  his  very  sou)  the  eternal  philosophy 
of  Danjon  and  Pythias  and  Pythagoras — the  brotherhood  of  man.  To  him 
our  order  furnished  an  agency  by  which  these  ends  were  attained.  They 
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were  his  Ark  of  the  Covenant — the  Keystone  to  the  Arch.  In  his  daily  life 
they  were  reflected  and  made  to  appear  brighter.  In  his  profession,  in  his 
lodge  and  in  his  home  he  was  a  living  exemplar  of  our  teachings — a  valued 
friend,  an  interesting  companion,  a  wise  counselor,  possessing  a  charming  and 
ever-flashing  intelligence,  a  loving  and  devoted  husband,  he  attained  in  full 
measure  the  standard  of  Pythian  manhood. 

He  has  “crossed  over  the  river  that  marks  the  unknown  shore”.  “His 
hands  were  filled  with  deeds  of  charity.”  “The  western  hills  have  obscured 
life’s  sun  and  he  sleeps  secure  in  the  promise  of  the  dawn  of  a  never-ending 
day.”

GEORGE  B.  GRIGGS,  P.  S.  R. 

On  May  31,  1919,  “the  soul  of  a  leader  in  the  triumphant  march  of 
Pythanism  winged  its  flight  to  its  Heavenly  home.”  George  B.  Griggs,  past 
supreme  representative,  has  left  a  memory  dear  to  all  with  whom  he  came  into 
contact. 

No  typical  word  could  be  more  fitting  for  our  loved  and  lamented  brother 
than  the  word  “representative.” 

For  seven  years  he  efficiently  filled  the  official  position  of  supreme  re¬ 
presentative  for  our  order  from  this  domain.  But  it  is  a  still  higher  thing  to 
say  of  him  that  for  twenty-seven  years  he  was  a  representative  Pythian. 

During  the  entire  period  of  his  connection  with  our  honored  brotherhood, 
he  detracted  nought  but  added  much  to  our  fraternal  fame.  Those  words 
we  so  fondly  cherish,  “friendship,  charity  and  benevolence,”  broke  into 
perpetual  bloom  in  his  daily  life,  and  back  of  all  this,  and  making  all  this 
possible,  was  that  highest  fact  of  all  that  he  was  a  representative  man. 

He  was  a  representative  citizen.  This  fact  was  borne  in  on  the  world 
when  his  fellow  citizens  placed  him  in  the  halls  of  our  State  Senate.  There 
he  bore  no  small  part  in  the  fashioning  of  worthy  laws,  and  more  than  once 
efficiently  filled  the  place  of  temporary  presiding  officer. 

He  displayed  genuine  literary  gifts  in  the  publication  of  several  valuable 
and  helpful  volumes,  while  his  service  and  influence  in  the  field  of  politics 
was  ever  most  conservative  and  poised. 

He  was  a  representative  Christian  man.  His  life  was  like  that  of  the 
famous  “traveler’s  tree”  in  Madagascar.  This  beautiful  palm  tree  was  so 
named  because  at  the  base  of  each  leaf  is  a  reservoir  of  clear,  cool  water. 
This  stored-up  water,  so  refreshing  to  the  traveler,  comes  not  from  the  earth, 
but  is  gathered  in  from  showers  from  above,  and  is  stored  up  and  kept  cool 
for  thirsty  passers-by.  So  our  brother’s  life  was  made  a  constant  refresh¬ 
ment  to  his  fellows  by  its  steadfast  replenishment  from  the  upper  springs. 
He  could  repeat  the  testimony  of  the  famous  apostle  to  the  Gentiles,  “By 
the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am!”  And  when  those  long  weeks  of  suffering 
came  that  preceded  his  immortal  translation,  he  braved  its  awful  hours  in 
the  spirit  of  Him  whom  he  worshipped,  and  said  with  Him,  “Not  my  will 
but  Thine  be  done.” 

He  was  a  representative  husband  and  father.  His  home  was  ever  his 
closest  and  dearest  realm.  And  the  answering  love  that  came  back  to  him 
there  invigorated  and  sustained  him  through  all  life’s  struggles  and  triumphs. 
From  the  blessed  oases  of  church  and  home  he  gained  that  sweet  charm  of 
character  that  kept  his  good  cheer  undimmed  while  traversing  the  stern 
deserts  of  daily  life.  Those  of  us  who  have  fared  with  him  in  the  solution  of 
vexed  Pythian  problems  never  saw  him  in  a  situation  so  irritating  as  to  change 
his  sunny  smile  into  a  forbidding  frown. 

Such  a  life,  as  a  man,  as  a  churchman  and  as  a  Pythian,  could  hot  go 
through  this  world  without  leaving  behind  it  a  path  of  light.  #  His  life  was  as 
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modest  and  magnanimous  as  it  was  useful  and  noble,  and  we  can  say  of  him 
these  words  from  the  pen  of  our  personal  friend  and  fellow  Texan,  Louis  M. 
Waterman : 

“Our  friend  no  braggart  was,  all  eloquent 

With  self-applause,  but  he  but  deemed  himself 
A  servant  of  the  World  where’er  he  went. 

He  stretched  no  hand  to  seize  mere  spoil  or  pelf. 

But  gave  both  hands  to  benefit  his  race. 

If  each  he  blessed  should  bring  today  a  flower 
To  weave  a  fitting  wreath  his  brow  to  grace, 

‘Twould  change  this  scene  to  one  vast  blooming  bower.” 

His  worthful  life  has  closed  its  chapter  on  the  earth,  filled  with  many  a 
glowing  paragraph  of  deeds  well  done.  But  how  wonderful  must  prove  the 
chapter  now  begun  in  the  world  beyond — which,  some  day,  be  it  granted 
unto  us  to  read?
